Beauty college celebrates 50 years of consistent teaching

Criun's BeauQr College celebrated 

its 50th anniversary Wednesday 1^ of- 
fering haircuts for 63 cents - the same 
price they were in 1956 

Owner and founder Lucille Cmm 
said haii^tyles have changed consid- 
erably but the teaching methods have 
remained the same. 

When Crum founded the beauty 
college in 1956, she said she was not 



immediately welcomed in Manhattan. 

'^e building I was going to use was 
owned by a man who went bankrupt, 
so J took out a loan to buy it,' Crum 
said. "But the Chamber of Commerce 
was against me starting the business, 
because I was a woman. In the end, 
though, they changed their minds." 

Crum said she had owned her own 
shop before starting the school but 
gave it up (o tend to her new business. 

"The building the college was 
ori^ally housed in was an old men's 



clothing store," Crum said. "Then, as 
the collie grew, we moved acroM the 
street into a building that was an old 
grocery store. After that we never had 
a problem, we just buzzed through." 

The college never would have taken 
off without a little luck and the help of 
her employees, said Crum 

"We were very lucky to have good 
help I could never have done it alone," 
she said. 

Crum's Beauty College was accred- 
ited as a charter member of the Na- 



tional Crediting Commission for c:t)s- 
metology Arts and Sciences in 1969 
and began with only 15 students, the 
minimum by Kansas law. 

"After a few years, we were up to 
90 students," Crum said. "We were the 
second school in (Cansas to be recog- 
nized as a Pivot Point school in 1976." 

Crum said the college had events 
like style shows to draw customers. 

Adrienne Bochert, student council 
vice president said her favorite part 
of the college is the interaction with 



people and the loyal clients 

Wida Egan, instructor since 1993, 
said three original graduates of the col- 
lege came and spoke to the students 
on Monday, sharing memories and 
answering questions as part of the an- 
niversary celebration. 

"They explained the difference be- 
tween how we cut hair now and how 
they did it back then," Egan said "A 
perm back then cost $4, and now it 
costs that much just to buy the prod- 
ucts."

The contra vereial play "N*gger, Wetb*ck, 
Ch'nk" has been performed from Los An- 
geles to Boston, but last night was its largest 
performance ever 

Elementary- school students to retirees 
filed into McCain Auditorium, and at the 
end of the night, the crowd totaled 1.439, 
which surpassed the group's previous larg- 
est performance t^ 230, Steven Sei^e, co- 
writer of the show, said 

the show wasted no time in smacking 
the audience in the face with its eye-grab- 
bing title In the opening sequence the three 
characters, Allan Axibal, CH'NK; Miles 
Greglcy, NAGGER; and Raphael Agustin, 
WETB'CK. created a beat using nothing 
but the three terms: "chink, wetback, nig- 
ger" 

Many members of the audience heard of 



the play through word of mouth and were 
excited to see the show, 

"(It's) risky, but you can definitely tell 
they're going to prove a point," Deborah 
Muhwezi, sophomore in mass communica- 
tions, said 

Prom the start, "N*gger, Wetb'dc, 
Ch'nk" took the audience on a wild ride, 
from laughter, to sympathy, to tense mo- 
ments, as it stomped through a subject that 
many approach only on tip-toe. 

"It's a show about race - the only race 
that matters - the human race," the per- 
formers said 

Contained within the play are humorous 
sketches about stereotypes, poetic moments 
about culture, and each actor's personal 
description of when race first became an 
issue. 

'When you're 8 or 9, I don't think you 
know how to hate who you are," said ^d- 
bal of when he first heard "chink" used in 



reference to himself, "but you can definitely 
learn" 

In addition, there was a sketch that dealt 
with using race to obtain an imfair advan- 
tage in some circumstances 

"The race card - sometimes good, some- 
times bad - but one thing's for sure: you 
can't leave home without iC they said in 
unison. 

At times shocking, at times sad, and at 
times hilarious, the event left a bvorable im- 
pression on the audience. 

"I loved it," said Rachel Osterhaus. free- 
man in early childhood education. "It was 
funny, and it also had a good nwssage." 

Joel Pearson, graduate student in student 
develo|Hiient, said the play is a good step in 
the right direction for everyone and even 
minorities can become hemmed in concern- 
ing stereotypes of other people. 

"It gets the message started, but more has 
to be done," he said

Before 1 left, Carr gave me his Web site, 
ummi.lovinTeuolution.oTf,. There, not only does 
Can proclaim "solidarity with the Iraqi resis- 
tance," he lyrically aids the cause with charm- 
ing couplets like this from a compact disc he 
peddled at the rally: 'I don't like death, seen 
it with my eyes/ But Iraqi 
freedom means 



Americans must die." 

In a nonviolent way, I'm sure, like peaceful 
intifada. Later Carr helpfully raps that mothers 
with military sons should "convince ihem to quit 
or start writing their eulogy," 

However, even more alarming, is whatever 
thought process led Carr to believe the ob- 
scenely unmelodious line, "Indigenous existence 
is resistance, this I discerned," should ever be 
incltided in any song other than fork-tongued 
hosannas to Beelzebub himself 

Why was a man who wishes Americans 
dead and who brutalizes the English language 
allowed to plead for more intifadas at a Nonvio- 
lence Rally? 

They should rally to discuss that. I mean, as 
soon as these pens run out.

I thou^t I was losing my mind, 

I was in the Collegian newsroom, the phone 
was ringing off the hook, people were talking 
about stories and other things, 
and I felt like I was in the 
center of a tornado. 

[t was a typical day, but 
something vras terribly wrong, 
and 1 was terrified. Something 
was going to happen. Some- 
diing I couldn't control. 

[ wanted to curl up in a 
ball m the comer of the room 
and shut everything out until 
my heart stopped feeling like it was pounding 
out of my diest, until t stopped feeling like I was 
going to throw up. 

Until I stopped the terror that was making 
me want to run as far and as fast as I could, even 
though my heart was tellirtg me I had nm for 
miles. 

This started happening a while ago. but just 
this year 1 went to Lafene Health Center and 
told a doctor I thought my medication for bipo- 
lar disorder was affecting me badly I was shak- 
ing, and it felt like my heart was beating r^idly. 



The doctor at Lafene cut my medication in 
half and said to see the doctor at Pawnee Mental 
Health in a week. I had three panic attacks in 
the following week, the last of which lasted for 
more than three hours - the one in the news- 
room 

When I went to Pawnee, the doctor put the 
Prozac back to the level it was at before and 
increased the amount of Abilify 1 take. 

I got the first night's sleep I have had in 
almost two months Monday night. For the first 
time, I slept through the whole night 

[ can feel the fear now, as I write. It's almost 
a continuous thing - what the National Institute 
of Mental Health calls panic disorder and what 
I thought was just part of being bipolar It was 
only when I was standing in the middle of the 
newsroom that I realized what was happening. 

I felt so stupid. 

Some people say they feel like they're having 
a heart attack. Some have shortness uf breath or 
dizziness. 

(^rsonally, my heart feels like 1 have run a 
thousand miles; I feel sick to my stomach, and 
I can't focus on anything around me. But in all 
of that is the all -pervasive fear and the sense of 



doom and loss of control the NIMH Web ate 

talks about. 

No matter how many people at Pawnee tell 
me it's not a sig^ of weakness, I still feel like a 
failure Being afraid of absolutely nothing, wak- 
ing up in the middle of the night terrified for no 
reason - it seems pathetic, and I should be able 
to stop it 

Bui I can't, and realizing how common it is 
makes it a little easier to handle. 

If I heard about someone with this disorder, I 
wouldn't think he was weak. I wouldn't think he 
was a failure 

But we tend to be hardest on ourselves, and I 
wonder how many people feel the way I do. 

It hurts like hell when I have a panic attack, 
and some people believe they are dying. I feel 
like I'm losing my mind, No matter how much I 
tell myself there's nothing to fear, no matter how 
I try to rationalize nty fear and override it, it's 
still there. 

And I have to go on, I can't stop or let it get 
the best of me I love what I do for a living, and 
this is jeopardizing that. 

So I take the Prozac and Abili^ daily I exer- 
cise as much as I can, to ward off the attacks. 



And I try not to hate mysetf for being weak 
enough to be afraid of nothing

According to a study 
by the National Center for 
Education Statistics, "first 
generation students are at 
a disadvantage throughout 
their time at colleges and 
universities. They enter 
without as much prepara- 
tion; they get lower grades, 
and they are more likely to 
drop out" 



One possible reason is 
that parents with only a 
high school education might 
have trouble helping their 
children with everyday 
homework assignments. The 
push for achievement in 
the classroom has led to a 
curriculum far more rigor- 
ous than generations before 
have been taught.

Despite the loss, the Wildcats saw 
a solid effort from senior Sandy Wer- 
ner, who recorded 18 kills and four 
digs Redshirt freshman Ttffar^ John- 



son chipped in with 12 kills and a .360 
hitting percentage, while junior libero 
Angle Lastra had 25 digs. 

Lastra entered the game in fifth 
place on K- State's all-time digs list and 
passed Shawnee C^ (1,174) in what 
became her 16th career 20-dig match

Regan recovers from injury, 
starts season with success

AS day one of the Badger Invitational ended on Stinday, 
junior Nf ichelle Regan was sitting in first place. Jtist sev- 
en months earlier, she was Siting on the sidelines 

Regan finished in fourth place after a nine -over-par round 
Monday put her two strokes behind the co-wirmers 

"It was hard to fall asleep that night (going into the last 
round}," she said. "It was the first time 1 had been in that situa- 
tion in college. 1 just had to play as well as I could It was defi- 
nitely a learning experience." 

Regan's journey to finishing in the top five has been difiiculL 
In January, she was sidelined with a ligament injury 

She had to miss the Central District Invitational February 20- 
21 and the Texas A&M Mo'Morial March 10-12. At the Central 
District, K-State Rnished in 13th place, and at the Mo'Morial, the 
Wildcats finished 12th Before Regan's injury, the team's woret 
finish was a tie for ninth place at the 20O5 Badger Invitational. 

She was bad; in time for the Dr. Donnis Thompson Invita- 
tional March 21-22 in Kaneohe, Hawaii. 

"My number-one goal was to work as hard as I could and get 
back as soon as possible," she said. "I reached my goal to be back 
at the lowest amount of time off." 

Coach Kristi Knight said the injury was eye-opening for Ele- 
gan. 

"It's a message to her to slow down and be careful," she 
said, "Gradually in rehab, she worked her way a week ahead of 
schedule. It hasn't affected her game" 

Regan, a 2004 graduate of Bishop Miege High School in Prai- 
rie Village, Kan., was a four-sport athlete, but golf was not her 
primary focus during l^e spring because she played softball. 

"When 1 came to college, that's when 1 really started to focus 
on golf," she said. 

Knight never had Regan on her radar when she was recruit- 
ing players After receiving a letter with a newspaper clipping 
from Bob Krause, chief student affairs officer for K-State, Knight 
offered Regan a golf scholarship. 

In August, Regan qualified for the US Women's Amateur at 
Pumpkin Ridge Golf Club in North Plains, Ore. Through two 
rounds, she scored a 20-over-par 162, wWch put her in 127th 
place, short of the cut. 

'The Amateur was an awesome experience," she said. "It's an 
honor to qualify in the first place." 

Regan is described as fun -loving and energetic, Knight said. 

"She's someone who's a bit of a cheerleader for the team," she 
said. "If it's a goU course that runs side-by-side or if a teammate 
is in eaishot, she'll cheer them on She's got a lot of energy. She's 
also got an awfiil lot of talent. She's come right out of the gate 
this year and showed that." 

Knight said she's anticipating seeing Regan compete more 

"With every tournament and experience, she continues to get 
better," she said "I'm excited to watch her continue to develop 
She knows she can play good golf, and she's looking forward to 
that,"

With less than a month until the 
end of Major League Baseball's regu 
lar season, 1 have started wonder- 
ing who this year's 
American League's 
Most Valuable 
Player will be. 

That topic has 
seemed to cause a 
lot of controversy 
over the past two 
years, with most of 
the hype coming 
from the Northeast- 
em part of the country. 

Last season it came down to Bos- 
ton Red Sox designated hitter David 
Ortiz and New York Yankees third 
baseman Alex Rodriguez. 

The hype surrounding the honor 
was based on the fact that a lot of 
baseball analysts said designated 
hitters are not as deserving of the 
award, because they do not play in 
the field Yet Ortiz had to be consid- 
ered because of his clutch hitting, his 
47 home runs and 147 runs batted in. 
The debate more than likely caused 
a slight slant in the voting, allowing 
A-Rod to barely win the award with 



his 48 homers and ISO RB!. 

Again Ortiz is part of the MVP 
talks this year, thanks in large part 
to his output of a career-high 48 
home runs and 127 RBI, which are 
both leading the A L as of press time 

There is a new Yankee being 
considered alongside Big Papi 
though, and his name is Derek )eter 
The long-time Yankee shortstop and 
captain is the one many consider to 
be the favorite for the MVP. 

He has a batting average of .346 
this season to go along with his 13 
homers, 92 RBI and 29 stolen bases. 
His batting average is second only to 
Minnesota TVins catcher ]oe Mauer 

That brings me to my next point. 
Let's talk about the Twins. 

They hold the best record in base- 
ball since |une 8, having gone S9-26 
over the 8 5 -game stretch before 
Wednesday's game with the Oakland 
Athletics They are one of the hottest 
teams in the league and, with a re- 
cord of 85- 59, are curienUy leading 
the race for the AL Wild Card. Also, 
the Twins sit only one and a half 
games behind the Detroit Tigers for 
the Central Division title.

With all this being said, why 
haven't the analysts begun to give 
serious consideration to the best 
player on the most dangerous team 
in the league? 

Only 1 1 pitchers have ever won 
the AL MVP since the advent of the 
award in 1931, but Twins ace start- 
ing pitcher fohan Santana is hands 
down the most valuable player of the 
American League. 

He is the most dominant player 
in the league right now, and he is 
leading in almost every pitching 
category. 

The lefty hurler ranks first in the 
AL in wins ( 1 8) and innings pitched 
(212.2), and his 230 strikeouts this 
season are 43 ahead of second-place 
Jeremy Bonderman of the Tigers 



Santana is currently fourth with his 
2.75 earned run average, but the 
three pitchers ahead of him - team- 
mate Francisco Liriano, Los Angeles 
Angels of Anaheim's Jered Weaver 
and Houston Astros' Roger Clemens 
- have all made only 15 or 16 starts 
this season compared to Santana's 
31. 

One of the most telling statistics 
is that the IWins are undefeated 
since the All-Star Break when San- 
tana pitches (12-0) and undefeated 
the entire season when he starts at 
home (16-0). If that isn't domina- 
tion, then I'm not sure what is. 

Sure, Jeter and Ortiz are putting 
up nice numbers, and they will defi- 
nitely be in the consideration, but 
Santana is simply blowing away the 
competition. 

It would be a shame if he does 
not become only the second pitcher 
since 1987 to win the AL MVP 
award.

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Library demonstrates online tutoring service for grades 4-12

A new service is now avail- 
able tor students in grades 4- 
12 and pre-coliege students 
whd tit looking for help on 
their homeworit. 

HomeworkKansas.org, an 
online service connecting stu- 
dents with tutors, is a resource 
children and parents can use 
at home. A public demon- 
stration of the program took 
plate Wednesday ni^t at the 
Manhattan Public Library, 

The program is accessible 
4-11 p m. daily, and the tutors 
are certified teachers, college 
professor and graduate stu- 
dents. The service is free with 
a Kansas Library Card PIN 
number 

"We had some children in 
here today at the demonstra- 
tion, and it was really hard 
for them to leave when the 
hour was over, because they 
were really excited about 
getting help with their math 
problems," said Linda Knupp, 
assistant director of the Man- 



hattan Public Library. 

Knupp said the instructors 
don't give students answen 
but instead help them figure 
out problems. 

"We think it will be a real 
asset, because they can use 
it from the library, but also, 
if you're at home, and it's 10 
o'clock at night, you can still 
log in if you have Internet 
access," she said. "We're re- 
ally excited about it and really 
glad the state Ubrary added it 
as a service." 

Fred Atchison, director of 
the Manhattan Public Library, 
said he was enthusiastic about 
the program and the effect it 
will have on children. 

He said the pro^^un will 
be a great help not only to 
students, but also to parents 
and teachers. 

"This is going to be a great 
program, because in this day 
and time, we have such a fo- 
cus on achievement in our 
schools, so you have educa- 
tors looking for every possible 
resource to help," Atchison 
said. "You've got parents that 



are busy. 

"Kida are getting home, and 
it seenu like there's more and 
more pressure for achieve- 
ment and having a resource 
like this, which is available 
from home, is going to greatly 
help those parents. It doesn't 
replace what teachen do; it 
donn't replace what parents 
do; it supplements." 

Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
has expressed interest in the 
program. In a press release 
by tiitor.canj. Sebelius said 
HomeworkKansasorg "helps 
level the playing field for stu- 
dent*." 

"It is a resource available 
in mnd and urban areas, in 
libraries and at home, and 
can be accessed regardless of 
income," Sebelius said in the 
release. 

"Young Kansans will have 
the assistance they need to 
excel in the classroom Tools 
such as HomeworkKansas 
might open the door to high- 
er education, better jobs and 
economic opportunity for our 
students."

"The sound quality through 
a phone is just not as decent as 
it is through an iPod," Grabitz 
said, "in ^le future, though, I 
think some people coukl buy 
these type of phones because 
people are always looking for 
a way to save money." 

Apple declined to comment 
on how it plans to compete 
with the new music-centric 
cell phones. 

Ctabitz said cell phones 
with multiple features will 
soon be commonplace. 

"I think some people would 
eventually buy all-in-one 
phones," Grabitz said. "It's cost 
effective, and it is much easier 
to kill two - or more ~ birds 
with one stone."

She said she didn't leave the 
newsroom until 5:30 a.m..

Lawrence told me a 
few calls were placed 
to other student 
newspaper advisers, 
and it was discovered 
that other newspapers 
using the same soft- 
ware have had similar 
problems. The Collegien is 
designed with Adobe lnDe< 
sign Creative Suite 2, a fairly 
new program that contains 
its share of bu^, Lawrence 
said. 

The thing that gets me, 
though, is how students 
responded to the problem 
Upon seeing the bizarre 
repetition of certain errors,

Shooting 8-under par 64 at Colbert Hills course puts sdphomore golfer 
Robert Streb in the record books as beating previous low of 66

When K-State sophomore 
golfer Robert Streb was 
2 yean old, he would go 
U> Ihe local driving range and hit 
balls with plastic golf clubs. 

At the time, nobody knew that 
swing eventually would be capable 
of tearing up even the toughest 
of golf courses, which is what it 
did Aug. 23 at Colbert Hills Golf 
Course. 

Streb, a native of Edmond, Okla., 
recently shot an S-under par 64 at 
Colbert Hills Golf Course, breaking 
the previous course record of 66 

In a round where everything 
seemed to go right - driving, chip- 
ping and putting - Streb was able 
to produce one of the prettiest 
scorecards you will ever see: seven 
birdies, an eagle and just one bo- 



gey. 

Streb said he was swinging the 
club well before the round. 

"Some days the swing feels pret- 
ty good, and some days it doesn't," 
he said. "It felt pretty good that 
day." 

Streb birdied two of the Snt 
three holes in his round and made 
the nine-hole turn at 2-under par 
34 He caught fire early in the back- 
side, stringing together four straight 
birdies on holes 10 through 13, 

He kept leaving himself make- 
able birdie putts and was able to 
convert on all of them. It was after 
that stretch of holes when thoughts 
began creeping into his head. 

"I had a pretty good idea of the 
record at that time, and t staried 
thinking about it." Streb said. 

With five holes left to play, Streb 



needed only one birdie to put him- 
self in the Colbert Hills Golf Course 
record boo^i. 

Instead, he made eagle. 

On the 513.yard par-5 16th, 
Streb launched a driver down the 
fairway, setting himself up with a 4- 
iron into the green. He knew all he 
would have to do was hit his next 
shot near the green ajid card a four. 
But sometimes Streb lik^ to make 
things easy, and that is exactly what 
he did. 

"f hit it to about three feet and 
tapped in for eagle," he said. 

Streb parred the final two holes 
and walked off the 1 8th green a 
record holder. Streb said he and a 
former teammate, recent graduate 
Ben Kem, had been close to the re- 
cord a number of limes before, but 
couldn't finish 




the job 

"It was nice to just have it go- 
ing and keep it going," he said. "It 
sure beats blowing it on some hole 
where you hit it in the weeds or 
something." 

Now that Streb holds the re- 
cord, he can spend time focusing 
on what is most important to him: 
accomplishing some of the team's 
goals. 

"We just want to improve from 
last year and maybe have a shot at 
qualifying for nationals," Streb said. 
"That's the ultimate goal, just get- 
ting to the big show." 

K-State continues play on Sat- 
urday in the Wolverine Intercolle- 
giate in Ann Arbor, Mich. Last year 
in the twoday event, Streb finished 
with a 5-over par 218, and the 
Wildcats finished in fourth place, 
behind the tournament champion 
by 13 strokes.

Federer beat Sampras in number of titles? 



With his defeat of Andy Roddick 
last weekend in the US, Open, Roger 
Pederer won his ninth Grand Slam 
tennis singles event 
championship. 

In doing so, he 
moved into sixth 
place on the all-time 
Grand Slam win- 
ners list and now is 
just five wins short 
of Pete Sampras' 
record of M.

Federer is 25 years 
old 

To put that into perapective, An- 
dre Agassi, the face of American ten- 
nis and winner of eight career Grand 
Slam events, had only won three 
titles by the time he was Pederefs

age. The only player ever to record 
nine Grand Slam titles quicker than 
Federer was Sampras himself Thus, 
the question begs to be asked: Will 
Federer catch Sampras? And if so, 
when? 

All signs seem to point to yes. 
Pederer is hotter than ever, winning 
nine of the last 14 Grand Slams, 
including three out of four this year, 
Additionally, Pederer is virtually un- 
beatable on grass He has won four 
straight titles at Wimbledon and is 
48-0 on grass courts in the last four 
years. 

He's not too bad on the hard 
court, either. In the past two years, 
the Swiss native has lost only three 
hard court matches. He has won 
three of the last four US, Opens 
and two of the last four Australian 



Opens. Both tournaments are played 
on hard courts. 

Pederer is beginning to dominate 
the sport of tennis, and he does not 
seem to have a rival in sight. 

In this year's Association of Ten- 
nis Professionals rankings, Federer 
has the lead with 7,295 points. Rafael 
Nadal is next with 4,800 points, and 
Ivan Ljubicic is the only other player 
with more than 3,000 points, lliese 
numbers are hardly surprising to 
the avid tennis fan, given Federer' 3 
seemingly eternal reign atop the ATP 
rankings. 

He has topped the rankings for 
137 consecutive weeks, a feat that 
has been surpassed by only two men 
in prof^sional tennis history - and 
no, Sampras is not one of them, 

TTic only chink in Federer's armor 



seems to be matches played on clay 
courts - namely, the French Open, 
Pederer has never won the French 
portion of the Grand Slam, and 
until he does, tennis critics will have 
reason to suggest his career is incom- 
plete. Still, even if he never wins the 
French Open, he still will surpass 
Sampras. 

Given Federer's recent dominance 
and the fact that his closest com- 
petitor, Nadal, can beat him only 
on clay, Federer could be atop the 
career Grand Slam titles list by his 
28th birthday. After thai, it's just a 
question of how high he will set the 
bar for the next challenger.

Lambert said Romeo, a whitt 
cat adopted by Bedenham in 
1990, came with the store (en 
perhaps the store came witli 
him). Romeo was a part of the 
Wildside family until he died in 
2005 at the age of 17.

Network assesses, communicates risk of food-borne illnesses

An addition to the College 
f of Veterinary Medicine will in- 
crease the safety of food, from 
"Ihe farm to the fork." 

Creator of the Pood Safety 
Network and associate pro- 
fessor of diagnostic medicine 
and pathobiology Doug F^well 
•aid the network's information 
works to decrease food-bome 
illnesses bom where the food 
starts at the farm to where it is 
produced, distributed and later 
served. 

"Many people don't know 



that one in four people die a 
year from food-bome illnesses," 
IViwell said. 

He said the F^>od Safe^ 
Network is a joint project with 
K-State and the University of 
Guelph at Ontario, Canada. 

According to the Food Safety 
Network Web site, the network 
provides research, policy evalu- 
ation and public infomiatiun cm 
food safety issues. 

Powell said the network is 
like an electronic newspaper 
that releases news every day to 
the worid, 

"It provides information 
about food safety in all sorts of 



weird and wild ways," he said. 

A software program is used 
to help find information about 
food safety, and it searches the 
Internet, he said. 

Justin Kastner, associate pro- 
fessor of diagnostic medicine 
and pathobiology, said the Food 
Safety Network is an interna- 
tionally recognized institution 
for people who want to know 
more about food safely and its 
complexities. 

"What's excitii^ is it is a vir- 
tual institution where students. 
businesses, farmers and con- 
sumers can go to leam about 
food safety," Kasmer said 



MM Chengappa, direc- 
tor of diagnostic mecUcine and 
pathobiology, said Powell's ad- 
dition to the department brings 
a new dimension to research 
and teaching. 

"We are pretty good in food 
saflety, but it's the societal part 
that we're missing," Chengappa 
said "I^well adds that com- 
ponent with the research pro- 
gram." 

He said the network reaches 
about 70 countries daily. 

Curtis Kastner. director of 
the Food Science Institute, said 
veterinary medicine relates to 
the safety of food because the 



products are from animals, and 
the animals' well-being affects 
the food that com» bom the 
animals. 

Therefore, it was logical 
that the Cotle^ of Vet«inary 
Medicine be home for the Food 
Safety Network," he said. 

Powell said he first visited 
K-State last fall with Justin 
Kastner While speaking, [\sw- 
elJ mentioned how flaws in 
the three-in-one hand-washing 
system in the K-State Student 
Union batfirooms could create 
bacteria. 

Powell said he later was in- 
vited to meet with K-State Pres- 



ident Jon Wefald, who offered 
him a job 

Justin Kastner said he be- 
came involved with the project 
when he worked with PoweU to 
receive his doctorate when the 
network was at the Universi^ 
of Gudph. 

''f>oug (Pdiwell) is a pioneer- 
ing scientist with a d«ire and a 
vision to try to foster awareness 
for food safety," Justin Kastner 
said. "His work ^lans across 
animal and plant foods,"

JUNCTION CITY - When 
most students think of Ron 
Prince's childhood hometown, 
they think of three things - 
strippers, crime and violoice.

based community. 

Those who knew Prince said 
his family helped him avoid the 
rough parts of town and main- 
tain his positive attitude. 

"One set of my friends' par- 
ents are his parents' neighbor, 
so they remember him and tell 
me how nice his family is," Prmtl 
said. "They all have reelect for 
them." 

When Prince was introduced 
as the new football coach on 
Dec. 5, 2005, he said his parents 
and the community are what 
made him who he is today 

"I was raised by very support- 
ive parents and by a network of 
people in the community that 
was the most ideal situation a 
young person could ever grow 
up in," Prince said at the press 
conference. "The diversity, the 
strength and the toughness of 
the people in tliat conununity, 
as well as communities around 
the state, are why people &om 
this area are known around the 
region in the same ways that 
I dracribcd. That is the way I 
want our team to be described." 

Now, the closeness and 
friendliness of Junction City at- 
tracts people to the town.

when they heard a hometown 
boy was going to be K-State's 
football coach. 

"It's nice to see a good Kan- 
sas boy right there," Rod Pratt 
said. "lb me, if s important to 
have someone from Junction 
City, lb have someone who's 
close is realty impressive that 
we have somebcxfy with that 
capability to run a football pro- 
gram, with that land of experi- 
ence and loiowledge." 

Rod and Cori Pratt have 
been going to K-State football 
games since before Bill Snyder 
came to Manhattan and recon- 
structed the football program. 

As owner of Dick Edwards, 
Rod said he used to give away 
20-25 tickets to the games. He 
said he remembered when they 
had to have a free concert for 
people to buy tickets.

Tlic Ttmndcrinsi Herd won't 
be con (used with K-State's rival 
Konsiis by any Wildcal fans, but 
when K State lakes the field 
on Saltirdiiy against Marshall, 
players (ruin both teams will 
have more on their minds than 
just this year's game. 

"Any team that you play 
could turn into a rivalry," senior 
linebacker Maurice Mack said. 
' Tliat's iust what mak^ college 
football. You can play a team 
three times, and the next ihirtg 
you know, it tumi into a rival- 
ry." 

It all started three years ago, 
when the WildcaU started the 
season 4-0 and climbed to No. 6 
in the nation. Marshall came to 
Manhattan as a huge underdog 
but handed the K- State com- 
munity a shock. 

Tlie Herd upset K-State 27- 
20 and effectively ended the 



Wildcats' dreams of a national 
title The loss hurt the K-Stute 
players enough, but what the 
Marshall players did after the 
game hit the Wildcats where it 
realty counted 

Several players from Mar 
shall strutted out to the SO-yarit 
line and taunted K-State by 
stomping on the ftiwercat logo 

"(The older players) see il as 
a rivalry because of what hap- 
pened,'* sophomore linebacker 
Reggie Walker said 'When they 
came in here they disrespected 
(he school and the program a 
lot by stomping on the logo. A 
lot of people want revenge on 
both sides," 

After not playing against 
each other in 2004. K-State 
traveled to Huntington, Va., last 
season to try to even the series 
It was another hard-fought, 
hard-hitting contest, but this 
time K-State prevailed 21-19 
because of a lustin McKinney 
interception in the final sec- 
onds. 

Again, the winners couldn't 
leave the Held without a little 
extra celebration. The two 
teams met at midfield. and a

Wildcat defense to focus on slowing down fornfier Prince recruit

Al)inad Bradshaw has all 
the tools he needs to be a great 
nmning back. 

At least that's what K-State 
Football coach Ron Prince said 
when he signed Brsdshaw 
while couthitig at VirginiB. 

Bradshaw has since moved 
from Virginia and is now the 
starting running back for the 
Manhall Ihundering Herd. 

He will get the c^fmrtu- 
niiy to showcase his talents in 
front of his former coach and 
die rest of the Wildcat faithful 
Saturday when his team visits 
Snyder Family Stadium to take 



on K-Stale. 

"This is a very unique back- 
field that we are going to face 
It's unique in the standpoint 
that 1 know a lot about Ahmad 
Bradshaw,' Prince said "This is 
a player of tremendous talent. 
He's a hard-nosed player who 
has speed and contact bal- 
ance. He has all the things you 
would want in a running back. 
He can catch the ball, he's elu- 
sive in space, and he can run 
with power. (Marshall) is more 
than just the Ahmad Bradshaw 
show, but he is a significant 
player, and I think he'll be one 
of the better backs we face all 
year." 

Marshall opened its sea- 



son against the No S-ranked 
West Virginia Mountaineers, 
Bradshaw had 18 carries for 
70 yards against one of the best 
defenses in the country, even 
though the Ttiundering Herd 
was defeated 42-10. He also 
had three catches for 25 yards. 

Then Bradshaw had a break- 
out game last week against 
Hufstra. He rushed the ball 17 
times for 152 yards and scored 
a career-high four touchdowns 
en route to a 54-31 victory 
Tliree of his four touchdown 
runs were more than 20 yards, 
including a 30-yarder and a 40- 
yard er 

He is currently ranked 15th 
in the nation with 1 1 1 average 



yards per game. 

"He is a physical back," free 
safety Andrew Erker said. "He 
is a guy that will, if you give 
him a chance, run you over or 
make a move if he has to Not 
quitting would be our biggest 
solution to the problems that 
he presents, along with con- 
sistent pursuit of the defensive 
backs." 

When K-Stale played at 
Marshall last year, Bradshaw 
was one of the lone bright spots 
in a 2 M 9 loss to the Wildcats, 
He had 58 yards rushing and 
five receptions for 33 yards. 
He also scored both Marshall 
touchdowns 

However, Bradshaw isn't 



the only player in the Thunder- 
ing Herd backfield. Quarter- 
back Bernard Morris is a game- 
changer in his own right. 

Last week, Morris went 20- 
of-27 for 153 yards and two 
touchdowns. He had 14 rushes 
for 151 yards against Hofstra. 
becoming the first Marshall 
quarterback since 1978 to rush 
for 100 yards in a sin^e game. 
He and Bradshaw became the 
first backs in Marshall history 
to rush for more than 150 yards 
in a single game. 



Wildcat sophomore running 
back John McCardle played de- 
fense last season before switch- 
ing to offense over the summer. 
He said he remembers how 
good the Marshall offense is. 

"They have a great running 
back, and I remember (Brad- 
shaw) had a screen last year 
where he broke a bunch of 
tackles and made a lot of guys 
look stupid," McCardle said. 
"We are going to have to do 
what we can to keep him under 
wraps."

The members of K-State's 
last line of defense were able (u 
hold their heads a iittle higher 
after Saturday's 45-0 win over 
Rorida Atlantic. 

In week one, the Wildcat 
secondary gave up 253 yards 
and three touchdowns to Di- 
vision I-AA opponent Illi- 
nois State Things went more 



smoothly against the Owls 
- ranked 115th in scoring of- 
fense - as K-State held them 
to 14 1 yards on 12-of-25 pass- 
ing. 

The secondary used 12 dif- 
ferent players against Florida 
Atlantic 

Sophomore safety Andrew 
Erker said the first game ac- 
tion of the season is always 
nerve-wracking. 

"1 think that first game is d 



little sticky." Erker said. "But 
as you get going, you gel used 
to the season, and a lot of guys 
get their first snaps done with 
so they can move on and get 
ready for the rest of the sea- 
son." 

So far this season, the 
Wildcat pass defense is giving 
up an average of 197 yards a 
game. Coach Ron Prince said 
he was pleased with the work 
defensive coordinator Raheem

"Our ability to develop 
players from the middle of the 
roster is going to be one of the 
key things that happens for us 
on an ongoing basis," IMnce 
said. 

One of the coaches' proj- 
ects has been true freshman 
comerback )oshua Moore. 
11 c made his defensive debut 
against E^orida Atlantic, fin- 
ishing tied for second on the 
team with six tackles. 

Prince said the Wildcats 
were fortunate to sign Moore, 
a native of Pompano Beach, 
Fla , and lifelong Florida State 
fan, to a scholarship Even a 
late offer from the Seminoles 
could not break Moore's com- 
mitment to K-Statc 

Moore credited Mottis as 
the reason he came lo Man- 
hattan He said Morris was 
the coach who recruited him 
most 

"1 liked everything about 
him," Moore said. "He's so ex- 
cited He brings eveiything to 
the game." 

Erker, who made his first 
career start against Ultnou 
State, said he was impressed 
by Moore's performance 
against Florida Atlantic.

When Moore arrived at 
K-State last summer, it was 
clear he was special. Junior 
comerback )ustin MclGnney 
said the plan now is to get 
Moore up to speed with the 
rest of the defense. 

"We've been working with 
him and trying to get him into 
the program," McKinney said. 
"His performance so far hasn't 
surprised me at all because 



he's a real good athlete." 

This week the Wildcat sec- 
ondary will be faced with the 
task of shutting down Mar- 
shall and quarterback Bernard 
Morris. 

Last year, Morris was 7- 
of-12 with 73 yards passing 
before safety Marcus Watts in- 
jured him with a hit on a pass- 
ing play in the first half. 

Emanuel Spann has been 
the Thundering Herd's top re- 
ceiver.

Silent leader 



Norwood s role at tight end changed, grew with installation of Prince s West Coast offense

Hit teammates describe him 
as a quiel player, always going 
about his own business. His 
coBchat say he is a leader. He 
said he |ust wants to do any- 
thing he can to help his team 
win 

However you describe him, 
Rashaad Norwood is silently 
pushing his way to stardom 
at the collegiate level. It is the 
breakthrough many Fans and 
critics have been expecting from 



Norwood, the junior tight end 
for the K-State football team. 

After posting only 13 recep- 
tions for 160 yards in the 2005 
season, Norwood is off to a 
fast start through the Hist two 
games this season. He leads the 
team in r^eptions with ei^l 
and recHving yards with 93, 
and appears to be on his way to 
crushing his season totals from 
a year ago. 

In an offerise designed to put 
the ball in the hands of the tight 
end. that kind of production is 
expected. 



"Coach (Ron) E'rince says 
every day that in this offense, 
the tight end is never covered," 
senior quarterback Dylan Meier 
said. "If he's man-to-man, he's 
still not covered We're sup- 
posed to get him the ball every 
lime." 

As offensive coordinator at 
Virginia, Prince was known for 
his development of great play- 
ers at the tight end position. 
Perhaps his best product was 
Heatii Miller, who won the 
Mackey Award in 2004 as the 
nation's best ti^t end Miller 



now plays for Ae Nf^'s Fitls- 
buigh Steelers. 

Norwood said he knew of 
Prince's reputation and appre- 
ciates the diance to work with 
hint 

"1 watched a couple of Vir- 
ginia's games when they were 
on, and I saw that he threw the 
ball a lot to the tight end." Nor- 
wood said. "In the oibeason, he 
just worked with us on different 
blocks and how to get yourself 
right Coach Prince is pushing 
us harder in everything we do." 

Prince arrived at K- State with

staff and immediatdy installed 
a new West Coast offense - an 
offense that requires a talented 
ti|^t end with a superi) ability to 
catch the football. 

"We all know that (Nor- 
wood) has talerrt," Rince said. 
"One of the thin^ we tell tight 
ends is that in order to be called 
a receiver, you have to be able 
to receive the ball. If you're un- 
able to receive it, you can't be 
called a recetver."

Recruited by both Kansas 
and K-Sute out of Schlagle 
High School in Kansas City, 
Kan., Norwood chose K-Stale 
because he said he wanted to 
play for a winning team. 

"K-State went to more bowl 
games," Norwood said. " I looked 
at it as, I want to do more win- 
ning than losing. Nobody wants 
to lose. I realty didn't like my 
recniiting process. Everybody 
says it's supposed to be fim, 
but mine wasn't fun at all. I just 
wanted it to be done and over 
with." 

Unfortunately for Norwood, 
he redshirted his first season 
- 2003 - the last season the 
Wildcats had a winning record. 
Plagued by inconsistent play in 
2004 and 2005, Norwood went 
into this past of&eason hoping 
for a new start and looking to 
prove himself. 

"He's gotten more confident 
in hinuelf," wide receiver Jordy 
Nelson said. "He's just stepped 
up, and he icnows what he's 



suppoted to do." 

« ♦ « ♦ 

Even with his success so far 
this season, Norwood is quick 
to direct attention away from 
himaelf ~ a quality that seems to 
fit his personality He said that 
leading the team in statotics 
isn't important to him. 

That's not my main focus," 
he said "It's not about me try- 
ing to be the leading receiver or 
having the most yards. It's about 
us as a whole collective team." 

His teammates took at him 
as a leader. The stars on every 
team are always counted on to 
lead the other players, but Nor- 
wood is not a typical leader. 

"He doesn't soy much," Nel- 
son said, "He's kind of a quiet 
guy on the field. He just wants 
to get his job done and move 
on."

Each member of the team 
approaches leadership in his 
own way, Meier said. 

"He's pretty quiet," Meier 
said. "It's just different strokes 
for different folks. " 

Whether he realizes it or not, 
Norwood might be well on his 
way to becoming a more central 
figure to this team. 

"I never really notice it, but 
the coaches always tell me that 
I am (a leader)," Norwood said. 
"I'm not a person that says a lot 
to get people up. I do what I got 
to do. You could say that 1 lead 
by example."

■ was the Cavs' offensive coor- 
dinator for two years before 
goijig to }acksonvttle. Mus- 
■grave was a true West Coast 

pguy, who played at Oregon 

And W9,s an NFL backup un- 
der John El way Musgrave had 
been hired because (coach) Al 
Groh wanted to have a West 
Coast offense. 1 wouldn't say 
there was a major shift when 
Prince replaced Musgrave as 
offensive coordinator in 2003 
You might expect an offensive 
line coach-turned -coordinator 
'1o run the ball more, but that 
'2003 team threw a lot, large- 
ly to tight end Heath Miller. 
The next year, with 5-foot- 10 
Marques Hagans replacing 6- 
foot-5 Matt Schaub at quar- 
terback, Virginia made greater 
use of Hagans' scrambling 
ability. Prince is to be com- 
mended for his flexibility. 
Q. How deserving it Ron 
Prince of the head coaching 
: opportunity he has now at 
K-SUte? 

A. I wouldn't say Prince is 
undeserving I might have 
thought it was a reach if he 
didn't have Kansas roots, but 
I did feel he had leadership 
ability - as much as you can 
see from a Virginia assistant. 
Q. What was the perception 
of Ron Prince al Virginia? 
Were (he fans pleased with 
the offenie for the most 
:]Mit? 

.~A> 1 really didn't know how 
4>opular Prince was with his 
- players and recruits until he 
-lieft. Committed recruits elecl- 
•«d not to sign with Virginia

last year after Prince went to 
K- State I never heard much 
bitching about Prince and 
his play-calling. Of course, 
he had two playmakers at 
quarterback who would have 
made a lot of coordinaton 
look good 

Q. What was (he response 
around Virginia when Prince 
was announced as K- State's 
new coach? Were they as 
shocked as the people of 
Manhattan, since his first 
head coaching job was audi 
a high-profile position? 
A. 1 can understand how the 
K- State fans were surprised. 
I'm sure when his name sur- 
faced that most people out 
there had never heard of him 
You wouldn't have found his 
name al the lop of most lists 
of hut young assistants. Yet, 
he had done a good job at a 
reputable program. People at 
Virginia weren't stunned that 
somebody came after him. 
Q. How much responsibility 
can Ron Prince take for the 
development of current NFL 
players such as D'Brickashaw 
Ferguson and Heath Miller? 



A. Ferguson was a starter from 
day one, even as a true fresh- 
man, so I don't know how 
much credit Prince should 
get for that But he got the 
job done with a very inexpe- 
rienced unit in 2002: so far, 
the offensive line has realty 
struggled in his absence. 
Q. Baaed on your observa- 
tions, what are some of Ron 
Prince's greatest strengths as 
a coach? 

A, Prince has good presence. 
He was a young guy, but 1 
think he commanded respect. 
Maybe some of that was his 
size. 1 also felt he was intelli- 
gent and well-spoken - a good 
communicator He looks you 
in the eye.

Walker Freer is a writer for 
the Cavalier Daily at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia. He covered 
the football team during 
Prince's tenure as offensive 
coordinator at Virginia. Freer 
discussed some observations 
and judgments he has made 
about Prince. 
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Q. Did Virginia fans think 
highly of Ron Prince, and 
were they pleased with (he 
offense while he was the co- 
ordinator (here? 
A. I can't say Virginia fans 
were completely satisfied. The 
week after they upset fourth - 
ranked Florida State at home, 
they traveled to unranked 
North Carolina and lost 7-5, 
with two of the five points be- 
ing a result of a defensive safe- 
ty What I've noticed over the 
past few years has been the 
inability for Virginia's offense 
to adapt during a game. The 
game plan the coaches map 
out heading into the game 
is the one they stick with, 
whether it is working or not. 
Q. What was the response 
like around Virginia when It 
was announced that Prince 
- a virtual unlinown - had 
been chosen to take over a 
large program at K- State? 
A, General shock. The inter- 
view process by Kansas State 
was kept relatively quiet, 
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and Prince was never viewed 
here as a "hot coordinator" 
who might be picked for a 
head coaching position else- 
where. Nevertheless, I think 
many fans were excited to see 
an alumnus of the Virginia 
coaching tree move on to a 
head coaching position. 
Q. Were you personally sur- 
prised (ha( K-State would 
take a chance on an onpiov- 



en coach like Prince, who 
never had any previous head 
coaching experience? 

A. I was extremely surprised. 
I know Prince has roots in 
Kansas, but I would have as- 
sumed that K- State would 
have pursued a bigger-name 
coach, especially since their 
program has been elevated to 
such a high level over the past 
two decades.

"The best D-lines IVe gone 
i^ainst are the ones that are 
constantly rolling people at 
you " Prince said at his "Hies- 
day media conference.

The group tias discusaed 
bnplementing a sustainable 
agriculture minor, and fanke 
said this might have entry-level 
classes leading to broader topics 
about oiiganic farming, includ- 
ing studies in insectology and 
natural rraearch management. 

While faculty are looking to 
add the program, janke said the 
earliest implementation would 
be fall 2007 or fall 2008. 

Student curiosity is propel- 
ling talks about new courses. If 
students want it, they are going 
to gel it, Janke said, 

'To me, in the last four to 
five years, more students are in- 
terested," janke said. 

No specific class on oiganic 
production has been offered un- 
til this year, janke said. She is 
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teaching a class this fall and has 
eight students in the course. 

Beckman said students who 
want to be farmers who raise 
orgaitic products and those 
wanting to work in other parts 
u( the organic process have 
driven the growing need for an 
undergraduate program. 

"There's really two sets of 
students interested." she said, 
those who want to farm that 
way, and those who want to 
work in that industry." 

According to the Organic 
Farming Research Foundation's 
W^ site, "Organic fanning 
management relies on develop- 
ing biological diversity in the 
field to disrupt habitat for pest 
organisms, and the purposeful 
maintenance and replenish- 
ment of soil fertility," 

Beckman said the handling 
and process of the food deter- 
mines if it will receive the or 
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ganic food label. 

"If you're going to claim it's 
organic, you need to be able to 
document that it wasn't mixed 
with another product," she said. 
"It goes way beyond the ptt>- 
duction." 

Bedunan said people think 
of urgmic fanning from field to 
fork 

"The key to organic farming 
is that you work with the entire 
^em - the soil, the insects - 
all of the pieces," she said. "Hus, 
you begin to bring in the sociol- 
ogy of nutrition." 

)onathan Thomforde, senior 
in hotticulture v^table pro- 
duction, has worked on organic 
farms during high school and 
collie and said the industry 
needs more people. 



"I think it's an important 
thing for any university to have 
now, because it's such a grow* 
ing industry," he said. 

An awareness of organic 
farming has come from the real- 
ization, Thomforde said, that it 
is enviroiunentally friendly and 
has high nutritional value. 

Implementing an undergrad- 



uate prop^m in Kansas would 
make the state a leader in the 
Midwest, Thomforde said, but 
the interest in organic fanning 
needs to be addressed in the 
near future to make the state 
progressive in agriculture. 

"It's up and coming in the 
next 20 years," he said. "It's go- 
ing to blow up here"

TV characters' real-life counterparts don t solve problems perfectly because of money, egos "

Wh«i you watch a much-toved 
IV thow, you like to think the ac- 
ton are exactly the mom in real life 
as tlWimperfect 
characters they play. 
Rather than tnilh, 
this notion ^ner- 
ally tuiTW out to be 
a symptom of one's 
naiVe attempt to live 
vicariously thjrou^ 
a fictional stoiyline. 
The actore in a TV 
show usually are 
more imperfect, and 
kss redeemable, than their fictional 
countoports. Hus is tnie, of course, 
because actors are faced with real 
proUems, while fictional characters 
deal with fake problems that are dn- 
lined to resolve themselves in one way 
or anoth^. 

"Seinfeld," die popular TV comedy 
of the 1990s, is a strong case in point 
While the characters stayed together 
In their dysfunctional way, the real-life 
tctors have not shown such uni^. The 
chief elements of the group's undoing 
•eem to be a) money and b) ego. 

While Jerry Seinfeld, the fictional 
character, always would reluctantly al- 
low Kramer to loot his rehigerator for 
fcod, Seinfeld the person has a much 
harder time sharing. He has r^isted 
pressure from his three co-stars to 
■hare syndication profits, as well as 
profits from the sale of the show's 
DVD. 

The latter dispute caused two of 
Seinfeld's co-stars, Julia Louis- Dreyfus 
■nd Jason Alexander, to forego par- 
ticipation in interviews for the DVD 
Upon hearing about this sad state of 
iSaire, my first thought was not that 
Person A deserves this or Person B 
deservu that. 

My first thought was, in terms 
merely of profitability, it is not smart 
tat Seinldd to offer his co-stars noth- 
ing more than a standard studio fee in 
exchange for their jnterviews. 



lb some degree, the DVD is an 
inferior product without interviews 
from Dreyhu and Alexander, In 
other words, the demand curve 
for Seinfeld DVDs would 
shift outward if interviews 
from Dreyfus and Alex- 
ander were included. 
Ceteris paribus (Latin for 
"with other things being 
the same"), diis de- 
mand shift would 
lead to greater 
revenues from the 
sale of the DVD. 

Even if includ- 
iiig die interviews 
produced only 
a tiny demand 
shift in relation 
to the magni- 
tude of sales, 
it follows that 
Seinfeld's 
lawyers 
could have 
improved the 
situation for all 
parties involved 
They could have of- 
fered the co-stars some 
amount of money up front, 
in exchange for interviews, 
such that a) the co-stars would 
receive reciprocity beyond the stan- 
dard studio fee, and b) Seinfeld's own 
profit from DVD sales would increase. 

Additionally, consumer surplus, 
or the total value consumers derive 
from purchasing the DVD beyond the 
amount they paid, would rise with the 
inclusion of the interviews. 

lb sununarize, by meeting the 
demands of his co-stars, Seinfeld 
could increase the girth of his own 
wallet and those of h^ co-stars, while 
simultaneously increasing the degree 
of consumer well-being created by the 
DVD. 

After considering these facts, I 
came to two conclusions: 1) Seinfeld 




is stupid, and 2) the people handling 
Seinfeld's business affairs are stupid. 

Then my friend enlightened me 
Seinfeld, like most humans, do^n't 
value only money in the bank. He 
also values the sense that he b special 
By conceding anything more than a 



standard actor's fee to his co-stars, 
he would have said, "You are more 
than standard actors in a TV show. 
Creatively, you helped make 'Seinfeld' 
what it is and deserve credit for that" 
Apparently, Seinfeld values protec- 
tion of image more than any profits

This is like the rant of our 
Lou Douglas series speaker, 
Thomas Frank, the Kansas 
native who wrote the best- 
selling book "What's the 
Matter with Kansas?" 

Prank says we have, over 
time, been duped politically. 
He argues how we Kansang 
(and Americans) came to 
think and vote against our 
own economic interests. The 
argument works for students, 
too. The semester's first Col- 
legian opinion piece attacked 
those daring to raise the 
minimum wage. 

Since that position hardly 
seems student-friendly, the 
writer invented a clever fic- 
tion to resent - a burger-flip- 
ping Green Day fan needing 
cash for a rock concert 

Such cynicism does politi- 
cal work, and such media-as- 
sisted fictions begin to seem 
like facts, just as the famous 
"welfare queen," supposedly 
living in a ritzy Chicago hotel 
at taxpayer eitpense, was 
invented by Ronald Reagan 
Too bad she didn't exist. 

Even now, amazingly, we 
find many soldiers who think 
we actually were attacked by 
Iraqis on Sept 11, 2001 - a 
falsehood condoned, pro- 
moted and finally denied by 
an administration that directs 
its propaganda not at its 
enemies, but at us, Too bad 
the student writer couldn't 
speak with an actual student 
who truly might need that 
extri money - if not for rent, 
then at least for all those ex- 



pensive textbooks professors 
require. 

Surprisingly, students 
again and again attack such 
student interests. 

In recent yean the Col- 
legian editorialized against 
a small increase in the local 
sales tax, calling it "unfair." 
The reason given was that, 
since the tax went to local 
education, K-State students 
wouldn't benefit from it. 

Good reasoning? Well, by 
the same standard, neither 
I, nor any Kansas taxpayer 
without children in college, 
should support the university 
with our taxes. As legislatures 
cut funding with little objec- 
tion from students asked 
to pay more of educational 
costs, what would students 
say if this anti-tax logic 
doubled their tuition? Why 
shouldn't they pay the whole 
cost? 

Students wouldn't like 
to hear that they are all on 
welfare, but that's what state- 
supported education entailt, 
not everyone only paying for 
just what they "use " What's 
forgotten is the patriotic duty 
to the "general welfare," a 
phrase not from the liberal 
phrasebook but enshrined 
(as "market law" is not) in 
what we are celebrating now, 
the U.S. Constitution We 
should be pledging allegiance 
to it. 

Let the duped resent the 
poor Green Day kid for 
making an extra buck, rather 
than, as Prank notes, a rock 
band, like Green Day itself, 
getting more obscenely rich 
by the budget -busting tax 
cuts. 

As the administration 
broke its promise on student 
funding.

In the current climate of stu- 
dents going against broader 
student interests, it might be 
that our only hope, beyond 
critical self-awareness, is for 
privileged students to start 
speaking more loudly for the 
weaker voices of the tmder- 
privileged.

The obvious strength for K-State 
in Saturday's 23-7 win over Marshall 
was the defense. Led by superb play 
from the entire front seven, the Wild- 
cats held a Marshall team that came 
in averaging 233 5 rushing yards in 
its first two games to just 30 yards 
on 22 attempts, a 2.3 yard per cany 
average. 

In particular, Thundering Herd 
quarterback Bernard Morris was 
held to -8 yards (in part because 
of three sacks) after entering the 
game svith 188 yards rushing in two 
games. 

The defense seems to be click-

Seven diCferent linemen 
recorded tackles in the game, show- 
ing again that the consistent rotation 
of players helps to keep them fresh.

right now," defensive end Ian Camp- 
bell said. "We all have confidence 
in everybody else. If I go down, or 
somebody else - hopefully that 
won't happen - but you can have 
confidence in the next guy." 

The unit combined for three tack- 
les for a loss, led by Campbell with 
two tackles for lots and a sack. The 
pressure applied to Morris led to 
a number of errant throws, allow- 
ing the secondary to come through 
with two key interceptions.

headlines, but no one was 
solving the problem," Thom- 
burgh said 

"Florida's biggest problem 
was the lack of a statute defin- 
ing exactly what a vote was. 
Every city had its own rules. 
It was chaos Uniformity is 
needed across the entire state, 
and of course, you'll never see 
punch cards used in Kansas." 

One member of the class 
expressed concern about elec- 
tronic voting and the possibil- 
ity of b^ud, but Thomburgh 
said he is confident in the ac- 
curacy and security of the vot- 
ing machines. 

"It would be easy to hack 
into the machines, but they 
are never connected to any 
communication device. I'm 
unaware of any technology 
that allows access to a com- 
puter through a power outlet," 



Thomburgh said 

'TTie technology doesn't 
present any problems. The 
problems lay with human in- 
tervention." 

While Thomburgh is con- 
fident about technology, he 
is not comfortable with voter 
turnout. 

"There was only an 18 per- 
cent turnout in the primary 
election this year, so 10 per- 
cent of the population decides 
who wins You can convince 
10 percent of anyone with 
enough money," he said. 

Voter turnout is low be- 
cause of the lack of contested 
races, Thomburgh said Only 
29 of 250 potential seats were 
contested this year 

"You have to ask what in- 
centive there is to represent 
your population if the elec- 
tions are uncontested," he 
said "rm not sure if there u 
one."" 



Some reasons so many 
seats are uncontested are the 
cost of running a successful 
campaign and the incumbent 
advantage, he said 

"Incumbents win 97 per- 
cent of the time Without 
money and name recognition, 
it's too hard for new people 
to enter politics," Thomburgh 
said. 

Gerrymandering, the divi- 
sion of a geographic area into 
voting districts to unfairly fa- 
vor one party in elections, 
is also a problem in politics 
today. Districts that isolate 
people can push their political 
ideals to extremes 

"There's no incentive to be 
bipartisan," lliomburgh said. 
"This isn't a new problem, but 
with soundbites playing on 
TV all day, the partisanship is 
more visible than it has been 
in the past," 

Thombu^ urged the stu- 



dents to get involved with 
politics daily, not just to think 
of themselves as the leaders of 
tomorrow 

"I hate that phrase It says 
that I'm in charge now, and I 
like it. It'll be your turn when i 
give you permission. You can't 
pass leadership along like a 
half- eaten burn to in a cafete- 
ria," ITiomburgh said. 

Thomburgh said he speaks 
to college students every 
chance he gets. He visits about 
10 campuses a year. But while 
visiting students is important. 
Thomburgh is careful to make 
sure his visits don't turn into 
campaign stops. 

"I'm not being flippant 
when I avoid talking about the 
race and specific issues in the 
race; it's not the reason I'm 
here," Thomburgh said. "Bal- 
ance helps the education pro- 
cess. You have to let the stu- 
dents decide and participate."

The Flaming Lips debuts UFO, 
records live CD/DVD in hometown

OKLAHOMA CrTY - If TTie Flam- 
ing Lips hadn't already convinced peo- 
ple that lis music was out-there, land- 
ing on ftage in what appeared to be a 
UFO certainly won't change anyone's 
mind. 

"I think we've always sort of had 
this connection with outer space," said 
Wayne Coyne, lead singer of The Flam- 
ing Lips. "There's actually people that 
think I came Irom outer space" 

The Oklahoma Ci^-based psy- 
chedelic, indie rock band, that could 
be described as a Disney version of 
Pink Floyd, played to a sold -out home 
crowd of about 10,000 Friday at the 
Zoo Amphilheatne. 

'It's a cool, historical venue here," 
Coyne said. "You know. I saw Prank 
Zappa, The Grateful [>ead, Santana 
and all that stuff in the late '70s here 
And to think that The Flaming Lips 
could play here and sell the place out, 
and it to be a beautiful night like this, 
if s just one of those great moments in 
your life" 

Coyne will be able to relive the nto- 
ment, as the perfomiance was filmed 
to appear on the Lips' Grst live CD/ 
DVD set, which will accompany foot- 
age recorded July 23 at Los Angeles' 
hollywood Bowl. The CD/DVD set is 
due for release in early 2007. 

"1 feel good every time 1 listen to 
their music," Audriana TlppetMartelli, 
Little Rock, Aik., resident, said. "Their 



shows are fun, and they're all about the 
fans and getting everybody involved." 

Kliph Scuriock, The Flaming Lips 
dnunmer, said the band's notoriously 
vivacious Uve act is incorporated after 
the songs are perfected. 

"We get the music down first," 
said Scuriock, who is from Lawrence. 
"Once we've got the mu^c down, then 
we add all this ridiculous s— " 

The UFO entrance accompanied 
dozens of workout ball-sized balloons, 
confetti and costumes A fish-eye lens 
attached to Coyne's microphone stand 
gave the audience a close-up, distorted 
view of Coyne's face. 

lb b^;in the set, the 30-foot lighting 
rig, designed as a UPO, dropped from 
the rafter) to the stage with smoke ma- 
chines helping to create the spaceship 
eSect. Scuriock, guitarist Steven Drozd 
and bassiit Michael Ivens descended 
from the UPO on a ladder. Coyne 
emerged from the top of the UFO in- 
side what the band refers to as a "space 
bubble." a human version of a hamster 
ball The craft then reared back lo pro- 
vide a li^l show for the two-hour ex- 
travaganza. 

"I've been looking for an elaborate 
entrance for that damn space bubble 
for a long time, so this really gives me 
thaC Coyne said. "I've just been on the 
side of the stage blowing it up, leaving 
it up to the audience to say if it's ac- 
tually fantastical Now this, really, in 
a way, can be fantastical, if I don't fall 
off the top of it and break my neck or 
something." 






Once Coyne scaled down the side 
of the UFO inside the bubble, he was 
welcomed enthusiastically as he stum- 
bled across the supportive hands of 
crowd members for a brief tour of the 
audience before he found his way back 
to the stage. 

Coyne said the UFO not orUy adds 
lo the show, but also helps enhance 
the mythological image he wants the 
band to produce. 

"A lot of our history is shrouded in 
drugs and mysticism and weirdness," 
Coyne said. "1 just think that it makes il 
more powerful It makes our story jusi 
seem more vivid and more dangerous 
and more believable, because some- 
how we've become the real thing. ' 

The Flaming Lips is on the final leg 
of its current lour with dates extended 
until Sept 25.

Court of Appeals judges hear 3 cases as part of Constitution Day activities

Three classes of elementary and 
middle school children joined KSlaic 
students and Manhattan residents as 
tliey watched three court cases by the 
Kansas Court of Appeals. 

The children added humor during 
the question-and -answer period after 
the three cases were heard Monday 
morning in Forum Hall as a part of 
Cunslilution Day. 

One child asked the Ihrce judges, 
Richard D Greene, Nancy Caplinger 
und Michael B. Buser, if the cases 
were real After the judges laughed 
and told the child they were, the child 
said in disbelief, "Wow." 

Another asked the judges why they 
wear "cloaks" and if they make them 
hot. They told the child the robes are 



made of a breathable material. 

Greene said he was impressed 
with the applause the [udges received 
after the hearings. 

"We never get applause," Greene 
said. "We got applause today." 

Wliiie they were humorous after- 
ward, the children sat quietly as the 
three cases were presented to the 
judges. 

Greene said the judges came tu 
KState because they were invited 
by the provost. It also was the idea 
of jacquc Butler, assistant university 
attorney and former clerk for Ca- 
p linger. 

Heather Reed, assistant dean of 
student life, said she was excited to 
have the judges at KState. 

"We jumped to have them come 
here," she said 

The judges were included in the 



Constitution Day festivities, Greene 
said, because the court uses the Con- 
stitution on a daily basis. 

"We try to do so in a very serious 
way," he said. 

The judges are three of 13 in the 
Kansas Court of Appeals. A case can 
be heard by ail 13 judges, but it is 
usually heard by a panel of three 

The first case heard Monday was 
the Slate of Kansas v Cari B. Diggs 
According to the synopsis, Diggs was 
pulled over for failing to use a turn 
signal. As the highway patrol officer 
approached the vehicle, he spotted 
marijuana on the passenger's shirt. 
Both Diggs and the passenger were 
arrested, and police searched the ve- 
hicle. 

Evidence from the search was 
deemed unconstitutional during the 
trial, and the state appealed the ex- 



clusion of the evidence 

The second case was the State of 
Kansas v. Jennifer McKone. McKone 
was pulled over for a noise violation. 
After witnessing the original driver 
switch places with McKone, the of- 
ficer at the scene called for a K9 
Unit He then asked McKone who 
really had been driving. McKone at- 
tempted to call her father, who is an 
attorney, and by the time she was off 
the phone, the K9 Unit had arrived. 

McKone's attorney came to 
KState to appeal her convictions 
based on illegal search and seizure 
and misconduct at her trial, accord- 
ing to the synopsis. 

The third case was the State of 
Kansas v. Jaime Raul Lopez III. Lo- 
pez was involved in a brawl at Fort

Author delivers controversial lecture on politics

to hear 1'homas Frank, author of the 
best-selling book "What's the Matter 
with Kansas?." discuss controversial 
political issues. 

Those unable to find sealing in the 
lecture hall crowded into the K- State 
Student Union Courtyard to watch 
Frank on a projector screen 

Frank gave the Hrst speech of the 
Lou Douglas Lecture Series on [*ubiic 
Issues, which was co-sponsored by the 
Donald |. Adanichak Distinguished 
Lecture Series in Sociology 

Frank began the lecture by display- 
ing charts comparing wages earned 



by CEOs to those earned by average 
workers. 

He listed the cause of the shift in 
wages over the years as rejuvenated 
conservatism, expressed through poli- 
cies tiJce tax cuts and privatization. 

"Conservatism hijacks the language 
of the angry seekers of justice,' Frank 
said. 

F^ank said today's world is in a 
Populist age and explained how that 
affects the pohtical choices people 
make. 

He listed two main branches of 
conservatism, culture-war populism 
and economic populism, and said the 
two groups encompass di^erent types 
of individuals and do not overlap.

Nancy Boyda, Democratic 
amdidate for U.S. representa- 
tive in Kansas' 2nd Congres- 
sional district, visited K-State 
Monday. She spoke to KSDB- 
FM 919 and the Collegian be- 
fore watching Thomas Prank's 
Lou Douglas Lecture 

Q: Yoii ran agalint Inciimbenl 
Rep. Jim Ryun, R-lUu)^ In 
2004. How b (hit race going 
to be different? 
A: It is vastly different. Pint, 
there isn't a name recognition 
issue Hiat whole 'Who is she 
and is she a credible candi- 
date?' thing isn't there Also, 
1 think KAiuas is different. Ev- 
eryone is in an entirely differ- 
ent frame of mind. 
Q: You had a lot of support 
htim the natlona] parly and 
political action commillees in 
the last election. You raised 
a total of $1.1 million dollan 
then, compared with $300,000 
so far in this race. What ac- 
counts for the difference? 
A: Last time, Washington vir- 
tually ran this campaign. Big, 
billion-dollar lobbyists don't 
control Congress, they own it. 
Ill ey are so far out of touch 
with reality and middle-class 
families That is not a message 
1 think the Democratic party 
would have me put out. 

It is a grassroots eBort, and 
it's working t^ople are ready 
for a new message and some- 
thing that's real. 1 think when 
we win, this campaign will 
make national news. It's based 
on a connection with the vot- 
er 

We don't have a lack of 
funds We're not going to spend 
$600,000 on TV ads that bug 
people Voters are interested in 
learning about the issues. I'm 
not sure it would have gone 
over in the last eleciton. We're 
the only viable campaign not 



funded out of Washington. 
Q: What do you plan to do to 
nippoil higher education? 
A: They cut $13 billion from 
the school loan program. The 
most distuibing part b that they 
won't admit it. 

Students deserve the re- 
spect to say why tax cuts for the 
wealthy were more important 
than school loans for kids. When 
President Bush came to speak 
at K-State, sgmeone asked him 
about loans, and he said, 'You 
must be mutaken. That can't be 
right' But he didn't answer the 
question. I think students de- 
serve more respect than that 
Q; As they enter the worli 
force, heallh care it a big 
concern for college students. 
What problema do you see 
with current heahh care plans, 
and how does your campaign 
intend to address them? 
A: I will look at any viable plan, 
whether it is a universal health 
care plan like they have in Can- 
ada or ones like the Massachus- 
setts plan or the California plan 
They all have to be looked at 

There is no perfect plan 
They all have problems. But do- 
ing nothing is the worst thing 
that can happen to health care 

Forty-seven million Ameri- 
cans uninsured is a moral crisis, 
but it's now become an eco- 
nomic crisis, because people are 
still accessing health care. Hos- 
pitals, the government, busi- 
nesses and insurance providers 
are all trying to find ways tu pay 
for the tininsured. 

The number of uninsured 
people will increase drastically 
in three to five years. If you look 
at big business, they don't want 
change, but sooner or later, it 
will. 

Q: You also have spoken 
out against tax shifts for the 
wealthy. 

A: Right now I see them sayir^ 
'We're gonna go and squeeze 
the middle class just a little 
bit harder.' Meanwhile, really 



wealthy people get less ta««. 

Also, there is a tax shift from 
huge corporatioru to the very 
buiinesscs that are tiyirtg to 
support otir lamilie*. I'm talking 
about cbsing the tax kx^tholet 
available to them 
Q; How do you fnl about hn- 
ndgration and the cumsit plans 
lor a 10-lane hlgliway actm 
the US-Meiioo border? 
A: There is this corridor be- 
ing built through Mexico, tight 
throit^ Kansas. Do we want to 
secure the borders'* If so. then 
why isn't something being done 
about it? There is nothing be- 
ing done to secure the borders 
That's part of the frustration 
people are having. 

I don't think a big fence is 
going to soke the problem. We 
need to have enforceable laws 
and then enforce them. U you 
want to know why nothing is 
being done, I think we can all 
agree it's about cheap labor. 

Ihe problem is the big-mon- 
ey lobbyists want cheap labor, 
and they virtually control Con- 
gress. Hiey're sending a mixed 
message. It's not any big shock 
that nothing has bnn done. 
Q: What dse do young voters 
need to know about? 
A: There's an elephant in the 
room that nobody will talk 
about, and that b the draft 
Young people oitght to be at the 
very center of that discussion. 
There is a global war on terror. 
Young people ought to be say- 
ing, 'How are we going to fund 
thb, and who b going to fight 
it?' 1 hope young people are 
asking questimis, because no 
one in either party wants to talk 
about it. 

The ^obal war on tent>r b 
not going to be over any time 
soon, and it will impact your 
lives. Not having that conversa- 
tion is doing people a disservice. 
I am committed to a strong, 
strong military. I'm going to do 
everything I can to keep (the 
draft) vduntary.

(again, races)? We cannot demon- 
strate that evety individual is equal 
when one race's team does better 
than another. Or even worse, what 
will happen at the end of the season 
when one team wins? Is the winning 
team supposed to be the "ultimate 
survivor," better than all of the other 
races? 

The premiere of the show last 
week has been hot-button topic

Mad TV, a comedy show on Fox, 
poked fun at "Survivor" by depicting 



spoofed scenes in which the tribes' 
names were "Team White Bread," 
"'Team Soy Sauce," "Team Burrito" 
and "Ttam Chicken and Waffles" 
Reality television by its very 



nature often is something to laugh 
about. Who takes programs like 
"Wife Swap," "'Big Brother," "The 
Real World," "Hie Hills," "Nanny 
91 1," etc., seriously? These shows 
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Consumers must practice food safety 
to protect themselves from bacteria 



In light of the recent E. coli 
outbreak, stores are pull- 
ing fresh spinach from the 
shelves, and consumers are 
questioning the safety of 
their food. 

Often, food is taken for 
granted. We assume what 
we get is safe to eat. It is the 
responsibility of food distrib- 
uters to make sure our food 
is not contaminated with dis- 
eases like E. coli. However, 
that does not mean that we, 
as consumers, should pas- 
sively munch on foods with- 
out thinking of our safety. 



Although this recent out- 
break is all over the news, 
including the Collegian, this 
is not the first time E. coli or 
another food-bome illness 
has been found where it • 
should not be. 

That is why consumers 
should practice food safety. 

It might seem obvious, 
but washing an apple before 
you eat it can help protect 
you from diseases. Although 
we learn about washing 
our fruits and vegetables, 
sometimes we don't practice 
what we learn and think 



nothing will happen if we 
skip that obvious - but es- 
sential ~ step. 

Unfortunately, wash- 
ing infected spinach won't 
protect us from E. coli. This 
incident highlights how 
important it is to protect 
ourselves. 

But don't panic. Fruits 
and vegetables are still es- 
sential parts of a healthy 
diet, lust because one veg- 
etable is recalled does not 
mean we can't enjoy other 
fresh fruits and veggies. So 
munch on - safely.

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Spinach recalled after discovery of E. coli infection

~Tresh spinach is being re- 
moved from store shelvN after 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration reported 113 cases of 
E. coli infect ion. 

The strain had affected 21 
states at press time. 

The E. coli has been traced 
ti> fresh spinach from Natural 
Selection Foods, a company 
based in San Juan Bautista, 
Calif All of Natural Selec- 
tion Foods' brands of spinach 
have been recalled^ as well as 
brands from other companies 
that had contracts with Natu- 
ral Selection Foods to produce 
nc package their spinach. 



[n total, the company has 
recalled 34 brands Additional 
companies are expected to is- 
sue recalb of their brands in 
the next few days. 

Natural Selection Foods re- 
ports its organic produce has 
been cleared by health offlcials 
of any contamination Howev- 
er, it did not lift any recalls of 
its organic brands, 

All spinach and prepack- 
aged salad mixes containing 
spinach also were pulled from 
store shelves with no word on 
when new shipments would 
arrive. The growing season for 
spinach ends in November in 
most areas of the country. 

"This is unquestionably a 
significant outbreak," Dr. Da- 



vid Acheson of the FDA, said. 

The strain of E. coli found 
in the California spinach ~ E. 
coH 0157 :H7 - can cause diar- 
rhea, often with bloody stools. 
Most healthy adults will be 
free of symptoms in about a 
week; however, some people 
could develop Hemolytic Ure- 
mic Syndrome. 

HUS is a form of kidney 
failure most likely to occur in 
young children and the elder- 
ly. This condition can lead to 
death. 

Dr. Doug Powell, associ> 
ate professor of diai^ostic 
medicine pathobiology and 
scientific director of the Pood 
Safety Network at KState, is 
involved with the latest E. coli 



outbreak. 

"IVople need to stop treat- 
ing this as if it is a new thing. 
It's not ■ new thing," Pow- 
ell said, "^n of the 19 cases 
of food-bome illness^ since 
1995 have come from the 
same area in California." 

Powell also said that since 
1993 there have been 25 out- 
breaks of pathogenic E. coli 
linked to fresh lettuce and 
spinach. 

The World Health Organi- 
zation estimates that 30 per- 
cent of the population, rough- 
ly one in four people, will 
contract food-home illnesses 
every year Five thousand of 
those will die from the disease 
they contracted 



"Presh fruits and veg- 
etables, not just spinach, are 
the most significant source of 
food-bome illness today in the 
U.S.," Powell said. "People are 
paying attention now because 
it is happening now This will 
be a very large outbreak; it's 
what we call a tipping point." 

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention warns 
that while boiling or cooking 
spinach can loll the bacteria, 
washing the vegetable won't 
eliminate it. 

Some students have ques- 
tioned whethn it is more dan- 
gerous to eat fresh fruits and 
vegetables than it is beneficial 
to one's health 

"That's a tough one," Pow- 



ell said. "Instead of il iMing 
either/or, we need to take ad- 
vantage of a diet rich in fmh 
fruits and vegetables while 
constantly taking tttpt to to- 
sure our safety." 

Powell said those st«pa be- 
gin on the farm. 

"lite farm is the fint Uiw of 
defense," he said. "Gukldine* 
are a first step, but we need 
more creative ways to com- 
pel everyone, from the penon 
harvesting the spinach to the 
person distributing the spin- 
ach, to take food safety sen* 
ously, even in the abeencc of 
an outbreak." 

The K-State Student Union 
removed spinach from Its sal- 
ad bar last Friday.

Discussing the process 
through which judges are se- 
lected, Caplinger said she had 
gone through the selection pro- 
cess several times but refused to 
give up.

About SO percent of judges 
in Kansas are appointed, and 
50 percent are chosen through 
an electoral process, the panel 



said. 

The problem with being 
elected to the Court of Appeals 
instead of going through the se- 
lection process is the bias of the 
process, the judges said. 

'There is an appearance 
there (of bias)." Buser said 

Greene agreed, saying be- 
ing elected niight lead to the 
impression that a certain judge 
might be partial to a campaign 
contribuler, instead of tryirtg a 
case on its merits. 

"If you're not fair, and you're 
not impartial, you don't deserve 
to be a judge, " Buser said.

Butterflies visit K-State 
during migratory flight

Monarch butterflies from 
Canada have stopped at K- 
State during their migratory 
flight to Mexico, said )im 
Nechols, professor and interim 
head of the Department of En- 
tomology. 

"They're coming from ev- 
erywhere," Nechols said. 

Manhattan has its own 
resident monarch population, 
becBUje the monarchs have a 
food supply here, and the K- 
State University Gardens have 
plenty of milkweed to provide 
them a breeding ground. 

Orley "Chip" Taylor, direc- 
tor of Monarch Watch from 



the University of Kansas, said 
monarchs are drawn to milk- 
weed because the larvae feed 
on the plant exclusively 

"Most farmers have land 
that cannot be used for crops," 
he said "These lands could be 
set aside for wildlife, including 
monarchs. by encouraging the 
growth of milkweeds ' 

Taylor said the growth of 
milkweeds in conservation re- 
serve program landscapes, par- 
ticularly those that will be out 
of rotation for more than two 
years, should be encouraged. 

Monarch Watch teaches 
people how to build a mon- 
arch way-station, an interme- 
diate stop between stations on 
a line of travel, according to 



the Monarch Watch Web site. 

"Monarchs need resource 
patches - lots of them - and 
our goal over the next three 
years is the creation of at least 
10,000 of these patches, which 
we are calling monarch way- 
stations," the Web site states, 

Nechols said tnilkweed, 
although it is a weed, is not a 
threat to farmers' crops and 
won't adversely a0ect crops 
next to a resource patch. 

"Milkweed is not on the 
state noxious weed list," 
Nechols said. 

Farmers can set aside land 
for monarchs without endan- 
gering other crops, Nechols 
said, because milkweed doesn't 
spread freely like some weeds. 



41 KILLED IN LATEST 
IRAQ VIOLENCE 

BAGHDAD, Iraq - Bomb- 
ers and gunmen killed at 
least 41 people and wound- 
ed dozens across Iraq 
Monday, while parliament 
leaders again put off debate 
on legislation that some 
Iraqis fear could threaten 
the country's unity and 
bring even more violence. 

The U.S. military relin- 
quished control of a second 
Iraqi army division as Iraqi 
officials prepare to further 
tighten security ahead of the 
Muslim holy month of Ra- 
madan, when insurgent at- 
tacks tend to spike 

In a positive development 
for Iraq's leaders, predomi- 
nantly Sunni Arab tribes in 
a volatile western province 
have joined to fight insur- 
gents in the region, and want 
the government and the 
U.S. -led coalition to supply 
iheiti with weapons, a tribal 
leader said. 

Tribal leaders and clerics 
in Ramadi, capital of violent 
Anbar province, met last 
week and set up a force of 
about 20,000 men 

These men were "ready 
to purge the city of these 
infidels," Sheik Fassal al- 
Guood, a tribal leader from 
Ramadi, told the Associated 
Press. 

"People are fed up with 
the acts of thoic criminals 
who take Islam as a cover 
for their crimes," he said. 
"The situation in the prov- 
ince is unbearable, the city 
is abandoned, most of the 
families have fled the city 
and all services are poor," 



WITNESS TESTIFIES 
OF HUSSEIN CHEMICAL 
WEAPON ATTACK 

BAGHDAD. Iraq- A for- 
mer Kurdish rebel testified 
Monday he temporarily 
lost his sight in a chemical 
weapons attack by Saddam 
Hussein's forces nearly two 
decades ago He removed 
his glasses so the court 
could see his swollen eyes. 

Karawan Abdellah said 
he still lives in "pain and suf- 
fering" from the March 1988 
attack, when Iraqi warplanes 
raided Kurdish guerrilla po- 
sitions in the northern vil- 
lage of Shanakhesiya. 

After the initial airstrike, 
Iraq fired chemical weap- 
ons on the village. Abdellah 
said. 

"I stayed in a hospital for 
six months, and during this 
period I wasn't able to see 
at all," he testified. "When I 
take off my glasses in front 
of my children, they tell me 
to wear them again because 
they gel scared of the way 
my eyes look." 
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SOMALIAN PRESIDENT 
AVOIDS ASSASSINATION 

MOGADISHU, Somalia 
- Somalia's president nar- 
rowly escaped an assassina- 
tion attempt Monday by a 
suicide car bomber outside 
the parliament building in 
Baidoa. officials said. The 
blast and a subsequent gun- 
battlc left 11 people dead, 
including the president's 
brother. 

There was no immediate 
claim of responsibility for 
the attack, which Foreign 
Minister Ismail Mohamed 
Hurre said was the first in 
Somalia by a suicide bomb- 
er, 

"This has the fingerprints 
of al-Qaeda all over it," 
Hurre told The Associated 
Press in Nairobi, Kenya. 

If it is linked to an Is- 
lamic militia that has seized 
control of much of south- 
ern Somalia, it could cause 
peace talks between the two 
sides to fall apart

"The one thing th^ have in 
conunun is that they're ftjpu- 
list and claim (o speak for the 
tittle guy." Franic said. 

Frank used cartoons and ex- 
amples of different mediums to 
describe economic populism, 
discussing markets and their 
previous high expectations 
He also discussed how he feels 
that conservatives have an anti- 
intellectual perspective. 

"Intdlectuahi afe always 
fools, according to new econ- 
omy thinking, and common 
people arc brilliant," he said. 

When discussing culture- 
war populism, Prank talked 
about the separation of class 
and the idea of a liberal eUte. 

'To believe in culture-war. it 
is an extremely pessimist view 
that your side cannot win," he 
said. 

Frank said there is a much 
greater shift to the right that 
started with two factions, the 
traditional businessmen and 
the working class. 

He said there has been a 
conservative revival for the first 
group, but the second ^up has 
experienced disappointment. 

"All they have to show is 
lower wages and dirtier jobs," 
Frank said "The charm for Re- 
publicans should have worn off 
for these guys."

dents, faculty and other attend 
ces asked Prank about such 
topics as the education system 
and the need for changes in the 
Democratic party in order to 
win electlotvs. 

Jennifer Lyon, senior in his- 
tory and political science, ques- 
tioned Frank about his views 
on conservative Kansans. 

"I can't pretend that I didn't 
agree with everything he had to 
say," Lyon said. 

She said she thought Frank 
stereotyped rural areas of Kan- 
sas and said while he spoke 
about how conservatives attack 
liberals, he was doing the same 
thing in return, as a liberal to 
conservatives. 

Frank later denied having 
stereotyped Kansans and said 
he had done several hours of 
interviews with different peo- 
ple. 

"1 don't feel like I'm stereo- 
typing anyone, and I've tried to 
be fair,' he said. 

Matt Groneman, staff assis- 
tant for education and person- 
al development, asked Prank 
about his views on third parties 
and if they are a viable option. 
Prank responded that third par- 
ties have a long and important 
history in the United States 
that ended with Populism. 

"He gave the answer ! ex- 
pected, knowing all there is 
against third parties," Grone- 
man said. 

Groneman said he agreed 
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with a lot of what Frank said 
but thought Prank ignored 
changes in economic and reli- 
gious rhetoric 

Nancy Boyda, Democratic 
candidate for the second Con- 
gressional district of Kansas. 
spoke during the queslion-and- 
answer period about coming 
ftom a conservative family and 
about criticism she's received 
for not asking money for her 
campaign from people and 
organizations in Washington, 
DC. 

In an interview about Ihe 
lecti^e's content. Boyda later 
said, "David is beating Goliath. 
Grassroots democracy is beat- 
ing big money." 

Ben Davis, junior in po- 
litical science and president of 
College Republicans, expressed 
a negative response to the lee- 
ttire. 

"1 would rank that right 
above clipping my toenails on 
a Tbesday night," Davis said. 

Davis said he thought Frank 
over-exaggerated many top- 
ics in his speech, including the 
discussion of intellectuals and 
value -voters. 

"He's not offering any ideas," 
Davis said "He's talking about 
things that people have been 
talking about for years, yet not 
offering any allematives." 

Frank signed copies of 
"What's the Matter with Kan- 
sas?," which were available to 
purchase after the lecture.

Hays State University in 
which one student, Clint 
Johnson, was killed. While 
Lopez was acquitted of the 
murder, he was found guilty 
of stabbing another person 
during the brawl.

Lopez was the only one 
seen with a knife, and the 
knife had peanut butter on 
it. as did the wound.

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Kansas wineries slow to offer online purchasing

"Since )uly I, it has been le- 
gal for the state's wineries to 
talce Internet and mail orders 
and to ship their products 
both within and outside Kan- 
sas, with some restrictions 

You wouldn't know it from 
their Web sites, though. While 
several wineries have filled 
such orders, none of them 
yet provides a way to order a 
bottle or case with the click of 
a mouse. 

Their reasons vary from 
bureaucratic hurdles to try- 



ing to guarantee their loyal 
customers a steady supply of 
a scarce commodity. 

The latter scenario applies 
at Basehor's Holy-Field Vine- 
yard and Winery, on the west- 
em edge of the Kansas City 
metropolitan area, where a 
warm Friday afternoon found 
a steady stream of regulars 
chatting with tasting room 
manager Mandy Hampton 
and carrying out bottles made 
from estate-grown grapes 

"It would be good customer 
service to be able to do that," 
Hampton said of online sales. 
"But we have limited produc- 
tion. This is a boutique, hand- 
crafted product." 

Dozier Vineyards and 
Winery, in the central Kan- 
sas town of Ellinwood, also 
is a small-volume operation 
with an annual production of 



about 2,000 gallons, or 8,000 
bottles 

The winery has shipped 
several cases out of state, 
though, to visitors who placed 
orders on-site 

"If a person is stand- 
ing here wanting the wine 
shipped home, we can ship it 
anywhere," winemaker Bruce 
Dozier said "We've had a 
few, mostly California people 
who come in here and want it 
shipped back." 

Still, Dozier wouldn't mind 
doing more business online, 
even if it never amounts to 
more than a small percentage 
of his business 

But advertise it? 

"Not at this point," Dozier 
said. "If they ever get it to 
where it's smoother and not 
so cumbersome, I'm sure we 
will. At this point, it would 



take a ftill-time bookkeeper 
just to keep up with these 
laws " 

Any winery wanting to ship 
to another state must obtain 
a license in that state Doing 
so, winemaker Norm [ennings 
said, can be a long, involved 
process 

"Although we've been 
cleared, finally, by the state to 
do it. now we've got to play 
catch-up," said Jennings, gen- 
eral manager of the Smoky 
Hitis Vineyards & Winery in 
Salina. "We've got to submit 
to a lot of states to get licenses 
to get into those states." 

In some cases, Jennings 
said, other states present few 
obstacles. 

"California permits are 
$10 They say. Fill out an ap- 
plication and give us a copy of 
your slate aAd federal license 



and a copy of your board 
meeting minutes where you 
authorized out-of-state ship- 
ments.'" he said. "Right now, 
we're already able to ship to 
some states that don't require 
a permit at all Those states, 
boom, opened right up to ui." 

Other states require more 
paperwork, and licensing fees 
ranging as high as $500. 

But white the process can 
be unwieldy, Dozier said, it 
beats not being able to ship at 
all. 

"It's definitely an improve- 
ment over what we had," he 
said. "It gets your foot in the 
door to make things better." 

Kansas, which also permits 
shipments from out-of-state 
wineries under the new law, 
has a relatively low licensing 
threshold. 

A winery wanting to ship 



to Kansas must pay a $50 fee, 
fill out a one-page applica- 
tion and submit a copy of its 
license. 

Ibm Groneman, director 
of the Kansas Deparimenl of 
Revenue's alcoholic beverage 
control and inspection unit, 
said 1 1 wineries already have 
obtained licenses to ship to 
Kansas 

Nine arc from California, 
he said, with one each ftotn 
Washington and Oregon, ' ' 

Kansas wineries also^fte 
allowed to flit instate imiMr 
online orders, but buyers must 
pick the wine up at a liquor 
store - a provision inserted to 
keep deliveries from going to 
minors. 

Only two of the state's 19 
wineries have applied for in- 
stale shipping licenses. Gro- 
neman said.

Vince Papales story of prevailing through open tryouts inspires movie

There was a time when Vince Pa- 
pale, a 30-year-old bartender living in 
Philadelpliia. would attend every Ea- 
gles home game at the old Veteran's 
Stadium He watched passionately, 
always staying until the end, as the 
Eagles played miserably from the late 
1960s to the mid-1970s 

The Eagles never made the post- 
season (rom 196) to 1975, and the 
city of "Brotherly Love" was gnaw- 
ing impatient with its favorite sports 
franchise 

At a time of economic depression, 
when |obs were difficult to come 
by and the Vietnam War was in full 
swing, the Eagles were what the city 
turned to for hope, confidence and 
something to root for 

The Eagles provided Philadelphia 
with none of that, as they consistent- 
ly fielded losing teams and changed 
coaches five times during a 15-year 
stretch 

In 1976. the Eagles hired coach 
Dick Vermeil, who was given the near- 
impossible task of turning around the 
franchise Shortly after taking the 
job. Vermeil decided to make a bold 
move, one many Philadetphians con- 
sidered a publicity stunt. 

He decided to have an open try- 



out for anyone who thought he could 
make the team. 

Papale, who had several problems 
of his own ^ his wife left him, his 
job status was up in the air, he had 
personal troubles • decided to take a 
chance. He knew it was time to make 
something of himself, and the oppor- 
tunity Vermeil provided was too good 
to pass up. 

A man who never played colic 
giate football, Papale arrived at the 
stadium where he had spent every 
Sunday as a fan, this time as a play- 
er 

Impale came to the open practice 
motivated, and he displayed an un- 
canny work ethic He hustled, played 
with energy and ended up being one 
of the few men who caught Vermeil's 
attention. 

"Anytime you get chances, you 
have to deliver," Papale said. "You 
have to make yourself noticed, and. 
in some cases, you have to stand up 
when people are telling you to sit 
down." 

Vermeil was impressed with Pa- 
paie's speed and natural ability, and 
he decided Papale would be the only 
member of the open tryout to receive 
an invite to training camp. 

Though many of the Eagles play- 
ers didn't take Papale seriously, they 
couldn't deny he outworked them. It 



was obvious how badly Papale want- 
ed to make the team, and he would 
do anything he could to showcase his 
talents. 

"A bunch of receivers at E^es 
training catnp. once they caught the 
ball, they would just sort of stop and 
flip the ball to the coach," Papale said. 
'Well, in my case, 1 would just sprint 
30, 40 yards downheld, and it caught 
not only the attention of the coaches. 
but it caught the attention of the fans 
in the stands " 

As word spread around Philadel- 
phia that Papale was making strides 
in training camp, the city began to 
rally behind him, cheering on his 
successes At a time when the movie 
"Rocky" was being filmed, Papale be- 
came the real -life Rocky. He was the 
unlikely hero, trying to beat the odds 
and accomplish the unthinkable. 

"They wanted to ride with it, and I 
wanted to take them with me." Papale 
said. "1 wanted to play for the team 
that 1 had cheered for and the team 
that I was a season ticket-holder for" 

Each week of training camp 
brought new player cuts, and Papale 
survived them. But he knew he had 
to raise his level of play if he was to 
make the last cut and the team. He 
also knew every play in practice was 
being filmed, and he constantly was 
being evaluated 



That inspired him to press on, to 
make the most of his opportunity, 
and somehow to find a way onto the 
roster. 

"You just can't let up at all, because 
if you let something slip through the 
cracks, there is somebody else who 
will just come and try to take that 
chance away from you," Papale said 

In the end. Empale made the final 
cut and earned a spot as a special- 
teams player He overcame the odds 
and did what many people thought 
he couldn't do. 

His story inspired the movie "In- 
vincible," which opened in theaters 
Aug. 25 and spent two weeks as the 
box office's No. 1 movie. 

For Papale, it is a dream come 
true. 

"I'm the luckiest guy in the world 
right now," he said. "You have no 
idea what it's like to have a movie 
made about youiseU." 

Papale said he wants people to 
understand the true message of the 
movie, a message that has little to do 
with football 

"When people walk away from it, 
1 want them to say, *You know what? 
This reminds me of something that 
went on in my life ... and the next 
time 1 have a challenge, I'm going to 
do it the same way, because I'll be 
able to overcome it.'"

In a society consujned with 
'tis own consumption of fast 
food and lazy entertainment, 
it's easy to overlook the silent 
minority. But, once in a while, 
despite that silence - or perhaps 
because of it - the plight of the 
skeletal girl frantically trying to 
keep in time with the stair ma- 
chine or the hyper-muscular 
man heaving pounds of iron 
into the air for hours suddenly 
becomes loud and clear 

It's called over-exercise 
anorexia, or the creation of a 
negative calorie balance by ex- 
ercising, said Sara Rosenkranz, 
instnictor in kinesiology and 
director of the LI. RE. Program, 
the department's in-house fit- 
ness facility. 

Though the incredibly thin 
female or over-muscularized 
male might seem the obvious 
images of this disorder, Rosen- 
kianz warns thai what you see 
is not always what you gel 

'K)ver-exercise for one per- 
son will not be the same as 
over-exercise tor another per- 
son," she said. 

The American College of 
Sports Medicine recommends 
people accumulate 30 minutes 
of daily physical activity, but 
Rosentcranz said it's much hard- 
er to determine what constitutes 
a healthy maximum amount of 
daily physical activity. 

The best guidelines are based 
on who the exerciser is and why 
he or she is exercising THath- 
letcs, like Rosen kranz, for in- 
stance, can easily spend an hour 
or more in the gym training for 
specific events, while people 
new to exercise woidd want to 
spend less time, at least in the 
beginning, she said. 

Further, people might have 
over-exercise anorexia but not 
show the extreme weight loss 
that makes most over-exercise 
anorectics easy to identity. This 
is part of what makes the line 
lietween exercise and over-ex- 
ercise blurry, Rosenkranz said. 

So how do you identity an 
over-exerciser versus an ath- 
lete-in-training? Rosenkranz 
said when people exercise for 
the wrong reasons - Like purely 



aesthetic motives - and are 
hurting their bodies, there is a 
problem. 

"People will come up with 
very good reasons for why they 
are doing what they are doing, 
from training for a 1 OK to 'I'm 
trying to be healthy and fit' It's 
when people lose sight of ex- 
ercising for the right reasons 
and are doing it even though 
they're harming thenwehfes. 
that's where the line (between 
exercise and over-exercise) is 
drawn," she said. 

And that line can have enor- 
mous consequences. 

According to Healthy Place 
com, an online mental health 
hub, fatigue, performance prob- 
lems, decreased concentra- 
tion, loss of emotional vigor, 
increased compulsivity, adrenal 
exhaustion and muscle wast- 
ing are among the symptoms of 
over-exercising 

The Web site suggests thot 
the only cure for symptoms of 
over-exercise is complete rest. 
However, as with similar dis- 
orders, like anorexia nervosa, 
there often are underlying psy- 
cholc^cal components 

Dr. Dorinda Lambert, li- 
c«ised psychologist and associ- 
ate director for clinical services 
at University Counseling Servic- 
es, said it is hard to tell someone 
what to do withcnit knowing the 
whole situation. 

"If somebody's been in any 
kind of compulsive behavior 
for an extended period of time 

- more than a couple of weeks 

- it has an impact on the mind 
and the body," Lambert said 
"The body and the mind chem- 
istry change." 

Sometimes someone has 
slipped so far into a behavior 
that simply changing one thing 
lo try lo create balance - like 
getting enou^ sleep, proper 
nutrition or spending time with 
friends - will not be enough, 
she said. It's at this point that 
professional help can provide 
much-needed perspective. 

"I think about (going for 
counseling) like trying lo get 
traction on ice," Lambert said. 
"Sometimes you have to throw 
a little bit of sand under there 
to get the traction. And if you 
don't, you just keep spinning 
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"Patterns of be- 
Kavior take some 
time to change, 
and it does talce 
some effort to do 
that. I do believe 
that people who 
have compulsive 

exercising can 

change that with 

treatment.""

"We all get stuck at times, 
even the brightest and most 
capable people. Getting some 
outside perspective is helpful, 
like the sand under the wheels." 

Outside help, however, is 
something that people often are 
either unwiUing to admit they 
need or afraid to seek out. 
lliis puts famity and friends of 
over- exercisers in precarious 
stuations. They miglit feel torn 
between keeping their friend 
happy and improving their 
friend's physical and psycho- 
logical well-being 

One of the reasons over-ex- 
ercisers might resist admitting 
a problem is because they have 
decided their identity is in who 
they are as an exerciser, Rosen- 
kranz said. 

"1 see a lot of (people defin- 
ing themseh'es by the exercise 
they do) in the undergradu- 
ate population here at K-State 
-> girls who get down on them- 
selves if they're not doing their 
exercise," she said. "They find 
that part of how they define 
themselves is as someone who 
works out all the time." 

With thb in inind, friends 
should remember that it's OK to 
voice concern, but there is only 
so much a non-professional can 
do, Lambert said. She said this 
is especially hard for people in 
the Midwest to realize 

"We're in the Midwest, and 
people are really trained in this 
part of the coimtry to be nice, 
and they're really focused so 
much on beinp nice that {they 



forget) you can't conbol how 
somebody else is going to react," 
she said. "You can't stop people 
from being angry about thin^." 

There is never a best way to 
approach someone, but being 
direct and specific about con- 
cerns is always important, Lam- 
bert said. 

After the issue has been ad- 
dressed, "stepping back and 
not feeling responsible to make 
them (seek cotuiseling)," is a b^; 
step, Lambert said. 

K-State, while it has no o£5- 
cial policy on the matter, has a 
loosely constructed net to catch 
those who fail to find help else- 
where 

Amber Long, coordinator 
of fitness and fitness programs 
at Peters Recreation Complex, 
said the Rec Complex doesn't 
ban people from exercising, but 
employees will suggest that peo- 
ple identified as having a prob- 
lem visit Counseling Services 
and the Lafene Health C«iter. 

"It's a three- pronged effort," 
Long said about the facility's 
practice of working with other 
on -campus centers 

'No matter what, I want stu- 
dents to be healthy," she said. 
"That's what I'm here for: to 
improve the quality of life of 
the students who go to K-State, 
whether that be improving their 
physical fitness, or losing weight, 
or helping people find balance 
in their life - which is usually 
the hardest part for people who 
might be over-exercising." 

Lambert agreed that balance 
is missing in the lives of over-ex- 
ercisers. 

"We need to fmd some bal- 
ance in our lives, and most of 
the things (like over-exercising) 
are a clear sign of imbalance," 
she said "One of the things that 
people need to do is find ways 
to enrich their lives so that they 
have more activities in the areas 
that they have been ignoring." 

Balance can be restored, 
though, with resolve and treat- 
ment, Lambert said 

"Patterns of behavior take 
some time to change, and it does 
take some effort to do that," 
Lambert said. "J do believe that 
people who have compulsive 
exercising can change that with 
treatment"

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HPV vaccine now available 
to slow spread of disease

A vaccine for the fastest 
growing disease on college 
campuses, Human Papil- 
loma Virus, is now available 
at Lafene Health Center, said 
Mary Todd, assistant director 
of the Women's Center 

An estimated 20 million 
people are infected with HPV, 
which is the leading cause of 
cervical cancer and responsi- 
ble for many cases of genital 
warts, according to the Cen 
ten for Disease Control and 
Prevention's Web site. 

About 12,000 women de- 
velop HPV each year, and 
4,000 women per year die 
from the disease, according 
to the American Cancer So- 
ciety Web site. 

This disease does not only 
affect women, but also affects 
men, said Dr. Wendy Blank, 
director of the Women's Clin- 
ic at Lafene. 

"One-half to three-fourths 
of people who have sex will 
come in contact with HPV in 
their lifetime," Blank said 

Students who are targets 
for the disease are those who 
have sex, protected or unpro- 
tected, and those who have 
multiple partners. Blank 
said. 

HPV usually is contracted 
through vaginal and anal in- 
tercourse. It is possible, but 
not likely, to contract HPV 
through oral contact. Most 
HPV infections don't trigger 
symptoms and go away on 
their own, according to the 
CDC 

According to the HPV 
Web site at wwwhpv.com, 
there are 30 identified types 
of HPV, 

However, the vaccination 
only covers high-risk types 
16 and 18, which cause 70 
percent of cases of cervical 
cancer, and low-risk types 6 
and 11, which cause 90 per- 



cent of cases of genital warts. 
Blank said. 

Todd said most people do 
not realize that condoms do 
not protect people from H PV, 
because it can be contracted 
without intercourse. 

"Direct genital skin to 
genital skin spreads the vi- 
rus, the virus is not spread 
through blood or bodily flu- 
ids," Blank said 

Hailed by many doctors as 
a breakthrough in cancer pre- 
vention, Gardasil, the HPV 
vaccination manufactured by 
Merck & Co , Inc , is slocked 
by Lafene and prevents in- 
fections from four strains of 
HPV 

The cost is $135 per dose, 
and the vaccination consists 
of three doses. The second 
and third doses must be tak- 
en two and six months, re- 
spectively, after the first. 

Carol Kennedy, director of 
health promotion at Lafene, 
said all doses must be taken 
for the vaccine to be effec- 
tive, 

Merck announced ]une 
29 that the CDC's Advisory 
Committee on Immuniza- 
tion [h-actices (ACIP) voted 
unanimously to recommend 
that girls and women 11- to 
26-years-old be vaccinated 
with Gardasil. 

Abstinence from genital 
contact is the only way to 
prevent HPV, Blank said 

Limiting sexual partners 
also will lower one's risk of 
contracting the disease. 

•'The more partners they 
have had, the more exposure 
to different types of HPV they 
can pass on to you." Blank 
said 

There is a 64-percent 
chance of contracting HPV 
with each act of unprotected 
sex with an infected partner, 
according to the CDC Web 
site. 

Although HPV is not a 



life-threatening disease, It can 
turn into cervical cancer if it 
goes untreated. Blank said. 
Thus, regular Pap smears 
should be taken to make sure 
there are no abnormalities on 
the cervix, if there are abnor- 
malities, several steps must 
be taken to ensure proper 
treatment. 

"We don't find out what 
type of HPV someone has," 
Blank said "After an abnor- 
mal Pap, you must gel a col- 
poscopy, which is going in 
and taking biopsy specimens 
of the cervix to be tested. Af- 
ter that, a high-risk HPV test 
can be taken. But there is no 
true test to find out if you 
have H PV or not. All we can 
do is just give you treatment 
for your specific situation." 

The vaccine is expensive, 
Blank said, but it is worth it. 
Students should check with 
their insurance carriers about 
coverage. 

To be eligible for the vac- 
cine students must be young- 
er than 27 years old. If they 
are older, they will need to 
consult a healthcare provid- 
er before the vaccine can be 
administered. Those who are 
pregnant should not get the 
vaccine 

The vaccine is not a cure 
for those who already have 
HPV, but it can prevent stu- 
dents from contracting a new 
strand, Blank said 

"Most cases of cervical 
cancer are not diagnosed 
until age 40. which is a good 
reason for college women to 
take care of themselves now," 
Blank said. 

Blank said the vaccina- 
tion is an important step in 
women's health, and she rec- 
ommends the vaccine for stu- 
dents who fit the criteria. 

"1 envision, in four years, 
all freshmen would already 
have the vaccine," Blank 
said. 
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Numerous medical or- 
ganizations have said obese 
people might not be at fault 
for their obesity. 

The International Classifi- 
cation of Diseases, published 
by the World Health Organi- 
zation, lists obesity as a dis- 
ease. Other organizations, 
like the Institute of Medicine, 
agree with the findings. 

"Obesity is a heteroge- 
neous disease in which ge- 
netic, environmental, psy- 
chological and other factors 
are involved. It occurs when 
energy intake exceeds the 
amount of energy expanded 
over time," according to the 
lOM 

The Internal Revenue Ser- 
vice took this information 
into accoimt when, in 2000, 
it began a policy that allowed 
for tax breaks for individuals 
with obesity. In 2002, it up- 
dated this policy. 

The policy now says "un- 
compensated amounts paid 
by individuals for participa- 
tion in a weight- 1 OSS program 
as treatment for a specific dis- 
ease or diseases diagnosed by 
a physician are expenses for 
medical care." 

However, not everyone 
can claim these breaks in tax- 
es. The weight-loss program 
must be prescribed by a doc- 
tor. 

The question still stands 
as to what makes a person 
obese. 

Dianna Schalles, nutrition- 
ist at Lafene Health Center, 
said the BMI (body mass 
index) is a formula that can 
be used as an indicator of 
optimal weight for health. 

"It is an appropriate 
measure of body fat based 
on an individual's height 
and weight," Schalles said. 

A BMI of 19-24 is nor- 
mal, and 25-299 is over- 
weight, she said. A BMI of 
30 or above marks obesity 

Schalles said the results 
of this test are not always 
accurate, as it doesn't mea- 
sure the percent^e of body 
fat or where fat is stored 

Schalles said she agrees 
with the medical communi- 
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Mental health is part of fitness, too.

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ty's findings that obesity is a 
disease, based on research. 

"It is a multi- facto rial dis- 
ease caused by a combination 
of physiological, genetic, be- 
havioral, social and environ- 
mental influences," she said. 

However, she said she rec- 
ognizes the limitations this 
statement 

'Although some individu- 
als have a higher predisposi- 
tion to obesity, 1 personally 
believe that the focus should 
be on the lifestyle factors 
within a person's control," 
Schall^ said "This includes 



activity level, food choice* 
and stress management." 

However, some individu- 
als still question the validity 
of the findings. 

"1 don't believe that it' 
could be a real disease, be- ! 
cause people can choose 
what they eat and make their I 
own life choices," said Katie 
Imel, senior in education. "If 
obesity runs in a family, then ' 
I think it can be tougher to 
lose weight, but some people 
might just assume that it is 
natural and not make the ef- 
fort to keep it off." *

The chapter offers options 
for women who find them- 
selves in the "big tub) O" 
situation. Madison even in- 
cludes a flow chart explain- 
ing which sexual acts can re- 
sult in pregnancy. 

The book's most use- 
ful tool is the index, which 
makes Madison's work a re- 
source, not just a good read. 
Categories are listed in slang. 
For example, if readers want- 
ed to look up "balls," they 
would find "Balls See tes- 
ticles." 

Whether you're a virgin or 
a sexpert or have a girlfriend 
or sister who fits cither, this a 
good tmok to have on hand 
for any sex and relationship 
questions that arise. 
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When it comes to sexually 
transmitted diseases, what 
you don't know can hurt 
you. 

Students might be aware 
of the different types of dis- 
eases, like Chlamydia, Gon- 
orrhea and Syphilis, but 
many do not get tested. 

One reason for not getting 
tested is that students don't 
realize they have an STD, 
said Katie Puhlman, senior in 
biology and member of Sex- 
ual ^ealth Awareness Peer 
Educators. 

"A common symptom of 
STDs is that they don't have 
symptoms," Puhlman said. 

She said a common ques- 
tion students ask is how to 
know if they have an STD 
When students do not real- 
ize they have an STD, they 
might continue to pass it on 
unknowingly, 

Annisa Shockey, junior 
in biology and member of 
S.H A.P E., said another thing 
students don't know is that 
there is not just one STD test, 
but different screenings for 
the different types of STDs. 

She said students can 
gel tested at Lafene Health 
Center or the Riley County 
Health Department 

"If you're sexually active, 
you should get tested at least 
once a year," Shockey said. 

SHAPE, gives out infor- 
mation about sexual health 
through presentations and 
different activities, Shockey 
said. 

According to the Lafene 
Web site, the three most 
common STDs at KState are 
Herpes, genital warts and 
Chlamydia. 

Carol Kennedy, direc- 
tor of health promotions for 
Lafene, said students wanting 
to be tested for an STD can 
make an appointment with a 
physician and explain their 
health concerns. 

"Usually the physician 
will talk to the student about 
what factors put them at risk," 
Kennedy said. 

Urine, blood and swab 
tests are all used to determine 
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the presence of a disease, she 
said. Swabs of lesions also 
can be tested. Each of the 
different tests have different 
prices, but visits with the phy- 
sicians are free for students 
paying campus privilege fees. 

She said students can re- 
ceive follow-up care at Lafene 
after being tested. 

According to the Lafene 
Web site, it offers screenings 
for Gonorrhea, Chlamydia, 
Syphilis, HIV, Hepatitis B, 
Hepatitis C and Trichomo- 
niasis. 

Kennedy stressed that ab- 
stinence is the safest way to 
prevent STDs, and students 
who do not practice safe sex 
regularly should be tested 

"If students consistently 
use condoms, they are at a 
much lower risk," Kennedy 
said. 

Jennifer Ruth, spokesper- 
son for the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, 
said United States youth con- 
tinue to be affected signifi- 
cantly by STDs. 

A study in 2000 by Wein- 
stock, Berman and Cotes 
found that about 18.9 mil- 
lion new cases of STDs were 
reported, and nearly half of 
these occurred in 15- to 24- 
year-olds, who represented 
2S percent of the sexually ac- 
tive population, Ruth said. 

She said these figures are 
consistent with previous es- 
timates that STDs and their 
costs are more concentrated 
in younger people, who typi- 
cally have multiple sexual 
partners and are more likely 
to engage in unprotected in- 
tercourse. 

"It is important to remem 
ber that the data on report- 
ed cases of STDs, which are 
useful for examining over- 
all trends and (rends among 
populations at risk, represent 
only a small proportion of 
the true national burden of 
STDs," Ruth said "Many cas- 
es of STDs go undiagnosed "

Frank Xue, associate professor of 
finance, died last Thursday at Stor- 
mont-VaJl Hospital in Topeka. 

Anand Desai, head of the Depart- 
ment of Finance, said Xue died at 
about 3 a.m. Thursday. He had been 
in a coma on life support for more 
than two weeks after entering the 
hospital on Aug. 30. Desai said Xue 
showed no obvious health problems 
before being admitted to the hospi- 
tal. Xue was 35 years old. 

Desai said the cause of Xue's 
death has not been released because 
of privacy laws at the university. He 
was entering his third year at K- 
State as an associate professor. 

Xue is remembered by his associ- 
ates as a kind and Intelligent man.

But you wouldn't know 
that by looking at our country's 
budget. For far too long, we've spent 
at least seven times more on our 
military than on any other expense. 

Let's face it, the war on terror- 
ism and the war in Iraq aren't going 
to be won. There can't be a treaty 
to stop the violence when another 
group will end up taking the place 
of the fint. 

These wars are a vain attempt to 
solve the world's biggest problems 
during our lifetime when resolutions 
likely will take much longer.

Stem-cell research might hold 
the possibility of curing our most 
fatal diseases. 

However, since 
its discovery in 
the late 1990s, 
stem -cell research 
has not come close 
to finding the cure 
for most diseases. 

One would 
think our country 
would concentrate 
on finding cures 

for diseases like Alzheimer's and 
Lou Gehrig's, but, sadly enough, 
that is not the central issue in stem- 
cell research 

As of right now, the United 
States is spending more time 
focused on the question of when 
a fetus becomes a human life than 
on the question of how can we 
improve research technology. 

Both sides of the political com- 
munity can be blamed for this 
obvious disregard for the health of 



Individuals. 

Many Republicans on Capitol 
Hill use this issue as a moral stand- 
ing ground in hopes of garnering 
votes from the public. It might have 
worked in the last few elections, 
but these politicians might be sad- 
dened by the results of a May 2005 
CBS poll that reported 50 percent 
of Republicans support stem-cell 
research. 

They should be fine, though. 
Instead of labeling liberals as baby 
killers, these Republicans could say 
they drink the blood of monkeys 
for sustenance. 

[ make fun of conservatives, 
but the Democratic party is just as 
guilty of neglect. Much like their 
counterparts, Democrats have used 
the issue to gain votes from the 
liberal population 

The main argument against 
stem-cell research is that it unnec- 
essarily takes the life of an inno- 
cent being I will not argue when 
a fetus becomes an actual living hu- 



man being. That would be akin to 
arguing who was the best Teenage 
Mutant Ninja Turtle 

Many people/ail to examine 
thoroughly the process of obtain- 
ing stem cells. According to the 
National Congress of State Legis- 
latures Web site, stem cells can be 
acquired from aborted fetuses, un- 
used in- vitro fertilization embryos 
or cloned cells. 

Some people do not know, or 
care to know, that the cells from 
these processes would be discarded 
if not used for research. If people 
label supporters of stem-cell re- 
search as murderers, they also will 
have to expand their label to any 
doctor who has ever thrown away 
an unused embryo. 

Another argument against 
stem-cell research is that it has not 
produced the results many doctors 
and liberals said it would. 

There are several reasons 
for this. First, the technology of 
item-cell research is growing at a 



tremendous pace 
even now Cur- 
rent federal 
policy al- 
lows feder- 
ally funded 
clinics 
to use only 
stem-cell 
lines created 
before August 
2001. This has 
caused problems 
for many doctors, 
because these lines 
are aging and can 
no longer produce 
valuable research 
material It 
would be 
like using

nium driver with an 
old feather golf bail. 
It would be hard 
to deny the curing 
potential of stem 




cells Clinics have cir- 
cumvented the restric- 
tions, raised money 
from the private sec- ; 
tor for research, and 
made serious progress ; 
in the field. 

It is time for 
politicians to examine 
the benefits of issues, 
rather than simply tak- 
ing the stance that will 
garner the most voles. 
Stem cells have the 
potential to cure life- 
threatening diseases 
with little chance 
of ending innocent 
lives, but not until - 
the government 
realizes it.

Right now, regional groups 
are spending $70,000 just to 
lind out if a huge new Equi- 
Center could make money 
and if it would be used. 

That seems like a large 
amoiuit of money. However, 
it is minute compared to the 
actual expense of building 
such a structure. The cost of 
the proposed center is esti- 
mated at $10 million. 

If the region and tmi< 
versify have plans to move 
forward with plans for the 
EquiCenter, we should be 



thankful they first are invest- 
ing the time and money to 
determine whether it would 
be a beneflt to the commu- 
nity. 

Perhaps we also should 
be grateful they are trying to 
keep additional taxes off the 
list of funding sources. 

At this point in the pro- 
cess, we still have the oppor- 
tunity to voice input and crit- 
icism before a bigger chunk 
of money goes to the project. 
At least they aren't putting 
the cart before the horse, so 
to speak.

Who has time (o walk or ride a 
bicycle to class? 

What about taking the stairs? 
Why exert all thai energy when all 
you have to do is press one little 
button? 

Work smarter, not harder, 
right? 

Wrong. You're fooling yourself. 
When it comes to your health, 
working a little harder might just 
be the smartest thing you can do. 

We're all busy, and the last 
thing on a lot of our minds is 
going to the gym to e;iercise 
That's OK. But you can make 
some simple changes to your daily 
routine that will help ensure you 
are healthy and fit well into the 
future 

START WALKING 

Walking is easy, cheap, safe 
and, most importantly, effective. 

According to the American 
Council on Exercise, per mile, 
walking has a net caloric cost 
equal to 50 to 60 percent of that 
of running. That means if you 
bum 100 calories running one 
mile, you'll bum up to 60 calories 
walking the same distance. 

Also, while walking at a rela- 
tively leisurely pace of three miles 
per hour, a person weighing 150 
pounds will bum 3.7 calories for 
every minute he or she walks. If 
that person walks for 20 minutes, 
he or she will bum 74 calories. 
That same person could bum 1 12 
calories walking at four miles per 
hour for the same amount of time. 

So start walking. Incorpo- 
rate it into your daily life. I've 
seen people who live a block off 
campus ride their motorcycles to 
class, and it's ridiculous. Leave 
home five minutes earlier and do 
yourself a favor. 

If walking is too simplistic for 
you, ride a bicycle. 

According to the ACE, riding a 
bicycle at a relaxed pace is equal 
in ener^gy expenditure to running 
at six miles per hour. 

Plus, the gas is cheap, the park- 
ing is fantastic and. unless you 
live out of town, the ride is sure to 
take no more than 20 minutes. 

TAKE THE STAIRS 

It upsets me when an able-bod- 
ied peraon takes the elevator on 
the second floor of Hale Library 
to the first floor just to avoid tak- 
ing the stairs. 

Come on. You have grav- 
ity working with you The laws 
of physics are in your favor. It's 
called potential energy. All you 
have to do is hold onto the 
railing and put one foot in 
front of the other 

If you're even more 
ambitious, walk up the 
stairs

Make small changes in diet, stress management to improve health

We all do it, whether you 
admit it to yourself or 
not. That's right - we all 
do things that aren't good for our 
health 

Some people overeat, some 
smoke, and some drink too much 
alcohol too often. Others fait to 
take their blood pressure medicine, 
and some find better things to do 
besides study or exercise 

Such behaviors reflect personal 
choices, habits or possibly customs 
that are influenced by our social 
atmosphere. The good news: all of 
the above choices are modifiable 
lifestyle behaviors. With motivation 
and dedication, you can easily put 
yourself on the fast track to better 
overall health for now and later 

The flrst step is to determine and 
strengthen a safe social network. 

It's best to be around and conRde 
in individuals who understand your 
goals. Understanding your dedica- 
tion could motivate them to live a 
healthier life as welt. 

Once you have achieved this 
task, you are ready to gradually 
change your lifestyle behaviors to 
belter serve your health. 

The main focuses for overall 
physical and mental health are 
developing healthy eating habits, 
staying physically active, getting ad- 
equate sleep, and using a combina- 
tion of relaxing leisure hobbies and 
social networking with family and 
friends to manage stress. 

HEALTHY EATING 

Katharine K. Gmnewald, regis- 
tered dietician and professor of nu- 



trition at K-Stale, said rather than 
monitor food intake, people should 
change food behaviors and create a 
daily routine that works for them. 

"The govemment's My Pyramid 
Plan gives the recommended num- 
ber of food servings for each popu- 
lation group - quantitative - and 
suggestions for foods from each 
group - qualitative," Grunewald 
said. "That is a good place to start. 
Beyond that is the challenge of 
working it into your schedule." 

A good place to begin healthy 
eating habits is by starting your day 
with a hearty breakfast. 

"Substitute refined breads/cere- 
als with whole grain and try to get 
the lean or lower-fat meat and dairy 
products," Grunewald said "Most 
people also need to eat more fruits 
and vegetables." 

EXERCISE 

Find a way to schedule exercise 
five or six days a week. Strive to 
maintain variety during the 30 to 
60 minutes of American Council 
on Sports Medicine recommended 
cardio training on all or most days 
of the week Gradually work to add 
at least 20 minutes of a weight pro- 
gram two to three of those days to 
gain muscle mass. 

SLEEP 

Although sleep is necessary for 
repair and efficient function of the 
nervous system, most Americans 
still do not get enough sleep. The 
average American gets less than six 
hours of sleep a night when most 
adults need seven to eight hours to 
reap benefits. Too little sleep results 
in short tempers, irritabiUty, inabili- 
ty to concentrate, impaired memory 



and poor physical performance. 

STRESS MANAGEMENT 

For starters, it is difficult to com- 
pletely eliminate stress from your 
life. It seems that only vfhen stress 
becomes so overpowering that it re- 
sults in health concerns, we finally 
decide to take action. 

The best way to prevent high 
stress levels is to change your per- 
ception of each particular stressor 
Actual events do not cause stress; 
instead, stress is caused by your re- 
sponse to them. 

Exercise can be used as a stress 
reliever. Time management (a plan- 
ner), speaking with a friend or sim- 
ply doing something you enjoy are 
all ways to lower stress levels. 

Amber Long, coordinator of fit- 
ness pro-ams for Recreational Ser- 
vices, said the key to overall health 
Is to think longevity in a desired 
goal. 

"My suggestion would be to tack- 
le one goat at a time so individuals 
making lifestyle changes are not 
overwhelmed," Long said. 

"As gradual changes are made, 
they will all fit hand-in-hand to cre- 
ate an overall healthy mind, body 
and attitude. Getting adequate 
amounts of sleep makes you feel 
energized to exercise, which often 
equates to monitoring food intake 
and all of these play Into reducing 
stress"

Norwood 
suspended for 
Louisville game

When K-Sute faces No, 8 Lou- 
isville this weekend, it wiU have to 
do so without its top receiver, junior 
tight end Rashaad Norwood. 

Norwood was arrested Sunday 
for obstructing the legal process 
and disorderiy conduct Coach 
Ron Prince said at TXiesday's press 
conference that Norwood was sus- 
pended for Saturday's game against 
the Cardinals. 

"I'm disappointed in what hap- 
pened, and I'm disappointed in the 
circumstances that would lead to 
such an evenC Prince said. 

Norwood leads all K-State play- 
en with 13 catches and 143 yards. 
The 13 catches match his season 
total from last year. 

Norwood is the second Wildcat 
to be suspended this season. Se- 
nior mtuiing back Thomas Clayton 
missed the first game against Illi- 
nois State after Prince suspended 
Clayton for one game following his 
conviction on June 9 The rtuming 
back was arrested on charges of ag- 
gravated assault on Sept. 16, 2005. 

NO. 1 OFFENSE 

The Cardinals arrive in Manhat- 
tan this week, bringing the No. 1 of- 
fense in the nation in scoring and 
total yards 

After three games, Louisville is 
averaging 50.7 points per game. 
The Cardinal offense also is 
racking up 563.7 total yards 
per contest. 
Prince credited Louisville 
coach Bobby Petrino for 
the Cardinals' potent at- 
tack. 

"This is a coach 
who is in the national elite," 
Prince said "1 think he might 
be the best offensive mind in the 
game." 
PeGrino's attack has re- 
mained balanced this year 
with 307 yards per game pass- 
ing and 256.7 yards per game 
rushing. 

RANKED NON-CONFERENCE 
OPPONENTS 

Louisville is the first ranked non- 
conference team to come to Man- 
hattan since the Wildcats defeated 
No. 1 1 use, 27-20, in 2002. 

"We knew going into the season 

that this team was going to be a Top- 

10 team," Prince said. "Many of the 

players on this team I'm familiar 

with from recruiting back east." 

T^e la.<rt time K-State played a 
Tbp-lO non conference opponent 
at home was In 1975 when the 
Wildcats lost to No. 6 l^xas A&M, 
1^0. 

MENTAL MISTAKES 

After the Wildcats committed 
more penalties, 14. tor more yards, 
116, against Marshall than they 
had In the first two games com- 
bined. Prince said the players will 
need to cut down on the mental 
errors. 

"Players are responsible for their 
own penalties," Prince said. "We've 
told them that from the beginning 
so we're doing everything we can to 
bring that message home loud and 
clear" 

So what will happen if K-State 
receives that many penalties against 
No. 8 Louisville? 

"I don't think there's very many 
teams from here on out that we can 
conduct the game with that perfor- 
mance from that standpoint," Prince 
said.

Sciences and Industry, said the 
Foundation and the depart- 
ment are mising private dollars 
for the construction of a $10 
million equine education cen- 
ter that would be port of the 
complex.

Repairs lower 

Call Hall 
ice cream stock

Summer repairs at the Dairy Pro- 
ce^ing Plant at K-State have created a 
shortage in the plant's ice cream stock. 

The repairs to the refrigeration sys- 
tem have made it difficult to fill the 
normal stock of ice cream, said Lori 
McVay. dairy plant manager and re- 
search assistant for animal sciences 
and industry 

The plant produces ice cream once 
a week and can make about five new 
flavors during that time to try to reRll 
the stock, McVay said. 

She said the plant's refrigeratiun sys- 
tem was down from the middle of [uly 
until the last week of August. When the 
rebfige ration system that operates all 
the walk-in freezers and coolers went 
down, there was no place to store ice 
cream, and it had to be put in an emer- 
gency freezer 

"Demand is really strong for thv ice 
cream," McVay said "And it will take 
until the first of next year to get back to 
normal inventory levels. We're trying 
the best we can." 

She said the plant is trying to keep 
the core flavors in stock and slowly 
add other flavors. 

"Even on normal rotations of fla- 
vors, certain flavors sell out fast, such

USD 383 doesn't perform random drug tests; USD 490 does

USD 383 POLICY 

USD 383s Boaru of Edu- 
cation student conduct policy, 
approved in May 2005, says 
"each principal shall develop 
rules and regulations to gov- 
ern student conduct consis- 
tent with board policies." 

The district's policy on 
drug-free schools, also ap- 
proved in May 2005, in part 
states "maintaining drug- free 
schools is imporiant in estab- 
lishing an appropriate learning 
environment for the district's 
students." 

Dwight D. Eisenhower 
Middle School does not per- 
form random drug testing. 
Principal Greg Hoyt said. 

"We don't even have drug- 
testing kits on site," Hoyt said. 
"We don't randomly screen 
those participating in events 
or those in attendance." 

Hoyt said students are re- 
quired to attend after-school 
events immediately after the 
school day has ended and are 
not allowed re -admittance af-

ter the event has started. 

Vickie Kline, Susan B An- 
thony Middle School princi- 
pal, said the school's after- 
school event policies are the 
same as those at Dwi^t D. 
Eisenhower. 

T^rry McCarty. Manhattan 
High School principal, was 
not available for comment at 
press time. 

USD 490/EL DORADO 
POLICY 

USD 490 Board of Edu- 
cation approved the random 
drug-testing policy after it de- 
termined that the use of alco- 
hol, tobacco and illegal drugs 
was a problem in grades 7 
through 12, according to the 
policy document at www.el- 
doradoschooh. org. 

This was based on informa- 
tion gathered from the student 
body and other reliable sourc- 
es, according to the policy. 

Ail students in grades 7 
through 12 who participate 
in school -sponsored activities 
will be subject to the testing 
program. 

The policy says school - 
sponsored activities include 
the following: 



■ competitive and non- 
competitive extracurricular 
activities 

■ school dances 

■ being a spectator at ex- 
tracurricular activities 

■ parking privileges on 
USD 490 property 

The previous policy stated 
that if students were found 
with alcohol, tobacco or il- 
legal drugs, they could not 
participate in a competition 
for 12 days, said Dave Adams, 
El Dorado city police officer 
and father of a 17-year-old El 
Dorado High School student. 
Students could, however, prac* 
tice, stand on the sidelines and 
travel with the team. 

"I thought they encour- 
aged bad behavior and had no 
teeth." Adams, a 1978 K-State 
graduate, said of the previous 
policy. "When I was in school 
in the 1970s at El Dorado, if 
you got caught breaking train- 
ing rules, you were removed 
from the team" 

The policy originally was 
introduced by students to 
USD 490's school board in 
1999, according to a Sept. 3 
article in the Wichita Eagle 



USD 490 Superintendent Tom 
Biggs, who was not available 
for comment at press time, 
told the Eagle the policy was 
set aside in 1999 due to drug- 
testing costs 

USD 490 will pay $25 per 
student per drug test and plans 
to spend $10,000 to $12,000 
on the tests, according to the 
Wichita Eagle article. 

The federal government 
awarded $75 million in grants 
in 2005 to help schools start 
drug-testing programs, ac- 
cording to a Sept. 13 report at 
CNN com 

Matt Wagner, 2003 gradu- 
ate of El Dorado High School, 
said there was a noticeable 
problem with substance abuse 
during his ht^ school career. 

"It probably needed to be a 
more definite policy in activi- 
ties that people participated 
in," said Wagner, senior in 
management information sys- 
tems. 

However, Wagner said sign- 
ing a consent form to random 
drug tests in order to park in 
the high school's parking lot is 
too much 

"Thtn's a le^timacy in 
what the school district should 



be legislating," he said. "Maybe 
city police should be involved 
in drug testing. If they are re- 
quiring it of students, why 
can't they require it for faculty, 
staff and administrators?" 

In the state of Kansas, Ad- 
ams said it is a privilege, not a 
law given rigth, to park a car 
in a parking lot 

Adams said he does not 
think the new policy will de- 
crease pariiclpation or atten- 
dance in the schools' extracur- 
ricular activities. 

"Those complaining about 
it were those who weren't at- 



tending or participating in the 
events anyway," he said. 

Wagner said he is not sure 
if the new poUcy will affect 
participation and aften dance 
in activities. 

"I think that those who ob- 
ject to signing the forms will 
allot their time in other ways," 
Wagner said. "Also, I think 
what they'll see in future year; 
is that if a student is attending 
class and that's all they're al- 
lowed to do, and if they're not 
allowed to participate in the 
activities, how are they going 
to develop socially?"

Drawing Muslims' ire, Pope argues evangelism through violence contradicts God's nature

This most recent eruption of 
lieaceful activity was spurred by 
the Pope's recent speech on reason 
and faith. In the speech, Benedict 
XVI quoted a medieval Byzantine 
emperor, Manuel II Paleologus, who 
wrote: 

"Show me just what Mohammed 
brought that was new, and there 
you will hnd things only evil and 
inhiunane, such as his command 
lo spread by the sword the faith he 
preached." 

It did not matter that Benedict 
XVI stressed that these words were 
"brusque" or that they were not even 
ills own. It did not matter that the 
speech actually encourages interfaith 
dialogue. 

As soon as Mohammed (peace 
be upon him) was mentioned in the 
same breath as "evil and inhumane" 
(Allah forbid), the response consist- - 
ed of the "(holy) and (humane)" act* 
of riot, arson and murder. 

The events conjure up fond mem* 
uries of how religionists of peace 
responded to those "bombastic" 
cartoon portrayals of the Prophet 
Mohammed in Danish newspapers. 



Their nonviolent response amounted 
to muf rioting, the burning of mul- 
tiple embassies in Syria and Leba- 
non, and more than lOO deaths. 

Iranian peace -seeking religion- 
ist and newspaper editor Farid 
Mortazavi developed this ethic of 
International bridge- bull ding by 
calling for a Holocaust 
denial cartoon contest. 
Apparently the idea was 
to show the religionisls 
of peace deep respect 
for peaceful regimes Uke 
Nazi Germany. 

Now, one might 
object that such acts 
only implicate a mi- 
nority of religionists 
of peace, and that, 
in fact, many 
Muslims reject 
the perversion 
of their religion 
by extremists 

Fine But 
this "perver- 
sion" is precisely 
what the Holy 
Father is critiqu- 
ing And there 
are many power- 
ful, influential 
imams, mullahs 
and jihadis that do 
construe Moham- 



med's teachings as violently conver- 
ilonltt. 

The Pope's point isn't whether 
that construction is in fact fair to 
Mohammed (the intra- Islam debate 
rages on). Rather, he is merely point- 
ing out that this construction is in 
fact unreasonable 



Why? Benedict XVI argues that 
evangelism through violence is self- 
evidently unreasonable and thus 
contrary to the nature of God. This 
is because reason and God's nature 
are inextricably linked. 

"In the Beginning was the Word. 
And the Word was with God, And 




the Word wm God" Qohn 1:1). "'[ 
"Word" is translated from the Greek ' 
"logos," which means both word and 
reason. Ai Benedict XVI expldru: 
"In the beginning was the logos, and' 
the logos is God." 

Christianity is thus a religion that ' 
always has identified itself as reason- 
able, and those who commit violent' 
evangellttn in its name are grossly 
misguided. 

The Pope's argument becomes ~ 
clear, A construction of Moham- 
med's teachings that praises re- 
ligiously motivated violence is 
inherently unreasonable Such is 
to act without logos. Such is to act 
contrary to God's nature. 

Benedict XVI believes any inter- 
faith dialogue between Christian- 
ity and Islam would presuppose 
agreement on this fundamental 
point. 

So, as we hear calls for war 
on the "cross worshippers" 
echoing from the al-Qaeda 
types, we should respond as 
Benedict XVI responds - with 
an invitation to a Christian 
understanding of God: "It is to 
this great logos, to this breadth" 
of reason, that we invite our 
partners in the dialogue of cul- 
tures."

Board votes to end sales tax

The USD J83 Manhattan- 
Ogden school board voted 4- 
3 late Wednesday to end the 
sales tax benefitting schools. 

The board voted on the mo- 
tion to end the tax effective 
Dec. 31 or at the earlirat pos- 
sible convenience 

"We borrowed against the 
well of public trust," said board 
member Randy Martin, who 
voted to end the sales tax 

Originally, some members 
wanted to end the tax on I>ec. 
31. but Pete Paukstelis argued 
that the loss of the money 
would be detrimental to the 
school system with the expan- 
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sion of Port Riley and the re- 
sulting influx of students into 
the area 

"By ending the sales tax, we 
lose a lot of flexibility," Pauk- 
stelis said. 

He did, however, support 
ending the lax by June 30, 
2007. a date with which Martin 
could not agree. 

The school board shouldn't 
balance the budget on the back 
of the sales tax, Martin said. 

Also discussed at the meet- 
ing was the expansion of Fort 
Riley. |ohn Armbrust, execu- 
tive director for Gov. Kathleen 
Sebelius' Strategic Military 
Planning Commission, spoke 
on expected growth in the re> 
gion 



By 2011, the Fort Riley 
will gain 9,000 soldiers, who 
will bring with them 1 1,000 to 
12,000 family members, Arm- 
brust said. 

"They'te all itiU coming," he 
said. 

Armbrust said 8,000 to 
9,000 students will attend re- 
gional schools. 

About 4,000 soldiers have 
arrived so far, but many are 
younger and unmarried. Ann- 
brust said. 

More older soldiers, many 
married with children throu^ 
high -school age, will arrive 
soon, he said. 

"1 guess the issue is, there's 
more to come," Beth Tatarko, 
board vice president, said.

But the Wildcats scored five straight points 
to take the game 31-29 Senior Sandy Wemer 
made some ciitical kills during that stretch run 



and pve her team some hope. 

"I thought the comeback we were able to 
put together when we were literally down and 
out was a huge positive," Fritz said. 

The Wildcats were unable to bitild off that 
inomentum, however, dropping the fourth 
game 25-30, They finished the game with 27 
errors, including 11 service errors, many of 
them occurring late in the games. 

Redshirt freshman middle blocker Megan 
Kroeker led the Wildcats with 18 kills and a 
.318 hitting percentage, and junior libero An^e 
Lastra chipped in with 24 digs. 

Lastra said the loss was a frustrating one to 
take, because she felt her team had prepared 
well enough to win.

Hie loss puis the Wildcats at 0-2 overall in 
the Big 12 heading into their match Friday at 
Texas A&M. Werner said the team has plenty 
of confidence now, and it needs to put together 
a complete game from beginning to end.

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Farm safety week focuses 
on lighting, seat belts 
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Ainariet'i moit dangeroui 
occuptUon ii not fire fighting 
or conftruction woric - It'i 
(arming. 

In 2005, titere were 7 10 (■- 
tahtlei related to farming, or 
29.2 deaths per 1,000 work- 
en, according to Dan Neen- 
an, manager for the National 
Education Center for Agricul- 
tural Safety 

Sept. 17-23 ii the 63rd an- 
nual National Farm Safety 
Week. This year's theme is 
Prepare to [>revent. 

"It was placed at this time 
of year because of the fall har- 
vest," Neenan said. "People 
are out working with danger- 
ous machines like combines, 
augers and tractors." 

NECAS held Fall Harvest 
Safety Days with FFA clubs 
last week and worked with 
fire departments to teach ag- 
riculture rescue. They also 
conducted tractor rollover 
classes. 

Neenan said one safety 
concern with the onset of the 
fall harvest is that of proper 
lighting. He said farm workers 
should make sure that lights 
on the front of vehicles func- 
tion properly and that slow- 
moving vehicle and other 
reflective stickers still reflect 
light. 



"Some of the SMVt that 
you see out ther« have lost 
their renectlvl^ altogether," 
Neenan lald. "You can Juit 
put ■ new sticker on top of the 
old for a $3-$10 investment at 
• farm ttore." 

He Mid another targe con- 
cern, not just for farmers but 
for all driven, is driving on 
dirt roadt. 

"ICids today are driving on 
raw roads and a lot of the time 
are talking on their phones," 
he said. "They don't realize 
how fast they are coming up 
on farm vehicles." 

Neenan said farm workers 
should inspect their equip- 
ment often and make sure to 
replace guards and shields to 
prevent things from getting 
caught. 

Farm safety is a state con- 
cern, as well. In 2000, 16 Kan- 
sans were killed in agriculture- 
related accidents. Of those, 
eight were in the production 
of crops, five were livestock - 
related and six involved trac- 
tors, according to the K-State 
Agricultural Safety & Health 
Program Web site. 

In tractor safety, one seat 
means one rider, said Kerri 
Ebert, extension assistant for 
the agricultural safety and 
health program at K-State. 

Newer tractors that have 
buddy seats with a seat belt 
and roll-over cab protec- 
tion are approved for farm- 
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en who have their child ride 
with them, but older tracton 
or combines that have only a 
driver's seat aren't safe, she 
said. 

It is also important for 
fanners to keep fire exUn- 
guishen readily accessible 
and make sure they are the 
right size and type for the lo- 
cation. 

Especially with larger farm 
implements like combines 
and tracton, a lot of dust is 
created when using the vehi- 
cles, which can be slick, Ebert 
said. 

Farm en and farm workers 
should wear non-slip shoes 
with good soles so they don't 
fall while climbing on to or off 
of the implement, she said. 

"Be safe," Ebert said

During an audience in 
a tightly guarded St. Peter's 
Square, Benedict acknowledged 
that his comments - which 
sparked fury across the Muslim 
world - were open to misinter- 
pretation. 

In a Sept. 12 address at the 
Univenity of Regensburg in 
Germany, Benedict cited die 
words of a Byzantine emperor 
who characterized some of the 
teachings of the Prophet Mu- 
hammad ai ""evil and Inhuman," 
particularly "his command to 
spread 1^ the iword the faith."

"I think I would have an un- 
derstanding that I brought my 
child into an environment like 
that." he said "If I bring my kid 
into that environment, they are 
probably going to hear some 
of those things even though I 
don't want them to At fool- 
ball games, people get drunk 
- people get rowdy." 

Tracz also referred to alco- 
hol consumption as a cause for 
such behavior. 

"Students are probably un- 



der the influence, and when 
you get in a crowd situation 
like that, sometimes the mob 
mentality takes over," he said 

Bosco said he agrees with 
the mob mentality theory, 

"Individuals may not say 
the word when they are with 
several friends where they 
can be picked out, but when 
they're with a crowd, they be- 
come anonymous," he said. 

Bosco said K-State students 
are lucky to be able to sit at the 
50-yar(t line, as most campus- 
es have moved students away 
from the opposing sidelines or 
behind the goal posts.

Beyonce takes musical, vocal risks in bipolar album 'B'Day'

However, an elementary knowl-

This information isn't essential to the 
enjoyment of "B'Day," but it does give 
some perspective for the songs 

"B'Day" (the album was released 
worldwide on Sept. 4, Bey oner's 
birthday) begins benignly with first 
single, "D*j4 Vu" Both Beyonc^'s 
fans and detractors have attacked the 
song as sounding too much like her 
song "Crazy in Love!' While the accu- 
sations aren't completely unfounded. 



they are a little unfair, but the single 
is still damn catchy. Plus, who could 
blame Beyonc^ for not deviating from 
a successful formula? 

Beyonc^ can be forgiven, because 
the remainder of "B'Day" finds her 
taking artistic risks both musically 
and vocally, 

The album follows a fairly straight- 
forward trajectory until second single, 
"Ring the Alarm," completely changes 
the direction of "B'Day." The song is 
one of the most esoteric of Beyonci's 



career. Beyonc^ is clearly pissed, trad- 
ing in her usual smooth vocals and 
sleek beats for a venomous sneer and 
an unnerving, staccato funk. 

Beyoncd adds a new term to the 
pop lexicon with the song "Freakum 
Dress." A freakum dress is reserved 
for "when (lovers) act wrong/that 
when you put It on/Get 'em uptight" 
The song, with its start/stop rhythms 
and bleeping synths provided by Rich 
Harrison is one of my favorites on the 
album. 



Recommending "B'Day" might 
cause me to lose points with my 
friends, but they can pound sand. It 
is a rare album in pop music that can 
remain as consistent and affecting as 
"B'Day " over its run time By forgo- 
ing melodramatic ballads and keeping 
the tempo high, Beyonc^ has created 
an album full ot rage without losing 
any o( her sexiness. It Is an album 
that should keep her name circtdat- 
ing in the media for the remainder of

An Ogden gun salesman remembers selling guns to Timothy McVeigh

At 9:02 am. on April 19, 1995. a 
bomb went off outside the Alfred P 
Murrah Federal Building in Oklaho- 
ma City The after effects uf this tragic 
day will last throughout history as 
one of the worst terrorist attacks on 
American soil. There were 168 lives 
lost that day, 19 of whom were chil- 
dren 800 were injured l^ the blast 

Timothy McVeigh was convicted 
and sentenced to death for the bomb- 
ing He was executed by lethal injec- 
tion at a penitentiary in Terry Haulc. 
Ind., on June 11, 2001. His accom- 
plice. Terry Nichols, was sentenced to 
160 consecutive life sentences with- 
out parole. 

Pat Livingston, owner of Pat's 
Pawn and Gun in Ogden. Kan , re- 
calls a different side of the story, ll 
was in this small-town gun shop that 
McVeigh, who detonated the truck 
full of explosives in Oklahonia City, 
purchased the 45-caliber Gloik 
handgun that eventually led to his ar- 
rest 

"McVeigh actually bought three 
guns from me," Livingston recalled. 
"He bought two in 1991, and one in 
1993 He was a real clean-cut, nice- 
acting, polite soldier" 



However, Livingston said he re- 
membered McVeigh's co-defendant 
Terry Nichols a little differently 
McVeigh and Nichols were soldiers 
in the same unit at Fort Riley. 

"Nichols was a real sneaky-acting 
character. He was quite different," 
Livingston said "He came in and he 
bought two guns from me in Janu- 
ary and February of 1995. just before 
the bombing. He was the kind of guy 
who wouldn't look you in the eye, 
and my wife thought he was really 
sneaky-acting 1 just didn't like him. 
I guess. 

"They gave no reason to have any 
feelings that anything was wrong. 
We ran a background check, and 
they had nothing on their records 
They were approved to purchase 
their guns and everything, so we had 
no reason to suspect anything" 

iust two days after the bombing, 
federal agents came to Livingston's 
shop after tracing McVeigh's gun 
back to the store. They brought with 
them a composite drawing of a man 
who Livingston confirmed to be 
McVeigh, and the agents left with pa- 
perwork that Livingston gave them. 

The paperwork, including docu- 
ments filled out by McVeigh and 
Nichols, was returned to Ijvingston 
However, the gun that he sold to

McVeigh has not been returned. 

"I had tried to gel the gun back 
because he wrote me a bad check for 
the last gun he bought from me — not 
the one he was carrying," Livingston 
said 'They took him to jail and they 
were about ready to turn him loose 
and they decided to run a gun-check 
on the Clock pistol," 

Livingston also said that he has a 
message to the terrorists who tliink 
that they will be rewarded for killing 
innocent women and children. 



"I think that this idea that they are 
getting away with this stuff and go- 
ing to heaven and getting rewarded 
is a bunch of nonsense," Livingston 
said. 

"What I think is that for these ter- 
rorists that killed innocent women 
and children, there will be a lUdge- 
mcnl Day and they could bum in 
hell forever tor what they are doing, 
because there is no way that you can 
condone killing innocent people. 
That's just crazy," he said. 



Editor of bilingual newspaper speaks to students

Reyes has won the National As- 
sociation of Hispanic I^blica lions 
lifetime achievement award, as well 
as the NAHP L^lina publisher of the 
year award in 2005 



Sometimes "Dos Mundos" finds 
breaking news before the larger 
newspapers do, she said She used 
the newspaper to expose a man in 
Kansas City who was selling fake 
immigration papers lo unsuspecting 
Hispanic citiiens. 

"In some cases the mainstream 
media covered sometliing after it 
was covered by Dos Mundos,'" she

K-State's fall enrollment numbers 
were released Thursday, revealing the 
most diverse student population in 
the university's history. 

Pat Bosco, dean of student life, 
said the university reported 23,M1 
enrolled students this fall to the Kan- 
sas Board of Regents. This number is 
down 41 students from fall 20O5'i en- 
rollment of 23,182. 

However, enrollment increased for 
students of color, specifically Hiipui- 
ic students which went up by more 
than 30 students. 

"Pan of our performance objec- 
tives for the Regents for us as an in- 
stitution was special emphasis on stu- 
dents of color, specifically Hispanic 
enrollment," Bosco said. 

Although the Regents gave K-State 
the goal of increasing diversity, Bosco 
said the university specifically chose 
to focus on the subcategory of His- 
panic enrollment. 

"We went ahead and picked a nib 
category to respond to this incredibly 
growing population within our state," 
he said. 

Enrollment for incoming students 
also increased for the fall. There are 
4,530 new freshmen and transfer stu- 
dents at the Manhattan campus this 
fall - an increase of 109 students 
from last year. Bosco said that is a 
number he could be pleased with.

"Circulation is declining," 
she said. 

Prior to Edgerly's talk on 
the future of The New York 
Times, Wolgast described 
why the design of the news- 
paper is different from most 
other papers. 



"The daily layout is bated 
on the 'temperature' of the 
news," Wolgast said, referring 
to the bigger the news, the 
more visual the newspaper 
will be. 

The New York Times usei 
an old-fashioned design to 
stand out, Wolgast said. 

After the speech, edl- 
tors, students and professon 
headed to the Ramada Plaza 
Hotel for hors d'oeuvres and 
a chance to meet and greet 
The New York times spon- 
sored the reception, serving 
mini quiches, egg rolls, veg- 
etables and wine, 

Wolgast said meeting with 
students and giving presenta- 
tions are what The New York 
Times likes to do. He said 
the newspaper spent about 
$3,000 for the trip and the 
food, 

"It's very generous," he 
said. 

The New York Times has a 
program in its marketing de- 
partment called the Campiu 
Speakers Bureau.

The atmosphere is anothef big atttit- 
tion. While it is a far cry from a spofti bar, 
Hibachi Hut derives most its chamt from Its 
hanMy changed atmosptiere. Because of this, 
ft reminds many alumni of their undergradu- 
ate days. Because it tends to attract an older 
crowd during game day, Hibachi Hut provides 
a great family environment. 

The drinli selection is limited compared 
to many other Aggieville establishments, but 
there should be enough variety to suit most 
customers' needs, five beers are available 
on tap, but Hibachi Hut makes up for il by 
offering several cheap, mixed drinks. It is 
especially well known for its HurrKanes. In 
acklitian, there also is a good selection of 
bottled beers. 

The area where Hibachi Hut struggles 
most is entertainment. There ate only two 
televisions in the entire establishment, and 
they aren't very large. There also ate many 
seats where it is difficult, if not impossible, to 
see the game Fortunately, they do play the 
radio broadcast thmughout the restaurant, 
ensuring customers can at least listen to the 
action.

Cooki at greek houses 
might have new ideas for 
healthier meals after two 
professional chefs cooked a 
healthy meal Thursday for 
one fraternity. 

Executive chefs Matt Ma- 
ier and Michael Ruggcberg 
visited the Sigma Phi Epsilon 
after they initiated the pro- 
gram "Good Health Cook- 
ing" 

The program is designed 
to provide house members 
with meals that are healthi- 
er than what is often avail- 
able while keeping costs 
low, campaign chairman AJ 
Scribante said. 

The program provides 
cooks with guidelines and 
recipes that have been man- 
ufactured especially with the 
needs of fraternities and so- 
rorities in mind. 

The recipes were created 
by Maier and Ruggeberg. 
Both chefs have worked in 
the United States and around 
the world. 

Their recipes are made 
primarily with fresh ingredi 
ents and save about SO cents 
per person based on current 
national averages, Maier 
said. 

"People often have a real 
hang up with healthy food. 



and it doesn't have to be that 
way." Maier said. "You can 
have good, solid meals that 
everyone enjoys. They can 
help students feel better and 
perform better." 

The chefs cooked meals 
for Sigma Phi Epsilon Thurs- 
day, but they also offered a 
cooking demonstration for 
cooks and house mothers 
from other fraternities and 
sororities. 

Meals included beef stro- 
ganoff, linguini pasta with 
turkey meatballs and chicken 
breast with grilled pineapple 
salsa, among others. 

Each of the three meals 
cost less than $1.50 per per- 
son to make. 

"The food tasted really 
good," said Thomas Webb, 
junior in political science 
and member of Sigma Phi 
Epsilon. "It definitely seemed 
like they would have had to 
spend a lot of money" 

Another member of the 
fraternity said that he en- 
joyed the food, too. 

"It was a nice change," 
said Jason Miller, junior in 
business and member of Sig- 
ma Phi Epsilon. 

"I never would have 
known it was health food 
because it was really good. I 
could get used to this."

Ikctical units, drug dogs, 
bomb squads, wcspotu and 
dive recovery are all on the 
agenda (or the fall Citizen'i 
Police Academy b«ing offered 
by the Mey County Police De- 
partment. 

The first class, held Thurs- 
day night, brought 14 people, 
including five K-State stu- 
dents, with attendees ranging 
from city employees to curious 
citizens. 

Thursday's class was the 
premiere for the nine-week 
course, and was a quick pre- 
sentation of department his- 
tory, current capabilities and 
future projections Classes will 
meet every Thursday at 7 p.m. 
and will run through Nov 16. 

RCPD director Mike Wat- 
son said the academy was a 
good citizen outreach tool, 
and allows citizens an inside 
peek into the realities of police 
work. As an added perk, the 
program plants seeds of inter- 
est in some attendees, which 
could turn into career oppor- 
tunities later. 



Following Witson'i in- 
troduction, assistant dittctor 
Lance (.uftman spoke of cur- 
rent capabilities and i»ues; 
such as logistics during K-State 
football and summer's coun- 
try music jamboree, Country 
Stampede. 

"During Country Stam- 
pede the flXittle Creek) camp- 
ground becomes the largest 
city in Pottawatomie Coun^," 
Luftman tui. 

The current RCPD is a re- 
sult of the 1974 consolidation 
of the Ogden Police Depart- 
ment, Manhattan Police De- 
partment and Riley County 
Sheriffs Department, and to- 
tals 96 sworn officen out of 
a totaJ of 175 slots, including 
support staff. 

By consolidating depart- 
ments, something done suc- 
cerafuUy in only about 20 
areas nationwide, the three 
agencies were able to combine 
their cSectivenets, their funds 
and their jurisdictions. 

Thankfully, f.^t RCPD did 
not inherit the sheriff depart- 
ment's 186Q's jurisdiction, 
which stretched from the Blue 
River to the cr«st of the Rocky 



Mountains, and was patrolled 
by a sheriff and four deputies, 
Luftm&n said 

Current and continued 
growth of Fort Riley and its ef- 
fect on the surrounding com- 
munities was also a topic 
While the Manhattan popula- 
tion remains just shy of 50,000, 
Luftman said department esti- 
mates of Manhattan's daytime 
population hover at 100,000. 

Manhattan is not the only 
thing growing, thou^. Funds 
have been allotted to expand 
the RCPD's jail, which has 
room in some areas, but has 
no vacancies in medium- and 
maximum-security cells. Al- 
though the jail was expanded 
less than a decade ago, the 
seams are already seeking re- 
lief. 

'We are living proof that if 
you build it they will come," he 
said. 

The academy is driven by 
RCPD's community relations 
officer, Brian London, who 
has reduced the class from 
the original 1 1 weeks to nine. 
The sacrificed classes includ- 
ed budget and other classes 
that were largely condensed 



into Thursday's introduction. 
However, other classes have 
been added to reflect changes 
in the department. 

"As the department chang- 
es, this class has to change," he 
said. 

Keeping back of those 
changes can be important, es- 
pecially for those hoping for« 
career in law. - 

Katie Van Hoecke, sopho- 
more in criminology, said she 
attended the class to give her 
knowledge that could be use- 
ful if she pursues a career in 
law enforcement, or possibly 
law school. 

"I know with criminology 
rU be doing work with the 
government," she said. 

Whatever knowledge or at- 
titudes people take away froDt 
the class, London said the go^ 
is to further educate people oh 
what police do and provide 
an opportunity for students io 
become familiar with those be- 
hind the badge. 

"We want people to know 
us and understand us," he said. 
"As society gets rougher, the 
police get kinder and friend- 
lier." 



Speech about equality offers 
new viewpoints to attendees

It's a n^ millennium with 
vast opportunities, and things 
are changing, said Calvin 
Williford, chief of staff at the 
chief prosecutor's office in 
Jackson County, Mo. 

People of different race 
and sexuality are now more 
widely accepted, said Wil- 
liford, also director of pub- 
lic affairs, during a speech 
at Manhattan Public Library 
Thursday. 

"I'm gay, that's who I am," 
he said "It wasn't about get- 
ting drunk and sleeping with 
a man." 

Williford, a Dartmouth 
graduate born in Berkely, Ca- 
lif., told his life story. He said 
he changed from a "straight, 
black Republican" to a "gay 
Democrat" He later joined 
the Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and IVansgender Coalition 

Williford, who said he c&me 
from a religious background, 
was oSered the opportunity 
to travel with Ronald Reagan 
during Reagan's run for pres- 
idency. It was during these 
years that he began drinking. 



which he said later led to his 
first homosexual experience. 

"What 1 discovered about 
myself was my loss of inhibi- 
Uons," Williford said. "I had 
never even cussed until 1 
started drinking." 

In 1982, Williford was in- 
vited to travel to South Af- 
rica. It was there that he had 
his first encounter vvith rac- 
ism, when he saw a young 
black ^rl lying in bed, dying 
of polio He said while the 
white people in South Africa 
had all been vaccinated, the 
black people of the country 
were denied the vaccination. 

"Because of this child's 
race, she was lying in her bed 
dying," Williford said. "That 
was the moment I stopped 
being a black Republican. I 
got this feeling of 'Who am 
I?'" 

The speech provided a new 
view point to some listeners. 
Nicole Rosencutter, freshman 
in animal science and indus- 
try, said everyone can have 
a part in taking a stand on 
these issues. 

"I believe that sexual ori- 
entation is a choice and that 
gays and straights should 



have the same rights," Rosen- 
cutter said. "Calvin Williford 
is a wonderfully passionate 
speaker who makes several 
valid points. 1 just wish more 
people would have come to 
listen to his tremendous mes- 
sage" 

Robert Gellman, graduate 
student in human ecology, 
said what he took away from 
the speech had to do with 
coalition building within the 
LGBT community. 

"t think that I've always 
wanted to change people's 
minds about approving of 
alternative lifestyles," Gell- 
man said. "Now I'm realizing 
that it's more important to get 
equality"

When 1 think "besh sushi," Man- 
hattan certainly is the first place that 
comes to mind. 

Wow. It was hard 
to keep a straight 
face while typing 
that.

consider putting SUMOHIKi 

a trendy seafood 

restaurant, the management at Panda 
Expri»s decided the city needed a 
sushi joint. 

I went to the Panda Express Sushi 
Bar in die K-Sutc Student Union 
expecting to see a long metal table 
where a Japanese chef with huge 
knives chopped away at seaweed. 

I was disappointed to find there 
wa* only a r^gerated display case 
with packaged six-packs of various 
types of sushi. I chose the Califor- 
nia Roil, which is an Americanized 
version of sushi made witii crab, 
avocado and cucumbers. 

I must admit it looked pretty with 
the six sushi arranged around some 
festive blades of gr^s. 

The sushi rolls were moist - per- 
haps a bit too moist, as they fell apart 
in my mouth. There also was too 
much rice wrapped arotmd the sushi, 
and the taste of sesame seeds was 
overpowering. 

Hie crab in the middle of the sushi 
roll was questionable; it tasted like 
imitation crab meat. Tlie avocado left 
an unusual aftertaste in my mouth 

Ned to the sushi rolls on the 
plate was a piece of thin, pink meal 
that smell ed vaguely fishy. My guess 
would be salmon, except that when 
I bit into it, it tasted like a jar of pep- 
per 

The only explanation I've come 
up with is that someone filled a jar to 
the top with black pepper, poured it 
all over the phantom pink meat and 
then left it in a dank cave (or several 
houn Strange 

Ovenll, I was not pleased with the 
quality of the Panda Express Sushi 

Although the sushi wasn't ter- 
rible, I was unsure as to the freshness 
of the crab and avocado However, 
the other types of sushi might taste 
completely different - fresher, less 
peppery, a touch drier. 

Regardless, the rarity of the sushi 
bar and the lack of seafood options 
in Manhattan should help the Panda 
Express Siuhi Bar do quite well

Author's worst-case scenarios entertain readers

Augusten Burroughs' ability to 
shamelessly bare his soul to the 
world makes for some funny and 
touching short stories in his mem- 
oir "Possible Side Effects." 

Ai if his first four novels weren't 
entertaining enough, Bunoughs 
manages to spill more details from 
hit turbulent life onto paper 

In fact, Burroughs has a gift 
for this. He can take the most 
mtmdane, everyday happenings 
and make them something to read 
about 



His book includes an assort- 
ment of gruesome mishaps most 
people would be 
too embarrassed to 
admit ever having 
happened to them. 
In one chapter. Bur- 
roughs is at dinner 
with his better half, 
Dennis, when part 
of one of his teeth 
falls off 

"I looked at the 
mess in my hand,

cusp of tny rear molar," Burroughs 

writes 

But he embraces 
this. It's as if worst- 
case scenarios are his 
staple Why not turn 
a possibly traumatic 
situation into something 
that can amuse readers 
for hours? By exposing 
these golden moments 
in his life. Burroughs 
makes readers literally 
laugh out loud or feel 
his anguish. 

Not only are Bur- 
roughs' stories funny, 

but many of them are quite relat- 

able. One possible side effect of 



reading the book in its entirety 
is that readers might think they 
practically know Burroughs. His 
Stories are so personal and honest 
that you'll want to call him or send 
him an e-mail, as if he was a close 
friend. 

Burroughs seems to have thor- 
oughly developed his voice in the 
world of memoirs. Although he 
seems comparable to David Sedans 
on first glance, he seems to have 
created his own niche. 

"Possible Side Effects" was 
published May 2006. One of Bur-' 
roughs' earUer novels, "Running 
with Scissors" - a New York Times 
Best-Seller - is also a movie sched- 
uled to release in theaten Oct. 27.

In the first game against lliirtois Stale, he 
made a jarring hit on the Illinois State kick returner 
that caused a fumble and changed the momentum of 
the game. Perry has been on special teams tor the

Ist-year coach Ron Prince adds big-name programs to K- State's non-conference schedule

A game ag«init a higb- 
profile team like Louisville 
is something t^fu and play- 
ers have been waiting on for 
a long time, and coach Ron 
Prince already has proven to 
be aggressive in his Khedul- 
ing tactics. 

Saturday's match-up 

against LouitviUe will marie 
the first game Prince is re- 
sponsible for scheduling, and 
it is exactly the kind of big 
non-conference game that 
wasn't popular with his pre- 
decessor - fonner coach Bill 
Snyder. 

Snyder was famous for 
forming some of the easiest 
non- conference schedules in 
the nation. That strategy is 
Ikopular with some coaches, 
but not with others. 

"! like our team. 1 like this 
university. I like this area," 
Prince said. "I like the fact 
that we get to show it off 
{You get) visibility from re- 
cruits. It's obviously the kind 
of game that will attract a lot 
of attention." 

The game is attracting a lot 
of attention across the coun- 
try, and it will be nationally 
televised on Fox Sports Net. 
The team hopes for a sellout, 
which would be the first since 
the 2004 season. 

"(A sell-out) would be 
great," defensive tackle Quin- 
tin Echols said. "That's one 
of the things that, as a player, 
you kind of try to block the 
fans out, but when you come 
out of the tunnel and you see 
seats full and no standing 
room, it's one of those things 
that gets you ready to play 
even harder. Hopefully we do 
have a sell-out." 

The game against the 
Cardinals will mark the first 
thne a ranked non-confer- 
ence opponent has visited 
Snyder Family Stadium since 
K-State knocked off then-No 
11 Southern California 27-20 
In 2002 The last time the 
Wildcats faced a Top-10 non- 
teague foe at home was in

"This is what players like," 
quarterback Dylan Meier 
said. "I'm sure the coaches 
prefer quite a few easier 
games, although we made 
them harder than they should 



have been. We don't want to 
go out and play the last team 
in Division I-A. This is what 
players enjoy." 

Prince said he scheduled 
this game in January, soon 
after he was hired as coach. 
It would prove to be the first 
of three big-name opponents 
Prince would ink deals with 
for the future. 

In 2009 and 2010, K-State 
will play a tiome-and-home 
scries with UCLA. 

After that, the Wildcats 
will play a home-and-home 
series with the University of 
Miami in 2011 and 2012. 

As for which schools look 
the initiative in scheduling 
these prime-time match- ups. 



Prince said he couldn't really 
remember. 

"(Louisville) was a good 
team, and they were avail- 
able, so I said thot would be 
great," he said. "They asked if 
I'd be interested, and I said 
yes." 

After starting the season 
with a struggle against Di- 
vision l-AA Illinois State, 
K-State then cruised to easy 
victories over Florida Allan- 
tic and Marshall. 

Even with such a drastic 
jump in the strength of the 
opponent, Echols said the 
Wildcats will be prepared to 
face the Cardinals. 

"We're ready for a Top- 10 
opponent," he said. "That's 
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something I'll let you guys 
judge after the game, but 
within us, I thinlt we're 
ready. Coach Prince prepares 
us so welt that I think we'd 
be ready to play the (Dal- 
las) Cowboys. And I like the 
Cowboys, so I had to put that 
in there." 

Prince said his thinking 
behind scheduling tough op- 
ponents is so he can prepare 
his team for the tough con-

His quarterback and 
Heisman Trophy candidate, 
Brian Brohm, was standing 
outside of Ihe huddle refusing 
to call a play 

Petrino signaled the call 
again, but Brohm just threw 
up his hands. The coach 
then called time-oul and dis- 
covered that the junior had 
dislocated the thumb on his 
throwing hand Trainers tried 
to work the thumb back in 
place, but Brohm still could 
not throw a football. 

Backup quarterback 
Hunter Cantwell came 



off the bench to finish off the 
Cardinals' 31-7 victory over 
Miami last Saturday, complet- 
ing 3-of-4 passes fur 1 1 3 yards 
and one touchdown. After 
the game, Louisville learned 
Brohni wtmid niiss four to six 
weeks with a strained right 
thumb. 

"Injuries are part of foot- 
ball," Petrino said. 

"All you have lo do is keep 
moving forward and make 
sure the guy behind them has 
to look ul it as an opportunity 
for them to step up and make 
plays." 

Brohm is the second Heis- 
man candidate (or the Cardi- 
nals to go down with 
a serious injury

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Michael Bush suffered a bro- 
ken leg in a 59-28 win over 
Kentucky in week one. 

Despite losing their lead- 
ing passer and rusher from 
last year, the Cardinals still 
have the No, 1 offense in the 
nation Louisville is averag- 
ing 50.7 points per game and 
563 7 total yards per game. 

Pilling in for Bush have 
been sophomore George 
Stripling and senior Kolby 
Smith They shared carries 
for four games in 2005 when 
Bush sprained his left fool. 

The two have totaled 401 
yards rushing and seven 
touchdowns They have com- 
bined for nine catches and 
176 yards. 

"If all a running back can 
do is carry the ball, then 
eventually they'll become a 
liability," coach Ron t*rince 
said "They're not only run- 
ners, they're also receivers." 

Cantwell will make his 
first start of the season on 
Saturday against K-State. The 
snphoniore made two starts 
in 2O05 - against Connecticut 
and Virginia Tech in the Ga- 
tor [(owl - after Brohm lore 
his anterior cruciate ligament 
(ACL) against Syracuse. 

Cantwell was sacked eight

"He's very tough, and he 

certainly showed them how 

tough he was," Petrino said. 



"(His team-

Cantwell walked on at Louis- 
ville. 

He graduated from Pa- 
ducah Tllghman High 
School in Paducah, Ky., u 
the school's all-time patilng 
leader with 7,272 yards and 
70 touchdowns. 

This season CaotweU hat 
thrown for 179 yards on 9- 
oMl passing aitd has one 
touchdown He has yet to be 
sacked this year. 

"Hunter's just as good as 
Brian in our eyes," junior 
safety Marcus Watts said. 
"Obviously he proved him- 
self in the (Miami) game." 

In Cantwell's only 
loss as a starter against 
Virginia T^ch, he 
threw three intercep- 
tions. Petrino said the 
Hoakies' pass rush 
forced the young quarter 
back into making mistakes. 

"They threw a lot of dif- 
ferent looks at him in the 
bowl game, and he did a nice 
job for three quarters," Petri- 
no said

Last week, the Wildcats 
committed 14 penalties for 
1 16 yards, including five false 
starts by the offensive line 

"We are making a lot of 
strides since the first game. 
We still have a lot of little 
things to work on like men- 
tal errors, but if we eliminate 
those penalties, we would 
have a lot more success," 
senior guard Greg Wafford 
said. 

When Ron Prince was 
brought in as head coach, he 
brought along a new offense. 

"It takes a while to get into 
a new offense and just be 100 
percent confident, but we 
are getting real close," senior 
tackle Michael Prieson said. 

K-State also has broken in 
two first-year starting tackles. 
Other members of the line 
have stepped up to help these 
players progress 



"They are getting better 
every day and working tfe- 
mendously hard to improve 
on what they think their 
weaknesses are," senior quar- 
terback Dylan Meier said. "I 
see them everyday showing 
the heart and showing that 
they want to get better." 

Meier said seniors Wafford 
and Prieson have stepped up 
their play to help younger 
lineman team their roles. 
Prince said Frieson has im- 
pressed him with his play this 
season. 

"Although he does not 
have a lot of snaps to hjj 
credit, he has a poise that a 
veteran offensive lineman 
demonstrates," Prince said. 

Since the spring. Prince 
has been looking for the right 
combination of offensive 
linemen. He said he has pro- 
moted competition and will 
play whoever he thinks is the 
best player in that position. 

"We are expecting some 
of those other players that 
may not be household names 
to continue to improve their 
game and push for playing 
time," Prince said. "Every- 



thing we are doing is a work 
in progress" 

Prince said he is not afraid 
to rotate as many as nine 
players on the offensive line. 
He also has said he promotes 
versatility and practices many 
of the linemen at different 
positions along the line. 

The offensive line is a 
close unit. Frieson said the 
linemen need to have strong 
relationships and work as 
one unit in order to play well. 
Wafford said they spend a lot 
of time together on and off 
the field Many of them even 
live together. 

"Where ever we are, we try 
to stay close and have each 
others' backs," Wafford said. 
"We all just stick together 
and try to work hard together 
and become that one unit." 

Although the offensive 
line is inexperienced in 
some areas, both Prince and 
the players believe they are 
making improvements. After 
rushing for only 44 yards in 
the first game, the Wildcats 
have rushed for an average 
of 160 yards in the past two 
games

surprise that the new coach 
has changed the non -con- 
ference schedule. In one of 
his first moves as K-State's 
coach, Prince scheduled this 
Saturday's meeting with No. 8 
Louisville. Since then, he has 
announced deals to play UCLA 
in 2009 and 2010 and Miami 
in2011 and 20 12. Prince 
wants his program to be - in 
his words - "bold and daring" 
The strategy is polar oppo- 
site to the one Snyder used to 
build hii progiwn. In Snyder's 
early years, he played one Tbp- 



25 non- conference opponent. 

But there's no point debat- 
ing which strategy is better 
Under Snyder's plan, schedul- 
ing weak teams results in more 
wins and a better chance at 
landing a bowl game. Bowl 
games bring in revenue and 
attract better players. 

Mice's plan seeks the same 
retuhi, only quicker. Grab the 
attention of the top high school 
payers by playing the big 
games on television If you lose, 
then tt leut recniiti will know 
thu playing at K-Sute means 



playing in front of millions of 
viewers. But if you win, then 
you're a g^us. An up-and- 
comer. The big story on ESPN. 

This is why it came as a 
shock to hear Prince say at 
Tuesday's press conference that 
while television people and 
administrators like the extra 
revenue a 12th game provides, 
coaches like himself don't like 
the idea u much. He contested 
that he likM the extra competi- 



tion but not nece^arily the 
extra »q>osure. 

Considering that actions 
speak louder than words, it 
would be surprising if anyone 
in the room believed him.

Echols displays 
passion, pride 
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Early on in spring pnc- 
tlce, K-State lenior dcfenilve 
tacklf Quindn Echoli had a 
difficult time finding his way 
into the starting lineup, even 
though he WM one of the 
team's more prominent de- 
fensive players juit a season 
earlier. 

He was unable to pass 
coach Ron Prince's strict 
conditioning test, and that 
meant he wasn't allowed to 
lake repetitions with the first- 
teamers in practice. 

"I was in the dog house," 
Echols said. 

For Echols, a player who 
started all 11 games for the 
Wildcats the previous season 
under former coach Bill Sny- 
der, passing the conditioning 
test and regaining his starting 
job was critical. 

After a string of unsuc- 
cessful tries, Echols finally 
passed, which allowed him 
to take pan in full team prac- 
tices. Prince said Echols has 
greatly improved his condi- 
tioning and work ethic since 
then 

"We do a couple things 
that are pretty strenuous and 
tough in conditiotiing, and 
he's been right up there at the 



very lead of all the linemen," 
Prince said. "Ke's gotten my 
attention in a very positive 
way." 

Echols also has gained the 
attention of opposing offens 
es He has 10 tackles (two for 
loss) and a forced fumble so 
far this season 

At 6-foot, 316 pounds, 
Echols takes up quite a bit of 
space inside and anchors a 
defensive line that has played 
impressively over the last 
three weeks. 

Junior defensive end Rob 
Jackson said Echols brings a 
lot more than skill and ath- 
leticism to the Wildcats' de- 
fense. He brings energy and 
passion. 

"He gets excited over ev- 
ery little thing," Jackson said 
"That carries over to the rest 
of the defense." 

If the WildcaU are to 
slow down a Louisville of- 
fense that averages 563 yards 
and more than 50 points per 
game, some of that energy is 
going to have to be evident 
on Saturday 

Louisville's offense should 
provide the Wildcats' defense 
with its toughest challenge to 
date - possibly all season. 

Echols said he welcomes 
and embraces new challeng- 
es, especially from a team

Kentucky coach Rich 
Brooks described his en- 
«ounter with the high-flying 
lx)uiBvil]e Cardinals as "one 
of your worst nightmares." 

The Cardinals thumped 
Kentucky 59-26 in the season 
opener, rolling up 631 yards 
ol offense in the process 

A week later, Louisville 
amassed 671 yards in a 62-0 
rout of Temple before hang- 
ing 31 points on the Miami 
defense last Saturday, 

So what is Louisville's se- 
cret? 

Do the Cardinals sneak a 
12th man onto the Geld when 
the officials aren't looking? 
Does the quarterback's ca- 
dence hypnotize opposing 
defenders? 

Or is Louisville's offense 
just that good? 

No one outside the Louis- 
ville huddle knows for sure. 
Here's what we do know: the 
Cardinals lead the nation in 
scoring offense and total of- 
fense. They rank No. 6 na- 
tionally in rushing offense 
and No. 7 in passing offense. 
Missouri (No. 12 rushing, No. 
25 passing) is the only other 
team in the nation ranked in 
the Top 25 in both catego- 
ries. 

K-State coach Ron Prince 



said Louisville's success be- 
gins with its coach, Bobby 
Petri no. 

'He is perhaps the best 
offensive mind in the game 
of football today, college or 
pro," Prince said. 

Prince said Petrino recruits 
players to fit his system and 
builds depth at all positions, 
a model Prince has fallowed 
at K-State. 

"He's got a lot of very 
good players that he has se- 
lected," Prince said 'They're 
well-coached. No matter who 
is in there, the players play 
the same." 

That depth has allowed 
Louisville to keep rolling, 
even without preseason Heis- 
man Trophy candidates Mi- 
chael Bush and Brian Brohm. 
Hunter Canlwell stepped in 
at quarterback against Miami 
and threw for 113 yards and 
a touchdown.

The Ruckus beats 8 other bands to claim 1st place in music competition

Leaping onto pianos, a musi- 
cian swinging his guitar into orbit 
around his neck, a dancing line of 
ska -crazed fans, a bass player re- 
peatedly screaming the word "rock" 
to fill rare silences and free nachos 
all contribute to the description of 
Friday night's 20th Annual OPUS 
Band Competition. 

Along with all the activity in 
Bosco Student Plaza, the band 
competition, which was sponsored 
by the Union Program Council, was 
further complemented by musical 
talent that, OPUS judges said, sur- 
passed that of the competitions in 
recent years. 

"The quality of bands at this 
year's OPUS was very impressive, 
better than any other I've seen in 
the past," said Sarah Cunnick, part- 
owner of Sisters of Sound Music, 
who judged her first OPUS compe- 
tition in 1995. 

In what Cunnick called the 
toughest OPUS she has ever had to 
judge, the nine-member local ska 
band, The Ruckus, emerged as the 
winner The Ruckus beat out eight 
other bands to take home the first- 
place prize of $400. 

"We were pretty ecstatic," said 
Matt Hubbel, sophomore in music 
education, of his band's response to 
its first-place finish. 

Hubbel, vocals and trombone for 
The Ruckus, said he was surprised 
by the band's victory, especially 
considering the quality of the other 



bands at this year's OPUS. 

'When we saw some of the other 
groups at the beginning of the com- 
petition, we weren't sure how good 
our chances were," he said "It felt 
great to win this competition." 

Hubbel also said the audience 
at the OPUS competition played a 
significant role in the band's pertor- 
mance 

"We couldn't have asked for a 
better crowd response," Hubbel 
said of the OPUS attendees, who 
at one point during The Ruclcus' 
set formed a dancing line, weaving 
through the Bosco Student Plaza. 
"There's no doubt their enthusiasm 
made us perform better," 

Inking away $300 as the second- 
place winner was the Kansas City 
area-based band Silvermen, which 
provided a fast-paced blend of rock- 
abilly, blues and old-school rock 
and instrumental solos. The third- 
place winner was the six-member, 
local indie-pop band, Shhh. It re- 
ceived $200. 

The winners of the competi 
tion were chosen by a panel of five 
judges. The panel included local 
radio personnel, current and past 
members of the UPC, a member of 
the Collegian staff and a local re- 
cord store owner Each of the nine 
bands pertorming at the OPUS 
Band Competition were given 25 
minutes to play a set. During their 
performances, the panel of judges 
rated the bands on stage presence, 
song writing, creativity, crowd re- 
sponse and musical precision. The 
winner was armounced at 11 p.m. 



Friday, shortly after the last band's 
set. 

The other bands competing to 
be OPUS' 20th champion were 
the pop -punk quartet Star -Crossed 
Charlie; the folk blues-jazzcountry 
group Sound Station from Maryville, 
Kan.; the mellow, power pop-rock 
trio Of the Flame Hand Robot; the 
long-time local rock group The Rest 
of Us; the piano-driven rock band 
Dear Arcadia; and the acoustic, 
pop- ruck Mikey Needleman Band. 

"There was much more diversity 
in this year's competition," Cunnick 
said "At some of these competi- 
tions, you listen to a lot of bands 
that generally sound the same. That 
wasn't the case this year." 

lyier IVaxson, one of this year's 
judges and a former co-chair for 
UPC's entertainment committee 
and senior in electronic journalism, 
said he also appreciated the diver- 
sity of the bands at OPUS 

"Not only was there a variety of 
musical styles, the bands also had 
a wide range of ages," Traxson said. 
"OPUS usually has just college-aged 
bands, but this year's competition 
had groups of diverse ages. It was a 
good thing to see." 

Along with the success of the 
competition's bands, UPC's Af- 
ter Hours committee provided the 
event with free nachos and the 
chance to tie-dye free T-shirts. 

"All in all, 1 was very proud of 
the event," said Erica Boatman, en- 
tertainment co-chair for UPC "We 
estimated that our attendance was 
about 400 to 500 throughout the 
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night, which is great," 

Boatman, junior in apparel de- 
sign, also said the cooperation of 
the bands enhanced the show's suc- 
cess. 

"All of the bands were great 
about setting up, starting on time 
and keeping their sets within the 
time limits," she said, "We're very 
thankful for that." 

The bands that participated in 
the competition agreed that this 
year's OPUS was a success. 

"The show was very well orga- 
nized," said Junior Thomason, tenor 
sax player for the second-place band 
Silvermen. 'The set up was good, 
and the sound guys knew what they 
were doing. 

"All of the other bands I got to 
hear were great, too It was also cool 
that OPUS had a panel of judges 
instead of a competition where the 
best crowd response or loudest ap- 
plause wins all.

TUFTS U. APPLICATIONS TO INCLUDE 
TEST OF CREATIVITY 

"Using an 8.5 x 11-inch sheet of paper, 
ilhistrate an ad for a movie, design a house, 
make an object better, illustrate an ad for an 
object of your choice" 

This unusual task has officially become a 
criterion for selection to the Tufts University 
class of 201 1, after a new section of the un- 
dergraduate application was released Sept. 
21. 

The optional section is desired to test for 
creativity, Lee Coffin, dean of undergraduate 
admissions, said Answers will be evaluated 
using the results from extensive research by 
Robert Sternberg, dean of Arts and Sciences 

In addition to serving as dean, Sternberg is 
a professor and recognized authority in psy- 
chology, whose research focuses on connec- 
tions between creativity and leaderahip. 

"The essays were strategically written to 
produce creative, analytical or practical re- 
sponses that coirespond with Dean Stem- 
belt's research on theories of successful 
intelligence," Coffin said in an e-mail to the 
Daily

Itchy insect biles on students living in New 
York University's Brittany Hall have some 
fn^hmen worried that their rooms are infest«l 
with bedbugs There have been 17 bedbug re- 
ports at the residence hall since the beginning 
of the semester, university spokesman John 
Beckman said Students with uncomfortable 
bites who reported them to residence hall staff 
are asked to go to the health center to check 
whether they've been bitten by an insect 

"We dont want our students to have to deal 
with bedbugs.' Beckinan said "If students are 
Knng bitten in their beds at night and suspect 
bedbugs, we encourage them to let us know" 

Tbm ElletL assistant student affairs vice 
president, sent an e-mail l\iesday to all Britta- 
ny residents saying that d^pite the number of 
complaints, no bedbugs were found. He said in 
each case reported, however, a licensed exler- 
minator was contracted to treat the suspected 
problem. Beds can be tested for bu^ with a 
glueboard used to trap them. 

Preshman Malloiy Jenkins said she vns bit- 
ten by bugs in Brittany.

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10 new species classified as endangered on latest lists

UNSASSMTKOLLEGIAM 

The US Pish & Wildlife 
Service unveiled the new 
candidates for endangered 
species status in a Sept. 12 
news release. 

Seven species previously 
considered for endangered 
species protection were re- 
moved, and 10 new species 
were added, making a total 
of 279 species candidates for 
national protection. 

White many might asso- 
ciate the term "endangered 
species" with rare, elusive 
animals from remote, tropi- 
cal locales, several Kansas 
cr^tures qualify for the list. 

According to the Great 
Plains Nature Center of 
Wichita, nearly 30 species of 
reptiles, amphibians, mam- 
mals, birds, fish, invertebrates 
and plants are considered en- 
dangered in Kansas. 

The Kansas Department of 
Wildlife and Parks defines an 
endangered species as "any 
species of wildlife whose 
continued existence as a vi- 
able component of the state's 
wild fauna is determined to 
be in jeopardy." 

Dr. Eva Home, assistant 
professor of biology and in- 
terim director of the Konza 
Prairie Biological Station, 
explained the different lev- 
els of protection a particular 
species can receive through 
endangered status.

said. "A nationally protected 



animal, like the Bald Eagle, 
is protected throughout the 
country, while a state endan- 
gered animal is only protect- 
ed in Kansas." 

Home said there are a few 
endangered species native to 
the Flint Hills region. 

"The American Burying 
Beetle, for instance, is one 
endangered species native 



to the area," she said. "They 
have been recorded in the 
past but not seen recently." 

Though many species still 
remain on the endangered 
lilt, progress has been made 
in the way of animal conser- 
vation. 

The state animal of Kan- 
sas, the American Bison, 
was hunted to the brink of 



extinction 100 years ago and 
has since made a stagger- 
ing comeback. According to 
a 2002 U.S. Department of 



Agriculture Census, 232,000 
bison currently reside on pri- 
vate ranches in the United

The K-State defense did its best 
to slow down the highest - 
ranked offense in the nation, 
but in the end, it wasn't enough, as 
the Wildcats (3-1) stumbled for the 
Rrst time this season to No. 8 Lou- 
isville (4-0) 24-6 Saturday in front of 
a crowd of 45,853 at Snyder Family 
Stadium.

Lafene treats slight to serious ailments, 
offers women's, sports, asthma clinics

Within the close quar- 
ters college provides 

- like community bath- 
rooms, small classrooms 
and close contact with 
people in residence halls 

- one thing is almost cer- 
tain: the presence of air- 
t>ome illnesses. 

Whether it is a winter 
cold or spring fever, it's 
bound to affect a few stu- 
dents every year. 

Lafene Health Center, 
is available to see and 
treat all students when 
these and other health 
problems arise. 

Lafene staff treat min- 
imal to severe illness; 
however, as a healthcare 
center for students, there 
are restrictions on which 
health services can be 
provided. 

Carol Kennedy, direc- 
tor of Health Promotion 
at Lafene, said Lafene 
offers the same care 
students receive from 



local doctors. 

If serious emergencies 
occur, Kennedy said she 
advises students to visit 
Mercy Regional Health 
Center. 

Serious injuries like 
broken bones, severe 
bleeding, car accident 
injuries and difficulty 
breathing cannot be han- 
dled at Lafene. 

Although Lafene is 
able to treat some serious 
illnesses, Brittney James, 
senior in accounting, said 
she chooses to use the fa- 
cility sparingly. 

"Lafene is all right for 
minor things, like if 1 need 
a prescription for a mi- 
graine," James said, "but 
if it is a severe sickness, 
I prefer to seek outside 
medical assistance." 

This might be the case 
for students with other 
special circumstances. 

Lafene is unable to of- 
fer assistance to pregnant 
women and children of 
students. 

"The doctors handling 



your concerns are gen- 
eral practitioners, and if 
the sickness goes beyond 
what they feel they can 
handle, they will refer you 
to a specialist," Kennedy 
said 

Christy Martin, sopho- 
more in business, said 
outside services can be 
better in the long rtin. 

"Lafene is convenient, 
being so close and cheap 
for students," she said, 
"but if 1 really needed to 
be helped with something, 
I would rather go to a real 
doctor just to be sure." 

Outside of general 
health concerns, Lafene 
does offer a few special 
services to students. 

The health center re- 
cently has estabhshed an 
asthmatic clinic where 
students suffering from 
previous asthma concerns 
can be evaluated at no ex- 
tra charge. 

The asthma clinic pro- 
vides information on how 
to control and manage 
symptoms. 



In addition, Lafene of- 
fers two sports medicine 
physicians. 

This service extends 
past athletic- related in- 
juries to include anyone 
suffering from muscle and 
bone discomfort. 

A women's clinic and a 
pharmacy also are located 
in the health center. 

Lafene is open to stu- 
dents 8:30 a.m. to 6:30 
p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day and by appointment. 

Specialty hours are 
8:30-11 a.m. and 1-4:30 
p.m. Monday through Fri- 
day. 

If a student feels ill or 
has been injured and does 
not have an appointment, 
a health center nurse can 
be contacted to detail 
symptoms and schedule 
an immediate appoint- 
ment. 

Although uncertainty 
might arise about the se- 
verity of a student's health 
issues, Kennedy said she 
urges students to contact 
the center for assistance.

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Services let students evaluate alcohol consumption

A staident might not think a 
few dHnlu per night constitute 
m addiction, but at what point 
does aJcohol consumption be- 
come a problem? 

Free assessment! by Univer- 
jjty Counseling Services let stu- 
dents talk tg trained profession- 
sds about alcohol consumption. 

Bill Arck, director of Alco- 
hol and Other Drugs Education 
Services, said when students 
come into Counseling Services, 
counselors conduct an assess- 
ment of the student's situation. 

"At least part of that assess- 
ment prccess would be to ask 
questions about the^ alcohol 



consumption," he said. "It's a 
general screening to see if that 
is afiecting other problems. It's 
just to get a feel for the ^obal 
picture of the student" 

Counselore present options 
for students who seem to have 
a problem with alcohol con- 
sumption, Arck said. The op- 
tions might include conducting 
further assessments, proposing 
programs lUte Alcoholics Anon- 
ymous or suggesting a student 
seek individual counseling. 

But Arck said no pre-planned 
pathway exists for people strug- 
gling with druikuvg problems 

"The key word is it varies," 
he said. 

Arck said students are re- 
ferred to him by people in the 



residence halls or Greek Affairs, 
parenls, teachers or themselves. 

Over the yean, Arck said 
the number of students seek- 
ir^ help has remained constant 
Arck said 12 to 15 percent of 
students are problematic drink- 
en, defined as someone who 
drinks too much or too often. 

If students think they might 
have a problem, Arck said an 
assessment through AODES is 
free and confidential. 

An alternative, Assessing Be- 
haviors for Change (ABC), is a 
K-State program for students in 
the residence halls who have 
had problems with alcohol. The 
program, in its third year of ex- 
istence, is partially Funded by 
the city of Manhattan. 



Camilla |ones, residence 
life coordinator for the Strong 
Complex and ABC coordinator, 
said students are sanctioned to 
the progrmm throu^ their resi- 
dence hall coordinator or the 
judicial board after an alleged 
violation of the residence hall 
alcohol policies. 

"It's been a good response," 
she said. "Even looking at the 
statistics from last year, we had 
less repeat offendera." 

Two online assessments are 
available for students to com- 
plete, and they have a chance to 
meet with a counselor. A well- 
ness inventory is taken to help 
students make good cholera. 

"Ihis program looks at more 
than just the alcohol behavior 



~ realty their behavior of how 
ihey live their life, " {ones said. 

Spending time in a commu- 
nal environment re<)uiies ttu- 
denti learn how to respect each 
other, Jones said, and rules and 
regulatiuns are made to pro- 
mote respect for other*. 

Before the program began. 
Georgette Miller, director of 
ABC and a doctoral student in 
counseling and student aSsiis, 
said the same students were 
getting in trouble for alcohol 
violations and not responding 
to their sanctions. 

"Wth coming up with this 
program, students are found to 
be less like^ to get in trouble 
with alcohol or drugs,"" she 
said 



Most of the ihidents who 
hive to be in the program Imd 
to be freshmen who have a per- 
ception that college is all about 
drinking, Miller said. 

"When they go through 
the program, they realize most 
peofAx dont drink tike that," 
she said. "It hel^^ to correct the 
misperceptions about college 
and college drinking." 

The program started its first 
year helping about 60 students 
Last year, about 80 students 
were helped. Miller said. 

MiUer said she uses the t$- 
sessmenls to help students make 
academic and personal goals. I 

"Our whole program is about ' 
empowering students to make' 
positive changes," Miller said.

Throughout the book, Oz o^ers 
tips on how to choose more nutri- 
tious foods. 

"Sugar is an acquired taste that 
you can 'train' yourself not to 
need," she writes in the book. 

She also includes a weight chart 
for women to use to figure their 
healthy weight and tu calculate the 
Basal Metabolic Rate (BMR) 

The most intriguing section is 
when Oz condones coffee, choco- 
late and bread with olive oil. 

Drinking four six-ounce cups of 
coffee is not harmful, a small piece 
of dark chocolate every once in 
a while is good for a little pick- 
me-up, and a small piece of bread 
before a meal is OK, because it will 
make one less likely to overeat 

"Sixty percent of Americans are 
on a diet at any given time," ac- 
cording to the book 

I didn't agree with all sections of 
the book, but 1 did get the overall 
message. This is the time to make 



healthy lifestyle changes. How- 
ever, this also is the time to have 
as much fun as you can. 

The book is well-organized, 
brightly colored and really fo- 
cused on lifestyle changes rather 
than depriving people of what 
they want. 

Overall, the book was smart, 
easy to read and explored a lot 
of the things that we, as col- 
lege students, go through. 

Being a senior, I see I 
probably could have made 
some healthier decisions 
as a freshman, and I agree 
with the majority of tips Oz 
gives, so freshmen defi- 
nitely should consider this 
lifestyle when entering 
college.

Banned Book Week prompts discussion of choosing appropriate literature for age groups 



For thoje of you who might not 
have heard (as m most people), 
this week is Banned Book 
Week. 

According to the 
American Library Associa- 
tion Web site, this wiU be 
the 25th year the week has 
been observed. 

Banned Book Week, 
according to the ALA. it 
dedictted to celebrating 
the freedom to read and to 
promoting discussion about 
the implications of censorship, par- 
ticularly in the education system. 

I've always found censorship, 
particularly with regard to chil- 
dren's Utereture, a tricky subject. 
After all, every child has a difier- 
enl level of maturity, and more 
importantly, different caregtver? 
or guardians who have their own 
ideas of what is appropriate 

Plus, ] honestly can say that 
in my 12 or so years q>ent in the 
WichiU Public Schools-USD 
259 system, I can't recall a single 
incident of a book being banned 
from any of the schools 1 attended. 
Many of the titles on the ALA's 
list of the too most -banned titles 
from 1990-2000 were books 1 read 
throughout elementary, middle and 
high school. 

Since I've never reaUy had 
a problem with this issue, 1 feel 
ill-qualified to take a stand either 
way. 

However, the fact remains 
that, in many parts of the country, 
books considered "controversial" 
for one reason or another are re- 
moved irom school library shelves. 
According to the ALA, the most 
common reasons are because these 
books contain sexual topics con- 
sidered inappropriate, "offensive" 
language, violence, themes that

1st rocket launched 
from New Mexico 
falters early in trip

UPHAM,N.M,- The first 
rocket launched from New 
Mexico's spaceport failed to 
reach suborbital space Mon- 
day, wobbling and dropping 
back to Earth barely a tenth 
of the way into its intended 
joumey 

The unmanned, 20-fool 
Space Loft XL rocket, among 
the first to be launched from 
any commercial US. space- 
port, was carrying various 
experiments and other pay- 
loads for its planned journey 
70 miles above Earth. 

The rocket took off at 
2:14 p.m and was supposed 
to drop back to Earth about 
13 minutes later at White 
Sands Missile Range, just 
north of the launch site. But 
three miles from the launch 
site, witnesses saw the rocket 
wobble, then go into a cork- 
screw motion before disap- 
pearing in the clear sky. 

Something went wrong 
shortly after takeoff Of- 
ficials with UP Aerospace, 
the Connecticut-based com- 
pany that funded the launch, 
said the rocket reached only 
about 40,000 feet - or 7 1/2 
miles 

It was not immediately 
clear where the craft landed 
or what condition it was in. 
Launch logistical coordina- 
tor Ttacey Larson said it was 
possible that the rocket and 



its pay load could have sur- 
vived the crash. 

Despite the crash, iha 
launch still was considered 
a success because the rocket 
got airborne, Larson said. "If 
it was easy, everyone would 
be doing it," she said. 

The rocket launched 
from a temporary pad at n 
site in Upham, in southern 
New Mexico, which also is 
the planned home of a state- 
built $225 million spaceport. 
Richard Branson, founder 
of the Virgin Group, an- 
nounced plans last year to 
base his space tourism com • 
pany, Virgin Galactic, in 
New Mexico and to laundi 
manned flights from tho 
spaceport by the end of tfai; 
decade. 

Eric Knight, UP Aero- 
space CEO, said last week 
that Monday's flight marke<l 
a chance for the public tn 
have "direct access to space." 
Pay load space on one of hLi 
rockets ranges from a fe«' 
hundred dollars to tens of 
thousands of dollars, de- 
pending on size, he said. 

Several other UP Aero- 
space flights are set later 
this year, Larson said An 
Oct. 21 flight is expected to 
carry the ashes of Mercury 
astronaut Gordon Cooper 
and actor James Doohan, 
who starred as chief engi 
neer Montgomery "Scotty ' 
Scott on the original "Star' 
Trek" TV series.

Bees swarm sugary garbage cans

Honey bees have been 
gathering around trash cans 
on campus for the past two 
weeks. 

"It is the peak time of the 
population for honey bees," 
said Sharon Dobesh, pesticide 
coordinator in the Department 
of Entomology. "They are just 
looking for new sources of 
nutrition since flower popula- 
tions are declining." 

Dobesh said the bees are 
attracted to anything sweet 
like ice cream, soda or candy 
They gather around garbage 
cans because many people 
throw away open containers 
of soda and partially eaten 



candy ban. 

John Woods, director of 
custodial services for the De- 
partment of Facilities, said 
he placed two bowls of ice 
cream outside opposite ends 
of Hale Library. Bees imme- 
diately swarmed to the bowls 
in search of food Woods said 
althou^ the bees did swarm 
more quickly on one side of 
Hale, he still has not deter- 
mined from where the bees 
come. 

Dobesh said the bees prob- 
ably are foraging for their nest 
and mi^t have come from 
someone in Manhattan who 
has honey bee hives 

Until the source of the bees 
can be found. Woods said stu- 
dents need to be more careful 



with their garbage. He said 
students need to put tops back 
on their drinks or pour them 
out on the grass before they 
throw them away. Students 
also should not throw away 
any type of open wrapper or 
container of sweet substances 
like jelly or candy. 

Although honey bees are 
usually not dangerous to the 
public, they can be life-threat- 
ening to people who are aller- 
gic to them. Honey bees can 
only sting once in their life- 
lime, but they usually travel in 
groups, Dobesh said. 

"It's kind of annoying, but 
there is nothing you can do 
about it," Frankie Morales, 
sophomore in anthropology, 
said. ' I do not expect the gar- 



bage people to come by every 
five minutes and clear the gar- 
bage cans." 

No incidents of stings or 
other problems have been 
reported, but since this is a 
time of the year when the bee 
population is high, people still 
need to be careful. Dobesh 
said the best way to avoid 
confrontation with the bees is 
to stay out of their way They 
usually do not actively seek 
people unless they are agitat- 
ed or provoked. 

Many students are not wor- 
ried about the bees, though, 
especially with the approach 
of colder weather. 

'Winter is coming, so most 
of the bees should die anyway," 
Morales said. 



Stocks rise as Fed says inflation will slow

NEW YORK - Stocks rose 
smartly Monday after Dal- 
las Federal Reserve President 
Richard Fisher suggested in- 
flation would be dampened by 
a slowing economy and said 
while the housing and auto 
sectors are economic weak 
points, the rest of the U.S. 
economy is doing "extremely 
well" 

■Rie bond market, however, 
seems convinced an economic 
downturn and cuts in the Fed's 
benchmark short-term interest 
rate are on the way. The yield 
on the 10 -year IVeasury note 
fell to 4 54 percent from 4.59 
percent Friday. The yield on 



the 10-year Ti'easury bill has 
quickly plummeted and now 
stands at a seven-month low 

Fisher's remarks pushed 
slocks higher in what had 
been a session of seesaw trad- 
ing, with investors first bid- 
ding stocks higher on lower 
oil prices, then sending them 
lower on falling housing prices. 
Investors, alert to any sign of 
a sharp economic slowdown, 
have been especially skittish 
in recent sessions as data has 
shown a slowing housing mar- 
ket while bond yields and oil 
prices have fallen hard. 

While the steep and sudden 
faJloH in bond yields, slowing 
housing and lower commodi- 
ties prices seem to indicate the 
economy will grow at a slower 
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pace, not every investor feels 
the slowdown will be dramat- 
ic. 

"The pace of growth could 
slow down, but that doesn't 
mean the market is going 
to get killed," said Philip S. 
Dow, managing director of 
equity strategy at RBC Dain 
Rauscher in Minneapolis. "I 
think it's early to talk about a 
recession." 

The Dow Jones industrial 
average gained 6771, or 59 
percent, to 11,575,81. 

Broader stock indicators 
also advanced. The Stan- 
dard & Poor's 500 index rose 
11.59, or 0.88, to 1,526.37, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
rose 30.14, or 1.36 percent, to 
2,249.07 
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Advancing issues led de- 
cliners by more than 2 to 1 on 
the New York Stock Exchange, 
where consolidated volume 
came to 3.80 billion shares, up 
from 2.26 billion Friday. The 
technology, consumer discre- 
tionary and utilities sectors 
were the day's biggest gainers. 

Stocks bounced higher at 
the open Monday after oil 
prices fell to six month lows 
when BP PLC said it had per- 
mission to restart the eastern 
half of Alaska's Ftudhoe Bay 
oil field, which should expand 
oil inventories. Oil prices rose 
In the afternoon, with a bar- 
rel of light crude settling at 
$6145, up 90 cents, on the 
New York Mercantile Ex- 
change.

SHANGHAI'S TOP 
LEADER REMOVED 

SHANGHAI, China - 
Shanghai's top leader was 
dismissed Monday for al- 
leged corruption, the high 
est-level official to be fired 
in more than a decade as 
President Ho Jintao con- 
solidates his power. 

Chen Liangyu was fired 
as Shanghai's Communist 
Party secretary, kicked off 
the party's powerful Polit- 
buro and is under inves- 
tigation by its anti-graft 
watchdog, the official Xin- 
hua News Agency said.

more than most campus em- 
ployeca are paid 

"ntese Uds earn it," said 
Bob Cavello, associate direc- 
tor of athletics for business 
operations. "We work hard; 
we woric on weekends when 
you guys are studying. Tb at- 
tract good people, we have to 
pay a competitive wage." 

Cavello and Casey Scott, 
associate athletic director for 
operations, said they would 
want the allocation increased 
if minimum wage was in- 
creased, in order to remain 
competitive. Tlie athletics 
department spends a total of 
$880,353 on employee pay. 
Student positions vary from 
working in the administrative 
departments to jobs in con- 
cession stands on game days. 

Because those expenses re- 
main stable from year to year, 
Cavello suggested subjecting 
the allocation to a six-year 
review, instead of the three- 
year review that is the status 
quo for most organizations. 
The committee voted to keep 
a three-year review. 

As a condition of the al- 
location, the athletics depart- 
ment offen football and men's 
basketball tickets to students 
al a discounted rate. 

Student footbali tickets 
must be at least $2 less, and 



ba^ed>all tickeU must be at 
te«t $1 less than general ad- 
mission tickets. As it stands, 
student football ticket prtc» 
are less than half the price of 
other K-State football tickets 

"The reali^ is that students 
pay less than half of the regu- 
lar price ior tickets and pay for 
the privilege fee that provides 
that," Matt Wagner, privilege 
fee committee chair, said. 

Because the privilege fee 
and allocation help make dis- 
counted tickets possible, the 
group also discussed ways to 
discourage the sale of student 
tickets to non-students and a 
date at which unsold student 
tidcets could be sold (o the 
pubUc. 

"When students sell their 
tickets to other fans, the ath- 
letic department is denied the 
opportunity to sell to the peo- 
ple we want to benefit, and 
it doesn't help our program 
grow." Scott said. 

Currently, students can 
get into games with a ticket 
and a K-State student ID, but 
they doni necessarily have to 
match, making it easy for stu- 
dents to sell their tickets on- 
line or to non-students 

In the future, students 
might have to present tickets 
and IDs with matching num 
bers At some point, tickets 
could be put onto IDs elec- 
tronically, ^eliminating the 



need to print paper ticket*. 

The problem with that, the 
committee pointed out is that 
students would not be able to 
sell or trade their tickets to 
other students if they had to 
miss a game, and some ftti^ ' 
dents might be less likely to .

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Hazing case against fraternity members tests Florida's new law

They charged 
five fraternity brothers under 
a new Florida law that makes 
hazing a felony if it results in 
serious bodily injtiry or death 
Possible penalties range from 
probation to five years in pris- 
on. 

The case Is the first signifi- 
cant test of one of the nation's 
toughest anti-hazing laws. 
Opening statements In the tri- 
al start Wednesday, which is 
the middle of National Haz- 
ing Prevention Week, an event 
organized by the Association 
of Fraternity Advisors. 

Forty -four states have anti- 
hazing laws, but Florida is one 



of the few that has made it a 
serious criminal offense, said 
retired Pennsylvania Judge 
Mitch Crane, an anti-hazing 
advocate who has been fol- 
lowing the case 

"[f these young men are 
found guilty, and if they ore 
sent to jail, then it will have 
national implications," Crane 
said Monday before begin- 
ning a Hazing Prevention 
Week speaking tour. 

Jones, 19, of Decatur, Ga., 
has not returned to school. 
His attorney did not respond 
to requests for comments to 
The Associated Press. 

"My son went off to school 



healthy and happy He re- 
turned busted up and bruised," 
his father. Army Master Sgt. 
Mark Jones, recently told The 
Miami Herald. "He looked

The defendants, Brian Bow 
man, 23; Cory Gray, 22; }ason 
Harris, 25; Marcus Hughes, 
21, and Michael Morton, 23, 
have be«n suspended pending 
the outcAme of the case.

When a film uj« negative reviews 
in its advertisements, it's usually 
aimed at a highly specific audience. 
With "Jackass: Number TVo," the 
magical target audience is people 
who lack both maturity and the abil- 
ity to be offended or disgusted. 

Luckily, plenty of moviegoers fit I' 
that doKriptJon, In fact, the movie 
topped the box office this past week- 
end, bringing in $28 million. 

I honertly can say the first "Jack- 
ass" is the hardest I've ever laughed 
in a movie theater. I'll admit it - I'm 
not entirely ashamed to be part of a 
group that can be easily entertained 
t)y an hour-and-a-half of penis and 
fart jokes. 

Almost the entire crew returns 
for the sequel, although it seems like 
a collection of deleted scenes that 
weren't good enough for the original 
film. 

There's a shift in the type of stunts 
performed, which takes the film far- 
ther into the depths of depravity and 
pushes the R rating to its ambiguous 
limit. The candid camera scenes are 
almost entirely gone, save for some 
public nudity that would only please 
the American Association of Retired 
Persons audience. 

Instead, the film mostly relies 
on ^OSS-out humor. Steve-0 must 
suck at rock-paper-scissors, because 
he's the victim of the most disturb- 
ing scenes. He shoves a fishhook 
through his cheek, sticks a leech to 
his eyeball, and subsequently vomits 
into a fart mask and takes a beer 
bong anally. Chris Pontius drinks 
horse semen. Dave England wears a 
beard of pubic hair - fun stuff. 

Despite the abundance of feces 
and male nudity, this is an enjoyable 
movie to watch It's not as funny as 
its predecessor, but anyone with a 
love of slapstick humor should ap- 
preciate medicine-ball dodge ball in 
the dark.

General Richard B. Myeis gave a 
speech to a McCain Auditorium crowd 
that filled orchestra seating and over- 
flowed into the balcony 

World War II veterans, current Re- 
serve Officer TVaining Corps and )u 
nior RCfTC cadets attended the event, 
which was the inaugural lecture in the 
Leaders in Residence lecture series. 

Myers, a K-State alumnus, serves 
as the foundation professor of military 
history at K- State and visits the univer- 
sity about three times a semester 

"My parents might believe a lot of 
things about me... but they would nev- 
er believe anyone would ever address 
me as a professor," he said. 

In addition to a professonhip here, 
Myers leaches at the National Defense 
University and serves on both corpo- 



rate and non-profit boards. 

Myers spoke on his militaiy career 
and applied the leadership lessons he 
learned in his 40-plus years in the Air 
Force to everyday life. 

The appeal of his military career, 
Myers said, was its lero tolerance for 
discrimination, working where people 
really count and serving something 
bigger than yourself 

Knovi^ng how to make effective and 
ethical decisions will be a greater chal- 
lenge for those entering the work force, 
he said, giving an example of an ethical 
dilemma he faced (hat required him to 
excuse himself from a general officer 
promotion board 

Such decisions, he said, are not easy 
to make. 

"There may be consequences, but 
the consequence of going down the 
other path are unacceptable," he said. 

Myera alao spoke about preparing 



for future personal and global chal- 
lenges, integrity and selfless service. 

"It only progresses if we use our 
noodles and our leadership skills," he 
said. "By the time you all are at the 
helm, I'll be in my rocking chair hop- 
ing you're doing a good job" 

After his speech. Myers took ques- 
tions on topics ranging from pre-war 
Iraqi intelligence to diveraity and the 
roles of media in a democracy. 

Having a former chairman of the 
Joint Chiek of Staff is a powerful start 
to the program, said Susan Scott, as- 
sistant vice president and Leadership 
Studies director. 

"His message was so on-point with 
ours," she said. 

Though many first- and second -year 
leadenhip students were in attendance, 
also present was 86-year-old retired 
Air Fbrce colonel and K-State faculty 
member lee Ruggles In 1965 Rug^es 



commissioned Myera a second lieuten- 
ant in the United States Air Force. 

Ruggles, head of K-State's Air Force 
ROrC in 1964-68, spent his time 
launching careers that include two 
four-star Air Force generaU. With his 
wife, Lea, he took great pride in the ad- 
vances of his former students. 

"He's a people person, with none of 
the arrogance you may associate with 
someone with four stars," Ruggles said. 
"We're so proud of him." 

Myers said Ruggles has b«en an in- 
fluential person, pushing him to excel 
and always believing in him. 

ITiough Myers related stories from 
his military background, he empha- 
sized that the lessons he took from his 
years of service apply everywhere. 

"It really doesn't matter wiiat akfll 

you're leamit^ if you cani make thfatgi 
happen." he said. "And you make thiny 
happen through your leadenhip."

Facebook opens to all users by eliminating network requirement

Facebook.com has added a 
new element to allow anyone 
to open an account with the 
^end-connecting Web site 

Previously, individuals only 
were able to join if they were in 
college or high school or had a 
business or work e-mail. 

The new expansion allows 
anyone to join by removing 
the requirement that users be 
part of a network to sign up 
for an account. 

These changes went into ef- 
fect Tuesday 

According to an onhne 
message from Facebook em- 
ployee Carolyn Abram, people 
now allowed to create profiles 
include those who gradu- 
ated pre-Facebook and those 
whose schools or work do not 
offer e-mail 



"We started at one school, 
and realized over and over 
again that this site was useful 
to everyone, not just to Har- 
vard students and not just 
to college students," Abram 
said. "We've kept growing to 
accommodate this fact." 

These changes do not give 
all users access to all Face- 
book profiles. 

Abram said profiles are 
just as private as before, and 
the network structure will 
stay the same. 

"College and work net- 
works still require an au- 
thenticated e-mail address to 
join," she said "Only people 
in your networks and con- 
firmed friends can see your 
profile." 

The new openness of the 
site has met with mixed re- 
sponses from users, 

"I've seen the new charg- 



es, and I'm not happy about 
them," Jorge Flores, freshman 
in business administration, 
said. 

"Facebook was first made 
for college students, and 
that's how it should stay. 
Now everybody can know 
details about your life." 

Other users are more posi- 
tive about the new feature. 

"I think everyone should 
be able to access Facebook, 
so that more people can be 



involved," Katie Imel, senior 
in secondary education, said 
"If there are more people, it's 
easier to contact old friends." 

Imel said she also has a 
MySpace.com account but 
prefers Facebook, even with 
the new changes. 

"Facebook is easier to use 
for me and easier to find peo- 
ple I'm looking for," she said. 
"I think the new changes 
could help." 

The Web site also recently 



built more privacy controls. 
Users concerned with who 
can view their account can 
change their privacy settings 
to prevent people from find- 
ing them in searches.

According to the book "Lying for 
Empire: How to Commit War Crimes 
With a Strai^t Pace," by David 
Model, 19 war crimes were commit- 
ted b^ond a reasonable doubt by 
former President Bush and his admin- 
istmtion. 

Their crimes include, but definitely 
are not limited to, fonner President 
Bush's command to "destroy facilities 
essential to civilian life and eco- 
nomic productivity throughout Iraq." 
The miUtary intentionally bombed 
schools, hospitals, mosques, churches 
and other controversial areas while 
using prohibited weapoiu capable of 
maia destnictfon. 

The International War Crimes 
Tribunal was composed of 22 judges 
representing 18 nations.

A few years s^o, Face- 
boolLcom grew rapidly in 
poptilarity at K-State. Stu- 
dents seemed to enjoy a Web 
site desired for them and 
for them only: a site that 
acted as a medium between 
themselves and friends, 
either at K-State or other 
colleges. 

Facebook abo was popu- 
lar because it differed from 
MySpace.com, a site that 
allowed anyone to create a 
profile. However, since Face- 
book now is open to anyone, 
it i$ no longer a MySpace 



alternative but its tvkdn. 

MySpace is widely popular 
atnong students of all ages 
and iron -students. It seems 
Facebook is trying to match 
this by expanding to include 
everyone. This addition 
is contrary to Pacebook's 
origin. 

Why should students 
choose Facebook if it of- 
fers only the same features 
that are available through 
MySpace? There needs to be 
distinct differences between 
the two; if there are not, in- 
dividuals will not choose to 



use both, but rather the Web 
site with which they already 
are affiliated. 

If Facebook wants to con- 
tinue to appeal to incoming 
college students, it should 
appeal just to college stu- 
dents and not to anyone with 
any kind of e-mail address, 
Facebook should recognize 
what made it so popular with 
college students initially and 
use that to its advantage. 

There is nothing wrong 
with just anyone having an 
online profile. But that's the 
purpose of MySpace.

BENCH PRESS 

The bench press is the primary ex- 
ercise for building strength and power 
in the muscles of the pectoral girdle 
These muscles include pectoralis major 
and minor, deltoid, thceps brachii and 
rotator -cufl muscles. 

When performing the bench press, 
start by lying flat on the bench with 
your feet planted firmly on the ground 
Point your toes at a 45-degree angle 
away Erom the midline of your body, 
and never lift your heeb off the groimd 
throughout the entirety of the lift. 

Never bring your feel off the ground 
or place them on the bench, especially 
imder heavier weights, as this could 
cause you to lose your balance and 
drop the bar, possibly resulting in an 
injury to yourself or those nearby 

Also, never take your back off the 
bench at any point during the lift. Do- 
ing so could be harmful to your back 



and ^ine 

Start the lift by slowly uru^cking 
the bar Ask a friend or weight room 
attendant for a "lift-off" and spot if the 
weight is too heavy to easily manage 
yourself. 

Begin slowly lowering the bar to 
the crest, or nipple-line, of your chesL 
This is called the eccentric phase of the 
lift as the muscles invoked in the lift 
lengthen as you lower the bar. 

Tkke at least two seconds to lower 
the bar completely to your chest. 

Never bounce the bar off your chest 
at the bottom of the lift, because this 
could damage your sternum, ribs or 
pectoralis muscle. 

Immediately bring the bar back 
up in a controlled movement after it 
touches your chest. Take at least one 
second to complete the concentric, or 
contracting, phase of the lift. 

Once you have finished the lift and 
returned the bar to its starting position,

room. Maybe you don't want to get 
too bulky, or perhaps you believe 
ii you start and then stop later, the 
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muscle will turn to fat. 

Sorry, women. It's time to stop 
worrying about building bulk and 
start concentrating on preventing 
injuries and potential diseases in the 
hiture, while improving strength and 
tone today. 

According to the American Coun- 
cil on Exercise, when men and wom- 
en are exposed to the same strength 
training program, men generally will 
hypertrophy (an increase in the size 
of myofibrils inside muscle fibers) to 
a greater extent than women. The 
key contributing factor to this phe- 
nomenon is the higher levels of the 
hormone testosterone men possess. 
Simply put, women can no longer 



use "getting too bulky" as an excuse. 

For some of you, it's understand- 
able that you live in fear of muscle, 
especially when the quality of your 
day is determined by the number 
your scale shows each morning. 

Although it might be discouraging 
to see the numbers barely drop when 
beginning a weight program, you 
must remember you are undergoing 
a change in body composition. 

By maintaining a cardiovascular 
exercise routine while including 
a weight-lifting program, you will 
ensure muscle does not develop on 
top of the fat. Instead, as the fat cells 
decrease (or are used up as a source 
of energy) during exercise, your lean 



muscle mass will increase This, in 
turn, will speed up your metabolism, 
resulting in less flab and more tone. 

As your body transforms, not only 
will you increase how quickly you 
can burn calories, but also you will 
improve your overall appearance, 
which helps boost self- confidence 
and reduce stress 

If the scale fails to show your 
progress in numbers, check your 
headway by observing how loose 
your clothes begin to feel You might 
feel more confident in the weight 
room if you bring a friend along to 
do your workout routine. That way

aee their 16-year-old want to 
go out and do it, they want 
to," she said. "These kids are 
really bringing in new do- 
nors." 

Ingalls said she already 
has visited Chapman High 
School, where she saw 32 
first-time donors give. 

The Manhattan High 
School blood drive will be in 
November, and Tlsh Simpson, 
biology teacher and student 
council adviser at MHS, said 
students are getting excited. 

Simpson said students 
were told about the change in 
the age requirement for blood 
donors at the high school's 
student council meeting 
Wednesday. 

"1 think there are students 
who are very ready and 
willing to give blood." 
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Simpson said. 

In the past 10 years of the 
high school's blood drive, 
Simpson said the Red Cross 
has tried to collect about 100 
units of usable blood twice 
each year. With the lowering 
of the age requirement, Simp- 
son said she thinks the Red 
Cross probably will ask for 



about 25 more units, requiring 
about 130 to be processed to 
obtain the necessary amount 
of blood. 

Noma Dixon, Flint Hills 
Red Cross communications 
director, said she was tmsure 
why the age was changed to 
16, but after a group of Kan- 
sans lobbied for the change of 
age, the Red Cross supported 
it 

Since the American Red 
Cross was fined $4.2 mil- 
lion in July 2006 for violat- 
mg blood-safety laws, Dixon 
said the organization is tak- 
ing steps to maintain its high 
standard for safe blood sup- 
plies. Dixon said Kansas' law 
to change the age for blood 
donors did not correlate to 
the organization's violations, 
when the Red Cross had to 
recall, ftom 2003 to 2005, 
about 12,000 units of blood 



and blood products that had 
not been properly tested be- 
fore diftribution. 

"It hasnl affected dona- 
tions, and we are hoping it 
doesn't," Dixon said. 

About every two seconds, 
someone in the United Stat^ 
need* Uood, according to the 
American Red Cross blood 
donor Web site, givtlif$.org. 
Nationally, Dbton said only 
about 5 percent of US. citi- 
zens eligible to donate blood 
actually do. Dbton said Kan- 
sas usually falls a little below 
average. 

The change in the age re- 
quirement is beneficial for the 
Red Cross and those needing 
blood, Dixon said. 

"It is a really big change for 
tu to be able to do this," she 
said. "It's a positive change 
for us to do this because we 
get more donations."

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Bringing Sexy Back 

Justin Timberlakes latest album raises pop-music bar 
with seductive ballads layered over excellent production

It has been made known: 1 am an avid fan 
of Jtistiii Thnberlake's new album "PutureSex/ 
LoveSounds" 

So let the backlash begin ! expect tt to 
come from many sources: Collegian read- 
ers who think I'm a hack, my friends who 
wouldn't be caught dead with a copy of the 
album, and even from my younger sister, who I 
have made listen tu the album countless times. 

As B music reviewer, I endeavor to be as ob- 
jective as possible, but as a psychology student, 
I know complete objectivity is impossible, and 
eventually, subj^iivity rears its u^y head. 

But try as 1 might to convince myself other- 
wiae, "RitureSex/LoveSounds" is a success on 



both the objective and subjective levels. 

The album is a pop-music masterpiece. Tim- 
berlake and super- producer TSmbaland - who 
produced neariy every track - have made an 
album full of innovative pop that raises the bar 
so high every present and futiu'e pop star wilt 
try for the next few years to match the unparal- 
leled greatness of "FVituieScx/LoveSounds." 

And subjectively speaking, I simply cannot 
get enough of this album. 1 have had it in my 
CD player every day since its Sept 12 release 
1 wish there was a hipster confessional where I 
could go to be forgiven for its guilty pleasures. 

"1 am sorry, Father, for 1 have sinned 1 just 
can't stop loving Justin Tlmberlake." 

Then 1 would recite the lyrics to Neutral 
Milk Hotel's "Oh Comely" three times and 
listen to "Future Days" by Can, and my wrongs 
would be absolved. 

But alas, this is not the case. Thus 1 am for- 
ever shurmed for listening to this album. 

But enough self-pity, Now is the time in the 
review when I will begin gushing. 

It begins with the title track in which Tan- 
baland usra what sounds like the bass line from 
Queen's "Another One Bites the Dust." But this 
isn't a bastardization of a classic riff like the fi- 
asco regarding Vanilla Ice's "Ice Ice Baby" No, 
"Hmbaland us« the basic template of the ri0 
and re-imagines the rest into a sleek hook 

But as seen on Nelly Purtado's "Loose," 
excellent production won't support an album 
when the star has no mystique. However, Tim- 
berlake more than holds up his end of the bar- 
gain by never allowing himself to be overpow- 



ered by the production and constantly adapting 
to the twists and turns of Timbaland's beats. 

Timberlake seductively coos and purrs lines 
like, "Slide a little bit closer little girl/Cause 
daddy's on a mission to please," without sound 
ing perverted or ridictilous. 




Umberlake sounds suave and confident 
on every track of the album 'SexyBack" finds 
Tlmberlake's distorted falsetto smoothly rid- 
ing Timbaland's bouncy synths and declaring 



that every man watches his woman, because JT 
will make the girb "bum it up for (him) - and 
that's a fact" I especially like the goofy voke 
that proclaims "I^e 'em to the chorus." It is 
reminiscent of something straight bom a track 
by Parliament/ Punkadelic, and it is a perfect 
example of Ttmberlake (succ»sfully) pushing 
his musical bounds. 

"Sexy Ladies" has a rubbery bass line over 
which Timberlake brags about his skills that 
allow him access to the "sexy ladies all over the 
floor." The song has a short prelude, "Let Me 
lUk to You," that leads into the amazing sec- 
ond single "My Love" Over jittery synth lines 
that rise and fall, cr^cendo and decrescendo, 
Umberlake makes proclamations about his 
tove and devotion that would have even me 
swooning over his sensuous come-ons. 

Another albtmi hi^ilight is the beauti- 
fully melodic "What Goes Around... Comes 
Around." It is equal to Tlmberlake's previous 
hit "Oy Me a River." Tbnberiake sadly and bit- 
terly rejects a cheating partner who discovers 
her lover won't return her phone calls. It is the 
song of an alienated lover painJijUy dismissing 
his unfaithful significant other.

Kansas sees 60 cent decrease, 

but consumers are uncertain 

it will stay low

When gas prices started falling in September, 
the company Scott Mainville works for took a sigh of re- 
lief. 

There was totally rejoicement to that," said MoinviUe, 

operational officer for Double CC Delivery in Manhattan. 

After having to tag additional expenses onto customers' 

bills this year to cover the increased coat of driving 

across the country, the company has been able to 

loosen its belt and give customers a better rate, 

Mainville said. 

The average price of gas in Kansas on Wednes- 
day was $2,129, according to wwwkansasgfispric- 
es.com, more than a 60cent decrease from Kansas' 
average last month of $2,756. The Web site report- 
ed the average price of gas in the United States on 
Wednesday was $2 361, about 46 cents less than 
the average last month of $2,824. 

Despite the rapid decline in gas prices, some 
remain skeptical of two things - how low and how long. 

"I wish 1 could say it's coming down as fast as it went 
up," Mainville said. 

Michael Babcock, professor of economics, said several 
components probably have influenced lower gas prices, 
including less truck traffic and a stowing economy. 
"Demand is down l>ecause people reacted to the price 
being high," he said. "Also, once you get out of the summer, 
the amount of driving is significantly decreased." 

The supply of gas also has been comparatively strong in 
recent months, Babcock said. 

"We haven't had any major crises in countries in the 
Middle East, and we haven't had any htirricanes tear up St. 
Louis," he said. "You put all of that together, and you get 
lower prices." 

While there b talk of pric^ continuing to fall and stay- 
ing low, Babcock said he is skeptical. 

"I jusl don't see that happening, because if you have 99- 
cent gas, demand goes up, and the oil producers turn back 
up," he said. "1 just don't see it happening." 

In future monlhs, Mainville said he thought the price 
would initially continue to fall and pick up early next year 

But Mainville said in his opinion, the days of 99-cent 
gas are over. 

"I really don't think we'll ever see it less than $1 .75," he 
said. 'I think thai is the lowest I'll see it," 

Mainville said paying for diesel fuel, which most of 
Double CC Delivery's trucks use, has been the biggest cost ef- 
fect for business 

"People don't want to ship stuff if they have to pay more for fuel," 
he said "All your local stores felt the crunch of it going up " 

The increased price of gas affects whoever is shipping items, 
Mainville said, including a necessary surcharge that gets added to 
many of tne shipping deliveries. 

Mary Gonzales, AAA district office supervisor in the Manhattan 
area, said a lower price for gas has made traveling easier for many of 
her clients. 

"I think it's a great thing, not only for travelers, but also for the 
economy in general," she said. 

After gas prices reached more than $3 per gallon during the 
summer, Gonzales said AAA tried to combat decreased travel by in- 
corporating an advertising campaign called "One-tank trips." She said 
the summer advertisement listed destinations people could take on 
one tank of gas. 

Despite the high gas prices, Gonzales said people have been de- 
termined to make the best of the economic strain it has put on their 
wallets. 

"They're not going to let it deteriorate their family outings," she 
said. 

As prices fall, Gonzales said people need to take ad- 
vantage of the change in the market, while keeping the big 
picture in mind. 

"The decrease in fuel prices is astounding, but I think 
people need to took at the whole aspect," she said. "Let's 
not overindulge in that reduction."

student ratio 

remains unequal

The total number of female 
student! on K-State's campus 
has increased by almost 900. 
according to a planning and 
analysis report. 

The report says 10,945 
women were enrolled in 
20Q1, which increased to 
11,832 women in 2005. In 
comparison, male enroll- 
ment, which was at 11 ,45 1 in 
2001, decreased to 11,350 in 
2005. 

Angela Hubler, director 
of Women's Studies, said the 
higher enrollment reflects the 
fact that significantly more 
women than men are enrolled 
at a graduate level. 

"Overall enrollments are 
highest in graduate programs 
with the historically high- 
est enrollments of women," 
Hubler said. 

There are more women in 
graduate Arts and Sciences 
and Education programs. 

"Unlike national trends, 
however, men continue to 
outnumber women at the 
undergraduate level, 9,574 to 
9,264," Hubler said. 

She said the undergradu- 
ate gap exists because some 
colleges at K-State, like the 
College of Agriculture and 
the College of Veterinary 
Medicine, still enroll more 
men than women. 

"This is a continuing cause 
of concern because these tra- 
ditionally male professions 
are much more highly paid 
than those in which wom- 
en are better represented," 
Hubler said. 

However, Hubler said this 
economic gap is motivating 
more women to seek a higher 
education, since women con- 
tinue to earn only T7 percent 
of men's earnings. She said 



women feel a greater need 
to pursue this education be- 
cause they need a higher level 
of education to earn as much 
as men with a tower level of 
education. 

"In 2005, women with a 
master's degree earned less 
than men with a bachelor's 
degree," Hubler said. "Clear- 
ly, equity continues to elude 
women" 

Many students have no- 
ticed the greater number of 
women not only on campus, 
but also in individual classes. 

"There's mostly girls in 
my classes, but a lot of that 
probably has to do with my 
major," Katie Imel. senior in 
secondary education, said. 
"Especially in my Spanish 
and English classes, I notice 
it a lot more " 

Imel is a member of the 
marching band and said she 
thinks there are more women 
in that organization, too 

"In some parts of cam- 
pus, 1 don't believe women 
are represented well yet," she 
said. "There are many more 
fraternities than sororities, 
and men's sports are much 
more focused on " 

Imel said the biggest dis- 
advantage of enrolling more 
women at K-State could be 
increased competition for 
men, but she looks forward 
to more organizations for 
women. 

Women aren't the only 
ones with opinions on the 
matter, and some think wom- 
en share equal roles on cam- 
pus. 

"I think that both sexes are 
represented well," Nathaniel 
Grote, junior in music educa- 
tion, said. "There's definitely 
advantages to having more 
women here. There would 
be a lot more girls to check 
out."

T\vo major bands performed, 
yet New Orleans is still imder 
construction. According to NBC 
news. New Orleans East looks 
like a war zone. 

Built on swamp land after 
World War II, this part of the city 
was most vulnerable when the 
waters came in. The dome was 
one of the few places of refuge, 
and when the flood waters rose, it 
became an island of sorts. Leaky 
and crowded, but a place of ref- 
uge. 

When it opened in 1975, it was 
the world's largest domed sta- 



dium, but now it is so much more. 

It is a symbol of the American 
spirit, and of the determination of 
the people of New Orleans not to 
fall to adversity.

Mary Beth Romig, of the New

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Experts say underestimating calories, 
reckless eating detrimental to health

The next time you gntb a Big Mac 
and a soda or a Whopper with fries, 
you might want to bring along a cal- 
culator. 

A study in August throu^ the An- 
nals of Internal Medicine concludes 
that most people, particularly college 
students, underestimate the number 
of calories in fast-food meals. 

In one part of the study, research- 
ers asked 40 undergraduate students 
to estimate the calorie content of 15 
fast-food meals. The meals consist- 
ed of chicken nuggets, French fries 
and soda, ranging from about 450 to 
t,800 calories 

College students participating in 
the study would overestimate how 
much they should eat, especially if 
ihey were offered larger portion siz- 
es, 

"Thisis not an issue of knowledge, 
of motivational biases thai people 
want to lie (about what they eat). 
It's just ingrained perceptual bias 
that we can't control," stated Pierre 
Chandon in the report of the two- 
year study. Chandron is a co-author 
of the study and assistant professor 
of marketing at the international 
business school INSEAD, which is 
based in France. 

Health professionals like Chan- 
dron say that because college life is 
busy, students are likely to overlook 
their health 

"College students' hours are not 
always conducive with eating healthy 



food," said Almaz G. Rufael, 
dietician and clinical nutri- 
tion manager at Mercy Re- 
gional Health Center, 1823 
College Ave. 'When they are on the 
run and stressed out, they don't al- 
ways have sound judgment." 

Between the late night slushy 
runs and a quick ice cream treat 
with friends, the calories add up. 
Researchers say reckless regard to 
one's health can lead to long- term 
risks. 

In a 2004 National College Health 
EUsk Behavior Survey, researchers at 
the American Diabetes Associadon 
suggested that as many as 35 percent 
of college students might be over 
wei^t or obese. That percentage in- 
creased from a study the year before. 
concluding 21.6 percent of college 
students were overweight 

American Diabetes Association 
researchers stated in their report that 
in addition to not monitoring one's 
health, college students lack the me- 
tabolism to maintain a healthy life- 
s^!e 

"Maintaining good eating hab- 
its is one thing," said |essica Miller, 
a Manhattan -are a peraonal trainer, 
"but if you don't think about exer- 
cise in your daily health habits, you 
are truly throwing away your body " 

Miller, a 1999 Oklahoma State 
University graduate, said when she 
works with college students, they of- 
ten lack the motivation to be healthy, 
let alone exercise. 

"Weigh the costs against the ben- 
efits," she said. "If you spend 30 min-

Rowing is an atypical sport. There

Rowing is a team sport All of the 
people in the shell have to believe 
each person is synchronized with the 
next, or the team will not compete suc- 
cessfully. 

"We are all in the boat together, so 
the only way we are successful is i/ we 
are all together with our techniques," 
senior Kaci Williams said. 

Rowing can be a large time commit- 
ment for the members They practice 
every morning and afternoon, usually 
devoting more than three houn a day 
to improving techniques and lowering 
times on the lake at little Creek Res- 
ervoir or in the rowing practice facili- 
ties. 

"It is a nasty sport," coach Patrick 
Sweeney said.

Sophomore Kari Chadd said 
achieving perfect timing is not as easy 
as it might sound She said the rowing 



motion might seem simple, but there 
are several techniques to learn before 
one becomes a succ^sfiil rower. 

Most of the members of the team 
have to learn these motions for the fiiat 
tune when they start college. Sweeney 
said not many schools in the Midwest 
have rowing teams, so coaches have to 
look for hif^ school athletes instead of 
high school rowers. 

Sweeney also said the team has ex- 
isted for fewer than 10 years and has 
not developed a strong enough repu- 
tation to draw actual rowing recruits. 
Instead, the coaching staff must recruit 
the most athletic girls from basketball, 
volleyball and swimming teams, as 
well as other sport teams. 

Chadd said the assistant rowing 
coach sent an e-mail to her high school 
basketball coach looking for tall girls 
interested in rowing. 

"1 played sports in high school and 
liked it a lot, but rowing was new, and 
I thought that I would not get burned 
out like with basketball or volleyball," 
Chadd said. 

But several females, like Williams, 
have walked on to the rowing team 

"I reaUy (ust wanted to check it out, 



so I went into the meeting, saw how 
th^ were trying to make it bigger and 
decided to join," WiUiaiiu said. 

Sweeney said it usually takes girts 
a year (o team most of the aspects of 
rowing The women are red-shirted 
their first year and then are asked to 
contribute in their second year. 

Many of the older members of the 
team help coach Sweeney, and the 
assistant coaches make the learning 
curve a little less steep. 

"We have been there before, so wc 
can kind of help out," Williams said. 
"We let them know that it sucks, and 
it is hard, but it wiU be worth it in the 
end" 

Not only do the team members 
learn to trust each other, they also 
learn to be friends. WJtJams said the 
women on the rowing teams usually 
spend as much time together out of 
practice as in practice. Many o^them 
become best friends and even live to- 
gether 

Sbce Sweeney was hired as coach, 
the rowing team has made significant 
improvements in ability and results. 
Last year, the team ftnished tied for 
seventh place at Central/South NCAA

The K-State women's volleyball team could 
not rely on one streak to snap another 
K-Statc (8-6. 0-4 Big 12) had beaten 
Iowa State 20 straight times, and was hopeful to 
continue that streak, and snap its four match los- 
ing streak 

Instead, they lost 2-3 (19-30, 30-21, 51-29, 26- 
30, 1 115) and are now 0-4 in the Big 12 Confer- 
ence. 

It is the Wildcats' worst start to conference 
play since 1993, when they lost every match in 
what was formerly the Big 8 Conference. 

Coming into the match, coach Suzie Fritz 
expressed concern over Cyclone junior middle 
blocker Erin Boeve; saying she felt Boeve could 
give her team problems along the net. 

Boeve gave a solid performance, totaling 22 
kills along with a 375 hitting percentage. 



However, Fritz said it was the play of Boeve's 
teammates that hurt K- State. 

"Boeve is going to get her kills; you are not 
going to stop her," Fritz said. 

'But what we needed to do was stop some- 
body else ... we just let too many people get away 
from us." 

The Wildcats were led by senior outside hit- 
ter Sandy Werner and rcdshirt freshman middle 
blocker Megan Kroeker, who combined for 34 
kilU. 

junior libero Angle Lastra had 17 digs, which 
put her in a tie for third on the all-time K-State 
digs list at 1,258 with former Wildcat Dawn 
Cedy. 

The Wildcats were unable to close the door 
on the Cyclones when they had the chance in the 
fourth game 

K-State was leading 19-13 and vros in position 
to finish off the Cyclones. 

But Iowa State scored five straight points to 



puU within 19-18, before taking the game 26-30. 

"We had actually been doing a good job of not 
letting up stiaight points," sophomore outside 
hitter Jenny Jantsch said 

"We let them get on five-point rans ... and Wt 
just crushing." 

The Cyclones tiailcd 9-8 in the fifth and final 
game before going on a 7-2 run to close out the 
match, 11-15 

Werner said her team was unable to capitalize 
on the opportunities Ihcy had. 

"It comes down to keeping constant pressure 
on them and being able to make the little playa," 
Werner said. 

Pritz had a different theory. 

When asked what the missing ingredient with 
her team was, Fritz said, "heart," 

The Wildcats have the next two days off and 
will have to wait until Saturday for a chance at 
their first conference win of the season, when 
they travel to take on No. g Ttxas.

Andrew Chavez penned the 
book "A Nvw Romanticism: 
Updated and Revised" as a fol- 
ktw-up to "A New Romanti- 
cism: Essays and Pbems," pub- 
lished in 2000. 

"When 1 wrote the first 
book, I really didn't have a cen- 
tral argumoit," said Chavez, 
who earned a mssl^s degree 
from K State.

Chavez said his book is a 
merging of philosophy and sci- 
ence. 

"The modemisis aim to

'The reason is, in the world 
we live in. we cannot play 
games. We need something re- 
liable and trustworthy. One of 
the major themes of modernity 
is a sense of loss. We have no 
god, no guidance." 

Chavez said the theory be- 
hind new romanticism is that 
there is still a divine presence. 

"The things that were part 
of any other age or era are still 
here," he said 'We don't have 
any loss. We are not without 
guidance; we are not without 
leadership. We still have the 
same divinities."

Liquid ban relaxed in time for fall break travel; small bottles allowed

You won't have to worry about 
du^iped tips during your flight home 
for fall break. 

The ban on liquids and geb in car- 
ry-on luggage at airports, which left 
buckets full of half-used lip balm and 
other toiletries outside security check- 
points, was relaxed Monday. 

Now, travelers can pack such items 
if they are three ounces or less and fit 
comfortably inside one quart-sized, 
zip-top plastic bag. Passer^en can 
ako take drinks on the plane if they 
buy them inside the security area 

The Ttansportalion Security Ad- 
ministration, a dhrision of the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security, imple- 
mented the ban Aug. 10 after security 
officials foiled a plot to blow up sever- 
al iets leaving London for the United 
States. Since the would-be tetrorists 
used a kind of liquid explosive that 
airport scanning equipment cannot 
detect, TSA banned all liquids. 

"^e implemented those measures 
out of an abundance of caution," TSA 
spokeswoman Carrie Harmon said. 
"Now we feel like we know enough 
about the UK investigation to bring 



those items through. Vfe'n ahvays 
looking at the threats and making 
those adjustments accordingly." 

[*eter Van Kuren, director of Man- 
hattan Regional Aiipoit said travelers 
should go to the TSA or airport Web 
sites to check luggage requirements 

"The best thing for the students 
traveling for break is just to know 
what the rules are," he said, "f^repora- 
tion is k^" 

Philip Zevenbetgen, junior in re- 
gional community planning, flew 
home to Denver for fall break Thurs- 
day. 

"I'm checking a bag, so 1 don't re- 
ally bring lots of liquids anyway," he 
said. "My sister works as a flij^t atten- 
dant for Frontier Airlines, so she lets 
me know what I can and can't bring 
on an airplane." 

According to the TSA Web site, 
www.tsa.gav, exceptions to the r\iles 
include baby formula and breast milk 
if an infant or small child is traveling, 
prescription and over-the-counter 
medications like eye drops and liquids 
for passengers with disabilities. Gel- 
filled bras are now allowed, as well. 
All items are subject to inspection.

Airport, said the restrictions hav^'t 
caused deUqn for passengers 

"Some people didn't quite under- 
stand, but we just explained it was for 
their safety." 

|oe McBride, marketing manager 
at Karuas City International Airport, 
said they bought 3,000 plastic bags to 
give to passengers. 

"It's been nothing but smooth 
sailing," McBride said "We had one 
woman who thought she had to put 



each bottle in a separate bag, and she 
was able to give her extra bags to a 
man behind her who had forgotten 
his" 

Students said they now expect 
strict regulations on plane travel. 

"I'm kind of expecting more and 
more security rules to be put into 
place," Zevenbergen said. "1 tliink it's 
a little overbearing. They lend to over- 
react They make a rule, but than they 
allow excepttotu."

Tuition to increase during the next 5 years

"niition costs increased at the be- 
ginning of the semester, and officials 
txpect the trend to continue for the 
next five yean. 

There was a 12,8 -percent increase 
Bt K-State in the 2007 fiscal year, said 
Bruce Shubert associate vice presi- 
dent of administration and Rnance 

IXtition increased to help compen- 
sate fOT the kicrease in utility fe«s, and 
the consolidation of fees from gradua- 
tion, transcripts and Career and Em- 
ployment Services in addition to the 
regular 10-percent annual increase 
estaUished by Student Govnning As- 
sociation, Shubert said 

"IViition increases are essmtial to 
provide revenues that allows us to 



maintain and improve the value of a 
K-State degree," he said 

The tuition rate established by this 
increase will be effective tiu'uugh the 
spring and summer semesters. 

SGA has created a "Pive-Tfear Tu- 
ition Strategy (Hoposal" based on con- 
clusion of the Student Senate Special 
Committee to Study Long-T^rm Ta- 
ition Strategic. 

This committee was created to 
analyze cuTrenl budgets and decide 
funding priorities to determine the 
best tuition strategies for students. 

The proposal outlines that tuition 
would bcrease by $1 5 per credit hour, 
per year for every student 

Money from the tuition increases 
will be used to enhance faculty salary, 
undergraduate experience, academic 
piograms student compensation. It 



also will be used for the redistribution 
of college specific fees. Ihe proposal 
stipulates specific uses within these 
categories tor the extra revenue, 

"We must ensure quality facul^ are 
attracted and retaihed. Additionally, 
we must provide an appropriate aca- 
demic environment for faculty, staff 
and students," Shubert said. "Aiition 
fun(b are necessary to make sure we 
maintain our core capabilities," 

While some students might not like 
to see tuition continue to increase, 
others do not mind as long as the 
money is being used in a way that best 
benefiits students 

"1 don't think it is as bad as some 
students think. It all depends on where 
that extra mon^ is going," Amanda 
Brown, senior in electrical engineer- 
ing, said. 



Brown said she do^n't mind see- 
ing tuition increase as long as it con- 
tributes to the students' academic per- 
formance. 

"If it's going to fix classrooms in 
the older buildings, I don't mind, U 
it's going for things like better stadium 
seats at the football stadium, then I'm 
OK with it," she said 

Cassandra Beethe, sophomore in 
nutrition and exercise sciences and 
dietetics, is bom Nebraska and pays 
out-of-state tuition. Beethe said she 
understands it is inevitable for tuition 
to increase, but hopes the money from 
the increases will keep programs alive 
at K-State 

"I dont want K-Sute to turn into 
another Nebraska, where majors get 
cut because there"s no money," Beethe 
said.

Amid Idds downing two-fool 
pixy sticb and wearing shirts 
with slogans like "Satan is a 
nerd," stands Jason Grogon. 

Grogan is 33 years old with 
a scnifly goatee; he has "Kari," 
his wife's name, tattooed on the 
knuckles of his left hand, "De- 
mon Hunter" tattoo«! on his 
right calf and "ftquUa Man" on 
his right bicep He's a rocker, 
and }esus Christ is his Lord and 
savior. 

Grogan is youth director at 
First United Methodist Church, 
and Thursday night he and 10 
other groups imported national- 
ly known Christian heavy metal 
band Disciple. 

TTie concert, which was 
Thursday in Manhattan's \^i^re- 
ham Opera House, sold about 



half of its 500 tickets, and 
brought a crowd rar^^g &om 
cliildren to middle-aged adults 
to listen to the faith- inspired 
message of Disciple and its 
opening act, Red. 

In all aspects the event re- 
sembled any other heavy metal 
or hard rock concert Heads 
were banged, pits were moshed, 
crowds were surfed and rockera 
were rocking, but both the mu- 
sicians and the audierwe were 
there for a higher authority. 

Disciple's and Red's high-en- 
ergy, hard-rock aim to energize 
a younger generation of Chris- 
tians, using a brand of music 
that, 20 yean ago, was viewed 
with displeasure by many in the 
religious community.

"It gives teachers a break 
while also allowing ftudents 
a chance to go home and 
see family," Hunter Sheaks, 
sophomore in civil engineer- 
ing, said.

Lack of minority feedbadc is troubling 



Does the K-State Colle- 
gian have a race problem? 

I think so. 

I recently was reminded 
of this «^e thinking of the 
people who'd come to speak 
to me at my "Yell" sessions 
and noticed that, frankly, 
too many were white. 

I'll spare you the math, 
but out of more than 70 peo- 
ple who have stopped by to 
■hare their feelings, ethnic 
and international students 
were rare. 

Of the people I've asked 
for possible explanations, 
the best answer came from 
our adviser, Kim Baltrip. 
She said it's likely caused by 
mistrust built up from years 
of poor diversity coverage. 

I could not disa^ee. 

As much as I'd like to 
boast about minority stu- 
dents on staff or improved 
coverage, this paper has 
committed some terrible 
sins In its past. Foremost in 
many minds is the botched 
coverage of the Big 12 Con- 
ference on Black Student 
Government, an event here 
in spring 20O4 that was 
organized by the Black Stu- 
dent Union. 

Don't ask me why this 
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event, which brought about

Senate supports commission's 
Manhattan smol(ing ban

After much debate, Stu- 
dent Senate passed a resolu- 
tion supporting a smoking 
ban in Manhattan. 

The smoking ordinance 
proposal, written by Clean 
Air Manhattan, will have its 
first of two readings at the 
city commission meeting 
Tuesday. 

Senators discussed 

whether or not to expedite 
the resolution. Normally, a 
bill goes through two read- 
ings before a vote, but some 
wanted it to pass in time for 
the commission meeting 

According to the resolu- 
tion, "Student Governing 
Association recommends 
that the Manhattan City 
Commission adopt a city- 
wide ordinance eliminating 
smoking in all workplaces 



and enclosed public build- 
ings at all times." 

Senators also debated 
whether to amend the reso- 
lution to exclude the word 
"all" in "all workplaces" and 
the words "at all times." The 
motion was denied. 

Some senators took the 
negative side of the debate. 

"Regulation at this micro 
of a level is really unneces- 
sary," governmental rela- 
tions chair Matt King said 
"Why only in closed spaces? 
Why not everywhere?" 

Others argued for the 
positive. 

"I don't understand why 
the argument That's a per- 
sonal choice,' should super- 
sede public health," govern- 
mental relations director 
Tanner Banion said. "People 
in Manhattan should be able 
to enter an establishment 
and enjoy clean air." 



Mayor Bruce Snead ad- 
dressed the senate. 

"I'm a strong advocate for 
this ordinance," he said. "I 
believe it's time for a smoke- 
free ordinance in Manhattan 
to protect everyone. 

"The economic, medical 
and social evidence is clear. 
The goal is to improve the 
quality of life and to improve 
public health." 

The resolution passed 37- 
15-0,

The book also 
included leaked Grand Jury testi- 
mony. 

(udge White ordered the two re- 
porters to turn over the name of the 
person who leaked the testimony, 
and threatened them with imprison- 
ment if they refused to comply He 
said the reporters have no right to 
withhold information from a federal 



grand jury in a criminal investigation 
and added they are "not above the 
law.'" 

And so Fainani-Wada and Wil- 
liams were forced to make a deci- 
sion. They could cither protect their 
source and face a likely prison term, 
or reveal their source without conse- 
quence - allowing them to return to 
their familici, jobs and to somehow 
r^ain a sense of normalcy. 

Their decision was nothing short 
of heroic. 

Fainaru -Wad a and Williams 
refused to give up the person who 
leaked the testimony, and in do- 
ing so, they protected the field of 
journalism and everyone in America 
who has a right to hear the truth and

About 50 journalists showed up 
to the San Francisco-area court- 
house where Fainaru -Wada and Wil- 
liams stood before the judge, all of 
them in support.

Ctuinitchol Detviaitsakun 
will encounter a changed gcw- 
emmenl when she returns 
home from the United States. 

When Detvisitsakun, gradu- 
ate student in biology, left Thai- 
land, she was guaranteed a job 
upon her return, assuming she 
earned her chosen degrees at K- 
Stale, she said Even if cunwit 
conflicts within the government 
continue, she said her promiae 
of a job is still available. 

"My job is still there," De- 
tvisitsakun said. "They didnt 
change anything with that. The 
big picture is a political prob- 
lem. It doesn't necessarily affect 
what will happen with thijifis 
like that" 

In Thailand, military leaders 
have seized control of the gov- 
ernment, suspended the consti- 
tution and declared martial law. 
Since it was declared a constitu- 
tional monarchy in 1932, thm- 
land has had 18 military coups, 
but it has been 15 yean since 
llie last one. 



"l agree with these actions," 
Detvisitsakun said. "Even 
though our country i* a democ- 
racy, 1 think it is a good deci- 
sion, this military coup Soon 
they will find a highly qualified 
prime minister for an election." 

Detvisitsakun is one of many 
international students learning 
of news from their native coun- 
tries while at K-State K-State 
has close to 1,000 international 
students each year, Stacey Bai- 
ley, foreign student adviser said. 
Many students come from India 
or Otina, Bailey said. Lost year, 
K-State had II international 
students (torn Thailand. 

"After their degree are done, 
some students will go home," 
Bailey said. "Some will contin- 
ue with a higher degree, some 
will transfer to another school, 
and some wiU try to find work, 
and there's a process they go 
through to do that." 

Detvisitsakun * or Am, as 
she is known to her friends at K- 
State - came here several years 
ago to obtain her master's de 
gree in genetics. She has stayed 
on to complete her doctorate in 



biology. After graduation in I>e- 
cember, she plans to return to 
Thailand to become a university 
professor. 

Detvisitsakun said she was 
drawn to K-State by a visiting 
professor, who traveled to her 
school in Thailand to increase 
awareness about the programs 
K-State ofiers. 

The majority of international 
students are seeking graduate 
degrees, Bailey said. 

One of K- State's pre-admis- 
sions offices focuses on recruit- 
ing international students It is 
not uncommon for the direc- 
tor of the program to travel to 
different countries to increase 
awareness about K-State's pro- 
grams, said Somer Chalfat, as- 
sistant director of international 
pre-admisitons and recruiting. 

"International students sup- 
port the diversity that is impor- 
tant to the administration here, 
especially since the majority of 
K-State's students come from 
similar backgrounds,' Chalfat 
said "We wont to welcome as 
many qualified international 
students as possible."

Mathematics professor receives 
grant to analyze blacl( holes.

A K-State professor is 
looking to further under- 
stand the structure and 
anatomy of a black hole. 

He received a $135^47 
grant to study black holes 
and space travel. 

Lou it Crane, associate 
professor of mathematics, 
was one of 50 chosen to re- 
ceive the grant, which was 
issued by a philanthropic 
organization called the John 
l^mpleton Foundation. 
More than 200 people ap- 
plied, and Crane received 
the most money of the ap- 
plicants. 

"The goal of the organi- 
zation is to suppori and cat- 
alyze new areas of physics 
that are not being studied 
now," said Kristen Hubbard, 
scientific program manager 
of the Foundational Ques- 
tions Institute. 

The foundation donated 
a large sum to the Founda- 
tional Questions Institute, 
which consists of many sci- 
entists who read the grant 
proposals and decide where 
the money should be allot- 
ted 

"All of the grant recipi- 
ents were chosen by an in- 



dependent expert review 
panel," Hubbard said 

If people could further 
understand the sbiicture 
and anatomy of a black 
hole, contain one and then 
shrink it to a containable 
size, they could harness the 
ultimate source of ener^, 
Crane said. 

"It may be possible to de- 
velop an artificial black hole 
that could power star ships," 
Crane said. 

To make accurate calcu- 
lations, Crane is first trying 
to find a way to combine 
calculations presented in 
both theories of relativity 
and quantum mechanics. 

The result would be an 
extremely useful unifying 
equation. 

The work being done 
right now is foundational 
work and is intended to yield 
calculations that future sci- 
entists and mathematicians 
can expand on. 

"We are not able to do it 
yet. but with flying, for ex- 
ample, there was a 200-year 
gap between the realization 
that something may be pos- 
sible and the first hot air 
balloon," Crane said. 

Crane is beginning his 
studies by analyzing the the- 
oretical structure and prop- 



erties of black holes. 

"1 have already begiln 
with preliminary calcula- 
tions," Crane said. ~ 

Black holes are an friter- 
esting phenomenon because 
they are a consequence of 
general relativity, which 
states that matter bends 
space time, Crane said. 

In a black hole, time 
bends until touching itself 
again, This means that the 
future is actually facing it- 
self. 

Once inside a black hole, 
the center is the future and 
the rest of the galaxy is the 
past. 

Since time travel is not 
possible, a black hole is im- 
possible to escape. — 

"Black holes turn matter 
into energy. You can thr^ 
matter into them, and they 
radiate ener^^," Crane said. 
"I might add, though, that 
we have never physically 
seen one." 

Crane said the size of a 
black hole that may be ben- 
eficial to power a star drive 
would be in the range of one 
and 100 million tons. 

"You can't really tell if It 
will work because you are 
in the range where quantum 
effects are very important," 
Crane said.

Q: Aa an Oscar winner, are there any career 
foab for younelf that you haven't reached 
jref? 

Tboinlon: I think IVe done every type of movie 
that I want to do. But it's funny cause 1 always 
wanted to play a teacher in a movie, you know, 
tike maybe a college professor, but like more of 
a drama and someplace really depicting school 
life tike it really is .. it's kind of odd that 1 ended 
up playing a teacher like this.

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Baylor quarterback 
rewrites record books

^lawn Bell could pose all 
sorts of problems for K State. 

The fifth -year quarterback 
(or the Bailor Bears is rewrit- 
ing the history books for his 
team, and K-State coach Ron 
Prince said Baylor's 1-3 record 
this season shouldn't fool any- 
one, because Bell and his team- 
mates are a talented group 

"This team here has as fas- 
cinating an offensive firepower 
as any team we've seen so far 
in the young 
season," 
Prince said. 
"Baylor's 
quarterback is 
completing 66 
percent of his 
passes, and 
he throws the 
baU and plays 
with tremen- 
dous confidence. If you didn't 
know any better, you could eas- 
ily see him in the role of that 
team (Louisville) that we just 
played." 

In four games so far this sea- 
son, Bell has completed 113 of 
171 pass^ for 1,071 yards, sev- 
en touchdowns and only four 
interceptions In comparison, 
K- State's starting quarterback, 
Dylan Meier, has gone 58 of 
1 M for 665 yards, three touch- 
downs and four interceptions. 
Bell has passed for at least 
200 yards in six consecutive 
games, dating back to last sea- 




B«il 



son. If he throws for that many 
yards against K-State Saturday 
in Waco, Texas, he will tie the 
all-time Baylor mark of seven 
consecutive games, set by Don 
TYull in 1963. No other Baylor 
player has reached four games 

He has completed at least 
one touchdown pass in six 
straight games as well. No Bear 
has completed a touchdown 
pass in seven straight games 
since 19S7. 

The Baylor offense is based 
heavily on passing plays, and 
defensive end Ian Campbell 
said he is looking forward to 
facing this pass-happy offense. 

That's always fun for a 
defensive end - to try to get 
in there and make as big an 
impact as you can," he said. 
"We're going to scheme and do 
whatever we can to try to get to 
that quarterback" 

Bell established Baylor's all- 
lime career completions record 
last Saturday against Army f4e 
now has 431, passing ]c& Wat- 
son (1994-1997). who previ- 
ously held the record with 425. 
Bell ranks 19th nationally and 
fourth in the Big 12 Conference 
with 256 yards of total offense 
per game 

He was put on the 2006 
Manning Award Watch List on 
Aug. 23, an honor given to 22 
student-athh-te quarterbacks 
at the beginning of each sea- 
son Nebraska's 2!ac Taylor and 
Iowa State's Bret Meyer were 
the only other Big 12 players

Most of the K-State de- 
fenders are familiar 
with the spread offense. 

They witnessed first-hand 
how effective it could be last 
year in a 59-20 loss to Tfexas 
Iteh. The Wildcats still re- 
member the Red Raider of- 
fense gaining 684 yards on 97 
plays. 

They do not have to be re- 
minded of just how good the 
spread can make an opposing 
quarterback look. Texas Itch 
quarterback Cody Hodges fin- 
ished the day with 643 yards 
passing - 73 yards short of an 
NCAA single-game record. 

"(The spread offense) is 
the next new thing in college 
football," coach Ron Prince 
said. "When you start to see 
offshoots of this spread of- 
fense in college football, it 
makes it very interesting for 
defensive coordinators" 

Red Raider coach Mike 
Leach introduced the spread 
offense to Texas Tech after ar- 
riving in 2000 Prom 2002 to 
2005, the Red Raiders have 
finished the season with the 
nation's No. 1 passing of- 
fense. 

K-State is 1-3 against Tex- 
as Tech since Leach has intro- 
duced the spread offense. 

Baylor coach Guy Morriss 
hoped for similar results when 
he hired Lee Hays as his of- 
fensive coordinator on Dec. 
12, 2005. Morriss coached the 
spread when he and Leach 
were assistants under Hal 



Mumme at the University of 
Kentucky. 

Hays - a defensive end and 
linebacker when he pUyed in 
college - learned the spread 
offense by shadowing the Red 
Raider coaching staff in his 
free time. He then put that 
knowledge to use as the of- 
fensive coordinator at Divi- 
sion l-AA West Tfcxas A&M 
from 2003 to 2005. 

In 2005, West Tfexas A&M 
won 10 games for the first 
time in 55 years. Hays' offense 
led all Division l-AA schools 
in passing offense with more 
than 350 yards a game 

However, Baylor's transi- 
tion to the spread has not 
yielded immediate success. 
The Bears are 1-3, despite 
holding opponents in regu- 
lation to 20 points or less in 
every game. 

"We're struggling a little 
bit," Morriss said "We're stjll 
learning as we go here." 

So far this year, Baylor has 
averaged nearly 300 passing 
yards per game, but it ranks 
last in Division l-A in rush- 
ing, averaging 29.8 yards per 
game. 

"We're not going to run it 
30 times a game, but when we 
do call it, we're trying to be ef- 
ficient," Morriss said. "We're 
trying to throw the ball to 
open up the run game." 

To help install the new sys- 
tem. Morriss hired West Tex- 
as A&M quarterback coach 
Wes Phillips as quarterback 
coach and l^xas Tech gradu- 
ate assistant David Nichol as 
a graduate assistant. Morriss, 



who coached in the spread at 
Kentucky as an offensive line 
coach, has taken over the of- 
fensive Une. 

Itmior safety Marcus Watts 
said he sees similarities be- 
tween the Baylor and Texas 
Tech offenses with sets using 
four or five receivers and wide 
spacing between the linemen. 

"They spread it out, and 
they make a lot 



of space," WatU said. "With 
a lot of space, there's t lot uf 
holes, so we have to be ball-

Marcits Wttis stood in- 
side Bramla^ Coli- 
seum at the team's 
weeldy press conference, an- 
swering questioiu while sport- 
ing a new addition to his ward- 
robe - a black-and-white T-shirt 
he received bom special teams 
coach TSm Tlbesar. Tlbesu gave 
Watts the shirt as part of being 
named Special Teams Flayer of 
the Game against LouisviUe - a 
gome in which he posted nine 
tackles, an interception that he 
returned 68 yards, and an ath- 
letic onside kick recovery in the 
fourth quarter 

The shirt read "Special Forc- 
es - Silent Wanivr," a rather ap- 
propriate title for the junior free 
safety from Hays, Kan. 

Although the shirt served 
as a nice reward for his efforts 
during one game, it also could 
be seen as a symbol for much 
more Watts' title on the shirt 
"XWrrior," could be an accurate 
description of a player who has 
had to endure much in the past 
10 months Indeed, the "War- 
not" in Watts has led him to 
where he is today.

It was the last game of the 
2005 season - a home game 
E^ainM Missouri that was the fi- 
nal game of coach Bill Snyder's 
histonc career W^tts remem- 
bers the day as cold and rainy 
With a 46 record, the Wildcat 
were out of bowl contention for 
the second year in a row. The 
only tiling left to play for was 
pride 

Watts was finishing a break- 
out season for which he would 
receive honorable mention AU- 
Big 12 honors and be named 
K'State's Mttst Valuable Defen- 
sive Player and Special T^ams 
Player of the Year. He would 
finish the year with 71 tackles 
and two forced fumbles, but the 
stats didn't tell the whole stoiy. 
Watts played with an energf un- 
matched by the test of the play- 



en on the field - an ener^ that 
seoaed to pump up everyone in 
the stadium. 

The play was just like any 
other - a simple run up the 
middle by Missouri. However, 
h would end up being the last 
play VMta would make on a 
football field for a long time. 

"1 just came in low and made 
the Uckle," V/Ma said. "My leg 
was back, and there was realty 
only one place for it to go, and 
that wia out" 

WatU suffered a frontal dis- 
location of the left hip and had 
to be carried off the field to an 
ambulance His parents were at 
the game, and his father, Mark 
Watts, immedialely went onto 
the field to talk with his son. 

"When I saw he wasn't 
getting up, it was very netve- 
wrsddng not knowing what to 
expect," Mark Watts said. "He'd 
been injured befote, but noth- 
ing where he was fust laying out 
there I just felt 1 needed to be 
there for him so he had a family 
member down there." 

Marcus said the pain was bad 
oiough, but what made it hurt 
even more was that he wouldn't 
be able to finish Snyder's final 
game. 

"Coach Snyder's last game 
meant a lot to me," he said "I'd 
been throu^ the good and the 
bad with coach Snyder We had 
our ups and downs, and we got 
into it a couple times, but he 
was a great coach for me and a 
great teacher ' 

The post-game press con- 
ference was obviously an emo- 
tional time for Snyder, but one 
of the only things that prompt- 
ed tears from the somewhat 
reserved coach were questions 
about Marcus. 

"Marcus was in tears, and I 
said to him, 'You will get through 
this. You'll be sU right," Snyder 
said at the time "^en he said. 
'Coach, I so much wanted to 
make plays for you.'"

Marcus knew he had a long 
road ahead of him. He had been

Before rehab even began. 
Marcus thought he might never 
play football again. 

"I was determined to get 
back, determined to prove to 
people that this wasn't going to 
slow me down," Marcus said. "A 
lot of people said that this was 
going to end my career, but I 
wasn't going to let this hold me 
back." 

Head athletic trainer Matt 
Thomason and the rest of the 
trainers had never dealt with an 
injury like Marcus'. 

"If it had been a rear disloca- 
tion, Marcus wouldn't be play- 
ing,' Mark Watts said 

Mark called some friends 
who were trainers for NFL 
teams. Mends he met during 
his time as a basketball player 
at Fort Hays State University. 
After some research, a variety 
of exercises were designed to 
keep the range nf motion in 
the joint Marcus would run in 
a swimming [kkiI in an effort 
to preserve his 4 3-second 40- 
yard- dash speed and relieve the 
pressure placed on his hip. 

Shortly after he was hired as 
the new coach, Ron Prince said 
that after speaking with Mar- 
cus, he was surt> he would make 
a full recovery 

"A lot of it was fusi sitting 
down and talking with him, and 
I knew," Prince said '1 knew. 
When you're around those kinds 
of players, there are just some of 
them where it's not cockiness, 
it's legitimate I've said since the 
be^nning he didn't have much 
he had to prove to me" 

The trainers and coaches 
were helpful in the recovery 
process. Marcus said, but the 
most important people were the 
ones closest to him - his fam- 
ily 

"They went thniuj^ it with

me," Marcus said "Tliey stayed 
in the hospital. They kept my 
head looking in the right direc- 
tion and kept me from looking 
at the negative. I couldn't ask 
for a better family in the pro- 
ceK."

After sitting out much of the 
ofiseason as part of the rehab 
process, Marcus began the sea- 
son at No. 2 on the depth chart 
at free safety, behind fonner 
walk-on Andrew Erker. 

He still played a lot, trying 
to push thoughts of the game 
against Mi^ouri behind him. 
trying to return to his pre-injury 
form. 

IHitting the injury out of his 
mind was difficult, especially in 
the second game of the season 
against Florida Atlantic. It was 
cold and rainy that day, just like 
the day he was bjured. 

However, Marcus knew his 
style of play would be lost if he 
thought too much about the in- 
jury 

"Now 1 don't think about it 
when 1 play, because if I did, 
then t wouldn't be playing my 
type of game," he said, "I'd be 
playing passive, not aggressive." 

Marcus' a^ressive play has 



carried him the first four games 
this season, and he has now of- 
flcially regained his starting po- 
sition. More importantly, he b 
back to doing what he does best 
- disrupting opposing offenses. 

Since childhood, Marcus has 
displayed die type of energy he 
now uses every Saturday, his fa- 
ther said. 

"He was go, go, go all the 
time," Mark said "He played 
all the sports. He even played 
golf one year, but he was always 
wanting to keep moving, and in 
golf, you have to be patient." 

The stories of Marcus' ear- 
lier days flow from everyone 
who knew him then. Tfeammatc 
Donald Elaymer tells a story of 
playing against Marcus in high 
school when Marcus accounted 
for tour different types of touch- 
downs in the lust quarter. 

In high school, Marcus was 
a two-time state champion in 
pole vault, a nmner-up at state 
in the long jump, and an all- 
state perfunner in football. 

In the first game of his se- 
nior season, Marcus' coach told 
him that if he ran the opening 
kickoff back for a touchdown, 
he would buy Marcus a prime 
rib diruier Sure enough, Mar- 



cus secured himself ditmer that 
night. 

Marcus grew up a Kansas 
(ayhawks fan and wanted to 
play for the jayhawks after high 
school. Kansas lightly recruited 
him but then told him he didn't 
warrant a scholarship offer. 

Then K-State entered tile 
picture, recruiting Marcus as 
a defensive back, but quiddy 
switching him to wide receiver 
After the 2004 season, Snyder 
talked with Marcus and then- 
defensive bade jordy Nelson 
about switching positions. So 
far, the move has worked for 
both players 

"[f you could have 22 play- 
ers like Marcus Watts in the 
NFL, you'd be over the salary 
c^," Prince said. "You can see 
his confidence on the field. He's 
the right kind of kid." 

The hip injury could have 
knocked Marcus out. It could 
have stolen the passion he rou- 
tinely displays on the field, but 
instead, it only motivated him. 

"I knew it was going to be 
an uphill battle." Marcus s23. 
'But now it feels better than-the 
r^ of my body It's been a lorig, 
tough process, but now there's 
nothing holding me back." '

"Going down there and 
preparing well this week will 
make all the difference in the 
world," Clayton said. "The 
only thing that is going to be 
different is that we're prob- 
ably going to get here (the 
football stadium) a little ear- 
lier on Friday." 

fVince said he will not 
change how he prepares for 
games, but said there are sev- 
eral different aspects to road 
games and how teams pre- 
pare for unfamiliar environ- 
ments. 

"One of the things we look 
at every week are the cir- 
cumstances of the game and 



how the game is going to be 
played," Prince said. "There 
will be some things different 
on the road. Crowd noise on 
third down will be directed at 
a different group, so we will 
practice that and deal with 
that." 

The numbers might be 
against him, though. 

Out of the 10 Big 12 
coaches returning with Big 
12 coaching experience, only 
Gary Pinkei of Missouri won 
his first conference road 
game Fortunately for 
K-State, Baylor has won only 
two out of the last seven Big 
12 home openers. 

However, the players are 
not worried. Several have 
been on the road in the Big 
12 and said they know what 
to expect. 

"1 am ready to get out

If 
Prince and offensive coordina- 
tor James Franklin can figure 
out how to score points, there 
should be no reason K-Stale 
can't ^ to a bowl game. 

■ The Wildcat offense is in the 
midst of a full-blown identity 
crisis. After having limited suc- 
cess with a balanced attack in 
the first three weeks, Prince 
and Franklin decided to come 
out throwing against Louisville.

K-SUte ha» made significtnt 
achievements since 1986, said Presi- 
dent Jon Wefald during the 21st-an- 
nuaJ SUte of the University Address 
Friday afternoon. 

Wefald discussed the future of 
K-SUte and the changes that have 
taken phice in the last 20 years. Pro- 
vost Duane Netlis and Faculty Senate 
President Roger Adams also made 
presentations during the address.

K-State's future lies in several of 
its new facilities, among other things, 
Wefald said. 

The $54-million Biotecurity Re- 
search Institute, vMch op«u later 
this month, is the most important 
building constructed in K-State his- 
tory, Wefald said. K-State also has a 
Food Safety and Security Program, 
which includes 160 scientists from 
six colleges and 14 academic depart- 
ments. 



"We have the best Food Safety and 
Security Program in the world today," 
Wefald said. "The prognun is vital to 
the national security of the United 
States of America." 

Wefald also said K-State has 
gained 40 acres of land in Olathe. 
Kan , on which to build a research 
and advanced degree campus. 

Looking back, Wefald said he was 
given numerous tasks by the Kan- 
sas Board of Regents to accomplish 
when he was appointed president. 

K-State's enrollment had fallen 



from 19,900 students in 1981 to about 
13,500 in 1986, Wefald said. In his 
first two months, Wefald hired seven 
alumni as K-State's first adminiont' 
representatives. He also hired more 
than 20 people from 1986 to 1988 
for his new administrative team. 

"It was time to stop the decline 
and regain our footing and move our 
operation forward," Wefald said. "If 
you look at big-time universities, we 
are one of the very few who practice 
delegation and authority." 

Also, K-State's public image was 



Wbni 
K-State students won Rhodes, Mar-

A century of agronomy

He wanted to farm after serving in 
the Army during World War 11, but it 
was too expensive, 

Instead, Oliver Russ, 86, attended 
the Vocational Agriculture Program 
at then- Kansas State College of Ag- 
riculture and Applied Sciences in 
194«. 

Russ, resident of Seneca, Kan., 
graduated with bachelor's and mas- 
ter's degrees in agronomy and was a 
faculty member at K-State from 1965 
until his retirement in 1990 

Along with other retired and cur- 
rent faculty, alumni and current stu- 
dents, Russ attended the Department 
of Agronomy's last day of centennial 
events on Saturday 

Agronomy is defined as a "branch 
of agriculture dealing with field-crop 
production and soil man^ement," 
according to the Future Harvest Cen- 
ters' Web site. 

The department was established 
by the Kansas Board of Regents on 
July 17, 1906. 

While at K-State, Russ said he re- 
searched wheat science and helped 
with K-State Research and Exten- 
sion. Russ also experimented with 
herbicides in their infancy during the 
mid-1960s until his retirement and 
provided research information to 
chemical companies 

"If you think about the Roundup 
that we have now, I worked with 
it when it was in a tittle bottle," he 
said. 

Russ said hb fondest memory at 
K-State was educating farmers about 
his herbicide research. He said the 
biggest advancement in agronomy is 
the use of self-propelled combines, 
which he started using in the early 
19708

we put them on a tarp and beat them

People from sll over Kan- 
sas gathered on the Konta 
Prairie Research Natural 
Area Saturday for its biennial 
vititon' day. 

The day included a variety 
of activities intended to allow 
nature enthusiasts the chance 
to enjoy the land and to learn 
about research scientists' 
work there 

Events included hayrack 
rides, guided hikes, and 
homestead and bison tours. 
Wright said more than 300 
bison now graze the Konza 
Prairie. 

"We are &om the commu- 
nity and didn't even know 
what is out here, so I think 
these events are a great way 
to get people to come out and 
see what's here," Jarad Wil- 



ton, Riley County reddent, 
said. 

A "critter show" housed 
local and Imported varieties 
of snakes and other prairie 
animals. The public was al- 
lowed to hold a 6-foot-7 Bull 
Snake, and a 4-foot-S Com 
Snake. 

"Most people have been 
receptive towards the snakes," 
Jennifer Nemec, Konza Prai- 
rie volunteer, said. "The Com 
Snake is about to shed, so 
people have been surprised 
about his milky color." 

The research being done 
on the prairie is intended to 
add to current knowledge 
about the processes of a nat- 
ural prairie habitat in Kansas, 
said Valerie Wright, Konza 
Prairie ecologist and environ- 
mental educator. 

"We have more than 30 
years of data," Wright said. 



She said research scien- 
tists at Konza Prairie studies 
the long-term effects of fire, 
grazing, and climate on the 
prairie. 

"It has to do with long- 
term data and change so that 
we can understand the de- 
velopment in our part of the 
world," Wright said. 

Wright Atzo is in charge 
of the Konza Environmen- 
tal Education Program. This 
program incorporates local 
school children in fifth grade 
and higher into the scientific 
process and allows young 
scientists to contribute to the 
study 

"The children get to do the 
same research that the pro- 
fessionals are doing," Wright 
said.

That is what is great 
about The Daily Show. 
It moves icons out of the 
media ire and allows them 
to open up and show their 
true emotions and con- 
victions. Stewart has the 
special ability to mix humor 
and intelligent questions 
into a conversation that 
makes guests comfortable 
and accessible. 

Althuu^ the show 



takes a sarcastic approach 
to world events, it is an 
inform a tionaJ program, 
[t focuses on many of the 
issues that affect citizens, 
especially those of the 
younger generations. 

According to a survey 
by CNN in September 
2004, people who watched 
The Daily Show regularly 
knew more about political 
issues ttian those who read 
newspapers or watch other 
television news The stwvey 
also noted that viewers 
of The Daily Show were 
54 percent more likely to 
have four or more yean of 
college education. So Bill 
O'Reilly's claim that the 
viewers of Stewart's show 
were comprised of "stoned 
slackers" and "dopey kids" 
is tremendously incorrect. 

1 am sure stoners and 
slackers are more likely to 
watch The Daily Show, but 
so are the more intelligent 
citizens of the younger gen- 
erations. 

A study from the Annen-

"Super Si2e Me" or reading "Fast Food 
Nation." 

It's not just greasy, saturated fat that adds 
poundage to Americans' over-fed epidemic 
The amount of sugar our nation consumes is 



also to blame for our demise. 

According to Prevention magazine, on av- 
erage, most people guzzle a pound of sugar 
per week. That's more than 50 pounds per 
year 

This addiction to sugar is responsible for 
two-thirds of the obesity cases in the United 
States, according to the book "Ultra Preven- 
tion" 

America, is this really the way you 
want to have it? 

Are you sure you're really lovin' 
it? 




By consuming an overabundance of sugar, 
not only are your teeth at stake, but also you 
are more susceptible to diabetes. 

According to "Ultra Prevention," too 
much sugar leads to high levels of insulin in

Women compose 75% of College of Veterinary Medicines professional program

In lliursday's edition of 
the Collegian, Megan Molitor 
wrote an article Kq; bring the 
gender gap among K-State stu- 
dents. The article quoted Ange- 
la Hubler, director of Women's 
Studies, and stated that "the un- 
dergraduate gap exists because 
some colleges at K- State, like 
the College of Agriculture and 



the College of Veterinary Medi- 
cine, still eruoU more men than 
women." 

As a student in the College 
of Veterinary Medicine, 1 felt 
compelled to correct this com- 
pletely incorrect statement. 

First and foremost the Col- 
lege of Veierinaiy Medicine is 
not part of the undergraduate 
system at K-State; it is a profes- 
sional curriculum. 



Secondly, the College of Vet- 
erinary Medicine student popu- 
lation is about 75 percent wom- 
en, while nationally, veterinary 
schools are closer to 80 percent 
female. Men are vastly outnum- 
bered, and this has been the 
trend for over a decade now 

As an aside, I doubt that 
"these traditional^ male pro- 
fessions are much more hi^ly 
paid" than graduates of other 



colleges at K-State Either

Three plays later, 
Baylor defensive back Jordan Lake in- 
tercepted Preetnan in the end zone 

Baylor c{4)itslized on continuous 
sloppy play by K- Slate, winning 17-3 
at Floyd Casey Stadium Saturday 

The Wildcats committed 1 1 penal- 
ties for 84 yards And when K-State 
wais not being penalized, it couldn't 
hold on to the football. The Wildcats 
turned the ball over five times. 

Three of the tumoven occurred 
inside the Bears' 25-yanl line. Soiior 
running back Thomas Clayton and 
wide receiver Yamon Figurs both 
fumbled inside the 10-yard line, and 
Freeman threw one of his three inter- 
c^ttons from the 24-yard tine. 

When coach Ron Prince met re- 
porters for the post-game press con- 
ference he did not use any of his usual 
cliches. His mess^e took seven min- 
utes, even shorter than his interview 
after last week's lo^ to Louisville. 

"The next 48 hours for us need to 
be very introspective and we need to 
make sure that our house is in order," 
Prince said. "Whc»ever the opponent 
is ri^t now is immaterial It's a mat- 
ter of us being able to execute our of- 
fense" 

Freeman, a true fr^hman, replaced 
senior Dylan Meier at halftime. Since 
throwing a 44-yard touchdown pass in 
the fourth quarter of a 23-7 win over 
MarshaU, Meier has completed 25-of- 
55 passes without a touchdown 

In the second half. Freeman was 
n-of-33 for 196 yards and three in- 
terceptions. However, Freeman's 55- 
and 66-yard completions are both big- 
ger gains than the 44-yard completion 
that is Meier's longest of the year. 

Prince said Freeman will be quar- 
terback for the "foreseeable future" 

"When you come on the road, you 
have to be able to execute when you 
have people open," Prince said "We 
just felt that we had to make sure tliat 
we could do that." 

When questioned about being de- 
moted to the second string for Satur- 
day's game against Oklahoma State, 
Mder asked to hear the question a 
second time, hi fact, none of the play- 
ers interviewed after the game said 
f^ce had notified them about the 
quarterback switch. 

"It's Coach's call," Meier said 
'i got to be ready »^en he calls my 
number." 

ftecman wiU make the first start of 
his coUegjate career Saturday against 
Oklahoma State, making him the fitst 
true freshman quarterback to start a 
Big 12 Confefence game this season. 
Freeman has completed l4-of-47 
passes this year for 2M yards and four 
interceptions.

1 understand Prince not wanting 
to start a true freshman in the Big 12 
Conference opener, especially on the 
road, but now the Wddcats come back 
home to Snyder Family Stadium this 
Saturday to take on Oklahoma State 
(3-1), and Freeman will have a friendly 
crowd on his side. 

So br in this young season, Meier 
has said he is trying to improve, and 
he has faith that the offense will get on 
track, but I'm not seeing it. 

Meier's inaccuracy and inability to 
find the open wide receiver contin- 
ues to be a problem. He doesn't have 
trouble hitting his ti^t ends with a 
pass, but the ball seems to land consis- 
tendy either 5 yards in front or 5 yards 
over the head of his receivers when he 
throws them the ball. 

Meier is completing 50 percent of 
fus passes, and he has thrown more 
mterceptions (four) than touchdowns 
(three) 

The WUdcat offetise is strug^g 
to put together any kind of consistent 
drives, and ntaybe a change of quarter- 
back is exactly what this team needs. 

Freeman brings a different dimen- 
sion to an offense that ranks 88th in 
the country: a vertical passing game. 
He showcased that dimension against 
Baylor while playing the entire second 
half after Prince benched Meier 

Freeman had a 68yard pass to 
Yamon Rgurs and a 55-yard lhrc»w 
to Jermaine Moreira, while Meier's 
longest pass this season was a 44-yard 
touchdown pass to Moreira against 
Marshall Together, Figurs and Moreira 
finished with 179 yards receiving, their 
highest combmed total this season 

Freeman finished the game 11 -of- 
33 for 196 yards and iJuee intercep- 
tions. Meier had the same number of 
completions, but for only 100 yards. 

As Fteeman progress^ as a quar- 
terback, he will get better at reading 
defenses and will limit his interception 
count, so don't be scared by those 
three picks he threw against Baylor. 

Meier doesn't have the ability to 
throw the ball deep down the field 
because of his surgically repaired 
shoulder, which has been a problem 
all season and is why Freeman is now 
the leader of the offense. 

Opposing defenses can stack the 
line of scrimmage and shut down the 
K-State running game because Meier 
doesn't threaten to go deep With 
Freeman at the helm, defenses will 
have to respect his arm strength, and 
this should spread out the defense and 
open up a decent running game for 
lliomas Clayton. 

A respectable running game equals 
more time of possession, which equals 
more opportunities to score 

Get ready for the bt^nning of a 
new era in Wildcat football Freeman 
will struggle the first few games, but 
he should start to become the c^uarter- 
back K-State fans hope he can be.

WICHITA - The British Invasion 
exploded across the United States in 
the early 1960s, British bands like 
The Beatles, The Rolling Stones and 
The Kinks took over American air- 
waves and venues. 

While these bands were popular 
in the United States, none o( them 
crossed Kansas' borden to perform a 
concert until last weekend. 

On Sunday, more than 40 years 
since the invasion, Kansas played 
host to one of the British bands for 
the first time, as The Rolling Stones 
played at Gerana Stadium in Wichi- 
ta. 

"Ifs great to be here," said Keith 
EUchards, Rolling Stones' guitarist, 
between songs. "It only took us 40 
years." 

More than 30,000 fans made their 
way inside Cessna Stadium to attend 
the concert that recently has been 
dubbed the biggest in Wichita history. 

"It's been said that it was legend- 
ary in terms of bringing that kind of 
entertainment to Wichita." said l^n 
Deckinger, communications manager 
of the Greater Wichita Convention 
and Visitors Bureau. 

It took no time for Wichita resi- 
dents to gear up for the concert after

A nine- story stage at one end of 
the 6 eld held Richards, singer Mick 
Jagger, guitarist Ron Wood and drum- 
mer Charlie Walts, and provided 240 
VIP ticket-holders on -stage seats 
above the band. A 50-foot screen 
broadcast every move made by the 
aging performers and gave everyone 
in attendance a chance to count the 
wrinkles on Richards' forehead 



Fireworks, pyrotechitics and in- 
flatable lips large enough to cover the 
massive screen accented the band's 
performance. 

The Rolling Stones made an ef- 
fort to satisfy concert-goers seated in 
every comer of the stadium. A little 
more than half way through the set,

K-State is not struggling as 
much in faculty recruitment 
and retention as other Regents' 
universities, said Adams, who 
is in his ninth year at K-State 

"Faculty are the heart of 
a successful university, and 
right now, that heart is beat- 
ing harder than it ever has be- 
fore in the history of K-State 
and our sister institutions," he 
said. 

KState lost 27 faculty 



members in 2005 and 31 fac- 
ulty members in 2004, Adams 
said. There are currently 960 
ranked faculty at K-State, but 
in 1992, there were 1,085, he 
said. 

"Our faculty numbers are 
down, but the trend is slow- 
ing," Adams said. "Yet we sim- 
ply cannot afford to lose more 
faculty every year." 

Adams said faculty salaries 
often are blamed for the loss 
of faculty. Regents chairman 
Nelson Gallc recently listed 
faculty salaries as the top issue 
of this year for the Regents, 
Adams said. 

"The message has been very 
received, but salary isn't the 
only thing hindering us," he 
said "My counterparts at the 
other Regents institutions all 
report the same frustrations 



But 1 want to issue a challenge 
to everyone today - help us 
figure it out and let K-State- 
take the lead to overcome the; 
problem." ; 

)ackie Spears, associated 
professor of secondary educa-' 
tion, said Adams highlighted 
what K-State can do to im- 
prove faculty recruitment and- 
retention.

"Have you ever been married 
to a drunkard?" she asked 
the audience. 

An actress who played the 
role of Clarina Nichols, resi- 
dent of Fort Scott and edi- 
tor of the Quindaro Fxpress, 
agreed and said alcohol 
was responsible for creating 
widows and orphans every- 
where. 

Children and adults took 
turns riding in a cart pulled 
by two mules, Mary Jane 
and Patricia, and watched 
displays of military working 
dogs. 

Children participated in 
the military obstacle course 
and learned a lesson at the 
same time, Clinton Reeves, 
Fort Riley soldier, said.

donate on T\tesday. He said he 
has been giving blood since he 
came to K-State because he is 
aware of the need for blood 

"And I've got more," he 
said, 

Larissa Noonan, ^vduate 
student in business adminis- 
tration, said she has donated 
about 15 times since she turned 
18. 

"I know there are a lot of 
people that arc afraid of nee- 
dles,' she said "1 hate them 
myself." 

But she said she doesn't pay 
attention to the needle, think- 
ing instead of many lives her 
blood will save. 

AUen Miller, senior in fi- 
nance, said he's afraid of nee- 
dles, which keeps him from 
donating. 

"I'm frightened by them and 
just can't look away," he said 

Miller said he's never do- 
nated and doesn't know his 
blood type. 

"if I knew I have O nega- 
tive, I would try donating, but 
1 would probably pass out," he 
said. 

Last year's volunteers do- 
nated 699 pints of blood. Usu- 
ally 30 percent of volunteers

Fbur hours and only one opportu- 
nity (or a smoke break? 

Tuesday night's City Commission 
meeting was a nightmare for smok- 
ers and nonsmokers alike, as com- 
missionen failed to pass a complete 
ban on smoking in public places in 
Manhattan, instead opting for a par- 
tial ban. 

Dozens of extra chairs were set up 
outside the City Commission Room 
to accommodate more than 100 peo- 
ple in attendance for the first reading 
of the smoking fegislation 

Commissioners discussed three 
potential ordinances ranging from 

■ ban in all public places and work 
places at aU times to banning smok- 
ing only in restaurants during certain 
hours. 



They approved the second ordi- 
nance, banning smoking in public 
places and work places with a long 
list of exceptions, t^trons may smoke 
in restaurants between (he hours of 
9 p.m. and 5 a.m. Bars, or "drinking 
establishments," are exempt. 

Under this ordinance, smoking 
also is permitted in private residenc- 
es, designated hotel rooms, retail 
tobacco stores, outdoor areas, coun- 
try clubs and lodges, bUliard or pool 
halls, bowling alleys and bingo halls 

STUDENTS 

Twenty-four members of the com- 
munity spoke at the meeting, includ- 
ing high school students, doctors, 
business owners and K-State's stu- 
dent body president, Lucas Maddy. 
The Student Governing Association 
passed a resolution last week sup- 
porting a total smoking ban in Man- 
hattan 

"There would be no noticeable ef- 
fect, at least for college students, in 
enforcing a 9-S smoking ban," Maddy 
said "In my opinion, the aim of pol- 
icy is to effect a benefit - a notice- 
able benefit If there isn't one, I think 
there isn't much use in adopting an 
ordinance." 



Tinner Bannion, governmental 
relations chair, also spoke. 

"Municipalities have made great 
strides in public health over the 
years," he said. "We have things like 
mandatory sewage systems and fire 
codes I look at this like this. If we're 
bying to protect pubUc health, I don't 
look at it as more of an invasion." 

Ten people spoke in favor of the 
total ban before one of a handful of 
people spoke out against it. 

"Every building has an ashtray, 
and every ashtray has butts in it," said 
George Hodges, non- traditional stu- 
dent and freshman in social science. 
"I'm a smoker. I really appreciate 
that other folks don't like smoking.

Banks, insurers owe black people reparations for past injustices 




My ancestors were true believ- 
ers in the American dream. They 
worked hard and complained little. 
They knew there 
was no such thing 
as a free lunch 
and proudly did as 
much as it took to 
ftfiord their next 
meal. Because of 
this, I inherited a 
privileged life 

One week ago, 

lawyen aiked a 

federal appeals court to revive a 
case to compensate those who 
were refused this same opportu- 
nity. This landmark reparations 
case they're trying to restore would 
require 17 insurers and banks to 
publicize and pay for their roles in 
the country's slave trade. 

The insurers and banks targeted 
include ]P Morgan Chase and

Company, Aetna Inc and Bank of 
America. The accusations are that 
these companies not only loaned 
money for slaves, but also, in some 
cases, insured, transported and 
even owned them. 

According to an Associated 
Press article, a few corporations al- 
ready have come clean about this, 
mostly because some state laws 
and cities now require them to do 
so. 

|P Morgan Chase now admits 
that before slavery was abolished 
in 186S, it owned 1 ,200 slaves in 
Louisiana and accepted 13,000 
others as collateral. After inflation, 
that totals to at least $850 million 
profited off other human beings. 

But don't worry, with its new 
$5 million scholarship program for 
black students in Louisiana, it will 
take only 170 years to make up for 
the financial side of its wrong. 



People who oppose the case 
point out that the descendants of 
slaves weren't actually harmed by 
these companies But just like these 
corporations hide their pasts, this 
argument shuts itself off from the 
world and pretends racism doesn't 
exist. 

We must remember that the first 
way to deal with a problem is to 
admit we have it Yes, we've made 
slow progress over the years in 
this area, but we've come nowhere 
close to where we should be. 

Black people still are paid lower 
salaries, going to prison more 
often, receiving worse health care 
and dying at younger ages. I don't 
think It takes a genius to figure out 
where these trends originated. 

In fact, the only argument I've 
heard against this case with which 
I agree is that it won't make up for 
the wrongs done during slavery. H

No smoking - until after 9 
p.m. 

We think the City Com- 
mission's decision to pass a 
partial-smoking ban in Man- 
hattan is unrealistic 

TTie ban only applies to 
restaurants in the city, and 
smoking is permitted only 
from 9 p.m. to 5 a.m. Bars are 
exempt from the ban. 

By allowing smoking 
during evening hours, the 
commission puts bar and 
restaurant employees and 
patrons at risk because they 
stiU are exposed to second-

hand smoke. Even those who 
frequent restaurants during 
the day are at risk of second- 
hand smoke exposure be- 
cause the smoke lingers from 
the night before. 

The partial ban is no dif- 
ferent from having smoking 
and non-smoking sections 
in restaurants To clarify, the 
partial-smoking ban is like 
having a designated urinating 
section in a swimming pool. 
Regardless of the boundaries, 
the urine stiU travels to the 
rest of the pool. In the same 
way, smoke travels from the

smoking to the non-smoking 
section. 

In addition, the ban does 
not protect business owners, 
because they do not have the 
decision to prohibit smoking 
on their own. Local govern- 
ment regulates when patrons 
can and cannot smoke. 

The City Commission 
needs to re-evaluate its deci- 
sion and employ an all-or- 
nothir^ mentaU^. 

Either ban smoking com- 
pletely, or don't ban it at all. 

But don't settle for middle 
ground.

Manhattan Emergency Shelter 
assists homeless, unemployed

When local citizens have 
no where else to turn, Man- 
hattan Emergency Shelter 
Inc. can help. 

MESI has helped many 
Manhattan residents since 
it opened its doors in 1985 
MESI provides housing for 
men, women and families. 
However, MESI does not 
provide shelter for children 
who are not accompanied 
by their parents or if they are 
emancipated. They also pro- 
vide meals for the residents 
of the shelter. 

Executive Director Man- 
dy Chapman Semple said the 
shelter provides individual 
case management. MESI's 
main goal is to return fami- 
lies to a point at which they 
can help themselves, she 
said. The shelter helps cli- 
ents through hurdles that 
come up on the way back to 
their previous lives, 

"We like to address the 
clients' individual needs 
whether its transportation, 
housing or daycare," Chap- 
man Semple said. 

The shelter's clients in- 
clude those suffering from 
displacement, mental illness. 
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substance abuse and loss of 
employment. A large number 
of clients with mental illness- 
es lost their jobs before their 
mental illness set in. Other 
clients who lost their jobs 
simply could not find work 
before they spent their entire 
savings and lost their homes. 

MESI has not seen many 
clients who have lost their 
homes due to fire or other 
natural disasters. Emily Wag- 
ner, client services director, 
said in the six years she has 
worked at MESI, there have 
been only two families that 
have needed assistance due 
to those circumstances. 

Chapman Semple said 
many people do not realize 
the difference between rural 
and urban homelessness. 

When families in ru- 



ral communities lose their 
homes, they can be forced to 
double up with other iuai- 
lies 

The current shelter can 
handle 36 people at one 
time. It hopM to build a new 
shelter capable of serving 52 
people. The next focus will 
be transition houses where 
people can move from need- 
ing help to helping them- 
selves. 

In 2005, 290 individuals 
accessed MESI for the firat 
time. That same year the 
shelter responded to more 
than 500 incidents of home- 
lessness, a record number of 
individuals and families and 
a 10-percent increase from 
2004 

Melanie Landis, staff li- 
aison and accounting super- 
visor, said the city of Man- 
hattan contributed about 
$64,000 to MESI's general 
funds last year through the 
city's Social Service funds. 

Chapman Semple said 
MESI looks to greatly in- 
crease the number of people 
it has assisted this year. She 
said it will probably have to 
turn away more than 200 
people this year simply be- 
cause there is not enough 
room. 



French parliamentary panel recommends 
end of smoking in enclosed public places

PARIS - French lawmak- 
ers are trying to make France's 
smoky cafes a thing of the 
past. 

A parliamentary panel 
called Tbesday for a govern- 
ment ban on smoking in en- 
closed public areas within a 
year - and floated the idea of 
"hermetically sealed" rooms 
lor those who want to smoke 

Although just a recommen- 
dation that leaves government 
with the final say, a ban would 
send a shock through France's 
smoker- friendly culture where 
cigarettes have long been iden- 
tified with cool, and where 
smoky bistros are still redoubts 
of Paris' intelligentsia 

Even the French presiden- 
cy's Web site shows a photo of 
a young President Jacques Chi- 
rac in a lames Dean-like pose 
with a cigarette in his mouth. 

Health Minister Xavier 
Bertrand has said smoking re 
lated illness kills 66,000 people 
every year in France An esti- 
mated 5,000 of those deaths 
are from second-hand smoke 



"The status quo is not ac- 
ceptable," said an extract of the 
parliamentary panel's report, 
whkh was to be made public 
today 

The government is expected 
to decide by mid October on 
the panel request for a ban in 
cafes, officoi, schools, restau- 
rants, airports, train stations 
and other enclosed public 
spaces by next September. 

tn a symbolic gesture, the 
president of the parliament's 
lower house said its tobacco 
shop will close |an 1. Jean- 
Louis Debie said the chamb^ 
should go further and set an 
example by outlawing smok- 
ing in its building 

If the ban takes effect, 
France would become the lat- 
est European country to join 
the anti-smoking bandwagon 
- Ireland, Spain, Italy and 
Britain have adopted similar 
measures. 

In the United States, n 
states and at least 474 munici- 
palities have enacted smoking 
bans in restaurants, bars and 



other workplace, Kcording 
to the California-based Ameri- 
cans for Nonsmokers' Rights, 
Hawaii begins a ban in No- 
vember, and Washington, D.C., 
is going smokeless m January. 

The French panel advised 
the government to adopt a 
ban by govermnental decree, 
because parliament's "heavy' 
load" of business in coming 
months might make it difficult 
to legislate. Bertrand has said 
he backs a decree to avoid 
political fallout for lawmakers 
with elections ne^ spring. 

The panel also floated the. 
idea of partitioned zones for 
smokers. It described the areas 
as "hermetically sealed spaces 
equipped with smoke-extrac- 
tion systems and strict health 
rules" But in plac» like res- 
taurants, table service would 
not be allowed inside them to 
protect the health of waiten. 

Many hoteliers, bistro own- 
ers and restaurateurs vowed a 
fight. Opponents want some 
exceptions - like for ban that 
sell tobacco products

Pejtners keep each other in the 
weight room. 

Partners also encourage each 
other to complete their lifts and 
to increase their weights when a 
lift becomes too easy. 

It's easy to give up or quit 
with the minimum number 
of repetitions when lifting by 
yourself. A partner will motivate 
you to get those last two or three 
repetitions in every set and to do 
the exercises in your routine you 
know are necessary but don't 
really like. 

A partner will force you to go 
above and beyond in all aspects 
of your workout, allowing you 
to use every bit of remaining 
strength and ultimately build 
bigger and stronger muscles. 

Most importantly, partners 
provide each other with a little 
friendly competition 

No one likes to lose, and 
secretly, we all like to one-up 
everyone else even when we 
are good sports about it. You 
easily can see how lifting with a 
partner can facilitate increases 
in strength and definition. 

Your partner can bench press 
225 pounds five times, so you 
decide to press it six times. Or 
maybe you will leave him in the 
dust and show him how real 
men can do five reps of 230 
pounds.

Tk-aining to the point of muscular failure is a great way to stress the muscle fibers for added 
growth, but this type of lifting can be serious business, especially when using heavy free wei^ts. 
When attempting to lift heavy weights, it's crucial to find a lifting parbier, or spotter, to avoid 
injury and ensure safety. 

A spotter serves the purpose of assisting as needed in order to execute the exercise. When 
you're filling the role of spotter, there are some key guidelines to remember to promote safety in 
the weight room. 



m Move all loose plates, barbells 
and dumbbells away from the area 
to avoid tripping on them. 

■ Communicate with the lifter as 
to how many repetitions you plan to 
attempt. 

■ Pay allenlion to your lifter at 
■II times. Avoid checking out that 
good-looking girl at the cable 
machine or the cute guy with 
the heavy dumbbells. 

■ Assume proper body po- 
sition: hands as close to the 
weighted bar as possible with- 
out hindering the lifter's range 
of motion. 

fl Ask the lifter if he or she 
wants your hands on the bar or 
not. If so, use one of two appro 
priate hand grips (closed grip 
thumb wraps around the bar) 

A) Pronated grip: knuckles up, 
gripping on top of the bar 

B) Supinated grip: palms up, 
gripping underneath the side of the 
bar 

■ Keep kneei slightly Iwnt with 
your back flat so you are in a safe 
position lo "catch" the bar if nee- 
esaary. This ensures use of leg 
power and prevents Injury to your 
back when lifting the weight. 

■ Double check to make sure the 
bar is evenly loaded. 

■ Use effective communication. 





One word or a short phrase, like 
"take it," works well for times when 
the lifter needs the spotter to take 
the load. Spotters might need to as- 
sist in "lift-off" A verbal command 
or signal needs to be established to 
ensure both lifter and spotter are 
ready at the same time. Counting 
"1,2,3, lift- works well, 

■ Don't be afraid to offer encour- 
agement. This might help the per- 
son being spotted to execute the last 



few repetitions. Choose your spot- 
ter wisely. Pick someone who will 
keep you focused and act responsi- 
bly when necessary.

Mark Parillo, director of 
the institute, said security 
studies deals with a number 
of issues related to national 
security, including internal 
threaU, international stud- 
ies and traditional home 
threats. 

Parillo said a master's de- 
gree can be earned through 
the program, and student 
should be able to pursue a 
doctoral degree online in 
about a year However, some 
applicants have been al 
lowed to do coursework that 



will apply toward their doc- 
torate. 

"It is a very rare program, 
and there are only about 
half a dozen schools in the 
United States that offer the 
master's program. No others 
offer the Ph D.," Parillo said. 

The program was started 
for the soldiers at the Com- 
mand and General Staff Col- 
lege in Fort Leavenworth 
due to specific federal fund- 
ing that was received for the 
program, but the program is 
open to anyone, Parillo said. 

He said the funding was 
provided to establish the 
program at K-State primarily 
because of the university's 
excellence in military history 
and political science 

"It's envisioned that, with 
the growing demand with 
expertise, this will be a pro- 
gram of choice for a growing 



number of people," Parillo 
said. 

He said the program is 
not limited to U.S. national 
security And though there 
are now no foreign students 
in the program, applications 
are pending, 

"The program takes ad- 
vantage of the number of 
strengths we have here, with 
everything we have at the 
library, our resources and 
our geographic location," he 
said. 

Anthony Crawford, uni- 
versity archivist, said the 
library attempts to collect 
material on military history 
from donors in order to sup- 
port the institute and other 
academic programs on cam- 
pus. 

He said the Department 
of History and Institute of 
Military History and 20th 



Century Studies have strong 
programs, and so the uni- 
versity attempts to find indi- 
vidual donors for historical 
items like letters, photos, 
maps and memorabilia. The 
items are then kept in the 
Archives Center where any- 
one in the country can use 
them 

David Graff, associate 
professor of history, said the 
institute, which includes the 
people in the history depart- 
ment who are working on 
military projects and sub- 
jects in 20th century studies, 
is not a teaching agency like 
a department. 

"It's more intended to do 
things like promote research 
and facilitate fundraising 
and to sponsor programs 
that reach beyond the capa- 
bilities of a department," he 
said.

Gunman planned execution-style attack on Amish school for a week

QUARRYVILLE, Pa, - A 

gunman who invaded a tiny 
Amish school might have had 
8 plan that went beyond the 
execution-style slayings of five 
gjrb 

Investigators believe Charles 
Carl Roberts IV, 32, spent nearly 
a week plotting his takeover of 
the one- room schoolhousc and 
might have been planning lo 
sexually assault almost a dozen 
female students 

Based on the items he 
brought - including flexible 
plastic ties, eyebolts and lubri- 
cating jelly - "it's very possible 
diat he intended to victimize 
these children in many ways 
prior to executing them and 
killing himself," State Police 
Commi^ioner Jeffrey B Miller 
taid Tliesday Bui Roberts "be 
came disorganized" when po- 
lice arrived and shot himself in 
the head. 

He confided to his wife dur- 
ing the siege that he molested 
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two relatives 20 yeai^ ago and 
was tormented by dreams of do- 
ing it again, authorities said 

Holding up a copy of the 
gunman's suicide note at a 
packed news conference. Mill- 
er suggested that Roberts was 
haunted by the 1997 death of 
his prematurely bom daughter, 
Elise, 20 minutes after her de- 
livery, 

Elise's death "changed my 
life forever," the milk truck 
driver and father of three wrote 
to his wUe, "I haven't been the 
same since it affected me in a 
way I never felt possible. I am 
filled with so much hate, hate 
toward myself hate towards 
God and unimaginable empty- 
ness it seems like cverytime we 
do something fun 1 think about 
how EUse wasn't here to share 
it with us and 1 go right back to 
anger" 

The state police commis- 
sioner described the demons 
in Roberts' head a day after the 
shooting rampage shattered 
the sense of calm in Lancaster 
Counts bucohc Permsylva- 



nia Dutch Country, where the 
Amish live a peaceful, tum- 
the-other-cheek existence in 
an 18th-century worid with no 
automobiles and no electrical 
appliances, 

"He certainly was very trou- 
bled psychologically deep down 
and was dealing with things 
that nobody else knew he was 
dealing with," Miller said. 

The death toll rose to six 
Tuesday - including the gun- 
man - when two ^Is died from 
their wounds. 

During the standoff. Roberts 
told his wife m a cell phone call 
from the schoolhouse that he 
molested two female relatives 
when they were 3 to 5 years old. 
Miller said, Roberts would have 
been about 1 1 or 12 years old at 
the time. In a suicide note left 
for his famUy, he said he "had 
dreams about doing what he 
did 20 years ago again," Miller 
said. 

Police could not immediately 
confirm Roberts' claim that he 
molested two relatives. Family 
members knew nothing of mo- 



l^ation in his past, Miller said 
Police located the two relatives 
and were hoping to interview 
them. 

If Roberts felt painfiiUy con- 
fUcted about a sexual desire 
for little girls, he might have 
blamed the children themselves 
and acted out his rage on them, 
one expert said. He might have 
considered them "responsible 
for his downfall," said criminal 
psychologist Eric Hickey at Al- 
liant International University In 
Fresno, Calif. 

Roberts had planned the at- 
tack for nearly a week, buying 
plastic ties from a hardware 
store on Sept, 26 and several 
other items less than an hour 
before entering the school. Mill- 
er said. 

The crime bore some resem- 
blance to an attack on a high 
school in Bailey, Colo., where 
a 53-year-old man took six girls 
hostage and sexually assaulted 
them before fatally shooting one 
girl and killing himself. That at- 
tack occurred last Wednesday, 
the day after Roberts began 



buying materials for his siege. 

Using a checklist that was 
later found in his pickup truck, 
Roberts brought to the school 
three guns, a stun gun, two 
knives, a pile of wood for bar- 
ricading the doors, and a bag 
with 600 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, police said He also had a 
change of clothing, indicating 
he had planned a long siege, 
police said. 

He sent the boys and several 
adults away and bound the girls 
together in a line at the black- 
board. Miller on IXiesday re- 
vealed that one of the girls was 
able to escape with the boys. 

A two-by-four piece of lum- 
ber found m the school had 10 
large eyebolts spaced about 10 
inches apart, suggesting that 
Roberts might have planned to 
truss up the girls and sexually 
assault them, Miller said. 

"It's important to note that 
we had 10 victims at that time 
that were in the school," he 
said. 

The girls left in the room 
were shot at close range shortly 



after police arrived. Miller said. 

"We're quite certain, based 
on what we know, that he had 
no intention of coming out of 
there alive." Miller said 

At the lime Roberts" wife re- 
ceived the phone call, she was 
attending a meeting of a prayer 
group she led that prayed for the 
community's schoolchildren. 

The victims were identified 
as Naomi Rose Ebersole, 7; 
Anna Mae Stoltzfus, 12; Mar- 
ian Fisher, 13; Mary Liz Miller, 
8; and her sister Lena Miller, 7. 
Stoltzftis' sister was among the 
wounded. 

Three other girls were in crit- 
ical condition and two were in 
serious condition They ranged 
in age from 6 to 13, 

Roberts, ft^m the nei^y 
town of Bart, was not Amish 
and did not appear to have any- 
thing against the Amish. Miller 
said. He said Roberts was bent 
on killing girls and apparently 
figured he could succeed at the 
serene schoolhouse

henstve ban. we request that 
you vote against the two other 
fake ordinances," she said. 

COMMiSSIONERS 

Commissioners also were 
divided on the issue They 
voted 2-3 against the first ordi- 
nance and 3-2 in fovor of the 
second ordinance 

"For me. this is an issue of 
worker health," Comtntssioner 
}ayme Morris- Hardeman said. 
"That's the issue foremost in 
nty mind. You would not allow 
a buisn«s owner to operate 
knowingly exposing workers 
to asbestos or mustard gas 

"Those ordinances are 
worthless. They are not pro- 
tecting worker health. We're 
not doing anything. We're 
taking away business owners' 
rights by passing two or three. 
I don't think that's what we in- 
tended to do here" 

Commissioner Mark 

Hat^ohl said he supported 
the second ordinance because

it was a compromise. 

"We're only taking some 
rights, not all," he said He also 
said there should be freedom 
from governmental interfer- 
ence when possible. 

Commissioner Tbm Phillips, 
whose wife supports a smoking 
ban, also voted against the first 
ordinance. 

"This has been extremely 
hard for me," he said. "We're 
simply displacing smokers to 
the outdoots. They'll be lining 
up on sidewalks and outdoor 
seating areas People are still 
going to be subjected to sec- 
ond-hand smoke." 

Mayor Bruce Snead said he 
received more public input on 
the smoking ordinance than on 
almost any other issue put be- 
fore the commission He said 
he received 230 e-maib in sup- 
port of a ban and 22 against it. 

"1 wish the state wotild pass 
a ban," he said. "1 think it's im- 
portant on a state-wide basis. 
But we all live right here; that's 
where we can all make a differ- 
ence." 



He said he would vote for 
the first ordinance but not the 
second. Snead said the ques- 
tion of the economic effect of 
a ban hu been answered, as 
there has been no profit lo^ in 
cities like Lawrence. 

"Sometimes, doing some- 
thing isn't better than doing 
nothing, especially when you 
have the opportuni^," he said. 
"What two does is nowhere 
near what could be accom- 
plished by one. Clearly for me, 
if we pass any other ordinance. 
we're falling short of what the 
facts and our public speak to 
clearly. 

"In our form of representa- 
tive government, you do the 
best you can. You do some- 
thing that works well and pro 
vides an even playing field, and 
I think that's what this com- 
munity expects in this regard." 

City manager Ron F^ said 
the second ordinance would 
take tiitte to implement 

"It may be some time before 
we bring the second reading 
back to you," he said.

LOS ANGELES -The con- 
centration of media ownership 
by a few large corporations 
came under attack 1\jesday as 
the Federal Communicatiom 
Commission opened a scries 
of hearings on the issue 

"Without diversity in own- 
ership and participation, our 
democracy is in danger." Rep 
Maxine Waters said at the ini- 
tial hearing held at the Univer- 
sity of Southern Califomia. 

Waters, a Los Angeles 
Democrat, and others eriti 
cized ownership of the Los 
Angeles Times and KTLA-TV 
by Chicago-based TWbune Co 

Speakers said the situation 
stifled competition and diver- 
sity of local opinion. 

The PCC is reconsideiing 
a number of broadcast owner- 



^lip rules, including u^ether a 
compare stiould be able to own 
both a newspaper and television 
station in the same market 

the last time the agency re- 
visited th« ownership rules was 
in 2003, when it voted 3-2 to 
raise the national audience cap 
for television station owners, 
lessen restrictions on how many 
stations a company may own in 
the same market and allow for 
some cross-ownership of news- 
papers and broadcast stations. 

"The Tribune Co. thai owns 
the LA Times and these other 
stations operates out of Chi- 
cago and not hA., and there 
Is something about that that 
is inherently undemocratic," 
fackson said 

The media ownerehip issue 
has not reached the same level 
of interest as it did in 2003, 
when the FCC was besieged 
with complaints from media 



consolidation foes on both the 
right and the left This time 
aroimd, the marquee issue 
- the national broadcast audi- 
ence cap - is oS the table. 

After d>e FCC voted in 2003 
to expand the number of Amer- 
ican households a single televi- 
sion broadcast company could 
reach from 35 percCTJt to 45 
percent. Congress intervened, 
setting the limit at 39 percent 

TXiesday's hearing was 
dominated by entertainment 
industry workers including ac- 
tors, directors and writers who 
)oined in urging the PCC to 
allow independent producers 
greater access to vertically in-

" Homogenize tion is good 
for milk, but bad fcM* ideas," said 
Patric Vcrrone, pr^ident of the 
Writers Guild of America, west.

BUDA, Ttxas - A group of futuris- 
tic aoldiers weanng red axmor stands 
on OIK aide of a virtual cai^n, dis- 
cussing philosophy Why are they 
there? What are they fighting for? 

On the other side of the canyon, a 
team of Uue soldiers stands around 
doing the same thing. The/re locked 
in a battle no one ever wins. 

The two teams are the stars of an 
online comedy series called "Red vs. 
Blue" at wum) redvsblue.com. Bumie 
Bums, the show's creator, uses the 
video game "Halo" lor animation and 
then records voices over the scenes. 

"I've played video games my whole 
life, and now 1 actually feel like I'm 
part of the video-game industry," 
Bums said. 

Bums and his friends have been 
making the series "Red vs Blue" for 
more than three years. The show, 
w^ich is produced in an apartment 
in Buda, has five seasons and 78 epi- 
sodes so far. 

He said "Red vs. Blue" humor 
has evohed so people who do not 
fHag video games can understand the 
foket. The show has featured a Span- 




ish-speaking robot none of the char- 
acters can understand and a tank no 
one knows how to drive. 

Bums compared the animation of 
his show to the movie "Toy Story." Ex- 
cept he needs 12 other people, three 
Xbox video game consoles and 40^50 
hours to make one five-minute weekly 
episode. 

Bums said "Red vt. Blue" creators 
devote one Xbox to a character who 
serves as the show's cameraman. The 
audience views all (he scenes taking 
place from the cameraman's point of 
view. 

Using Xbox controllers. Burns and 
his friends make their characters walk 
and move their heads to give the im- 
pression they are talking. 

Everything is recorded and edited 
by a computer. Voices, audio and vi- 
sual effecte are then added. 

"It's technically 3D animation," 
Bums said, "but it's d«ie in real time 
on the fly," 

Bums' film experience dates back 
to when he was a student at the Uni- 
veiiity of IVxas He and friends Matt 
Nullum and Joel Heyman created a 
film called "The Schedule" in 1996. 

After presenting their movie at sev 
eral film festivals, Heyman and nul- 
lum decided to pursue careen in Hol- 
lywood Bums, a computer science 
student, got a technology support }ob 
in Austin, Ttexas. 

He brainstormed "Red vs. Blue" 
while writing video game reviews in 
2002 for a Web site called www-drunk- 
g0mers.com. In trying to write a funny 
review for "Halo," Bums tried turning 
it into a video with voiceovers. 

With help from Hullum, Heyman, 
and Bums' wufw,clrurtkgffmers.com 




coworkers Gustavo Sorola and GeoS 
Fink, "Red vs. Blue" began on April 1 , 
2003. 

In less than two weeks, "Red vs 
Blue" had about 250,000 online visits. 
Bums said the former Web site, wum. 
dnmkSfmien.cQm. had about 3,000 
visitors a day while it was online 

"It exceeded our wildest expec- 
tations in about 10 minutes," Bums 
said. 

But the fans weren't the only ones

The Madrid fashion week organiz- 
ers harmed models who were consid- 
ered too thin according to height to 
weight ratios provided by the Worid 
Health Organization, said Jackie 
White, fashion editor of the Kansas 
City Star. 

In effect, models who weigh less 
than 125 pounds are prohibited from 
working the runway Organizers of 
the event wanted to project an "image 
of beauty and health," White said. 

The fashion business is composed 
of designers who want the perfect 
frame for their clothes, but sometimes 
these mcKlels portray unrealistic im- 
ages to young people 

White said it is a posi- 
tive step by designers 
trying to discourage an- 
orexia, because some of 
the young female models 
are too thin, While said. 



However, she does not see the super- 
thin mc»del image disappearing. 

"1 don't see it changing in this 
country The Latino aesthetic may be 
able to accept a body that is not an 
orexic thin, but 1 don't see it chang- 
ing in New York," White said 

White said she was in New York 
for fashion week when she saw mod- 
els in a Brazilian swimsuit show. She 
said she could see their bones be- 
cause of their low weight She said 
when she thinks of swimsuit models, 
she thinks of a little curve 

Body image and size depend on 
what the designers want. 

"They want models that can wear 
anything from a whole collection on 
the runway." White said 

Tlie modeling industry makes 
some feel they have to be thin, be- 
cause clothes look better on a thin 
body. White said. 



It is more desirable to be a runway 
model because the runway pays more 
than magazines, said Clark Cordova, 
booker for t & 1 Wilhemina modeling 
agency. 

"The model image is based on a 
look, just because a girl is 5-foot- 1 1 
does not mean she is fashion girt; it's 
all about her look," Cordova said. 

But the requirements are chang- 
ing. Madrid set an example by not 
letting models weigh less than a cer- 
tain amount; organizers sent quite a 
few women home, Cordova said. 

The models have to be 5-foot-9 to 
5 -foot 11 to go on the runway, Cor- 
dova said.

The runway represents a small seg-

These too- thin models are banned 
from the runway and cannot do mag 
azine work, Cordova said.

Lafene Health Center is distribut- 
ing the influenza vaccine to high risk 
shident* and faculty. The cost is $14, 
and the vaccine can be received in 
the form of a shot or through the na- 
sal passage. 

According to the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Invention Web 
site, those who at high risk for being 
infected with the flu include people 
with certain chronic health condi- 
tions, children ages 6 months to 59 
months, pregnant women, people 
who are in contact with children 
younger than 6 months old, health 
care workers, and people who are in 
household contact with those who 



are at high risk for the Ou. 

The Kansas Department of Health 
recommends that whenever possible, 
anyone older than 6 months should 
get a flu shot, said Mike Heideman, 
communications specialist for the de- 
partment. 

The Riley County Health Depart- 
ment also will distribute flu shots to 
anyone who wants a vaccination. The 
cost is $24 per shot. For those cov- 
ered by Medicaid and Medicare, the 
expenses for the shot will be paid. 

"We have no stipulations this 
year. Whoever wants to get one will 
get one," said Kathy Dickey-WUson, 
clinic supervisor of the Riley County 
Health Department. 

Heideman said he has not heard 
any news of a possible influenza out-

10 fraternities ban 
alcohol on property 
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Prat»nitiea around thi nt< *" 
tion are drying up, and K-Stat« ii 
no exception. 

At present, 10 K-State frttmiMM 
have adopted policies that prohibit alcohol 
on fraternity grounds. The growing trvnd of "dry* 
OUSM li a mixture of univenily policies, favtemjty 
, headquarters' decisions and local chapters' dialogue 

According to a Jan 9, 2005, New York Times article, '\ 
"Bin of Brothers," at least 30 colleges nationwide have banned 
idcohol in fraternity houses. 
These national changes are being brought about by a continuum of - 
Inues. Alcohol-related deaths and injuries have plagued fraternities bi te- 
coit yean - a diiaster K-State's fraternities have avoided Other (acton in* 
dude rising insurance costs, social responsibility and an increasing outreach to 
the non-drinking college crowd. 

Locally, the decisions are being left to the fraternities, and K-$t«te seenu to ' 
be applying a hands-oCf approach. Each of K-State's 10 dry houses undertook the pol- 
icy for varying reasons, including disciplinary actions, a national iiratemity headquaiten 
i mandate and a clause in a remodeling contract that mandates the house be alcohol -free. 

"^e provide support, consultation. We don't mandate any of that, and there are no IPC 
or Greek ASaira policies requiring fratemitiet to be a certain way," Scott Jones, director df 
Greek Affairs, said. 

The InterProtemity Council's only role concerning alcohol is during disciplinary me^ 
tures, which can place restrictions or prohibitions on alcohol-related activitin. 
"If thoee were to be set up with a chapter, then that would be to help them get back on track t* 
the able to make better choices and to build a capacity to be more re^xtraive and more recponettllc 

^the way that they deal with events that may have alcohol at them," |<mei Mid. 
Barring disciplinary cases requiring unmediate action, when fraternities do go diy, locaQf 9f^ 
^tionally, they often are given a list of changes to make on a timetable, which gives fratemMci ii, 
chance to test the dry waters before taking the plunge 
"They would work toward that date and have a transition process, and they work to that," mU 
Brandon Cutler, assistant director of Greek Afiairs.

This year President Jon Wefald re- 
ceived a salary increase that ups his 
total earnings to $296,400, including 
supplements 

On Sept. 21, the Kansas Board of 
Regents gave the leaders of all six Kan- 
sas univereities pay raises for Fiscal 
Year 2007. The chief adminbtiators at 
K State, the University of Kansas and 
Wichita State University all received 
up to 4-percent sahuy raises. 

Wefald's pay has increased signifi- 
cantly over his two decades at K-State, 



and the components of his compensa- 
tion have changed, said Bmce Shuberi, 
associate vice president of ad- 
ministration and finance. 

Shubert said the aherations 
were made because of the suc- 
cess and accomplishments the 
university has seen through 
Wefald's leadership. 

In recent years, presiden- 
tial compensation packages 
have become more complex. 
They include a variety of ben- 
efits, bonuses and prerequi- 
sites, many of which are paid in full or 
in pari by private foundations.

Wefald is provided a three-story 
home by the university and automo- 
biles for business purposes 
through the KSU Foundation, 
Shuberi said. 

When he was hired in 1987, 
Wefald earned $92,000,

mark in 2002. 

In 2004, someone endowed 
the salaries of chief administra- 
tors at K-State, KU and Wichi- 
ta Sute, said Cindy Bontrager, 
director of K-State's Budget Oflice. 
After this donation, the Board set a 



maximum salary fur state funding and 
state appropriation in 2004, Bontrager 
said. 

Since 20O4, Wefold has received 
compensation every year, including FY 
2006, »^cn he received $54,655. 

Tills year, $56,841 of Wefald's total 
salary is endowments. 

In comparison, KU Chancellor 
Robert Hemenway wiU earn $319,280 
for FY 2007, ^880 more than Wi»- 
fald's earnings 

'Kansas as a state is not by any 
means on top of the pay scale for uni- 
versi^ officials," said Lynn Bretz, KU 
director of university communications.

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Gay men banned 
from giving blood

The Red Cross urges all pos- 
sible donors to roll up their 
sleeves and share a pint. So 
why is Greg Marquardt barred 
&oin donating? 

It's not a recent piercing, a 
tattoo or even travel to disease- 
ridden areas that bar him from 
donation. MariquaTdt, junior in 
social sciences, is gay, and since 
1985. the United Stales Food 
and Drug Administralion and 
the American Red Cross have 
barred any man who has had 
"sexual contact with another 
man, even once since 1977^' 
!tom donating blood 

Stemming from the early 
1980s scare, when AIDS was 
often referred to as GRID 
- Gay Related Immune De- 
ficiency - the blanket ban 
has remained controversial as 
groups, in increasing numbers. 
are challenging its necessity. 

The first time Marquardt 
went to give blood, he was 
asked about his sexual history. 
After his answer, he was turned 
away. 

"1 wasn't going to lie lo 
them," he said 

Marquardt said the prohibi- 
tions are discriminatory, and 
with advancements in testing 
procedures for blood-bome 
diseases, everyone should be 
allowed to donate. Althou^ 
given this history of HIV and 
AIDS, Marquardt said he 
could, partially, understand the 
initial reasons for the ban. 

However, in the 21 years 
since the ban, Marquardt 
thinks changes should have 
been made

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"HIV isn't just caused by 
homosexuality," he said. 

FDA prohibitions are con- 
tested by some groups, but all 
blood donor organizations 
in the United States abide by 
them. 

'This is a recommendation, 
but it's considered lo be indus- 
try standard." said Paul Rich- 
ards, public affairs specialist for 
the PDA. 

The FDA maintains re- 
sponsibili^ for regulating the 
riation's blood supply, Richards 
said, and is dedicated to ensur- 
ing that supply is composed of 
the safest blood possible. 

Even as testing for blood- 
bome diseases increases in 
efficacy, the FDA remains 
adamant that screening is an 
^scnhal part of risk-manage- 
menl, Richards said. 

The results of the prohibi- 
tion and its controvert are not 
unknown lo the FDA, which 
most recently examined the 
policy on March 8, but did not 
change the poUcy 

"We understand fully that 
our recommendations ulti- 
mately have the effect of defer- 
ring alt gay men, and the FDA 
is not trying to imply by our 
recommendation that those 
individuals practice unsafe 
or risky behaviors or are HIV 
positive," he said. 

"Safety depends not only on 
donor testing but behavioral 
statistics." 

Statistically, gay men remain 
at the forefront of new HIV 
transmissions, with Centers for 
Disease Control and Preven- 
tion estimates for 2004 blaming 
male-to-male sexual contact 
for 17,691 new cases, more than

three times the 5,149 cases due 
to heterosexual contact. 

The pioneers of K- State's 
ongoing blood drive, the Red 
Cross, are bound to the deei 
sions of the PDA and do not 
lobby either way. 

"We would remain neutral, 
and that's pretty much what 
we do," said Norma Dickson, 
director of communications for 
the Kansas Red Cross. "We of- 
fer no opinion or judgment on 
lifestyle choices" 

Although local groups are 
not exerting pressure, on March 
10 - two days after the FDA's 
reevaluation - the American 
Red Cross joined with the 
American Association of Blood 
Banks and America's Blood 
Centers in petitioning the FDA 
to relax the guidelines. 

There is wiggle- room in 



the FDA's recommendations, 
though, with different rules for 
different activities. 

ZLB Plasma Services has 
different standards for plasma 
donors than the Red Cross, as- 
sistant manager Jennifer Wil- 
son said. 

"We have some of the same; 
some of them are diflerent, " she 
said. 

Wilson declined to specify 
what the differences were, say- 
ing disclosure of that informa- 
tion could compromise screen- 
ing procedures 

But Marquardt and other 
groups don't want some excep- 
tions to some rules - they want 
to give blood. 

"1 think it's ridiculous," he 
said "If straight people are al- 
lowed to give blood, 1 don't see 
why we can't"

Most people realize their gender 
identity when they are 2 or 3 years 
old and their sexual orientation 
when they are 
adolescents, a 
friend told me. 

Yet most people 
seem to get the 
two confused

tion, and every- ^q^ 

one has a gender shRIMPLIN 

identity, but they 

are not necessarily 
the tune. 

Sexual orientation is to whom 
you are attracted. 

Gender identity is as whom you 
identify. Some people don't identify 
with the body into which they were 
bom. 

This it especially difficult, be- 
cause the transgender community 
isn't accepted in the heterosexual 
community and sometimes not in 



the homosexual community, cither. 

1 am a woman I identify as a 
woman. But 1 know men who iden- 
tify as women. That's who they are. 
To say they are any less is wrong 

Not all transgender people are 
the same. 

Some feel uncomfortable in 
their bodies, and some don't 

Some are attracted to men, some 
to women 

Some are homosexual; some 
aren't, just like people all over the 
world. 

Under the transgender umbrella 
comes a whole different group of 
people who identify as intergender, 
identifying with neither the male 
gender nor the female. 

Simply limiting the human race 
to two choices, either male or 
female, perpetuates a myth, said 
Alley Stoughton, associate profes- 
sor of computing information and 
science. 

Stoughton identifies as intergen- 



der and said there are terms for re- 
ferring to people of that persuasion 
that don't classify them as male or 
female. 

"In an ideal world, I'd like it if 
people used them for me," Stough- 
ton said 

In alt cases, these are people 
- people with hopes and dreams, 
people who deserve to live with 
dignity without a risk to their lives. 

Whether people are transgender, 
identify with the gender they were 
born as, or identify with neither or 
both, all deserve equal protection 
under the law 

They deserve respect as fellow 
human beings and the right to live 
by presenting the person they feel 
most comfortable as 

It's what we all deserve. 
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Sexual orientation shouldn't preclude 
giving blood; donations tested for disease 



The Red Cross does not 
accept blood from gay men 
or from men who have had 
sexual contact with other 
men. 

The FDA says those men 
might have come into contact 
with someone who has AIDS 
or is HIV-positive. 

Gay men do compose the 
largest group of AIDS pa- 
tients, but most practice safe, 
responsible sex. They, like 
all people, should be asked 
whether they have come into 
contact with the disease, 
but the admission of sexual 



relations with another man 
should not bar a donation. 

The Red Cross claims to 
be critically low on blood. In 
fact, it was fined $4.2 million 
last month for failing to ask 
sufficient question and test 
blood properly, according to 
the Washington Post 

The Red Cross cut cor- 
ners in that respect, possibly 
accepting blood contami- 
nated by malaria or mad cow 
disease. Why, then, woidd it 
turn away healthy donors? 

Sure, a healthy gay man 
could Ue about his HIV sta- 



tus; so could someone who 
recently has spent time in Af- 
rica. However, they shouldn't 
have to do so. Being gay U 
not synonymous with having 
AIDS. 

When drives are admin- 
istered correctly, all blood is 
tested for diseases, includ- 
ing HIV and AIDS, so the 
Red Cross shouldn't have to 
worry. In light of its recent 
shortcomings, though, maybe 
the Red Cross' concerns 
aren't about the integrity of 
the donors but about the 
integrity of its own workers.

OXFORD, Miss. - Hundreds 
of red and blue tents were nestled 
tightly on the 11 acres of grassy area 
that students call "The 
Grove" I>ressed in ironed 
slacks, ties and dresses, 
students from Ole Miss 
and Georgia mingled 
while sipping beer and 
cKewing on fried chicken, 
boilec] peanuts and fresh 
grilled salmon. 

Satellite dishes 
attached to the tents 
provided everyone with 
television coverage of the other 
Southeast Conference football games 
taking place as everyone waited for 
the 8 p.m kickoff Conversations in 
deep southern accents ranged from 
football to parties - as if the two 
were separate. 

The place was Oxford, Miss , 
home of historic Ole Miss Univeisity. 
fn Oxford, football is a party, and 
the celebration starts long before 
the players set foot on the field. 
The night before the game, thou- 
sands gathered outside 'nie Grove 

- a large, tree- filled area in the 
center of campus about 1/4 of a mile 
from Vaught- Hemingway Stadium 

- armed with their tents, ready to 
run and lay claim to an ideal tailgat- 
ing spot for the next day 

From there it was on to the 
Square, a literal square of bars and 
restaurants located just oS campus, 
where students and alurmii could 
prepare for the long day ahead. 
However, the pre-gameday festivities 
offered only a glimpse of the day to 
come. 

When 1 woke up on Saturday 
morning, I realized I was definitely 
no longer in Kansas. Scattered 
throughout the house were about 15 
Ole Miss and Georgia fans deciding 



what to wear to the game. 

"How hard is it?" I thought to 
myself. "Just throw on an Ole Miss 
T-shirt and jeans, and you'll be 
ready to go." 

At that moment, a guy 
walked out of the bathrcxim, 
neatly attired in slacks, a rtice 
dress shirt and a red and blue 
bow tie - yes, a bow tie, a 
fashion statement 1 hadn't seen 
in years. At this game, 1 would 
apparently stick out for under 
dressing 

Students headed to The 
Grove as soon as they woke up, 
a good eight or nine hours before 
kickoff, to get started on a marathon 
of tailgating Arriving at The Grove, 
it was truly a sight to behold 

'This is what Ole Miss does," a 
Rebel student told me as we ap- 
proached The Grove "We have The 
Grove. We know how to tailgate. 
This is our claim to fame " 

There were people everywhere 
- eating, drinking, chatting, laughing. 
The craziest part was that it was hard 
to tell which team fans were support- 
ing Everyone svas so dressed up that 
they meshed together as one giant 
btob of sophistication, with no hostil- 
ity between opposing fans ~ South - 
em hospitality at its finest 

There was so much history, 
tradition and camaraderie. Those 
lucky enough to have a spot along 
the "Walk of Champions" - a brick 
sidewalk sLcing through the middle 
of The Grove - were able to see 
and high-five the Rebel players who 
walked through the crowd two hours 
before kickofi. 

At Ole Miss, the actual game 
almost seemed tike a sideshow. The 
Rebels aren't good (1-4 this season), 
but you wouldn't know it from 
talking to the fans. Everyone was op- 



timistic, joking about the misfortunes 
so far this season. 

The crowd noise - a hard aspect 
of a game to judge - was probably 
less than what is heard on a typical 
Saturday at Snyder Family Stadium, 
but fans stayed until the end and 
never got discouraged. 

Georgia won 14-9 in a relatively 
exciting finish - a game (hat ended 
when Ole Miss quarterback Brent 
SchaeHer threw an interception on 
the Rebels' final possession. 

'That's Ole Miss sports (or you," 
another student said. "They get your 
hopes up only to let you down" 

That was the most negative com- 
ment 1 heard all day, and even it was 
finished off with a laugh during the 
walk back to The Grove. 

It was refreshing to see fans who 
appreciated football for what it 
should be - a chance to gather with 
friends and have a gcKid time no mat- 
ter the outcome of the game. 

The weekend trip proved that no 
matter where you go, you get a differ- 
ent taste of sports. Each place offers 
its own tradition, the tradition at Ole 
Miss could be described as "better," 
but mostly it was just different - dif- 
ferent in almost every way ima^- 
able 

Tliat's the beauty of sports. They 
bring people together Even as an 
outsider from 10 hours away, I was 
accepted with open arms Ole Miss 
students were quick to make me feel 
welcome and give me a Little taste of 
w^at they are all abotit. 

After all, maybe the saying 1 heard 
from everyone all weekend put it 
best: "We may not win every game, 
but we'll never lose a party."

heavily for a long period of 
time without allowing your 
body the appropriate amount 
of time for the alcohol to work 
through your system, you'll get 
a hangover - period It doesn't 
matter what itind of hangover- 
prevention supplements you 
use" 

Arck said that to prevent 
hangovers, the appropriate 
^amount of time for ilcohol to 
%)ly work through one's body 
system is one hour per alco- 
holic beverage. Arck noted 
^at one alcoholic beverage 
is a 12-ounce beer, a 5 -ounce 
glass of wine or one shot of 
hard liquor. Arck also said that 
drinking 8 ounces of water for 
-every alcoholic beverage con- 
tributes to a body's recovery. 
Barbara Pearson, a licensed 



psychologist with Counseling 
Services, also expressed skep- 
ticism. 

"I feel that the placebo ef- 
fect sometimes plays a role 
when people feel that these 
hangover cures work," said 
Pearson. 

The placebo effect is the 
phenomenon that a person's 
symptoms can be alleviated 
by an otherwise ineffective 
treatment, since the individu- 
al expects or believes that the 
treatment will work, Pearson 
said. 

"Tkke, for example, if ! were 
to be exercising with a per- 
sonal trainer," Ptarson said. 
"I might have been doing the 
same workout before on my 
own, but since I'm working 
out with a personal trainer, I 
would feel like I was now get- 
ting a better workout" 



Pearson explained how she 
could test HPP. 

"If 1 were to test thU for- 
mula on SO people, 1 would 
give 25 of them the actual for- 
mula and the other 25 people 
a sugar pill, telling them that 
it was the HPF formula. I can 
almost promise you that some 
of those 25 people who took 
the sugar pill would say that 
they felt better because of this 
placebo effect, or because they 
wanted to feel better," Pearson 
said. 

"The mind -body connec- 
tion is very strong. If we think 
positive or (eel better men- 
tally, our bodies will then feel 
better," 

David Dick, junior in agri- 
culture economics, said he is 
skeptical of HPF. He said he 
has never experimented with 
hangover cures, but he might 



give the formula a try. 

"If it's really proven to 
work for three days, I would 
really be interested in trying 
it," Dick said. 

"However, it would defi- 
nitely depend on how much 
it costs, and I would also be 
concerned about the health is- 
sun. I think '1 would need to 
know more about the formula, 
especially if it's going to be in 
my body for supposedly three 
days" 

Amanda Stanford, junior 
in psychology, said the for- 
mula sounds good, but she has 
heard from others that hang- 
over cures or preventive medi- 
cines never work, 

"1 guess what makes me in- 
terested in HPP is what makes 
this hangover cure so much 
better than the others that 
don't work?" Stanford said

break for this flu season, 

•They are being careful 
about predicting outbreaks, 
because in recent years they 
have announced outbreaks 
and nothing happened," 
Dickey- Wilson said. 

Shortage concerns 

should not be an issue as 
Heideman said there are 
several million doses of the 
vaccine available. 

"Vaccine manufactur- 
ers have reported that they 
do not anticipate vaccine 
shortages this year," Heide- 
man said. 

The local clinics and 
organizations that distrib- 
ute the vaccine go directly 
through the manufacturer. 



Heideman said 

Inadequate supply hap 
pens because the vaccine 
is made in batches and 
not all at once. When one 
batch is produced, it gets 
shipped out to the distribu 
tors, and there is a period oC 
time until the next batch is 
ready. 

Some of the effects (clt 
after the flu shot are sore 
ness, fever and aches. 
Heideman said. 

"There is a popular per 
ception that if you get the 
flu shot, it will cause yuu 
to get the flu, but this is nut 
true," he said.

change lower the fraternity's 
ftisurancet costs, but aisu Price 

&!<) it has improved living con- 
tions and helped recniitment 

"The advantages outweigh 
)he disadvantages of going diy," 
he said "We love it, and 1 think 
we're going to stick with it from 
now on." 

E>e3ptte the potential ben- 
efits of being a dry house, not 
everyone is lining up to adopt 
^ policies, and much of the 
pounter-argument stems from 
the rights of older members to 
ilrink if they so choose. 
■ "There's always talk," said 
Jay Knopf, president of Delta 
Chi fraternity. "1 think m(»t fra- 
ternities consider it at one point 
or another." 

Deha Chi is stiH a wet house, 
meaning it aUows alcohol, and 
Knopf, senior in landscape ar- 
chitecture, said there is no seri- 
ous dialogue about changing the 
policy now. although he does 
concede some of the benefits. 

Knopf said the house keeps 
tts liabilities low by following 
campus drinking policies as well 
as its own house regulations, but 
for now, Deha Chi wants to re 
tain members' drinking rights. 

There is no universal policy 
applied to all chapters. Some 
ban alcohol outright, some al- 
low permits for third-vendors 
and parties Some, like Delta 
Sigma Phi, have nationally 
mandated dry policies, but can 
be granted exemptions if the fra- 
ternity meets criteria based on 



grade point average, disciplin- 
ary and financial grounds. 

One house, Beta Sipna f^i, 
has found middle ground in its 
"damp" policy, which allows al 
cohol from Priday night through 
Sunday but bans it during the 
week. 

Althou^ many think a na 
tion of dry fraternities is only 
a few years away, Ptie Smith 
hisler, vice president for media 
and community relations for the 
North- American Interfratemity 
Conference, said the friture is 
uncertain. 

Smithhisler said many fra- 
ternities are not considering dry 
policies on a national level, and 
most of the policies are being 
implemented locally. 

"1 wouldn't call it a trend," he 
said. 

Both Knopf and Cutler dis- 
agree with Smithhisler and said 
dry houses are a part of fraterni- 
ties' future 

"It's only a matter of time 
before everytxxiy's dry on a na- 
tional level," Cutler said. "The 
chapters on this campus that 
have made that choice now are 
going to be ahead of that curve. 
They will have had the opportu- 
nity to work out the challenges 
and opportunities that come 
with these changes." 

But for now, K-State and 
Greek Mairs aUow fraternities 
to find their own path and do 
not apply pressure in either di- 
rection. 

"We're in the job of help- 
ing them be successful with the 
choices they make," Jones said

She expects to ^ve birth to a baby gui 
this December and will continue re- 
ceiving food packages after thai 

WIC provides low-income preg- 
nant women like Kellum, as well as 
breastfeeding and postpartum women, 
infants and children up to age 5 with 
nutritious supplemental foods. 

Latt month, the US. Department 
of Agriculture announced a change to 
the guidelines for the WIC food allow- 



ance, saying WIC recipients will get 
less milk, cheese and eggs and instead 
will receive more fruits, vegetable 
and whole-grain bread, 

Kellum thinks the program and its 
upcoming changes are positive steps 

"They don't give you real fruits so 
far, so it would be very beneficial to 
get your vitamins throu^ real veg- 
etables and fruits," she said. 

Kellum said she also appreciates 
the new rule of eventually being able 
to get bread as well She said WIC 
should offer bread and at least some 



type of meat for protein. She said 
bread i$ tiot cheap, especially whole- 
grain bread. 

WtC'i current food packages were 
deigned in the early 1970^ to supple- 
ment participant' diets with foods 
rich in vitamins A and C, caldum, 
iron and protein, because, at that 
time, WlC's target group lacked those 
nutrients. 

"Since the WIC program's incep- 
tion in 1974, the WIC food paduge 
ctumges have been minimal, while 
many changes have occurred includ- 



ing advances in nutrition knowledge 
and its application." said Mike Heide- 
man, communications design special- 
ist erf Kansas Department of Health. 

In addition, the WIC propwn has 
grown dramatically and now serves 
a more culturally diverse popula- 
tion, he said.

Representative resigns after inappropriate behavior comes to light

Rep. Mark Foley, R-FIa,, re- 
signed last week because of a 
scandal involving inappropri- 
ate dialogues with certain Con- 
gressional pages. 

According to several news 
sources, Foley communicated 
with the 16- and 17-year-old 
pages throu^ e-mail and in- 



stant message exchanges 

The scandal has unleashed a 
hailstorm o( accusations of who 
knew what, when, and why no 
one in Congress reported it 
Speaker of the House Dennis 
Hastert and other colleagues 
of Foley have been accused of 
withholding information in- 
volving Foley's indiscretions, 

James Frank e, associate 
professor in political science. 



said the scandal is an embar- 
rassment for Congress and will 
hurt the Republican Party, es- 
pecially within the party's reli- 
gious sect 

"! think this is going to con- 
tinue to contribute to the ero- 
sion of confidence in the Con- 
gress," Franke said 

Local members of Congress 
have called the scandal a dis- 
grace to anyone involved. Rep. 



Jerry Moran, R-Kan.. said more 
action should have been tak- 
en. 

"! expect Speaker Hastert to 
clearly outline what he knew, 
when he knew it and determine 
whether things were handled 
appropriately," Moran said. "If 
the investigation uncovers any 
wrongdoing by any member of 
Congress, they should resign 
immediately.' 



Robert Shoop, professor in 
educational leadership, said 
steps need to be taken to ensure 
pages are informed of Congres- 
sional misconduct, Memben of 
Congress also need to be aware 
of any inappropriate actions 
and report them immediately. 

"People need to realize there 
is a power difference between 
those in power and their sub- 
ordinates," Shoop said. "Every- 




one has the obligation to no- 
tice those behaviors and report 
them when the time comes" 

He said Congress has ccm- 
sidered r«noving the page 
program, but he also said that 
solution would only be a quick 
fix to a larger problem.

But rather than 
saying he is wrong and will deal 
with his problems, Foley 
announced early Tuesday 
that he was seeking help for 
alcoholism. 

Did you think he 
was going to take sole re- 
sponsibility for his actions? 
Pssh, don't make him laugh 
But after Foley made this 
announcement, some of his 

acquaintances expressed 

doubts about his "alcoholism." 

According The Associated 
I*ress on Yahoo.com, some of 
those who know Foley said they 
rarely ever saw him drink and 
were skeptical about his state- 
ment, lust like Mel Gibson, he 
blames the booze for his situation. 
Gibson said he made anti-Semitic

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Speakers tell story of African AIDS orphans

The global AIDS pandem- 
ic was the topic of a lecture 
sponsored by Acting On AIDS 
Thunday night at Grace Bap- 
tist Church. 

Featured speakers Solange 
Uwituze, graduate student in 
animal science and industry, 
and Dr. Scott Ibdd, interna- 
tional health specialist for 
Compassion International, 
spoke about children in Africa 
and the effects of AIDS. 

"The thing that's keeping us 
so trapped is the judgemental- 
ism and condemnation," 1bdd 
said of the AIDS pandemic. 

Nearly one-fifth of chil- 
dren are orphans in Rwanda, 
Uwituze said, and one -fourth 
of the population was living 
with AIDS as late as 2005. 

"1 survived to b« a twin- 
kling star in the midst of the 
darkrtess of the world." she 
said. 

Uwituze's father and 
younger and older brothers all 
were killed after the president 
of Rwanda's plane was shot 
down and the country erupted 
into civil war, she said. 




She said she did not go to 
school for a full bachelor's de- 
gree because she didn't believe 
in the future. 

'I went for an associate's 
degree rather than lose every- 
thing," Uwituze said. 

She then tutored and men- 
tored orphans raised in an 
orphanage in Ngoma, Bulare, 
she said. 

When Uwituze discovered 
that some orphans living on 



the street were going to be 
taken away by the police, she 
allowed many to live in her 
house for more than a month. 

All the orphans were later 
adopted by Italian families. 

There are about 250 chil- 
dren with AIDS in Butare, 
she sard, and they are in need 
of health insurance, food, 
schooling, shelter, clothing 
and friendship

"God jusi struck something 
in my heart and said this is 
something that needs to be at 
K-State," he said.

The "f" word, however, 
was just an expletive in a false 
threat against athletes uttered 
by fans standing behind 
stadium security. 

News editor Leatm 
Sulzcn told me much 
thought went into 
the decision, and the 
editors believed the 
storeowner's situation 
warranted printing the 
word. 
' The context argu- 
ment is reasonable, but it is not 
unreasonable for our readers to 
dislike vulgarity. I was shocked 
to read the "s" word the morn- 
ing it was published and would 
not have printed it myself. 

1 don't want to read that 
word in my morning newspa- 
per, and I am not alone in that 
sentiment 

In the interest of hill dis- 
closure, I have been known 
to use both words frequently 
in conversation and Internet 
rants. Sorry, Grandma. 

But the fact that I, and 
many others, use these curses 
and others in speech does not 
make them worthy of being 
printed. Writing demands the 
b^l of human language, not 



the sludge at the bottom. 

Neidier the story nor the 
sign's statement would have 
been weakened had the Col- 
legian printed "s— -y." Every 
reader would have known 
what it meant and how the 
sign's writer felt. 

Granted, this is a college 
paper with standards and an 
audience different from your 
normal community publica- 
tion, but that doesn't mean we 
should setUe for what is com- 
mon.

Colorado's attack revolves around 
senior Ashley Nu'u. a player with 
whom K-State coach Suzie Priu is 
familiar.

327 assists ( 1 1 .98 per game) on the 
season. 

The Wildcats are led statistically 
by senior outside hitter Sandy Wer- 
ner and junior libero Angie Lastra 
Werner leads the team with 224 kills, 
and Lastra - who has 323 digs on the 
season - averages a Big 12-best 5.3 
digs per game.

A string of violent crimn in 
tchoob hat the nation wonder- 
ing about the motives behind 
tu^ attadcs 

"Unfortunately, there are 
a tot of different noaoni why 
people engage in thii kcind of 
violent behavior," taid Anthony 
lurich, profenor of marriage 
and family therapy, "There are 
u many complicated reaaoni, 
but there ii no *the' reason." 

The events began last 
Wednesday when a gunman 
took lix girls hostage In a Bai- 
ley, Colo., high Kltool The gun- 
man, Ouane Morrison, a 54- 
year-old man who was living 
out of his tnick, fatally shot one 



of the hostages before talcing his 
owntife. 

IVo days later in Cazenovia, 
Ws, 15-year-old high school 
fretiunan Eric Hainstock, alleg- 
edly shot and klUed hit princi- 
pal. ]ohn Klang, 49, a day alter 
Klang punished him for having 
tobacco. Hainstock complained 
about being teased and bullied 
by other students. 

On Monday, Charles Ctrl 
Roberts IV became the third 
gunman to amult a school In 
lesg than a week when he at- 
tacked a small one- room Amish 
school in Lancaster County, Pa 
Roberts tied together 10 female 
hostages l>efore allegedly open- 
ing Fire on them and then killing 
himself 

"Since I plan on becoming 



a teacher, the recent attacks 
have left me wondering if otu* 
schools are really safe," IGm- 
berile MeClellan, junior in mc- 
ondaiy education, said. "I alto 
wonder how aityone could ever 
do something as horrible as go- 
ing into a school and killing the 
children inside." 

When students are the at- 
tacken In cases of violence In 
schools. It is common (or the 
attacker to have felt victimized 
by their classmates prior to the 
incident, lurich said They feel 
violence is a way for them to 
even the score with their bully- 
ing classmates 

"We know because of re- 
search and investigation into 
cases that when we're talking 
about students who commit 



those kinds of crimes in schools, 
many times they are students 
that have been bullied," said )Lm 
Rodman, Greenbush Director 
of Crisis Intervention for par- 
ticipating school districts at the 
Southeast Kansas Education 
Service Center. "They feci it's 
their only way of recourse." 

When school violence b 
brought on by an Intruder who 
is not a student, as in the coses 
in Pennsylvania and Colorado, 
there is nu way to profile the si- 
te ckers. 

'These cases vary so much 
that you can't really set up a 
profile," said Michelle Bemitler, 
assistant professor in sociology, 
anlhrupology and social work. 
"The only thing that we have 
found almost across the board 



in di^e types of cases is that the 
attacker is male" 

One possible reason these 
attackers take part in thoe vio- 
lent crimes is because it gives 
them recognition and fymess, 
)urich said. 

"These people may feel that 
life is unfair or people are unfair 
to them," }urich said. 'They are 
somebody who feels disenfran- 
chised, who feeU the only way 
to feel recognized or like the 
score is evened Is to do some- 
thing very violent." 

Schools have taken a num- 
ber of different precautions to 
ensure the srfety of their stu- 
dents. School buildings are 
more secure, often with metal 
detectors, making it more dif- 
ficult for students to bring In 



weapons. Many schools also 
are adopting policies requiring 
dear backpacks and uniforms 
and providing different anti- 
buliylng, mentoring and educa- 
tional programs to help prevent 
violent beiiavior, Rodman said. 

Even though there seems to 
have been a large amount of 
violence in schools In the past 
week, parents should not worry 
about sending their dilldrm to 
school, Rodman said. 

"Schools are stlU a very stfe 
place," Rodman said "We've 
had three episodes in the last 
week, but we mutt remember 
there are literally thousands 
of schools In the United States 
with millions of students who 
have been going to school all 
week with no problems." 



Citizens, officials discuss freedom 
of government information

Are we safer in the dark? 

This was tlie title question 
posed at a forum on freedom 
o( government information at 
the Manhattan Public Library 
Thursday night. 

Sponsored )}y the Kansas 
Humanities Council and the 
KSU Institute for Civic Dis- 
eours* and Democracy, the 
forum is the first in a series, 
titled "Democracy Dialogues 
2006," to take place throughout 
Kansas in the next month Last 
night's forum was designed to 
gauge public opinion on the 
availability of govemment doc- 
uments and decre<isin|i; privacy 
in the modem technological 
era. 

A group of atxiut 1 5 people 
from the Manhattan area at- 
tended the forum, including 
Manhattan Mayor Bruce Snead 
and Riley County Police Direc* 
tor Mike Watson 

Dunna Scbenck- Hamlin, 
ICDD associate and assisilant 
to the Dean of KSU Libraries 
for Grants and Special Proj 
ects, acted as the facilitator for 
the discussion, beginning with 
a 20-minutc clip frum a recent 
teleconference on the federal 
Freedom of Infumialiun Act. 

The clip showed tliree sto- 
ries pulled from local news sta- 



tions around the country The 
first showed the story of a New 
Orleans reporter who, in the af- 
termath of Hurricane Katrina. 
requested govemment informa- 
tion on chemicals that might 
have leaked into the (loodwa- 
ters. He wasn't provided the 
information until months taler 

The second addressed a 
school district that refused 
to release information on the 
criminal records of district 
volunteers. The final clip was 
about the construction of a 
natural gas pipeline in a small 
Pennsj'lvania town. The pipe- 
line's route was protected in- 
formation during construction, 
causing residents to worry the 
pipeline would run through 
their yards. Following the clips, 
the discussion began. 

Snead explained some of 
the difficulties citizens can face 
when trying to access govem- 
ment records 

"With a lot of govemment 
employees, they may know the 
speciflc infomiation you want 
to know, but they won't tell you 
unless you ask for a specific 
document," he said. 

Snead also talked about 
how some private documents 
can become public record 

"For instance, if I refer to a 
document in a City Commis- 
sion meeting, it becomes public 
record," Snead said. "Even if no 
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one else has seen it, it becomes 

accessible" 

Watson commented on the 
extreme openness of public re- 
cords in Florida 

"We have to be careful when 
sending infomiation about in- 
vestigations to Ron da, because 
even things like active investi- 
gations are public record down 
there," Watson said. "If you 
were a dmg dealer in Florida, 
you could go into the police 
station and flnd out if you were 
under investigation. 

"The question becomes. 
What degree of gray do we 
want?' Because nobody wants 
it all one way or the other." 

(essica Boeckman, reddent 
of Riley County, attended the 
forum with her 15-year-old 
son as part of his community 
involvement requirement for 4- 
H 

"We all want to know a little 
about our neighbors, whether 
they're dangerous, what secrets 
they're keeping, but we also 
want to protect ourselves and 
our infomiation," Boeckman 
said "We have to give up some 
privacy, but where do you draw

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WIC I Proposed changes align packages with dietary guidelines, increase variety to suit diverse clientele

Dietary Guidelines. 

While nutritionists seem 
to like thi« change, the dairy 
and egg industries announced 
some concern. 

"The proposed rule lim- 
its opUoni for milk substitu- 
tion within the dairy group, 
which may make il difficult 
for women and children to 
correct some nutrient defi- 
ciencies," said Kim Polzin. 
vice president of consumer 
communications of Midwest 
Dairy Council. 

She said, according to the 
2005 Dietary Guidelines Ad- 
visory Committee Report, the 
dairy group is a key contribu- 
tor of dietary calcium and a 
substantial contributor of vi- 
tamin A, potassium and mag- 
nesium. 

• "For children. USDA ac- 
knowledges that dairy is a 
superior nutrient source for 
bone health," Polzin said 

Yet Keltum thinks six gal- 
lons of milk are too much for 
her. 

"And most people don't 
even drink as much milk and 
don't eat much cheese, either," 
she said 

Polzin said both the Di- 
etary Guidelines and the 
WIC program still recog- 
nize the importance of dairy 
foods in healthy diets. The 
proposed changes will make 



the WIC packages for clients 
age 2 years and older more 
consistent with the dietary 
guidelines for Americans by 
"including foods from each 
basic food group and allow- 
ing some variety and choice 
within food groups, as well 
as providing fruits and veg- 
etables and therefore promot- 
ing the consumption of whole 
fruits and vegetables." KDHE 
specialist Heideman said. 

Polzin said the proposed 
WIC food packages "empha- 
size food groups to be en- 
couraged for a healthy diet. 
including three daily servings 
of dairy foods for most wom- 
en in the program and two 
daily servings for children un- 
der age 5, plus adding more 
fruits, vegetables and whole 
grains" 

The proposal will reduce 
saturated fat, cholesterol, 
total fat, and, in some food 
packages, calories. 

Nutritionists like Sandra 
B. Procter, coordinator in the 
Department of Human Nutri- 
tion, know there is some con- 
cern on the side of the tradi- 
tional WIC packaging, but the 
rules for milk and alternatives 
are still within the recom- 
mended guidelines for chil- 
dren Procter said research 
has shown the level, which 
would be provided through 
the new packages, still would 
be adequate for children's 



well-being. 

"It is necessary that, in or- 
der to stay within the same 
cost as always, the WIC food 
package will allow less in 
some areas or food groups in 
order to increase allowances 
in others - namely, the fruit 
and vegetable groups and in 
whole grains, pariicularly." 
Procter said. 

Heideman added that 
the features of the proposed 
changes will make the pack- 
ages appeal to a diverse popu- 
lation of WIC clients. 

Further, ther« will be 
changes in the possibility of 
substituting milk with tofu 
and soy -products The new 
rules decrease the amount of 
cheese allowed for substitu- 
tion of milk and, on the other 
hand, allow a WIC receiver 
to substitute tofu or fortified 
soy-based beverages for milk 

Polzin said the 2003 Di- 
etary Guidelines state that 
milk alternatives within the 
dairy food group, like yogurt 
and lactose -free milk, are the 
easiest and most reliable way 
for those sensitive to lactose 
to get the health benefits as- 
sociated with milk and milk 
products. However, Heide- 
man sees a good option in the 
proposed changes to allow 
soy-based beverages and tofu. 

"This change provides the 
WIC Program more flexibil- 
ity to meet the cultural needs

of WIC clients and allows a 
greater variety and choice for 
WIC clients," he said 

Polzin is concerned that 
tofu cannot adequately re- 
place all the dairy nutrients. 

"Availability of a variety 
of dairy options, such as yo- 
gurt and cheese, would more 
fully bring the WIC package 
into a^eemeni with the Di- 
etary Guidelines, while also 
responding to calls for foods 
that meet cultural preferenc- 
es," she said. 

Nutritionists have been 
looking and hoping for the 
proposed changes for a long 
time. 

"This is a much-needed, 
long-awaited opportunity for 
some very positive changes to 
be made in the diets of a very 
vulnerable part of our popu- 
lation," Procter said. 

She said the suggested 
changes are quite reasonable, 
because the way people ate 
in the 19703 is different from 
how they eat today. When 
the WIC packages started in 
1974, there was an emphasis 
on juice and milk rather than 
on real fruits and vegetables, 
but this is not a helpful bal- 
ance for children, according 
to latMt research. 

Further, nutrition research 
has identified several ways 
Americans can improve their 
food choices since the 1970s, 
so WIC food guidelines need- 



ed to be updated. 

"It seems only right that 
we allow everyone access 
to those healthier choices," 
Procter said. She thinks food 
p«ckages needed to include 
fresh fruits because they, as 
well as whole grains, provide 
more benefits for children. 

Heideman agrees. 

"The proposed changes 
make the WIC food packages 
more consistent with the 2005 
Dietary Guidelines for Ameri- 
cans by reducing the fat, es- 
pecially saturated fat content 
of the food packages while 
increasing whole grains and 
adding fruits and vegetables," 
he said. 

Procter suggested thinking 
about what people learned 
about health and food within 
the last 30 years. 

"The National Dairy Coun- 
cil and the Midwest Dairy 
Council have a long history of 
working collaboratively with 
state and local WIC programs 
to conduct nutrition educa- 
tion," Polzin said. "We look 
forward to continuing this ef- 
fort." 

Each month about 8 mil- 
lion participants are provided 
for by WIC. This created fed- 
eral food costs of $3,6 billion 
in Fiscal Year 2005 Children 
arc the largest category of 
WIC participants. To be eligi- 
ble for WIC, one has to meet 
certain categorical, residen- 



tial and income requirements, 
and be at a nutritional risk, lb 
apply, conUct the WIC State 
or a local agency serving and 
schedule an appointment 
to determine eligibility. The 
program is available in all SO 
states. 

In addition to the food 
packages, WIC offers nutri- 
tion education and referrals 
to health and other social 
services to participants at no 
charge.

"Sam's Tbwn" is the The Killere' 
follow-up to 2004's "Hot Puss," which 
sold Sve million copies woridwide 
The altemative-synth rock quartet 
appeared on the season premiere of 
"Saturday Ni^l Live" on Saturday, 
and performed on "Jimmy Kimmel 
Live" Tuesday, Wednesday and Thurs- 
day nights. 

The album already has peaked

Brandon Rowers, lead singer and 
keyboardist, is confident in the band's 
latest effort He was quoted in the Oc- 
tober edition of Giant magazine as 
saying •Sam's Town" will be "one of 
the best albums in the past 20 years." 

The album's title comes 6om Sam's 
Town Hotel and Gambling Halt, a 
hotel and casino in the band's home- 
town of Las Vegas. The title track, 
which opens the album, has lyrics

Flowers has undergone a make- 
over since 'Hot Pu»" by trading in 
his baby-faced, eyeliner image for a 
mustache and darker clothing.

That is because he found 
out from the media, rather 
than from coach Ron Prince. 

"It was a little awkward. 
Normally a coach will sit you 
down." Freeman said 

"Learning it from the<me- 
dia. I was a little bit puzzled, 
wondering if it was true or 
not." 

Freeman received official 
word from the coaching staff 
the next day, when coaches 
told Freeman he would re- 
place senior quarterback 
Dylan Meier. 

"1 came in to watch fllm. 
and they said they were be- 
hind me 100 percent," he 
said 

'1 got a little nervous, but 
that died down I've started 
to prepare the best I can." 

Tbe quarterback switch 
comes at a time when the 
Wildcats' offense has strug- 
gled, scoring just nine points 
in the last two games with 
Meier as the starter. 

Meier has completed 69 of 
136 passes on the season and 
has fewer touchdowns (three) 
than interceptions (four). 

"It's not the way 1 had it 
planned; it's not the way I 
would have scripted it to go,"

Prince said he is hopeful 
that Freeman's arm strength-

"Defenses want to come 
in and stop the run first, and 
if they do that, we have to 
be able to get the ball to our 
play-makers on the outside," 
Prince said, "and that's really 
what this is about: our ability 
to be able to deal with one- 
on-one coverage on the out- 
side and to have a legitimate 
chance to put the ball in a 



number of places on the field 
plays a factor in that." 

In the second half, Free- 
man demonstrated the ability 
to throw the ball deep against 
Baylor, completing passes of 
55 yards and 68 yards. 

He said he believes Evince 
will give him the opportunity 
to prove his ability and won't 
coddle him. 

"He didn't put me in the 
driver's seat so that he could 
throttle it off," Freeman said 
"He's trying to loosen it up." 

Though Prince might try 
to loosen up the offense, he 
certainly does not want to do 
so at the expense of turning 
over the ball. 

Freeman threw three in- 
terceptions in the second half 
of the Baylor game, including

"It's just a matter of doing 
smart things with the foot- 
ball," Freeman said. 

Freeman said since the 
announcement was made 
that he would start, he has 
received an overwhelming 
amount of support from his 
teammates 

Many of them are confi- 
dent in his ability and trust 
Prince's judgment, saying the 
decision wouldn't have been 
made if Prince didn't believe 
Freeman could handle the 
job, 

"1 agree with whatever it 
takes to win the ball game," 
senior linebacker Brandon 
Archer said "Ultimately, if 
he helps us out, then it's the 
right move "

Oklahoma Stale coach 
Mike Gundy knows the story 
of the rookie head coach and 
the team struggling to find 
its identity. A year ago, it was 
his. 

When the Cowboys visit 
Snyder Family Stadium on 
Saturday, Gundy will be 
across the field from the 2006 
edition, featuring Ron Prince 
and the K-State WildcaU. 

The Cowboys finished 4-7 
in Gundy's first season, but 
they have shown marked 
improvement through four 
games this year. Earlier this 
week. Gundy spoke about the 
challenges of implementing a 
new system and the improve- 
ments he's seen in his second 
season. 

"No matter what you do on 
offense, whether you're a two- 
back team or a spread, 1 think 
the most important thing is 
that you understand your phi- 
losophy, and you take care of 
the football," Gundy said. 

"1 think the difference for 
our offense this year is we're 
running the ball better, we 
have better quarterback play 
with Bobby (Reid), and we're 
taking care of the football for 
the most part." 

Reid, who completed just 
48 percent of his passes a year 



ago, leads the Big 12 Confer- 
ence in passing efficiency this 
season. The sophomore from 
Houston also has rushed for 
147 yards. 

Reid's favorite target has 
been wide receiver Ad an us 
Bowman, a North Carolina 
transfer who leads the Cow- 
boys with 15 catches. Bow- 
man averages 25.6 yards per 
reception, tops in the nation 

D'Juan Woods, the Cow- 
boys' leading receiver from 
a year ago, has eight catches 
this season. 

"The receivers (the Cow- 
boys) have are pretty good," 
K- State freshman comerback 
Josh Moore said. "It makes 
me more excited knowing 
that they're going to come at 
me." 

Oklahoma State's rushing 
attack ranlcs third in the Big 
12, led by running back Mike 
Hamilton. Dantrell Savage, a 
junior-college transfer who 
Prince calls the Cowboys' "se- 
cret weapon," enters the game 
averaging nearly 10 yards per 
carry. 

The Cowboy offensive line 
is anchored by right tackle 
Corey Hilliard, who Rrince 
compared to Leonard Davis 
of the Arizona Cardinals 

"They have a right tackle 
that I think will be a major 
factor in the game," Prince 
said. "1 think he is a very elite

When K-State plays Okla- 
homa State this Saturday, 
there will be a number of 
changes to its roster 

The 18-year-old Josh Free- 
man now will be starting at 
quarterback. A few yards be- 
hind him will be another true 
freshman, Leon Patton, start- 
ing at running back Red -shirt 
freshman Brock Unruh, who 
wasn't even second-string 
when the season began, will 
become the third Wildcat to 
start at right guard this year. 

Coach Ron Prince is trying 
anything to spark an offensive 
unit that has been one of the 
worst in recent K-State histo- 
ry. The Wildcats have scored 
101 points in their first five 
garnet. They haven't started 
a season this poorly since 
1989, when their record was 
1-10. 

Here is a sequence of 
changes that must happen for 
K-State to have an effective 
offense: 



THE FREEMAN FACTOR 

This offense needs a play- 
maker ~ someone it can 
rely on to make something 
happen when things break 
down. 

Dylan Meier's arm strength

"We've had a significant

Prince said, "If you're ever

K-State hasn't had anyone 
who can throw a pass like 
that since the days when Ell 
Roberson ruamed the back- 
fteld The problem now is 
that the early Freeman looks 
even more erratic than the 
early Roberson did.

The K-State offense has let 
too many opportunities slip 
away. 



In the last two games, the 
Wildcats have scored a to- 
tal of three points from nine 
drives making it into the 
opponent's territory. Three 
times they have stopped 
themselves by turning over 
the ball. 

The lack of offense has put 
overwhelming expectations 
on the defense. 

"If we don't let them score, 
then we can win the game," 
defensive end Rob Jackson 
said. "So we have to play that 
much harder on defense if 
we're not going to have any 
help from the offense."

fense intercepted eight passes 
and had 21 sacks Through 
five games this year, the 
Wildcats have six intercep- 
tions and 16 sacks.

Newspapers offer partial neutrality, compactness to compete with word-of-mouth sources

As a freshman undergraduate many 
moons ago, I enrolkd in the journalism pro 
gram at Indiana University. 

There are vari- 
ous reasons a person mi^t 
enroll in a journalism pro- 
gram Mine was the four-to 
one female male 
ratio. But alas, 
my career as a 
journalism student 
lasted just one 
semester. Sure there 
' were plenty of girls 

I here, but at some point, I recognized 
you need two things to gel such a 
gtrl - proximity and skills Being 
a little shurt of the second, 1 left 
the journalism school and wandered to 
an unknown part of campus, where the 
fnnalemalc ratio had suddenly inverted. 

During my lime with journalism. 
though, I learned to write with objectiv- 
ity. The term was discussed as if to mean 
the precision of a scientific standard. But 
what docs it mean to write objectively? Do 
newspapers produce news with absolute 
objectivity, and why do journalists aspire to 
be objective in the first place? 

To write objectively means to write with- 
out bias, (t is my contention thai we do not 
receive absolute objectivity from any news- 
paper in the world Implicit in each news 
writer's choice of material and presentation 
it an innate human bias One example is the 
Dick Cheney hunting story 1*11 give you an 
atccount of the story that closely approxi- 
mates absolute objectivity 

"Members of Species A were trying to kill 
iltembers of Species B, One member of Spe- 
i ies A accidentally wounded another member 
( f Species A. The efforts of Species A to kill 
5 pecies B were abruptly hailed, likely sparing 
I lultiple members of Species B." 

Of course, previous news accounts of this 
i icidcnt were much more concerned with 
t le status of Cheney's fallen hunting partner. 
I lence, il is clear newspapers cannot sinml- 
t tneously reflect human values and maintain 
( bjectivity in any absolute sense. However, 
newspapers generally attain some degree of

objectivity conditional upon a set of basic hu- 
man values 

But why do journalists practice, even hold 
as an ideal, any degree of objectivity? 

After thinking about the question for a 
while, I reasoned that people have trsdilion 
ally switched between formal news media and 
good old word-of-mouth. 

In terms of profitability, il is in the interest 
of the news industry to differentiate its prod- 
uct from this informal competitor. The news 



industry does so by oflering compactness and 
some degree of objectivity. The first allows 
people to access many different stories at the 
flip of a page (rather than talking to dozens of 
people). 

The second allows people to receive news 
items without a lot of exaggeration or human 
error Ln other words, people value objectiv- 
ity to an extent, because it allows them to 
interpret the news more consistently and with 
more meaning 



However, people want al least one more 
thing in reading a newspaper - a reflection of 
their values in the choice and framing of sto- 
ries. This is, of course, where objectivity must 
end. Hence, it appears to be the reader who 
has the final word in establishing the nature 
and limitations of journalistic standards.

more influential than any 
adult bestseller could hope 
to be. 

As a society that believes 
the future is in the hands of 
our children, it's about time 
we give credit to a genre 
that so masterfully molds 
their imaginations, emo- 
tions, hopes and goals. 

Children's literature on 
its own might be powerful, 
but its power is only magni- 
fied when a child experienc- 
es it under the guidance of 
an adult who cherishes and 
understands the mystery, 



the meaning and the morals 
it contains. 

This program wiU train 
adults to understand these 
"simple" works that inspire 
complex learning and devel- 
opment in children. 

The more adults un- 
derstand the multifaceted 
nature of these works, the 
more children will be en- 
gulfed by literature in the 
present and f6r years to 
come. 

This new concentration 
will change society and pos- 
itively influence academia.

Midterm elections are ap- 
proaching, and many campus 
organizations are working to 
increse voter awareness. 

The KSU College Repub- 
licans will bring in various 
speakers to address issues at 
the forefrant of the upcom- 
ing elections at 8 tonight on 
the second floor of the 
K-Sute Student Union. 

Guests include local can- 
didates Bob Strawn and Dick 
Miller, both Republican can- 
didates for the Kansas House 
of Representatives. 

Strawn is running against 
Democrat Sydney Carlin, 
and Miller faces Democrat 
Tbm Hawk. 

Ann Ryun, wife of Rep. 
Jim Rytm, R-Kan., and Ron 
Freeman, father of K-State 
foo&all quarterback )osh 
PrMRian and executive di- 
rector for the Republican 
party, also will speak. 

This week Alpha Phi Al- 
pha fraternity will have a 
voter registration drive and 
a political awareness cam- 
paign known as "A voteless 
people is a hopeless people," 
said Careem Gladney, vice 
president of Alpha Phi Al- 
pha. 

The campaign was initi- 
ated as a national program 
of the fraternity during the 
1930s, when African- Ameri- 
cans had the right to vote 
but were discouraged from 



doing so, Gladney said. 

"Since 20O6 is an election 
year, we want to make sure 
that we are doing all that we 
can to gel our K-State com- 
munity involved and regis- 
tered to vote," he said. 

"Our goal is to have be- 
tween 350-400 students, fac- 
ulty and visitors to Kansas 
State registered to vote by 
the end of the week." 

There will be a voter reg- 
istration table set up from 9 
a.m. to 2 p.m. today through 
Friday in the Union, Glad- 
ney said. 

"Voting is power," he said. 
"There should be some sig- 
nificance in why you are 
voting. Students must under- 
stand the dynamics of what 
they are trying to change" 

Various organizations 
on campus will participate 
in this event, including the 
KSU Young Democrats and 
the Black Student Union 

"We are all working to- 
wards a common goal for 
people to vote and be edu- 
cated on the issues, regard- 
less what candidiate they are 
voting for," Gladney said. 

Aaron Apel, president of 
Young Democrats, said the 
group will participate in "A 
voteless people is a hopeless 
people" with Alpha Phi Al- 
pha. 

Young Democrats will fa- 
cilitate a panel called "Voting 
Rights Awareness" at 7 p.m. 
Oct 17 in the Little Theatre, 
said Mark Nelson, vice pres- 



ident of Young Democrats. 

At the panel, student 
leaders will express the im- 
portance of knowing one's 
rights as a voter, Nelson 
said. 

Young Democrats mem- 
bers also are creating pam- 
phlets to distribute to stu 
dents before the elections to 
inform them about the can- 
didates, Apel said. 

Pat Bosco, dean of stu- 
dent life, said it is important 
for students to vote and bt 
educated about candidates 

"In this day in age, with 
increases in tuition and the 
reduction of support (or 
higher institution we get 
from the Legislature, stu- 
dents need to be informed 
about important issues when 
it comes to voting," he said 

Students also arc becom- 
ing moi« active in the cam- 
paign process tor individual 
candidates, Ben Davis, presi- 
dent of College Republicans, 
said. 

"We have students help- 
ing put out yard signs, pass 
out literature and also get- 
ting involved with national 
campaigns, such as Con- 
gressman Jim Ryun," Davis 
said. 

Davis said voting affects 
students' lives on both na- 
tional and local levels. 

"Eventually, a lot of us 
will be nmning for office or 
in leadership positions, and 
a lack of interest for votiiig 
will not benefit," he said.

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"ew quarterback Josh Freeman was as 
advertised in his first career start, but 
the other true freshman in the backfield 
almost upstaged him in K-State's thrilling 31-27 
come-from -behind victory Saturday over Okla- 
homa State. 

Leon Patton, a freshman running back from 
Cedar Hill, Texas, who was virtually unknown 
to most of those in attendance, totaled 151 yards 
and a touchdown on the ground, and also scored 
on a 95-yard kickoff return. 

Patton displayed the type of big- play ability 
the Wildcats (4-2 overall, 1-1 Big 12) have need- 
ed, finishing with 301 all purpose yards, includ- 
ing six plays from scrimmage that went for 12 or 
more yards. 

After the game, Patton said he surprised even 
himself with how well he played, but he was 
quick to credit his teammates. 

"They just created the holes, and 1 hit them," 
he said. "1 had a great day, because our offense, 
as a whole, had a great day." 

Trailing 27-17 with 4 25 to play in the game, 
the Wildcats were forced to turn to Freeman to 
bring them back. After throwing only six passes 
in the first three quarters. Freeman engineered a 
six-play, 92 -yard drive that ended with a Patton 
one-yard touchdown run to put the score at 27- 
24, 

Coach Ron Prince elected not to attempt the 
onside kick, putting pressure on his defense 
to force a punt. The defense responded, giving 
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K-State the ball back with 1 :54 to play 

"Qosh) was calm like he was the whole game," 
offensive lineman Greg Wafford said "The coach- 
es just said, 'Do your job. Go make a play.'" 

Preeman took his coaches' advice, capping a 
quick 58-yard drive with a 21 -yard touchdown 
run that sent the crowd into a frenzy. 

"Adrenaline took over, and I just took off," 
Preeman said. "The line did a great job opening 
the middle up. (Jermaine) Moreira had a great 
block on that play, and anybody could have 
scored" 

The run gave the Wildcau a 31-27 lead, but 
certainly did not put the game out of reach for 
the Cowboys (3 2, 0-1 Big 12). 

Oklahoma State quarterback Bobby Reid, 
who threw for 138 yards and two touchdowns, 
threw four separate passes to the end zone from 
inside the K-State 30-yard line, but none found 
the hands of his receivers. 

The final throw was intercepted by safety 
Marcus Watts, the last of several game-changing 
plays Watts made. 

"We're always confident," WatU said. "We 
knew we could give them the short stuff if they 




wanted to take it. They tried to get some deep 
stuff on us, but some players made big plays, and 
that's something we credit our defense with is 
we're playmakers." 

The defense was sound, but the play of K- 
State's two newest - and youngest - stars was 
the story of the game 

After leading the Wildcats back from a 10- 
point deficit in the final quarter by completing 
6-of-9 passes for 128 yards; it caused some of 
Freeman's teammates to doubt whether he was 
really a true freshman.

Manhattan is cooking. 

"We get called out for fires 
about three or lour times a day," 
I'rancit said. 

TT>e NFPA recommends 
ihese cooking safety tips: 

■ I^y attention to your cooking 
Stay in the kitchen when frying, 
grilling, brailing or boiling any 
food. 

■ If you must leave the kitchen, 
even for a short period, mm off 
(he stove. 

■ When you ate baking or sim- 
tnering food, use a timer and 
stay in the home, 

■ If young children arc around. 
use the back bumera if possible 

■ When cooking, wear clothing 



with tight -fitting sleeves. 
■ Once you are finished cook- 
ing, remember to turn off all 
burners and ovens. 

Cooking is the leading cause 
of home fires and injury, but 
cigarettes, electrical equipment, 
candles and heating equipment 
also are serious fire hazards. 

Smoking is the leading cause 
of fire- related deaths in the 
United States, lb reduce the 
risk of fire, smokers can use 
designated smoking areas out- 
side the home, use deep, sturdy 
ashtrays, and smoke away from 
anything flammable. 

Francis said the start of win- 
ter is the busiest time for fire- 
fighters. Many people are un- 
aware that they need to check 



their furnaces and chimneys 
before using them. Francis said. 

The observation of Fm Pre- 
vention Wfcek started in 1871 
after a fire damaged much of 
Chicago on Oct 9 of that year 
Ever since, fiic departments na- 
tionwide have taken action the 
week of Oct. 9, R-ancis said. 

Pire departments use this 
week to visit elementary schools 
and teach students about the 
importance of fire safety 

Summer Lunsway, Manhat- 
tan resident, said it is vital for 
children to know fire safety. 

"1 think the biggest part of it 
is the public relations and get- 
ting children to know that the 
firefighters are here for them." 
Lunsway said.

literature was established to 
accommodate faculty strengths 
and the hi^ student demand 
for children's literature classes 

K-State became the first Big 
12 Conference school and the 
10th U.S. imtversity to oflier 
this type of graduate program, 
said Philip Nel in a press re- 
lease. Nel b an associate pro- 
fessor of English and director 
of the new graduate program. 

Some think children's lit- 
erature is too simple to study, 
especially at a graduate level. 

"It is fun to take children's 
literattuv seriously," Nel said. 
"Though the works' intended 
readers may have less height 
and vocabulary than adults do, 
children's literature is as much 
an art form as literature for 
grown-ups." 

Nel said the prc»gram is 
open to anyone interested in 
children's literature. He said he , 
predicts the new program will I 
bring more graduate students 
to K- State, specifically students 
in the fields of education and 
library science. 

"We're the only university , 
within 500 miles to offer an ( 
MA in English with a concen- 
tration in children's literature," 



Nel said. "So we're filling a 
need not only for the people 
of Karuas but for others in the 
region who are interested in 
graduate stutty in children's Ut- 
erature." 

Melissa Glaser, graduate 
student in the program, said 
she decided to join it because 
her favorite part of teaching is 
reading with children. 

Glaser is interested in pur- 
suing a doctorate in children's 
literature so she can be a pro- 
fessor of children's literature. 

"1 am also interested in 
working in the education field 
- with teachers, parents and 
chUdren - as w^U as in the pub- 



Uc sector - libraries, commu- 
nis service/outreach," Glaser 
said "1 believe that knowledge 
of children's literature offers a 
number of possibilities." 

Undergraduate students 
will be eligible to enroll in any 
of the new 600- level classes. 
HowevCT, any class over the 
600- level is restricted to gradu- 
ate students only 

The new graduate program 
brings hope to the Department 
of English, Nel said. 

"We hope that the graduate 
program will make an under- 
graduate certificate (in chil- 
dren's literature) possible," he 
said.

Whether a club member has 
been flying for a few months 
like Kaufmann, or more than a 
decade like himself, Jones said 
the Plying Club is a saiety-ori- 
ented organization fur all pilots 
Checks on new membcn' driv- 



ing records and annual check- 
outs with flight instructors to 
review emetgent^ procedures 
arc a few of the precautions the 
club takes. 

Beyond following the stan- 
dard safe^ precautions. Jones 
said the best pilots possess sev- 
eral traits that distinguish them 
from others. 

"I think that one of the thing3 
that makes a good pilot is one 
who's good analytically, who 
is able to understand a tittle bit 
about what's goifig on with the 
airplane and understands the 
systems involved," he said "Part 
of your training deab with that, 
but flying, tike so many other 
things that we do, is a continual 
learning process. 



"I think that a person who 
has that goal to just continu- 
ally learn more about it as they 
go along - that's a good trait 
to have." 

Dedicating the time and ef- 
fort required to become a pilot 
has many benefits, [ones said. 
Traveling, especially long dis- 
tances, Is faster and does not 
require booking an airline 
ticket months in advance. Pas- 
sengers on a private plane also 
do not have to deal with the 
congestion common at many 
airports after the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks. 

While each club mem- 
ber has a different reason for 
wanting to learn to fly, Jones 
said he is still motivated by the

Luckily, with The Departed," 
Scorsese returns to the crime gerue 
that includes his best films, and it's 
about damn time 

The cast is incredible, down to 
even the small«t supporting role, the 
story is anything but predictable, a 
rarity in Hollywood these days, and 
the music, which includes songs from 
The Rolling Stones and The Drop- 
kick Murphys, helps drive the film 
from its gripping opening through its 
explosive firjish. 

"The Departed," a remake of 
the Hong Kong film "Infernal Af- 
fairs,' follows the story ol two 
Massachusetts State Police officers 
on opposite sides of the law, Billy 
Coatigan (Leonardo DiCaprio) is 
an undercover agent working for 
Irish -mob boss Frank Costello (Jack 
Nk^olson). Colin Sullivan (Matt 
Damon) is a rising star in the Special 
Investigations Unit who also happens 
to be one of Costello's informants As 
each side realizes it has a mole in its 
midst, lies unravel, hidden identities 
are revealed, and plenty ol innocent 
victims die in the process. 

In n^ mind, DiCaprio has never 
Rally escaped the image of the an-

Damon a e<iually impressive as 
the detective with an immaculate ri- 
sami. His confidence slowly unravels 
throughout the movie as the weight 
of being a double agent comes down 
from both sides 

After a couple of comedic roles, 
Nicholson plays a villain again, and 
it would be hard to ask for a better 
result He finds time to snort cocaine 
oS of hookers and confront clergy 
men about their relationships with 
altar boys, all while growing increas- 
ingly paranoid of the loyalty of his 
employees. He's the pure embodi- 
ment of evil, but he's charismatic and 
entertaining enough to be charming 
and terrifying at the same time. 

There's no shortage of big names 
in the supporting cast either Martin 
Sheen and Mark Wahlberg both 
bring their "A" games, but Alec 
Baldwin easily steals every scene 
he's in. Pay special attention to hk 
monologue describing to Damon the 
benefits of marriage. The colorful dia- 
logue makes every scene enjoyable, 
no matter how irrelevant it might 
seem at the time. 

At 149 minutes, one could as 
sume Scorsese is still frying to pack 
too much into a film, but fortunately, 
that's not the case. Every scene ei- 
ther advances the plot or adds to 
the development of some of the best 
characters Scorsese has put on the 
screen in the past decade. Best of all, 
the ending will surprise you, but not 
in a cheap, predictable way that's all- 
too-common in movies these days. 

Anyone who reminisces of the 



time Scorsese pumped out 
brilliant crime dramas like 
"Goodfellas " and "Casino- 
can breathe a sigh of relief 
The Departed" isn't his 
best film, but topping 
"Goodfellas" is asiung a 
lot 

At its worst, "The 
I>eparted*' is enjoy- 
able enough to rec- 
ommend to anyone 
who enjoys crime 
films At its best, 
it represents yet another 
shot at the best director Oscar that's 
evaded Scorsese for his entire career,

Davis spoke Monday evening in 
Forum Hall as part of (he national 
"Coming Out" week. She is a trans- 
gendered person and has been out 
as one since 1998. 

She was introduced by Kyle 
MaJone, co-chatr of the Union Pro- 
gram Council 

"Debra Davis is dedicated to sup- 
port advocacy and education and 
has won many awards because of 
H" Malone said. "She was one of the 
first people to be transgendered and 
work with children successfully, as 
she is a retired high school librar- 
ian." 

Davis took the stage and spoke 
to a crowd of about 70 people, and 
she used her energetic personality to 
describe her life. 

"Being transgendered is a lifetime 



process," she said. "1 feet that being 
so is only a small piece of who I am, 
and it can get blown out of propor- 
tion." 

Davis, the executive director of 
the Gender Education Center, de- 
scribed the term "tramgender" as "a 
broad term used to encompass all 
manifestations of crossing gender 
barriers . It includes all who cross- 
dress or otherwise transgress gender 
norms and all others who wish to 
belong." 

She explained there is a differ- 
ence between sexual orientation and 
gender identity. 

"Sexual orientation is about 
who you love, and gender identity 
is about who you believe you are," 
Davis said "We don't line up how 
society wants us to, and a majority 
of society can't differentiate between 
the two" 

Davis said there are many com- 
mon traits among transgendered 
people, like always feeling different, 
feeling ashamed about their secret, 
and having a first memory of dress-

ing in clothn of the other gender 
She also Mid many believe they are

"I took a look at the gay box, 
which I believed to be a man attract^

said 

An overwhelming majority of 
transgendered Individuals are closet 
crossdressers, Davis said. Many do 



so in the privacy of their homes, and 
23 percent of their partners don't 
know. 

"1 had many boxes of tools in 
my garage, and many people didn't 
know that they didnt contain any 
tools," she said. "They actually con- 
tained some pretty interesting stuS."

Bush has made national security 
a key issue in the midterm Congiet- 
sional elections, and Democrats said 
North Korea's success in raising the 
siaka in the nuclear standofi wis evi- 
dence that Bush's policy was flavwd. 

The president called the leaders 
of South Korea, Russia, Japan and 
China, and he said each reaffirmed a 
corrunitment to a nuclear-free Korean 
peninsula At the United Nations, 
the United States proposed stiingent 
sanctions, including a trade ban on 
military and luxury items, the power 
to itupect all cargo entering or leaving 
the country, and freezing assets con- 
nected with its weapons pragrams. 

While concerned that North 
Korea could use a nuclear weapon 
offensively, the United States it 
equally worried about it selling nu- 
clear materials or weapons to oth- 
ers North Korea is believed to have 
enough Plutonium for as few as four 
and as many as a dozen nuclear 
bombs.

"This year we have some challeng- 
es," PitU said, 

Pitts addressed mechanical repairs, 
mostly air handlers in the Union, that 
need to be made He said money was 
set aside in 2000 for renovations, but 
the repairs were delayed for two years, 
and additional funds were collected. 
That money went toward infrastructure 
components, but the improvements 
were not outwardly visible to students, 
so the renovations were stopped, and 
the air handlers were left unfixed. 

"A small dent was made in the $40 
milUon worth of needs," Pitts said. 

The members of the committee 
passed a motion to allow an expendi- 



nire from the replacement and repairs 
account toward mechanical repairs. 

In addition, Pitts talked about need- 
ing upgrades in the Ughting and sound 
systems in the Grand Ballroom and 
Forum Mali in the Union. 

"At this point, we're seeking fiinds 
to pay for equipment to pay for the two 
rooms," be stld. 

However, the Union is in nego- 
tiations with Starbucks to change to a 
corporate store in the Union, he said. 

Due to financial decisions that de- 
pend on the agreement wth Starbucks, 
members will wait to d«:ide on the 
equipment upgrades for the rooms. 

Matt Wligner, chair of the commit- 
tee, said the utilities issue was more 



of a central administrative issue 
and would need to be worked out 
there. 

Bergin, director of SafeRide, dis- 
cussed financial changes that need 
to be made, like an increase in the 
emergency allocations and a fund- 
ing increase for next year. 

Bergin said there has been an 
increase in rides per night given by 
the program, which has been more 
efficient with its trips, especially 
with the new Aggievillc pick-up sta- 
tion. 

Bryan Cox, committee member, 
suggested doing a thorough study of 
the program due to different prob- 
lems with it. 



However, Gayle Spencer, adviser 
of Student Governing Association, 
said studies have been done in years 
past, and no other viable alterna- 
tives have been found to operate 
the system. 

Spencer said city commissioners 
have not supported SafeRide be- 
cause minors who have been drink- 
ing use it. 

Bergin said the university's Saf- 
eRide program seems to work bet- 
ter than programs at other Big 12 
univenities. 

"When you look at our program 
in comparison to other schools, our 
program is more appealing to stu- 
dents," he said

Kansans could face mild, wet conditions this winter

The National Weather Ser- 
vice's Climate Prediction Cen- 
ter has indicated weak El Niflo 
conditions in the Pacific Ocean 
likely will affect weather in Uie 
United States during the re- 
mainder of the year and into 
early 2007. 

For Kansas this could mean 
a mild, wet winter, said Mary 
Knapp, ciimatologist for the 
state of Kansas. 

Knapp, who is in charge of 
the Weather Data Library based 
in K-State Research and Exten- 
sion, said while stimmer 2006 
was hot, the month of July was 
only about two degrees higher 
than normal. The entire year 
was one of the warmest in Kan- 



sas, though, with the month of 
January about 20 degrees high- 
er than normal. 

Although tliis winter might 
be mild, Knapp said that does 
not mean Kansas will miss out 
on nippy winter weather. The 
winter will still bhi^ cold days, 
but the cold will not be as long 
or intense. 

El Niflo conditions, which 
include climate changes caused 
from temperature fluctuations 
in the ocean water, usually 
bring more precipitation dur- 
ing the wet winter, Knapp said, 
although the type of precipita- 
tion is unsure. 

Jim Shioyer, professor of 
agronomy, said this mild of 
weather might increase some of 
the diseases crops experience 
during the winter montfis.

"The mud part has me a 
little concerned," he said. "We 
usuaUy have more diseases per- 
sist into the fall and the winter 
and start up in the springtime. 1 
tike to see a little close to aver- 
age or a little less. The upside is 
the moisture, and the downside 
is the temperature" 

Shroyer said last year's win- 
ter was dry and warm, contrib- 
uting to an increased problem 
in the crops called the wheat 
stresJc mosaic, a viral disease. 
The cold winter months usu- 
ally slow down this disease, he 
said. But because of a warm 
winter last year, it continued 
to spread, especially in western 
Kansas 



•There were really pitifiil 
yields," he said. 

Mild winters also cause 
problems for the overall growth 
of wheat crops. 

"In a mild year, the wheat 
never went dormant, and that's 
a concern that I have," Shroyer 
said. "With above -normal tem- 
peratures, the wheat gets to be 
lush, and a rapid drop in tem- 
perature can huri the wheat 
plants." 

Walter Pick, associate pro- 
fessor of agronomy, said na- 
tive grasslands ore not afiected 
much by winter weather, but 
pastures with smooth brush 
or tall fracue ^'ass do have a 
change in growth 



Pick said pastures with 
smooth brush or taU fescue 
grass have a longer growing pe- 
riod when the weather remains 
mild. But Pick said there are no 
n^ative repercussions for this 
extended warmth, just longer 
growth periods. 

With a few years of warmer 
winters, people might start ask- 
ing questions about the con- 
nection with global worming, 
but Knapp said the answer to 
that question is still unknown

Easy-to-mix traditional Cuban cocktail makes resurgence in popularity

James Bond rarely enjoys 

an alcoholic drink other than 

his signature shaken vodka 

martini, so when 

he does indulge in 

a different beverage, 

people take notice. 

In "Die Another 
Day." Bond lounges by 
a seaside bar in Havana 
watching Halle Berry 
rising out of the ocean 
in her orange bikini, all 
while sipping an ice-cold 
mojito. 

The mojito is a tra- 
ditional Cuban cocktail 
first made in the 1900s 
The drink has become ex- 
tremely popular over the 
past few years, perhaps due 
to it being prominently fea- 
tured in movies like "Miami 
Vice," "The Pink Panther" 
and "Dirty Dancing: Havana 
Nights." 

"In the past two years, 
the mo)ito has become an 
increasingly popular drink, 
as evidenced by the growth 
in Internet searches for the 
drink recipe (a 70 percent in- 
crease since 20O4) and visits 
to um/w.bacardimojito.com 
(up 400 percent since 2004)." 
said Ray Crockett, media re- 
lations practitioner with the 
Coca-Cola Company. 

In March 2006, the Coca- 
Cola Company was the first 
business to bring a national 
mojito frozen mixer brand 
to the market with its popu- 
lar Bacardi Mixers, Crockett 
said. 

Bacardi even went so far 



as to make its version of the 
mojito the "Official Cock- 
tail of Miami Vice" Product 
placement aside, many fa- 
mous people and celebrities 
have endorsed the drink; 
even Ernest Hemingway was 
rumored to have been a big 
fan of (he drink, reportedly 
enjoying one or two glasses a 
day 

Mojitos are a fairly simple 
drink to make With only 
five ingredients - mint, mm, 
sugar, soda water and lime 
juice - the drink is refreshing, 
Manhattan resident Melisa 
Worth ington said. 

A few times a month, 
Worihington said she goes to 
4 Olives Wine Bar, the only 
place in Manhattan she knows 
that setves the drink, and or- 
ders one 4 Olives' version of 
the mojito is made with Ron 
Matusalem Platino Rum (a 
white Cuban-style rum made 
in the Dominican Republic), 
fresh mint leaves, lime juice 
and a splash of soda water. 

"Sometimes you just need 
something with a good, 
soothing feeling for a drink," 
Worthington said. "I enjoy 
this drink because it's just 
that The summer-like feel for 
the drink also makes me feel 
good It's very light" 

Because the alcohol is 
masked quite effectively by 
the mint and lime, the mo- 
jito has emerged as a popular 
summer drink 

"You shotildn't just stick 
to it during the summer," 
Worihington said. "I think it'd 
be great to share year-round. 
Sometimes I'll make the drink 
for my friends at home." 



The mojito is similar to fhe 
mint julep, a well-liked drink 
in the South and the official 
drink of the Kentucky E)erby 
The julep is made with the 
same basic ingredients of the 
mojito, substituting Kentucky 
bourbon for rum, and served 
in a small silver cup, instead 
of the Collins glass used to 
make a mojito 

While the Midwest, espe- 
cially Manhattan, might not 
be considered the best place 
to find trendy or exotic drinks, 
those who look hard enough 
can find a few restaurants that 
serve them. And if not, maybe 
they aren't too hard to make 
at home.

"The transfer of nuclear 
weapons or material by North 
ICorea to states or nonstate enti- 
ties would be considered a grave 
threat to the United Slates,"

we would hold North Korea 
fully accountable for the conse- 

.quences of such action." 

North Korea has been a 
lar^ security problem for sue- 
eewive U.S. administrations. In 



2002, the Bush administration 
accused the North of reneging 
on a 1994 nuclear freeze agree- 
ment by secretly undertaidng a 
uranium enrichment program 
That agreement became in- 
operative, and in the ensuing 
months, a decani North Ko- 
rea withdrew fiom the Nuclear 
Non- Proliferation treaty and 
ended the nuclear freeze 

In 2003, the United Stat^ 
joined with China. South Korea, 
Japan and Russia in an effort to 
negotiate the dismantlement of 
North Korea's nuclear weapons 
program in exchange for eco- 
nomic concisions. There have 



been no {legotiations since No- 
vember 2005 because of what 
Pyongyang describes as hostile 
U.S. policies 

Assistant Secretary of Stale 
Christopher HiU said a tou{^ 
U.N resolution would help 
protect the United States &t)m 
the potential spread of nuclear 
technology and make it harder 
for North Korea to get the fi- 
nances needed to fund a nucle- 
ar program. 

"What the North Koreans 
have In mind is that if they go 
ahead and test, we may be angry 
now. but at some point we'll get 
over it, and we'll deal with them 



as a nuclear weapons state," 
Hill, the chief US. envoy to the 
North Korea nuclear talks, said 
in an Associated Press Iklevi- 
sion interview. "We're not going 
to deal with them as a nuclear 
weapons state. 1 dont think 
China will deal with them. I 
don't think any of their neigh- 
bon will deal with them." 

Democrats condemned 
North Korea's actions and cit- 
ed the reported test as evidence 
that Bush's foreign policy strat- 
^ is ineffective. They point to 
six-party talks with the United 
States, Russia, China, Japan, 
South ftorea and North Ko- 



rea that have stalled and lo for 
failed to quell North Korea's 
nuclear ambitiorts. 

The United States has not 
yet confirmed the test. 

"We're leaving it to the sci- 
entists," White House press 
secretary Ibny Snow said Mon- 
day. 'It could take as much as 
a couple of days The scientitb 
are still going through all of it" 

One U.S. official, who spoke 
on condition of anonymi^ be- 
cause of the politically sensitive 
situation with North Korea, said 
the working assumption among 
government experts is that, 
more likely tiian not, it was a 



nuclear test However, various 
government agencies were still 
evaluating the data, the official 
said. 

The official said it cant yet 
be ruled out that conventional 
explosives could have caused a 
seismic event of this size. 

It could also be that the 
t^ - or even one stage of it 

- failed. In addition, the official 
said, if the test was conducted 
in a particularly cavernous area, 
the Shockwave could have been 
mufQed.

Nineteen years ago today, 500,000 people 
marched in Washington, D.C., to niae svnn- 
nes3 of lesbian, gay, bisexual and tnnigender 
issues. 

Since then, Oct 1 1 has been celebrated by 
members of the LGBT community and their 
allies as National Coming Out IDay. 

The Human Rights Campaign Ik}undation 
has managed the event under the National 
Coming Out Project since the 1987 rally. 

According to the foundation's Web site, 
this year's theme, "TUk About It," is a contin- 
uation of the process that aims to "empower 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, transgender and allied 
Americans to live openly and honestly about 
their Uves." 

As part of the campaign, three homosex- 
ual individuals and one lesbian couple have 
agreed to share their stories with the Colle- 
gian. 

JASON DOCKINS 

Coming out can marit an important life 
milestone - so important that jason Dockins, 
sophomore in women's studies, rememben 
the exact day - Feb. 16, 2003. 

On that day, Dockins went for a ride with 
an openly lesbian friend and asked her how 
she came out to her parents. His friend put 
together the pieces and guessed what he was 
trying to say - he was gay. That first, literally 
white-knuckled step, he said, was the hard- 
est. 

Things got easier, especially when he ap- 
proached some old acquaintances who al- 
ready had suspicions of their own. 

"Some of my friends who knew me in high 
school said 1 had ^tter on my placenta," he 
said. 

The next, and most uncertain step, came in 
June 2004, w^en Docldns told bis father 

"I actually had an overnight bag ready to 
go," he said. 

After preparing for the worst, Dockins said 
he and his father hu^ed, cried and talked 
about his father's fears that he had failed as 
a parent and that no one would carry on the 
family line 



Doddiu reassured his father, first, that he 
had not failed as a parent, and second, that he 
still, someday, wants children. 

The final step in Dockins' coming-out pro- 
ctxa was stepping down from his position as 
an Eagle Scout in the Boy Scouts of America. 

The Boy Scout's controversial zero toler- 
ance policy has left some former high-rank- 
ing members stripped of their positions and 
banished, Bui Doclcins' diplomatic approach 
to the situation allowed him to resign peace- 
fully. Some of the senior officials even said if 
he kept quiet about his sexuality, they would 
allow him to stay. 

But Dockins said hb passion for politica] 
issues assuredly would place him in the spot- 
light and decided, instead, to step down. 

Dockins said coming out is a personal de- 
cision, and each person must come to that de- 
cision on his or her own. 

"You need to do it on your own terms, not 
anyone else's," he said. "You know when it's 
ready." 

JOSH REEO 

When }c«h Reed, sophomore in food sci- 
ence, came out to his mother in 2001, the re- 
sponse took him by surprise. 

He called her in from the kitchen and told 
her he was gay. She said OK and went back to 
cooking. 

He sat and wondered if something had 
gone wrong before asking his mother if she 
had heard him correctly. 

Reed remembered his mother's r«ponse 
as: 'Teah, you told me you were gay - so how 
many pieces of chicken do you want?" 

After dinner he asked, just once more, if 
everything was all ri^L 

')osh, you're gay; you're not a serial kiUer." 

Reed said, with few exceptions, everyone 
he approached when he came out was friend- 
ly and supportive 

Although he came out in 2001, he said he 
felt different long before that. 

"(I) knew from about 7 or 8 that 1 was dif- 
ferent," he said. "But the word for that didn't 
come to me until later" 

For Reed, though, the coming-out process 
has, thankfully, lacked the burdens and diffi- 
culti^ that many face

Vegetarians beware: just weeks af- 
ter spinach thiiHnents were recalled 
because of E. coli contamination, let- 
tuce has been recalled for fear of the 
potentially deadly bacteria. 

The NuiMS Company of Salinas, 
Calif., voluntarily issued a recall Sun- 
day of 8,333 cartons of green leaf let- 
tuce. The > lettuce was irrigated with 
water that has tested positive for a 
generic form of E. coli. 

The company has accounted for 
all but 250 cortoiu of the recalled let- 
tuce, according to the San Francisco 
Chronicle. 

"Clearly, the company did the right 
thing in terms of taking a cautious 
approach," said Dr. David Acheson, 
chief medical officer for the Center 
for Pood Safety and Applied Nutri- 
tion, the branch of the federal Food 
and Drug Administration that han* 
dies food-bome illnesses.

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Exiled professor advocates equality, democracy

Not many people know what 
it's like to be accused of being a 
nibversive agent and banished 
from their homeland, but An- 
totiio Riquelme, a^ociate pro- 
fessor of sociology, knows the 
experience firsthand. 

Of course, not many people 
can say they are suing the Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency, but 
he's doing that, too. 

Bom in Asunci6n, Par^^ay, 
Riquelme witnessed the military 
coup that began the 3S-year 
term of authoritarian Alfredo 



Stroessner as president of Para- 
guay Riquelme said at first the 
new boss seemed much like the 
old boss, but as Stroessner grew 
more autociBtic and less toler- 
ant of opposition, Riquelme be- 
gan v^at would become a life- 
time of advocacy for equality, 
particjpatoiy democracy and 
peace. 

"As I grew older, it was rough 
for (my family] and rough for 
me because I was active in uni- 
versity politics," he said. "I was, 
sometime, in jail, and the last 
time was the exact time I leA 
the country." 

His last time in a Par^uay- 



an jail was marked by torture, 
Riquelme said, and ended after 
a hunger strike that lasted 26 
days and did irreparable dun- 
age to his stomach. 

Prior to his final prison sen- 
tence, he finished his law de- 
gree and hoped to go to Ftance 
to study and practice his second 
language. However, he had 
no offers to travel or study in 
Prance But when he least ex- 
pected it, an oHct appeared. 

"While 1 was in jail, 1 got a 
response to an application 1 
had almost forgotten about," he 
said. 

Riquelme met with a "nhird 
way" delegation ftom the Unit- 
ed States Tlte group was stand- 
ing against both the United 
States' and the Soviet Union's 
interver.tionist policies during 
the cold war. He filled out, and 
fotigot about, an application that 
would shape his life. 

"While I was in jaU my 
mother got a telegram to say 1 
was approved." 

He was given a sale conduct 
form, the equivalent of an exit 
visa, and was stripped of aU oth- 
er official identifications. He left 
for the U.S. in 1962 and would 
not return home for 20 years. 

"I could not go back home 
because I did not have a pass- 
port, my passpori was taken 
away from me,' he said. 

Having left one challenging 
»tuation. Riquelme soon found 
himself in another. 

"I was coming to a country I 
had no feeling for 1 didn't know 
English. I'd never thought about 
coming here," he said. 

Riquelme adapted quickly, 
thou^. He took an eight-week 
English course in Washington, 
D.C., followed by earning a 
master's degree in political sci- 
ence at the University of Min- 
nesota at Minneapolis and a 



doctorate in sociology from the 
University of California at Santa 
Barbara. 

Aha his student visa ex- 
pired, and with nowhere to call 
home, Riquelme tat^^l, stu<Ued 
and worked throu^(^ Latin 
America, 

In 1969, he arrived at the 
National University of Colom- 
bia in Bogata hoping to do re- 
search in the turbulent nation, 
but the Colombian government 
was less enthusiastic about his 
topic. 

"I wanted to study social 
change in a violent country, but 
I was really quiddy told that 
was off limits," he said 

After three years in Colom- 
bia, he taught in Puerto Rico for 
a year before moving to Brazil 
to worii as a planning and eval- 
uation officer for rural devel- 
opment at the United Nations 
Development Programme and 
the United Nations Children's 
Pund, which later took him 
back to Colombia. 

In 1975, he found his home 
away from home, or at least an- 
other passport. 

"1 went to Mexico on my 
own, because Mexico is where 
all the people that were fight 
ing the military dictatorships 
in Latin America ended up," he 
said. "We just went and met in 
Mexico. There were fellow ex- 
iles from Argentina, Chile, Uru- 
guay, Bolivia, Paraguay, Brazil " 

Riquelme lived in Mexico 
from 1975-85, and the Mexican 
government issued him a pass- 
port It was during his stay in 
Mexico that he went home for 
the first time. 

The trip was in 1982, for a 
conference on urbanization. 
He was briefly detained at the 
border for not having proper 
identification, but Strossner's 
authoritarianism had loosened 



since he left, and Riquelme was 
allowed entry, In 1987 he began 
returning regular^ to his horrke 
country. 

The fii^ trip back to hit 
homeland was an emotiorial 
one, he said, even thou^ most 
of his family had fled to the sur- 
rounding countries to escape 
the Paraguayan government 

After the devastating Mexico 
Ci^ earthquake of 1985, he 
moved to San Di^o, Calif., for 
his new job at the U.S. -Mexico 
Center, which had him teach- 
ing and researching in both San 
Diego and Tlfuana, Mexico - a 
position whkh gave him an un- 
usual view of the two countries' 
relationship. 

"1 had an incredible feeling 
for that type of thing, because 
I was crossing the border be- 
tween the first and the third 
world every day," he said. 

Prom there he went to Cor- 
nell Univeni^ for a year, and, 
in 1991, abandoned the Ivy 
League for the wheat belt and 
came to K-State as the director 
for the Center of Latin Ameri- 
can Studio. 

He's been here ever since, 
and one focus of his research, 
state-sponsored terrorism, has 
led him to some unexpected 
finds and some imposing barri- 
ers, 

"We are talking about vio- 
lence produced at the level of 
the sUte," he said "[In the U.S.) 
terrorism is always some kind 
of an individual, evil group." 

In 1992, the archive of Par- 
aguay's secret police, known 



as the "Archive of Honor," was 
discovered. Tht archive detailed 
the working of Operation Con- 
dor, the collaboration between 
Souti) America's right-wing 
dictatorships cooked -up as an 
intelligence sharing operation 
to combat "leftists." The role 
of the controversial operation, 
though, soon expanded and be- 
came a cross-border operation 
at state-spomored terrorism. 

"Then were exchange of in- 
formation, there were exchang- 
es of prisoners and then there 
were executions," Riquelme 
said. 

Riquelme said «^en exam- 
ining the Paraguayan archives 
he found information not only 
on Paraguayans but also on citi- 
zens of other South American 
nations. He also found informa- 
tion on exchanges between the 
government of Paraguay and the 
American embas^. Along with 
the records he found the name 
of one U.S. Army officer, Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Robert Thierry, 
a man sent to build a detention 
and interrogation center named 
"La Itchnica." 

The search led him to the 
National Archives and Re- 
cords Administration where he 
uncovered more evidence of 
U.S.'Paraguay relations during 
Operation Condor But after 
coming this far he found an ad 
miniitrative brick wall

On Oct 9, Google announced 
plans to acquire YouHibe, a video 
clip Web site, 
for $1.65 billion 
in stock.

Guidance System recognizes the 
balancing act between heaJthy 
eating and physical activity by 
emphasizing the importance of 
food before and after workouts. 

MyPyramid suggests consum- 
ing at least 55-65 percent of your 
daily caloric intake from carbohy- 
drates. Those exercising close to 
one hour a day should be getting 
closer to 65 percent. 

Carbohydrates are a vital 
energy source for your exercis- 
ing muscles and aid in a more 
efficient use of body fat. Those 
stored in the form of glycogen are 
the primary fuel for exercising. If 
adequate glycogen is not stored 
or replenished aher exercise, your 
perfonnance will deteriorate and 
continue to do so - leading to 
fatigue, even at low intensities. 

MyPyramid recommends an in- 
take of four to six grams of carbo- 
hydrates per kilogram (1.8 to 2 7 
grams per pound) of body weight, 
depending on activity level 

It is best to consume complex 
carbohydrates tike fresh fruits and 
vegetables, as well as whole grain 
breads, cereal, rice and pastas. 
These are loaded with vitamins, 
minerals and fiber. 

To maximize your performance 
levels and energize your body, 
consume a small carbohydrate 
snack 30 minutes before, as well 
as 30 minutes after exercise. This 
b important to refuel muscle 
glycogen. 

Three days of reduced carbohy- 
drate intake can result in hypo- 
glycemia (low blood sugar) and 
ketosis (increased blood acids), 
which are associated with nausea, 
fatigue, dizziness and irritability. 

A carbohydrate-rich diet usu- 
ally means lower fat consumption. 
Although fat is the primary fuel 
for light to moderate activities, it 
supplies more than two times as 
many calories as a food source. 

The 2005 USDA Dietary 
Guidelines for Americans recom- 
mends consuming 20-30 percent 
of daily calories from fat. Because 
fat is most often present but not 
visible in many food sources, no 
additional attempts should be

So 
does actress )essica Alba 
That ripped guy sitting two 
tables down from you in Hale Li- 
brary has a six-pack too, and so do 
you. 

You just don't know it yet. 

The truth is everyone can have 
a great midsection. All it takes is a 
little patience and dedication. Here 
are three exercises to get you going. 
But before you skip your next class 
to get started on your torso, get your 
facts straight. 

First, there are no such things as 
upper and lower abs. 

Your abs are three different ab- 
dominal muscle groups They are 
the external and internal obliques 
(the muscles visible on the sides of 
your belly), the transversus abdomi- 
nis and the rectus abdominis (the 
six-pack muscles). Your six-pack 
is only made of two muscles, each 
running vertically on either side of 
your belly button. The six-or-eight- 
pack look comes from small inser- 
tions of tendons that stretch hori- 
zontally across those muscles. 

Second, it does not matter how 
many abdominal exercises you do or 
how many repetitions you perform 
in each set. If you have fat covering 
the muscles of your abdomen, you 
are not going to be able to see them 
litis means cardiovascular exercises 
and nutrition are still important 

Third, the transversus abdominis 
is the most forgotten, but arguably 
the most important, abdominal mus- 
cle. It helps make up your "natural 
weight belt," a band of deep muscles 
that wrap around your midsection 
to support your body in various 
movements 

The transversus abdominis is 
easy to work, too. Instead of letting! 
someone punch you repeatedly in 
your stomach or pushing like you 
have to go to the bathroom, just 
remember to exhale deeply during 
every contraction of abdominal ex- 
ercise. 

1. Basic cronch: rectus abdominis 
and transversus abdominis, 12-15 
reps, three sets 

Start ing/ en ding poiilion: Lying 
with your back on the floo/, place 
your feet flat on the ground and 
bend your knees at a 45-degree an- 
gle. Place your hands at your sides 
with your palms facing the floor. 
Do not bend at the neck and look 
straight up at the ceiling. Inhale 
deeply. 

Conirsclion: Bring your shoul- 
ders and back up off the floor, 
bending only at your waist. Let your 
arms slide down your body as your 
abdominal muscles contract. Exhale 
forcefully. In one to two seconds, 
lift your torso off the floor as far as 
your abs will lake you. Bend only at 
your waist, not at your hips T^ke 
two to four seconds to return 
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to the starling position. 

2. Hanging leg raise: rectus ab- 
dominis and transversus abdomi- 
nis, 12-15 reps, three sets 

Starting/ending position: Sus- 
pend your elbows In a dip/abs rack 
and let your legs hang toward the 
floor. Rest your back against the 
back suppori Grasp the handles 
firmly and take a deep breath. 

Contraction: Slowly bring your 
legs up to your chest. Bend your 
knees slightly. 

Exhale completely Take one to 
two seconds to bring your legs as 
close to your chest as possible. Hold 
for a second, then slowly return 
your legs to the starting position in 
two lo four seconds 
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3. Side bridge: external and inter- 
nal obliques, 30-60 seconds, three 
■els 

Starting/ending position, con- 
traction: Lie on your side Rest your 
upper body on your elbow with your 
arm at a 90-degree angle from your 
body.

Pink wai later dropped 
bttiuse the color was not (ommerciallif available for flag 
manufacturing. Upon the murder of Harvey iMIlk in 197S, the 
Indigo strip was dropped so the flag could be used In a parade 
with an equal number of stripes (three per side) on ea<h side of 
the parade route. The resulting flag has six stripes.

"The recalled lettuce it 
marlceted under the brand 
name Foxy Lettuce," said 
Doug Powell, scientific direc- 
tor of K-Stale's Pood Safety 
Network. "This is a very pro- 
active and presumptive re- 
caU." 

The recalled lettuce was 



sold to grocery stores, restau- 
rants and distributors in six 
states. Kansas did not receive 
any of the lettuce in question. 

At press time there had 
been no reports of illnesses or 
deaths resulting from the re- 
called lettuce. 

The same area in California 
is still reeling from the mass 
spinach recalls issued on Sept. 



15. The spinach was recalled 
when E. coli 0157 :H7 was 
traced to fresh spinach told 
by Natural Selectltm Poods in 
San Juan Bautista, Calif 

"The spinach issue is itill 
not over," Powell said. "Right 
now there have been 199 peo- 
ple sick. Three, probably tour, 
have died." 

Investigators have found

"You often chalk it up to be this 
huge hype," he said "People 
understand that being gay is a 
imall part of your life." 

MAGGIE SEBEUUS 

Maggie Sebelius, 2005 K- 
State graduate, came out when 
she was 21 years old, and one 
of the biggest obstacles, she 
said, was herself 

"It took me a very long time 
to figure out if ( was gay," she 
said "It just didn't even occur 
to me." 

Sebelius, like Reed, said her 
response since coming out has 
been largely supportive. 

Even before coming out, 
Sebelius said her mother and 
brother had some suspicions 

She came out to her moth- 
er before leaving for a study- 
abroad experience and said her 
mother took care of telling oth- 
ers while she was gone 

"Well, she knows we love 
her," was her father's response 
before he walked out of 



the room. 

K-SUte's Queer Straight Al- 
liance helped Sebelius in the 
process of coming to know her- 
self, Sebelius said. 

"It helped me find friends, 
and it helped me realize I'm not 
alone," she said 

In a sense, Sebelius said, 
coming out never stops in day- 
to-day interactions with peo- 
pie. 

"It's kind of like you come 
out every day," she said. "The 
hard thing would be not being 
myself." 

SHAY OODSON AND 
ERICA FOSTER 

Shay Dodson, senior in his- 
tory, and Erica Poster, senior in 
art, have been together for five 
years In addition to the stan- 
dard problems of a long-dis- 
tance relationship, Dodson and 
Foster stiU grapple with coming 
out. 

"Our experiences, in part, 
were different, because we 
came out at diSerent levels at 
different tim»," Poster said. 



When two people in a rcta- 
tionship are at diflerent stages 
of coming out, such common 
couple behavior as holding 
hands in public or dancing to- 
gether at clubs can take on a 
new complexily 

"Ifs really difficult, because 
it's different leveb of comfort," 
Dodson said. 

Comfort is not the only is- 
sue. Once when the two were 
dancing together, they were ap- 
proached by two men. >Vhen 
they told the men they were 
a couple, the atmosphere 
changed, and the two women 
were asked to leave the estab- 
lishment 

Since then, Dodson and Fos- 
ter said they leave most signs of 
affection at home 

Dodson and Poster said 
when they first arrived at K- 
State, it was diSicuIt to find 
other gay and lesbian couples, 
but since then, opportunities to 
meet people have increased. 

The couple has founded a 
group for lesbian, bisexual and 
transgendered women.

were reclassified," he said. 

Riquelme said about 260 
documents were removed from 
the archives, and since then the 
CIA has issued a "Glomax Re- 
sponse" to many of his requests, 
which is an official statement 
that neither conhnns nor denies 
the enstence of the documents 
in question. 

Frustrated with the lack of 
response and continued defeats 
of Freedom of Information Act 
requests, Riquelme did what no 
Hispanic has ever done - he 
sued the world's largest intelli- 
gence agency. 

All the work for the case is 
being done pro bono, or free of 
charge, by Richard Wilson of 
American University's Washing- 
ton College of Law and a con- 
tingent of graduate students 
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For all his hard work, so far 
his only reward is a mysterious 
increase in inspections and in- 
terrogations at US airports, re- 
sulting in missed flights. 

When not relentlessly pur- 
suing government agencies, 
Riquelme continues his re- 
search. He currently is focus- 
ing on social issues in rural 
Paraguay and continuing his 
rraearch on state terrorism and 
Operation Condor. In January 
he will begin phase retirement, 
where he will teach one semes 
ter at K-State and one semester 
in Paraguay, which is home 
CMice again. 

"I continue to be a citizen of 



that country," he said. 

For those who work with 
him, Riquelme's experience and 
passion make him an indispens- 
able asset. 

"I think that he is a very im- 
portant figure not only for the 
sociology department but for K- 
State," Daniel Aguilar, graduate 
student in sociology, said. 

Aguilar. originally from Co- 
lombia, said Riquelme helped 
him with the information and 
application to come to K-State. 
He also said Riquelme's point 
of view, often different from 
many here in the heartland, has 
helped open dialogue

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Frustration, grudges motivate North Korea's nuclear testing

Hie reporti of a pouible nuclesx 
test in North Korea on Monday have 
\ef\ many wondering sbout the coun- 
try's mottvM. 

"There is a little bit of prestige, 
and they have openly said they want 
it for defense against the United 
States, who is making threats," Wil- 
liam Richter, professor of politicul 



science, said. 

Richter, whose area of exp«tise 
is South Asian politics, said prestige 
has been the issue for many countries 
who have sought nuclear weapons, 
including India 

"Having nuclear weapons is a sign 
of being a major power," he said. 

It also can be a way to stir up in- 
ternational interest. 

President Bush called North Ko- 
rea's testing a provocative act when 



he addressed the nation Monday. 

In his press conference Wednes- 
day, Bush said there should be seri- 
ous repercussions for North Korea's 
actions. 

"The United States is working to 
confirm North Korea's claim, but this 
claim itself constitutes a threat to in- 
ternational peace and stability," he 
said. 

North Korea's actions also might 
be a way to return the country to the 



international spotlight, said Stephen 
Long, assistant professor of political 
science, who specializes in interna- 
tional conflict and security studies. 

"I thinli North Korea has been 
frustrated with the pace of progress 
in terms of getting things out of the 
international community," Long said. 

"It's a wake-up call and a remind- 
er of how serious this dispute is and 
how serious North Korea is about 
changing its relationship with the 



United Stat^ and the international 
community." 

To tnily undetftand the reason 
behind the proclaimed nuclear test, it 
is important to look at the history of 
North Korea, said Randall Cuthbert, 
author of the book "Peace with North 
Korea," which is yet to be released.

The exams are open to the public, 
and no appointment is necessary. The 
breast examinations are sponsored 
through the health department and 
the American Cancer Society. 

Kathy Dickey-Wilson, clinic super

She said the breast exam does not 
take more than IS minutes. 

For women older than 50, Dickey-

what is found. Family history is also a 
variable to consider.

K-State receives $12 million to fund 
defense, biosecurlty research projects

K-State will receive more than 
$12 million to fund defense and bi- 
osecurlty research this year 

The U.S. Senate unanimously 
approved this year's defense appro- 
priations conference report Kansas 
will receive more than $4 billion 
dollars of funding, according to 
the report. With its money, K-State 
will conduct research and perform 
laboratory operations in the areas of 
food safety, biosecurity and military 
equipment technology Surrounding 
areas, including Fort Riley, also will 
receive funding. 

Each year, K-State requests fund- 



ing ftom the federal government in 
the form of agricultural, educational 
and defense bills, said Sue Peterson, 
assistant director to the president 
and director of governmental rela- 
tions With these requests in mind, 
the government appropriates money 
to programs all over the country, she 
said 

The programs for which both K- 
State and Fort fliley have received 
funding were pre-existing. K-State 
has received millions for its proj- 
ects for several years now, Peterson 
said 

In part. Sen. I^t Roberts, R-Kan., 
helped to secure funding for Kansas 
programs 

"I am proud of the contributions 



that Kansas makes to our national 
defense," Roberts said in a press re- 
lease from his office "These projects 
reflect my focus on modernizing and 
transforming our forces and giving 
our men and women in uniform the 
necessary training and equipment to 
confront future treats, be they con- 
ventional or unconventional."

The musical satire "Urinet- 
own," preaented by K-Stale 
Theatre and Dance and the 
Department of Music, is now 
playing. 

"It's a musical comedy," 
Elizabeth Sykes, senior in 
music, said. "It's very, very 
funny and ironic." 

"Urinetown" is the story of 
one city's struggle with water 
deprivation after a 20-year 
drought. As a way to con- 
serve water, the government 
has banned private toilets 

"All the private toilets are 
now public toilets," Price 
Messick, senior in theater, 
said. "Many of the people 
are really poor, so a lot of the 
lime they don't have enough 
money to pee." 

If the citizens of the city 
are caught not using the pub- 
lic amenities, they are sent to 
the dreadful Urinetown. Fi- 
nally, a hero emerges to lead 
a revolution against this cor- 
ruption. 

"'Urinetown' is about big 
business. It's about love and 
a struggle between good and 
evil," Messick said. "A lot of 



times evil isnt that evil, and 
the good isn't that right." 

Messick will play the role 
of Bobby Strong, the hero in 
the musical. He falls in love 
with Sykei' character, Hope 
Cladwell, the daughter of the 
man monopolizing the town, 
without realizing the girl's 
identity. 

"Hope is a very innocent 
girl who has a lot of hope for 
the world," Sykes said. 'To 
her, there's hope for every- 
one. Everyone has a heart, 
and everyone is good ih her 
life- 
One of the show's play- 
wrights, Greg Kotis, came 
up with the idea for "Urinet- 
own" while traveling in Eu- 
rope, where he had to pay to 
use the restroom 

Along with Mark Holl- 
mann, who vkTote the music 
and lyrics, Kotis worked out- 
side of the box to create an 
unconventional musical, said 
Kate Anderson, director of 
"Urinetown" and director of 
theater at KState. 

The team did not think 
the idea would run on Broad- 
way 

"Urinetown" did, however, 
make it to Broadway, and it 



has won three Tbny Awards. 

The musical is full of 
spoofs on songs from other 
famous Broadway musicals. 

"It's a satire of a tot of 
other musicals, like 'Fiddler 
on the Roof,' 'Evita' and 'Les 
Mise rabies,'" Messick said 

The cast and crew said 
"Urinetown" is a show every- 
one will enjoy and relate to. 

"It's hilarious. All the char- 
acters have a twist to them," 
Anderson said. "It's about 
how problems in life don't 
always have simple solutions, 
so I think it's something ev- 
eryone can identify with." 

The cast said it Is looking 
forward to performances af- 
ter weeks of practicing, 

"We're definitely ready; 
the cast is itching to open 
the show for the audience," 
Messick said. "It's probably 
one of the strongest casts I've 
ever worked with. The cast is 
stacked." 

"Urinetown" will show in 
Nichols Theatre 

"We wanted to do it in 
Nichols Theatre, because it's 
a very physical show," An- 
derson said. "The actors are 
all over the place; they don't 
stay on the stage."

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High costs for graduate school applications burden students

After Casey Dobbins fin- 
ished her undergraduate de- 
gree at K- State, she decided to 
stay at the university to com- 
plete her master's degree 

Because she knew which 
school she wanted to attend 
for higher education, Dobbins, 
graduate student in animal sci- 
ence, said the admission pro- 
cess was easier and the cost 
was lower than they could 
have been. 

"The process was extremely 
easygoing right into this grad- 
uate program," she said. "One 
application and one applica- 
tion fee," 

The total cost of applica- 
tion and fees was less than 
$100, Dobbins said. 

For students interested in 
the Graduate School at K- 
State, Scott Schlender, assis- 
tant to the dean of the Gradu- 
ate School, said the process is 



fairly simple. 

"Here, it's not that big of an 
ordeal," he said. 

Schlender said the Gradu- 
ate School application fee is 
about $30, and most of the 
application process happens 
in various departments, which 
keeps administrative fees low. 

K-State's graduate program 
does not require the Gradu- 
ate Record Examination to 
be taken for all graduate pro- 
grams, but individual depart- 
ments may require it. 

But now, Dobbins b pre- 
paring to finish her master's 
degree and is looking to con- 
tinue her education at the Col- 
lege of Vetennary Medicine to 
obtain a doctorate of veteri- 
nary medicine degree 

Dobbins has applied to sbt 
veterinary schools across the 
country - that's six applica- 
tions, six transcripts and six 
times the cost 

Dobbins said she has paid 
about $1,200 for applications. 



tests and other fees. 

The price is increased, Dob- 
bins said, when many of the 
schools to which she has ap- 
plied tack on a supplemental 
application in addition to the 
main application. The supple- 
mental application requires its 
own fee. 

To add to the cost, Dobbins 
had to pay to take the G RE, 

Dobbins said K- State's 
new policy allowing current 
studenb to get transcripts for 
free has decreased the overall 
cost, but one course Dobbins 
took at the University of Mis- 
souri-Kansas City has required 
about $100 in transcript fees 
to send documentation to the 
veterinary schools to which 
she has applied 

Dobbins said the most dif- 
ficult part of the process has 
been checking on all six of her 
applications simultaneously, 
ensuring everything is cov- 
ered, 

"The hardest part is mak- 



ing sure you have six of them 
done," she said, "You're an- 
swering essay equestions that 
are similar You have to make 
your own little checklist," 

Laura Snyder, senior in bi- 
ology, applied to five medical 
schools this fall and said she 
tried to complete the applica- 
tion process during the sum- 
mer. 

"It's really expensive apply- 
ing to so many schools," she 
said. 



Snyder said the cost for 
preparing applications alone 
has cost her about $600, not 
including the medical college 
admission test, n^ich costs 
$210 to take. 

Students also can take 
an MCAT preparatory class, 
which costs about $1,000, 

So why spend the big 
bucks? 

"1 think you have to look 
at the future, and if you gel 
in, it's worth it," she said. "If 



you donX then you realize it' 
wasn't meant to be." 

But is it worth the cost? 

"It better be," Snyder said. 
"It better be." v

Amish community moves past atrocities to show Christ-like mercy 



I've always been intrigued by the 
Amish. 

During (rips to the Kansas State

Amish Either way, although 
I've always respected their 
resilience, I find them, quite 
frankly, a bit odd, 
1 doubt 1 am alone in 
my amused appraisal of 
the Amish as interesting 
yet unsophisticated. Ac- 
cess to technology is easily 
misinterpreted as intellec- 
tual superiority, yet nothing 
could prove just how wrong such 
attitudes are as what happened in a 
Georgetown, Penn., cemetery this 



past Saturday. 

Just five days before, the small 

Amish community made headlines 
when 32-year old Charles Carl 
Roberts IV entered the West Nickel 
Mines Amish School, tied up 10 
girls and shot them, kilhng five, and 
then killed himself. 

The victims ranged in age from 
6 to 15. The funerals for the girls 
who were killed took place Thurs- 
day and Friday, and the other five 
remain in the hospital, according to 
CNN.com. 

Saturday marked another funeral 
- this time for the gunman. Ac- 
cording to CNN, about 75 people 
gathered at the small family plat 
where Roberts was buried. 

Half of them were Amish. 



They gathered to 
mourn the man 
who committed 
atrocities against 
some of the 
youngest members 
of their community 
I was astonished when I 
read about such an act of forgive- 
ness. 

I've never thought it necessary to 
forego modern conveniences in or- 
der to exercise true faith. After this 
gesture by the Amish. which could 
only be described as Christ -like, I'm 
not so sure.

It'i a flour mill. The 
five-story mill was built for 
K-State's Department of Grain 
Science and Industry and will 
b« the third of five buildings 
in the department's Gnun Sci- 
ence Complex. 

TWo buildings in the com- 
plex, the Bioprocessing and 
Industrial Value Added Pro- 
gram building and the Inter- 
national Grains Program Con- 
ference Center, are complete. 

Fred Fairchild, professor of 
grain science, said the depart- 
ment has a flour mill in Shel- 
lenberger Hall, but it was built 
in 1960. He said the new one 
will have twice the capacity 
and the latest milling technol- 
ogy. 

K-State is the only univer- 
sity in the world with a grain 
science department, Fairchild 
said, and it is well-known in 
the industry.

Documentary examines struggle 
to balance sexuality, spirituality

After he lold his father he 
wais giving up on trying to 
"go straight' by participating 
In an ex-gay program, Peter- 
son Tbacano was surprised 
hy hi* father's response 

"Well, son, you did your 
beat," his father said. "Be- 
sides, you can't make a fish 
fly." 

tliat was the central mes- 
sage of the documentary 
film "Pifh Can't Fly," which 
shows people struggling to 
find peace as both homosex- 
uals and Christians. 

More than 20 people 
gathered last night at the 
First Congregational Church 
to watch the movie a* a part 
of National Coming Out 
Week 

"I really enjoyed it," An- 
thony Garcia, junior in mast 
communications, said. "It 
showed a lot of aspects of 
coming out - the good side 
and the bad side. 

"One of the big things we 
struggle with in the gay com- 
munity is religion. It's nice 
to see what's happening." 

The 2005 film, directed by 
T Joe Murray, explores the 
struggles of gay men and les- 
bian women as they attempt 
to reconcile their sexuality 
and their spirituality. Spe- 
cifically, the movie examines 
people who attempted to be- 
come straight, because they 
thought homosexuality was 
wrong, 

"I worried that I had let 
God down," Wade Richards 
said, crying, in the movie. 
"Why would such a loving 
God give me such attrac- 
tions? I didn't ask for this, 1 
didn't ask to be gay. 

"Now, I've made the pro- 



active choice to My, Tou 
know what? I'm not a siimer 
because I'm a homosexual.' 

"It was just such a relief 
to know that it ww OK, that 
1 was OK." 

Marty in the audience felt 
they could relate. 

"Whether you are in- 
volved in an ex-gay move- 
ment or not, you lose time 
reconciling your faith with 
your sexual orientation," Jo 
Poy, instructor in second- 
ary education, said "I lost 17 
years from the church. I was 
• faithful person, but I could 
not reconcile the church 
with my sexual orientation." 

Poy said when she first 
returned to a church, the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church in Wichita Falls, 
l^xas, in 1997, she burst into 
tears. 

"God, I thought I had 
died and gone to heaven," 
she said. Those kinds of 
movements, as well as the 
growth of open and affirm- 
ing congregations, are mak- 
ing the difierence, telling 
people that God loves every- 
one." 

Mary Ray, senior in pqr- 
chology and member of 
the First Congregational 
Church, said the movie had 
a good message for people 
who are trying to come out 
or who are questioning their 
sexuality. 

"I'm glad to see there are 
things helping people to see 
that being gay is not relat- 
ed to devil worship or sin," 
she said. "Some of the best 
Christians I know are in the 
gay community." 

Alley Stoughton, associate 
professor in computing and 
information science, orga- 
nized the event. He said the 
church showed a film called 



"Shades of Gray" last we«k, 
which addressed the fight 
against Lawrence's anti-dit- 
crimination policies related 
to sexual orientation. 

"It waa intensating, be- 
cause it was so similar to 
what is happening in Man 
hattan now," he said. 

Many of the conaervmtivc 
Christians who spoke out 
about the proposed ordi 
nance were hateful, Stough 
ton said. 

"They compared homo 
sexuality to necrophilia and 
bestiality," he said. "They say 
to love the sinner and hate 
the sin, but I think it must 
be hard for gay Christiuis 
to feel like they aren't being 
hated" 

Stoughton said he knows 
of a few churches in Manhat 
tan that are openly accept 
ing of gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender people, in- 
cluding First Congregational 
Church, Unitarian Universal 
Fellowship and the Lutheran 
Campus Ministry. He said 
there probably are varying 
degrees of welcome, 

"Being hi Kanau, m^ybo 
you have to look a little bit 
harder," Garcia said of find- 
ing an accepting church. 
"Not one church has all the 
answers" 

Ray said one of the moat 
powerful moments of the 
film was the mention of n 
poem by Audre Lorde, u 
self- described black lesbian, 
mother, warrior and poet. 

"Be who you are, and you 
will make a powerful mes 
sage for change," Ray said. 

A movie about Lorde, 
called "The Edge of Each 
Other's Battles: The Vision of 
Audre Lorde" will be shown 
at 7 p.m. Friday at First Con- 
gregational Church.

In Naples, Pla., the aver- 
age home price is $269,338, 
almost $100,000 above the 
national average. But the 
home of Ruth Lundi and 
David Chatwick far exceeds 
normal. 

It's a l.SOO-square foot, 
three bedroom, two- bath, 
bam boo -floored house, sit- 
ting on a 5.15-acre piece of 
property flanked on two sides 
by creeks. 

This potential Margari- 
taville is up for grabs, and 
the new owner will pay the 
princely sum of $100, 

Thai's no typo; all the ze- 
ros are in place - $100. 

According to Lundi and 
Chatwick's Web site, a March 
2005 appraisal valued the 
property at $450,000. After 
the appraisal was finished, 
the couple poured $100,000 
into renovations. 

Chatwick and Lundi are 
moving to Europe. Rather 
than sell their house, they are 
having an essay contest Con- 
vince them in 250 words or 
less that the house should be 
yours, and it will be. 

All entrants need is a com- 
pelling reason and the $100 
entrance fee. Chatwick and 
Lundi even pay the closing 
costs. For those with more 
than one reason in mind and 
more than one Ben Franklin 
in their wallet, multiple en- 
tries are accepted 

Of all the ways to move 
a half- million dollar house, 
why did the couple choose an 
essay contest? 

"Quite frankly, we stand 
to make more money on it," 
Lundi said. 

Naples, like many com- 
munities, is facing a glut of 
housing. So much, in fact, 
that there are more houses 
for sale than potential buy- 
era. 

Sound easy? Careful A 



250-word essay ends, exactly, 
here. 

But the couple is not look- 
ing to lose money on the 
house, and if fewer than 6,000 
entries are received, the win- 
ner will receive 25 percent of 
the gross collected entry fees, 
and as a last resort, the house 
will be put on the market. 

Although this is the cou- 
ple's first experience running 
a contest tike this, Lundi has 
experience from the other 
side. 

"I actually entered one 
13 years ago for a bed and 
breakfast in Maine," she said 

Lundi and Chatwick have 
even gone to extra lengths to 
prove the authenticity of the 
contest. The couple had local 
news stations out for an in- 
vestigative report. 

As part of a continuing 
media campaign, Chatwick 
will interview with the BBC 
on Oct. 23, and a network 
television morning show 
will broadcast live from their 
house 6-9 a.m. Nov, 20. 

"It's a fun, creative thing 
to do," Lundi said. "We're 
working our tails off." 

The effort is, admittedly, 
Lundi's brainchild, but Chat- 
wick said being along for the 
ride is great fun as well. 

"I'm game," he said "I love 
my wife, and she's extremely 
enthusiastic about it" 

The deadline to enter the 
contest is Jan. 31, 2007, and 
winners will be published by 
March 14, 2007. For every on- 
line registration, $1 will be 
donated to Eric's Friends, an 
American Cancer Society Re- 
lay for Life team named after 
Lundi's son, who died of can- 
cer at age 1 1 . 

"It's a fun idea; it's unique; 
it's clever; we've got time," 
Lundi said. 

Although no entries have 
come in yet, Lundi said 90- 
95 percent of entries for these 
contests are received within 
the last two weeks. 

"I just like the whole idea." 
Chatwick said. "I like the idea

are investigating diseases 
that could affect soldiers' 
food and health while 
abroad, 

"We have military per- 
sonnel stationed all over the 
world," said Marty Vanier. 
associate director of the bi- 
osecurity center. "We need 
to be aware of threats or dis- 
eases that could affect our 
soldiers in other countries " 

Right now, a significant 
concern is zoonotic diseas- 
es, Vanier said. These are 
diseases that can be trans- 
fered between animals and 
humans. 

At this point, research- 
ers are just looking at re- 
ports and continuing ongo 
ing research. Vanier said. 
Laboratory work within the 
biosecurity center will be 
conducted later, as the proj- 
ect progresses, 

Biosecurity Research for 
Soldier Food Safety: $1.3 
million 

This project is different 
from, but closely related to, 
the previous one, Vanier 
said. 

The government has 
specific, required tests and 
guidelines to ensure the 
safety of military food Right 
now, researchers from K 
State's biosecurity center 
are working in cooperation 



with researchers at a govern 
ment lab in Massachusetts. 
Together, they are looking 
for ways to improve existing 
food safety tests and to cre- 
ate more, Vanier said 

This project also is still in 
the researching and report- 
ing stage. 

"As we extend the proj- 
ect, it is very likely that we 
will move into the biosecu- 
rity research center for lab 
work," Vanier said. 

Urban Operations Labora- 
tory: S71S million 

For this project, teams of 
faculty and students are or- 
ganized to complete research 
in labs around campus, said 
Blase Leven. assistant direc- 
tor of the Urban Operations 
Laboratory. They develop 
technologies that are used 
to create new military weap- 
onry or to improve existing 
ones. 

"We evaluate and devel- 
op new military technology 
to give our military forces 
an advantage when they're 
fighting in urban environ- 
ments," Leven said. 

Some projects in progress 
include work on improved 
bomb detection and new use 
of nanotechnologies, which 
focus on materials and de- 
vices on an especially small, 
or nana, scale. 

Researchers are looking 
for ways to use nanotech- 



nology to create luminescent 
capsules, Leven said. These 
capsules could be spread 
across the ground and ob- 
served from a safe distance 
When a person or vehicle 
passes over, they will emit 
a low light that can be seen 
with night vision goggles. 
This could allow soldiers to 
know when areas have been 
tampered with and perhaps 
set with bombs, so they can 
exercise more caution in 
those areas, Leven said. 

The defense appropria- 
tions funding will allow sev 
eral new research projects to 
be started. The same nano- 
technology could be used 
to create smoke that hides 
military personnel, slops ve- 
hicle engines or stuns and 
disorients with flashes and 
loud noises, Leven said. 

The laboratory also devel- 
ops software to ensure new 
weaponry is environmen- 
tally friendly and won't con- 
taminate the area in which it 
is used. 

Fort Riley Parents as Teach- 
ers: SI million 

This program is coordi- 
nated in cooperation with 
Unified School District 475 

Its goal is to work with 
parents to help them real- 
ize how they can better be a 
pre-schooler's first teacher, 
Charles Volland, the dis- 
trict's communication coor- 



dinator, said 

The school organizes 
training sessions and infor- 
mational meetings for par- 
ents to give them ideas on 
how to do this, Volland said. 
Supervised play time for the 
children is provided during 
parent meetings.

Society, said lumps in breasts 
are often found by women 
who perform self-examina- 
tions Bruce said it is impor-

"There are specific steps 
you need to do to make it eas- 
ier to help you detect lumps in 
better ways," she said. 

Dickey- Wilson said young 
women need to make sure 



they do self-examinations, 
but they do not have to worry 
about additional breast exami- 
nations. 

While many women who 
go in for a Pap smear test also 
have a breast exam, Dickey- 
Wdson said the free exams 
will teach women how to give 
themselves a sell cjiamination. 

While the health depart- 
ment has provided the Early 
Detection Program for several 
years, Dickey -Wilson said this 
is the first year the breast ex- 



aminations will be free.

KOREA I United States, North Korea signed, then violated Agreed Framework; professor asks/What next?!

rocky since the messy Korean 
War in the early 1950a, Cuth- 
bertsaid. 

"The U.S couldn't tell South 
Koreans from North Koreans, 
and so they tended to erred on 
the side of killing everyone," 
Cuthbert said. "North Korea 
has, in their view, very legiti- 
mate grievances against the 
US and what they considered 
massacres of their people." 

The United States also 
threatened North Korea with 
nuclear invasion in the 1950s 
~ a threat the United States has 
never removed from the table, 
Cuthbert said. 

"They have always perceived 
that the next invasion of their 
country is right around the cor- 
ner," he said. 

In 1994. the United States 
and North Korea signed the 
first international agreement, 
called the Agreed Framework, 
between the two countries. 

In the first article of this 
agreement, the United States 
dedicated itself to providing two 
nuclear reactors to North Korea 
to help solve the country's ener 



gy crisis and to delivering heavy 
fiiel oil for heating and energy 
production until the completion 
of the two nuclear reactors. 

The agreement said the Unit- 
ed States would provide formal 
assurances against the threat 
or use of nuclear weaprans and 
that North Korea will imple- 
ment the De-nuclearization of 
the Korean Peninsula. 

Finally, the agreement stated 
that both countrira would work 
together to strengthen interna- 
tional nuclear non-proliferation 
regime. 

The international nuclear 
non-proliferation regime con- 
sists of international treaties, bi- 
lateral undertakings and multi- 
lateral inspections with the goal 
of preventing and stopping the 
spread of nuclear weapons. 
Membera of the NPT pledge 
not to manubcture or receive 
nuclear expl(»ives. 

Tliis agreement between the 
United States and North Korea 
has been under scrutiny in light 
of North Korea's declared nu- 
clear test, The current rhetoric 
says North Koreans signed this 
agreement and then violated 
it whole-heartedly. However, 
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Cuthbert said that is not true. 

"Article one says that the 
nuclear power plants would be 
built, as arranged by the United 
States, and we didn't do it," he 
said. "If you look at who violat- 
ed the Agreed Framework, the 
United States did" 

In October 2002, the United 
States acciued North Korea of 
secretly developing a program 
uranium-enriched weapon, and 
Bush said the Agreed Frame- 
work was broken. 

They walked in and said, 
"You cheated,' and North Ko- 
reans went, 'Prove it,' and the 
United States said, "We have 
our sources and methods that 
we are not going to teU you,'" 
Cuthbert said. "We have never 
made any effort whatsoever to 
prove it." 

In September 2005, six-par- 
ty talks between China, Japan, 
Russia, South Korea, the Unit- 
ed States and North Korea re- 
sulted in a brief agreement, that 
was dismantled by some of the 
countries shortly thereafter 

Now tliat North Korea has 



declared it has tested nuclear 
weaporu, the Unhed Nations 
is interested in returning to six- 
party talks If North Korea does 
have nuclear weapons, it might 
result in more sanctions or mili- 
tary action However, Long said 
neither likely will be useful. 

"We can't sit and do nothing, 
but economic sanctions won't 
have much of an effect, and the 
military options are very dan- 
goYHis," he said. 

Some are still skeptical 
North Korea has tested nuclear 
weapons because of the impov- 
erished state of the country. 

"I was kind of astonished, 
because the things I had read 
led me to feel that they didn't 
have the technology to do a 
bonafide nuclear reaction," 
Cuthbert said. 

However, a country's pov- 
erty doesn't necessarily indicate 
an inability to develop nuclear 
capabilities, Long said. 

"just because a country is 
poor, doesnt mean a govern- 
ment can't allocate a large por- 
tion of its resources toward a 
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specific effort," he said 

Richter said the real question 
that should be asked is "What 
next?" 

"If terrorists could come 
up with the money to alleviate 
North Korea's economic prob- 
lems, which would take a lot 
of money, would North Korea 
sell its soul for the money?" he 
said. 

Long said it is important 
that young people understand 



the reasons behind this di spute 
and the lunds of policies being 
considered. 

"These events like this. Sept 
11, 2001, and Vietnam fraqiff 
the way we think about ^0tet 
happens in the future," he sAid 
"It is crucial to understand uiEaf 
realty is going on, what wosImcI 
and what didnt work, vi4iri

The trade mission is the lat- 
est effort to combat s soaring 
US trade deficit with China, 
which last year hit an all-time 
high of $202 billion and is on 
track to set a new record this 
year. 

Even with the sizable gap, 
China currently represents the 
United States' fourth-largest 
export market and one of the 
fastest growing. U.S. exports

Music on MP3 players, iPods 

gives psychological edge 

to boost workouts

Lut week at the Peteii Recre- 
ation Complex, Samantha HoS- 
man, lenior in finajice, brou^t her 
workout to an abrupt halt. Midway 
through, HoSmmn noticed aomc- 
thing amiss that prevented her from 
continuing. 

Lightheaded? No. 

Dehydrated? WeU, maybe a little, 
but that's normal during the course 
of her workout. 

Muacle cramps? No 

"My iPod's batteries went dead," 
Hofiman said. "I know it's pathetic, 
but I just went straight home after 
that happened." 

HoSman explained that she nev- 
er makes s trip to the gym without a 
little music for inspiration. 

"I cannot work out without my 
iPod," she said. 

This trend Hoffman speaks of is 
one that has been growing for som 
time. With if^ds and MP3 players 
allowing greater amounts of mu- 
sic to be placed on smaller, lighter 
electronic devices, more and more 
gym-go«r» are strapping them on to 
sweat it out. 

Evan Jones, an employee of the 
Rec Complex from January 2003 to 
August 2006 and K-State graduate, 
said he definitely witnessed an ex- 
plasion of MP3 players and iPods 
used during workouts in the last 
couple of years. 

"When I first started working 
at the Rec a couple of years ago, 
I would still see people bringing 
in the old, big, bulky Discman CD 
players and running around holding 
on to those," Jones said. "It didn't 
look very convenient. You would 
see a few MP3 players here and 
there back then, but now you see 
those and iPods everywhere at 



the Rec." 

Hot&nan said she 
Ittteni to fast-paced 
hip -hop or alternative 
when she works out. She not 
ed she always has her 
iPod bound ti^tly to 
her arm. It serves more 
purpose than just pro- 
viding good tunes to lis- 
ten to white she's at the 
gym. She said it also en- 
hances her performance. 

"I have no doubt that 
I have a better workout when 
I'm listening to the right music," 
Hofiman said. "Listening to music 
makes me forget that I am exercis- 
ing I think that by taking my mind 
off my body during a workout, I can 
go for even longer than 1 normally 
could." 

Alex Ramos, senior in kinesiolo- 
gy, said his MP3 player provides the 
extra push he needs for an optimum 
workout. 

"I need upbeat music if I'm going 
to get a good workout in," Ramos 
said, 

He also said he has been working 
out with his MP3 player for about 
four years and uses it only for that 
purpose. 

"1 definitely think that the right 
kind of music can provide that psy- 
chological edge you need for a bet- 
ter workout." 

Melissa Todd, post-doctoral fel- 
low with Univertity Counseling Ser- 
vices, has a concentration in sports 
psychology. She said music can im- 
prove one's workout in a number of 
ways. 

"For those that don't enjoy their 
workout but do it because they feel 
obligated, music definitely serves as 
a way of disassociating, or focusing 
their attention away from the hard* 
ships of exercise," Todd said. "But 



also for those 
that do enjoy 
working out, music 
can enhance the enjoyment of ex- 
ercise and can help people get 'in 
the zone' or create a euphoria, or 
'runner's high,' during their work- 
outs." 

Ibdd also teaches Performance 
Enhancement for Athletes. In this 
class, Todd conducts research on 
athletes from the university's foot- 
ball, baseball, track and cross-coun- 
try teams 

"This week for our lab sessions 
in the class, we are actually having 
athletes bring in the music that they 
listen to before competition. We 
then hook them up to computers 
that enable us let see how they are 
affected physiologically," she said. 

Ramos said he listens to Rage 
Against the Machine and Tool when 
he hits the weights. 

"I highly recommend using (an 
MP3 player] to anybody who doesn't 
already use one when they work- 
out," he said. "The Rec provides 
the radio for you to listen to during 
your workouts, which is better than 
nothing, but I prefer my MP3 player 



because then I can listen to the mu- 
sic that I know wiU get me going."

Students violate policy, undermine privilege fee through ticket resale

"Tickets for sale. Get 'em while 
you can!" shouts a man wearing a 
black T-shirt, waving a handful of 
tickets outside Snyder Family Stadi- 
um last Saturday, as hundreds of fans 
filed past. 

The scalping of athletic event tick- 
ets might arouse legal questions on 
campus. The reselling of tickets has 
Income a way for many students and 
community members to gain extra 
cash 

The question is, are th^ doing 
something illegal? 

Tfechnically, no. 

There are no Manhattan city laws 
regarding the sale of tickets over face 
value," said lim Muller, associate ath- 



letic director of operations. 

Selling tickets on campus prop- 
erty, however, is against university 
policy. Campus police patrol the sta- 
dium during the games and ask scalp- 
ers to leave the premises. If they don't 
comply, they will be arrested, Muller 
said 

"Campus policy stated in the stu- 
dent handbook doesn't allow anyone 
to solicit tickets on public property," 
Muller said. "The policy is no resale, 
but they do it anyway. If it is off our 
premises, it is out of our control" 

Students said they feel it is not a 
big issue to resell their tickets if they 
can't make it to the event or need 
money. 

"I believe it's all right to sell my 
ticket if I can't make it to a game. It 
is a waste, and I gain profit off of it." 



Crystal Payton, freshman in open op- 
tion, said "I don't sell it for over face 
value. I got my tickets for a reason- 
able price, so I usually sell it for less 
than I paid" 

Some students, however, charge a 
large amount of money for their tick- 
ets for high-demand games. 

"I don't think it is a problem to sell 
your ticket for more than face value," 
said Nellie Feehan, freshman in ho- 
tel and restaurant management. "If 
a ticket is in large demand, then you 
can make a big profit off of it. Why 
not get a good amount of cash if p>eo- 
ple are willing to pay what you ask?" 

Although students feel it is not a 
probleiji to sell tickets, it does affect 
some people in the long run. 

Students receive tickets for less 
than half of the regular price through

the student privilege fee. If tickets are 
sold for a much higher price, scalpers 
undermine the purpose of the student 
privilege fee. 

"I have no opinion on the fact that 
students think it is right or wrong," 
Muller said. "I do what I am asked 
to do by campus policy, and that is 
to make sure no one is being cheated 
out of their money."

Security stays same 
for sold-out games

A large crowd is expected 
for Saturday's football game 
against the University of Ne- 
braska-Lincoln 

"The game is considered a 
sellout," said Jenna Sims, se- 
nior in family studies and hu- 
man services and employee at 
the K-State ticket counter. 

Many K-Statc students feel 
a strong rivalry between K- 
State and Nebraska. 

"I think the rivalry strength- 
ens our school spirit and makes 
us more excited for the game," 
said Jarah Casten, sophomore 
in B^culturat economics. "I 
think (he fans might be a little 
crazier than normal because 
it's the Nebraska game." 

This rivalry, combined with 
a sold-out stadium and s late 
kickoff time, could be a prob- 
lem for Snyder Family Stadium 
security. 

"Our challenge is that the 
stadium will be at capacity," 
said Casey Scott, associate 
director of operations for the 
Department of Intercollegiate 
Athletics. "Also, it's a 6:10 p.m. 
start, which tends to create 
more issues for our security, 
in terms of alcohol use People 
have longer to party before the 
game" 

Regardless of kickoff time 
or amount of tickets sold, se- 



curity procedures remain the 
same for every game 

"We always handle things 
in the same fashion," Scott 
said. "Our security procedures 
are the same whether there's 
50,000 people in attendance 
like expected for this week or 
46,000 tike last week." 

Security for each game in- 
cludes officers from the K-State 
Police, the Riley County Police 
Department, the Pottawatomie 
Coun^ Sheriffs Department 
and the Kansas Highway Pa 
trol The athletics department 
also has its own security staff 
present at all games 

"We have a staff that assisu 
with crowd issues, whether it 
be a medical need or an objec- 
tion issue &om a rowdy fan," 
Scott said "All of the staff is 
ultimately backed up by uni- 
formed police officers." 

There are 60-70 officers and 
40 stadium security staff at ev- 
ery game, so a lack of security 
should not worry fans, Scott 
said. 

"Nebraska is a rival, but 
for the most part, our fans are 
viewed as a hospitable and 
first-class group," Scott said. 
"Yeah, they work hard for the 
CaU, but I don't anticipate 
anything out of the ordinary. 
We come in every week need- 
ing to perform at our best to 
provide the safest environment 
we can."

With others, it's like catching 
a thunderstorm in a bucket. 
There are times, though, 
when they are more difficult 
than they have to be. 

I spoke with a few Colle- 
gian writers this week about 
their time on the job. Specifi- 
cally, what should you not do 
while talking to a reporter? 

Above all, they said you 
need to understand what it 
means to be "on the record," 
a term that indicates your 
words can be quoted. If you 
are talking with someone 
you know is a reporter, you 
are on the record unless 
you've made an agreement 
otherwise. 

"I hate it when they say 
something - it's quotable, it's 
beautiful, it's magical," Lacey 
Mackey, staff writer, said. 
"Then they say, 'don't quote 
me on that,' and then they 
give me something terrible." 



It works like this: if you 
want to say something off 
the record, which means a 
reporter can't publish it, the 
reporter must first agree to 
go off the record. 

A reporter is under no 
ethical obligation to obey 
when you add "don't quote 
me" to the end of a sentence. 
Only mercy will keep your 
words unprinted then. 

tn the words of news 
editor Leann Sulzen, think 
before you speak. 

Another common misstep 
is when someone says good- 
bye after an interview and 
says, "Make me look good " 

"I'll clean up 'umms' and 
coughs," Jonas Hogg, staff 
writer, said, but that's all. 
Reporters aren't supposed to 
be doing public relations for 
anyone, he said. 

Collegian writers also 
wish sources would return 
more messages, saying it 
sometimes takes multiple 
calls before they get the per- 
son they need. Most often it's 
accidental, but it still bugs 
writers 

"You feel like you're stalk- 
ing them," Sheila Ellis, staff 
writer, said. 

The scribblers aren't the 
only ones with a wish list. 
There are things that make 
our photographers tick, too. 

One source of frustration 
is when people watch them 



take pictures, thtiS refuse to 
give their nam^ for captions.

StudenU from the K-State 
Community Service Program 
watched as a group of Bra- 
zilian children sat, laughing 
and drawing pictures of each 
other. 

It was portrait day in art 
class, and the children spent 
about three hours creating 
their masterpieces during an 
art class facilitated by K-State 
students on a trip to Brazil. 

"They didn't want to stop," 
said Anna Wetzel, 2006 grad- 
uate in fine arts. 

Pieces from a summer of 
art and learning now will be 



used to continue to help this 
group of Brazilian children. 

Art pieces and photographs 
will b« for sale at "Brazilian 
Art Night" 4:30-7:30 p.m. 
today at the Vamey's Book 
Store gallery in Aggieville. • 

All proceeds from the 
pieces, created by a group of 
at-risk youth from )acunda, 
Brazil, will benefit Project 
Rescue of Amazon Youth 
(P.R.A.Y.) and wiU go directly 
to the group of child artists 
who made the pieces. The 
event is free and open to the 
public.

for small pieces. Photographs 
from the trip taken by the 
group will be available for a 
suggested price of SS. 

Wetzel said the group 
worked on a variety of proj- 
ects while at the orphanage. 

"A lot of the projects on 
the surface were relationship- 
building, cultivating life skills 
and confidence building," 
Wetzel said. "Having such a 
tumultuous background, they 
didn't have a lot of self-confi- 
dence. Simple things like art 
projects, they could see a goal 
and accomplish it, even if it 
was really small." 

The children with whom 
the K-State group worked at 



the shelter in Brazil included 
infants to 14-year-olds Twelve 
to 20 children were at the art 
classes, and Wetzel said each 
came from a different back- 
ground Some were abused, 
others were abandoned, and 
still more were orphaned 

Chance Lee, senior in so- 
ciology and political science, 
said the community service 
program has several oppor- 
tunities for eight- to lOweek 
programs for next summer. 
Students interested can con- 
tact the service program and 
the Leadership Studies and 
Programs through civic lead- 
ership 

Lee said the art event will 



be a time for people to see 
one of K-State's programs 
and the opportunities avail- 
able to students 

Wetzel said the art projects 
were based on material from 
a Wamego art teacher. As 
the classes began, the group 
taught the children about U.S. 
artists and popular art, but as 
the project continued, Wetzel 
said she started to research 
Brazilian artists to weave in a 
native influence. The projects 
began to mesh U.S. and Bra- 
zilian themes. 

The end product is a se- 
ries of layering techniques, 
Wetzel said, including tracing 
and coloring. 



When the children began 
their projects, Wetzel said she 
noticed how many children 
traced what others had done. 
As the classes continued, 
however, the children started 
to express themselves. Wetzel 
said she watched as the trac- 
ing started to disappear. In its 
place appeared the art of a 
child.

end of the end of THE END, 
you will arive at the end of 
the end of your rope." 

This humorous tone is what any Snicket fan would expect 
from the books in this series The last book, which hits stores 
today, takes the tone to a new level. 

The book begins where the 12th left off, with the three 
Bsudetaires at sea in a boat with Count Olaf. They encounter a 
storm and end up as castaways on an island where they begin 
finding answers to alt their questions about their parents and 
the V.P.D. 

Finally, the story 13 books in the making, leaves readen with 
just enough closure and answers. 

Despite Snicket's warnings, whether you are 8 years old or 
80 years old, A Series of Unfortunate Events is worth reading in 
its entirety. 

The end of THE END, however, is something readers should 
wait to read until they have read the first 12 books The 13th 
book couldn't have the conclusion it does without the complete 
Series of Unfortunate Events.

"(Blake) is an explosive 
little guard with quick hops," 
senior guard Akeem Wright 
said. "He's really quick on 
defense.

He has a 
nice jump shot, and he can 
stick a lot of people." 

Stewart primarily took 
care of the ball last season, 
but Huggins said the target 
date for him to be able to 
start playing again is Nov 1. 



That means Young, along 
with Wright and fellow new* 
comer ]ermaine Maybank, 
will have to step up 

Maybank is a graduate of 
St John's, but he is enrolled 
as a K-State graduate student 
in the College of Education. 

He is eligible to compete 
this season because of an 
NCAA bylaw, which allows 
student-athletes who are en- 
rolled in a graduate degree 
program and still have re- 
maining eligibility to partici- 
pate. 

"I think Jermaine has 
helped," Huggins said.

The addition of many new 
players is just one reason this 
is one of the most highly-an- 
ticipated basketball seasons 
in K-State history. However, 
the main reason seems to be 
Huggins, Young said. 

"Around campus, they 
always ask how coach Hug- 
gins is doing," Young said.

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The (Mid) West Coast Offense

Before legendary coach 
Bill Walsh won three 
Super Bowls with the 
San Francisco 49ers in the 
1980*, he worked as an of- 
fensive assistant for the Cin- 
cinnati Bengals. It was his iob 
to come up with an offensive 
system that could be effective 
despite the many shortcom- 
ings of the Bengals' offensive 
personnel, 

Walsh knew his offen- 
sive line was terrible, which 
negated the time-tested ap- 
proach of running the ball 
down the throat of opposing 
defenses. He was forced to 
create a new offense, one that 
would take advantage of his 
team's strengths and hide its 
weaknesses. 

fiis new approach called 
on quick quarterback reads 
to complete short passes and 
using his receivers' speed to 
gain yards after the catch. 
This attack kept opposing de- 
fenses on the field with long 
methodical drives that fea- 
tured easy third-down con- 
versions, 

It became known as the 
West Coast Offense, and it's 
been used by countless teams 
in professional and college 
football ever since. 

K-State and Nebraska are 
two teams that run variations 
of the offense, but what exact- 
ly is the West Coast Offense? 

It is an offensive system 
that goes against convention- 
al football wisdom and keeps 
defenses constantly guessing. 
While most offensive systems 
like to use the running game 
to set up the pass, the West 
Coast Offense is just the op 
posite. 

Because Walsh had a bad 
offensive line in Cincinnati, 
he knew he would not be 
able to control (he clock with 
the run He didn't have a line 
capable of overpowering de- 
fenses for an entire game. 
So instead, he controlled the 
clock with a high-percentage, 
short-passing game 



Quarterbacks took three 
and hve-step drops, focus- 
ing on quick throws. The 
idea was to control the 
clock with short passes 
- for (ust 3 yards and 
5 yards at a time - to 
keep defenses on the Reld 
and keep them guessing 

This frustrates a de- 
fense and takes it out of 
its game. It starts to p|ay 
against the pass and becomes 
worri^ about having enough 
coverage. It plays aggressive, 
which often leads to over- 
pursuit, missed assignments 
and a failure to execute the 
defensive play call. These el- 
ements are what have made 
the West Coast Offense so 
successful. 

With so much attention 
paid to the passing gftme by 
the defense, the offense can 
begin establishing the run As 
long as the play-calling is bal- 
anced and unpredictable, the 
offense is in control. A run 
or pass can be called on any 
down or distance and keeps 
defenses honest. 

When Nebraska coach 
Bill Callahan took over for 
Nebraska two years ago, he 
changed Tom Osborne's run- 
hea>^ offensive system, which 
had produced three national 
championships since 1994. 

Callahan's offenses strug- 
gled at first, but they finally 
have started to come together 
now thai he has had time to 
get the right players to fit his

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system The Huskers have the 
No 7 offense in college foot- 
ball, averaging 463 yards per 
game. 

At K- St ate, coach Ron 
Prince is installing his ver- 
sion of Ihe West Coast Of- 
fense, and it is coming along 
slowly The Wildcats are 87th 
in total offense and have not 
been able to beat teams the 
way Walsh's offenses did for 
so many years. 

Part of the problem is the 
Wildcats' inability to grasp 
the offense and execute it 
properiy In a timing-based 
offense, quarterbacks gener- 
ally throw the ball to a spot, 
rather than to where the re- 
ceiver actually is In order to 
do this successfully, the quar- 
terback and receiver must act 
as one. 

When the quarterback is 
ready to throw, the receiver 
must be in the correct spot on 
the field. The throw must be 
precise and accurate, and the 
receiver needs to be balanced 
and under control. Running 
backs need to be exceptional 
pass-blockers and be able to 
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pick up blitzed 

Sometimes, the running 
game can be just as com- 
plex. 

But with the West Coast 
Offense, which uses the pass 
to set up the run. if the first 
port doesn't work, the rest 
is usually hopeless 
anyway.

For K-State, the history book 
reads like this^ 29 years of futili- 
ty, followed by one monumental 
win. In 1998, Michael Bishop 
and company beat the Husk- 
ers for the first lime since 1969, 
and the Wildcats have not lost 
to Nebraska at home since. 

In the last 10 meetings, K 
Slate is 5-5 against the Com- 
huskers. Not exactly a decade 
of dominance, but a decade of

Nebraska fans ac- 
cused Bill Snyder of running up 
the score, especially when he 
refused to yank his starters in 
ihe fourth quarter After years 
of being on the wrong end of 
one-sided games, there weren't 
many sympathetic Wildcats. 

The last few years, both 
teams have struggled and the 
rivalry has lost some of its 
luster That is, until the Josh 
Freeman and Bill Callahan 
soap opera began.

Patton sets freshman record, 
estc^blishes self as top running back

When cuach Ron Prince 
took over the K-State football 
program from Bill Snyder, he 
had a lot of worit to do on the 
recruiting trail. 

Snyder, known for neglect- 
ing recruiting until a few months 
before signing day, had only six 
verbal commits when he retired 
in November 2005 

After wutching the tapes of 
the Snyder recruits, one player 
caught Prince's attention He 
noticed Leon Patton, an under- 
sized running back from Texas, 
had a knack for making big 
plays. 

Once Patton arrived at K- 
Stale, Prince witnessed first- 
hand what he had seen on film. 

"When wl- hod a chance to 
get him up here for early prac- 
tices, we ran u couple of plays, 
and everybody kind of stopped 
and said, 'Wow, that guy's fast,'" 
Prince said. 



While Patton's coaches and 
teammates were exposed to his 
abilities on a daily basis, the fans 
had to wait. Through the first 
five games, E^tton rushed for 57 
yards on 13 carries in a back-up 
role to Thomas Clayton. 

But the K-SUte oBense 
needed a spark heading into 
the Oklahoma State game 
The Wildcats had scored only 
nine points in the previous two 
games combined, and, other 
than a 69-yard run from Clay- 
ton, the running game had been 
ineffective. 

TTie answer to the Wildcats' 
offensive miscues was to start 
five new players against the 
Cowboys Patton was chosen 
to replace Clayton at running 
back. 

He took full advantage of his 
first start, leading the team with 
301 all-purpose yards - a fresh- 
man record at K- State. 

"I pve credit to the offensive 
line today," Patton said after the 
3 1 -27 win over Oklahoma State. 



"I couldn't do it by myself. They 
created the holes, and I just hit 
them." 

Up until the final five min- 
utes of the game, Patton was 
responsible for six of the Wild- 
cats' eight first downs and 183 
of the team's 207 total yards. 
He showed an ability to pick up 
big chunks of yards, gaining 20 
yards or more on four plays. 

'He's definitely an explosive 
player in space," running back 
)ohn McCardle said. 'Once you 
get him in the open, he has great 
speed, and he's really shifty, so 
he can make people look stupid 
out there." 

With K-State traUing 13-10 
in the third quarter, Patton put 
his team back in the lead with a 
95 -yard kickoS return. He near- 
ly was stopped when a defender 
grabbed him from behind near 
midfield, but the 5-foot-7, 185- 
pound Patton broke free and 
sped his way into the end zone. 

'] remember seeing a hole 
and coming through it," Patton 
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said. "Someone grabbed onto 
my foot, and our team needed 
to score, so 1 tried my best to get 
&ee and get into the end zone." 

The other true freshman in 
the Wildcat backfield, Josh Pree- 
man, also had success in his first 
start. Freeman led K-State on 
its final two touchdown drives 
to come back from a 10-point 
deficit in the fourth quarter. 

With more than three years 
of eligibility remaining for both 
Freeman and Patton, the fresh- 
man running back seemed opti- 
mistic about the future. 

"Being freshmen, we have 
a long way to go," f^tton said 
"We can't do anything but get 
better"

Years ago, Nebraska 
commanded the series with 
K-State, but in the last 10 
years, things have changed. 
Since then, the two teams 
have split the series at five, 
and the Cornhuskers have 
not won in Manhattan since 
1996. K-Stale has dominat- 
ed Nebraska at home, win- 
ning by an average of 17.8 
points per game during the 
streak and by 30 points in 
the last two games. If the 
Wildcats hope to continue 
their streak over the Husk- 
ers, they will need to do the 
following; 

1. CONTAIN THE COM-

Nebraska's quartet of 
running backs - Marlon 
Lucky, Cody Glenn, Bran- 
don Jackson and Kenny 
Wilson - have accounted 
for 1,300 rushing yards and 
17 touchdowns.

For the freshman quarter- 
back frooi Ctandview High 
School in Kansas City, Mo., Sat- 
urday's game against the Husk- 
en will be a rather interring 
one considering his history with 
Nebraska. 

A year ago, Freeman was 
torching prep defenses at G rand- 
view on his way to 2fi22 yvdt 
passing and 35 touchdowns. He 
was ranked the No. 4 pro-style 
quarterliack in the countiy by 
Rivals.com, and the top player 
in the state of Missouri. 

His high -school success 
brought attention &om schools 
all over the nation, including 
K-State, Nebraska and Virginia, 
where Ron I^ince was still of- 
fensive coordinator However, 
Freeman was sold on Nebraska. 
He had gone to quarterback 
camps in Lincoln and had been 
on several official visits. 

They have great tradition 
up there," Freeman said. "The 
80,000-some odd fans in all red 
- it was breathtaking." 

Freeman plaimed to be the 
next in line to run coach Bill 
Callahan's developing West 
Coast Offense. Nebraska offered 
him a scholarship the summer 
before his senior year, and Free- 
man accepted His plans were 
to graduate in £)ecen^>er from 
high school and head to Lin- 
coln In January. 

But In the blink of an eye, 
everything changed, tn early 
December, Prince, the man 
who had been sending letters 
to Pteeman from Virginia, was 
hind at K-State to succeed Bill 
Snyder. Prince started contact- 
ing Freeman, and soon the two 
met Prince made an inunediate 
impression on Freeman. 

"The way coach Prince came 
in, you could just tell he was a 
special man and had some spe- 
cial things going for him," Free- 
man said. 



IVo weeks alter Prince's ai^ 
rival at K-State, Freeman made 
the decision to de-commit to 
Nebraska and head to Manhat- 
tan iratead. He was Prince's 
first hyped recruit as the Wild- 
cat coach, but the Comhuskect 
felt betrayed. 

They feh so betrayed that 
Callahan, without mentioning 
Freeman by name, took a stab 
at the young quarterback a few 
months later. 

"We want playeis who want 
us, because we feel Nebraska Is 
a special, special situation," Cal- 
lahan said during his keynote 
speech at a Special Otympits 
fund-raising breakfast in March 
in Omaha, Neb. "If you're a 
prima donna, if you're a drama 
queen, there's no room for you 
at Nlinaka. You can go to

Reeman enrolled at K-Sute 
for the spring semester and be- 
gan to learn the offensive system 
Prince vras trying to establish. 
He entoed the spring locked 
in a five- man quarterback race, 
but with the transfers of Kevin 
Lopina, Allan Evridge and Allen 
Webb, the candidates quickly 
dwindled to two - Freeman and 
fifth-year student Dylan Meier. 

The two quarterbacks fought 
a neck-and-neck race during 
fail practice, but Prince named 
Meier the starter before the first 
game of the season.

"He had great command and 
presence of what he was doing." 
Callahan said "We have a lot of 
respect fur Josh and what he is 
capable of doing." 

As for whether he Is stilt bit- 
ter about what happened in De- 
cember, Callahan seems to have 
moved on. 

"That is over," he said. "Re- 
cruiting is over, and it's time 
to play, so we're excited about 
pla^ng. They're a good football 
team, and It's going to be a heck 
of a challenge." 

The "prima dorma" remark 
from Callahan is one that could 
be used as motivation for Free- 
man, but Prince chose to act as 
if it never happened.

RHxi (or credit tnuisactioru. Thus, we can 
infer that credit card users, on average, 
are comfortable talung less care to ac- 
count fof smalt expenditum. 

So we can say that, for a given (small) 
purchase, credit card users respond to 
price increases by decreasing the quantity 
they purchase, less so than cash holders? 
TUdng credit card users as more pricx 
inelastic for a given good, we recognize 
>ny form of pnce disciitnination on the 
part of firms would act to make this group 
pay a higher effective price. 

Price discrimination occius when busi- 
nesses are able to classify buyers. Some 
bttyers are scart>d away by higher prices, 
while others are less affected Firms that 
use price discrimination act to charge the 
latter group a higher price than the former 
so as to extract more producer stuplus 
irom the market. 

A prime example of price discrimina- 
tion is discounts to students and tiie elder- 
ly, who are typically more price- sensitive 
than working adults. 

It is likely that minimum credit card 
purchase requirements, because they in- 
duce many credit card users to buy more 
than they otherwise would, were created 
not merely to diffuse costs, but also as

The Huaker rushing attack wasn't 
a comjtifte throwback, but with 
formations featuring multipte tight 
ends and rurmlng backv the only 
thing missing was the option pitch.

rate, often used as an indica- 
tor of a country's ability to care 
for its midents. is worse than 
Cuba's. 

"1 wouldn't advocate for a 
secorKl that you run dowT> to 
Havana to have your appen- 
dix taken out," Brock said, "but 
their primaO' care is better" 

The two main problems 
with private health insurance 
policies are the price and ^c 
inability to get insurance if a 
person has pre-existing condi- 
tions. 

Hve states now have law^ 
that require companies to in- 
sure all people, but residents 
with pre-existing conditions 
have to pay higher premiums. 

I^ck of insurance isnt just 
a problem for the poor. Brock 
said 13 million uninsured 
Americans have incomes of 
$75,000 or more 

Brock told a study of a doc- 
tor in Tbtas who was unable to 
get insurance because of a pre- 
existing condition. He said the 



doctor will probably move to a 
state like Massachusetts so he 
can get coverage, because he 
can afford the hi^ premiums 
but wouldn't be able to afford a 
long hospital stay 

"When you see uninsurabil- 
ity creeping into that kind of 
income range, you know we're 
in trouble," Brock said. 

Brock said he doesn't ex- 
pect the United States to de- 
velop a single-payer system 
like Canada's but rather a 
hybrid system that combines 
private companies and the 
government. 

"No system will work if we 
exclude people with pre-exist 
ing conditions," he said. 

For now, Brock said, the 
best choice is to look at all of 
the fine print and choose a pol- 
icy that best fits one's needs. 

"Brokers may push a policy 
that isn't necessarily good for 
you but is good for their com 
mission," he said. 

Some people in the audi- 
ence said they were surprised 
by pieces of Brock's informa- 



tion; others said (he informa- 
tion was expected 

"I'm interested in what he 
had to say," Manhattan resi 
dent Jinunie Sue Mason said 
"I think most of it we're aware 
of, but I'm always surprised at 
the statistics." 

John Woods, director of 
Facilities Services, said he at 
tended Brock s talk because hv 
plans to retire in a lew years 

"I came because t waiucci 
to find out more about insur 
ance," he said. "I hadn l heard 
a lot of it, but it didni surprise 
me."

12), taking the game 30-27. 

But after that, K-State 
could rot find consistency in 
its offensive attack. 

With a 2-1 lead, the Wld- 
cats went into the fourth 
game with an opportunity 
to win their first match since 
Sept. 9. Instead, they com- 
mitted more eiron in the la«t 
two games ( 14) than the firat 
three (10). 

None of K- State's outiide 
hitters finished with a hitting 
percentage better than .133, 
and one player, sophomore 
fenny lantsch, finished the 
game with a negative hitting 
percentage (-.040). 

"You can't have outtide 
hitters hitting negative," Pritz 
said, "because in the end, it 
will come down to your abil- 
ity to serve and pass, defend 
left side and attack left side." 

In the final two games, 
Oklahoma executed better 
than the Wildcats in those 
areas. 

Led by outside hitters Jo- 
anna Schmitt and Bridget 
Laplante, who combined for 
42 kills, the Sooners took 
control of the match by 
stringing points together and 
creating long runs.

U.S. verifies 
North Korea 
tested nuke

WASHINGTON. D.C. - US. spg 
agencies confirmed North Korea's nu- 
clear test on Monday, even as Secretary 
of State Condoleezza Rice declared 
that U.N. sanctions prove the world is 
united in opposing Pyongyang's nucle- 
ar ambitions. 

Rice leaves today morning for an 
Asian trip that is expected lo be domi- 
nated by the nuclear issue She will 
visit japan. South Korea, China and 
Russia. 

Providing the government's first de- 
finitive confirmation that North Korea 
detonated a nuclear device one week 
ago, National Inleliigence Director John 
Negropunte's office said in a statement 
that air samples collected Wednesday 
showed evidence of radioactivi^, veri- 
fying North Korea's claims. 

"The explosion yield was less than 
a kiloton," the statement said, smaller 
than many experts had expected. 

Each kiloton is equal to the force 
produced by 1.000 tons of TNT. An in- 
telligence ofBcial, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity, said the North Ko- 
rean device was believed to be roughly 
the equivalent of 200 tons of TNT, sug- 
gesting to analysts that it probably was 
a partial failure. Experts in and out of 
government had anticipated a detona- 
tion of at least several thousand tons. 

At the State Department, Rice said 
the world "has responded calmly and 
firmly" to the test 

"North Korea carmot endanger the 
world and then expect other nations to 
conduct business as usual in arms or 
missile parts," Rice said, previewing her 
message for the Asia trip.

His name is Steve. 

The 18-year-old high school fresh 
man fransferred into Casey Parks' 
social studies class at a New Mexico 
school and immediately presented a 
challenge - behavior issues, anger 
management problems and more. 

But it wasn't a challenge Parks 
couldn't handle with the teaching 
and classroom management sidlls he 
was taught before he began his two- 
year stint as a t^ch For America 
Corps member. 

Parks, a 2002 K State graduate 
and recruitment director for Tfeach 
For America, explained the corps 
and his experiences to about 10 shi- 
dents in the K-State Student Union 
Monday 

"I got the opportunity to get a 
firsthand idea of the problem of low- 
income edcuatjon," he said. "There is 
an achievement gap, but it is solvable. 
It is our re^wnsibility as a generation 



to take this on." 

Tfeach For America is a program 
similar to the Reace Corps, but is 
solely dome^c. Parks said. It places 
members in schools across the coim- 
try to teach low-income children, 
grad^ kindergarten throng 12th. 

"We're focused solely on eliminat- 
ing the achievement gap," Parb said. 

The program started in 1990, and 
since then, 17,000 people have be- 
come a part of the corps. Corps mem- 
bers are fiilly paid - anywhere from 
$26,000 to $46,000 - and recede full 
health benefits TTieir goal is to give 
low-income children the education 
they deserve, he said. 

"It seems really interesting and 
something 1 want to do," Kelly Olson, 
senior in mass communications, said 
"I want to do something that makes 
a difference, anything that'll give me 
a different persp^rtive." 

Parks began his presentation with 
a few statistics, saying 9-year-olds in

A jtrong, unified ^up of 
farmers could help solve world 
hunger, a developmental »ctiV' 
ist said Monday. 

Makanjuola Olaseinde 
Arigbede was one of three in a 
pane! of experts who addressed 
questions, solutions and current 
events involving world hunger 
in a live teleconference from 
Washington, DC 

Arigbede, a doctor from Ni- 
geria, was joined by Deepa Na- 
rayan. senior adviser in poverty 
reduction and economic man- 
agement at the World Banlc in 
India; and Eva Clayton, who 
recently retired as the associate 
director of the International Al- 
liance Against Hunger for the 
food and agriculture depart- 



ment of the United Nations. 

The 23rd-annual World Pood 
Day teleconfcfcnce was titled 
"Power of the people; bottom- 
up solutions for worid hunger." 
The Department of Human Nu- 
trition and graduate students in 
public health worked together 
to bUow K-State students and 
hcuhy the opportunity to view 
the teleconference, which was 
shown at participating universi- 
ties throughout the countiy. 

"It's important for us at uni- 
versities to be aware of need, 
not only internationally, but 
in our own backyard as well," 
said Bnana GoS, interim as- 
sistant dean of the Department 
of Family Studies and Human 
Services.

The first, 
hour- long se^^ent was a ques-

This year's mnners of the all-uni- 
versity flag football championship

Sigma Chi fraternity edged the 
Shingles in the championship last 
Thursday, winning by six points. 
The team's one freshman, one soph- 
omore, six juniors and one fifth-year 
student all had the same fundamen- 
tal reason for playing: returning to 
football.

Last year, the team went unde- 
feated in the regular season, but it 
saw an early exit from the playoffs 
in round two after a first -round bye.

Heim had an another reason for 



playing well in the championship: 
his older brother played on last 
year's championship team, which 
met Sigma Chi in this year's cham- 
pionship game. 

"I was pretty relaxed, but I was 
looking forward to playing him," 
Heim said. 

"All year, he would talk about 
how good they were. It was fun to 
get to the championship and win in 
a close game. I got the edge for the 
rest of the year because he's gradu- 
ating. He got it for last year." 

The players said the fraternity 
championship atmosphere was 
more intense and nerve-wracking 
than that of the all-university cham- 
pionship. 

"Everybody was really fired up 
there," Bervert said. 



Although they played together 
last year, most of the team members 
are even more excited for next year. 

"We're going to be good next 
year," Min Ransom, junior in busi- 
ness marketing, said. "We're in 
house with each other, but it's more 
fun out there." 

Coming out of the gate this sea- 
son, the team lost its first game. 
However, later that same night, it 
played and won. 

"We never got down; we always 
pulled through it," Heim said. 

The best part of the victory was 
sharing the glory, the playen said. 

"It felt like we didn't just win, 
our whole house won," Bervert said. 
"We didn't just have a good time, 
our whole house was able to cel- 
ebrate with us." 



K-State fans take comfort in Jawhawks' misery 



If there's one thing that can cheer 
up a K-State fan after a loss - espe- 
cially an ugly loss to rival Nebraska 
- it's the fact that our eastern 
rivals in Lawrence are strug- 
gling even more. 

Remember a little over a 
month ago when Jayhawk 
fans were dreaming of a Big 
12 North title in football? 
Kansas was riding high after 
a 2 start to the season and 
drooling over its "easy" Big 
12 Conference schedule 
that conveniently was missing Texas, 
Oklahoma and Texas Tech 

Some fans predicted a nine or 
10-win season, a possible trip to the 




Big 12 Championship and a nice 
bowl game The defense - which 
single-handedly led Kansas to a bowl 
victory in 2005 - had lost eight 
Starters, but no matter Coach 
Mark Man^o was a defensive 
"genius" who could form a 
domtnajit defense instantly. 
I'd like to reserve the "ge- 
nius" title for the likes of Bill 
Walsh or maybe Isaac New- 
ton, but if leading a team to a 
seven -win season and a victory 
in the Port Worth Bowl meets 
the requirements, then so be it. 

So what happened to the Jay- 
hawks? They've now lost four of their 
last five games and are 0-3 in confer- 



ence play The "easy" Big 12 schedule 
delivered home losses to Texas A&M 
and Oklahoma State. 

What went wrong? They ran into 
a slight problem: they aren't any good. 
A problem like that can severely dam- 
age a team's chances at a division title. 

If you go by statistics, it turns out 
Mangino might not be a defense guru 
The )ay hawks rank last in the Big 12 
in passing defense and total defense, 
allowing 393 yards per game. 

Kansas' 42 32 home loss to OSU 
Saturday wasnt televised, but appar- 
ently the jayhawk defense forgot it's 
supposed to cover the best receiver on 
the other team. OSU's Adarius Bow- 
man racked up 300 yards recewing 



and four touchdowns 

The team could be struggling 
from off-the-field distraction after the 
NCAA cited the program for a "lack 
of institutional control " That distrac- 
tion is over, as the NCAA went soft by 
only slapping Kansas on the wrist. 

Even though this K-State team 
doesn't begin to compare to the gloiy 
days of 1990s, it might still be better 
than Kansas. We'll see on Nov. 18. 

So now when will those same 
jayhawk fans start talking about their 
national championship in basketball?

Ever since K-State men's basketball 
coach Bob Muggins arrived in Manhat- 
tan, he has made believers out of fans. 

Now, it appears he has made believ- 
ers out of Big 12 Conference coaches. 

TTie Wildcats received their highest 



ranking, fifth, in the Big 12 Pre- 
I Coaches Poll on Monday with 
76 points. 

For the seventh time, Kansas was 
selected as the prraeason favorite to 
win the conference title, receiving 121 
points and all 11 possible first-place 
votes. 

But for the Wildcats, a team that 
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has never finished higher than sbcth 
in the nine-year history of the poll, a 
fifth -place projection speaks volumes 
for the effect Huggins' arrival has had 
on the program 

Last season, with eight players who 
return this year, the Wildcats were se- 
lected to finish Ulh. 

The preseason ranking should ere 
ate more momentum for a fan base 
(hat already has purchased more than 
1 2,500 season tickets for home basket- 
ball games this season. 

"People have been phenomenal 1 
think if we don't have the whole place 
sold out, we're very close to having it 
completely sold out," Huggins said. 
'Certainly the fam and the people of 
Kansas State following are doing their 
part. Now we have to do our part" 

The Wildcats will return four start- 
ers bom a year ago, including senbr 
Cartier Martin, who led the team in 



scoring with 1 8 points per game. 

Huggins said he has high expecta- 
tions for Martin, believing he will play 
a huge role in the team's success. 

"Cartier has to assume some lead- 
ership, and every real good team I've 
had, my best player has worked - he's 
been the hardest-working guy," Hug- 
gins said 

Between the layhawks and Wild- 
cats in the poll were Ibxas A&M (109 
points), Oklahoma State (97) and TeK- 
as (95). 

Behind the Wildcats were Ibcas 
■ftch (68}, Baylor (60), Missouri (44), 
Oklahoma (42) and Nebraska (37). 
The final two teams - Iowa State and 
Colorado ~ rounded out the poll, fin- 
ishing with 23 points and 20 points, 
respectively.

SATELLITE IMAGERY 
SHOWS NOirm KOREA 

SEOUL, South Koica - 
Satellite iituiges indicate North 
Korea appeals to be preparing 
for a second Jiucleair test, of- 
ficials said 1\ie3clay, as the de- 
fiant communist re^e held 
huge rallies and proclaimed 
that U.N. sanctions amount to 
a declaration of war. 

The U,N. has condemned 
the Oct 9 atomic blast, and 
U.S. nuclear envoy Chhstopher 
Hill told reporters in Seoul on 
"Hiesday that another nuclear 
explosion would be "a very bel- 
ligerent answer" to the world. 

Aa the White House ac 
knowtedged that the isolated 
nation might try a second test. 
Secretary of State Condoleezza 
Rice launched a diplomatic 
drive to persuade Asian allies 
and Russia to intensify North 
Korea's isolation by enforcing 
sanctions that the U.N Secu- 
rity Council unanimously ap- 
proved on Saturday. 

DEFYING GLOBAL BAN, 
ICELAND TO RESUME 

REYKJAVIK, Iceland - Ice- 
Imd said Iliesday it would re- 
sume commercial whaling after 
a nearly two-decade morato- 
rium, defying a wo^ldv^ide ban 
on hunting the mammals for 
their meat 

Fisheries Minister Einar 
Kristinn Gudlinnsson told 
Iceland's parliament that his 
ministry would begin issuing 
licenses to hunt fin and minke 
whales. He said the ministry 
would permit the hunting of 
nine fin whales and 30 minke 



whales in the year ending Aug. 
31, 2007 

The govenunent said li- 
censes could he issued as soon 
as Wednesday and that ships 
could mume commercial 
whaling as early as this week. 

At this year's meeting of the 
International Whaling Com- 
mission in [une, Iceland and a 
group of pro-whaling nations 
including Japan and Norway 
narrowly passed a symbolic 
resolution to support ending a 
neariy 20-year-old ban on com- 
mercial hunts. 

OfBciaUy ending the mora- 
torium would require a 75 per- 
cent majority among members 
of the commission. 

1 KILLED, 100 INJURED IN 
ROME SUBWAY CRASH 

ROME - A subway train 
plowed into another that was 
stopped in a central Rome sta- 
tion during rush hour TXiesday 
morning. kilUng one person 



and injtiring more than 100 as 
passengers screamed and ran 
for the exits. 

Witneues said the driver of 
the moving train appeared to 
have run a red light. Investiga- 
ton were trying to determine 
the cause of the crash. 

Thk^ black smoke filled 
the Piazza Vtttorio Emanuele 
II subway station, and pan- 
icked passengers ran after the 
crash, witnesses said. 

Stunned and bloodied pas- 
sengers were led from the sta- 
tion, according to TV video. 

"People in my carriage were 
sprawled all over the floor cry- 
ing and screaming," said Kshn 
Jaris Hassan, a 29-year-old na- 
tive of India, who was in the 
moving train. 

The prefect's office said that 
1 10 people had been taken to 
hospitals, and that five were in 
serious coniUtion.

In the United States, we like en- 
tertainment and food. The prevail- 
ing Sunday activity, especially for 
the middle of the country, is watch- 
ing football or NASCAR, drinking 
beer and shoveling food into our 
mouths. That sounds pretty normal, 
right? 




While we Westerners are busy 
with the constant search for new 
diversions and cuisine, there are 
people in parts of the world who 
are busy looking for ways to sur- 
vive. 

For example, while the United 
States is plagued with obesity, there 
are children who literally are run- 
ning hundreds of mlli^s for their 
lives There are children as young 
as 4 years old who are training to 
be marathon runners They aren't 
doing this for fun or for something 
to pass the time. They are doing 
this to help bring themselves out 
of poverty. Many are hoping to 
find sponsors to help them make 
enough money to eat everyday 

All the while, nearly 10,000 
miles away, U.S. children play 
video games instead of stepping 
foot outdoors. Many kids play 



with footballs, basketballs or cars 
via television or Gameboy more 
than in person.

Singh was sold to a street vendor 
for $18, because his mother could 
not afford to feed him, according 
to the BBC. Fortunately for Singh, 
Biranchi Das, his coach, discov- 
ered his talent for running 
and bought him back. 
Singh's newest aspi- 
ration is to run from 
Bhubaneswar, India, 
to Calcutta - a jaunt of 
nearly 250 miles - without 
a break. 

Young Singh is not 
alone in his 
quest to be- 



come a professional marathon run- 
ner. For example, An astasia Barla, 
10, recently ran 45 miles in eight 
hours; Mrityunjaya Mandal fainted 
a few miles short of his 50-mile 
goal; Dillip Rana, 12, ran 56 miles 
for practice and is now looking to 
run 62 miles to set a new record, all 
according to BBC.

Everyone a looking for an edge, 
whether it is at woric, school or 
in the weight room.

More often people are looking 
to fitness supplements and other 
artiiicial sources to give them the 
kick they think they need to make 
it through their exercise routines. 

But are nutritional supplements 
really the way to go? 

Here's a rundown of three of the 
most popular supplements used for 
bulking up and staying fit and the 
dartgers accompai^nr^g their use. 

PROTEIN 

Added protein intake is argu- 
ably the most pop>ular supplement 
used by avid weight liften. The Web 
site GNC.com ofFen about 190 
products containing «}me sort of 
protein. Many lifters take protein 
in the hopes of increasing muscle 
ijynthesis and fighting muscle weak- 
ness and fatigue. 

The American Council on 
Exercise reports that the typical 
American diet provides consider- 
ably more protein than the relative- 
ly small amount needed for muscle 
development. The average adult re- 
quires only one ffam of protein for 
every 22 pounds of body weight, 
and in gener^, athletes need only 
1.2 to 1.8 ^ams of protein for every 
kilogram of body weight 

Diets containing excess protein 
can be harmful to the kidney and 
can lead to unwanted weight gain 
if the excess calories are stored 
instead of metabolized. 

CREATINE 

Creatine is another fitness sup- 
plement that is extremely popular. 

Many weight lifters swear by the 
efiectiveness of creatine, and ACE 
reports that several studies suggest 
that regular creatine use can im- 
prove muscular performance dur- 
ing activities of short duration and 
high-intensity power and strength, 
as in weight lifting and sprinting. 
This comes as no surprise since 
creatine is used in skeletal muscles 
to produce adenosine triphosphate 
(ATP), the body's energy source 

However, many concerns exist 
about the negative effects excess 
creatine consumption could have 
on the body, especially to the liver 
and kidn^. Creatine usage can

If you supplement pro- 
tein in your diet in hopes of 
packing on some pounds or 
if you consume more protein 
than normal in hopes of losing 
weight, you might want to recon- 
sider your diet. 

As a nutrient, protein perfonni 
many functions in the body For one, 
proteins are a part of every body cell, and 
they make up the different patterns of ami- 
no acicb for each tissue. 

During times of growth like infancy, child- 
hood, adolescence and pregnancy, protein intake 
should be increased. 

Except during those periods of growth, excess 
protein intake is not necessary. The majority of con- 
sumers already get adequate daily protein intake and 
' many even exceed protein recommendations. 

Proteins do not normally supply energy for actions 
tike exercise, but under circumstances when the body does 
not get enough carbohydrates and fats, protein mi^t be used. 
The body does not prefer these situations; proteins are normally 
saved for their function of rebuilding and repairing tissue. 

Those individuals who do not get adequate protein might 
have slowed hair and nail growth, along with a compromised im- 
mune system and an impaired ability to repair tissue. 
There are, however, two sides to every story. Individuals w^o plan to 
use protein to pack on the muscle should think twice about over con- 
sumpticm. 

Protein consumed in excess (more than is needed for normal bodily func- 
tioru), is broken down into amino acids and absorbed through the small intes- 
tine and enters the blood stream. 
I From there, the excess amino acids are stored as fat, not as a reserve supply 

of protein. 

Most consumers don't realize high protein diets, whether it is the Atkins Diet, 
the South Beach Diet, or high consumption by weight lifters, might introduce too much 
nitrogen into the diet This ultimately could lead to liver or kidney problems in the 
consumer's future There's even a risk of high cholesterol, high blood pressure, gout and 
heart problems. 

HOW MUCH PROTEIN IS TOO MUCH7 

The recommended dietary allowance for the average male is about 63 grams per day and 
53 grams for the average adult woman. MyPyramid suggests the consumption of 1.2 to l.S 
grams per kilogram of body weight (your weight in pounds, divided by 22, equals your weight 
in kilograms). 

If you're an individual supplementing protein in your diet and already eat plenty of natu- 
nl, protein -rich foods, you might want to consider healthier options. TVy to get your protein solely 
from natural food sources while monitoring your intake. 

There are a number of factors that contribute to weight gain other than protein intake Keep in 
mind that to gain weight, your caloric intake must exceed what you're burning when you work out. 
The opposite is true if you're trying to lose weight; calories consumed should be less than what a be- 
ing used during exercise. 

Instead of basing your muscle-building experience on how much you can consume, be more con- 
cerned with the times of day you consume in accordance with your workout routine. Consume protein- 
rich food sources in the first half hour following exercise. 

1^ to increase the amount of food at each meal or increase the number of meals you have in a day if 
you're trying to gain weight. Instead of focusing just on protein intake, develop a healthy routine that will 
provide your body with not just adequate protein but an abundance of necessary vitamins and minerals 
Erom other food sources.

has a range of about 1^00 
miles and can go to 41,000 feet 
in altitude. It has room for six 
passengers and two pilots. It is 
the smallest jet of the Cessna 
Citation line 

Instructors at K-Stale-Salina 
serve as pilots for the fet, and 
they are paid for pilot duties 
in their salaries, Reagan said. 
They serve as the pilots because 
the iet also offers an opportu- 
nity for instruction 

Senior students at K-State- 
Salina have the opportunity to 
fly co-pilot in the jet and gain 
experience by paying a $75 in- 
structor fee 

"It's really only available 
to the senior students because 
they have to have all of the 



qualificatioru," said Bill Gross, 
professor of aviation and chief 
pilot 

Gross said qualifications in- 
clude a couiie on aircraft sys- 
tems, a simulator training and 
meeting the Federal Aviation 
Administration requirements 
for solo take off and landing. 

The opportunity to fly co- 
pilot on a fet airline in college 
is rare in most cases, Reagan 
said. 

"K-State students will have 
this on their log books and 
most students don't have that," 
he said. They get an opportu- 
nity to learn on actual trans- 
continental trips" 

Reagan said students get to 
co-pilot into large airports in- 
cluding Chicago O'Hare and 
LAX. 



•^o-pilots are responsible 
for navigation and radio com- 
munications which can be very 
challenging for a busy airport," 
Reagan said. 

Pat Rinearson, flight instruc- 
tor at K-State-Salina, graduated 
from the university las! year. He 
is still logging time as a co-pilot 
so that he can have the hours 
needed to go into corporate fly- 
ing. 

As a former student ambas- 
sador at K-State-Salina, Rine- 
arson said he often spoke of 
the advantage of getting flying 
time in the jet, especially i»*en 
it comes to looking for jobs 

"When you go to apply for 
th^e sorts of positions com- 
panies do look at your r6sum6 
and if you have turbine time, 
which is time flying a big air- 
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on competition 

plane like the jet, it definitety 
puts a feather in your cap," he 
said. 

Last month Rinearson co- 
piloted for pilot Scott Nichols, 
flight instructor at K-5tate-S»- 
lina. The pair were gone tat 
about four days flyii^ the jet 
on recruiting missions for bas- 
ketball coach Bob Huggins an^ 
assistant coach and recruitir^ 
coordinator FVank Martin. ' 

The jel often is used for re- 
cruiting purposes, but it also 
helps other department, Rea- 
gan said 

Ibm Roealer, associate di- 
rector of alumni programs, said 
he has used the jet to bring 
coaches out to speak at alumni 
events in western Kansas He 
said it is more time efficient and 
cost effective for the coaches.

In the first reading, the 
commission passed the second 
ordinance, but city attorney 
WUiam Frost said the ordi- 
nance would be difficult to de- 



fend in court if challenged 

"My concern with ordi- 
nance two is that I can't iden- 
tify a purpose, a basic purpose 
that is consistent throughout," 
he said. 

Mayor Bruce Snead moved 
to reconsider the fir^t ordi- 
nance, a total workplace ban, 
but the motion failed 2-3. 

Snead asked the commis- 
sioners. "What's your plea- 
sure?" A long silence fol- 
lowed 

Commissioner Mark 

Hatesohl said he wasn't sure 



he could support the third or- 
dinance 

"Is three better than noth- 
ing?" he said "1 seconded last 
time in the spirit of compro- 
mise, but I'm not stu^ anybody 
wants three if they can't have 
one."

'30 Rock" premiere 
Grade: B-

"Saturday Night Live" is an aging, dying 
walrus. The show has become formulajc, unin- 
teresting and just plain unfunny in the past few 
years. 

Having said that, the show "30 RocJc" looked 
mildly entertaining to me before 1 watched 
it last Wednesday, due to the actual "funny 
people" from SNL writing and starring in it, 
namely Tina Fey and Tracy Morgan. 

What I realized after watching the pilot of 
"30 Rock' is that the presence of Alec Baldwin 
can improve the quality of any show. 

"30 Rock" is a sitcom about the behind-the 
scenes life of a five-television writer (Tina Fey) 
and her various coworkers Gane ICrakowski, 
ludah Priedlander) working for an NBC show 
called "The Girlie Show" This show bears a 
striking similarity to SNL - crazy characters, 
weird costumes and ridkulous sketch comedy 

In the pilot episode, Liz Lemon (Fey) gets 
called into the office of jack (Baldwin), her 
■upervisor. She is asked to work with him on 




retooling the show due to declining ratings 
The first time Baldwin appears on screen, he 
angrily kicks down a door and goes on a rant 
about how he invented the GE Trivection Oven, 
which cooks food perfectly in three ways. Note: 
General Electric owns NBC, hence the glaring 
product placement. He tells Liz that he is the 
new "Vice President of East Coast Television 
and Microwave Oven Programming." 

f ack sends Liz on a mission to recruit popu- 
lar comedian TVacy Jordan for the show. Tracy 
Jordan is played by Morgan, adding to my belief 
that television sitcom writers are the laziest 
people in the United States. 

Fey plays the straight woman in this sitcom, 



but is intelligent in her role as Liz Lemon and 
gets a few good lines. Morgan is also fantastic 
whenever he is on-screen, especially when he 
gets paranoid and starts rambling about the "old 
white dudes getting us down, while they inject 
AIDS into our chicken nuggets." 

Baldwin, however, completely steals the 
show. 

"30 Rock" wasn't the funniest sitcom pilot 
I've ever seen, but then again many people 
hated the first episode of "Seinfeld." It's too 
early to tell if the show will do well on NBC, 
but the pilot did make me laugh. 

The premise was interesting and the cast was 
talented - that should count for something.

"It is always tad to lose a student 
in the prime of their life," Reed said

be suffering potentially harmful ten- 
dencies. 

University Counseling Services 
offers help to any students who are 
suffering from psychological issues 
like depression and anxiety A staff 
member from Counseling Services 



said students can become clients and 
set up meetings with one of several 
licensed and trained psychologists 

"You want to take every situation 
seriously," the staff member said, "es- 
pecially if self- harm is a concern." 

The Counseling Services staff 
member said must students who 
come to the office are suffering from 
some form of anxiety or depre»ion. 
The staff member also said it is not 
uncommon for students to suffer 



from both symptoms at the tame 
time.

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Coupons, generic brands, shopping with grocery Usts save students money on food bills

Allison Banks, senior in second- 
ary education, said her mom always 
clips coupons from Sunday's news- 
paper. 

When Banks started college, she 
said she received coupons in the 
mail from her mom for everything 
from sandwiches at Quizno's to gro- 
ceries. 

Now, Banks said she looks 



through the advertisements in Sun- 
day editions of the The Kansas 
City Star, keeps the coupons dis- 
pensed with her receipt at Dillons 
and browses through magazines for 
cheap buys. Banks said this process 
happens once or twice each week. 

it helps a lot, especially on gro- 
ceries," she said. "You can save $10 
dollars or so." 

Banks said her store of choice for 
groceries is Dillons, because she can 
get discounts from her Dillons Plus 



Shopper's Card and the coupons she 
finds in the newspaper, 

When looking through coupons. 
Banks said she does not look for 
anything in particular, but when 
she finds something special, she can 
splurge without feeling guilty. 

"Like piziB rolls," she said. "1 
don't get it unless I have a coupon." 

Jennifer Wilson, Riley County 
extension director, said it is impor- 
tant to sit down before shopping and 
decide which meals will be made at 



home during the week. Wilson said 
it is good to make shopping lists for 
a week or month at a time. 

"Always shop with a grocery list," 
she said. "Always go to the grocery 
store with a plan. Most likely when 
we go without a plan, we do more 
impulse buying. We go with things 
that cost more and might not be as 
healthy for us." 

Sometimes, people prefer name- 
brand items for certain goods and 
do not think an off-brand will taste 



the same, Wilson said. Coupons are 
primarily for name-brand items, but 
the lower price from coupons does 
not always equal a decreased price 
overall. 

"Most times you can buy the off- 
brand, and it's the same quality," she 
said. "It might not be a good deal to 
use a coupon."

There are two ways to vote in 
Kansas: first, the traditional walk-in 
vote, and second, an advanced bal- 
lot. 

Advanced balbts, sometimes 
referred to as absentee ballots, are 
now available in almost hall of Kan- 
sas counties, including Riley. These 
will be available statewide Monday 

"Advanced ballots are convenient 
for college students, because you 
can still vote in your home county 
without leaving school," said Rich 
Vargo, elections commissioner for 
Ril^ County. 

A requested advanced ballot will 
be mailed to a voter's temporary ad- 
dress as soon as a request is submit- 
ted Once the voter has completi-d 



the ballot, he or she can return it in 
a prepaid envelope provided by the 
state.

Future population uncertain

T\iesday marked the birth or im- 
migration of the 300 millionth person 
in the nation, according to the U.S. 
Census Bureau. 

This estimate comes from the US 
Census Bureau's estimate of the birth, 
death and international migrant rates 
per second At double the popula- 
tion since 1950. questions are being 
raised as to how the rapid population 
growth will affect our nation 

According to the Census Bureau 
clock, with the United States gaining 
one person every 1 1 seconds, it is no 
surprise the country has become the 
third most populated country after

comes concern, not necessarily about 
population growth, but about the 
quality of life, Derek Hoff, assistant 
professor of history, said.

Accommodating for the current 
population is more of a concern than 
overpopulation, he said.

A K-Stale graduate student 
has written a book about the 
Patriot Act that will be in stores 
later this fall. 

Paul Ibbetson, graduate in 
sociology, wrote "Living Un- 
der the Patriot Act: Educating 
A Society." He said the I^triol 
Act is difficult to understand 
and still needs to be better 
known. 

Before thinking about writ- 
ing the book, Ibbetson studied 
the Patriot Act for more than 
three years.

As an undergraduate stu- 
dent in criminal justice at 
Wichita State University, Ibbet- 
son, a former police chief, be- 
gan studying the Patriot Act in 
research papers, analyzing the 
hardships that went into mak- 
ing and understanding the law. 

"When going towards a mas- 
ters, I also incorporated it into 
my masters thesis," Ibbetson 
said.

more than $12 million a year. With 
this much money, our fees should be 
b«iefitting every student in some way, 
right?

Me neither Yet our 
Student Senate found it necessary to 
grant this Indian dance group $3,000 
to perform at K- State About 10 
students on campus are paying for 
this event to take place. 

A Christian student organiza- 
tion, Navigators, was granted 
$1,000 to s^nda group of 
students to its aiuiual Main 
Event conference.

The helpfulness of Sen- 
ate, it seems, stops with 
Navigators and Indian 
dancing. 

More than two 
weeks ago, the Al- 



locations Committee met with four 
college councils to discuss budget re- 
quest denials Apparently these coun- 
cils were a few days late with their 
budget requests, and the committee 
denied them funds. However, after 
realizing that perhaps these mistakes 
were not solely the current councils' 
faults, the committee decided to allow 
appeals to be made. 

After a week or two of prepara- 
tion, representatives of the Engineer 
ing Council, Architecture Council, 
Education Council and Arts and 
Sciences Council attended a meeting 
at which the Allocations Committee 
heard appeal requests. At the begin- 
ning of this meeting, anyone who was 
not a member of the committee was 
asked to leave for a few minutes while 
it discussed the upcoming hearings. 

When representatives returned, 
they were informed that the Constitu- 



tion and its statutes say organizations 
are not allowed to appeal budget 
request denials But the committee 
decided it would go ahead and listen 
to what each council had to say. 

The total of the funds requested 
by all four councils was SI, 731, and 
not a single dollar of that amount was 
recommended for disbursement. 

The committee feh it was accept- 
able to go against the Constitution 
by listening to appeals and taking an 
official vote regarding each council. 
It was not kosher, however, to grant 
these councils some form of funding, 
even if it was not the total amount 
they requested. 

The evening, as it turned out, was 
a waste of time for alt involved.

Five teaiiu all finished the regular sea- 
son with undefeated records Southern 
California (12-0) played Oklahoma 
(12-0) in the Orange Bowl for the 
natlonil championship, while Auburn 
(12-0), Utah (11-0) and Boise State 
(11-0) were rel^ated to bowl gam^ 
with less importance. 

use crushed Oklahoma 55-19, 
and many pondered what the national 
title game would have been like had 
Auburn been selected in place of the 
Sooners. Instead, Auburn had to play 
Virginia Ttch in the Sugar Bowl, and 
the Tigers defeated the Hokies 16-13. 

Utah defeated Pittsburgh 35-7 in 
ihe Fiesta Bowl, and Boise State was 
dropped by Louisville 44-40 in the 
Libei^Bowl. 

Even with tosses by Boise State and 
Oklahoma, there were still three unde- 
feated teams at the end of the season. 
and only one was crowned champion. 

In no other sport - high school, 
collegiate or professional - is a cham- 
pion crowned with multiple unde- 
feated teams. The champion is decided 
by letting all the b^ teams play in a 
playoff system until there is an outright 
winner. 

With the debut of the ECS stand- 
ing last Sunday, this season is shaping 
up to look a lot like 2004. 

Ohio State (No 1), USC (No. 2). 
Michigan (No. 3), West Virginia (No. 
5), Louisville (No. 7), Boise State (No. 
IS) and Rutgers (No. 16) are the seven 
remaining undefeated teams in Divi- 
sion 1-A football. 

Fwe of these teams are scheduled 
to play each other, and these will be 
some of the most important games of 
the rest of the season. 

The season finale in Columbus, 
Ohio, between Ohio State and Michi- 
gan wiU decide which team gets the 
first spot in the national championship 
game ) an.

The K-State women's volleyball 
team finally got what It waited 39 
dayi for.

The Wlldcau snapped their 10- 
match losing streak by defeating 
Tncaa Ibch 3-1 (30-22, 24-30, 32- 
30, 30-19) at Aheam Field House 
on Wednesday night. It was the 
Wildcats' first win since Sept 9 and 
put an end to the team's worst con- 
feivnce start since 1993, when it fin- 
ished wintess in what was formerly 
the Big 8 Conference, 

Junior Angle Lastra and senior 
outiide hitter Sandy Werner led the 
way for the Wildcats, finishing the 
match with a combined 39 kilb. 

Though coach Suzie FYitz said 
she was pleased with the win, she 
believes her team has more to 
prove. 

"We're not done; we haven't 
been done all along," she said "That 
elusive first win has eluded us for 
some time, but our intentions are to 
keep going." 

In the opening game, the Wild- 
cats (911, 1-9 Big 12) jumped out 
to leads of 11-6 and 20-13 behind 
the strength of six kills by Werner 
Tbxas Ttch middle blocker Amy 
Charlebois helped keep the Red 
Raiders (10-9, 3-7 Big 12) within 
reach, totaling three kills and help- 
ing her team pull within four points 
But the Wildcats went on an 8-4 run, 
capped off by a kill from sophomore 
middle blocker Megan Kroekur, and 
the Wildcats won 30-22. 

K-Sl3te Finished the game with a 
286 hitting percentage on 19 kills. 
Junior setter Stacey Spiegelberg as- 
sisted on 18 of them and chipped in 
a kill of her own. Spiegelberg fin- 
ished the match with a team-high 
57 assists 

"1 think we got in a good rhythm,' 
Werner said 

"Our passers realty stepped up, 
and 1 thought they did a great job 
passing, which was great, so we 
could run our offense." 

That rhythm did not carry over to 
the second game. The Wildcats came 
out flat, committing seven attack er 
rors - half of the Red Raiders' first 
14 points - and fell behind 14-5. De- 
spite the early deficit, K-State pulled 
within three points at 27-24 on kills 
by Kroeker and middle blocker Me- 
gan Farr. The Wildcats couldn't fin- 
ish the rally, however, and the Red 
Raiders scored the final three points 
and took the game 30-27 

Texas Tech out-hit the Wildcats 
.306 to .053 in the game.

Marines to begin sending reserve combat 
battalions back to Iraq for 2nd tours

WASHINGTON - Ihe Ma- 
rines are drawing up plans to 
send back to Iraq at least some 
reserve combat battalions that 
have already served one tour 
there, officials said Wednes- 
day - the first time such units 
would be returned lo the war. 

The plan to remobilije 
those reserve forces is designed 
to reUeve some of the growing 
Strain on active-duty Marines 

A Marine Corps spokes- 
man, Lt. Col Scott E^zekos, 
sold Defense Secretary Don- 
ald H. Rumsfeld gave the Ma- 
rines the go-ahead to conduct 
detailed planning on how the 
battalion reactivations would 
be done. Initialiy, Fazekss said 
Rumsfeld had approved the 
plan itself. Later he said the 
approval was for detailed plan- 
ning. 

Eric Rufi, a spokesman for 
Rumsfeld, said Wednesday 
evening that no specific pro- 



posals have been presented 
to Rumsfeld "The Marines 
are reviewing a range of op- 
tions and concepts for future 
consideration by the secretary 
and, to date, nothing has been 
approved," Ruff said. 

The Army, which is orga- 
nized diflerently than the Ma- 
rine Cor7>s, has not sent any of 
its National Guard combat bri- 
gades back to Iraq for a second 
tour, although it is considering 
making more use of the Guard. 
Both the Marines and Army 
have sent reserve support units 
and active duty forces to Iraq 
multiple times. 

The return of Marine Re- 
serve combat battalions to Iraq 
would begin in 2008, accord- 
ing to a senior Marine officer 
who discussed the subject on 
condition he not be identified 
because no official announce- 
ment has been made. Hius, the 
first picked to go back proba- 
bly would be remobilized next 
year to train for the mission. 

The plan, put forwatd by 



Gen. Midiael Hagee, the Ma- 
rine commandant, could be 
modified as the situation in 
Iraq changes, officials said For 
planning purposes, the Marines 
arc working out future force 
rotations that would include at 
least one Reserve combat bat- 
talion starting in 2008. 

The Marines have decided 
to take this unusual step in 
order to alleviate a problem 
that both the Marines and the 
Army are wrestling with as die 
Iraq war rages on unabated: 
wear-and-tear on the active- 
duty troops, who ore getting far 
less time at home to recuperate 
and retrain than military lead- 
ers would like 

The short respites between 
combat tours are not only a 
morale issue but also an ob- 
stacle to providing soldiers 
and Marines with sufficiently 
varied training and adequate 
time to attend professional de- 
velopment schools. 

The Marines, for example, 
are not doing as much tnining 



for large-scale, high -intensity 
combat - combining their air, 
land and sea forces - as they 
normally would do, officials 
said. They do, however, have 
the time to do high- intensity 
combat training on a smaller 
scale, in addition to counterin- 
surgency training for Iraq mis- 
sions. 

The Marines have 24 ac- 
tive-duty combat battalions. Al 
any given time, nine of them 
are in Iraq. 

lb increase the amount of 
time between deployments, the 
Marines have decided to make 
more use of their reserve com- 
bat battalions, of which there 
are nine. The main restriction 
the Marine Corps faces is a 
24-month limit on the amount 
of time a reservist can be mo- 
bilized, so those who were 
on active duty for more than 
12 months the first time will 
not be remobilized, since the

She said there are two dif- 
ferent ways to do this, both of 
which involve studying in the 
United States and also work- 
ing in a developing country. 
She said there are more than 
50 universities in the United 
States that accept applicants 



for this program. 

Mitts said service in the 
Peace Corps gives job ap- 
plicants a non-competitive 
eligibility for federal jobs and 
shows employers they are able 
to adapt to a diverse environ- 
ment. 

"If an employer sees that 
you have Peace Corps on your 
resume, there b no reason to 
ask further questions," she 
said. 

Mitts said the ftpplication 
process can take up to nine or 
10 months. Applicants M out 
information about their skills, 
work experience and educa- 
tion. Accepted applicants later 
receive the name of a country 



where they arc placed and can 
decide if thty want to accept 
the location or pass and wait 
for another opening 

Autumn Scoggan, fresh- 
man in special education, 
stopped by the booth, because 
she hopes to join the Peace 
Corps in a few years. 

"The younger the better, so 
I can be healthy enough and 
get the most out of it," Scog- 
gan said 

She said the Peace Corps 
interested her because she's 
always wanted to travel. 

Bradley Shaw, director of 
international studies, stressed 
the importance to students of 
an international understand- 



ing and experience for the fu- 
ture. 

He said studying abroad 
and other international expe- 
riences are beneficial for all 
types of future employment. 
Shaw gave examples of pro- 
fessions, like doctors, that 
benefit from being able to use 
an international perspective 
when dealing with clienta and 
co-workers. 

"Students today are aware 
that the world is getting small- 
er," he said. "The work place 
is culturally, ethnically, racial- 
ly and linguistically diverse. 
Having an understanding of 
the world we live in is in all of 
our interests." 



Distance education lets students earn credit away from campus

For Kevin and Ellen 
McLain, moving to Manhat- 
tan to attend K-State wasn't 
an option. 

Through K State's Divi- 
sion of Continuing Educa- 
tion, both were able to earn 
degrees without moving to 
Manhattan from Jefferson 
City, Mo. 

Kevin earned a master's 
degree in civil engineering. 
with a specialization in geo- 
k-chnical engineering, in De- 
cember 2003. 

Ellen earned a certificate 
in personal financial plan- 
ning in January 2003. 

Ellen works for the office 



of gift planning and endow- 
ments at the University of 
Missouri-Columbia 

Though they both work 
full-time, they decided re- 
turning to school would help 
them in more ways than one. 

"I needed to know more 
about financial planning so 1 
could get the bigger picture," 
Ellen said 

The DCE program also al- 
lowed them to keep up with 
their field. 

"The majority of my co- 
workers have a master's or 
higher, and I wanted to be at

The DCE leU students take 
classes without setting foot 
on campus, the program's 
Web site said. 

"1 had a statistics class 
that was taught using Power- 
Point," Kevin said. 

Classes taken through the 
DCE are taught in ways other 
than PowerPoint. 

The rest of his classes 
were videotaped and mailed 
to him. 

"1 was two or three days 
behind the actual class,' Kev- 
in said. 

The tests were mailed to 
him and were proctored by a 
librarian he knew 



The DCE program is es- 
sential for someone like El- 
len, who travels for her job. 

"My job requires me to 
constantly travel, so being 
able to take quizzes and meet 
for class online was a big 
help," Ellen said. 

The DCE has been at K- 
State since the early 1980s. 

"For more than 25 years, 
K-State has been offering 
high-quality courses and de- 
gree programs in new and 
innovative ways to students 
who are not located geo- 
graphically near the Man- 
hattan campus," the Web site 
said. 

To take a DCE class, stu- 
dents pay the same price they 
would pay for an academic 



course at K-State. 

"The cost of the course is 
calculated based on the tu< 
ition, fees, technologies used 
and services provided," Beth 
Unger, DCE dean, said. 

There are more than 
10.000 students enrolled in 
the DCE program, Unger 
said. 

She said students can en- 
roll in DCE courses online or 
in the program's office. 

Students have to apply for 
admission before they have 
completed 12 hours, Unger 
said 

"An admitted student may 
sign up for courses, and when 
they are admitted, an adviser 
is assigned to them," Unger 
said

Americans will need to 
have passports for all 
air travel outside the 
U.S. starting in January

Americans' must-have for this 
year's holiday season is nut a pair of 
shoes or fur-lined coat - it's a paas- 
poTl 

U.S. citizens will be required to 
have a passport, Air N EXU S card or 
U.S. Coast Guard Merchant Mariner 
Document for air travel to Canada, 
Mexico, Central and South America, 
the Caribbean and Bermuda by )an 
8,2007. 

The new regulations are part of 
the Western Hemisphere TVavel In- 
iative through the Departments of 
State and Homeland Security. 

Land or sea trips across the U.S. 
border and nearby areas prcvi 
ously required a just copy of a birth 
certificate, but passports or other 
documents determined by the De 
partments of State and Homeland 
Security are anticipated to be re- 



quired by U.S. citixens t^ Jan. 1, 
2008. 

The departments also have pro- 
posed regulations for a new travel 
document called the PAS Spurt card, 
an oltcmalive type of identification 
for U.S. citizens traveling across land 
borders or on cruises to Canada, 
Mexico and the Caribbean. 

But the details on land or sea 
travel are still being worked out, 
said T^ra Marsh, travel consultant 
for Jade Ttavel in Manhattan The 
regulations have been changed a few 
times already. Marsh said, especially 
with regard to cruises 

"They have changed, and they

have still been working out the de- 
taib on this," Marsh said. "They may 
change again. This is probably the 
third change." 

Jim Hanni, executive vice presi- 
dent of the Kansas region of AAA, 
said the change in passport regula- 
tions has not been too difficult for 
his agency to handle. 

Manhattan's AAA office has ex- 
perienced an increase m business, 
Hanni said, which has not been the 
trend across the state. 

"'Overall, we"re down as far as 
traffic this year, probably about 3 to 
4 percent," he said "We think that is 
an effect of gas prices this year." 

Marsh said she has not seen any 
change in planning by travelen 
despite the passport regulations. 
Some hotels and companies are of- 
fering discounted prices to entice 
people to travel

Event informs 
men, women of 
sexual assault

Students wearing blue 
sliirts bearing the phrase 
"Take a stand" confronted 
students in the Bosco Student 
Plaza Thursday while holding 
signs and handing out infor- 
mation about sexual assault. 

Distributed pamphlets had 
the phrase "Shedding the 
light on rape and sexual vio- 
lence at KSU" on the front, 
whi^h students said summed 
up the events of Take Back 
the Day. 

Alissa Goble, senior in 
education, carried a sign that 
read "What if it was your 



... sister, friend, girlfriend/ 
wife?" 

Goble said lUke Back the 
Day is an educational event. 

Students from women's 
studies classes and other sup- 
porters of the fight against 
sexual assault handed out in- 
formation with statistics and 
poetry about sexual assault 
to people in the plaza. "Take 
a stand" buttons and stickers 
also were made for the day. 

Tbrry Dickinson, associate 
professor of women's studies, 
said l>)ke Back the Day was 
a slogan proposed by Willie 
Wake, a former student in 
women's studies. 

She said the idea for l^ke 
Back the Day started in 
one of the women's studies 
classes, because the students 
wanted an event in which ev- 
eryone would be included in 
the middle of the day in the 
middle of campus. 



Dickinson said another 
reason for the event was to 
include the men who are sup- 
portive of the fight against 
sexual assault. 

These men felt left out of 
the annual Tikt Back the 
Night rally, when there is a 
separate march for women. 
The Tkike Back the Day event 
is one in which everyone can 
participate 

"It's a way to bring it out 
into the daylight and talk 
about it openly." she said. 

Dickinson said Take Back 
the Day first took place last 
spring, but students wanted 
to have it in the fall this year 
to try to make it a regular 
event in the semester, reserv- 
ing T^ke Back the Night for 
spring. 

Some of the students in- 
volved with the event had 
a video camera and inter- 
viewed people as they walked 



3 students to jump off bridge

Three K- State students will 
spend this weekend jumping 
off a bridge 

Chris Armstrong, senior 
in marketing; Andrew Kar- 
nowski, freshman in business 
administration pre-profession- 
al; and jason Lauer, graduate 
student in biochemistry, three 
members of the K-State Para- 
chute Club, along with 10-15 
K-State alumni will participate 
in the 26th annual Bridge Day 
event in Fayetteville, WV., on 
Saturday. 

According to wwui.bridge- 
dayinfo, the event draws 



about 450 selected and autho- 
rized base jumpers and about 
200,000 spectators to the New 
River Gorge Bridge, where it is 
legal to jump off the bridge for 
a six-hour window. Any other 
time of the year, jumpers risk 
fines up to $5,000. gear confis- 
cation and possible jail time 

Bridge Day is a celebration 
of the bridge and is considered 
one of the most extreme sport- 
ing events in the world. The 
bridge is the second-longest 
single arch bridge and stands 
876 feet off the ground. 

"For me, it is an expansion 
of skydiving, which 1 have 
completed over 1,100 jumps. 
It is a total release from every- 



thing and an extreme adrena 
line rush," Armstrong, secre- 
tary of the Parachute Club, 
said. "Right now I am scared 
to death, but it goes in waves." 

Registration for the event 
began at noon on July 5 with 
hotel registration on Labor 
Day. 

Armstrong said his interest 
in skydiving began at age 12. 

When he came to K-State, 
he saw a flyer for the Parachute 
Club and decided to join. 

"I have been waiting three 
years to participate in this 
event," Armstrong said. "I he- 
lieve we won't walk away from 
this experience the same peo- 
ple."

Beginning Jan. 8, 2007, 
anyone leaving the country 
by plane will be required to 
show his or her passport. 

In the past, cruises anci 
trips to Canada or Mexico 
only required travelers to 
show proof of citizenship, 
like a birth certificate. 

Most of us understand 
this new requirement is a 
homeland security measure, 
and a lot of us even agree 
that if we arc going to be 
concerned about who legally 
enters our country, we also 
should be required to travel 



with proper documentation 
to show we are traveling 
legally into other countries. 

Even with this under- 
standing, we don't appear to 
be aware of the preparation 
it will take to make these 
trips.

From the Public Editor: 

Reporters restricted from allowing sources 
to review articles, but some exceptions exist

David Rintoul will not 
speak to Collegian reporters. 

Rintoul, associate pro 
feasor of 
biology, 
e-mailed me 
last week to 
say he's been 
misquoted so 
many times 
he will not 
let himself be 
interviewed. 

Unless, that 

is, he can 

review the final story before 

it's printed. 

The problem is that Col- 
legian policy bans anyone 
on staff from letting sources 
see stories before they are 
published. Doing it could get 
a reporter fired, so Rintoul 
hasn't been interviewed in 
years 

The policy's purpose is to 
prevent sources from taking 
back quotations or comments 
they might decide they don't 
like anymore. Some papers 
have a similar policy, but it's 
something of an unwritten 
rule across the industry. 

Rintoul said it's been some 
time since he was last inter- 
viewed. One error he remem- 
bers was the time a reporter 
forgot the word "not" in a 
sentence, effectively reversing 
his position. 



It might not be fair to 
present-day reporters, 
Rintoul said, but he said it's 
necessary to ensure accuracy. 
I can't blame him for that, 
but I would like for him to 
reconsider his stance, though 
he might not have to. 

After our e-mail exchange, 
1 looked up the policy's exact 
wording and discovered an 
exception. I would have 
known it sooner had my staff 
manual not been buried in 
storage - shame on me - but 
it allows complex and techni 
cal stories to be reviewed by 
sources. 

Rintoul is a professor of 
biology, which, as a science, 
has plenty of complexities 
that make things difficult for 
generalist reporters. This is 
why letting a source review 
a story is not unheard of in 
medical and science report- 
ing, but it is rare in political 
journalism. 

)ust don't start making 
demands of reporters yet. 
The exception is a narrow 
one and requires an editor's 
decision, and each instance 
would likely require some 
ground rules One provision I 
forsee is the source can only 
make recommendations, not 
withhold a story from publi- 
cation. 

But there are options if the

editors won't grant a review. 

Some sources ask me to 
e-mail the direct quotes I got 
from them, which is fine with 
the policy. 

Por tougher stories, like 
those involving budgets, the 
law or complex tacts, 1 often 
do a fact-check interview 
with a source when the story 
is finished. I go through each 
fact and make it into a ques- 
tion, letting a source verify 
my facts while getting a taste 
of my context. 

It can be time-consuming, 
but it is highly effective I try 
to do this kind of interview 
whenever the source and I 
have time, because it cuts 
down on inaccuracy 

There is no guarantee 
that a story wil be perfect, 
though Humans are fallible 
by nature, and mistakes hap- 
pen TTiis is why we run cor- 
rections and why I'm here for 
anyone who thinks we aren't 
doing our jobs right 

As the saying goes; to err 
is human; to forgive, divine.

Since then, Gutierrez has 
performed with musicians 
including Wynonna ]udd and 
B.B. King, according to the 
site He performed at Kansas 
City's annual Country Club 
Plaza Lighting Ceremony 
last fall and sings regularly 
with the Kansas City Jazz 
Orchestra 

Senften said she has not 



heard Gutierrez's music, 
but said the arts center usu- 
ally has good attendance for 
vocalists. She said Wayni 
Goins, an arts center board 
member, tends to choost 
performers people like to lis- 
ten to. 

"Some jazz gets a little - 
for the average |oe Blow tike 
me - it tends to lose them," 
she said "Wayne tends to get 
artists who play jazz that ii 
really listenable.

The circle ol studoits leans 
forward as Shakespeare's 
words fall from Stacey's lips 
like a natural, easy conversa- 
tion. 

As students read throu^ 
the tines of a soliloquy by lachi- 
mo, Stacey says the playwright 
helps guide the actor, director 
and audience through a piece 
in an easy manner. 

"Shakespeare doesn't leave 
you scratching your head," he 
said. 

And suddenly, Shakespeare 
starts to cume alive through the 
tongue of this British actor. 

Stacey is one of five pro- 
fessional performers from the 
touring theater company Ac- 
tors from the London Stage 
who will perform Shake- 



speare's "Hamlet" at 7:30 to- 
night in McCain Auditorium. 

A pre- performance lecture 
will be given by Don Hedrich, 
professor of English, at 6:30 
p m today in McCain 204 Or- 
chestra tickets cost $25 for the 
public and $12 30 for students; 
balcony tickeU cost $21 for the 
public and $10.50 for students 

Working with a group of 
students in an evening theater 
clais, short scripts and solilo- 
quies of Shakespeare's works 
were handed to students, al- 
lowing them to perform class. 
As part^were passed around 
the room, actor Anna Northam 
stood up. motioning to the 
speeches and dialogues 

"Scribble up all over them," 
she said. 

After 10 minutes of indi- 
vidual practice, the group re- 
convened to perform and re- 
ceive critique from Northam 
and Stacey. Words from 
Shakespeare's dramas, com- 
edies and romances were spo- 
ken by class members with 
occasional interjections from 



the company aaors. 

"You have to give every 
word a go," Stacey said, revis- 
iting lines in the works and 
encouraging students to dig 
deeper 

The theater company, in iu 
30th year, travels to univeiti- 
ties and colleges across the 
country and spends a week be- 
fore a performance in classes, 
working with students. Being 
in the classroom is a vital com- 
ponent of the company's mis- 
sion. Northam said, allowing 
actors to work with students 
and young performers to culti- 
vate their abilities. 

"It's desperately important," 
she said. "Otherwise, there's 
no point of doing this." 

With only five actors on 
the tour, the company lacks a 
director, but Stacey said the

One of the long-term goals of 
PFLAG is to Gstablbh awaren^s, 
advocacy and a comfortable en- 
vironment for those who are not 
traditionally accepted sexually, said 
Jason Lantz. president of the Flint 
Hills PFLAG, 

"PFLAG is essentially for lesbi- 
an and gay people and their allies," 
Lantz said '"We live in an environ- 
ment ihat can be anywhere from 
uncomfortrabic to hostile People 
can come and be themselves and 
feel accepted." 

Under the direction of their pro- 
fessors, Crouse and fellow graduate 
student (cmmie Godwin were com- 
missioned by Flint HiUs PFLAG to 
write two issue-based, non-fiction 
plays about Manhattan lesbian, gay,

Lantz said Crouae and Godwin 
had no intention to take the plays 
beyond the classroom, but after 
encouragement from cotnmunj^ 
members, they decided publicity 
would benefit all involved.

Idgue on the topk of diversity based 
on sexual orientation. 

'"Such a dialc^e requires expo- 
sure to the full range of individual 
experience, followed by an oppor- 
tunity for the participants to ex- 
plore their belief, values and biases 
through a post-|riay discussion in an 
atmosphere that is non-threatening 
and encourages self-examination,'" 
Lantz said. 

PeU said it was important for 
others to accept him through hii 
coming out and for him to accept 
the experience himself.

The Tiger defense is ranked 
18th nationally in total de- 
fense, allowing only 276.1 
points per game, and Mis- 
souri is just one of five teams 
to rank in the Ibp 20 nation- 
ally in both total offense and 
defense. 

The defense is anchored 
by defensive end Brian Smith 
and linebacker Marcus Ba- 
con.

Texas High School Player of the Year Chase Daniel 
just keeps winning, especially Mizzou fans* hearts

Thurc's just sometKing 
about this kid from 
Texas. Most people 
cant put their finger on it, but 
when asked to describe Chase 
Daniel, they usually come to 
the same con elusion - he's 
just a winner 

Daniel, the sophomore 
quarterback Tor Missouri, is 
just a winner who has changed 
the face of Tiger footbaU. At 
the beginning of this season, 
he was faced with a daunt- 
ing task He had to replace 
NCAA record -setting quarter- 
back Brad Smith - a Missouri 
icon who graduated and was 
drafted into the NFL. 

Few thought he could do 
it, but all Daniel has done is 
lead the Tigers to a 6-1 start 
by throwing 15 touchdown 
passes Perhaps more impor 
lantly, he has given a desper- 
ate Missouri fan base some- 
thing to cheer at>out. 

When Missouri fell 25-19 
last week at Texas A&M, it 
was something Daniel wasn't 
used to. He hadn't lost since 
his junior year at Carroll High 
School in Southlake, Texas 

In fact, it was only the sec- 
ond loss he had ever experi- 
enced as a starting quarter- 
back Todd Dodge, Daniel's 
coach at Carroll, said the 
preparation during his high 
school years has helped Dan- 
iel to succeed early in his col- 
legiate career 

"Every day at lunch, he'd 
bring the brown bag and 
come meet me over at lunch 
and wouldn't miss a day to 
watch extra video," Dodge 
said. "He truly loved to study 
the game." 

That extra study time cer- 
tainly has helped Daniel at 
Missouri, as the Tigers run 
virtually the same offense he 
ran as the quarterback at Car- 
roll. 

"It's exactly what they're

running at Missouri," Dodge 
said 'Spread, no huddle, 
shotgun the whole time. He 
never got under center his en- 
tire career" 

In addition to the simi- 
larity in offenses, Carroll is 
no slouch in the high school 
football world The team has 
lost only one game in the last 
four years - the 2003 5A State 
Championship In 2004 and 
2005, (he Dragons were the 
mythical national champions, 
finishing both seasons ranked 
No. 1 in the USA Today na- 
tional poll 

K- St ate defensive tackle 
Quintin Echols, who played 
his prep football in Fort 
Worth, Texas, said high school 
football in the Lone Star State 
is completely different 

"When it's high school 
football season, you don't 
worry about anything else," 
Echols said. "We hardly even 
watch the (Dallas) Cowboys. 
It's a big-time pride issue. It's 
really hard to explain" 

Daniel's high school ac- 
complishments are almost 
hard to fathom. Playing quar- 
terback for only his junior 
and senior seasons, Daniel 
threw for a combined 8,298 
yards and 91 touchdowns and 
rushed for 2,954 yards and 
39 touchdowns. Both seasons 



earned him Texas Player of 
the Year honors, and in 2004 
he was named the EA Sports 
National Player of Ihe Year. 

So it comes as no surprise 
to Dodge that Daniel's sue 
cess has carried over to the 
collegiate level He said he 
remembers a specific moment 
du^ng his junior season when 
he knew Daniel was going to 
be special. 

In a third round playoff 
game at Lubbock- Monterey, 
the Dragons were faced with 
only their second deficit of 
the season Trailing 27-24 
with about four minutes left. 
Dodge called his offense to 
the sideline. 

"A( that puint in a young 
quarterback's career, you're 
going to see one of two things," 
Dodge said "You're going to 
see the decr-in-theheadlight 
look or the look. With Chase 
Daniel, 1 saw the look " 

Daniel followed the look 
by leading his team on an 80- 
yard scoring drive, completing 
all six of his passes and seal- 
ing the victory with a four- 
yard touchdown run with 30 
seconds remaining 

"That was just one of those 
deals where you stand up and 
you go. Yep, you've got it,'" 
Dodge said. 

Even with his high school 
success, Daniel couldn't 
get scholarship offers from 
schools like Texas. Oklahoma 
or Texas Tech. Instead, he 
chose Missouri, partly because 
they were the first to offer him 
a scholarship. 

Dodge compared Daniel 
to Drew Brecs - the New 
Orleans Saints quarterback 
who played high school foot- 
ball in Austin, Texas, and also 
was Texas Player of the Year. 
Brees wasn't recruited by any 
of the big Texas universities 
and ended up at Purdue 

At 6- foot, 225 pounds. 
Dodge said it was partially 
Daniel's height that made him 
less attractive to the football

powerhouses. 

"Sometimes the quarter- 
backing world is kind of like 
a beauty contest," he said. "If 
you're not 6-foot-3 or 6-foot-4 
and 215 pounds, people think 
you can't play. That's just not 
the point. It's all about mov- 
ing the chains and about pro- 
duction." 

Daniel certainly has pro- 
duced so far. something for 



which Missouri coach Gary 
Pinkei is grateful 

"I probably can't ask for a 
whole lot more from a first- 
year player," Pinkei said. 
"He's certainly an asset to 
our football team, and we all 
know that that position is so 
critically important to our 
success." 

Daniel's success so far cer- 
tainly deserves recognition. 



but it is not something he'll 
take pride in or be satisfied 
with. Dodge said. 

"Chase was always about 
getting better," he said. "At 
Missouri, they'll always find 
out that the sky is the limit 
as far as what might happen 
with him throughout his ca- 
reer. Nothing will ever keep 
him from continuing to get 
better."

When Allan Evridge was 
the statliiig quarterback last 
season for K-State, he often 
stood in the pocket and took 
several hits from opposing de- 
fenses.

"It could be rough," Archer 
said ")ust with the kids and the 
people and the violence." 

The influences inside the Ar 
cher home definitely were bet- 
tor than the ones outside of it. 
Archer said he and his brother 
inherited their love of art from 
their mother, Sandra, a freelance 
grapluc designer 

"We watched her, and she 
showed us how to do stuff and 
helped us draw," he said. "She 
really showed us how to under- 
stand the concepts of art."

Through high school, he played 
football, baseball, basketball and 
ran track.

A Shakespearean play can 
be a challenge for any actor 

But for the performance of 
"Hamlet" Friday ni^t in Mc- 
Cain Auditorium, the British 
theater troupe, Actors from the 
London St^e, took the diffi- 
culty to a whole new level. 

The troupe, which consists 
of only Rve members, acted all 
25 speaking parts in the play 
themselvra, with one actor of-

The simple production used 
no fancy stage scenery.

The play was preceded by 
a lecture from Don Hedrick, 
prof^sor of English Hedrick 
gave a preview of the troupe's 
performance.

$4K to compete 

for top places

Homecoming is expensive 
- not only in man hours, but 
also in dollars. 

Over the next week, offi- 
cials from greek houses and 
residence halts estimate that 
they will spend thousands of 
dollars to participate in all of 
the week's activities, leaving 
some students concerned. 

"What 1 want to know is 
why so much money is invest- 
ed into this one week," Eric 
Davis, junior in psychology, 
said. 

"1 mean, this is a ton of 
money, and it just seems like 
it could l>e better used." 

During All- University 
Homecoming, each greek 
pairing of one sorority and 
two or three fraternities will 
spend about $4,000 to effec- 
tively participate in each facet 
of Homecoming, the Panhel- 
tenic Council said. 

"If you want to be com- 
petitive, you have to spend 
at least nearly as much as the 
other pairings." said James 
Barrick, vice president of Phi 
Delta Theta and junior in bi- 
ology 

Most of the money spent 
by greek houses comes from 
membership dues. Each mem- 
ber pays a general fee at the 
beginning of the school year 
that allows them to partici- 
pate 

Some in the community 
said, though these numbers 
might be eye-popping at first 
glance, once the cost is di 
vided between all members, 



the burden does not seem so 
great 

"When we broke it down, 
each of our members pays 
about $30 for Homecoming," 
Barrick said "J really don't 
feel like that's too much, con- 
sidering there is at least one 
activity per day during the 
week and several social func- 
tions in the evening." 

Many said the reason 
Homecoming is expensive is 
because pairings retain the 
traditions that were estab- 
lished decades ago. 

"Homecoming is a trad ition 
that we don't want to reduce," 
said Michelle LeCluyse, direc- 
tor of interfraternal relations 
for Pan-hellenic Council and 
junior in biology. "We want 
to maintain the excitement 
level not just for the groups 
participating in Homecom 
ing. but for the community of 
Manhattan as well" 

K- St ate has kept Home 
coming costs down by regu- 
lating the amount of money 
groups can spend on each 
event. 

"We want the winners of 
Homecoming to be the ones 
that did the best, not the ones

Keliy Stazyk, resource de- 
velopment director (or the 
Boys and Girls Clul», said 
each club member costs the 
organization S250 

She said membership in 
the Boys and Girls Clubs has 
increased by 84 percent since 
2000, but the club's revenue 
has increased by only 8 per- 
cent since 2000. 

This year, All-University 
Homecoming is helping th« 
cause. 

Homecoming's fint event, 
the 5K race, is unlike the 
rest of the events because it 
is the only all-university phil- 
anthropic event. TYia year, 
members of the Homecom- 
ing Committee chose the Boys 
and Girls Clubs to receive the 
proceeds. 

^drea Bryant Gladin, 
race coordinator and K-State 
Alumni Association associate 
director of alunmi programs, 
said in years past ail home- 
coming events were philan- 
thropic. 

But that chan^d four years 
ago 

"It was determined that 
there needed to be one unified 
event," she said. 

Kayla Bryant, member of 
the Homecoming Committee, 
said every year the committee 
(diooses a different organiza- 
tion to receive the proceeds. 

She said the commit- 
tee chose the Boys and Girls 
Clubs for several reasons. One 



reason was because former 
football coach Bill Snyder, 
this year's Homecoming grand 
marslial, supports the Boys 
and Girls Clubs. 

"We also wanted to keep 
the money here in Manhat- 
tan," Biyant said.

Someday people will get e-mail 
from their refrigerators, (he vice presi- 
dent and chiel Internet evangelist of the 
Google Management Corp said 

Dressed in a formal black suit, Vin- 
ton G. Cerf took the stage and apolo- 
gized for using a PowerPoint presenta- 
tion during his speech. 

Cerf, also known as a "Father of the 
Internet," is a co designer, along with 
Robert Kahn, of TCP/IP protocols and 
the basic architecture of the Internet 
For their work, both received the high- 
est civiJian honor in the United States, 
the Presidential Medal of Freedom, in 
2005. 

Cerfs job at Goo^.com ii to en- 
courage Internet access and use in ar- 
eas where there are fewer people usirtg 
the Internet. He said he wants the In- 
ternet to be used everywhere. 

"I hope that this will change," he 
said, "but it wiU be a lot of hard work." 

Since its introduction as a privately 
held company on Sept. 7, 1998, Google 
Inc. has evolved Into the world's larg- 
est search engine, with a net income 
of $1.47 billion in 2005 and mon than 
5,000 employees worldwide. 

The company, founded by Larry 
Page and Sergey Brin, was developed 
as a new approach to online research 
and is a free service that can return re- 
sults in a fraction of a second. 

Ibday, Google.com offers users ac- 
cess to more than 8 billion Web sites 
and other functiotts like Google Earth, 
a calendar, calculator, a video function, 
Gmail and more 

"At Google, we are committed to 
make information accessible," Cerf 
said. 

During his speech in the crowded 
Redler Mali Auditorium to a diverse 
audience of students, faculty and staff, 
Cerf was interrupted only once - by the 
introductory Windows melody from 
the computer of one of several guests 
with a laptop set up in front of them 

Cerf continued his speech, which 
drew several laughs from the audience, 
saying the Internet today is strongly 
influenced by several factors, like the 
availability of mobile devices. 

'The guys from Google did not need 
approval back then,' Cerf said.

I realize 26 is an 

unbecoming age to 
delve into the cranky old fartdom of 
"the way things used to be," but surely

We are rapidly chasing a future in 
wtiich we will tell our grandldds that 
once children were allowed to play, to 
run, yes, even to skip, if they so chose 
Or that once, in a long ago en, we al- 
lowed children to make decisions and 
hce consequences^ it seemed almost 
that we were preparing them to be 
adults.

De^ite the endless hand -wring- 
ing, 1 have yet to detemiine what, if 
anything, we are so terrified of. 

There are dangers of childhood, 
yea. My own was filled with bumps,

stabbings. 



Authority Rgures were - get this 
- authoritative, without having to re- 
sult to imprisoning children. Students 
at my elementary school, myself in- 
cluded, were paddled for misbehavior 
and sent back to class Serial killera 
from HiUcrest Elementary: zero. 

Instead, aU-or-nothing policies are 
creating children who know nothing 
but black and white laws. This is not 



simpfy idiotic; raising children to con- 
form with distantly enforced, inflex- 
ible rules or face legal consequences 
is not healthy. We are mass-producing 
tiny authoritarians who will someday 
make decisions as adults. 

But for now, more rules, more nan- 
nying, fewer outlets for children to be 
children, more board meetings, more 
controls, more child therapists and 



more Ritalin. 

Should we, maybe, stop to think 
that school violence was not an issue 
unto we told children to stop playing 
copa and robben?

But while you take advan- 
t^e of all the information 
superhighway offers, keep one 
thing in mind - even the most 
handy tool has its drawbacks. 

For the most ubiquitous 
online search engines like 
Google or Yahoo!, making 



money comes before deliver- 
ing quality information. 

Yahoo!, for instance, lists 
the names of sites that ad- 
vertise with h before other 
sites. Google gives preference 
to sites with which it has a 
partnership. That means you 
might not see the most cred- 
ible sites Srst. 

Ever notice that Wildpedia 
shov^ up near the top of the 
results list for every search? 
That's not because it is the 
most authoritative source; 
in fact, the majority of its 
content is written by people 



like us. That leaves the site, 
by its own admission, fiill of 
"oversights and omissions." 
it shows up so high because 
it has a partnership with 
Google. 

The Internet also affects 
our collective consciousness, 
because any Joe Blow with a 
computer can mass publish 
information, even if it's com- 
pletely bogus. 

While the freedom of in- 
formation the Internet allows 
can be a good thing, students 
need to be vi^lant to select 
credible sources.

When K-State traveled to Columbia, Mo , last 
Saturday, it left its leading rusher in Man- 
hattan Thomas Clayton, who had a team- 
leading 322 rushing yanls heading into the Wildcats' 
game with Missouri, was absent during the 41-21 loss 
to the Tigers. 

Coach Ron Prince said an announcement would 
be made regarding the senior's status with the team at 
today's press conference at the Vanier Football Com- 
plex 

It's been a long fall for Clayton, who was a Super- 
Prep All America ninning back at Mt. Vernon High 
School in Alexandria, Va He committed to Florida 
State out of high school, but transferred to K- Stale after 
his freshman season. 

After backing up Darren Sproles for a year, Clayton 
was prepped for the startir^ role in 2005 He led the 
nation in rushing with 164.5 yards per game through 
two games before being suspended for one game after 
an altercation with a university parking official 

The incident led to Clayton being convicted of 
misdemeanor battery on June 9, which led to Prince 
suspending him for K-State's season-opener against II 
linob State Clayton started four games for K State this 
season before losing the No 1 spot to true freshman 
Leon Patton prior to the Wildcats' Oct. 7 game with 
Oklahoma State. Patton set a K-State freshman record 
during the game, finishing with 301 all-purpose yards 
and rushing for 131 yards. 

Sophomore oSensive lineman Gerard Spexarth 
also did not travel with the team last weekend. He has 
dropped completely off the depth chart after beginning 
the season as the starting right guard. 

In Prince's first year at K-State he has suspended 
three players, and nine players have been released from 
the program.

road games No one in the media 
can get a straight answer about a 
player's injury. 

However, the schedule now turns 
to some quite winnable games, the 
first one being this week. 

The Cyclones will enter with an 
0-4 Big 12 record, having lost five of 
their last six games overall. This will 
be the last winnable home game for 
the Wildcats, with Texas being the 
only other home date remaining.

With a minor in dance. Smith 
said Poize isn't just a hobby for her 
- it's her passion. 

"I was the kid that always want- 
ed the spotlight, dancing on top of

Smith recalled a time when her 
family took a trip to Universal Stu- 
dios, and she and her brother ran 



to the front of the stage during a

T^vis Gretton has followed this 
year's midterm elections closely 

After reviewing countless hours of 
candidates' policies and completing a 
strenuous cost-benefit analysis, Grat- 
ton, sophomore in biolc^ and first- 
time voter, will make the trek to his 
local election brunch to cast his vote. 

But GiBtton is worried hii vote 
could mean absolutely nothing. In feet, 
he thinks it might not be counted. 

Across the United States, electronic 
voting machines are replacing the tra- 
djticmal paper ballot. Nearly 40 percent 
of Americans who cast their vote this 
November will do so on an electronic , 
touch-screen machbe that produces 
no paper record. 

In Riley County, 100 percent of 
votes will come from these machines. 

'This year we have switched com- 
pletely to electronic voting for the first 
time in an effort to provide a clear, 
timely report of the votes," said folene 
Campbell, deputy county clerk and 
elections coordinator for Riley County 
"We have full confid^ce in the ma- 
chine that we use." 

Others are not so optiinistic In Jan- 
uary. Bill Richardson, governor of New 
Mexico, opted for residents to use pa- 
per ballots with optical scanners to cast 
their votes, a reversal from the state's 
plan to convert completely to electron- 
ic voting machines. 

27 states have also adopted plans 
that require a paper trail, many times 
requiring the new touch-screen tech- 
nology to be replaced with ones that 
have printers attached. 

Electronic voting became popular 
after the 2002 Help America Vote Act. 
a piece of legislation initiated by Resi- 
dent Bush that caUed for an end to the 
punch card method of voting and gave 
significant funding to states that up^ 
graded election technology.

HONEST INGREDIENTS. ^CklPdlfi 
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Author charges students to hold leaders accountable

Americans under 40 need to 
pay more Bttentiom to news in 
order to hold leaders account- 
able and be more powerful citi- 
zens, Da>dd T Z Mindich said 

Mindich spoke to a packed 
house at the U)u Douglas Lec- 
ture Seriei on Public Issues in 
Forum HaU Tuesday evening. 
He was promoting his book, 
■Twined Out: Why Americans 
Under 40 Don't Follow the 
News," and had several points 
he wanted the audience to learn 
from his lecture. 

"Who is the ultimate check 
on government power in the 
U.S ? It's yuu and me," he said 
"Most young people are more 
tuned out than most of us imag- 
ine." 

He said the median age of 
news viewers is 60 years old, 
and one out of five students 
read a newspaper each day 

"Free content on the Inter- 
net is impeding the paid content 
within the newspapers," he said 

However, he said it is not 
young people's fault 

"It's not because they're 
dumb," said Mindich. "We 
know news holes, the space for 
news stories in newspapers, are 
shrinking, and we are scared to 
trust the media," 

Mindich said with the Inter- 
net, students can dig deep into 
news subjects, but they are more 
inclined to get on the Internet to 



look at Faccbook or MySpace 
rather than catch up on news. 
As a result, the gap between stu- 
dents' and their parents' knowl- 
edge of the news is widening. 

"Withoul that news knowl- 
edge, young people are ipving 
their future to their elders," he 
said. "It's about your self-inter- 
est and holding leaders account- 
able" 

He also said entertairunent is 
a culprit. 

"We've always been more 
entranced by entertainers than 
politicians," he said. "We can't 
focus as much as we used to" 

He said today, 80 percent of 
sixth grade students have tele 
visions in their rooms and are 
probably not watching Katie 
Couric on the evening news. 

"When news tries to outdo 
entertainment, they lose their 
credibility." he said. "News is 
competing against millions of 
different entertainment options 
... against 'Fear Factor' and duck 
embryos" 

So what should the media do 
to gain our attention? 

■They need to be the place 
where people come to be elevat- 
ed, lo be more powerful citizens, 
to serve as leaders," he said- 

Media should change the 
focus of journalism and reintro- 
duce passion, he said 

"We have to start caring and 
reading the news early," Min- 
dich said. "Education is a big 
part of this picture. We need to 
make sure schools are politically

vibrant It's not too late to start 
the habit" 

Jenny Golay, freshman in 
elementary education, ajpeed 
with Mindich, and said she will 
take some of his ideas and In- 
corporate them into a classroom 
in the future. 



"I think he had a lot of good 
points," she said " I myself am not 
into reading the media. Younger 
people are more involved in en- 
tertainment and they block out 
the news " 

Mindich said he worries that 
because younger generations 



aren't watching the news and 
staying up to date, it could cause 
Ihe absence of checks and bal- 
ances. 

"The absence of checks and 
balances means seeds of fascism 
could be planted in the future," 
he said. 



Mindich said the way to 
bridge this news gap would to 
find a news media that individu- 
als could trust. 

"We need to hold our lead- 
ers accountable, and we need 
news to do that," he said. "Our 
democracy depends on that." 



Students work with New York company in organic fashion competition

Ten apparel marketing and 
design students are awaiting 
judgment from a New York 
fashion designer on their or- 
ganic clothing designs this 
week. 

Faculty from K- State's De- 
partment of Apparel, Textiles 
and Interior Design organized 
a student design competition 
to promote awareness and 
use of organic and environ- 
mentally friendly fabrics. 
They enlisted Earth Speaks 
Fashion, a design company 
from New York that produces 
clothing using organic hemp 
. and hemp-blended fabrics, to 
^udge the competition. 
- Pairs of students created 
clothing designs using fabric 



provided by Earth Speaks 
Fashion and presented them 
to faculty and the company's 
owner, Bi Li. 

"In the past few years there 
has been a growing demand 
for eco-friendly and sustain- 
able apparel products that 
are also aesthetically appeal- 
ing and even fashionable," 
said Melody LeHew, associ- 
ate professor of apparel, tex- 
tiles and interior design, and 
faculty judge for the competi- 
tion. "The fashion industry is 
responding to this demand." 

The competition is called 
Project Organic: Designing 
for a Sustainable Lifestyle. 
Creating fashion that is envi- 
ronmentally friendly is a nec- 
essary step toward ensuring 
the quality of life for future 
generations, LeHew said. 



By designing for a specific 
company with its own objec- 
tives and established style, 
students were exposed to the 
reality of work after college. 

"This was like a real -world 
scenario," Loren Price, senior 
in apparel design, said. "As a 
designer you don't always get 
to make whatever you want 
You have to be able to work 
within the company's wants 
and their aesthetic." 

Students received the as- 
signment in spring 2006 and 
turned in their final projects 
this month. Each pair con- 
tained one apparel design 



and one apparel marketing 
student. 

"Each person brought ex- 
pertise in a different area, and 
we molded them together for 
our project," Lacey Prenzl, 
sophomore in apparel mar- 
keting said "I loved work- 
ing with a partner. 1 learned 
so much about the industry. 
This really put what we learn 
in class to work" 

The finished products are 
on display from 2:30-4:50 
p.m on Tuesdays and Thurs- 
days in Justin 338 The exhib- 
it will be open until Nov 9. 

Each pair has displayed 



one finished garment along 
with a storyboard that in- 
cludes their inspiration, tar- 
get market, color pallet and 
design for three to five addi- 
tional garments. 

The winners of the compe- 
tition should be announced 
next week. The winning 
pair will receive a monetary 
award as well as the possibil- 
ity of having their desi(^ in- 



corporated into Earth Speaks 
Fashion's collection, LeHew 
said, 

"This was something that

Stormwater drainage was 
the main issue discussed at 
the City CommiMton meeting 
TXiesday evening. 

The last official itorrnwa- 
ter master plan was finished 
in 1995, said Steve Hampton, 
Manhattan engineer. 

Categories of importance 
addressed include hl^ -prior - 
i^ and discretionary projects. 

Manhattan Director of Pi- 
nance Bemie Hayen said the 
projects will be addressed in 
order of importance. 

He said consultants are 



looking at various projects 
around town to assess their 
necessity. 

One project on the list, a 
ditch outside Marlatt Halt, 
will cost S95,000, according 
to a City Commission agenda 
memo. The residential rate 
right now is SO percent, leav- 
ing the commercial costs at 
25 percent. 

Th« money obtained from 
taxes will cover not only the 
supplies and labor, but also 
the repairs and the upkeep of 
the area. 

Althou^ fixing the drain- 
age problem will be a help to 
society, it also might affect 



midents, Hayen said. 

Residents' and businesses' 
tax rates might increase as a 
result to help pay for the ^- 
tems, which havent been al- 
tered since 1997.

BRrrAIN'S DEFENSE 
MINISTRY BARS 
EMBEDDED REPORTERS 

LONDON - Britain's De- 
fense Ministry has barred the 
country's Uigest commercial 
news broadcaster from re 
porting alongside the nation's 
troops in Iraq and A^anistan 
in a dispute over the networic's 
coverage of wounded soldiers, 
a ministry official said. 

The ministry accused ITV 
News of inaccurate and in- 
trusive reporting in a series of 
broadcasts last week 

Several of the reports were 
critical of the standards of hos- 
pital care offered to the injured 
and of the treatment of sol- 
dien. 



NIGER ORDERS ARAB 
REFUGEES TO GO HOME 

NIAMEY, Niger - The gov- 
ernment of Niger on TXies- 
day ordered the expulsion of 
150,000 Arab refugees from 
Chad and neighboring coun- 
tries who have Uved in this West 
Afiican nation for decades. 

Interior Minister Mounkai- 
la Modi fold The Associated 
Press that the drastic deci- 
sion was taken because many 
of the refugees are livestock 
herders whose camels are de- 
stroying arid Niger's fragile 
water sources in short supply. 

Many of the Arabs are no- 
mads known as "Mohamides " 
who fled past conflicts in 
Chad decades before. 



NORTH KOREA 
UNAPOLOGETICOVER 
NUCLEAR TEST 

BEIJING - China gave its 
first full public account Tues- 
day of its mission to North 
Korea, saying it got no apol- 
ogy from top leader Kim Jong 
II for the atomic explosion but 
did receive assurances there 
were no plans for a second 
nuclear test 

The North's reclusive lead- 
er also expressed a willing- 
ness to return to six -nation 
talks over its nuclear program 
if financial restrictions levied 
by the US. are ffrst resolved, 
said Chinese Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Liu jianchao.

K-State safety Marcus Watts will miss the nst of 
this season due to the hand injury he suOered three 
weeks ago against Oklahoma State, coach Ron Prince 
aimounced fXiesday. 

The junior will have surgery to repair his right 
hand, which was injured when he blocked a punt 
i^ainst the Cowboys The season-ending injury is the 
second in the secondary for the Wildcats this year 
Comerback Bryan Baldwin went down at the begin- 
ning of the Big 12 Conference schedule. 

WetU had 19 tackles this season, including two 
sacks and two forced fumbles He also recorded three 
interceptions, which were the first three of his career 

Prince said the loss of WatU obviously will hurt the 
defense, but the special teams units also will be miss- 
ing his presence. 

"(Mi^ty) and Yamon (Pigun) have been dominant 
on our punt team," Prince said "Basically wherever 
the ball gets caught, it gets downed." 



Watts spent the entire past offseason rehabilitat- 
ing from a dislocated hip. which caused him to lose 
his starting job at the beginning of the season. Sopho- 
more Andrew Erker started in place of Watts for the 
first four games of the season, and he is listed as the 
starter for this week's game against Iowa State. 

CLAYTON OUT THIS WEEK WITH INJURY 

After not making the trip to Columbia, Mo for K-

Thomas Clayton will not participate again this week, 
Prince said. 

Prince said Clayton did not make the trip because 
of an injury but would not release any specifics as to 
how the injury occurred. 

"I'm not going to release the nature of the injury 
just because there is a chance he could come back, 
and 1 don't want to talk about that with our oppo- 
nents," Prince said "It's just a medical clearance is-

Tlic K-State Flying Club hat 
received scholarships torn the 
Manhattan Community Foun- 
dation to help students get pilot 
training. 

With these icholanhtps, the 
average student will be given 
the opportunity to achieve solo 
flight status. The scholarship in- 
cludes flight time, fuel costs and 
instructor time. 

Ron Jones, president of the 
Flying Club, said it is an oppor- 
tunity for increased awareness. 

"The hope is, first and fore- 
most, to advance interest in gen- 
eral aviation," he said 

It costs $44-67 to rent a plane 
for an hour, Jones said 

He said he first heard of the 
MCF from a friend on its board. 

"1 started inquiring what type 
of things they would be interest- 
ed in funding for," he said. 

His inquiries led to $4,000 in 
funding for three people to re- 
ceive enough flight training to 
reach solo status. The opportu- 
nity of these scholarships is rare 
and shouldn't be overlooked, 
said Paul Rinn, vice president. 

To reach solo status is the 
milestone, what we hope all 
our members will aspire for," he 
said 

Tlie MCF is a tax-exempt, 
nonprofit organization founded 
in 1999 to provide charitable 
fiinds for the community, ac- 
cording to the Web site 

Don Dodge, benefactor of 
the scholaiship. established the 
fiind to promote youth and avi 
ation interest. To apply for the 
scholarship, one must be 18-25 
years old and must be affiliated 
with K-State 

It is open to anyone, Flinn

Independent music store provides variety

Naming a store is on im- 
portant aspect of the business 
process One wants a moniker 
that is memorable and catchy 
yet still informs potential cus- 
tomers what it is they might 
be purchasing when they walk 
past the jingling bells attached 
to the front door. 

Sisters of Sound received 
its name from the two sisters, 
Sarah Sue and Leah Cunnkk, 
who co-own and operate it. 
They sell new and used com- 
pact discs and vinyl. 

Though Sarah and Leah 
have operated Sisters of 
Sound for about two years - 
it opened in December 2004 
- the two sisters have a long 
history in the business of buy- 
ing, trading and selling music. 

Until 2001, Street Side Re- 
cords, an independent music 
store, provided customers 
with n on -ret ail music. Street 
Side Records started out of St. 
Louis with chain stores across 
the country and used to oc- 
cupy the space now occupied 
by Buffalo Wild Wings 

While Sarah and L«ah 
were in college, they said 
they were attracted to the laid 
back atmosphere created by 
the workers and customers 
at Street Side Records Sarah 
received a job at the store in 
1992, where she was a clerk 
for the store for three months 
until she was promoted to as- 
sistant manager 

Leah said while she never 
got an official job at Street 
Side Records, she was often 
seen as an unofficial employ- 
ee because she was always in 
the store helping straighten 
displays and moving furniture 
around. 

Sarah managed Street Side 
until 2001. when the store 
sold nine of its chains to a 
larger corporation. Shortly af- 
ter this, the store in Manhat 
tan closed. 

Once Street Side closed, 
its owners, Randy Davis and 
CBO )ohn Karhoff. tried to 
convince Sarah to open a 
store dealing with music. 
The two owners donated the 
racks, end caps, display cases,

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front counter and other vari- 
ous items from Street Side to 
Sarah to further persuade her, 
she said 

However, Sarah said after 
Street Side's last day on Me- 
morial Day, 2001, she took 
the summer off and began 
considering her hiture. 

Then Sarah received a 
call from Tom and Tracy Ma- 
honey, the current owners of 
Game Guy, a store where cus- 
tomers can buy, sell and trade 
used video games 

Sarah knew very little 
about video games, but she 
said she quickly learned about 
them from Tom. 

"I was taught a Ion from 
Tom." Sarah said "1 learned 
from the master; 1 learned 
from the true Game Guy.'" 

During her stint at Game 
Guy, Sarah sold used CDs at 
the store until she could find 
a spot to open her own music 
store. 

She said the store was 
making progress until an in- 
cident involving construction 
to repair fire damage at the 
adjacent business, Porter's 
Bar and Grill 

'Things were going really 
well at Game Guy until the 
wall fell on top of it," Leah 
said. 

Fortunately, she said, at 
this lime. Eddie Olson of Ol- 



son Shoe Store was downsiz- 
ing and selling the remainder 
of the building. 

Leah said she was never 
very involved in her sister's 
business until the duo moved 
into their new store at 1214 
Moro St 

"We talked with Eddie 
around September and Oc- 
tober 2004," Leah said, "We 
signed the lease in Novem- 
ber and opened the store two 
weeks into December." 

Leah and Sarah agreed that 
Sisters of Sound has grown 
eicponentially since it opened. 

"We started out with 3,000 
of my own personal CDs and 
2,000 of my own vinyl from 
my personal collection," Sar- 
ah said. 

Now Sisters of Sound has 
a large group of distributors 
and receives promotional 
material from the smallest in- 
dependent labels to the larg- 
est main labels like Sony and 
Universal, 

Leah stressed the impor- 
tance of a MySpace page for 
anyone involved in music. 
It has introduced Sisters of 
Sound to many new acts and 
labels and vice versa, she 
said. 

In fact. Universal Records, 
distributor to )ack Johnson, 
began distributing to Sisten 
of Sound when Johnson saw 



the store's MySpace page and 
urged his label to begin send- 
ing promotions to get his mu- 
sic, and the music of the la- 
bel, into smaller independent 
stores, she said. 

"It is always important to 
test-drive bands on MySpace 
com. because it can allow us 
to discover and order from 
artists with no distribution," 
Leah said. 

Sarah said they order most 
albums from a one-stop dis 
tributor In other words, this 
distributor has access to mul- 
tiple labels and doesn't force 
independent stores to order in 
bulk from large labels and big 
artists, she said 

"Everything we order is 
shipped directly to the store," 
Leah said "It allows us to or 
der just about anything. If it's 
still in print, we can most like- 
ly get a hold of it Most people 
come in looking for things you 
can't find in big box stores" 

In addition to ordering and 
selling CDs and vinyl, Sisters 
of Sound allows music collec 
tors to bring in used CDs or 
vinyl to the store for cash or 
trade value. ' 

The trade value is usu 
ally 25 percent more than the 
cash value offered Sisters of 
Sound is one of the few places 
that will pay cash for used vi- 
nyl, Sarah said. 



Sarah said there is a resur- 
gence in the vinyl market 
at music stores across the 
country, as most music prior 
to 1965 is only available on 
vinyl. Also, many music lov- 
ers and collecton prefer the 
sound of vinyl to the digital 
transfers of CDs, Sarah said. 

"Leah and 1 recently 
checked the percentage of 
vinyl sales within the store," 
Sarah said. "We found that 20 
percent of the sales within the 
store are strictly vinyl "' 

Sarah said it is important 
for Manhattan to have its 
ovtm independently owned 
music store 

"We want it to be the peo- 
ple's store," Sarah said. "We 
want the customers to help 
shape where the store will go 
and how it will grow." 

As for the future of Sisters 
of Sound, Sarah and Leah 
said they would like to see the 
store become larger, continue 
to gain its own distinct iden- 
tity and perhaps someday be 
able to hire some extra help 
for the store. 

However, even though 
most of the sisters" hours are 
spent at the store, they said 
they love the ability to be a 
part of the independent music 
scene in Manhattan 

"Each day runs a little 
more smoothly," Sarah said. 
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Ohio State elevators fail 
safety test after fatality

COLUMBUS, Ohio - Six 
donnitory elevators failed 
safety tests conducted by 
Ohio State University after 
a freshman was pinned and 
killed by an elevator in his 
residence hall, university of- 
ficials said Tkjesday. 

The six elevators, among 
29 ^vcn a standard brake 
test, will be shut down until 
they are repaired and recer- 
tified, said Molly Ranz, the 
school's director of facilities 

AU six elevators had passed 
hill-scale tests required every 
five years, including an Au- 
gust 2003 test that approved 
the elevator involved in the 
accident, Ranz said That el- 
evator also passed three spot 
safety checks in the past year, 
she said 



Ohio State plans to have 
all high-rise elevators in dor- 
mitories tested by Friday and 
the rest by next week. 

IVenty-four people had 
crowded into the elevator on 
which Andrew Polakowski, 
18, of Erie, Pa., was killed Fri- 
day night, a fire official said 
Monday The 2,500-pound 
weight capacity of the eleva- 
tor was exceeded by as much 
as 1,100 pounds, said Doug 
Smith, a battalion chief for 
the Columbus Division of 
Fire. 

Authorities have not de- 
termined whether the extra 
weight caused a malfunction. 

Polakowski was the last 
person in a group of students 
to enter the elevator on the 
dormitory's third floor when 
it began to descend with the 
doors open, campus police 
said 



Polakowski tried to get 
back onto the third floor as 
someone shouted that the el- 
evator was falling, said Rick 
Amweg, assistant chief of 
campus police 

The elevator wedged Po- 
lakowski against the floor of 
the third -floor lobby, Amweg 
said Polakowski had chest 
and abdominal injuries and 
died of mechanical asphyxia, 
a coroner ruled. 

In the past year, the univer- 
sity's elevator repair service 
responded to six complaints 
about the elevator that killed 
Polakowski. 

In three cases, the eleva- 
tor was eiUier overloaded, 
someone was jumping inside 
or someone was temporarily 
trapped, according to univpr- 
sity records. 

The records don't provide 
additional details

Hacker'DVD John' claims to have 
cracked iPod, iTunes restrictions

SAM JOSE, Calif. - A 
hacker known for cracking the 
copy-protection technology in 
DVDs claims to have unlocked 
the playback restrictions of 
Apple Computer Inc's iPod 
and iT\mes music products 
and plans to license his code to 
others. 

The move by Jon Lech Jo- 
hansen, also known as "DVD 
Jon," could pit the 22-year-old 
(gainst Apple's lawyers, experts 
say but if successful could free 
users from some restrictions 
^ple and its rivals place on 
digital music. 

Today, songs purchased 
from Apple's online ITiuies 
Music Store cant be played on 
portable devices made by other 
companies 

Johanscn said he has devel- 
oped a way to get around those 



restrictions by creating code 
that mimics Apple's copy-pro- 
tection system. But unlike his 
previous work, which he usu- 
ally posts for free, the Norway 
native plans to capitalize on his 
eSorts throu^ his Redwood 
Shores-based Double'l\vist 
Ventures, said the company's 
only other employee, manag- 
ing director Monique Parant- 
zos 

"There's a certain amount 
of trouble that Apple can give 
us. but not enough to stop 
this," Farantzos said Tuesday. 
"We believe we're on good le- 
gal ground, and our attorneys 
have given us the green light 
on this" 

Apple spokeswoman Kris- 
tin Huguet said the company 
was declining to comment. 

A few others, including Re- 
alNetworks Inc.'s RealPlayer 
Music Stor«, have also tried to 
circumvent Apple's copy-pro- 



lection technology, called Fair- 
IHay, but haven't gained much 
traction 

Fred von Lohmann. a staff 
attorney at the privacy- advo- 
cat7 group, Electronic Fron- 
tier Foundation, said Johansen 
is treading carefully this time. 
consultmg witti lawyers, but 
isn't necessanly cleared from 
a legal fight over copy- protec- 
tion laws. 

Johansen became a hero 
to hackers at age 15, w^en he 
posted software called DeCSS 
to unlock the Content Scram- 
bling System, or CSS, the film 
industry used on DVD movies 
to prevent illegal copying. The 
act made johansen, who was 
then living in Norway, a folk 
hero among hackers. 

After the film industry com- 
plained. Norwegian authorities 
charged him with data break- 
in, but Johansen was acquit- 
ted.

In 2006, the last year for 
states to receive such benefils, 
almost one third of all states 
will use electronic machines 
for the first time 

In Riley County, these ma- 
chines received their first test 
in the August 1 primaries. 

"We were happy with the 
results of the Augtut prima- 
ries," Campbell laid. "The rac- 
es turned out extremely close 
to the predicted results." 

However, Campbell admits 
the primaries may not have 
been a true test-run in prepa- 
ration for November. 

"We were missing most of 
the students, since school was 
not in session, and so many 
people go on vacation in Au- 
gust that we didn't get a very 
high turnout," Campbell said. 

States like Ohio, Arkansas, 
Illinois and Maryland did not 
have the same luck Across the 
country this year, faulty equip- 
ment and lax security have re- 
peatedly undermined election 
primaries. In Tkurant County, 
I^XBS, electronic machines 
counted some ballots as many 
as six times, recording 100,000 
more votes than were actually 
cast. 

In a practical systems test 
conducted by RABA Technol- 
ogies, a consulting firm expe- 



rienced in defense and intelli- 
gence, all six of the machines 
tested contained back doors 
- unprotected ways into the 
machine's database - hidden 
in the software that could en- 
able a hacker to upload a ma- 
licious code onto the system 
RABA rated the safety of the 
machines an "F." 

Three Senate democrats 
introduced emergency legisla- 
tion in September to reimburse 
states for printing paper bal- 
lots. Barbara Boxer of Califor- 
nia, Christopher Dodd of Con- 
necticut and Russell Pfeingold 
of Wisconsin co-sponsored the 
measure 

This bill would not have 
required a complete paper 
trait, but instead would have 
provided funding for the print- 
ing of paper ballots by local 
election officials, deigned for 
Americans who would want to 
use a paper ballot instead pf an 
electronic voting machine. If 
ballots were provided for half 
of registered American voters, 
senators said costs would not 
have exceeded $10.1 million 

The Committee on House 
Administration heard testi- 
mony on the issue last month, 
deciding not to require a paper 
trail in all elections. Rather, 
they opted to continue inves- 
tigation into America's voting 
systems. 



"My point is that the re- 
sponse is not to throw the ma- 
chines into the ocean and go 
back to what we had in 1890," 
said Michael Shamos, profes- 
sor of Software Research at 
Carnegie Mellon University, 
who testified before the com- 
mittee. "If it is a technical 
problem, then there is a tech- 
nical solution.'' 

A prospective legislative so- 
lution to this problem was put 
on hold when Congress ad- 
journed for its election hiatus 
Sept. 29 

Those hoping to use a paper 
ballot in Riley County might 
be out of luck. Campbell said 
Riley County plans to produce 
minimal paper ballots. 

"We keep about 20 percent 
of (paper ballots) on hand, 
mainly in case of an emergen- 
cy," said Campbell. "These will 
be spread throu^out the poll- 
ing booths" 

With no chance for con- 
gressional resolution before 
election day, some continue to 
worry if their right to vote is 
being compromised. 

"1 think the election should 
really mean something," Grat- 
ton said. "A fair election is the 
backbone of our society, and 
the government at both the 
national and state level should 
secure the safest election pos- 
sible."

"The Prestige"

It's been a long time since I've 
sat in a theater and genuinely 
wondered what was going to 
happen next. Sure, sometimes 
you can't pick out the next scene 
word-for-word, but it's (ar too 
rare to be completely at the 
mercy of the director 

I'm not talking about the 
kind of bewilderment exhibited 
in "Donnie Darko" or "Mulhol- 
land Drive " 1 didn't know what 
was going to happen in either of 
these movies, but directors who 
achieve surprise by confusing the 
audience are simply cheating. I 
love "Donnie Darko," but in the 
commentary not even director 
Richard Kelly could explain what 
happened, and he wrote the 
damn thing. 

That's what makes 'The 
Prestige" so impressive Rather 
than employ cheap methods to 
achieve suspense, director Chris- 
topher Nolan uses the same tech- 
niques that real magicians use. 
SItight of hand and misdirection 
both add to the type of genu- 
inely engaging experience that I 
haven't seen since "Hght Club " 
or "The Matnx" 

The film begins by explaining 
the anatomy of every great magic 
trick: 

"The first act is called The 
Pledge' The magician shows 
you something ordinary, but of 
course . it probably isn't 

"The second act is called "The 
TUm.' TTie magician makes his 
ordinary something do some- 
thing extraordinary. Now you're 
looking for the secret, but you 
won't find it. 

"That's why there's a third act 
called The Prratige' This is the 
part with the twists and turns, 
where lives hang in the balance, 
and you see something shocking 
you've never seen before" 

The entire fitm could be dis- 



sected into the very same acts, 

[t starts with a bicndly rivalry 
between two up-and-coming 
magicians: Rupert Angier (Hugh 
Jackman) and Alfred Borden 
(Christian Bale) After a mistake 
made by Borden leaves Angier's 
wife dead, Angier teams up with 
an engineer. Cutter (Michael 
Caine), to take revenge. Along 
the way he becomes obsessed 
with finding the secret to Bor- 
den's spectacular new trick: the 
transported man 

His obsession leads him to the 
United States, where he commis- 
sions a Russian scientist, Tesia 
(David Bowie) to build him a 
machine capable of doing some- 
thing magicians only pretend to 
do: real magic 

"The Prestige " forsakes a tra- 
ditional time line by using a se- 
ries of flashbacks to help the plot 
unfold llie film begins with Bor- 
den on trial for Angier's murder, 
but like any great trick, things are 
definitely not what they seem. 

While the alternative style of 
storytelling is one of the film's 
greatest strengths, Nolan's direc- 
tion stumbles slightly in a couple 
of places. The be^ning of the 
story includes narration from 
Angier, Borden and Cutter The 
switching takes place before the 
character's identities have been 
adequately established, which 
creates too much confusion early 
in the film. 

Nolan makes another mistake 
after the secrets are revealed at 
the end of the film by flashing 
back to previous scenes to reveal 
their importance Nolan should 
have a little more respect for his 
audience's intelligence. Every- 
thing comes together beautifully 
There's no need to hammer us 
over the head just to make sure 
we appreciate the subtle clues left 
along the way 

It's like Hollywood's venion 
of Cliff notes. When it comes to 
a great movie, I'd rather do the 
close reading myself I don't need 
the author to scribble remindeis 



in the margins. 

Thanlrfutly, a couple of direc- 
torial hiccups don't taint the rest 
of the film. 

1 worried that Bale and Caine 
would simply reprise their roles 
of Batman and Alfired firom 'Bat> 
man Begins," Nolan's previous 
film. I also harbored concerns 
about Hugh jackman He made a 
decent Wolverine in the "X-Men" 
trilogy, but I wasn't sure he'd 
proven himself dramatically 
Luckily, my aiuuety was unnecra- 
saiy. 

Bale and Jackman hit every 
note. They fill the shoes of dark, 
complex characters without a 
single second of wavering au- 
thenticity Michael Caine is also 
terrific, but that's no surprise 
- he's one of the most reliable 
actors around. 

The supporting cast steps up 
to the plate as well Scarlett Jo- 
hansson, n^o constantly fails to 
bring convincing characterization 
to her clichCd roles, deliv«s an 
engaging performance for maybe 
the first time in her career Eren 
David Bowie pulls his weight, an 
impressive accomplishment con- 
sidering the talent that surrounds 
him 

Effective costuma and sets 
are far more important in a pe- 
riod piece than movies set in the 
pr^enl day. and "The Prestige" 
succeeds in this area as well. I 
never questioned that the film 
was taking place at the turn of 
the century, and even a scientific 
invention centuries ahead of 
its time seems plausible within 
the carefully constructed reality 
Nolan has built. 

Like a great magic trick, 'The 
Prestige" caught me by surprise. 
Christopher Nolan might be on 
his way to being the next Hitch- 
cock if he plays his cards right. 
Next up is The Dark Kni^t," his 
hotly anticipated sequel to "Bat- 
man Be^s" 

For Batman's sake, I hope 
Nolan still has plenty of tricks up 
his sleeve.

KU professors 
develop AIDS 
vaccine for 
clinicdl trials

Lenexa-baied company immunoGe- 
netix offers new hope for HIV-positive 
patients as its "GenePro" AIDS vaccine 
move* toward phase 1 clinical trials. 

With more than 40 million people 
worldwide already living with HIV/ 
AIDS and 600 people infected every 
hour, there is a critical demand for nov- 
el, effective treatment options. 

This need is reflected in the market. 
In the United States alone, the market 
for HfV/AIDS is $6 billion, and this is 
forecasted to double by 2011 

ImmimoGenetix hopes to take ad- 
vantage of this market with a new DNA- 
based anti-HIV vaccine strategy. 

The vaccine was developed by Bill 
Narayan, a Marion Merrell Dow pro- 
fessor of molecular genetics and immu- 
nology, and his team of physicians and 
scientists at the Univenity of Kansas 
Medical Center. Peer- reviewed proof of 
concept studies, performed on monkeys 
- the best model to mimic HIV infection 
in humans - recently were published in 
Virology, one of the leading journals in 
the field. 

The development of a vaccine offers 
the potential for treatment that is differ 
ent from today's conventional regimen. 
Currently, ant i -viral drug cocktails call 
for 20 or more pills every day and are 
associated with potent side effects, se- 
rious long-term complicatioiu and the 
possible emergence of resistant HIV 
strains. These drugs, although effective 
in their ability to suppress infection and 
prolong the life of patients, are incred- 
ibly expensive: the average cost being 
between $10,000 and $15,000 per pa- 
tient per year - a great burden on the 
US healthcare system. 

The new vaccine, which is adminis- 
tered by a single injection four times a 
year, aims to elicit an immune response 
strong enough to keep HIV at bay and 
thus abate or reduce the need for expen- 
sive anti- viral drug cocktails. 

HrV vaccines have historically been 
tmsuccessfiil, so the enthusiasm for this 
vaccine is encouraging. (Yofeuor Rollie 
Clem, a virologist in K-Stales Division 
of Biology, said the results from animal

Kathleen Sebelius, 
said lYistan l^foUa and Kyle Malone, 
Union Program Council Forum co- 
chairmen. However, Sebelius could 
not work the event into her sched- 
ule 

The lecture was sponsored by U PC 
and KSU Collie Republicans. 

Bamett, who grew up on a farm 
in Redding, Kan., is a doctor and a 
school board member. He has served 
in the Kansas Senate for the last six 
years, where his main focuses were 
healthcare and education 



In his speech, Bamett stressed the 
importance of funding for education, 
but he did not vote for the school 
revenue bill, because he said it out- 
spends the state. Only the firat year of 
spending for the bill is appropriated, 
sending the state in debt during the 
second two years. 

Bamett's alternative school fund- 
ing plan provides for four years and 
$495 million of appropriated fund- 
ing. Thus, he said his plan will not 
hurt the state's revenue, 

Kansas 's economy was another 
of Bamett's main issues He stressed 
the importance of keeping people 
in Kansas, instead of looking out of

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K-State continues construction 
on technology classrooms

Creating a hi^-tech clan- 
rootn in Leasure Hall cost 
$430,000 450,000, said Re~ 
becca Gould, director of the 
K-State Information Technol- 
ogy Assistance Center. 

This is one example of 
high-tech cloasroonu, called 
Humanities Commons, that 
are under construction at 
K-State 

Gould said facilities, tech- 
nology and telecom expenses 
are considered when creating 
a high-tech classroom. 

Part of the cost of the facil- 
ities in Leasure 13 is changing 
the dirt floor to cement and 
epoxy, Gould said. Other fac- 
tors in facilities costs include 
fire code and accessibility 
compliance. 

Typically, facilities costs 
run between $150,000 and 
$200,000 Nonnal costs for 
the technology are $75,000- 
1 50,000, and telecom cost run 
$5,000-10,000, Gould said. 

"Tbchnical equipment in 
an existing classroom is on a 
three-year rollover cycle and 
is part of the consideration 
for budgeting for new and 
existing classrooms," Gould 
said. 

The software that makes 
all of this technology run 
seamlessly with display pan- 
els thai switch between com- 
puters and memory sticks can 
cost as much as to $20,000 
Gould said even something as 
small as a projector bulb costs 
$500. 

Money for these rcxims 
doesn't come from just one 
source. 

"Tlie technology cIms- 
rooms are funded by a variety 
of sources, including general 
fees, maintenance monies. 



student-tuition enhancement 
monies, department funds 
and grants," Gould said. 

While the classrooms are 
costly, they could cut down 
on the overwhelming cost of 
equipment. 

"Spreading the costs over 
multiple departments allows 
the univenity to provide 
more for the faculty and stu- 
dents," said Beth Unger, vice 
provost for Academic Servic- 
es and Technology. "Another 
advantage to the Commons is 
that the trivial task of keep- 
ing hardware and software 
operating is talcen off of the 
faculty and placed on at least 
two individuals who are ex- 
perts in such areas." 

With Internet cormec- 
tions, projection systems and 
high-powered computers be- 
coming common, high-tech 
classrooms are just another 
step to improve the quality of 
education. 

"The concept of the Hu- 
manities Commons addresses 
the need to provide (coltabo- 
ratories) that have no course/ 
discipline boundaries," Gould 
said. 

One such technologi- 
cally enhanced classroom is 
the music- based technology 
classroom that opened last 
year in McCain Auditorium. 

"The classroom has 16 
Macintosh workstations out- 
fitted with a MIDI keyboard, 
headphones and music pro- 
cessing software," said Paul 
Hunt, head of the Depart 
ment of Music 

The room is used for the- 
ory support, music composi- 
tion support, arranging and 
marching band techniques. 

Two plasma screen moni 
tors, an Elmo and cameras 
pointed at the teacher and 
students for distance educa- 



tion are also part ot this class- 
room. 

"Outfitting this classroom 
took nearly two years of 
planning and the help of the 
fT folks, along with the music 
department and the univer- 
sity," Hunt said. 

K State has 42 technol- 
ogy classrooms and studios 
across its Mardiattan and Sa- 
lina campuses. Each of these 
classrooms is equipped with 
one or two computers, micro- 
phone systems and LCD pro- 
jectors. 

"Whm we design class- 
rooms, we ask instructors 
to imagine what the perfect 
setting would be like if there 
were no limitations," Ung^ 
said. 

K-State not only provides 
up-to-date classrooms, but 
also provides total or partial 
wireless access across cam- 
pus. 

Gould said the university 
has been recognized as one 
of the nation's most wireless 
campuses, as 76 percent of 
the Manhattan campus and 
100 percent of the Salina 
campus is wireless. 

"We would like to make 
the entire Manhattan campus 
wireless," Could said. "The is- 
sue is funding and the need 
for secure closets ui each 
building to house both the 
wired and wireless infrastruc- 
ture The networking team b 
continuing to find new ways 
to improve technology here at 
K-State."

There is no question that there is 
a crime problem in the United States, 
and there might be a direct correla- 
tion between that and handguns, b 
this problem solved with more gun 
control laws?

Once the concealed carry law was 
passed, Florida's homicide rate feU 
from 36 percent above the national 
average to 4 percent below the na- 
tional average, according to wuw.

College yearbooks might be 
fading away because of a lack 
of student interest. 

"It's declining, because it's 
difficult to cover large cam- 
puses and market them to stu- 
dents" said Mary Bershenyi, 
editor in chief of K-State's 
Royal Purple Yearbook. "It's 
tad, because when you lose 
the yearbooks, you lose a lot 
of the history." 

The University of Missouri - 
Columbia's Savitar yearbook 
baa stopped publication on 
its print veision and b switch- 
ing to an online version Tha 
change is due to sales decreas- 
es. 

"The main reason for end- 
ing the print version is that for 
most students, buying a year- 
book is not a top priority," Matt 
Sokoloff, Savitar staff member, 
said "However, most students 
will realize later on that they 
will want those memories" 

SokotoS said the most dif- 
ficult part of putting together 
a yearbook is trying to capture 
successfully what it is like to 
be a student with one publica- 
tion. 

He said going online will 
drastically help sales. 

"So far, we've had about 
twice at many people buy the 
online version as we did the 
print version," Sokoloff said.

"We can archive all the arti- 
cles, so students can see what 
was different in other years 
and view previous trends." 

The Royal Purple has ex- 
perienced similar declines in 
sales, but it will not be su quick 
to halt the print version 

"1 do not see us ever going 
strictly to an online version," 
Linda Puntney, Royal Purple 
adviser, said. 

However, Puntney said 
she can see the Royal Ihirple 
changing the format of the 
yearbook somewhat, perhaps 



becoming more reliant on the 
DVD supplication that comes 
with the yearbook. 

'A yearbook requires per- 
manence, and that's something 
you can't always have with an 
electronic version," Puntney 
said "It helps to have some- 
thing tan^ble in your hand, 
so that you can just thumb 
through to find what you want 
instead of going through an 
entire DVD. 

"We will continue to be 
technology trendsetters and be 
in tune with new media, but 
we will not replace the print 
version." 

Bershenyi, junior in jour- 
nalism, aUo said she does not 
think the Royal Purple will 
switch to a solely online ver- 
sion, adding that the staff does 
a lot of advertising to increase 
sales. 

"After every deadline, we go 
through an index of who was 
in all the pictures and send out 
cards to the people in them to 
let them know," she said. "We 
get B lot of good feedback from 
that" 

Bershenyi said the year- 
book is an essential part of 
school history, as it is one of 
the only lasting records avail- 
able.

Pedestrians saw a change in 
crosswalks this fall in the form of 
several pairs of blinking lights al- 
lowing free passage across busy 
North Manhattan and Denison 
avenues 

Bui are pedestrians taking the 
time to use the devices? 

Matt King, chair of Student 
Governing Association's govern- 
mental relations committee and 
senior in political science, said 
the biggest problem has been a 
lack of use. 

"First of all, students arc just 
not using them," he said "We're 
not sure if students know what 
they're there for." 

King said he has discussed 
with deputy city manager Diane 
Stoddard how to educate and in- 
form the public about the lights. 
King said they considered plac- 
ing signs leading up to the pedes- 
trian signals, but it was decided 
extra signs might be distracting 
to drivers. 



The project was allocated 
$120,000 from the City/Univer- 
sity Special Projects Fund, and 
the above-ground flashing sig- 
nals saved money for the project. 
With some of the money saved, 
King said the committee is con- 
sidering purchasing additional 
signs or reflective tape so the 
lights stand out more to pedes- 
trians. 

While the pedestrian lights 
have not seen much use on North 
Manhattan Avenue, King said he 
and his committee wonder if the 
same lights north of Denison Av- 
enue have turned on yet, due to 
the construction on Denison Av- 
enue. 

Stoddard said the lights on 
Denison Avenue are part of a 
different project than those on 
North Manhattan Avetiue, and 
she was unsure of how they were 
working. She said she has not 
heard any concerns about the op- 
eration of the pedestrian signals 
on North Manhattan Avenue but 
said they are being monitored. 

Fawn Lembke, freshman in 



English, lives near North Man- 
hattan Avenue and said she has 
never used the pedestrian lights 
to stop traffic 

"Honestly, I didn't even know 
they were there," she said. "I've 
never used them." 

While Lembke thought the 
lights might be good for night 
traffic, she said the lights did not 
seem necessary for students to 
safely ccross the street. 

"I think they're good, but th^y 
should make students aware of 
them," she said, 

Stoddard said the signals are 
easy to use, but getting people to 
use them regularly is dif^cult. 

"Most people are used to the 
pedestrian crossings on Deni- 
son and North Manhattan, but 
if you're coming from another 
community, to have someone 
walk out into the crosswalk 
without even looking is quite un- 
expected," she said. "If someone 
uses them properly, they are very 
effective. We're just trying to 
make sure they are as effective 
as possible."

AIDS I Company to use grants, 
'angel investors' to fund trials

trials are "promising, and 
if the results hold up in hu- 
man trials, it would be a real 
breakthrough" 

He added, however, that 
"there are many examples 
of vaccines that work in 
animals but fail in people, 
including a number of other 
AIDS vaccines, so 1 think 
the jury is still out on this 
one." 

Perhaps not surprisingly, 
the reeearch community is 
not the only group follow- 
ing this discovery. Immu- 
noGenetix, a small biotech 
founded in 2002, will re- 
quire considerable invest- 
ment to bring this vaccine 
from "the bench to the bed- 
side." 

The average cost of per- 
forming phase I. [1 and II 
clinical trials in the United 
States stands at $20 milhon, 
$50 milhon and $100 mil- 
lion respectively Many in- 
vestors are prepared to take 
the risk, attracted to the 
premise and the promise of 
this type of study. 

However instead of turn 
ing to venture capitalists, 
lim Laufenberg, CEO of 
ImmunoGenetix, intends to 
use grants and capital from 
affluent individuals, dubbed 



"angel investors," for phase I 
human trials and then move 
directly to a pharmaceutical 
partner to execute phase II 
and III trials. 

"Pharma does not dilute 
stock, which turns out to 
be great for the angel inves- 
tors," Laufenberg said. 

When asked why Immu- 
noGenetix didn't take the 
alternative route of avoiding 
partnership and becoming a 
full-fledged biotech compa- 
ny, Laufenberg said, 'Some 
have taken that route, but 
we have decided to partner 
earlier. 

"One of the reasons is 
that the old model progress- 
es towards an IPO, but that 
is a difficult financial market 
ri^t now. Also, pharma has 
cash and wants new drugs." 

Despite keen interest, 
ImmunoGenetix has not yet 
partnered with a pharma- 
ceutical company 

"We are in discussions 
and are pursuing others. 
This is a recent develop- 
ment for us, as we have now 
demonstrated impressive re- 
sults," Laufenberg said 

Phase I trials of the Ge- 
ne Pro vaccine are awaiting 
the decision of an $18 mil- 
lion grant proposal submit- 
ted to the National Insti- 
tutes of Health.

state for jobs. 

Barnett said he will do 
the following four things to 
improve Kansas' economy if 
elected into office; 

■ Eliminate the death tax, 
so farmers and small busi- 
ness owners can pass their 
businesses to the next gen- 
eration without paying taxes 
twice 

■ Begin phasing down in- 
come tax rates. 

■ Increase dependents' ex- 
emptions by $500 to put 
more money in young fami- 
lies' packets. 

■ Install a 10-percent invest- 
ment tax credit. 

Barnett also has several 
heahhcare goals if elected: 

■ Individuals should own 
health insurance Then, even 
if they switch jobs, they will 
not lose their health insur 
ance 

■ Working couples should

■ Kansas should have open 
enrollment, so even the sick 
still can get health insur- 
ance. 

Barnett said he is not op- 
posed to immigration, but 
rather illegal immigration.

This Is Not Chick Ut; Original Stories 
by America's Best Women Writers" t&kes 
the genre that is chick lit and heads in the 
opposite direction. 

What is chick lit? The editor of the 
book, Elizabeth Merrick, says, "Quite sim- 
ply: chick lit is a genre, like the thriller, 
the scin novel or the fantasy epic. Its 
form and content are, more or less, formu- 
laic: white girl in the big ci^ searches for 
prince charming, all the while shopping, 
alternately cheating on or adhering to her 
diet, dodging her boss and enjoying the oc- 
casional teary-eyed lunch with her token, 
sassy gay friend" 

The book's 18 stories examine the fun- 
damental realities of the collection Jen- 
nifer Egan examines the life of the newly 
hired female public relations consultant 
for a South American dictator. Samantha 
Hunt dives into the relationship of a girl 
robot and a lonely man named Ted. But 
not all non-chick lit addresses current is- 
sues; there are several stories about love, 
but they are more abstract types of love 
stories. 

In Curtis Sittenfeld's "Volunteer Are 
Shining Stars," Prances pines for love but 



instead finds ftilflUment in volunteering 
at a homeless shelter Aimec Bender's 
TVo Days" illustrates the agony women 
go through in deciding whether a date is 
The One" "The Seventy -two Ounce Steak 
Challenge" by Dika Lam provides a new 
take on the pain of divorce. 

The book's point is that female writ- 
ers should be celebrated, not farced into 
a mold into which they do not fit. Don't 
get me wrong - 1 loved "The Devil Wears 
Prada," and 1 own many chick lit books, 
but that doesn't mean that all female writ- 
ers have to be categorized when they bring 
their ideas to the table 

"Chick lit is the daughter of the romance 
novel and the step -sister to the fashion 
magazine," Merrick says in the introduction. 

We all have our guilty pleasures, and 
though there is nothing wrong with those, 
we also should expand our minds and look 
beyond the gloss and glamour of that girl 
trying to find love, the great career and a 
happily-ever-after ending. Life isn't perfect 
but, yes, there should be stories out there 
that allow an escape into a "perfect life." 
However, I also believe there are female 
writers who can enhance a new genre. 

Merrick writes that these are "stories 
that investigate what else is valuable, what 
else is beautiful, what else is scary, what 
else holds power, what else can capture 
our hearts, our imaginations and our 
minds"

The argument quickly intenslRed, and 
an alleged homophobic slur was used, but 
Knight wasn't present. 

Washington plays Or. Preston Burke, and 
Dempsey, 40, plays Or. Derek Shepherd on 
the ABC drama. 

Knight, 33, plays an Intern, Dr. Georcr 
O'Ualley. 

'Differences are inevttable," Washing- 
ton's publicist, Cynthia Snyder, said In i 
recent statement. 'They were aired, resolved 
and everyone has moved on.' 

The clash occurred Oct. 9. Knight 
revealed Oct. 19 that he is gay. 

'I guess there have been a few questions 
about my sexuality, and I'd like to quiet any 
unnecessary rumors that may be out there,' 
Knight said in a statement. 'I hope the fact 
that I'm gay isn't the most interesting part of 
me' 

Shonda Rhimes, the show's creator, is 
downplaying the incident.

W^terville, Kan., to Douala, 
Cameroon - 6,912 miles ai the 
crow flies. 

That* ( quite a trip for a 
K-State student from a small 
town in Kamas, but also quite 
an opportunity. 

"My dad called me up from 
Gabon, Africa, at the time, and 
asked me if I would like to take 
an opportunity of a lifetime and 
move to Africa for a semester 
or two," Mikala Watt said "So, 
without hesitation, I said yes.' 

Watt, junior in apparel and 
toctiles and intematiunaJ busi- 
Iten, moved at the beginning 
of September and now lives in 
Douala with her parents. 

Watt said her family moved 
to Africa when her dad was of- 
fered a job as an oil rig manag- 
er. 

"She and her dad are really 
^lo«e, and it was cool that she 
Wu going to be able to live near 
him in such a cool place," said 
Ashley Stryker, Watt's friend 
and senior in psychology. 

After growing up in W^ter- 
ville - a town of about 600 peo- 
ple - Douala, the largest city in 
Cameroon, is vastly different, 
Watttaid. 

The locals speak mostly 
Prench. 

' "1 took only one semester 
of French before moving to Af- 
tk*" Watt said. 

She said she is taking French 
[essons and is teaching her- 
telf from a book and compact 
discs- 

"I use French every day 



speaking to the locals, especial- 
ly at restaurants," she said, 1>ut 
most people speak a little bit oi 
English or, by "sing hand gea- 
tures, can at least comprehend 
what I'm saying." 

W^tt tiva in a house with her 
parents, she said. Their home in 
Africa is about the same size as 
the one they left in Kansas, al- 
though it looks different. 

"We have three guards in 
front of our house, gates and 
locks on all the windows and 
doon, and emergency buttons 
we can push in case of an in- 
truder," she said. "We decided to 
go with the African theme and 
decorate the house with masks 
and African furnishings, and all 
the bathrooms have miniature 
tubs in them for Mualims to 
wash their feet in." 

But the Watts' Waterville 
home is waiting for them, she 
said. 

"1 have one brother named 
Andrew, who is 17 He decided 
not to move with us but instead 
nnish out his last two years in 
high school back home in Wa- 
tervilJe." Watt said. 

Some people - and things 
- were hard to leave behind, 
Watt said 

"[ miss my brother a lot, but 
1 definitely miss my two best 
friends the most, because they're 
al\rays there to hang out with 
or call up and talk about every- 
thing or nothing," she said. 

She said she misses places 
like shopping malls, fast -food 
restaurants, movie theaters and 
the Peters Recreation Complex. 

"Most of all, (1 miss) being 
able to drive my car," Watt said. 




"The hardest material thing I 
had to leave behind was my car 
and half of my closet. However, 
as much as I miss those things, 
I've gotten used to not having 
them" 

Now, instead of going to 
class, worii and the gym. Watt 
said she spends most of her time 
doing schootwork. swimming in 
her pool, communicating with 
friends online and sightseeing. 
Watt is enrolled in courses on- 
line through K-State. 

"Tlie ultimate reason I decid- 
ed to move away was because 1 
wanted to learn a new culture, 
gel an experience of a lifetime, 
get away from the norm, and he 
able to take my experience and 
reference it to my future," Watt 
said. 



And Douala seems like the 
place to do just that 

"The city has over 1 million 
people living in it and is the 
largest city in the country with a 
very dwerse population. 1 know 
there arc currendy over 130 eth- 
nic groups residing in the area,' 
she said. 

Watt said she attends a wom- 
en's meetings twice a month for 
EngUsh-speaking women new 
to the area. 

"Through the meetings, 
I've met people from all over 
the world, including Romania, 
Prance, the United States, Bul- 
garia, China, Norway, French 
New Guinea and many other 
countries," she said. 

Along with the new culture 
comes new food, and for Watt, 



that means more rice, fruits and 
vegetables - and no fast food. 

"1 still go out to eat a lot to 
different restaurants, always 
trying new fcH>ds, mostly the 
things I can read in French off 
the menu," she said, "although I 
still have a lot of trouble know- 
ing what most stuff is." 

While Watt is enjoying life 
in Africa lor now, her friends 
back home anxiously await her 
return. 

"It was really hard when 
Mikala first left." Stryker said 
"One of the hardest parts was 
that the person 1 was used to 
talking to and telling everything 
to was gone, but we now talk 
other ways. 

"It was also hard to cooidi 
nate our schedules to keep in 
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touch, but now 1 am used to it 
and Just excited for when she 
comes back." 

The two keep in contact 
mosdy through the Internet, 
they said. 

"1 keep in touch with almost 
all of my friends and family back 
home by becoming addicted to 
the Internet," Watt said with a 
laugh. "1 keep in touch through 
e-mails. Facebook, MySpace 
and messenger." 

But it won't be long until 
the two friends see each other 
again. 

"Mikala is coming back in 
Decemticr around finals week." 
Stryker said. "1 am actually re- 
ally excited that it is getting 
close to when she will be com- 
mg back "

The Riley County Police Depart- 
ment wiU administer a DUI task 
force saturation patrol tortight and 
into the morning hours Saturday. 

The task force will look for im- 
paired driving and traffic vldations, 
including motorists who show signs 



of alcohol or drug consumption. 
Those showing these signs will be 
investigated for DUI and face prop- 
er enforcement action. 

This is the first of Rve patrols to 
be conducted in Fiscal Year 2007 

Captain Brad Schoen said the 
task forae will include five extra offi- 
cers who will solely spend their time 
from 11 p.m -to 5 a.m. on the look- 



out for drunk driven. 

Schoen said a state grant allows 
the task force to focus on lowering 
the number of DUI arrests in the 
county, to the tune of $500. 

"There's a need for us to keep the 
issue in front of people," he said. 

With the high number of DUI 
arrests in Riley County, Bill Arck, 
director of the Alcohol and Other 



Drug Education Sevices, said it 
is reasonable and prudent for the 
RCPD to increase patrols. 

"With any preventative cam- 
paign, you need to do a periodic In- 
oculation , and doing this heightens 
everyone's awareness that that's an 
unacceptable thing to do," he said. 

Although the increased measures 
might seem inconvenient to some. 



Arck laid people need to tindef- 
stand why preventing drunk driving 
it important.

Today marks 

last day to 

drop classes

Ibday is the last day students can 
withdraw from a class, and all out- 
standing balances must be paid in or- 
der to do so 

When students have unpaid fees, a 
hold is placed on their account. A hold 
prevents students from performing any 
kind of enrollment activity. This in- 
cludes adding and dropping classra. 

Bills are sent out on the 15th of each 
month and are not due for 30 days. A 
hold on an account is not put into ef- 
fect until an outstandmg balance has 
exceeded the 30-day payment period 

If students need to add or drop a 
class and they have a hold on their ac- 
count, they should visit the Controller's 
Office and explain the reason for their 
unpaid bill, said |im Badders, assistant 
director of the Controller's Office, 

"Tht bill may not need to be paid 
ofi immediately," he said. "If we know 
the situation, the office will work with 
students to allow them to enroll when 
they need to." 

K-State's accounting system cannot 
excuse holds for only certain enroll- 
ment activities, Badders said. 

"It puts a hold on every past due ac- 
count,' he said. "At this point, we can't 
allow students to drop classes only. 
They are blocked from all enrollment 
services." 

Jared Meitler, senior in human ecol- 
ogy, said he was frustrated by a hold on 
hb account because of a small overdue 
balance from a parking ticket. 

"I don't feel like parking or athletic 
tickets should affect our ervollment," 
he said. "I think those types of things 
and tuition should be in separate ac- 
counts, so that only tuition payments 
aSect eruullment." 

The controller's office takes advan- 
tage of the visits from students with 
holds to help make sure they aren't 
making any mistakes enrolling, Bad- 
ders said. 

"We want to make sure students 
aren't making mistakes like dropping 
below full-time student status and thus 
losing their financial aid," he said 

While all fees must be paid to drop 
a class today, students will receive no 
money back when they drop this late, 
Gunile DeVault, associate registrar, 
said. The deadline to withdraw with a 
50- percent refund was Sept 17. 

At this point, when students drop a 
class, it will appear on their transcript 
with a W for the grade, signifying with- 
drawal, DeVault said. 

If students do not withdraw from 
a class by today, they will be forced to 
stay in the class for the remainder of 
the semester. Whatever grade they re- 
ceive will appear on their transcript.

Pour women and their ded- 
sioiu to have an abortion are 
at the center of the new itu~ 
dent-directed play "Almost." 

The play opens today and 
will run through Sunday in the 
Purple Masque Theatre in East 
Stadium. Univertity Counsel- 
ing Services and the K-State 
Campaign for Nonviolence 
will host a discussion after 
each performance. 

Shannon Garretson, gradu- 
ate student in theater, said 
she wrote and directed "Al- 
most" because she was tit«(t o( 
hearing abortion discussed in 
strictly a political or religious 
context. 

"In politics, people have 
lines they have drawn," she 
said. "Outside of those lines, 
it's me»y We try to make this 
issue black and white, but it's 
not." 

Garretson sought out and 
interviewed four women who 
have had abortions and based 
her play on their stories. 

"We've heard both sides on 
the abortion issue from s mor- 
al and political perspective," 
Garretson said. "The women 
who have gone through it are 
afraid of judgment and afraid 
to speak freely about it. But ... 
they should be able to speak 
freely about it"

Foundation to provide 
free heart screening

benefit," 

Anthony Bates was a 20- 
year-old student and football 
player at K-State in )uly of 
2000 Although seemingly 
healthy, Anthony collapsed 
while driving home and died 
of a heart attack, accord- 
ing to www.anthonybaies. 
org. Doctors determined that 
Anthony suffered from Hy- 
pertrophic Cardiomyopathy 



(HCM), « genetic heart dis- 
ease that causes thickening of 
the heart. 

Experts in the cardiac 
field estimate that one in 
500 young adults sufler un- 
knowingly from HCM. The 
only way to detect HCM is 
through an echocardiogram, 
or a sonogram picture of the 
heart. 

Although the foundation 
was grown from tragedy, its 
focus continues to be early 
detection to extend life. 

"I needed to heal," said 
Sharon Bates, Anthony's 
mother and founder of the 
Anthony Bates Foundation. 
"His death was a very un- 
fair thing for a parent to go 
through, and I want to stop it 
from happening to others." 

The foundation has pro- 
vided screening for more 
than 3,500 people since its 
inception in October 2001, 
according to the Web site Of 
the people screened, nearly 
10 percent are found to have 
some level of heart problem 

"In our country, nearly 



14,000 young people lose 
their lives each year to heart 
problems," Bates said, "It is 
preventable, and if we can 
save just one life, it is worth 
it." 

Bates estimated the foun- 
dation has saved nearly 300 
lives in its fiv« years of screen - 
ing. At K-State, the screenings 
have been embraced not only 
l>y the conun unity, but also by 
the Department of Intercol- 
legiate Athletics 

'1 would have to say that 
Bill Snyder was my biggest 
influence to start this founda- 
tion," Bates said 'If it wasn't 
for his friendship and dedica- 
tion to the cause, there's no 
telling if we would even be 
coming to K-State on Sun- 
day" 

Each screening is expect- 
ed to take five to IS minutes, 
and the entire process should 
not require more than 30 
minutes. Although walk-Ins 
are welcome, the foundation 
encourages pre-registering 
for a time slot at www.antho- 
nybates.OT$.

However, K-State fans thought 
Prince would transform a strug- 
gling pro-am in one season. 

In 1989, Snyder took over a 
team that had not won a game 
in the previous two seasons. In 
his first season, Snyder won one 
game. Hte program wasn't a con- 
sistent winner until 1993. 

Prince's team is only two wins 
away from doing what Snyder 
couldn't do the last two seasons: 
qualify for a bowl game. 

Give him a chance; don't judge 
him halfway into his first season.

The 
form, known as the Alexander 
Technique, allows dancers to 
use their bodies more efficiently 
to reduce unnecessary tension. 
The technique utilizes the mind 
and body to create positions 
comfortable for body structure 

"1 have never thought so 
much when 1 dance," Sarah 
Rothfuss, junior in manage- 
ment, said. "It broadens your 
knowledge as a dancer and bet- 
ters yourself in the long run." 

While Donnelly has taught 
students the basics of the Alex- 
ander TVchnique, she said they 
ultimately bear the responsibil- 
ity of success or failure She said 
the technique is a lifelong pro- 
cess, similar to a plant's growth. 



"I cannot change anybody," 
Donnelly said 'They need 
to analyze what they see and 
understand the principles of 
dance." 

When Donnelly was a stu 
dent m 1979, Nichols Hall 
burned down and only the walls 
remained Donnelly was one 
of several students to protest 
the demolition of the building 
Although the demolition was 
cancelled, the building was not 
rebuilt until years after she left 
K State Donnelly remembered 
holding signs that said "Save 
Nichols " in front of the presi- 
dent's house. 

"ITiat was fun," Donnelly 
said, laughing about the experi- 
ence, "but that was the first and 
last time I will ever protest" 

Donnelly, who unlmowingly 
helped to save the future home 
of the dance program, has not 
lost her dedication to K State 

Although she has traveled 
the world and visited some of 
the most prestigious dance in 
stitutions, she makes a point to 
visit K-Statc every frtv years. 

"1 have lived all over the 
world, but the place that 1 a! 
ways come back to is Manhat- 
tan." Donnelly said

H«liowe«n, one of the few wa- 
nuar'^wenu where it's normal to 
drest up in crazy costumei, is 
quickly approaching and those 
who will throw parties are advised 
to consider decorations and food 
options.

she said. 

Her scavenger hunts were 
done purposely so guests would 
have to roam Manhattan in 
their costumes, she added 

But before coming to K- 
State, Kleinsasser said she 
wasn't familiar with Hallow 
een rituals. 

"1 had never celebrated 
Halloween before," she 
said "Never even as much 
went trick -or -treating ai 
a child - not once in my 
life" 

Decorations are a 
vital consideration 
when planning a 
party, and there 
are plenty of op- 
tions right here in 
Manhattan, said 
Mynon Reffitt, 
manager at Mr. 
P.'s Party Whole- 
salers. 

"We have lots 
of Halloween 
decorations," 
Reffitt said 

"These include 
centerpieces, 
plates, napkins, 
glow-in-the-dark 
garland, decora- 
tive pumpkins, bats and 
caldrons" 

She also said cotor- 
themed balloons and 
streamers help create a 
party atmosphere. 

"Balloons are re- 
ally great, too," 
she said. "You 
could get black 
and orange or 
white and make 
them have 
ghosty faces 
We also have 
streamers and 
tissue paper that 
can go along with 
the balloons." 

Amapda Armstrong, sales as- 
sociate at Halloween Bootique in 
Manhattan Town Center, said cos- 
tumes, decorations and accessories 
are must-haves for Halloween 
parties 

She said the bou 






tique offers 
an array of 
costumes 
- from pirates 
and fairies to 
Scooby Doo 
or super he- 
roes. 

"If you're 
going to a Hal- 
loween party, 
you have to dress up," Arm- 
strong said "It's just better if 
you dress up - it's a good way 
to start conversations at a par- 
ty. You can learn a lot about 
your friends, too, from what 
they chose to dress up as " 

Using decorations to 
create a spooky or scary feel- 



ing also helps, she said. 

"We have stuff you can staple 
to the walls to make it look like 
you're in a dungeon or cemetery," 
she said. "Pake spiders' webs would 
be good too and even a strobe light 
in a dark room." 

Another suggestion Armstrong 
had is for party- throwers lo cre- 
ate a fog sensation with dry 
ice. 

She also advised

If reality hadn't set in be- 
fore then, it deflnitely should 
have after K-State's 41-21 loss 
to Missouri last Sati^ay, The 
defense is solid, but it can't 
single-handedly win games. 
The Tigers looked at ease 
for nearly the entire game, 
averaging 6 4 yards per play. 
It seemed like they could call 
anything, and it would work 

The week before, Nebraska 
owned the Wildcats up front, 
rushing for 190 yards. Despite 
K- State holding Nebraska to 



21 points, it was obvious the 
Huskers could have done juat 
about anything they wanted to 
do. 

However, the red flag 
should have gone up as early 
as K-State's 31-27 win against 
Oklahoma State. K-State 
started strong, holding the 
Cowboys to three-and-out on 
each of their first two drives. 
But as the gBpie progressed, 
Oklahoma State made the 
proper adjustments and 
scored 24 points in the second 
half 

So why has the K-State 
defense struggled so much In 
the past three weeks? Because 
the Wildcats' Cover 2 system 
uses a "bend but don't break" 
philosophy that relies on forc- 
ing turnovers. In the last three 
weeks, the K-State defense has 
forced only three turnovers. 

To see how this plan has 
worked best for the Wildcats,

Coach Ron Prince said this 
is just another game and an- 
other opposing team that is full 
of playmakcrs going against 
the K-Statc football team at 
Snyder Family Stadium, 

"I sound like a broken re- 
cord when I come in here and 
say every week that (the op- 
posing team] has a wide re- 
ceiver that no one can cover, a 
running back that no one can 
tackle and a quarterback that 
makes a lot of plays." Prince 
said at his weekly press confer- 
ence. "But that's really what's 
happened in this league. Every 
week you turn around, and it's 
the same story," 

Quarterback Bret Meyer is 
the all-time Iowa State leader 



in passing (6,545 yards) and 
total offense (7,157), He is one 
of only five active collegiate 
quarterbacks to throw for at 
least 6,000 yards and rush for 
600, and he is the only junior 
of the elite group. He is also 
second among active Division 
I-A non-senior quarterbacks in 
total offense 

The Wildcats' defenders 
said they know Meyer is effec- 
tive when he is in the pocket, 
but he becomes more of a 
threat when he is forced out- 
side of the pocket, 

"We can't let Meyer roll out 
to his right," defensive end Rob 



Jackson said "If he rolls out to 
his right, then he can be very 
deadly." 

In eight games this season, 
Meyer has thrown for 1,743 
yards and has a passing ef- 
ficiency rating of 122,03 He 
has tfirown for 10 touchdowns 
and nine interceptions He 
also has rushed for 158 yards 
and has six touchdowns on the 
ground. 

Meyer's best game of the 
season statistically came Sept, 
30 in a 2S-27 victory against 
Northern Iowa Meyer com- 
pleted a season-high 24 passes 
with only five incomplctions. 



He threw two touchdowns and 
had 323 yards passing, which 
are both season highs for him. 

"He's one of those quarter- 
backs, I guess like a (Reggie) 
McNeal and Brad Smith," de- 
fensive tackle Quintin Echob 
said. "You just got to respect 
his passing game and his run- 
ning game. We know that, so 
it's not going to be any surprise 
to us. 

"He has been there for t 
while, and he is very expert 
enced.

However, Mc- 
Carn^ - the man who owna 
more wins and bowl game 
appearances than any other 
CMch In Cyclone history - 
stltl believes in his playen. 

"These Jtids care," McCar- 
ney said. "We've buih a proud 
tradition, and they want to 
succeed." 

McCamey hag seen his 
fair share of struggling foot- 
ball programs. As an assistant 
coach and a head coach, he 
has assisted the turnaround 
of three Division I-A college 
football teams. 

He was an assistant coach 



at Iowa In 1979 when former 
Hawkeye coach Hayden Fry 
took over in the middle of 17 
straight losing seasons. By the 
1981 season, Iowa had won a 
share of the Big 10 title and a 
trip to the Rose Bowl. 

McCamey \eh lowi In 
1990 to become the defensive 
coordinator at Wiscoruln un- 
der another former Iowa ••• 
slstant, Barry Alvarez. Before 
their arrival, the Badgers had 
posted five straight losing sea- 
sons, but in 1993 they won 
their first Big 10 Utle in 31 
years. 

Prom there, Iowa State 
hired McCamey as head coach 
In 1994 following a winless 
season for the Cyclones. After 
12 years at Iowa State, McCa- 
mey has led the (Cyclones to 
five straight winning seasons. 

"When you're a part of 
those programs and you see 
those things and contribute a 
little bit, you get a chance to 
put all those things in place 
when you become your own 
boss with your own team," 
McCamey said. "So it really 



helped prepare me when I got 
the chance at Iowa State " 

Pornier K-State coach Bill 
Snyder and McCamey both 
worked as assistants under 
Pry at Iowa. Snyder said he 
reapects the tumaround Mc- 
Camey has managed at Iowa 
State. 

"He's done some marvelous 
things at that university, both 
from a football standpoint and 
a humanitarian standpoint," 
Snyder said. "I've known Dan 
and his family for an awfully 
long period of time, and they 
are marvelous."

The junior free safety spent 
all of the past offseason re- 
covering from a hip injury he 
suffered at the end of last sea- 
son, but he recently injured 
his hand when he blocked a 
punt against Oklahoma State 
The block was returned for a 
touchdown, but Watts imme- 
diately ran off the field clutch- 
ing his right hand. 

"It felt good, for a second," 
Watts said of the block after 
the OSU game "After that, 
pain. It's nothing serious. 
There's no break, and even if 
there was, just cast it up and 
play next week" 

Watts relumed in the sec- 
ond haJf of the game, and 
even provided the game win- 
ning interception, but he had 
no idea the injury would force 
him to sit out the remainder of 
the season. 

After playing through the 
pain for the past two games, 
he is now set to have season- 
ending surgery to repair his 
hand 

The loss of Watts will hurt 
the team, as the safety was a 
key contributor on both de- 



fense and special teams. 

His teammates said they 
will miss him, but they real- 
ize it just means it is time for 
someone else to step up. 

"It's a big loss for the team," 
defensive end Ion Campbell 
said, "He was definitely a sig- 
niflcanl player for us - an im- 
pact guy. But 1 think we have 
the type of players that are go- 
ing to be ready to step up and 
do what they need to do to re- 
place him." 

The player who will replace 
Watts at safety is sophomore 
Andrew Erker, a former walk- 
on who started the flrst four 
games of the season while 
WatU was still recovering from 
the dislocated hip Erker has 
15 total tackles this season 

Watts is the second member 
of the secondary to go down 
for the season. Comerback 
Bryan Baldwin suffered a sea- 
son-ending arm injury at the 
start of the Big 12 Conference 
season. 

"In the defensive second- 
ary, there's a big hole in that 
spot right now, but we have 
back-ups that have had a lot 
of snaps in games," defensive 
end Rob Jackson said. "They 
probably don't know the game 
as well as he does but have the 
ability to make plays It might 
be a little burden on us, but I 
think we should be all right" 

Perhaps the greatest effect 
will be felt by the special teams 
units, where Watts combined 
with Yamon Pigurs to form

So far this season K-State's 
special teams have been, in a 
word, special, lliey have ac 
counted for.T^ of the Wildcats' 
156 total points, including five 
touchdowns from the unit 

I>rince has made sure that 
special teams isn't an after- 
thought and has spent plenty 
of time coaching it, something 
that wasn't done when Bill 
Snyder was coach. 

"He's done a really good 
job putting an emphasis on it 
throughoul practice." junior 
punter Tim Reyer said "In the 
past, all special teams were 
at the beginning of practice 
- now they're throughout prac- 
tice. They're really making sure 
things are down to a key." 

TTie extra practice seemingly 
has paid off. The Wildcats have 
averaged 30 1 yards on kickoff 
returns and 10.3 yards on punt 
returns. 

The coverage units have 
been just as productive. They 
have blocked punts, forced 



fumbles and have provided the 
team with solid field position 
throughout the season. 

"We've punted the ball more 
than we've liked to. but what's 
happened in most games. De- 
fensively, we've been in pretty 
good situations because of the 
punt unit," Prince said. 

One of the reasons for the 
Wildcats' exceptional punt 
coverage this season has been 
the play of junior Marcus Watts 
and senior Yamon E^gurs, 
Prince said 

"By and large, those two 
have been so dominant that, as 
a group, they've really impact- 
ed the game," he said "Tim has 
done a good job, and Yamun 
and Marcus have been able to, 
basically, wherever the ball gets 
caught, it gets downed." 

However, the Wildcats will 
have to find a way to replace 
Watts' production in terms of 
punt blocking and coverage. 
Watts will undergo season- 
ending surgery on an injured 
hand he sustained three weeks 
ago against Oklahoma State. 
He injured the hand when 
he blocked a punt against the 
Cowboys, but he has continued 
to play. 

junior James Johnson will 
try to fill the void left by Watts, 
but Plince indicated Johnson 
won't be able to do it atone 

"You cant replace (Watts) 
with one guy, so it will be a 
number of players who work in 



that area," he said. 

The Wildcats also have re- 
ceived solid play in the kick- 
ing game Reyer has averaged 
40.3 yards per punt, and senior 
kicker JeS Snodgrass has con- 
verted on lO-of-15 field goals, 
including a 53-yarder against 
Nebraska 

But it hasn't all been posi- 
tive for the Wildcats. Prince 
likes his coverage units to be 
aggressive, and in the loss to 
Nebraska, that aggressiveness 
worked against them 

With Nebraska's field goal 
unit in place, the Huskers 
caught K-State off-guard with 
a fake attempt. The Wildcats 
over pursued, lost coverage 
and gave up an easy touchdown 
pass from holder lake Wesch to 
tight end Hunter Teafaliller 

Still, that same aggressive- 
ness has worked to the Wild- 
cats' advantage, particularly 
with punt blocking 

"If you get that block, then 
you're probably going to get a 
touchdown." Reyer said.

LGBT-FRIENDLY SCHOOLS 

CHAMPAIGN, III - The Ad 
vocate College Guide, the first - 
of- its-kind guide for Lesbian, 
Gay, Bisexual and lYansgender 
students, named the Univeiiity 
of Illinois in its top 100 campus- 
es for LGBT students this year. 

The guide used commenls 
from LGBT students and an ob- 
jective, 20- point scale to deter- 
mine each campus' climate for 
LGBT students. 

The scale includes factors like 
the number of LGBT education- 
al evenly on campus, if domestic 
partner benefits are extended to 
same-sex couples, and the pres 
ence of an LGBT resource of- 
fice 

Illinob' most beneficial re- 
source to university students is 
the Office of LGBT Concerns, 
said Liz Wagner, political co- 
chair of PRIDE, an organization 
for gay and allied students. 

The guide also cites the pro- 
gressiveness of the administra- 
tion as one of the key faeton for 
the university's Ibting. 

According to the guide, the 
university has included sexual 
orientation in the nondiscrimina- 
tion policy since 1993 and added 
gender identity one year ago 

Even with budget reductions 
across campus, the OSice of 
LGBT Concerns received addi- 
tional funds to pay the salary for 
a full-time director and an assis- 
tant director. 

"All these LGBT achieve- 
ments are possible because of 
amazing allies - from the chan- 
cellor to the provost to the fac-

The substation, vt4iich is on 
North Main Street, caught fire 
after the squirrel apparently at- 
tempted to cross between lines 
of a high- wire without removing 
its entire Ixjdy from the line on 
which he previously perched. 
The charred remains of the squir- 
rel were found at the scene. 

The Fire Department arrived 
to extinguish the fire. 

I^ant o[)erBtor Shaun Impey 
compared the squirrel to a fallen 
branch shorting a circuit 

'It is not an uncommon oc- 
currence," Impey said. "It has 
happened before." 

A number of grounding rods 
and lightning arrestors were 
destroyed in what Impey de- 
scribed as an "explosion" Tliey 
were replaced by Granite State 
Electric, an electricity distribu- 
tion subsidiai^ of National Grid 
and the sole power provider for 
buildings powered by the north 
substation. 

Immediately after the outage, 
generators tumed on to main- 
tain emergency exit lights and 
card access readers in the build- 
ings affected.

AVAILABLE TO U. ARIZONA 
STUDENTS 

TUCSON, Ariz. - As registra- 
tion season continues, students 
have a myriad of options to help 
them select the right coursea. 

While there are many tooU 
at students' disposal for choos- 
ing classes during registration, 
including advisers, professors, 
friends' recommendations and 
the old reliable eeney-meeney- 
min^-mo, there is another: The 
Umveni^ of Arizona's Tfeacher- 
Course Evaluations Web site. 

The site, compiled from evalu- 
ations of past students, rates 
how well an instructor did hb or 
her job, how much time course 
homework takes and how diffi- 
cult students thought the course 
was 

The evaluations were first 
put online in January 1998, after 
years of lobbying of the Faculty 
Senate by the Associated Stu- 
dents of the University of Arizona 
to make them more accessible to 
students. 

Gwendolyn Johnson, director 
of the Office of Institutional Re- 
search and Evaluation, said the 
evaluations Web site ,jces a lot 
of traffic, though the office does 
not keep exact numbers on how 
many people visit it 

While some students use It to 
get an idea of what to expect from 
an instructor, others actually use 
it as a tool for selecting courses. 

Suzie Pfenaranda, a pre- nurs- 
ing student at I^ma Community 
College, said she used the teacher 
evaluation Web site when she 
was a student at Arizona.

The Wildcats are now only one 
win away from bowl eligibility 
after finally showing the ability 
to finish off a drive in Saturday's 31-10 
win over Iowa State. 

The Wildcats (5-4, 2-3 Big 12) 
scored a touchdown and a field goal 
on two tivp$ to the red zone, helping 
them beat the Cyclones (3-6, 0-5 Big 
12) at Snyder Family Stadium. It was 
the firsl game of the year in which K- 
State scored every time it reached the 
opponent's 20-yard line 

"We're starting to get a better men- 
tality of finishing, and it carries on at 
practice, and it carries onto the field," 
offensive lineman Greg Wafford said. 
"We're starting to be more aware, and 
we're growing - we've been growing 
since the first game Tbday we had a 
good game, and we need to continue 
to build on that" 

While the K-Statc offense had a 
breakthrough day, the Cyclones failed 
to capitalize on their opportunities 
Iowa State scored only once on four 
trips inside the K-State 20-yard line. 




K-State's red-zone touchdown came 
from a 2-yard play action pass from 
quarterback )osh freeman to rurming 
back }ohn McCardle. 

'I was pretty wide open," McCardle 
said. "1 was thinking, wow, if I drop 
this, it's going to look bad." 

The touchdown, which lied the 
game in the second quarter, was set 
up after linebacker Brandon Archw 
recovered a muffed punt at the Iowa 



State 15-yard line. Cyclone punt re- 
turner Ryan Baum was unable to field 
the kick after one of his blcKkers was 
pushed into him. Iowa State defensive

After true freshman Leon I^tton 
had aeeiningly emerged as the Wild- 
cats' feature rurming back by rushing 
for more than 100 yards in two of his 
three starts. Prince decided to give ju- 
nior fames Johnson his first career start 
against Iowa State Saturday 

Johnson gained 127 yards the previ- 
ous week in the 42-21 loss to Missouri, 
arid Prince said that was only part of 
the reason Johnson got the nod over 
Patton. 

"James Johnson continues to be 
very steady in practice and continues 



to improve," Pruice said. " It wasn't only 
his performance last week in (he game 
You can see that he's just really hard to 
get your arms around. He's very slip- 
pery that way." 

Johnson didn't disappoint, provid- 
ing the Wildcats with a constant pres- 
ence on the ground, rushing for 115 
yards on 22 carries. The junior coll^ 
transfer from Texas showed his poten- 
tial for the big play when he broke a 
32 yard touchdown run in the third 
quarter to gave K-State a 17-10 lead. 

Patton replaced Johnson in the 
fourth quarter and just when it seemed 
Patton was done for the game after 
only 4 yards on four carries, he came 
in to seal the victory with a 37-yard 
scamper to put the score at 24- 10 with 
four minutes remainir^. 

"We've both got speed," Johnson 



said. "We both can take it to the house, 
and we're both unselfish. We just want

"(Patton) is my little brother," John- 
son said. "We're competitive with each 
other, but we help each other out.

Professor: Stereotypical responses help relationships

A K-State professor conducted a 
study that showed stereotypical re- 
sponse to Kary movies are OK. 

In fact, they could help a relation- 
ship. 

Richard Harris, professor of psy- 
chology, studied about 230 college 
students and their expected behav- 
iors when watching scary movies He 
said stereotypes ring true when people 
watch horror movies with a date. 

"I was doing research on people's 



memory wKen it came to scary mov- 
ies from childhood, and the study of 
gender roles was a branch oS of the 
original study," Harris said "Both men 
and women were not impressed when 
the other gender didn't live up to their 
social roles." 

Stereotypically, the man is supposed 
to show no feax, while the woman is al- 
lowed to express emotion. Harris said 
responding differently actually might 
endanger the relationship 

"Guys didn't like it when their date 
was unafraid, and girls didn't like it 
when their dates were scared," he said 



According to the Washington 'Hmes, 
researchers found horror movin help 
showcase masculinity and femininity. 

"Although the expected gender 
roles nuy seem old-fashioned, they 
are actually supported by research,' 
Harris said. 

Some K-State shidents said Harris' 
research is true. 

"I want 9 guy with me when I watch 
a scary movie," Janie Anthoriy, senior 
in music education, said. "I don't han 
die the situation very well and tend to 
cut oS the circulation in a gi|/s arm 
when I get scared." 



Michael Bell, funior in architectur- 
al engineering, said he likes to make 
movies a little scarier for his dates. 

"I like to watch a scary movie that I 
have alreai^ watched and then watch 
it with my date so I can make the mov 
ie a little more intense," he said 

However, not every situation is 
typical when men and wotnoi watch 
scary movie Sometimes the roles 
are reversed. 

"1 don1 feel like I need a guy to 
be there when 1 watch a scary mov- 
ie," Amanda Thompson, junior in ac- 
counting, said. "1 remember watching 



TBias Chain Saw Massacre' wHh two 
guji» who had their hands over their 
eyes most of the movie." 

Kyte [eschke, jimior in agriculture 
business, said he doesn't like scary 
movies, so he doesnl watch them. 

Por a better relationship, Harris 
said, people should stick to stereotypi- 
cal reponses, 

"We thought that students with 
nontraditional gender-role attitudes 
would report differently, but they 
didn't," Harris said. "The more tradi- 
tional the gendo' rales, the bett^ the 
relationship."

'PARKing' protest advocates university's need for mass transit

Members of Students for Environ- 
mental Action said the prevention of 
driving is the best solution to the park- 
ing congestion at K-State at a protest 
Monday. 

More than 20 members of SEA 
presented PARKing (People Advocat- 
ing Renewable transit at K- Slate) day 
Monday in the K-State Student Union 
parking lot. llie protesters used club 
tunds to pay the meters of the parlting 
stalls they occupied. 

Hie goal was to infonn students of 
the need for renewable and mass trans- 
purtalion options, 

"Building parking garages is ad 
dr^sing the parking congestion prob- 
lem too late," said Becky Clark, SEA 
president and senior in biology 



"We want to see increased discus- 
sion on campus about parking When 
SGA [Student Governing Association) 
piuhed for the parking garage, most 
people were for it, but 1 think most of 
liioae people want a parking garage be- 
c«use they have been told by SGA to 
want one," Clark said "There are four 
pages in the university's master plan, 
and parking is mentioned 47 times, and 
mass transit is only mentioned once." 

SEA conducted a survey of residents 
of the Chase Manhattan and Founders 
Hill Apartment complexes and learned 
that, of those surveyed, 70 percent 
would use mass transit if it was avail- 
able. The survey also found students in 
those areas spend an average of $20 a 
week in gas, or $ 1 ,040 a year 

The bio-diesel mass transit buses 
that have be«n proposed by SEA 
would cost a student taking 1 8 credit 



hcnirs for three semesters, or 54 credit 
hours, $81 a year 

SEA also proposed other solutions. 
Members want K-State to follow ex- 
amples set by other univenities, like 
the University of North Carolina, and 
limit parking permits to students vAm 
live outside a preset boundary. UNC 
sets this limit 2 miles from the bell 
tower at the center of campus Ideal^, 
SEA would like K State's boundary to 
be set 1 mile from Anderson Hall. 

Hailey Petersen, freshman in biol- 
ogy, proposed a different solution. 

"Underclassmen, particutaily 6«sh- 
men, shouldn't have cars," she said. 

SEA liked Petersen's proposal. 

"My father graduated from K State 
in 1981, and he sakl he wasnl allowed 
to have a car as a heshman," said Jamie 
Gentry, freshmen in animal science 
and pre-veterinary studies.

Students have mai^ optior^ 
when applying for graduate 
school that will help if they de- 
cide to pursue the career path of 
a tenured professor, said Keith 
Gido, newly tenured associate 
professor of biology 

"There are so many under- 
grads who don't understand 
what's involved in getting into 
graduate school," he said. "Yet 
a lot of people envision them- 
selves going on, being in an aca- 
demic career." 

Ttnure is academic freedom 
in rraeaich and teaching. It is 
granted to faculty who undergo 
extensive evaluation of their re- 
search, teaching and service. 

The tenure process begins 
once someone is hired on a ten- 
ure-track position This gener 



al^ includes a five-year proba- 
tionary period. 

The positioiu, however, 
are intensely competitive and 
require national searches for 
candidates, said fane Rowlett, 
director of academic services. 
Nationally and at K-State, the 
number of tenure- track posi- 
tions is declining 

The Office of Planning and 
Analysis said in 20O5, 722 of 
1,198 faculty were tenured and 
241 were on tenure track. 

Gido said part of the appeal 
of the positions - and why they 
are competitive - is the balance 
of teaching and research. 

Getting into, and being pro- 



ductive in, a graduate progjam 
are the first crucial steps on the 
journey to tmure, Gido said. 

"Graduate school te veiy 
different from undergraduate 
school," he said. "In grad school, 
you get paid to go to schooL but 
you work very doaefy with an 
individual on a particular tc^ 
ic," 

He said it is important (or 
students to choose their area 
of specialty before applying to 
graduate school. 

Rowlett said once in gradu- 
ate school, students should talk 
with an adviser to leani specific 
criteria and standards for ram- 
ing tenure in their fidd.

At least, this is my hope 
for next semester. ] am a 
senior, and I will graduate, 
as long as everything goes 
accordingly this spring, after 
four years of college. 

1 understand it's not 
unusual to take more than 
(our years to earn a four -year 
degree. But as long as you're 
not failing classes or having 
other problems, is there a 
good excuse for needing the 
extra time? After all, what 
are the benefits of being 
a fifth-, sixth- or seventh- 
year senior in a major that 
doesn't require more than 
four years? 

In defense, these extended 
seniors might say taking 
extra time is good thing, that 
they will be better prepared 
for the real world or that 
they're having the time of 
their life in college, etc. 

While college is often 
called the best time of your 
life, is there really a need to 
make it last longer than it 
should?

Dentists express opposing views on possible dangers of mercury poisoning from silver fillings

- There it a substance in the 
mouths of niillions of people 
that can cause inflammstiun 
of the lungs, tremon, coughing 
up blood and - in some cases 
-death. 

That substance is mercury, 
and it is just one component 
of amalgams, the silver fillings 
used by dentists. 

A joint panel of Pood and 
Drug Administration advisers 
voted 13-7 against a federal re- 
port declaring that the dental 
fillings are completely safe, cit- 
ing the need for further study. 
After a second 13-7 vote by the 
advisers, the PDA consultants 
;aid the report's conclusions 
wet« uiureasonable due to the 
lai^e amounts of quality infor- 
mation available. 
• Tbm Barth, a local dentist. 



said he thinks the amalgam 
fillings are proven to be safe 
He said most negative criti- 
cism of the silver fillings has 
been from people who give 
their opinions instead of citing 
actual research or proof. 

"1 don't think it's better or 
worse anyway," Barth said. 
"Amalgam is proven to be 
a very safe restoration. We 
have a tot of people who are 
not in mainstream dentistry 
giving opinions that aren't re- 
searched. 

"We don't treat our patients 
by opinions - we treat them 
by research Amalgam has a 
long track record of being a 
good restorative." 

Barth said he has amalgams 
in his own mouth and is not 
worried about mercury poison- 
ing. He said amalgams have a 
good track record, better than 
composites, in fact, because 



"Amalgam is proven to be a very safe res- 
toration. We have a lot of people who are 
not in mainstream dentistry giving opin- 
ions that aren't researched. We don't treat 
our patients by opinions — we treat them 
by research."

they have be«n around longer. 
"There are people that 
don't like amalgam because of 
mercury, but when you con- 
dense it, a lot of the mercury 
comes to the surface," he said 
"As you're carving it down, 
you get most of the mercury 
rich material in it. What mer- 
cury that is left in the metal, 
when it hardens, it remains 
in the metal. Nobody is being 
poisoned with the mercury in 
the amalgams." 



Randy Regier, a K-State 
graduate and practicing den- 
tist in Overland Paiit, Kan., 
agre^ that amalgam is safe 
However, he also said amel 
gam causes decay in teeth 
due to metal contraction that 
causes separation between the 
filling and tooth 

"1 don't like them. They 
do so much damage to teeth 
over time," Regier said 'I've 
got amalgams in my* mouth 1 
wouldn't have them in there 



if I thought they were unsafe, 
but the composite bonding is 
such superior material over 
amalgams, so anyone putting 
in amalgams still is practicing 
malpractice, I feel" 

Ryan Gallagher, freshman 
in biology, plans to attend 
dental school. He said he 
agrees with the PDA advisers' 
decision. 

"1 think it's probably some- 
thing that we should have 
looked into before we decided 
to put it into people's mouths," 
Gallagher said. "A lot of things 
we consider to be harmless 
usually aren't" 

However, the American 
Dental Association disagrees. 
Dean Cloutier, president of 
the Connecticut State Dental 
A»octation, wrote a response 
to negative media coverage on 
the ADA'S Web site, urww.ada. 
org. In his response, Cloutier 



said special-inter»t groui» 
are using amalgam to set pub- 
lic policy and are not listening 
to the experts. 

"Major organizations en- 
trusted with protecting the 
public's health have reviewed 
a veritable mountain of scien- 
tific evidence and concluded 
that amalgam is a safe, effec- 
tive material to treat cavities," 
Cloutier said. "These include 
the National Institutes of 
Health, the Centers for Dis- 
ease Control and Prevention, 
the World Health Organiza- 
tion and the American Dental 
Association. 

"Who do we want advis- 
ing us about health care? 
These trusted scientiRc and 
public health organizations 
or a group that believes these 
agencies and the nation's 
dentists are involved in a vast 
conspiracy?"

Injuries hinder chances for success

no means is it a man's sport, though. 

For several years, the K-State 
Women's Rugby Club has interested 
women of nearly every academic con- 
centration 

"We're rough and tou|^, and we 
hurt people," sead Alicia Gettel, senior 
in animal science and industry. 

She said rugby is a great way to al- 
leviate agression and stress, and it is 
a good way to gel in shape 

"You don't have to be thin and 
athletic to play." Gettel said "Some 
girls that could not play basketball ur 
voUeyfaall in high school excel in this 
sport" 

CaitJin James, senior in animal sci- 
ence and industry, said about 20 wom- 
en piay each week for the team, with 
up to 15 on the field at a tiiti'' 

Although each woman has a differ- 
ent story for how she became involved. 
all of the players who take the field for 
practice every Tuesday, Wednesday 
and Thursday are there because they 
love the game 

" I have met so many friends through 
rugby, and it has helped me to broaden 
my horizons and try things that I nev- 
er thought I would have tried," Alicia 
Thiessen, junior in agribusiness, said. 

She said the atmosphere at prac- 
tices is social and laid back, but during 



games, players get serious. The team 
is part of the Heart of America Rugby 
Football Union, which includes teams 
b'om Oklahoma State, Missouri, Kan- 
sas and other area teams 

fames said only one player on the 
team had previous playing experience 
before joining the team, and less than 
half of the team returned from last 
semoter's squad. Several players had 
never played the game and didn't even 
know the rules before they signed on 
to play. 

"We are a really young team." )ames 
said. "Not only arc we learning to play 
with each other, but also learning to 
play the game. 

"We know this is a rebuilding year, 
but next semester will be better" 

The team, which also plays during 
the spring, hopes to increase in size 
and recover from multiple injuries. 
James said several players have suf- 
fered serious injuries, including three 
knee injuries, a broken collar bone, a 
dislocated shoulder and several minor 
injuries. 

"When you play a sport that in- 
volves the phj>sical contact that rugby 
docs, there are always going to be some 
bumps and bruises,'* "niiessen said 

Players said the absence of healthy 
bodies has hindered the development 
of the team 

At a recent tournament in Den- 
ton, T^xas, only II players traveled 
with the team One player separated 
a shoulder at the beginnmg of the first 
game, and the team was forced to play

Author tells audience members 
why horror movies have it wrong

Instead of spending Halloween 
evening walking Manhattan's 
streets and racketeering candy, 
nearly 200 students made the trip to 
Forum Hall not only to laugh, but 
also to learn how to survive a future 
zombie outbreak Max Brooks, co- 
median and self- proclaimed expert 
on zombies, presented his 10 steps 
to surviving a zombie attack at the 
K-State Student Union last night. 

"This is a cautionary tale, an 
oral history of a future conflict," 
said Brooks, son of legendary co- 
median Mel Brooks and actress 
Anne Bancroft. 

Brooks, who has won an Emmy 
for his writing on "Saturday Night 
Live," warned students that al- 
though his two bestsetling novels 
on zombie survival might be filed 
in the humor section, he was not in 
the mood to joke 

"Let it be known that t find 
nothing funny about being killed 
or eaten by zombies," he said. 



In the event of a future zom- 
bie attack. Brooks cautioned the 
crowd not to follow contemporary 
ideas presented in movies or video 
games, but instead to stay practi- 
cal. He advocated using a bike in- 
stead of a car, going to a cemetery 
instead of a hospital and using a 
machete instead of a shotgun. 

"'These things aren't sexy 
They're not cool, but they will save 
your life." Brooks said 

Brooks "s comedy left the crowd 
members, many of whom were in 
zombie costume to celebrate the 
event, in stitches Stadents said 
one element that added to the 
event was Brooks' interaction with 
the crowd. 

"I liked the fact that he was pick- 
ing on the crowd a little bit," Jason 
Stanley, sophomore in accounting, 
said. "'It showed he was very witty 
and had improvisational talent" 

Like his father, Brooks has a 
talent for parody, one that he uses 
when speaking about zombies. 
During his presentation. Brooks 
chuckled about how the traditional 




zombie movies just don't use com- 
mon sense. 

"'When a zombie is chasing you 
what is the best way to get away?" 
Brooks asked the crowd. 

As many students shouted out 
answers ranging from a tank to a 
fan boat. Brooks simply turned 
around and walked swiftly off- 
stage to a roar of laughter from the 
crowd. 

'"He was hilarious," Rider Prey, 
sophomore in Biology, said "His 
jokes were simple, but that's what 
made them good" 

Brooks has been on the New 
York Times Bestseller List twice, 



once with his "The Zombie Sur- 
vival Guide" and once with "World 
War Z: An Oral History of the 
Zombie War" The movie rights to 
"World War Z " have recently been 
purchased by Paramount Pictures, 
and Brad Pitt's production compa- 
ny. Plan B, will produce the film 

Although flattered. Brooks said 
that he would not write the screen- 
play to the film, and said he feels 
he could not do it right.

Evangelist visits, condemns students

When it comes to subtle points, 
George "fed" Smock doesn't have 
any, or at least none that he shows. 
He's dressed in a three piece tweed 
suit. In his hand is a Holy Bible. Be- 
hind him is a sign that says "Pear 
God."' In front of him are what he 
claims to be hell-bound sinners 

"You need a good spanking with 
the Scripture," he told a crowd at 
Bosco Student Plaza Tuesday. "You 
need a good Bible beating."' 

Smock has hand -delivered his 
style of fire -and brimstone, con 
frontational evangelism to campus 
grounds around the country, and 
Tiiesday he arrived at Bosco Student 
Plaza to deliver his vehement mes 
sage. 

But his fierce condemnation of 



what he sees as the rabidly immor- 
al behavior of university students 
leaves some bristling with indigna- 
tion and others mocking and jeer- 
ing. 

"He makes the beginning of sev- 
eral quality theological arguments 
He just doesn't articulate them very 
well, and I'm lust terribly amused 
by all the fresh-out-of high-school 
undergraduates who really bring up 
these god-awful points," said Mar- 
quis Clark, graduate student in po- 
litical science and women's studies 

Opposition to Smock's rhetoric 
comes not only from students. In 
fact, many Christian groups have 
said they oppose hb preaching 
methods. 

"Someone comes in like that and 
basically drops the bomb and drives 
away the next day, and the rest of us 
campus ministers have to clean up 



the mess," said Bryan Elliott, direc- 
tor of Chi Alpha campus ministries. 

Elliott said he and other campus 
ministers prefer developing rela- 
tionships with students rather than 
Smock's blunt and direct attacks.

Overall health cannot 
be measured in physi- 
cal strength and stami- 
na alone. Both men and women 
must strive to enhance their men- 
tal health and flexibility as well. 
Many fail to realize that sound- 
ness of mind plays a major role in 
maintaining well being for the long 
haul. 

One way to zest up your work 
out routine while improving mental 
stability is to consider taking yoga 
on a regular basis. 

This form of exercise not only 
has long-term health benefits, but 
also is relatively safe and provides 
a low- impact workout for individu- 
als of all ages. 

"The many variations for all 
poses allow people of alt experi- 
ence levels to take part and feel the 
benefits," said Katie ]ames, group 
fitness instructor at Peters Recre- 
ation Complex. 

"Yoga benefits me personally, 
both mentally and physically. It's 
my time out of my day to relax and 
take a step back and slow down to 
really enjoy life," said the senior in 
dietetics, nutrition and kinesiol< 
ogy. 

Yoga can be performed in virtu- 
ally any environment, at home, in 
a hotel room on a trip or during 
classes at local facilitres. 

When performed appropriately 
it serves as a mindful exercise that 
provides soundness of the entire 
body. 

According to the Aerobics and 
Fitness Association of America, 
yoga is a way to make ipace in and

around joints while increasing flex- 
ibility. 

Yoga postures create new align- 
ments and proper functioning of 
the body and its organs by aiding 
in muscle balance development 
and movement stability, as well as 
flexibility and overall relaxation, 
according to the American Council 
on Exercise. 

According to ACE, yoga benefits 
the cardiorespiratory system by de- 
creasing resting blood pressure and 
improving pulmonary function, 
while increasing maximum oxygen 
consumption and physical work 
capacity. 

It benefits the musculoskeletal 
sj^tem by increasing muscular 
strength and flexibility, while in- 
stilling balance control. It improves 
posture and decreases risk of falls 
among older adults. 

Yoga affects the psychobiologi- 
cal aspect of the body by increasing 
cognitive performance and decreas- 
ing stress hormones, according to 
ACE. It also helps reduce symp- 
toms of insomnia, while improving 



relaxation and psychological well 
being. It even has been known to 
decrease risk and symptoms of os- 
teoarthritis. 

Yoga, however, is more than in- 
cluding a "inner-self element" into 
your physical activity. This type of 
exercise requires noncompetitive 
meditation, along with mental fo- 
cus. 

Although males are reluctant to 
partake in yoga, the benefits of the 
exercise are not discriminatory. 

"Flexibility, which has been 
shown to improve performance in 
athletics and overall physical fit- 
ness, allows muscles to relax and 
stretch," James said. "Males should 
also know that they will be working 
all the muscle groups, sometimes in 
ways they are not used to, allow- 
ing for muscle strength and toning 
gains to occur." 

There are two specific types of 
yoga. Hatha yoga is particularly 
favorable for individuals struggling 
with arthritis, asthma, tow-back 
pain and postural problems. TTie 
other, T^i Chi, is beneficial in en- 
hancing motor skills and balance. 

"Yoga harmonizes the mind with 
the body, resulting in real quantum 
benefits," James said. "It's no closed 
secret, the will power of the mind 
has enabled people to achieve ex- 
traordinary physical feats. This cer- 
tainly proves, beyond doubt, the 
mind and body connection."

Above all of this were vocals that ranged 
from inhuman guttural growls to piercing 
demon -shrieks 

This equation of me plus doom metal 
should have been like trying to divide by 
2ero, but for some strange reason, the muaic 
was fust crazy eriough to pique my interest 
and enjoyable enough to get me interested in 
metal. 

A few months later, American shores re- 
ceived the album "Pink" by Japanese power- 
trio Boris. T^is is Boris' first official Ameri- 
can release. It is by far one of the best albums 
of the year and an album that even thoM 
disgusted by metal could like. 

"Pink" begins ironically /appropriately 
with a song titled "Farewell." Some gentle 
butzing and atmospherics begin the song, 
until about one minute later, when a huge 
drum fill and a mighty, distorted guitar alasti 
take the listener on a psychedelic trip across 
acid-washed soundscapes. 

While the muaic is heavy, the melodies are 
beautiful and the vocals are smooth and in- 
viting. The absolute acme of the song occtirs 
at four-and-one-half minutes, when a mag- 
nificent guitar solo soars above the beautiful 
melee created by the drums and baas. 

The seven -minute opener is somewhat 
misleading because Boris is not here to 
soothe its audience; it is here to obliterate the 
eardrums and keep adrenaline surging. Thus, 
with a tpeediiig guitar tntro and an exclama- 
tory howl, Boris barrels he&dfiist into (he 
title track. 

With amazing lead guitar work by Wata, 
steady bass support by TikeshI and inhuman 
tempo changes made by Atsuo on drums, 
the members of Boris reveal Ihemsclves to 
be true masters of metal (and why shouldn't 
they be - they've been around for more than 
10 years) 

"Woman on the Screen" picks up the 
tempo and increaaea the intensity of th« hS- 
ing and shredding shared between guitar and 
bass. Amazingly, the band puihei thhifi into 
the red even further with the fourth song, 
"Nothing Special," which is pure speed metal. 
Wthin two minutes, the song barrels tJirougb 



its run time before bding Into shrieking feed- 
back, 

Boris offers a slight breather with "Block- 
out." This break isn't like walking a few lap* 
after running five miles. It is more akin to 
getting kneed In the stomach instead of hav- 
ing your head beat against the wall "Black- 
out" is Boris stretching its legs into different 
forms of metal - in this irutance, that of 
doom and drone. 

The thundering boss lines rumble the en- 
trails; the drums are constantly pounding, 
filling tlie track with breakdowns that would 
cause the listener to fear for the health of the 
drum-heads. This all occurs as a squealing 
guiur Ibe weaves in and out of the rhythm 
section and the ghostly vocals fill in any cen- 
timeter of the track not fuUy occupied by the 
other sepulchral soun(b. 

It would take much longer than my allot- 
ted space to describe the remaining excel- 
lence of "Pink." There is the driving, instru- 
mental, "Electric," the dueluig vocal and 
instrumental melodies of "Paeudo- Bread," the 
laid-back stoner rock of "Afterburner" and 
the powerful, surging "Six, Three Timet" 

After a short, lon^id instrumental in- 
terlude akin to Pink Floyd's "Shhie on You 
Crazy Diamond," the best track on the album, 
-Just Abandoned My-Self." U released from 
its cage. 

It is a three-movement song that bcgina 
with instrumental thrath metal and a surptis- 
higly melodic vocal arrangement. It then seg- 
ues into a noise/drone section as a severely 
distorted bass thunders underneath slow 
drum SUt and beautiful guitar lines. 

The song ends with pure dUtortion cou- 
pled with eaatem-soundhig guitar tines that 
bubble just below the aurfacc of the sea of 
noise. 

By the time "Pink" is finished, 1 om ex- 
hausted but in a state of pure ecstasy. This ii 
an album in which no song is similar, but the 
album remains coherent due to the band's 
pure energy, vicious playing and common 
desire to create a veritable smorgasbord for 
metal listeners of all experience levels 

I have much to learn, but my desire to ex- 
pand my metal horizons is ever growing Any 
album that can not only offer repeated liitens 
across months, but also give me the desire to 
explore an entirely new genre will definitely 
hold a spot in my heart.

"But some of the girls (in the soror- 
ity) are the beat customers," she said.

Fraternities, sororities create communities 
of people who truly know, care for each other 
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I'll admit the only reason I went through 
sorority Recruitment in fall 2004 was 
becaifse my mother wisely suggested it. 1 
had no intention of joining a greek 
houte, but 1 went through Recruit- 
ment intending to make some 
new friends before the school year 
started. 

1 came in with some horribly 
stereotypical images of what greek 
life was like Fortunately, the greek 
community at K-State does not re- 
flect all of the negative stereotypes 
that might exist at other universi- 
ties. One exhausting but successful week 
later, however, I found myself a part of the 
greek community. 

Members of sororities have the best of 
both worlds^ because the majority of them 
Uve in the residence halls their freshman 
year and then can choose to live in their 
respective greek houses for the following 
years. I made quite a few friends with other 
greeks and non-greeks during my freshman 
year and participated in activities with both. 
There really isn't a rift between greeks and 
non-greeks; we like to mingle. 

Contrary to popular belief, joining a 
greek house is not akin to "buying your 
friends." My greek experience at K-State has 
been voluntary, fun and less expensive than 
living on campus. 

According to K- State's costs analysis, 
students living in the residence halls, even 
with th? cheapest 10- meal plan, pay $5,772 
for an academic year on the Manhattan 
campus. Living in a fraternity costs, on aver- 
age, about S4.50O for the academic year, 
plus a one-time initiation fee that runs 
about $370, depending on the chapter 
Put those two numbers together 
and in- house fraternity ^^^^^ ••"! 
members pay only ^^' ^K»Z2.1' 

$4,870 per academ- 
ic year. If they live-in 
during their sophomore through 
senior years, they pay even less for 
those academic years. 

Sorority members, for 
their freshman year, 
pay dues on average of 

$545 per semester while 

living in residence halls. 

Including the payment of a 

one-time building fund fee 

and intiation fee. they pay an 

average of $4,860. Even if the 

freshman year out-of-house 

dues are added to the in -house 

costs, sorority members pay 

only $5,605, and the price 

drops below $5,000 if they live 

in-house their junior and senior 

years 

Beyond the numbers, the 

experience is the most impor- 
tant aspect of greek life Living 

in the residence halls can make 

it tempting for some who 

are timid or shy, as I had 

been, to stay in their 

rooms and remain 

disconnected from 

campus life The close 



friends made in the greek system are made 
for life, The men or women who live in your 
house know you and know you well enough 
to say more than just "hi" in the hall- 
way. 

f n my sorority, everyone's doors are 
usually always open, and everyone 
welcomes visitors to watch a movie, 
study, vent or just relax. The men or 
women in your house will know more 
than just your name and major, and 
they care about you. I've had many 
experiences of being treated to Call 
Hall ice cream or Dara's soda by 
someone in the house who'd been think- 
ing about me or knew I was having a rough 
week. 

Greek life doesn't just allow for some 
opportunities (o make friends and get 
involved on campus and in the community, 
but it immerses members in them. There are 
many greeks who are volunteers, leaders on 
campus, members of SGA, the Collegian, 
and even work at the residence hall din- 
ing centers. Being ^eek also facilitates a 
connection with members of other chapters 
on other campuses and networks you with 
alumni of your fraternity or sorority at K- 
State and nationwide. 

Not everyone will Rnd greek life appeal- 
ing, but you'll never know for yourself until 
you give recruitment a try. The worst that 
can happen? You'll make some really great 
friends in the process 
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Residence halls offer amenities, but allow 
students freedom to take opportunities 



First let me say two things: One, there are 
advantages to living both in tlie gre«k system as 
well as in the residence halls; your choice just 
depends on what you're looking for. 
l\vo, they are ealled residence halls, 
not dorms. Nothing makes me more 
agitated than when someone refers to 
them as "dorms "

advantages of Uving in the halls. I am 
the president of the KSU Association of 
Residence HaUs and have Uvcd in the 
halls for six years.

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Biking regulations often 
overlooked on campus

The walk between classes 
can be a dangerous one for 
pedestrians when they share 
the sidewalk with bikers. 

"Yesterday, I almost got 
hit," Brett Hartin, senior in 
secondary education, said, 
"They're always on the side- 
walk. It's a sidewalk, em- 
phasis on the 'walk'" 

Parking Services does 
have regulations for bikers 
on campus. It is illegal for 
bikers to ride on university 
sidewalks from 7:30 a.m. to 
5:30 p.m. Monday through 
Friday unless otherwise 
specified on the campus bike 
map. 

The regulations were put 
into effect about 14 years 
ago, K-State bicycle officer 
Urn Schrag said. People 
complained about bikes 
brushing or hitting them on 
campus Since then, Schrag 
said bikers on campus have 
not caused a large problem. 

"It's only a problem when 
classes let out, around 20 
after the hour," Schrag said 
"It all boils down to respect- 
ing each other, each other's 
right to use the sidewalk and 
being courteous " 

There is also a regulation 
that says bikers must dis- 
mount in crosswalks. 

"Crosswalks ate for pe- 
destrians only. Biking across 
them is illegal, but it's done 
quite frequently by every- 
one," Schrag said. "I think 
the main problem with it is 
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^Yesterday, I 
almost got hit. 
'^•y'ra (bicycles) 
always on the side- 
walk, it's a side- 
walk, emphasis on 
the 'walk.*"

that bikers enter the cross- 
walk too fast." 

Bikers caught in viola- 
tion of the regulations can 
receive a $15 fine from the 
K-State Police. However, ci- 
tations are not given often, 
Schrag said. 

"I could write more jay- 
walking pedestrian viola- 
tions," Schrag said. 

Many^ students are not 
aware of the biking regula- 
tions, Mike Walsh, senior in 
biology, said. 

"I've only heard about 
them recently," said Walsh, 
who uses a bike on campus. 
"They don't really have the 
regulations posted." 

Schrag also has noticed 
the lack of signs, letting stu- 
dents luiow where biking is 
permitted 

"In the past, there were a 
lot of signs put up and paint- 
ing on the sidewalk," Schrag 
said. "That's something 1 
would like to see again." 

Parking Services is re- 
sponsible for posting or 
marking where bikes are 
permitted, something it has 



done in the past, said Gary 
Leitnaker, assistant vice 
president fur Human Re- 
sources and Parking at K- 
State. 

They used to have a dia- 
mond painted on the side- 
walk that was different col- 
ors that were referred to on a 
map and would show where 
you could or could not ride 
your bike," Leitnaker said. 
"These diamonds were 
painted on with on oil-based 
enamel that would become 
slick and unsafe when wet" 

Because of the safety 
issue. Parking Services 
stopped painting the side- 
walks, Leitnaker said. There 
are no plans to bring back 
the sidewalk paintings.

Despite injuries, women's tennis team

After dealing with niunerous inju- 
ries, the K-State women's tennis team 
is whole once again - almost. 

As the Wildcats prepare for their fi- 
nal tournament of the fall season, only 
one player, sophomore Maria Berevos- 
chikova, still is unable to play. 

Though iniuhes have hindered 
several players during the season, the 
team has been able to improve its play, 
and several members have achieved 
top r^ults in tournaments thus far. 

At the Intercollegiate Iannis As- 
sociation Central Region Ibumament 
in lUsa, Okla., the Wildcats made a 
strong showing, with all four players 
in the Main Draw advancing past the 
first round in singles and doubles play. 
The team drew tougher competition in 
the second round, however, and junior 
Viviana Yrureta was the only singles 
player to pick up a win. Yrureta and 
doubles partner sophomore Katerina 
Kudlackova advanced to the quarterfi- 
nals before being defeated on Oct. 21. 

Coach Steve Bietau said he is 
pleased with the efforts of the team 
and thinks the women's play in TXilsa 
was strong and consistent, though not 
above or below expectations. 

"In a tournament like that, it's 
sometimes hard to gauge, because it 
depends on who you draw," he said. 

Bietau said, overall, the health of 
the team has improved this season, 
with Olga Klimova and Fernanda Da 
Valle recently returning from injury. 

"Hiose two girls in particular, when 
they've gotten to play and a chance 
to have some sustained work, then 
they've played better - there's no 



magic to it," he said 

Bietau said the team has shown a 
strong woric ethic and has put forth 
more effort in conditioning this fall, 
which has started to pay off. 

"We've had some solid results and 
have played pretty consistently, so I'm 
real happy with the fail to this point," 
he said. 

Junior captain Klimova, who re- 
cendy returned after having knee prob- 
lems, said the fall season has gone well 
for the team in terms of tournament 
results and individual levels of play. 
She said she is looking forward to this 
weekend's Arizona State Thunderbird 
Invitational because it provides anoth- 
er chance to improve before spring. 

"1 remember from the previous 
loumamenls in Arizona, you always 
play many matches there, and it kind 
of gets you in a shape that you really 
have to focus on the matches, so i 
hope we will improve ourselves," she 
said. 

junior Tkmai Kvaratskhelia said the 
team has improved since last season, 
but she isn't satisfied with how it has 
competed, saying the team could have 
done better, especially at regionaU.

Rumsfeld's lecture was 
scheduled to coincide with the 
dedication ceremony for the 
renaming of K-State's Military 
Science Building to Gen. Rich- 
ard B. Myers Hall, Reagan 
said. 

Rumsfeld will be present 
at the dedication ceremo- 
ny, which will take place at 



1 p.m. Nov. 9. 

Reagan said Rumsfeld's 
speech topic is unknown, but 
the lecture and questlon-and- 
answer time will be about one 
hour total.

Increasing vegetables, fruits in 
diet improves sexual health, 
prevents prostate problems

While a healthy vegetarian diet 
is known to reduce risk of diabetes, 
heart disease and other health impli- 
cation!, it alto cam improve another 
vital auet to one's life: sexual health 

Acconiing to research reported at 
the meeting of the American Society 
for Reproductive Medicine but week, 
the more produce a man conaumed, 
the tew sluggish his sperm 

The study included 48 infertile men 
and 10 fertile men who had children 
in the past year. The participants were 
asked to complete questionnaires 
about their diets and sexual health. 
Research concluded that 83 percent of 
the infertile men had a tow intake of 
fruits and vegetables - about less than 
five servings per day - in comparison 
with their fertik counterparts. About 
40 percent of fertile men in the study 
did not meet their daily recommended 
Intake of fruits and v^etables. 

"We think that sperm quality is af- 
fected by dietary antioxidant intake," 
said author Dr. V^ivian Lewis in an 
MSNBC report. 

Lewis is a professor of obstetrics 
and gynecology st the Unrversity of 
Rochester in Rochester. N.Y. 

She said the antioxidBnts found in 
produce might improve the health of 
one's sperm, including their tendency 
to be sluggish or their ability to fertil- 
ize an egg. More specifically, antioxi- 
dants found in bri^t-colored produce 
- leafy greens, tomatoes, peppers and 
oranges - were associated with strong, 
healthy sporm In the study. 

For years, other researchers also 
have said there are several health ben- 
dits associated with eating vegetables. 
The benefits, however, are not limited 
to men. 



Physicians with the American 
Heart Association agree that eating 
meat can cause clogging of the arteri^ 
that go to all organs of the body, not 
just the heart. An October sUidy from 
the AHA concluded that poor eating 
habits, especial^ for those ^o eat 
meat could lead to one's impotence. 

Regulating meat intake will not 
only lead to a healthier lifestyle, but 
also can improve the sexual health 
of men and women. According to 
the People for the Ethical TYeatment 
of Animals, several vegan foods are 
loaded with natural aphrodisiac nu- 
trients. 

Poods like chocolate, licorice, nuts 
and soy are tcnown as sexual stimu- 
lants, said Dr Alan Hirsch of the Smell 
and Tkste Tivatment and Research 
Foundation. Fruits and vegetables like 
asparagus, bananas, carrots, chih pep- 
pen and pumpkins are known as hor- 
mone stimulants. 

For more than 25 years, Hirsch has 
dedicated his career to helping people 
understand how taste and smell can 
improve their lives. 

His research concluded that pure 
vegetarians are about one-ninth as 
likely as meat-eaters to be overweight 
and report needing less sleep and hav 
ing more energy than meat-eaters. 

And w4ien it comes to eating out, 
Hirsch said the smell of barbecue or 
roasted meal reduces sexual desire in 
women. 

Among his most recent research 
about male stimulation, the smell of 
lavender and pumpkin pie increase 
a man's penile flow by 40 percent 
Doughnuts and black licorice increase 
penile flow by 31 5 percent Oranges 
increase penile flow by about 20 per 
cent, along with the scent pairs of lav- 
ender with doughnut and black lico- 
rice with cola.

Puithermore, just think about 
all the little issues vegetarians deal 
with every day Plain yogurt or ice 
cream — does it contain gelatin? 
What about puddii^? Does this soup 
consist of vegetable or beef itew? Is 
there bacon in the mashed potatoes? 
(By the way, there usually is.) 

Kansas is a barbecue state It's the 
nation's second -largest producer of 
beef cattle, and Manhattan is right 
in the middle of it. It's a steak state, 
and Manhattan is a steak city. You 
certainly can survne, but it is not that 
easy, thou^ being a vegetarian is as 
difficult as you make it 

While there are few options for 
vegetarians who eat at restaurants in 
Manhattan, I have taken note of a 
few places that do offer a reasonable 



variety of menu items, including: The

I know I haven't been to a lot of 
restaurants yet, since I only arrived 
three months ago. If you have more 
suggestions for vegetarians, let me

Maverick's lawsuit alleges misappropria- 
tion of trade seoets, unfait competttkm, breach 
of contract and fraud It seefo an Injunction 
preventing Irvlemo from producing or madieting 
any fUm based on the Stanford Prison Experiment. 
It also seeks damages of at least $50 mKlkm. 

The lawsuit claims Infemo and partner Bill 
Johnson 'repcesented that they had no Involve- 
ment in a competing film pro^ and that all inhx 
maiion provided to them would be maintained in 
the strioest confidence. Defendants lied.' 

Mavefidi acquiied nghts to the story in 2002 
from Philip G. Zimbardo, a psychology professor 
at Stanfoni University who conducted an expeii- 
ment on obedience in 1971.

High student-adviser ratios rush enrollment, 
sometimes hindering proper pursuit of degree

Alyssa Miller didn't receive the 
best advice her first time at K-Stste. 

Miller, junior in psychology, came 
to K-State in April 2006 to enroll in 
classes as a tramfer student When 
she came to campus, she had her 
first meeting with an adviser. 

"Ptetty much, she shoved me in 
front of a computer and gave me a 
book," Miller said. "I didn't know 
anything about what I was supposed 
to be taking. 1 came in as a junior. 
I don't just want to take fresh- 
man classes. I want to get this over 
with." 

While sitting with a group of 
other transfer students, Miller said 
she was told to look through a cur- 
rictiluni book and pick classes that 
were interesting, but she also was 
informed that many of the classes 
she would need for her major would 
be fUled. 

Her adviser suggested a few 
classes, but Miller said she was over- 
whelmed. 

"I sat there and cried and told my 
mom I didn't even want to come to 
K-State," she said. 

Milter said she left with an un- 
easy feeling and later found out one 
of the classes she needed to take to 
get into future psychology classes 
was only available in the fall semes- 
ter - a class she was not told she 
needed to enroll in. 

Although Miller struggled with 
her fust advising session, she said 
she sought help from the same ad- 



viser this semester and found her to 
be helpful. 

Coming to K-State from a com- 
munity college, Miller said she 
thought K-State advisers and staff 
would tell her the classes she would 
need, which was not the case. 
♦ ♦♦♦ 

When Christopher Able, senior 
in finance, started at K-State, he was 
an engineering student. After Able 
changed his major, he switched to 
the College of Business Administra- 
tion and found he was not get 
ting the advice or face time he 
wanted 

"They just kind of rushed 
over everything," he said 

Able said Gve ad 
visers are in charge 
of all of the stu- 
dents in the col- 
lege, making the 
ratio about 500 
students to one 
adviser. Students 
only get about 20 
minutes with their 
adviser, Able said, 
despite what their 
appointment might 
be about. 

"You just can't walk 
(up) to your adviser," he 
said. "You don't really get 
to know your adviser very 
well." 

In 2004, students com- 
plained about the ad- 
viser-student ratio in the 
College of Business Ad- 
ministration, and the ad- 




ministration set up an open discus- 
sion for students to voice concerns. 
However, only 15-20 people showed 
up. 

Able said students in the college 
don't know there is another way to 
be advised. 

"A lot of the students don't think 
about it because they're not aware 
of it," he said 

Ike Ehie, associate dean of the 
College of Business Administration, 
confirmed the ratio of students to 
advisers, but said the five ad- 
visers are full-time, which 
he said was incomparable 
to faculty advising in other 
colleges. 

"It's like compar- 
ing apples and or- 
anges,' he said. 

While the 
ratio was pre- 
viously 700 or 
800 students 
to one adviser, 
Ehie said the 
administration 
feels the current 
number u just 
right. 

After complaints 
about the advising in the 
college a few years ago, 
Ehie said the college has 
made steps to change 
advising, including rais- 
ing salaries and offering 
extensive training. He 
said student ratings of 
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Professor speaks about 1st local settlers

The idea of Fair Trade 
Week came about after Rink 
Dickinson, the co-founder 
and co-executive director of 
Equal Exchange, was booked 
to give a Lou Douglas lecture 
on fair trade, said Linda Teen- 
er, executive director of UFM 
Community Learning Center. 
Equal Exchange is the oldest 
and largest for-profit fair trade 
company in the United States, 
according to its Web site 

The conference will begin 
today with registration and a 
gathering, followed by an ad- 
dress by keynote speaker Ket- 
tle Somerfield, the director of 
fair trade projects at Lutheran 
World Relief. 

Somerfield will discuss the

I had no clue how to start my coluiiui today. 
When something goes without saying, it be- 
comes quite hard to convince people who still 
^ore the obvious truth 

So I spent about four 
hours flipping between 
channels 26 and 27. The 
difference between the two 
was astounding. 

During the painful 
amount of time I forced 
myself to watch the channel, 
Pox newscasters did nothing 
but attack Sen. John Kerry, ' 
D-Mass., for comments he made about young 
adults needing to go to college to avoid military 
service. 

Admittedly, this was the news of the day 
for every station Fox did nothing wrong by 
bringing it up and providing a discussion The 
problem is how it went about the coverage. 

Although Kerry had made a comment earlier 
in the day explaining his remark. Fox felt it was 
only necessary to quote a few of his lines out of 
context. I was surprised, though, that Pox had at 
least one commentator defending Kerry, while 
the other blasted him out of the water 

I hoped I had been wrong about Fox. Here 
Pox's conmientators were reat^ to provide me 
with both sides of the story and let me make up 
my own rtund. However, as soon as they spoke,

After quickly rolling over for every point 



made against him, the commentator defending 
Kerry actually went as far as to say, "That's why 
I vote Republican" 

Let's pause and think about this. The com- 
mentator not only rolled over, but also suggest- 
ed the candidates for whom viewera should vote 
this month. By every standard I've learned in 
journalism, this is not news - it's propaganda 

True journalism is taking both sides of a 
story and presenting them equally You give the 
man who burrvs flags as much attention as the 
marine fighting for them. Unless it's an edito- 
rial, your opinion doesn't matter and should be 
omitted. 

I'll admit, though, on a few occasions 1 saw 
CNN allow the opinions of the commenta- 
tors to leak into the story, and it was every bit 
as wrong as when Pox did it. However, these 
periods of shallowness are few and far between 

While Fox wouldn't shut up about how evil 
Kerry is, CNN spent about 30 minutes showing 
Bush's response, Kerry's response and everj- 
other opinion one could have on the matter It 
then updated viewers on Iraq, China and other 
national events of importance. 

Much of the news presented was dishearten- 
ing Hearing more young soldiers have died in 
Iraq was the last thing 1 wanted to think about 
on an alrea^ down day. And seeing a video 
clip of the fire that has been taking the lives of 
firefighters in California was almost too much.

Advising not necessary for all students 



It's easy to tell when ad- 
vising season starts. 

Professors who double 
as advisers put sign-ups on 
their office doors, and it's 
nearly impossible to meet 
with them about class-re- 
lated issues and problems. 

The majority of academic 
advisers generally advise 
more than 50 students with- 
in a given major. Therefore, 
they are overwhelmed with 
advisees and might not be 
able to give students the best 
advice about what classes 
they need to take to gradu- 
ate. 

While we recognize the 



importance of advising in 
keeping students on the 
graduation track, something 
needs to be done to change 
the way advising works at 
K- State. 

We are aU college stu- 
dents. We should be able to 
look at the necessary curric- 
ulum requirements and hash 
out a schedule that keeps 
us on track for graduation 
without relying on advisers 
to tell us what we need to 
take to get out of here on 
time. 

We are not saying advis- 
ers and advising should be 
eliminated altogether. Fresh- 



men who are new to college 
enrollment should meet with 
their advisers to grasp the 
gist of enrollment and to 
initiate a relationship with 
the adviser they will have for 
the next four or five yeare. 

Leaving advising open 
only to those students who 
need assistance with enroll- 
ment would take some of 
the pressure off advisers and 
allow them to spend more 
time with the students who 
need their help the most. 

Advising is a neces- 
sary part of college, but it 
shouldn't be something stu- 
dents dread every semester.

College guarantees spots for Kuwaitis

An agreement signed with 
Kuwait will increase the diver- 
sity of the students in the Col- 
lege oi Veterinary Medicine. 

Chhs Ross, professor in 
anatomy and physiology, said 
the agreement, made this fall, 
guarantees that students who 
come to K-State from Kuwait 
for veterinary medicine will 
start in the undeigraduate pre- 
veterinaiy medicine program 

"We would like to do ev- 
erything we can to make sure 
these students are successful in 
vel school," he said. 

Ross said there are no vet- 
erinary medicine schools in 
Kuwait, and no veterinarians 
in the country are Kuwaiti He 
said there is a strong national 
interest in to educating the citi- 
zens. 

Ross said it is the choice of a 
student's sponsor if the student 
has to return to Kuwait after 
receiving his or her degree. 



"Hie motivation behind the 
agreement was that, in genenl. 
the vetmnary sdiool is ahvays 
looking for good applicants," 
he said. 

He said there are difficuhin 
with how to identify qualified 
applicants, so a template was 
created that lists the college's 
expectations. 

[im Lewis, director of inter- 
national pre-admissions and 
recruiting, said the agreement 
guarantees that every year, 
two students from Kuwait will 
come to K-State and begin the 
pre-veterinary medicine im- 
dergraduate program. 

With the agreement, highly 
qualified students are chosen 
by the government and then 
the government sponsors their 
education in the United Stat^. 
Lewis said. 

He said whether the agree- 
ments are with a university or 
the government, specifics are 
known by lx)th parties, and 
guarantees are involved, like 
the qualifications and number 



of stud«its expected. 

"This kind is one-nded that 
the United States umvenity 
is giving education because it 
is the place to come," he said. 
"The U.S still has the bett in 
the sense of its deepeit and 
widest of choices." 

Ken Holland, associate 
provost of international pro- 
grams, said Kuwait b the fint 
country to agn the agreement, 
which also has been proposed 
to a fev other schools abroad 
He said within the agreement, 
students are sponsored by their 
government, which covers ed- 
ucation costs. 

T^e College of VMerinary 
Medicine is the only college 
that has made agreements like 
this with schools abroad be- 
cause it is the only one that has 
expr«sed interest, Holland 
said. 

The college is trying to 
expand its btemational stu- 
dent population, and this is an 
excellent way to do thaC he 
said

ey's worth out of your recep- 
tion," she said. 

Also, children will be less 
likely to rtin around the recep- 
tion hall or get hurt when they 
are entertained, Andrews said 

"Kids running around can 
be dangerous when there are 
candles or other things that 
could break or spill," she said 
"They could also potentially 
run into a waiter or another 
guest" 

Annie Shu It z. senior in 
prim journalism, said she and 
her husband decided to in- 
clude guests' children in their 
wedding reception last May 

"There are so many kids in 
my family and my husband's 
family," she said "To not invite 
them would have split families 
apart." 

Shultz placed themed cen- 
terpieces at each table, incor- 
porating toys like Barbie dolls 
and remote controlled trucks 
that children could play with 
and take home. 

She also asked the deejay 
to play child-friendly songs, 
including the Hokie Pokie 
and the funky chicken dance. 
during the reception so young 
guests could participate 

"Guests told me that the re 
ception was really fun," Shultz 
said. "I was glad lo know that 
people enjoyed themselves 
and didn't have to worry about 
their kids."

The wedding cake toppen 
Dawn Stubitsch makes are lit- 
erally one-of-a-kind 

For $2,300, Stubitsch 
sculpts polymer clay likeness- 
es of the betrothed couple. 
She said she receives requests 
through her Web site. www. 
thumbprirttkids.com, from 
all over the world, and most 
people are on a waiting list for 
a year or more. Each sculpture 
takes about two weeks of solid 
work. 

"I'm only taking about 16 
toppers next year," she said 
"Since there's a lot of work in- 
volved, I didn't want to try to 
speed up the process." 

Once a couple makes a 
request. Stubitsch gets pho- 
tographs of the couple and 
information on the wedding 
dress and bouquet 

Some designs have only a 
h de and groom, while others 
are far more complicated. Stu- 
bitsch said her most difficult 
design was a couple on a mo- 
torcycle. Now she is working 
on sculpture of a couple with 
seven animals: two snakes, 
a ferret, two cats, a large dog 
and an iguana. 



"It's fun," said Stubitsch, 
who has a degree in art. "I en- 
joy doing it, [ enjoy the reac- 
tions people give when they 
finally get it" 

She said she likes knowing 
her piece is an important part 
of the couple's day. 

"People have said that the 
topper is one of the things they 
look forward to the most for 
their wedding," she said. "It's 
really rewarding " 

Because each figure is so 
important and expensive, 
Stubitsch has a gallery of the 
figurines and photographs of 
the couples thqr are modeled 
after. 

"I try to do this because 
people who are ordering don't 
know how gcwd of a like- 
ness it's going to be," she said. 
"They're paying a lot of mon- 
ey, and this eases them a little 
bit and lets them know that it"s 
not a scam." 

Stubitsch first started 
sculpting cake toppers when 
she ran across an article about 
someone who made similar 
sculptures She said she has 
improved over the years and 
recently completed a cake top- 
per for her son and his bride 

"It's been really rewarding 
work," Stubitsch said.

advisers have drvnaticatly in- 
crcaj£<] in recent semesten. 

But the main problem still 
stands - students are not using 
their advjsen. 

"Students are not utilizing their 
advisen to the hiUeft," Ehie said. 
♦ ♦♦♦ 

Since 2004, Keith Powers, ad- 
viser in the College of Education, 
said the students in the College 
of Education have been directed 
to a central office Students are 
assigned to an adviser for their 
entire time at K-State, and new 
students go through a three -week 
orientation program to help them 
determine their undergraduate 
plan during their time at K-State. 

Powers said the staff tries to 
maintain close ties with advisees, 
ensuring their success in and out 
of the classroom. 

"We lust have a staff here of 
advisers who are dedicated to 
working with students, whether 
it's academic or if it's other things 



they need advising," he sold. 

To help the advisers know how 
they are doing and what needs 
improvcflient, Powers said the 
staff reliea on surveys students 
fill out before they enroll for the 
spring semester 

"We review that in the spring 
and see what things can help meet 
the students' needs." he said. 

If students feel they have not 
had the necessary conununica- 
tion for enrollment or advising. 
Powers said students can ask for 
a new adviser. 

The College of Arts and Sci- 
ences has a two- pronged advising 
system, said Alison Wheatley, as- 
sistant dean in the College of Arts 
and Sciences. Stud«its who want 
to earn multiple degrees or are in 
the open option major can find 
advisera in the dean's office. 

Wheatley said most of the 
departments in the college have 
faculty advisers, usually with one 
lead adviser who sees students or 
helps set them up with other fac- 
ulty advisers 



Because the college has the 
most students of any college at K- 
State, Wheatley said it sometimes 
can be difficult for faculQr advisers 
to juggle advising appointments 
and teaching classes. 

"1 think it is sometimes - es- 
pecially around enrollment time 
- difficult for faculty to spend as 
much time as they want to with 
each student," she said "Just the 
constraint of the other advisees 
that they have and the other 
teaching responsibilities they 
have, they might have some prob- 
lems." 

Tb ^eed up the process, 
Wheatley said after students' first 
semester, they usually try to make 
an appointment early to ensure 
they get to meet with their advis- 
er. 

Wheatley said she has been 
pleased with the responses of 
most students to their advisers 
trying to take time to discuss pres- 
ent and future academic issues. 

"The long-range academic and 
long-range career plan - advis- 



er* need to remember to talk to 
students about," she said. "In the 
rush of the moment, that some- 
times gets suited. That's a chal- 
lenge we keep working on" 
♦ ♦♦♦ 

Kevin Donnelly, assistant dean 
of the College of A{^culture, said 
the college uses factilty advisers, 
and nearly every faculty appoint- 
ment has advisees. Donnelly said 
this spreads the job out among 90 
to 100 faculty members. 

"1 think the culture in the Col- 
lege of Ag is, it's expected in the 
teaching assignment," he said 
"We think it's a big advantage 
with our students " 

The ratio of students to faculty 
is about 20 to one, and Etoiuietly 
said this allows students to get to 
know their adviser without bur- 
dening the faculty member with 
too many student advisees 

Overall, Donnelly said stu- 
dents have ranked the college's 
advising fairly highly, saying ad- 
visers are available and helpful. 
Transfer students who come from 



community colleges where they 
do not get much face time with an 
adviser rate the system particu- 
larly highly 

"I think that's not 100 percent 
true every day. but we encourage 
our advisers to have an open-door 
policy," Donnelly said. 

Tb encourage students to meet 
their advisers, Donnelly said 
when he teaches an introductory 
class in the college, he gives stu- 
dents an assignment to find and 
interview their advisera. 

To be successful during enroll- 
ment. Powers said students can 
help their advisers by being ac- 
quainted with which classes they 
want to take by looking at the 
undergraduate student handbook 
or browsing course information 
online. 

Miller's advice to students pre- 
paring for enrollment: 

"Have in mind what classes 
you want to take and what you 
think is interesting," she said 
"Don't expect everybody to do 
everything for you."

"Borat: Cultural Learnings of 
America for Make Benefit Glorious 
Nation of Kazakhstan" n one of the 
moit tajteless. offensive and politi- 
cally incorrect movies I've ever seen. 

It'* also more endearing and 
hilarioui than any other comedy 
released in recent memory. 

The movie unfolds like a docu- 
mentary. It follows Kazakhstan! TV 
{wnonality Borat, who is dispatched 
to the "US. and A" to report on the 
fgreatest country in the world." With 
k documentary crew in tow, Borat 
becomes more interested in locat- 
ing and marrying Pamela Anderson 
than hit asaignment. 

fkirat, played by Sacha Baron 
Cohen, originated as a character on 
Cohen's popular television series, 
'Da All G Show" Most films that 
cvobe from television characters 
tend to spread themselves a little too 
thin Just look at almost any movie 
that's ever come from a "Saturday 
Night Live" skit (except "Wayne's 
World,"). Luckily, Borat makes a 
smooth traiuilion to the big screen 
because of Cohen's incredibly dedi- 
cated and coruistent performance 
The Hune "Candid Camera" style 



of comedy that was used in the 
show appears often in the movie, 
and the unsuspectiivg subjects of 
Borat 's interviews provide better 
responses to his antics than actors 
ever could. His Interviewees range 
from congressmen and feminists to 
fraternity members and driver's edu- 
cation instructors. Most of Ihe situ- 
ations arc funny on their own, but 
they become even more funny when 
you consider most of the people 
onscreen aren't in on the joke, 

One scene shows a naked Borat 
chasing his naked producer through 
a hotel hallway into a packed 
conference. Yes, it's disgusting, but 
a scene that ordinarily would be 
marginally entertaining becomes a 
comedic masterpiece due to the re- 
sponses of horrified pedestrians and 
the subsequent anest of the naked 
foreigners 

The movie has gained plenty of 
attention for its racist content, but 
don't believe everything you hear 
- most of it is misleading. Yes, there 
is a lot of objectionable material, 
but Borat' s iterance never comes 
across at hateful. The Americans 
interviewed display far more hate- 
ful qualities Some of the atrocities 
suggested by the Americans include 
bringing back slavery and killing 
homosexuals, and they're not acting. 

If you can look past the poten- 
tially offensive material. Borat is 
an endearing and lovable charac- 
ter He's innocent, selfless, caring 
and loyal to his country Not many

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'Hawk Love' 

With the program's reputation on the line, Ist-year coach 
Dan Hawkins installs his positive-thinking recipe for success

Colorado coach Dan Hawtdtis won't 
be looking for anyone's sympathy. He 
knew what he was getting into when he 
left Boise State to coach the Buffaloes. 

He knew about the university enforcing 
tougher recniiting rules due to a recruiting scan- 
dal under the previous staff. He knew Colorado's 
lack of an indoor practice facility would hurt his 
chances of signing high-profile prospects He 
also knew he would be repairing the Buffaloes' 
pride after they were outscured 119- 16 in their 
last tfiree games of the 2005 season. 

None of this fazed Hawkins 

However, he wasn't expecting his team to 
struggle as much as It has, losing all but one 
game this season Still, Hawkins said he isn't 
worried 

"I've told people many, many times I'm not 
frustrated," he said "Frustration is when you 
don't know what to do Frustration is when 
youVe had it up to here, and you can't take it 
anymore. 

"I've never had any of those emotions at all" 

What might be the hardest thing about turn 



ing the Colorado program back in the right di- 
rection is not improving the play on the field 
but fixing the university's reputation off of it. 

Other than the recruiting scandal - three 
women claimed they were raped by Colorado 
players and recruits and filed a suit against the 
university in 2004 - the reputation of BuDalo 
fans has taken some shots, too. Stadium of- 
ficials etected two sections of fans at Polsom 
Field after students threw bottles and other 
debris onto the field during a 30-3 loss to Ne- 
braska in 2005 

After Hawkins accepted the Colorado job 
last year, he said his solution to the ugly stereo- 
type of the football program would be his own 
brand of medicine called "Hawk Love" hi case 
you've never heard of "Hawk Love," it refers to 
Hawkins' personal and positive attention given 
to all aspects of his programs. 

"There have been some scars, but we'll get 
over that," Hawkins said during his introduc- 
tory press conference on Dec 19, 2005 "So 
let's throw a little 'Hawk Love' out there, and 
let's get going." 

But Hawkins' alternative methods dont just 
end with what he said. He has been known 
to enliven practices by having offensive and 



defensive linemen throw passes to 
each other in seven -on-seven drills 

Hawkins said he traces his coach 
ing influences back to his time spent as a 
player and coach at the Uruverw^ of Cali- 
fomia- Davis He said he also is inspired by 
philosophy and books. 

"I've done a lot of reading and a tot of lis- 
tening," Hawkins said. 

Although Hawkins' positive mentality might 
seem to be just what a program with a negative 
reputation needs, it hasn't resulted in a move 
to the win column 

The Buffaloes are 1-8 and rank last in tiw 
Big 12 in scoring with M2 points per game. 

However, Colorado hasn't been a push- 
over, either. The Buffaloes have stayed 
competitive in nearly aU of their games, 
with their worst lo» being a 24-3 loss to 
Oklahoma. 

"You look at every game - other than of- 
fensively ai Oklahoma - we've had chances 
in every game, and our guys continue to bat- 
tle," Hawkins said. "1 know that Ufe is about 
the details, and life is about those little things 
Those are the thin^ that we continue to take 
stock of." 
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Breakthrough win would relieve pressure for bowl eligibility 



Colorado is just another game 
for the K- State football players 
At least that's what they'll 
tell you. 
The truth is 
that a win 
on Saturday 
would lift a gi- 
ant weight off 
the Wildcats' 
shoulders 
One more 
victory would 

allow them to 

stop worrying about bowl eligi- 
bility. 

But, as several players were 
quick to point out at IXiesday's 
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press conference, winning six 
games doesn't guarantee post- 
season play. 

"If you're bowl -eligible, that 
doesn't mean you're going to a 
bowl," offensive lineman Greg 
Wafford said "So you just want 
to play every game like you're 
trying to qualify" 

He's right. There will be 
teams with sut wins that do not 
play a bowl game. 

But it won't be likely that 
one of those teams would be the 
Wildcats, should they reach the 
magic number. 

K-State fans are known for 
strong turnouts at bowl games. 



In the past, they typically have 
outnumbered opposing fans at 
bowl games and even this year 
have had strong showings at 
away games 

Even though fans have noth- 
ing to do with how good the 
team is, they still give K-State 
an advantage in making a bowl 
game.

Although a win against 
the Buffaloes would be big, 
it won't come easily.

The Buffaloes rank second 
in the conference in stopping 
the run, allowing less than 
100 yards per game. 

K-State has yet to beat a 
team that is strong against 
the run. In fact, the Wildcats' 
only two conference wins 
have come against Oklahoma 
State and Iowa State, who 
both give up about 150 rush- 
ing yards per game.

K-State's ground attack, it 
will force quarterback Josh 
Freeman to win the game on 
his own So far, that has been 
a disaster for the Wildcats. In 
Freeman's two wins as a start- 
er - also against Oklahoma 
State and Iowa State - he has 
thrown the ball 20 times or 
fewer. 

K-State's history at Polsom 
Field is not on the Wildcats' 
side, either. Since 1990, K- 
State has won twice in Boul- 
der, 

Winning on the road has 
been a struggle for the Wild- 
cats in the last two years. 



They have won only two road 
games since 2004. 

But there's no doubt a win 
Saturday would allow K-State 
to relax The Wildcats don't 
want to be forced to beat 
Texas next week or put their 
eligibility on the line at Kan- 
sas in the final week of their 
season.

"It's just a myth," Snodgrass 
said. "It really do^n'l affect too 
many people. 

"At least, I hope it doran't." 

Colorado coach Dan 
Hawkins knows a thing or two 
about kkkers - he coached AU- 
American TVier Jones at Boise 
State, and his current place- 
kicker, Mason Crosby, was the 
Lou Gro£a Award runner-up 
last season. 

"I've been blessed to be 
around a lot of very good lack- 
ers," Hawkins said. "Mason's 
got the same steely-eyed men- 
tality as all those guys." 

Like most successful kickers, 
Crosby knows how to deliver in 
the clutch. Entering his senior 
year, Crosby had missed just 
one fourth-quarter kick in his 
career Against K-State last sea- 
son, Crosby hit a 50-yard field 
goal with six seconds remaining 
to give Colorado a 23-20 win. 

However, most kickers 
- even the good ones - know 
how it leets to miss with the 
game on the line. K-State's [ar- 
ed P&rker recalls one such expe- 
rience during his prep career at 
Ankeny (Iowa) High School 

"We were playing our rival, I 
missed a PAT. the first (missed) 
PAT of my career," Parker said.

Berra was talking about

art of kicking is largely mental, 
the physical aspect cant be 
overlooked. 

Coach Ron Prince said Cros- 
by's strong leg is what makes 
him one of the nation's best 
kickers. 

"Once he clears mid -court. 
he's got the green light to 
shoot," Prince said. "If the ball 
is spotted anywhere on (the 
opponents) side of the field, he 
can probably make it." 

Crosby is listed at 6-foot-2, 
215 pounds, but Parker said not 
all kickers are built like line- 
backers. 

When it cornea to kicking, 
technique is more important 
than strength. Parker said 

"In golf, you can be the 
strongest guy in the world, but if 
you just go up there and swing 
as hard as you can, it's not going 
to go down the fairway," Parker 



said. "That's kind of how it is 
with kicking"

The kicker's job doesn't end 
when the ball goes through the 
uprights There also are kick- 
offs, which I^ker handles 

"ITie kickofis I do are the 
more high-pressure kickoffs. the 
on-sides and specialty kicks," 
Parker said. Those aren't easy 
to do." 

The statistics prove Parker's 
point. Big 12 Conference teams 
have allowed just five success- 
ful on-side kicks this season, 
and one of those was Oregon's 
controversial recovery against 
Oklahoma earlier in the season. 
Officials awarded possession to 
Oregon, even though the Soon- 
ers appeared to recover the ball- 
Oregon went on to score the 
go-ahead touchdo\^'n 

Parker said a successful on- 
side kick requires practice, cre- 
ativity and a little acting ability. 

''A lot of it is selling it mak- 
ing the officials call the ball our 
way," Parker said "The whole 
Oregon and Oklahoma fiasco, a 
lot of it was because when Or- 



egon got the ball, they pointed 
the other way They sold it" 

There was no question who 
recovered Parker's on-side kick 
in K State's game against Louis- 
ville earlier this season 

" I did a surprise on-side right. 
and Marcus Watts recovered 
it," Parker said. 'It was a great 
play by him, even though it was 
probably the best kick I've ever 
done." 

Parker also attempted an on- 
side on the first play of K-State's 
Sept. 17 victory over Mar^all. 
Parker recovered the kick after 
it traveled the required 10 yards, 
but an off-sides penalty on 
K-State nullified the recovery. 

Even though the play was im- 
successful, it represents Prince's 
"bold and daring" approach to 
the kicking game.. 

"It's great to have someone 
that understands what Icind of 
weapon special teams can be," 
Parker said. "It's great to have 
a coach that lets us use those 
threats We've got a lot of stuff 
that we haven't used yet and 
there's still gatnes left to use 
them in."

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Lopina discusses motivation 
for transfer to Washington State 
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When quarterback Kevin 
Lopina decided to sign with 
K-State. he thou^t he would 
be playing for former coach Bill 
Snyder and his staff. However, 
Srtyder decided to retire after 
last season, and coach Ron 
Prince took his place. 

Lopina, who said he primar- 
ily came to KState because of 
Srtyder, decided to give the new 
coadiing staff a try. But his 
desire to be closer to home as 
well as some situations wilhin 
the football program, resulted in 
him leaving K-State. 

Q. Wlwn you wen at K- Stale, 
there wen five quarterbacks 
on the roaler, and now 11 ii 
down to two. How surprbed 
were you to hear that after 
you left, quaneibadcs Allan 
Evrldge and Allen Webb alio 
left? 

A. I wasn't surprise at all 1 
mean, 1 guess I just kind of saw 
the writing un the wait a lot 
quicker than they did When 
we came in for spring ball, the 
coaches kind of had their mind 
made up, 1 think I'm not say- 
ing anything bad about coach 
(Ron) Prince or what he's do- 
ing, but he recruited Josh Free- 
man, and I don't know what 
promises were made and things 
like that, but you could just tell 
that there was a tittle bit of fa 
voritism toward him and some 
of the things that he did And 
I was like, 'You Imow what? 
I'm not going to sit around here 
. and just let this happen - I'm 
going to do something alwut 
it." I worked hard in practice; I 
didn't thmk I did that bad at all 
I just didn't get as many reps as 
1 thought 1 would. 




Q. What were you seeing tn 
practice that gave you the indi- 
cation Prince would in fact go 



with Freeman at quarterback? 
A. Tliete were just small things. 
You could just tell day by day 
that we were getting less and 
less reps, and they would have 
personal meetif\gs with coaches 
that we didn't even know about 
it. And to me, I don't even know 
the word to say it, I guess it's just 
sort of scandalous, or kind of 
deceiving, just in a sneaky way. 
I was just like, "1 don't want to 
be a part of this if they are going 
to treat me diflerent than they 
treat everylx)dy else" 

Q. When you left K-State, you 
Issued a statement that said 
you left because of coach Bill 
Snyder's telircmenl and your 
desire to play closer lo home. 
What else played a role in your 
decision? 

A. I came to K-State for coach 
Snyder and hb program and 
his coaches, and it was just a 
big blow when all of them had 
left Every single coach from 
that coaching stafi left. When 
the new coaches came in. I felt 
like 1 had to prove myself all 
over again, which was fine for 
me, Ijecause that's how it is But 
I just felt like I wasn't given a 
great opportunity.

Q. Once you informed coach 
Prince erf your decision to 
leave, did he do anything lo ttf 
Id convince you to stay? 
A. He told me he didn't want 
me to leave and said he wished 
I hadn't made that decision. But 
it took a long time for me to 
get my release. I don't know if 
he was just trying to get me to 
change my mind or give up, but 
I kept calling everyday and kept 
saying, "Can 1 please get my re- 
lease?" And they kept holding 
it, and we didn't really know 
why. Eventually 1 got it after the 
last day of school, but I wish I 
would have gotten it earlier so 
I could have contacted other 
schools. But that's probably the 
only thing he did- he just held 
my release an extra two to three 
weeks. 

Q. How difficult of a decision 
was it to leave, and did it take 
you a long time to arrive at 
that decision? 

A. I liked K- State a lot, especially 
coach Snyder and the things he 
did Once he left, I didn't know 
if 1 wanted to be that far away 
from home anymore. I came 
out here for all these coaches, 
and now they were all gone. 
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and I decided that I'd give it a 
shot and see what the coaches 
were all about and go through 
spring ball. But spring ball, to 
me, wasn't what I expected 
The next day, I ended up in the 
coach's oSice. 

Q. Did you get the Impression 
that since this was a new era 
in K-Slale foolball. that Prince 
wanted to kick it off with a 
player he brought in - a guy 
he cecniited? 

A. 1 see where coach Prince is 
coming from. He recruited a 
four-star quarterback, and he 
was supposed to be the tiest re 
cnih K-State has ever had And 
a lot of the fans were like, "Well, 
he's got to play him" I don't 
know if he felt pressured, but I 
guess he thought it was best for 
K-State to go in that direction. 
In doing that, though, he ran out 
three quality quarterbacks. The 
way Evridge played last year, he 



did a really good job. Now he's 
at Wisconsin, and you don't just 
go to Wisconsin if you're not 
a good quarterback. He didn't 
even give Evridge one rep all 
of spring - it's ridiculous. He's 
a Big 12 starting quarterback 
out of eight or nine games, and 



you aren't going to give him 
an opportunity? I guess you 
could say that coach Prince 
kind of ran us out in a way. 
I don't know if that was his 
intention or what, but there's 
only two now, and Dylan's a 
senior.

two was Nebraska in 1999, and 
even then K-State had a share 
of the North Division crown. 

K-Stale has lost four of the 
last five against the Buffaloes, 
but the teams are split 5-5 since 
1996. Last year, Colorado kicker 
Mason Crosby nailed a 50-yard 
field goal in the final seconds to 
hand the WildcaU a 23-20 loss. 

Even with all of the history, 
the schools aren't considered by 
many fans to be rivals 

"For me personally, every 
team in the Big 12 is kind of a 



rival," Echols said "To our fans, 
it doesn't really seem like a ri- 
val. It's probably because it's so 
far away. But for the players, we 
treat every game as a rivalry." 

The Wildcats have lost their 
last seven Big 12 road games 
and have a particularly bad his- 
tory in Boulder, posting only 
a 4-26 all-time record.

Despite protests, immigrants don't register, vote

"Ibday we march; tomorrow we 
vote," was the ^ogan of the May 1 pro- 
test called A Day Without Immigrants. 

Tbmorrow is here, but by most re- 
cords, the votes are not. 

The intervening months between 
the rally and the elections have shown 
a disparity between words and actions. 
The Day Without Immigrants protests 
that galvanized millions in May have 
not resulted in a boom in voting or even 
voter registrations. 

Even in cities that fielded slroi^ pro 
tests May 1, the marginal increase in ei- 
ther voter registration or primary voting 
mi^t indicate that the mobilization of 
large voting blocks has been absent Ac- 
cording to an Associated Press article, 
registration levels in Los Angeles, a city 
that saw 600,000 protratere, are well be 
low leveb attained in 3(X>4 



Although those in favor of broader 
immigrant rights have subsided as elec- 
tion season nears. others lobbying for 
more aggressive measures to secure 
the southern border and curtail illegal 
immigration have kept the issue - and 
their points of view - in the headlines. 

Following the adage of 'the squeaky 
wheel gets the grease," lawmakers have 
stepped up recent efforts to cultivate 
their own get tough images, with re- 
cent efforts culminating in I^resident 
Bush signing a controversial bill autho- 
rizing 700 miles of new fencing along 
the porous U.S.-Mexico border. 

However, loe Aistrup. head of the 
Department of Political Science, said 
even if the eSecl of Hispanic voters is 
minimal in 2006, it is too early to dis- 
count their growing political awareness 
altogether Aistiup said, at present, the 
hurdles involved with politicizing His- 
panic communities center largely on 
disparate labor forces

Within these forces is a complex 
mw of people in various stages of citi- 
zenship Some are illegal immigrants, 
others are in the country legally on 
work permits or as resident aliens, and 
some might be full citizens with voting 
rights who, due to the transient nature 
of some jobs, are unable to secure a 
residency long enough to register 

'The slice of the pie in terms of what 
those groups are trying to mobilize be- 
comes smaller and smaller when you 
run into each of those issues," he said. 

"Yes, if all of those people were legal 
to the United States, If all of those peo 
pie were indeed citizens of the United 
Stales, then at that particular point in 
time, the ability to make huge gains in 
voter registration would be there," Ais- 



trup said. "But they're severely ham- 
strung by the fact that many are not 
citizens, and even if they're legal to be 
here, th^ can't vote." 

Despite these obstacles, Aistrup 
said the inevitability of a law providing 
a means of amnesty for illegal aliens 
and the maturation of younger Hispan- 
ics eventually will exeri pressure on the 
voting population 

"In 15-20 years, the people who are 
right now in high school will be just 
getting into that period in life when 
they're starting to own homes, starting 
to have families." he said. "Generally. 
with that life cycle change comet vot- 
ing." 

But immigration issues are not na- 
tionally homogenous. While firebrand 
pro- and anti-immigration candidates 
sotmd off in border- and immigrant- 
heavy stales, the issue is one of little

The investigation revealed three 
main suppliers who sold large 
ajnountt of cocaine and marijua- 
na to distributon, who conducted 
street- level salra in the area, ac- 
cording to the release. 

This organization distributed IS 
20 kilograms of cocaine and 200- 
300 pounds of marijuana a month. 

On Wedn^day, nine people 
were indicted by a federal grand 
jury as part of the investigation.

Death sentence will martyr Hussein, possibly lead to civil war

Spending the past couple of decades amid 
the accusations that Saddam Hussein was such 
a brutal dictator, one would think Sunday's 
death sentence would be no 
surpriw It all went exactly 
as we thought; Hussein was 
puUed Eiom the hole, cleaned 
up, given a tiial and promptly 
sentenced to death. 
The only problem with this 
scenario: We're dealing with an 
entirely different culture that's 
not always going to see things 

ourway And. since we're the 

on» making changes for it, 1 feel it's important 
to try and walk in the others' shoes. 
Let's start with a brief overview. 
There are two main groups of Muslims in 
Iraq: the Sunni branch and the Shiite branch. 
The difference in their belief, for which they are 
willing to die, center on who should have been 
the successors of Mohammed. 

Quite simplified, after Muhammed died, there 
were four caliphs installed to lead the Muslims, 
and the Sunnis were happy with this. However, 
the Shiites believe only the heirs of the fourth 
caUph, Ali, are the true succeuors. 



This all changed after World War 1. At this 
time, the Ottoman Empire was dismantled, and 
the reign of the caliphs was ended From the 
beginning of this break, there were disputes over 
territory and who should remain in power. 

By the time Hussein worked his way into 
power, nothing was different. He had people 
eiiecuted and fou^t for the control of more land, 
Not exactly the leadership I'd want a country to 
have, but by remaining subservient, the people 
tacitly accepted it. 

However, during the Anfal Campaign, Hus- 
sein did go too far. He committed genocide and 
faced the consequences The world clearly agreed 
Hussein had been punished enou^ after the 
Gulf War, as it allowed him to remain in power. 

This is why it's so odd we needed to start a 
second war just to give Hussein a trial. The issue 
had been dropped, and the world moved on. The 
crusaders had no need to get involved again. 

Then, as if an unnecessary trial wasn't bad 
enough, the government we installed failed to

As citizens vote this Tues- 
day, we hope that if privacy 
or confidentiality matter in 
the slightest, they will vote 
accordingly. 

We must not forget that, 
especially in this case, our 
votes can make a difference.

tell simple stories, 

use British wit 

Art Brut, "Bang Bang Rock 
and Roll" 
Grade: A-

I( always seemed to mc that punk 
music's main ethos was subversion 
of the status quo American bands 
like The tJead Kennedys worked to 
shuke the masses bom their stupor 
under the rule of President Ron- 
ald Reagan, while The Sex Pistols 
preached a similar gospel of revolu- 
tion in its native England nearly a 
decade earlier 

The bands in the New York club 
scene that crystallized the aesthetic 
for punk - The Ramones, Patti 
Smith, TUldng Heads, etc - had 
i) slightly less radical agenda In 
the early 1970s, prog(ressivel-rock 
was the dominant musical force 
and caused rock 'n' roU to become 
cliallenging and overbearing. Punk's 
solution was to strip rock to its 
essentials - three or four chords, a 
simple, catchy meloc^ and wonder- 
fully mindless lyrics. 

The debut of South London's Art 
Brut, 'Bang Bang Rock and Roll," 
falls squarely in the latter camp. The 
band packs three-minute songs with 
tight instrumentation and ironic, of- 
ten hilarious, lyrics about everything 
inirn forming a band, finding love, 
f.liscovering rock 'n' roll and experi- 
encing sexual impotence. 

And the lyrics are what really 
set Art Brut apart. Prontman Eddie 
iVrgos tries to strip away any preten- 
tiousness by using simple language 
to construct simple stories, it is his 
I'xuberant presentation that truly 
sells his message 

The group's first single, "Formed a 
Band," is perhaps the perfect distilla- 





tion of Art Brut's sound and inten- 
tions. The band offers the musical 
equivalent of a Starbucks Frappuc- 
cino - short, quick bursts of rock 
with a little kick that stays with you 
after the song is finished. 

In the song, the listener is intro- 
duced to Argos' distinctive vocal 
styling, which will be an acquired 
taste for some. He speaks and shouts 
more than he sings, and his nasally, 
British-accented voice doesn't help 
matters much. However, by the sec- 
ond lime the chorus begins, it's hard 
not to succumb to Argos' enthusiasm 
as he excitedly yells, "Look at us! We 
formed a band!" 

Argos' lyrics are drenched in a sly 
irony In the second song. "My Uttle 
Brother." Argos sings about his little 
brother who is "only 22, and he's 
out of control." What is his brother's 



problem? Why, he has discovered 
that evil of all evils, rock 'n' roll. 

Not all of the songs contain 
Argos' droll British wit. In "Emily 
Kane," he writes a love song to an 
old flame from when he was 15 for 
whom he still pines 

"There's so much about you I 
miss, the clumsy way we used to 
kiss." Argos longingly sings Dur 
ing the song's bridge, Argos says he 
hasn't seen Emily in 10 yean before 
pausing and adding the exact time 
down to the second since he last saw 
her. 

The band slows down the tempo 
for "Rusted Guns of Milan." With 
Argos' perverse take on the Little 
Engine That Could ("I know I can; I 
know I can ..") and clever perception 
of his situation, it is the most funny 
yet most poignant song about erectile 



dysfunction I have ever heard. 

Even a thro wa way song like 
"Modern Art" is made essential due 
to the outright enthusiasm the band 
has in playing behind Argos shouting 
about how modem art makes him 
"want to rock out." 

Perhaps the best song on the 
album is "Good Weekend," in which 
Argos excitedly details his new 
girlfriend over a driving surf-rock riK. 
The songs climax comes when Argos 
shouts, "I've seen her naked twice!" 
What easily could have been boorish 
actually is quite charming: it recalls 
the giddy excitement felt when any 
new couple joyfully experiences each 
other's bodies. 

The second half of "Bang Bang 
Rock and Roll" is definitely not lack- 
ing in material, but it loses a little 
steam when compared to the knock- 



out singles on side one. Songs like 
the laid-back, "Moving to L.A." and 
the exceptional title track are great 
offerings late in the album. 

Art Brut's mission statement is 
easily summarized in the chorus of 
"Bad Weekend." Argos snidely spits, 
"Popular culture no longer applies to 
me" As the name of the band implies 
(a term meaning "art created outside 
the realm of popular culture" coined 
by artist Jean Dubuffct), Art Brut 
longs to create rock music that lasts 

In a pop culture world where a 
single will make you "The Next Big 
Thing," but you are forgotten even 
before your first album hits. Art 
Brut show us that if you're unhappy 
with rock 'n' roll, don't sit around 
and complain; take action. Art Brut 
formed a band, and we are better off 
for it

performed for his second time in the 
BirdHouse series. 

"While I know it's been a long 
week for many." said Robbie Bear, 
booking agent for the arts center, 
"coming here to a show and relaxing 
in this fashion is just so rewarding" 

Joseph is on a two- week tour that 
has taken him through Illinois, Ne- 
braska and Kansas, after the recent 
release of his third CD. "The King 
of Echo Park," which is about be- 
ing a new parent, he said His per- 
formance included songs from that 
album, as well as political, comedic 
and sentimental pieces. 

"I take on a character voice to 
bring up big issues in a way that peo- 
ple wilt really hear me," Joseph said. 
"Humor is another way If you can 
get people to laugh, they'll listen." 

Joseph writes the music and lyr- 
ics for the majority of his songs. He 
said he also to -writes several of his 
pieces with other artists. He occa- 
sionally, but rarely, performs other 
artists' songs, he said. 

He sells close to 10,000 records 
a year, and he used to perform in 



about 150 touring shows each year 
Recently, that number has dropped 
to about 100, partly because of Jo- 
seph's new income from writing mu- 
sic for TV shows, but mostly due to 
his family, he said. 

"I really don't like to be away 
from my boys that long," he said. 

In his performance, Joseph played 
the guitar, the ukulele and the piano. 
The house lights were raised several 
times as he talked and joked with 
the audience, encouraging them to 
join in his songs more than once 

Many audience members said 
they enjoyed Joseph's performance. 

"He makes it fun; that's for sure," 
audience member Sarah Blair said 
"He puts his heart into it, and he's 
talented, loo - what with all the dif- 
ferent instrumenU he plays."

telephone and social security 
numben. 

The information that is in- 
cluded aie questions the doc- 
tors asked the patients, like if 
the pregnancy was a result of 
rape, if the woman was harmed 
during the rape and the reason 
for the abortion, Jones said. 

"Tlie only people under in- 
vestigation arc rapbts, abortion 
doctors if they perform late-term 
abortions, or failed to report a 
rape, also the second doctor 
who allowed the late abortion 
to occur - not the women or 
the children," |ones said. 



The Shawnee County Dis- 
trict Court received the subpoe- 
naed records from the abortion 
clinics on Aug. 5 The records 
were released Oct. 24. 

Jones said Kline confirmed 
the potential crimes under inves- 
tigation include rape by force or 
fear, failure to report suspicion 
of child sexual abuse (child rape 
and rape by force or fear) by the 
abortion clinic, incest, falsifying 
information by abortion doctors 
and violations of the state's late- 
term abortion statute 

In Kansas, the only reason 
for a late abortion would be 
danger to the life of the mother, 
Jones said. 



Angela Hubler, director of 
the Women's Studies Program, 
said this is an issue women 
should be concerned about 

"It b a privacy issue between 
a doctor and a woman," Hubler 
said. "This shows we can't take 
that relationship for granted." 

Under a revised interpreta- 
tion of child -abuse reporting 
Statutes proposed by Kline in 
2003, counselors, therapists and 
doctors would have lo report 
what they hear to state authori- 
ties. This a^umes any sexual 
activi^ involving people under 
age 16 constitutes child abvae, 
even if both parties are consent- 
ing minors

importance (o many voters In 
fact, many polls of the elec- 
tion's lop issues fail to men- 
tion immigralion altogether. 

Even in immigrant-heavy 
areas of Kansas, like Garden 
City, the iraue is not a large 
factor in campaigns, said Tim 
Cruz, who is running as a 
Democrat for the Kansas State 
Board of Education. 

Cruz, former Garden City 
mayor, said as part of his cam- 
paign, he and the Kansas Dem- 
ocrat Party have helped people 



register to vote, but he has not 
received much feedback from 
voters on immigration issues 

"I've only had one person 
call me on that and ask me 
my stance... as I told him, the 
state school board doesn't set 
(he standards for who can go 
lo school and who can't," he 
said. 

On a deeper level, Hispanic 
voters might feel disillusioned 
with the election process, giv- 
ing those attempting to mobi- 
lize voters an additional ob- 
stacle. 

Clemente Herrera, senior 



in architecture, planning and 
design, said e&orts are being 
made, but the results are lack- 
ing. 

Herrera said efforts at gov- 
ernment levels, like translating 
ballots into Spanish, also have 
been somewhat unsuccessful. 

But when immigrants com- 
pose, by some estimates, 12 
percent of the population, 
Herrera said a mass awaken- 
ing of Hispanics as a political 
group is unavoidable. 

"That issue will arise even 
stronger in a time to come," he 
said.

unpatriotic; I'm just say- 
ing they're wrong," he said. 
"If I didn't think we would 
succeed, I would pull our 
troops out." 

The incumbent Republi- 
can government is depend- 
ing heavily on voter turnout 
to maintain its control of 
Congress. Across the na- 
tion, volunteers are using 
the strategy G O.TV , or Get 
Out the Vote, to increase 
Republican support. 

"The message is to get out 
and vote." Sen. Sam Brown- 
back, R-Kan., said "These 
elections are very tight, and 
now it's all a turnout issue." 

In Kansas, the Republi- 
can party has a distinct ad- 
vantage in numbers. 

Forty -seven percent of 
Kansas voters are registered 
Republicans, while 20 per- 
cent are registered Demo- 
crats. 

The atmosphere of the 
evening was not (hat of a 
traditional political rally. 

Painted faces and home- 
made support signs were 
scattered throughout the 
arena while cheerleaders 
danced onstage to upbeat 
rock. An elephant mascot 
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moseyed through the crowd 
handing pom-poms to chil- 
dren. 

Instead of gracing the 
stage to the traditional tune 
of "Hail to the Chief," Bush 
strolled out as Van Halen's 
"Right Now" blasted from 
the sound system. Bush did 
not wear a tie, and he looked 
casual and comfortable as 
he walked across the stage 
and raised Ryun's hand. 

Ryun commended Bush 
for his kind words and said 
he was grateful to have the 
president support his cam- 
paign just 48 hours before 
the election. 

"it was wonderful to have 
him come," Ryun said. "He 
really highlighted the differ- 
ence between Republicans 
and Democrats. We're for 
lower taxes, we're for na- 
tional defense, and I thought 
he did a great job of rallying 
Republicans" 

Ryun, whose second dis- 
trict includes Manhattan, 
said he wants to send a clear 
message lo K-State students. 

"I want to tell the stu- 
dents that I'm for them," 
Ryun said. "I've worked on 
making sure that they will 
have a better future. 

"If you allow greater tax- 



ation and allow those kinds 
of ideas to take precedence, 
you're going to make it a lot 
more difficult for students 
once they leave school to 
be able to provide for their 
families. Lower taxes are a 
part of that," 

Boyda, Ryun's Demo- 
cratic opponent, said having 
Bush in Kansas might actu- 
ally increase support for her 
campaign. 

"We're Kansas, and we'll 
welcome him, hopefully gra- 
ciously, but I think people 
are going to send the mes- 
sage to Washington, DC, 
that we've had enough," 
Boyda said during a rally on 
Sunday. 

As the rally drew to a 
close. Bush emphasized the 
important choice voters will 
make 'Hiesday. 

"In 48 hours, Americans 
are going to the box, and 
they have a clear choice to 
make," Bush said.

Ichabods give Wildcats early test

The K-State men'* bultet- 
ball team did not look like a 
Bob Huggins'coached team 
Saturday night against Wash- 
burn University. 

The Wildcats were out- re- 
bounded, out shot and out- 
hustled for much of the game. 

In front of a crowd of near- 
ly 10,000, the WildcaU finally 
defeated the Washburn Icha- 
bods 94-90 in triple overtime. 

"We got out-rebounded," 
Muggins said, "[f we don't 
make shots, that means re- 
bounds are available, and 
we have to find ways to get 
them." 

K-State was out-rebound- 
ed 62-59 and struggled from 
beyond the arc, connecting 
on only 4-of-30 three-point 
attempts. 

The Ichabods, who lost to 



Kansas by 30 points only two 
days earlier, led by as many 
as nine points during the Grst 
half, but they could not make 
the winning shots in regula- 
tion or overtime 

Led by Paul Byers, a na 
tive of Marysville, Kan., the 
Ichabods had an answer fur 
every lead the Wildcats could 
muster. 

"We were playing very 
tough," Byers said, who led 
the Ichabods with 26 points 
"We came into half and said, 
'Now it's time to get serious. 
We have a real chance of do- 
ing this, and it's time to buckle 
down.'" 

David Hoski ns led the way 
for K-State, finishing with 29 
points and 10 rebounds. 

Hoskins left the game with 
three minutes to go in the 
third overtime, going down 
on the floor with leg cramps. 
Huggins said Hoskins re- 
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ceived I.V. treatments after 
the game to re-hydrate. 

"Dave competes." Huggins 
said "Dave wants tu win, and 
I got to get Dave to try to pull 
a couple of guys with him." 

Cartier Martin contributed 
19 points. 

The leading scorer and 
three- point shooter from last 
season made only 1-of-lO 
three-point attempts, but he 
made 10 free throws, includ- 
ing four in the last minute of 
play to close out the win. 

"ft wasn't a surprise to 
me that he didn't make any 



shots," Huggins said. "But we 
have to win when he doesn't 
make shots." 

K-State also had problems 
establishing an inside game. 

"What post play?" Hug 
gins said. "I'm trying to find 
it. It's hard to have post play; 
I bet we could put walruses 
out there that might be sble 
to catch it better than some of 
those guys can catch it." 

Luis Colon. Darren Kent 
and Serge Afeli combined for 
10 points and 13 rebounds in 
47 minutes of play 

At times, Huggins even 
elected to play the 6-foot- 
7 Martin and the 6-foot-5 
Hoskins in the post. 

Jason Bennett, the 7-foot-3 
hvshman, did not play in the 
game 

"That's totally up to Ja- 
son. 1 believe that you come 
to work every day," Huggins 
said

BOULDER, Colo - Greg Wafford 
couldn't have asked for a better birth- 
day present 

Wafford - an oBensive tackle for 
the K-State football team - celebrated 
his 21 St birthday Saturday by helping 
make the Wildcats bowl eligible for the 
first time since the 2003 season. 

"This svas a good one, because 
I've never had a football game on my 



birthday," U^ord said "And it was on 
TV, so my family was watching back 
home." 

Wafford was part of an offense that 
is finding its groove at the right time. 
KStatc (64, 5-5 Big 12) totaled a sea- 
son-high 439 yards of offense and beat 
Colorado 34-21 Saturday in Boulder. 

K-State scored 17 points in both the 
second and fourth quarters. By reach- 
ing the six-win mark, the team quaM^ 
for a bowl game for the first time since 
it went to the 2004 Fiesta Bowl.

"1 was just paying attention to the 
score," Freeman said. "1 didn't know 
anything about my stats. I svas just try- 
ing to score" 

Freeman certainly helped provide 
the Wildcats svith plenty of scores, and 
some of them came at crucial times. 

K-State dominated the first half 
and went to the break with a com 
fortable 17-0 lead, but the Buffaloes 
(1-9, 1-5 Big 12) responded at the 
beginning of the second half Then, 
early in the fourth quarter, Colorado 
quarterback Bernard Jackson scored 
on a 62-yard touchdown nm to close 
the gap to 20- 14 

"In the recent past, we might have 
put our head down and been like. 'Oh, 



here we go again,'" defensive tackle 
Quintin Echob said. "But this year it's 
like, 'OK, they got one. Let's suck it up 
and get back.'" 

The offense tcwk the field needing 
to respond to h«lp change the momen- 
tum. Facing a thirdand-four from their 
own 26-yard line, Freeman connected 
with wide receiver )ordy Nelson on a 
5-yard completion. Nelson broke the 
first tackle and then took it 74 yards 
for a touchdown 

The score gave the Wildcats a 27- 
14 lead, but also gave the offense some 
much-needed confidence. 

"The defense, they've teen carrying 
us at the beginnuig of the season, so 
we're just trying to play our game and 
help the defense out," running back 
James Johnson said. "We're getting 
mote and more comfortable, because 
the offensive line is getting better every 
week. ITie offensive line is the key. " 

Johnson and his backfield mate 
Leon Patton helped provide the Wild- 
cats with 188 yards on the ground. 

The win was the first for K-Stale in 
Boulder since 2000 and the first con- 
ference road victory since 2004, when 
the Wildcats won 55-24 at Missouri. 

"I almost forgot what it feels like 
(to win on the road), but it feels great,"

K-STATE RUSHING ATTACK 

If there was one thing the Bufialoa 



Jiad proven in their first lune games, h 
was that they could shut down the nm. 
Colorado was ranked second in the Big 
12 Conference in run defense, allowing 
less than 100 yards per game. 

The Wildcats stru^ed to run the 
ball early in the game, piclcing up only 6 
yards rushing on eight first -quarter car- 
ries. But offensive coordinator James 
f^ranklin and coach Ron Prince stuck 
to their game plan of running the bail, 
and the Wildcats finished the half with 
68 rushing yards on 22 carries. 

K-State also put its effective rush 
ing attack to work late in the game. 
The Wildcats' 120 second-half rushing 
yards helped protect their lead. 



Freeman helped, completing all but 
one of his passes in the first quarter. 

"I thought we did a really good job 
of play-cailing, which put josh in a po- 
sition to make some passes that were 
not only high- percentage, but it gave 
us some opportuni^ for a run after the 
catch," Prince said. 

SLOWING DOWN iACKSON 

The Wildcat defense kept Jackson 
from running wild - for one half 

K-State knew exactly how the Buf- 
faloes planned to use Jackson. Every 
time he began to run in the first haff, he 
was met by ses^ral Wildcats. 

Jackson did find limited success 



throwing the ball during play-action 
passes or bootlegs, but he ended up 
overthrowing his receivers by several 
yards on obvious passing situations. 

After the half, Jackson looked like 
a different player, nishing lor 92 yartls 
and throwing for another 83. 

Colorado did not ssvay from its first- 
half game plan, but unlike the first 50 
minutes of the game, the Buffaloes' of- 
fense thrived What changed was the

Early surveys show young voters 

show up in increasing numbers 

to voice opinions on Election Day

Thou^ history says young people are dis- 
en^iged, recent studies show 5 milliqn more 
young adults voted 2004 than in 2000, ac- 
cording to a report from the fohn P Kennedy 
Sch{M)l of Government at Harvard Univereity 

Though the turnout might not reach that 
number in this year** midteim election, the 
sut^ could be clo!>e to that ol the 1994 elec- 
tion, the last midterm election to follow a simi- 
lar increase in youth voting.

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Morrison leads Kline in polls of attorney general race

Democrat F^ul Morrison led the 
polls in the race for Kansas attorney 
general as of Monday, edging out Re- 
publican incumbent Phill Kline. 

Morrison, Johnson County dis- 
trict attorney, was ahead of Kline 56 
percent to 43 percent, according to 
a Survey USA poll conducted exclu- 
sively for KCTV-TV Kansas City and 
KWCHTV Wichita, according to a 
recent news release. 

These results are identical to those 
posted three weeks earlier, though 
Kline led for a short time 

One of this race's critical debates 
is over the abortion records Kline 
subpoenaed to investigate crimes. 

"The candidates have been trying to 



frame this issue in the way that bene&ts 
them the most," said )oe Aistrup, head 
of the Department of Political Science 

"Morrison wants to frame the is- 
sue as a privacy issue." Aistrup said 
"As such, government should not 
invade a person's private medical re- 
cords unless it is investigating a spe- 
cific crime for which it has probable 
cause. When framed in this manner, 
Morrison appeals to a broad cross- 
section of voters, including both lib- 
erals and conservatives." 

Morrison has told media that Kline's 
requests are an invasion of privacy 

"Regardless of your position on 
abortion, Phill Kline's inquisition into 
our most private medical records is 
a serious invasion of Kansans' right 
to medical privacy," said Morrison in 
an interview. "Kline will claim it was 



about punishing child rape, but in real- 
ity, the vast majority of the records he 
requested were those of adult women," 

Aistrup said Kline appeals to par- 
ents 

"Kline wants to frame the issue 
within the context of investigating 
possible violations of statutory rape," 
Aistrup said "Hius, he frames his 
actions as trying to protect children 
from sexual predators. When the issue 
is framed this way, Kline appeals to a 
broad cross-section of voters, includ- 
ing, but not limited to, women and 
men who are parents of young girls." 

Supporters say Kline acts in the 
best interests of innocent citizens. 

"They aren't investigating women 
and children, but child rapists and 
abortion doctors," said Shernene 
Jones, communications director for 



Kline's office and campaign. "Kline 
never sought out the names of wom- 
en, just the doctors' notes." 

Kline has been investigating abor 
tion records for years, Jones said. Kline 
attained abortion records not only 
from abortion clinics, but also from 
hospitals and doctor's offices, she said. 

Kline has reviewed 90 of more than 
36,000 existing records, Jones said. 

Morrison's lop priority is keeping 
violent criminals and sexual preda- 
tors out of our neighborhoods, ac- 
cording to his campaign Web site. 

Morrison said Kline has used the 
power of his office to push his penonal 
political agenda , 

"He has wasted the taxpayers time 
and money to puisue an agenda that 
does not make Kansans safe," Morri- 
son said.

Being college students, il is 
inevitable we will need a ride 
from someone at some point 
during our university careers. 
Riding shotgun is an imporlant 
part of any drive, and, therefore, 
rules are necessary The next 
time you want to ride shotgun, 
follow these rules, and you will 
be victorious. 

Section I — General Rules 

1) The first pmon IB /ell'ihoigun" gets to 
rMe in tlw front sut 

2) Th« rtrraining bads seati are to be div- 
md up in the ume mann«r by being the 
first to uti 1»dt right seal' tu. 

3) Tht yelting of the wonJ "shotgun" must 
be bud enough to be heard by it least 
one witness. If no witness is to be found, 
or in case of a tie, the driver has the Anal 
word. After all. It is most likely the drtwr's 
tar (Note If it isn't the driver's car, and the 
ovwver is present, the owner's decision is 
hnal. But the owner must be sober, or his 
judgiTwni will be deferred to the drtvei.} 

4) Early tails m strictly prohibited. All 
occupants of the vehicle (induding the 
driver) must be outside of the building 
ind ditectly on the way to the vehide 
before shotgun can be called Under no 
circumstances will a person tall shotgun 
inside a building, hx sake of slmptlcity, a 
garage is considered to be outside. Paitlng 
structures and detached garages are 
always considered outdoors, even it they 
are undergrouml. 

5) A person will only call shotgur) for one 
way of a trip. Shotgun can never be called 



while Inside a vehltlc or stMl technically on 
the way to the first location. For example, 
one cannot get out of a vvhick and call 
shotgun for the return journey 

6) Since ewryone is oeated equal men 
have the same right as women to the front 
seat of the car. Worrwn don't own the front 
seal 

7) One is allowed to ride shotgun as many 
times as one tan call It but fr>r oneself only. 
No one can call shotgun for a slower friend, 
unless the friend has a speech or mental 
handicap that prevents the physical calling 
of shotgun. 

8} The driver has frnal say in all ties and 
disputes, fhe driver has the right to 
suspend or remove all shotgun privileges 
from anyone. 

Section II — Special Cases 

These exceptions to the mies listed 
above should tie considered in the ortier 
presented. The ca«e listed first will take 
precedence over any of the cases listed 
beneath It when appliable. 

1 ) In the instance the normal driver of a 
vehicle is drunk or otherwise unable to 
perfomi duties as driver, he is automatjcaily 
given shotgun. 

2) In the instance the person who owns the 
vehicle is not drivir>g, then she ts automati- 
cally given shotgun, unless it is declined. 

}) In ttie instance the driver's spouse, lover, 

partner or hired prostitute for the evening 

is going to accompany the group, he is 

automatically given shotgun, unless he 

declines. 

4) In the instance one of (he passengers 

becomes so ill during the course of the

journey that other occupants leel she will 
toss her cookies, then the ill person should 
be gtven shotgun to make appropriate use 
of the window. 

5) In the instance only one person knows 
how to get to a given location and this 
person is not the drtver, then, as the desig- 
nated navigator for the group, he aulonvati- 
calty gets shotgun, unless it is dedined. 

6) In the instance one of the occupants 
is 100 wide or tall to fit comfortably m 
the badt seat, the dnver should show 
mercy arvd awand shotgun to the genetic 
misfit Ihe dtww and other passengers are 
encDUOgedtD continually taunt the poor 
Fellow as they make a ifrree-hour trip with 
the person while crammed in the bad. 

Section III — The Survival 
Of The Fittest Rules 

1 ) If the driver so wishes, he^he may 
institute the Survival Of The Fittest Rules on 
tfie process of calling shotgun. In thn case, 
all mIes, excepting t ,8, are suspended and 
the oassenger seat is occupied by whoever 
untakeitbyfr)rte. 

2) The driver must announce the institution 
of the Survival Of The fittest Rules with 
reasonable warning to all passengers. This 
clause reduces the amount of blood lost by 
passengers and the damage done to the 
vehicle 

3) Please follow the above rules to the best 
of your ability If there are any arguments 
Of exceptions not covered in these njles, 
please refer to rule 1.8.

Attorney general's investigation of abortion records upholds state law, protects children

After Kansas Attorney General 
I'liill Kline's appearance on "The 
OReilty Factor" 
1 in Nov. 3, Wichita 
ibortion provider 
iScorge Tiller an- 
nounced he will ask 
ihL- Kansas Supreme 
Court to investigate 
buth Kline and 
O'Reilly in regard to 
comments the host 
made about abor- 

iion records, a Wichita Eagle article 
Liid Sunday. 

Kline discussed his reasons for 
M;iiiiing the medical records of 90 
• iticnls from two Kansas abortion 
1' K^, including Tiller's, and said he 
Minled lu make sure illegal late-term 
ibortions weren't being perfonned. 

Late-term abortions are illegal in 
Kiijisas unless the mother's life is in 
■ tanger or if carrying the pregnancy 
to tonn will inflict permanent dam- 
.igL' to a physical bodily function. 

According to tJie article in the 
Eu^lc, O'Reilly responded to Kline's 
information with, "Our information 
says that on almost every medical 
sheet - and obviously we have a 
source inside here - it says, 'depres- 
sion.' I don't know whether you have 
that information or not - 1 don't 
know ~ but that's what it says." 

Tiller now wants the Supreme 
Court to appoint a special prosecu- 
lur to investigate the two parties 
and lake possession of the medical 
records. 

Kline's two-year battle over these 
medical records has been a signifi- 
cant issue in his race against John- 
son County District Attorney Paul 
Morrison, and O'Reilly's comment 
LOU Id be the tipping point that puts 
an end to Kline's time in office. 



What [don't understand is why 
this whole medical records affair has 
caused so much drama. 

I know personal medical re- 
cords are sensitive (or some people, 
especially when i( comes to the issue 
of abortion What 1 don't get is why 
they're practically sacred. 

Kline said he wanted the records 
so he and his staff could investigate 
for cases of rape, incest, failure to 
report such crimes and illegal late- 
term abortions This doesn't seem 
unreasonable, particularly since 
the records he received were edited 
so individual patients could not be 
identified. 

If a 12-year-old girl 
seeking an abortion dis- 
plays obvious signs of 
physical or emotional 
trauma, the medical 
professionals providing 
her abortion should 
alert taw enforce- 
ment of a 
possible 
crime, just 
as doctors 
of a hospital 
are obligated 
to do. It's not 
a violation of 
someone's privacy 
to try to obtain jus- 
tice for the victimizer 

As for the late-term 
abortions, though some 
people might not like it, 
they're illegal in the state of 
Kansas, (f abortion clinics are 
breaking the law, ihey should 
be held accountable. The idea 
that they can avoid responsibil- 
ity by hiding behind the curtain of 
"privacy" is ridiculous 

According to the article in the Ea- 



gle, Tiller's attorney. Pedro [rigoneg- 
aray, was quoted having said, "This 
has been our concern from the 
beginning, that if he ended up with 
these records, that just this type 
of event would occur. Our worst 
nightmare has happened ... women 
in America deserve better than this." 

Yes, the idea that O'Reilly has 
some insider feeding him informa- 
tion about Kansans' medical records 
is odd, but certainly not a nightmare 
and not Kline s fault O'Reilly's 
comment, "1 don't know whether 
you have that 



information or not" eradicates the 
idea that Kline had anything to do 
with O'Relly's inside knowledge. 

I don't know much about Kline's 
time in office. He very well might 
not deserve to win today, but it will 
not be because of the business with 
the medical records. People hear 
"abortion" and automatically put up 
their guard - on both sides - and 
take thing? out of context, 
in this 



instance, Kline was just trying to 
make sure the laws of the state' of 
Kansas were being enforced, which, 
I believe, technically is his job.

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State Sen. Barnett challenges Gov. Sebelius 
in campaign headlined by economic issues

In one of the most publi 
cized races in the state, Demo- 
cratic Gov. Kathleen Sebelius 
is expected to retain her seat 
as Kansas' governor. 

Challenging the incumbent 
is Sen. lim Bamett, R-Empo- 
ria. 

Sebelius has been Kansas' 
governor since January 2003. 
In her 2002 victory, she de- 
feated Tim Shallenburger by 
receiving 53 percent of the 
vote. 

During her four-year term, 
she has worked to expand 
the economy, create jobs and 
make Kansas a leader in the 
quest for alternative energy. 

"I think a lot of what's been 
done in four years is we've got- 
ten positioned for the future," 
Sebelius said in an interview 



with the Kamas City Star in 
October. "We've gotten things 
back on track. I'm so enthu- 
siastic about the potential we 
have" 

Sebelius has said her eco- 
nomic plan for th^ state has 
saved Kansans nearly $1 bil- 
lion by increasing government 
efficiency. She said Kansas has 
one of the lowest unemploy- 
ment rates in the nation, and 
the economy is in good shape. 

Bamett does not share the 
same optimism. Instead, he ar- 
gues the economy is not thriv- 
ing in Kansas, and Kansans 
need to help stimulate busi- 
ness so their children will not 
have to leave the state to find 
woHc. 

"Creating more and better 
jobs for Kansas workers will 
be one of the most important 
tasks required of our next gov- 
ernor." Bamett said. "It is time 



Kansas stopped trailing our 
neighboring states in the num- 
ber of jobs we create." 

The Bamett plan calls for a 
new investment tax cut to help 
businesses and an end to the 
estate tax to help families. 

Education is another key 
issue in this race. Sebelius 
claims her education plan will 
raise $466 million for public 
schools over her next term 
without an increase in taxes 

However, Bamett said Se- 
belius' plan vtdll funnel money 
into smaller schools while 
leaving larger, more populated 
schools with a smaller portion 
of the funding. 

In a recent campaign mail- 
er, Bamett said Sebelius was 
"robbing Johnson County chil- 
dren." 

Bamett's education plan 
calls instead for $495 million 
over the next three years.

Seeing straight

On a typical play last season, 
David Hoskins would get 
the ball on the perimeter, 
pass up a somewhat open jump shot 
and drive into the trees that awaited 
him in the lane. 

The strategy worked relatively 
welt, as Hoskins earned Big 12 Con- 
ference All Newcomer honors from 
the league's media after averaging 
13.1 points per game 

There was only one problem^ 
Hoskins - the 6-fobt-S, 225 -pound 
junior guard/forward - didn't usu- 
ally play that style of basketball Be 
(ore his arrival at K-State, Hoskins 
spent the majority of games on the 
perimeter. 

"1 can do all that," Hoskins said, 
referring to his abilities to shoot and 
handle the ball.

This year, 
the situation 
down low is 
slightly differ- 
ent. The addi- 
tion of fresh- 
men )ason 
Bennett and 
Luis Colon has 
provided the 
Wildcats with 
some much- 
necded size, and Hoskins spent the 
entire offseason improving his out- 
side game and his vision. 

Hoskins received LASIK eye sur- 
gery on both eyes over the summer 
'i can see the rim now." he said 
"So 1 think that helped out a lot" 

Being able to see the rim is impor- 
tant to being a good outside shooter, 
but the surgery had an unexpected 
element. 

"My doctor was a KU Mend, so 1 
was really worried about it," Hoskins 
said. 

Yes, thanks to a fayhawk, 
Hoskins' vision is now 20/20, and 
that is only one reason for the 
change he expects in his game 

Hoskins worked hard during the 
offseason with new strength and 
conditioning coach Scott Green- 
awall doing a variety of workouts 
he called "a lot more intense" than 
anything he had ever done. 

Hoskins' squat went up 200 
pounds. His bench press increased 
by 150 pounds. 

Both of those improvements 
caused his vertical to go up - as fans

On Monday, Freeman was rewarded 
for his ptay, as the freshman was named 
the league's Offensive Pla^r of the Week 
for games of Nov. 4 In voting by a select 
panel of media that cover the conference. 
Big 12 officials announced. 

Freeman completed 22 of- 26 passes 
(M.6 percent) for 251 yards and two 
touchdowns against the Euffaloes, and he 
finished the game without a turnover. 

His 84.6 completion percentage is the 
highest in any Big 12 conference game this 
year and the second-best in K-State history 
behind Brian Kavanagh's 1Hor-22 (86.4 
pettent) effort vs. Indiana State in im. 

On the day, Freeman engineered six 
K-State scoring drives, including a key 
7 4- yard hooli-up wilh Jordy Nelson early 
In the fourth-quarter that put K State on 
lop 27 14. The play is the Witdcais' longest 
from scrimmage this season and one of 
the longest pass plays in the Big 12 this 
year. 

Freeman opened the game t>y 
completing 18 of his first 19 attempts and 
did not miss his second pass until a fourth- 
quarter drop by tight end Jeron Mastrtid. 

Fteeman is the fourth Wildcat to earn 
conference player-of-the-week honors this 
season - K-State's most since having five 
In 20O3 - and the Rrst K-State quartertiack 
to do so since f II Roberson received the 
award after his performance in K-State's 
38-9 win at Nebraska on Nov. IS, 2003.

New Jersey OKs homosexual manriages 

State s supreme court votes to grant equal constitutional rights 
to gay couples; legislature to decide how to recognize unions

A recent New Jersey Su- 
preme Court vote allowing 
gay marriage is increasing the 
topic's controversy. 

Around the nation, the is- 
sue of same-sex rarfrriage is 
becoming a considerable po- 
litical platform, and residents 
of eight states will vote today 
on ballot measures limiting 
gay marriage or unions How- 
ever, Kansas is not included 
in those eight states, though 
some residents think it should 
be. 

"We'd all love to see Kansas 
visit the gay marriage amend- 
ment," said fason tkjckins, 
president of the Queer Straight 
Alliance. "It is unconstitution- 
al to tell pfKiple who they can 
marry and who they can and 
can't love" 

The Nov 1 vote in New jer- 
sey made it the second state to 
allow gay marriage. In a 4-3 
vote, the court decided same- 
sex couples have the same 
constitutional rights as het- 
erosexual couples. 



"Although we cannot find 
that a fundamental right to 
same-sex marriage exists in 
this state, the unequal dispen- 
sation of rights and benefits to 
committed same-sex partners 
can no longer be tolerated 
under our state constitution," 
said justice Barry T Albin, 
who wrote the majority opin- 
ion. 

The court decided it was 
up to the state's Democrat- 
controlled legislature to deter 
mine how homosexual unions 
should be recognized. The 
legislature now has 180 days 
to decide either to rewrite 
the state's marriage laws to 
include same-sex couples or 
to create some type of civil 
union. 

"I certainly would love 
to have the legal benefits of 
marriage." Mary Kay Siefers, 
professor of leadei^hip stud- 
ies, said, "l am in a commit- 
ted same-sex relationship, and 
there is no doubt in my mind 
that the benefits arc powerful, 
and it is something 1 would 
like the opportunity to have " 

While there are issues re- 
garding the word "marriage," 



Siefers said terminology is not 
important to her. 

"For me. the wording isn't 
as important as the outcome," 
she said. "If they call it a civil 
union and I get (hose benefits, 
I consider it a success." 

Conservatives in New Jer- 
sey and nationwide continue 
to push legislation that either 
bans gay marriage or defines 
marriage as a union between 
a man and a woman. 

"The decision of the New 
Jersey Supreme Court only 
deepens the constitutional 
crisis with respect to the pro- 
tection of traditional marriage 
and warrants swift, decisive 
action by Congress in the 
form of passage of the Mar- 
riage Protection Amendment," 
Sen Sam Brownback, R-Kan., 
said in a news release "Huge 
social changes should be de- 
cided by the people and their 
elected representatives and 
should not be forced by the 
courts" 

Although Kansans will not 
vote on the issue today, mem- 
bers of Queer Straight Alliance 
and members of the communi- 
ty are working in other ways, 



Dockins said He said the 
members are trying to gel the 
phrases "sexual orientation " 
and "gender identity /expres- 
sion" included in Manhattan's 
non-discrimination clause 

"We're still fighting things 
like that, let alone marriage," 
he said. 

Dockins talked about the 
marriage amendment passed 
on April 3 that included a gay 
marriage ban 

"The bad thing about the 
past marriage amendment was 
that it did more than ban gay 
marriage. I wish people would 
have taken a better look at 
that," he said 

Although the amendment 
was passed, Dockins said he 
has not received any backlash 
for being gay while living in 
Manhattan. 

"As far as being gay and liv- 
ing in Kansas, 1 mean, we're 
in Kansas. What do you ex- 
pect?" Dockins said. "But I 
think Manhattan is a lot more 
accepting than people like to 
think. And as far as Manhat- 
tan goes, we're still pushing 
forward." 



Book hits on Russia

A K- State professor has 
written a book about the Rus- 
sian military. 

Dale Herspring. professor 
of political science at K-State, 
wrote a book titled "Hie 
Kremlin and the High Com- 
mand: Presidential Impact 
on the Russian Military from 
Gorbachev to Putin," from his 
experience with the Russian 
military 

It analyze the correlation 
between the Russian military 
and the leadership of Presi- 
dents Mikhail Gorbachev, 
Boris Ydlsin and Vladimir 
Putin He was the first author 
to write a book on this topic. 

He said the issue needs to 
be recognized by society 

"1 have spent a lifetime 
dealing with the Russian 
military, as a diplomat serv- 
irtg in the USSR/Russia, as a 
US. Navy officer taking part 
in must of the exchanges be- 
tween the U.S. Navy and the 
Soviet/ Russian Navy (and 
army), all of which gave me 
the inside view of the Russian 
military," Herspring said when 
describing the extent of his ex- 
perience 

The book describes the af- 
fairs with Russia, Eastern Ger- 



many and the United States, 
According to ofww.facsnet. 
curg, Herspring is one of the 
most knowledgeable experts 
in the nation on Russia, Ger 
many, and Eastern Europe. 

For ] 5 years, he has gath- 
ered infomiation about the 
Russian military, although hb 
book was published in Octo- 
ber 2{W6. He said his intelli- 
gence on the Russian military 
is more resourceful than some 
of the leading agencies. 

"Last simimer I was asked 
to brief C!A analyses, and it 
quickly became obvious that 
my data holdings were more 
detailed and larger than the 
agency's," Herspring said. 

Hb latest book b the 1 1th 
he's written, and he's writing 
two more. The next book will 
focus on Secretary of Defense 
Donald Rumsfeld's rebtion- 
ship with the military, Her- 
spring said. 

Heispring said it is impor- 
tant for professors to spread 
their knowledge 

"In my humble opinion, a 
faculty member who does not 
publish does not deserve to be 
one," he said. "Finbhing such 
a book and having contempo- 
raries view it as a significant 
contribution to the field is 
very rewarding, regardless of 
whether they agree with it."

Corn tops wheat as No. 1 crop 
in Kansas due to its versatility

The state of Kansas has al- 
most always been famous for 
its wheat. Now, a new crop is 
threatening to unseat the lop 
produce in Kansas: com. 

Com overtook wheat pro- 
duction in 2000 and has re- 
mained on top ever since. 

A widening spectrum of 
practical us« for com, which 
include ethanol, soda and 
low-carbohydrate foods, have 
made com more useful than 
wheat. 

Kraig Roozeboom, assis- 
tant professor of agronomy, 
said he wouldn't be surprised 
if this was only a temporary 
phenomenon. 

"Actually, wheat prices are 
very strong, and the acreage of 
wheat getting planted this fall 
ii - from what 1 understand 
it - increased," Roozeboom 
said. 

"Neirt year it wouldn't sur- 
prise me a bit if wheat jumps 
back up front. I don't think 
there's any long-term, great 
change in our ag economy 
just because com passed up 
wheat" 

Roozeboom said while 
wheat would most likely re- 
gain its ranking, the future 
might produce a different out- 
come, He said 10 years in the 
future, corn production might 
take off again due to improve- 
ment and breeding. 

"If the bio-energy thing re- 
ally takes off, there could be 
an even stronger demand for 
com and feed stocks for etha- 
nol plants," he said. "Part of 
the reason that com acreage 
and yields have gotten to the 
point they are now may be 
because you have a couple of 
things going on. The cropping 
systems are in place to take 
care of the somewhat chal- 
lenging environments that we 
have in Kansas. 

"Also, com improvement 
and crop breeding has made 



com yields more stable over 
the years to where com can 
withstand more adverse con- 
ditions than it could, say, 20 
years ago. I think that process 
is going to continue to work. 
Com can fit on some of the 
more challenging acres where 
previously there only was 
wheat." 

Brett Grauerholz, fresh- 
man in horticulture, said he 
has seen the effect of corn de- 
mand at his farm in St. Mary's, 
Kan. He said, in his experi- 
ence, com always has been 
more profitable than wheat, 
because it is more cqst-effi- 
cient to produce. 

"There is more money in- 
volved in com production 
than there is in wheat produc 
tion," he said "That's the bot- 
tom line" 

Grauerholz also said prices 
fluctuate depending on loca- 
tion and type of farmland He 
said there are several factors 
that go into the cost of the 
production of com. 

"It varies where you're sit- 
ting at in Kansas and in vari- 
ous parts of the nation," he 
said. "It just varies how much 
rainfall you get, what kind of 
ground you run on, what your 
restrictions are. This is just 
from a north-central Kansas 
point of view where we don't 
get much rain. We've been in 
a drought for the past four 
years" 

Ted Schroeder, professor of 
agricultural economics, said 
enhanced technolo^ would 
provide traditional wheat 
farmers with a potential alter- 
native crop He said any time 
producer flexibility increases 
and alternative crop options 
are provided, it is likely to im- 
prove producer wealth poten- 
tial 

"Com production in Kan- 
sas has expanded in recent 
years for a number of reasons, 
mostly related to technology," 
Schroeder said. "First, corn 
varieties have been developed 



that are considerably more 
drought -tolerant than older 
varieties, encouraging expan- 
sion of com production in ar- 
eas that used to not consider 
com a viable alternative crop 

"Second, moisture-con- 
serving tillage practices have 
conserved moisture, provid- 
ing more opportunity to grow 
crops like com that require 
more moisture relative to 
wheat 

'Third, growth rates in 
corn yields over time have 
greatly exceeded wheat yield 
growth rales, making corji 
a more economically attrac- 
tive crop over time relative to 
wheat, all else constant 

"Of course, increased costs 
of nitrogen and irrigation 
pumping have slowed com 
production growth in recent 
years in Kansas from what it 
otherwise would have been." 

josh Yarrow, senior in civil 
engineering, said corn's tri- 
umph won't have much of an 
effect on his family's farm in 
Morganville, Kan. He said the 
farm mainly produces wheat. 
and the family probably will 
continue what it has been do 
ing He also said he thought it 
was odd to see com become 
the top crop 

"It's kind of surprising, 
because for the longest time, 
wheat was the main crop 
here in Kansas," he said. "It's 
kind of weird to see it change 
over to com. 1 guess it really 
doesn't matter to us farm- 
ers as long as we have crops 
to plant, whether it's corn 
or wheat or milo, as long as 
there's something there to 
plant and the demand is there 
for at least one type of crop 
that you can rely on 

"Like if the demand for 
wheat goes really low, you can 
switch over to growing corn 
or wherever that demand is 
It won't really affect farmers 
that much It's just kind of 
surprising to sec how it does 
change." 
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Immigration plays role in 2nd-district race as Bush signs fence act

Whh midtenn elections to- 
day, one issue that has returned 
to the forefront of many cam 
paigns is immigration 

In the 2nd Concessional 
district race between incumbent 
Rep. )im Ryun, R Kan., and 
Democratic challenger Nancy 
Boyda, immigration has been a 
highly debated issues. 

The recent signing of the 
Secure E^ence Act by IVesident 
Bush has sparked discussion 
across the political spectrum. 
The biU calls for an additional 
700 miles of fencing to be built 
along the U.S.-MexJco border 
in an effort to stop, or at least 



slow, Meiocan immigration. 
The wall would include a 361 - 
mile stretch from Calexico, Ca- 
lif., to Douglas, Ariz.; a 176-nule 
stretch from Laredo, Ibias, to 
Brownsville, Tbtas, a 51 -mile 
stretch from Columbus, N.M., 
to £1 Paso, Tbxas; and a 22-mile 
stretch in Ttcate, Calif. 

According to an Oct. 26 
press release from Ryun's of- 
fice. Congressional spending 
on immigration -related border 
security and enforcement has 
quadrupled since 1995 

According to the release. 
Ryun recently traveled to Yuma, 
Ariz., to survey the building of 
fencing there While speaking 
with Border Patrol agents, Ryun 
learned 644 people from "coun- 



tries of interest, such as Iraq, 
Iran and North Korea" were 
captured attempting to cnns 
the border illegally. 

While the signing of the bill 
authorize the building of the 
fence, it docs not authorize the 
funding necessary to do so. De- 
partment of Homeland Security 
estimates have shown the fence 
could cost as much as $2 billion 
to build, and the bill has appro- 
priated only as much as $1.2 bil- 
lion This, as well as opposition 
from the Mexican government, 
has led some to doubt that the 
fence will be built. 

"1 think this is a step in the 
right direction," said Benjamin 
Davis, president of KSU Col- 
lege Republicans "Of course, 



the next step will be to sedi the 
funding to actually build the 
fence 

"I think it's the desire of the 
American people to want to se- 
cure our borders." 

Sue Zschoche, chair of the 
Department of History, said the 
signing of the biU is a hollow 
action without the funding to 
back it, and the timing is meant 
to carry political weight in the 
midterm elections, 

"This seems very political 
to me," Zschoche said. "Just 
because the fence has been ap 
proved doesnl mean it will get 
the funding." 

Zschoche also noted im- 
migration, as it relates to wage 
laws, is not new news 



"This debate is something 
that has been around through- 
out American history," she said. 
"It happened with Iri^ immi- 
grants in the 1800s, and it's still 
happening today." 

Aaron Apel, president of 
KSU Young Democrats, said 
the building of the fence is not 
a permanent solution to the im- 
mi^ation problem, and other 
measures should be taken, cit- 
ing Boyda 's plan for inunigra- 
tion reform. 

"Boy da's stance \s that this 
is a national securiQr issue, and 
that more efficieht border con- 
trol methods should be used 
as opposed to the fence," Apel 
said. "She also supports a fair 
wage system and documenta- 



tion br the illegal immigrants 
that are alreac^ here" 

Though the Secure Fence 
Act probably will have the mo«t 
effect in border states, the idea 
of national security makes it an 
important issue for this elec- 
tion. Dale Herspring, professor 
of political science, said 

'just as easy as it is for drugs 
or laborers lo cross the border, 
so could someone who wants to 
blow up Americans," he said. 

Locally, HerSpring said the 
issue will play a large role in the 
race between Ryim and Boyda. 

"Boyda wants Kansas to be- 
come part of an immigration 
superhighway, and that's some- 
thing that I^un doesn't sup- 
port," he said.

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Moderate consumption of caffeine healthy, but excessive use 
can lead to health risks of increased heart rate, depression

Studying late into the night, working 
more than 30 hours a weeli, trying to pay 
bills, leading an active social hfe and trying 
to stay on top of classes can be a dtflicull 
task 

Many argue the demands of college can 
lead students to abuse the moat widely 
overlooked legal drug: caffeine. 

Students across the nation resott to us- 
ing caffeine to give their mind and body 
that extra push to stay ahead, according to 
the National Institutes of Health. This in- 
creasing addiction is seen in the popularity 
of drinks like Red Bull and Starbucks Cof- 
fee and of over-the-counter caffeine pills 
like Stackers. 

According to the International Food [n 
formation Council, the average adult con- 
sumes 200 milligrams of caffeine daily Al- 
though the safe daily consumption is about 
300 milligrams daily, each person's body 
handles caffeine differently. 

When asked if caffeine is an adequate 
way to focus on studying, Dianna Schalles. 
a nutritionist a( Lafene Medical Center, 
said, "In amounts of 300 milligrams or less 
a day, caffeine can increase alertness and 
aid concentration. Consuming more than 
that can increase anxiety levels, jitters and 
irritability." 

l>espite health concerns, some students 
depend on caffeine to stay energized. 

"1 have one 20 -ounce cup of coffee in 
the morning before classes, and if I know 
I'm going to be studying late that night, I'll 
have another one before I study," Riley Zar- 
da, junior in mass communications, said. 
"It generally gives me about two hours ex- 
tra of being wide awake." 

Zarda said she usually drinks coffee a 
couple of times a week and has not expe- 
rienced any sleep trouble When she does 
diink a lot of caffeine multiple days in a 
row, she said her body is a little sluggish. 

Por people who have been labeled oboe, 
some researchers say higher doses of caf- 
feine could hurt their ability to lose weight 
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People with weight problems aren't the only 
ones who should use caffeine with caution. 

Researchers from the American Diabe- 
tes Association say the effects of caffeine 
depend on how much a person consumes 
and how healthy that person is. 

Caffeine also adds calories, Schalles 
said. 

"Regular colas and coffee drinks can 
quickly pile on the calorics," she said "For 
example, a 20-ounce regular cola equals 
250 empty calories." 

However, the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration has said caffeine is safe and even 
healthy when used in moderation. 

While caffeine overuse can create an 
addiction, the I PIC says moderate caffeine 
use should not be classified with addictive 
drugs of abuse The IFIC Web site says the 
phrase 'being addicted to caffeine," often is 
used loosely, like being "addicted" to riding 
a bike or running 

Because there are a considerable number 
of risks, health professionals suggest a Item a 
lives to caffeine use Schalles said there are 
many ways to ensure a more healthy ap- 
proach than caffeine-filled drinks and sup- 
plements. 

"Don't use caffeine as a substitute for 
food," she said "If you're truly hungry, you 
need to fuel your brain and body with food 
Adequate sleep and physical activity also 
help optimize alertness and concentration ' 

According to the IPfC. if people exceed 
the recommended usage caffeine, they

is K really possible to be addicted 
to caffeine? 

You bet People who try to quit consuming caffeine 
(old-tudcey are likely to experience headaches, 
irrrlihjlily. nausea and other symptoms. Doctors say 
that If you want to you ledtKetbl Mwunt of caffeine 
you consume everyday, slow down gndiwlly to avoid 
these withdrawal symptoms.

should try to cut down slowly on the amount 
of intake to achieve a healthier state 

If people cut caffeine out of their lives 
completely, the IFIC says they are likely to 
experience headaches, fatigue or drowsi 
ness. Generally, though, these symptoms 
will go away in one or two days 

When spending late nights cramming for 
tests, remember alternatives like exercise 
and adequate sleep could give you the same 
energji boost as a can of Red Bull - and 
they're a little healthier, too.

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Media conference addresses crisis communication

Producing trustworthy 
communications during times 
of crisis will be the focus of a 
conference beginning today a( 
the K-State Student Union 

The conference, "Commu- 
nity Readiness Communica- 
tions: Accurate Messages in 
Times of Crisis," is sponsored 
by the A.Q. Miller School of 
loumaiism and Mass Com- 
munications, the Huck Boyd 
National Center for Com- 



munity Media and a grant 
from the McCormick Tribune 
Foundation. 

Gloria Preeland, director of 
the Huck Boyd Center, said the 
conference's goal is to bring 
journalists, military personnel, 
health and safety experts and 
public officials together, and 
teach them how to present in 
formed messages during crisis 
situations. 

"We want people to know 
who they can turn to for ac- 
curate information," she said 
"We also want to help peo- 



ple make their own back-up 
plans in case of an emergency 
situation" 

Understanding how the 
emergency and disaster- re- 
sponse system operates and 
the role of emergency per 
sonnel might help the media 
produce more responsible 
coverage in times like natural 
disasters and terrorist attacks, 
Preeland said. 

"Sometimes people rush to 
get something on the air or in 
the paper, but it's not neces- 
sarily accurate," she said. "I 



think this tends to moke the 
situation worse." 

The three-day Community 
Readiness Communications 
conference will feature 50 
speakers from the journalism 
and public relations industries, 
as well as from the military 
and universities across the 
country. 

The conference's keynote 
speaker is Judith Miller, for- 
mer New Vork Times reporter 
who spent 85 days in jail in 
2005 for refusing to reveal 
a confidential source to fed- 



end authorities in the VUerie 
Plame case 

Angela Powers, director of 
the journalism school, said the 
conference's speakers and fo- 
rums will address the media's 
coverage of crisis situations, in 
line with K-State's priority on 
food safety and biosecurity. 

"Attendees will have the 
opportunity to engage in dis- 
cussions and formulate plans 
for disaster situations such 
as a bioterrorist attack or an 
outbreak of avian flu" Pow 
ers said. "Without responsible 



media, the public will not be 
properly Informed. We have 
the means to teach responsible 
journalism." 

Nate Schmidt, junior in 
public relations, said he sup- 
ports ensuring only accurate, 
trustworthy information is 
passed on to the public. 

"Journalists have to know 
when they have the right 
amount of information," 
Schmidt said. "It's about 
finding the balance between 
timely coverage and accurate 
coverage."

A new building at the K-State 
rraearch park i« under constnic- 
tion. 

Tlie building will be the new 
headquarters for the National 
Institute for Strategic Tfechnol- 
ogy Acquisition and Cummer- 
cialization. 

NI^AC was founded in 
1997 as a non-profit corpora- 
tion between K-State, the State 
of Kansas, the City of Manhat 
tan and the Manhattan Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The program 
focuses on strengthening the 
Manhattan regional economy 
through the commercializa- 
tion of technologies including 
those arising from research at 
K-State 

The actual construction 
costs $4.5 million, but filling the 
building with equipment will 
add up to $5 6 million 

The City of Manhattan re- 
ceived a SI million grant &om 
the fCansas Bioscience AuUiori- 
ty. The rest is coming from a city 
share of a county-wide sales tax 
from which the city's portion is 
dedicated to economic initia- 
tives, such as the new r^earch 
building. 

Construction began around 
December lost year, but the 
planning for the project has 
been two years in the making. 

Diane Stoddard, deputy city 
manager, said she was satisfied 
with constniction and said the 
project is going along well 

Kent Glasscock, president 
and chief operating officer of 
N I STAC, said he hopes to have 
the building finished by April. 



owned building will be man- 
aged by NICTAC 

'There \s greater activity and 
job creation in Manhattan and 
the community lately," Glass- 
cock said. The building will 
respond to the current need to 
create higher-paid and technol- 
ogy-based jobs and al&o to sup- 
port startup companies" 

The new building will help 
NISTAC workers perform 
benchmarks in terms of job cre- 
ation on an average salary base. 
Witlrin the firet ten years of op- 
eration, NISTAC headquarters 
will create about 100 jobs pay- 
ing on average twice the current 
average salary in Manhattan, 
Glasscock said. 

The City of Manhattan and 
NISTAC have a city-owned 
building on Hayes Street, Stod- 
dard said. 

"NISTAC incubates a lot 
of business that directly draws 
back into the city," she said. 

She said this was a good in- 
vestment in terms of economic 
development as NISTAC is in- 
volved in creating quality jobs, 
economic growth and wealth. 

Stoddard said she hopes the 
partnership with K-State will in- 
clude students getting invoh^d 
in high- quality jobs that would 
give them opportunities to work 
after graduating from K-State 
and to stay in Manhattan 

"We have a very strong pro- 
gram of internships with 
K-Slate students," Glascock 
said 'Those with NISTAC it- 
self and also with the K-State 
research foundation, which will 
also be located in the new build 
tng." 

Additionally, he said he

He i^duated from K-State 
in 2004 with an master's de- 
gree in business administration 
While pursuing his master's de- 
gree, he interned in technology 
entrepreneurship.

Bob Hug- 
gins is the leader of this year's 
men's basketball team, but he 
needs an extension of himself 
on the floor and off the court 

"Coaches can't play the 
game for you," is a phrase 1 
heard numerous times through- 
out my basketball career, and it 
couldn't be more true Coaches 
can prepare you for everything 
the opposing team will do and 
cail all the right plays at the 
right times, but ultimately, play- 
ers win games 

A team leader is seldom an 
assigned position. It is a right 
earned through respect from 
coaches and teammatM, 

When there's a dispute in 
the locker room, guys aren't 
making the grades, or it's 
late in a close game and the 
team needs a basket, a stop 
or motivating words, a leader 
must step up. These players 
have to set the tone for how 
every other player on the team

Usually the blueprint of a 
team's identity can be traced 
to the team leado's general 
demeanor. 

Look for Cartier Martin 
to be the player who accepts 
this rule in his final year. For 
the mosi part, he has been the 



go-to guy since his arrival at 
K-State, taking a position of 
leader^ip from the beginning 

"I'm trying to set the ex- 
ample for everyone, holding 
guys accountable when Ih^ 
make mistakes and help the 
team with whatever they need 
on and off the court," Martiji 
said. 

Another player who is ready 
to become a leader is junior 
forward David Hoakins. Com- 
ing off a good season last year, 
Hoskins has prAven himself on 
the court and has earned cred- 
ibility among team members. 

"He's staying on top of 
everybody and being very vocal 
this year He brings intensity 
every day at practice, " sopho- 
more Darren Kent said 

"1 just try to be consistent 
every day and demand the 
same intensity out of everyone 
else," Hoskins said. 

It's all a matter of buying 
into the system If the leaders 
don't buy in, the rest of the 
team won't follow, creating dis 
senston among players. 

Martin and Hoskins have 
bought into Huggins' plan; 
the rest of the team will follow 
suit This is the last go-around 
tor Martin, along with Lance 
Harris, Akeem Wright, Serge 
Afeli and newcomer jermaine 
Maybank, so these five should 
be hungry thb year 

"We have a sense of urgency 
and a chip on our shoulders,"

Greenawalt ups standard 
of strength, toughness

When Bob Huggtiu took 
over the K-State basketball pro- 
gram, it WM clear the Wildcats 
would need s n«w type of player 
- ft player who could withstand 
Huggins' grueling practices and 
play the same swarming hdJ- 
court press Cincinnati's defens- 
es were known for. 

But because the NCAA lim- 
its the amount of time Hug- 
gins and his coaching staff can 
interact with their team in the 
offseason, someone else had to 
work the players into shape for 
fall practices. 

Before Hoggins ever had 
a chance to run a practice, 
he handed the team over to 
Scott Greenawait. K-State's 
new strei^th and condition- 



ing coach. Greenawalt, who 
worked in Cincinnati's strength 
program from 1999 to 2006, 
said he knew what Hoggins ex 
pected. 

"He wants hb players as 
Strong, as big, as tough, as phys- 
ical as you can possibly make 
somebody," Greenawalt said 

lb do that, Greenawalt start 
ed immediately, initiating hJs 
program last spring after Hug- 
gins was hired. Greenawalt said 
early on his focus was develop- 
ing strength and toughness. 

It doesn't take long to figure 
out Greenawalt - a former col- 
lege linebacker - knows his way 
around a weight room He's 
built like a bodybuilder and 
looks like he probably could lift 
more than most of his players 

But the players insist he isn't 
intimidating: instead, several of 



them chose the word "intense" 
to describe him. 

"He's not scary, but he gets 
the job done," sophomore Dar- 
ren Kent said. 'Especially with 
the guys who weren't that strong 
- the guys like me - he did a 
heck of a job at gettiirg us where 
we need to be for the season" 

During hb time at Cincinna- 
ti. Greenawalt helped turn sev- 
eral Bearcats into professional 
athletes He trained 13 future 
NFL players, seven future pro 
basketball players - including 
Kenyon Martin and Jason Max- 
iell - and Boston Red Sox first 
baseman Kevin Youkilis. 

Huggins has caUed Green- 
awalt one of the best strength 
coaches in the country. Green- 
awalt trained Rve 20-wtn teams 
teams at Cincinnati 

But Greenawalt isn't just 




about bench presses, leg presses 
and squats. To keep the players 
on their toes, he also includes 
some alternative workout meth- 
ods, including staging a strong- 
man competition similar to 
those shown on ESPN. 

"It was serious," freshman 
Chris Meniewether said "lust 
like the ones you see on TV." 

Well, not exactly like the ones 
on television. No one pulled fire 



Walk-ons Johnson, Franklin officially added to Huggins' roster

The last time Brady John- 
son played on the floor inside 
Bramlage Coliseum, he was 
a sophomore from Ell -Saline 
High School in Salina, com- 
peting in the Kansas Class 2A 
State Championships 

Little did he know he would 
play on that same court four 
years later as a member of the 
K- State men's basketball team. 

"That was like the highlight 
of my high school career, be- 
cause 1 got to play in Bram- 
lage." Johnson said. "I definite- 
ly didn't think I'd ever play on 
that court again" 

Johnson was one of two 
players - along with James 
Franklin - to make the team 
after open tryouts on Oct 16. 
He and Franklin officially were 
added to the roster Nov. 2. 



The two made it through a 
competition of about SO stu- 
dents. The tryout consisted 
mainly of individual drills but 
was finished off with a "sloppy" 
scrimmage, Johnson said. 

K-State coach Bob Huggins 
didn't run the tryout. but he 
did watch from the stands. 

"It was kind of one of those 
deals where if you made a good 
play, you'd look up and be like. 
Did Huggins see me do that?" 
[ohnson said 

Both players caught the eyes 
ofthea&sistantcoachesenough 
to eam consideration for a 
full-time roster spot Johnson 
is a 6-foot-7, 220 pound junior 
forward Franklin is a 6- foot, 
190-pound junior guard from 
Kansas City, Kan. 

"Brady was catching alley- 
oops and dunking on people, 
so I knew right off the bat that 
with his size and the things he

was doing, he 
was going to 
be picked," 
Franklin said. 
"But as far as 
me, 1 thought 
a lot of guards 
were just as 
quick or could 
shoot just as good." 

That might have been true, 
but not all of the other guards 
had as much experience as 
Franklin. This is his first year 
at K-State after playing for two 
years at Cowley County Com- 
munity College in Arkansas 
City, Kan, 

"1 just tried to focus on de 
fense more," he said. "Anybody 
can score the ball, but 1 think I 
worked a little bit harder and 
showed more effort on that 
end" 

Since the tryout, life has 
been anything but routine for 




the newest 
additions to 
the team. A 
month ago, 
Johnson and 
Franklin were 
normal col- 
lege students 
Franklin ^^ focused 
on class and work. 

Now things have changed, 
and lohnson had to quit his job 
at the Plasma Donation Center 
so he could get to practice ev- 
ery day 

"Instead of going to work 
and getting paid, now it's just 
going to work and having fun," 
[ohnson said. 

Rather than guarding other 
former high school players at 
Peters Recreation Complex, 
the two now are going up 
against the likes of center Ja- 
son Bennett and guard Blake 
Young. 



"Jason is really tall," John- 
son said of the 7 foot 3 Ben- 
nett, "He is really, really tall. 
That's another change going 
from high school to this is in- 
stead of being the tallest kid on 
the court every time you step 
out there, all the guys 1 have 
to guard are a lot taller than 
I am," 

Franklin has a bit of basket- 
ball history in his family. His 
cousin Nick Williams played 
for Huggins at Cincinnati and 



now plays overseas in France. 
Franklin said he hasn't had the 
chance to talk to Williams, but 
will undoubtedly have a lot to 
talk about when he does 

"Practices have been real 
intense," Franklin said 'You 
hear of coach Huggins and his 
reputation, and I'm thinking 
there's going to be a lot of yell- 
ing and a lot of running. He re- 
alty focuses on just getting bet 
ter every day It's a lot of fun 
being able to Icam from him" 
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Muggins' arrival boosts both teams

That distinction belongs 
1o the men's team, which re- 
ceived a rcvivaJ of sorts since 
Coach Bob Huggins was hired 
In March 

Season tickets have been 
sold out for men's home games, 
(elcvisron deals with ABC and 
ESPN have been worked out, 
|nd the team has been placed 
in the national spotlight seem- 
ingly overnight. 

With all the excitement 
about the men's team, does the 
women's team feci shghted? 
Not according to sopho- 



more guard Shalee Lehning, 
who said she doesn't feel any 
resentment toward the men's 
team In fact she said she be- 
lieves the exposure the men's 
team is getting will help the 
women's program abo. 

"I definitely think we are 
going to reap the benefits from 
it," Lehning said. "Anybody 
that's excited about a basket- 
ball game is going to go over 
and watch women's basket- 
ball, too. Everybody is just ex- 
cited about basketball in gen- 
eral." 

The last time the women's 
team took the floor at Bram- 
lage Coliseum was March 31, 
when it beat Marquette 77-65 
and was crowned the WNfT 
champion. 

That game was played in 
front of a sellout crowd of 
13,340, the second- largest 
crowd in WNET history. 



Coach Oeb Patterson said 
Huggins' hiring will continue 
to help the university gain ex- 
posure and also Will increase 
the "great following" she said 
her team already has. 

"He will bring attention to 
Kansas State, and that does 
nothing but make our institu- 
tion better known, better un- 
derstood and better appreci- 
ated," she said. "It will show 
off the incredible fans we have 
. and the love we have for 
basketball here in Manhat- 
tan, and I hope we can build 
off of it here in the women's 
program." 

Patterson said she also be- 
lieves Huggins brings instant 
credibility to K-Slate basket- 
ball as a whole 

"You've got one of the 
best coaches in the history of 
the men's game walking into 
your gym every day and say- 



ing Kansas State is a legitimate 
place to play .. and you need 
to think about coming to play 
here," she said. The television 
aspect and the draw that he 
has brought from the national 
side of things is going to be a 
great bonus for our basketball 
team as well." 

The other effects of Hug- 
gins' hiring have been less no- 
ticeable, like the new uniforms 
and equipment the women's 
team has received in the last 
few months. Huggins was a 
big reason the university was 
able to strike a long-term deal 
with Nike, which supplies 
equipment for K-State inter- 
collegiate sports, something 
junior forward Shana Wheeler 
said she is excited about. 

"I think it's awesome," she 
said. "I'm really excited about 
our Nike contract and all the

After the loss of sophomore 
JoAnn Hamlin over the sum- 
mer, K-State women's basket- 
ball coach Deb Patterson said a 
question was raised as to who 
would replace the center 

One answer just might be ju- 
nior forward Shana Wheeler 

At one time, Wheeler didn't 
have any questions about her 
role as a starter, seeing 22 starts 
her freshman season Her soph- 
omore season looked to be just 
as successful. 

In the first nine games of the 
season, Wheeler averaged four 
points and 3 9 rebounds. After 
suffering an anterior cruciate 
ligament tear during the second 
half against Crcighton on Dec. 
19, however, those numbers be- 
came her season average 

"Of course, getting injured at 
the beginning of the season was 
something that I really didn't 



want to happen," Wheeler said. 
"But when it happened, I just 
made the decision to stay posi- 
tive and work every day, really 
as hard as [ could, to get better 
and encourage the team." 

Wheeler underwent surgery 
in December 2005 She said 
the rehabilitation proems was 
hard work, as it lasted about 
two hours every day. Still, she 
said, she only missed two games 
the entire season and certaiiUy 
didn't miss out on the Wildcats' 
Women's National Invitation 
Tournament championship. 

After seeing Hamlin step 
into Wheeler's role, her depar- 
ture, Wheeler said, was not only 
' sad, but also another motivator 
for her to get back into shape 

"It was something I did not 
expect to happen and somi.' 
thing I didn't want to happen, 
but it happened," she said. "So 
the only thing 1 can do now is 
just be better, get better and just 
try to be a big presence down at 



the post and in the paint" 

Before her injury. Wheeler, 
who underwent surgery on 
her other knee in August, said 
her defense was her strength, 
but becoming more offensively 
minded was always a goal 

Patterson said offensively, 
Wheeler has been as aggressive 
as she's ever seen her these past 
few months 

"She's playing right now 
like, honestly, like she did no) 
take eight months oK," senior 
Claire Coggjns said. "That gjrl is 
focused, determined, she wants 
to score, she wants to play hard, 
and with a little bit more prac- 
tice, she's going to be really 
good for this team." 



Sophomore forward Marlira 
Gipson said Wheeler's return 
has helped fill the void left by 
Hatnlin, and (he team now has 
nearly returned to where it had 
been in the frontcourt. 

"She's really been working 
hard in practice, and I'm really 
looking forward to hopefully 
getting to work high-low with 
her inside," Gipson said. 

Even after losing an entire 
season to her injury, Wheeler 
is upbeat and said she isnt fo- 
cused on the past as much as 
she is ready for the future. 

"It went really fast," she said 
of the rehab process, "because 
here I am today, and I'm ready

U.S. Secretary 

of Defense gives 

resignation

U.S. Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld resigned Wednesday after 
several years of heavy criticism 

President Bush said he had a se 
ries of thoughtful conversations with 
Rumsfeld about the resignation. 
Bush also said Rumsfeld's resigns 
tion was not affected by the outcome 
of Tuesday's elections, in which the 
Democrats gained control of the 
U.S. House of Representatives. 

On Nov. 1, Bush said he wanted 
Rumsfeld and Vice President Dick 
Cheney to remain with him through 
the end of his presidency. 

"Both those men are doing fan- 
tastic jobs, and I strongly support 
them," Bush said in an interview 
with The Associated Press. 

Ben Davis, president of Col- 
lege Republicans, said he was not 
shocked at Rumsfeld's resignation. 

"t personally thought the same 
thing - I thought it was time for a 
change and new perspective," said 
Davis, junior in political science and 
pre- law. "It's time for a better per- 
spective on the war in Iraq and try- 
ing to work toward that goal more 
effectively." 

Members of College Republicans 
are planning to attend Rumsfeld's 
Landon Lecture today, Davis said. 

"I'm thinking that everyone in 
the school would want to go wheth- 
er you agree or not," he said. "It's a

turning point in our society, and this 
is one of the men who helped shape 
history in the last three or four years.

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Wiccans use magick, ceremonies to heal, help

Depending on who you 
uk, Wicca is either one of 
the world's new religions or 
the world's de facto old reli- 
gion Some, teeking middle 
^ground, call it the world's 
ZPldest, new religion. 
Z Mind-bending though 
~}t might be, it is difhcull to 
-pinpoint when the Wicca of 
-today came into exittence 
^According to religioustoler- 
~mce.org, Wicca as a separate 
religion can be traced back 
to a form of witchcraft that 
originated in Britain during 
the 19405, but many of the 
symbols, rituals and beliefs 
of Wicca date back to the 
formation of Celtic society, 
around 800 B.C. 

The intervening three mil- 
lennia have provided oppor- 
tunities for the beliefs, tra- 
ditions and misconceptions 
of Wicca to evolve, and all 
three were a topic at a class- 
Wednesday in the K-State 
Student Union. 

"We're trying to reach 
anybody who's ever heard of 
Wicca and the religion and 
have always wondered what 
it's about, but never thought 
to look into it," said Leota 
Boisdair, sophomore in 
bakery science and manage- 
ment. 

Boisclair, president of the 
Alliance for the Understand- 
ing of Religious Alternatives, 
said the session has become 
something of a yearly tradi- 
tion. 

But, what exactly is Wic- 
ca? The answer, much like 
the history, avoids simple an- 
swers. 

The religion lacks both a 
central hierarchy and a re- 
cord of belief - like a bible. 
As a result the term "Wicca" 
refers to a variety of belief 
structures and practices. 

Religioustolerance.org re- 
fers to Wicca as "a neopagan, 
earth -centered religion," but

even this title misses some 
important aspects. 

The most popularized ver- 
sion of Wicca involves the 
worship of a female goddess 
and a male god. 

Other versions of the faith 
have only one god, however, 
with aspects both male and 
female. Some include many 
of the gods from the Greek 
and Roman pantheon, such 
as Zeus and Diana, and some 
variants believe in no god at 
all. 

Past these divisions are yet 
more divisions Some con- 
sider Wicca and witchcraft 
as one and the same, other 
consider them separate prac- 
tices. 

Some practice magic as 
an essential part of their re- 
ligion, others concentrate 
on spirituality and do not 
practice magick Some refer 
to themselves as neopagans, 
a term which includes all 
earth-centered religions such 
as Druidism, others refer to 
themselves simply as pagans, 
'a term originally used to des- 
ignate non-Christians. 

Most agree that the reli- 
gion, in its modern form, was 
brought about by occultist 
Gerald Gardner, who gave 
rise to what is still known as 
Gardnerian Witchcraft in the 
1940s, Even this is contested 
though, and many claim a 
pedigree of sorts, saying their 
family has been practicing 
before the religions accepted 
foundation date, Boisclair 
said. 

But the line in the sand all 
branches of Wicca agree to is 
the distinction between Wic- 
ca and worship of any sort of 
devil In fact, most Wiccans 
reject any notion of a purely 
evil being. 

Troubles arise in some 
areas though. Both Wiccans 
and Satanists use a five- 
pointed star as a religious 
symbol; both involve the use 
of magick in ceremonies, and 
some descriptions of the Wic 
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can god depict him as "The 
Horned One," a visualization 
that brings to mind tradi- 
tional images of the Christian 
devil. 

The religion and the cer- 
emonies have made strides to 
distinguish themselves from 
black, or Satanic practices, 
which aim to harm or nega- 
tively influence someone. 

Wiccans, instead, prefer 
to use magick and ceremo- 
nies for healing and help- 
ful purposes, and follow the 
doctrine of the Wic can Rede, 
which states Wiccans may 
do what they wish as long as 
they cause no harm, and the 
threefold law, a mystic pro- 
nouncement that any magic 
actions, for good or bad, will 
return to the originator three- 
fold. 

In addition to general 
awareness, the religion it- 
self has grown in the recent 
years. Much of the religion's 
draw is directed to those who 
have questions and beliefs 
that more prominent reli- 
gions cannot answer, Bois- 
clair said. 

But, a downside to grow- 
ing awareness is the sudden 
popularity of Wicca and the 
misinformation stemming 
from Hollywood and TV ex- 
ploits such as "Charmed" and 
" Buffy the Vampire Slayer" 

"In some ways, Wicca has 
suffered from its own success 
and spread," said Zachariah 
Starr, senior in horticulture 
and treasurer of AURA. 

The sudden popularity has 
worried some that what was 
once a quiet, barely -known 
group has become flooded 
with half-truths, mass mar- 
keting schemes and pop-cul- 
ture references. 

"If you pick up a book and 
the first thing you see is a 
love potion that includes yo- 
gurt and strawberries, pot the 
book back," Boisclair said. 

Although there are pub- 
lications and writers con 
cemed with accurately por-

traying the intricacies of the 
religion, a growing number 
have moved into the field, 
hawking books with more an 
eye toward profit than honest 
depiction. 

"Ninety percent of what 
you see on the bookshelves is 
garbage," said Robert Linder, 
distinguished professor of 
history. 

"You have to be very care- 
ful, very selective." 

Linder, who teaches a 
course entitled "History of 
Witchcraft and the OccuH," 
said traditionally witches 



have not drawn attention to 
themselves, often choosing to 
pass information down from 
generation to generation. 

"The problem with that 
was real witches don't want 
to advertise themselves," he 
said. 

BVen those writers who 
are well accepted in the Wic 
can and witchcraft commu- 
nity often find themselves 
targets of criticism for put- 
ting the public light on what 
many consider a private mat- 
ter, Linder said. 

Wednesday's class was 



hardly a matter of contro- 
versy, however. The leaders 
of the discussion, Boisclair 
and Starr, laughed with the 
audience about Harry Pot- 
ter, whom neither were im- 
pressed by, and teased each 
other about varying practic- 
es. 

"Its just like real life, un- 
less you can communicate 
clearly it all gets garbled," 
Linder said. 

"The one big umbrella that 
covers all of this is religion. 
There are all kinds of beliefs 
and practices "

Even though he resigned from 
his post about 24 hours ago, he still 
deserves a warm welcome and our 
respect According to the Defense 
Department Web site, Secretary 
Rumsfeld, a former Navy pilot, has 
an impressive r£sum£ that includes 
previous experience as the White 
House Chief of Staff and Secretary 
of Defense under President Ford, 
a congressional representative and 
U.N ambassador. 

After his first stint in govern- 
mental servifc, Rumsfeld became 
the chief executive officer, presi- 
dent and chairman during his time 
with CD. Searle & Co., a world- 
wide pharmaceutical company. 

While there, Rumsfeld single- 
handedly orchestrated one of the 
greatest turnarounds in American 
corporate history. That turnaround 
earned him the Chief Executive Of- 
ficer of the year from both the Wall 
Street TranKript and the Financial 
World. 

After his work in the private 
sector, Rumsfeld returned to public 



service in {anuary 2001 to become 
the 21st Secretary of Defense in 
our nation's history under the Bush 
administration. Yet, even with 
this impressive background, there 
are those who thrash around like 
Linda Blair in the "Exorcist" at the 
very mention of his name. 

By using the most important 
constitutional right - freedom of 
speech - liberals unleash their ag- 
gression against the government 
Sadly, their version of speech is 
similar to that of a five-year-old, 
chock full of uneducated and inco- 
herent thought. 

While campaigning for Demo- 
crats - like a former Republican 
carpet-bagger from Johnson Coun- 
ty.

TVto state representatives 
earned another term in office 
in yesterday's midterm elec- 
tions. 

Democrat incumbents Syd- 
ney Corlin and Ibm Hawk, 
both of Manhattan, retained 
their seats, with comfortable 
victories over their Republican 
challenges. 

In the 66th District, C^riin 
came away with 57 percent 
of the vote for a third term in 
oflke. Hie mai^n of victory 
was better this time than in her 
2004 race against Paul Barkey 

Meamvhile, Hawk fared 
well in the 67th district, over- 
coming Dick Miller with 57.5 
percent of the votes. In his first 
congressional rim in 2004, he 
slipped by with op^ 89 more 
votes than his opponent, Joe 
McGraw 

Carlin coirunended her 
opponent for ruimlng a good 
campaign. 

"I had a challenger who 
was eager to be a representa- 
tive and ran an excellent, weU- 
financed campaign," she said. 

Carlin said that since Gov 
Kathleen Sebelius, DKan., 
was re-elected and Democrats 
won several additional seats in 
the House, they might be able 
to follow through on some leg- 
isltion they pushed during the 
past term. One of those items 
is health care. 

Carlin said she pushed last 
year for a bill that would allow 
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snail buriiwMci to participate 
in the stete heahh care plan, 
giving them a lower cost, a plan 
that would automatically cover 
all children 0-5 years old. 

"Young families, mayfoe 
those in college, would ben- 
efit,'' she said. "It would help 
you if you could keep your 
school insurance and the child 
would be covered" 

Cariin said she also helped 
pass a bill that aUowed public 
universiti^ to shop around 
for student health insurance, 
which could mean lower rates 
for students. 

"Univemties having to buy 
insurance through the state is 
cumbersome," she said.

Since he arrived at K-State, Hug- 
gins has stockpiled weapons faster 
than North Korea.

players who appear to be key compo- 
i^ents of this year's squad. 

Wednnday, Huggins announced 
the signing of four players - top- 
ranked recruit Michael Beasley and 
a trio of talented guards Factor in 
Bill Walker, who will join the team 
in l>eccmber, and you've got the top 
recruiting class in the nation, accord- 
ing to Rivals.com 

No matter haw much success he 
has, Huggins will always he hounded 
by questions about his recruiting 
tactics. At Oncinnati, he was branded 
;i win-at-all-costs coach who doesn't 
care about pesky things like gradua- 
tion rates and prison records. 

Is this reputation deserved? Six 
months and one recruiting class are 
hardly enough to make a fair judg- 
1 iicnt 

Nationally, Hug^ns took some heat 
for the perceived "package deal" that 
brought Beasley to Manhattan 

Beasley originally committed to 
Charlotte, in large part because of his 
close relationship with former Char- 
lotte assistant Dalonte Hill 

When Huggins took the job at 
K-State, one of his first moves was to 
hire Hill as an a^istant coach. Once 
Hill came to Manhattan, Beasley 
wasn't far behind. 

There's no rule against this type of 
deal, but that didn't stop critics from 
firing away 

But here's my point: as a coach, if 
you expect your players to do every- 
thing they can to win, you're obligated 
to do the same. 

If Huggins didn't do everything in 
his power to bring the best players into 
his program, he'd be selling his team 
and himself short. 

Other coaches don't have the 
clout to sign the recruits Huggins can, 
which makes him an easy target. But if 
another coach had the opportunity to 
sign Uie No. 1 recruit in the country, 
would he turn it down? 

Huggins' recruiting tactics are un- 
conventional and often controversial. 
But remember, there's no textbook on 
how to build a winning team. 

Or maybe there is, and I was just 
too cheap to buy it.

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One. One, two. One, two, three 
These are a few of the things 
Lorissa Ridley-Fink shouts out on 
a given day. Ridley- Fink owns and 
operates K.O Boxing, Gymnastics, 
Dance and Fitness at Blue Hills 
Shopping Center, and is trying to 
prove that boxing isn't just a mans 
sport. 

Ridley Pink has been boxing 
since she played an arcade game 
with a friend where a person had 
to hit a bag She ended up hitting it 
so hard it made the bells go off. She 
then began training with a Golden 
Gloves trainer in 1996 

She has 25 years of experience in 
training athletes, which accompa- 
nies the fitness classes she teaches 
at the studio. 

The former professional dancer 
began offering both credit and non- 
credit boxing classes through UFM 
in 2004 Students can take boxing 
for nien or women and then move 
on to the intermediate class 

"1 wanted to create a program 
that will appeal to men and women 
alike who have the desire to box." 
she said. 

Wesley Duey, junior in kinesiol- 
ogy, is one of those students. While 
growing up, he wanted to team how 
to box, he said 

"i always wondered how much it 
takes to be a boxer and how hard it is 
on your body, ' he said ' I also really 
enjoy watching the sport. 1 learned 
how to box around three months 
ago and box regularly around four 
times a week" 

Duey said he has learned a lot, 
including how to spar, take punches 
and throw a combination of punch- 
es. 

He said he was surprised when 
he walked into class and saw hb 
trainer was a woman, because he

thought the sport was predominate- 
ly male He has a great deal of re- 
spect for Ridley-Fink as an instruc- 
tor, however. 

"She has a lot of knowledge 
about the sport and what goes into 
It," he said, "She's great at working 
with boxers to fix any bad boxing 
form or style She also knows how 
to work people and get them to 
push themselves to be as good as 
they can be." 

Duey said he would recommend 
the class to current and future siu 
dents because it's a great workout 
and challenges the person physi- 
cally and mentally. 

Laura Smith, a trainer at the stu- 
dio, said her experience at the gym 
has been very postive. 

Smith, senior in nutrition and 
exercise sciences and dietetics, 
originally enrolled in the boxing 
for women class through UFM and 
was later asked to help out. She 
now teaches or assists with classes 
and provides nutritional advice for 
members. 

"TYaining at KG is the most re 
warding job I have ever had," she 
said "Lorissa is very knowledge- 
able about the skills she teaches and 



earns the trust of every member at 
her gym." 

Smith said she thinks it is great 
that Ridley-Fink works with both 
men and women. 

"She is proof that women don't 
have to just stick to traditional fe- 
male sports." she said. 

"In my experience, women actu- 
ally catch on to the skills in boxing a 
little faster than men do. Some men 
are reluctant to have a female box- 
ing trainer, but the men who have 
enrolled at K O, quickly develop a 
high respect for Lorissa and what 
she is accomplishing with her busi- 
ness They realize that the training 
they receive is much higher quality 
than what they would experience at 
most other boxing gyms," 

Smith said boxing is the first sport 
she has been involved in since high 
school, and agreed with Duey that 
its students receive a confidence 
boost from the class. 

Ridley-Fink said the boxers at 
her gym are training to make them- 
selves better, [lot just to fight. She 
said hers is different from other 
training gyms. 

"You get what you pay for," the 
said.

Equal Exchange, 10.000 
Villages, MarketPlacelndia 
and other small vendors hove 
booths set up with products 
including coffee, chocolate 
bars, pottery, clothing and 
jewelry. 

"Equal Exchange is a 100 



percent (air trade coffee, tea 
and cocoa company," said 
Summer Lewis, representa- 
tive for Equal Exchange. 

Equal Exchange began in 
1986 with its main office in 
Bolton, Lewis said 

"We started small, and 
now we have a full range of 
products," Lewis said. 

Equal Exchange works 
with small fanner co-ops 
around the world, Lewis 
said. 

"Our coffee comes from 
Latin America - Central and 
South America, Africa and 
Indonesia," Lewis said. 

Their tea comes from In- 
dia, Sri Lanka and South 
Africa and their chocolate 
is made with products from 
Ptru and Dominican Repub- 
lic. Lewis said. 

Another vendor, 10.000 
Villages, was started through 
the Mennonite church, Cia 
Verse he I den, professor of 
women's studies, said. 

They go around the world 
and work with artisans to 
create products that can be 
sold in North America and 
Europe.

Charles Reagan, associate of 
KState president )on Wefaid, 
said he came up with the idea 
tif dedicating the building to 
Myers nine months ago and - 
along with the president ~ has 
been organizing the event. Rea- 
gan said it wasn't hard to get it 
approved by the Kansas Board 
of Regents. 

"Do you know who Richard 
Myers is?" he said. "You can 
imagine that it's not difficult to 
rename a building after some- 
one like that." 

In a news release, Wefaid 
said the event is a fitting tribute 
tor a man who embarked on his 
successful military career in the 
building that will now bear his 
name. 

"It is good to have an alum 
that carries a name in the na- 
tion," Rysn Moss, senior m so- 
cial science, said. "If students 
interested in military science 
are deciding between different 



universities, they haive a name 
on our campus they might have 
heard in the news and therefore 
choose to come to K-State." 

Myers graduated from K- 
State in 1965 with a bachelor's 
degree in engineering. 

After graduation, Myers 
joined the Air Force through 
the Air Force ROTC program 
There, he earned an additional 
bachelor's degree in mechani- 
cal engineering, and moved 
on to command various Air 
Force operations in the United 
Stat^. He became

"It's very appropriate that 
our nation's senior defense of- 
ficial be present to recognize 
the former senior military offi-

Her agents said she took a break 
from tour rehearsals Wednesday to 
launch the fragrance, and admitted 
having a little help in designing the 
perfume. 

"I did ask my boyfriend as we 
were testing the fragrance - he 
likes it," said Minogue, who is dat- 
ing French actor Oliver Martinez 
("Unfaithful," "SWAT," "Taking 
Lives"). 

Minogue's perfume is to smell of 
pasiionfruit, freesia, lychee and san- 
dalwood. 

Her perfume will be added to the 
collection of several other celebri- 
ties breaking into the fragrance in- 
dustry, according to Sydney news- 
paper, The Australian 

Recent celebrities who also have 
joined the cologne-making band- 
wagon include Hilary Duff, the cast 
of Desperate Housewives, Sean 
"Diddy" Combs and many others. 

From going through chemother- 
apy to releasing her first children's 
book in September, some might 
think Minogue is unstoppable She 
said that through chemotherapy, 
she has been motivated to embrace 
life.

There were gasps and 
whispers in many different 
languages as Mya, the Boa 
Constrictor, was taken out 
of her cage and presented 
to the crowd. It took two 
people from the Sunset Zoo 
staff to hold her because she 
was so large. 

The Sunset Zoo showed 
reptiles and amphibians from 
around the world to resi- 
dents of lardine Apartment 
Complex at Frith Commu- 
nity Center Thursday night. 



Included were two tortoises, 
two snakes and two frogs. 

"We tried to base some of 
them from where these peo- 
ple are from," EHse Neuer, 
junior in wildlife biology, 
said. "We show them how to 
save them and their environ- 
ments. We have one Kansas 
native, some animals from 
India and Asia." 

Neuer and her assistant 
educated the crowd about 
the animals, their different 
colorings and habitats. 

This was a part of Jar- 
dine's monthly programs. 

"1 have seen this done 



before in the residence halls 
and thought it would be 
good here because we have a 
large international commu- 
nity," Dave Bartlett, resident 
assistant to jardine, said 

Animals were brought 
around to each person in the 
crowd and they were able to 
touch each animal or look 
at them closely through a 
cage. 

"It's cool because there's 
animals and you get to touch 
them," I^yanka Parajuli, 10, 
jardine resident, said. "My 
favorite is the turtles" 

Some were shocked as 



they were shown Mya, the 
boa constrictor. 

"I've never seen or 
touched a snake before," 
Ashwini Kamath, graduate 
student in civil engineering, 
said. 

The Sunset Zoo regulariy 
puts on this program, called 
the Animal Ambassador 
Program, around Manhattan 
and shows between four to 
six animals per program.

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Thefts at Jardine 
to be addressed

Residents of Jardine Apart- 
ment complex said there has 
been a problem with things 
disappearing on home -football 
game days. 

Kathy Van Steenis, Plaza 
neighborhood area coordi- 
nator for fardine, said some 
things do gel stolen, while oth- 
ers are merely displaced. 

"Most times when it is a 
bike that is stolen, people will 
lake a bike from either the east 
or west end and ride to the 
other side and leave it" Van 
Steenis said. 

She said people at Jardine 
are working to reduce crime. 

"At the beginning of the 
semester, we had people sta- 
tioned all across the complex 
to direct people walking," she 
said "When we realized that 
more things were being stolen 
after the game, we increased 
the people who stood watch 
after the game and decreased 
the number before." 

The guards also served as 
guides around the evolving 
construction areas. 

"About 90 percent of the 
people who walk through here 
are respectful and stay on the 
paths," Van Steenis said. "It's 
those other 10 percent who 
make us worry."

VMth the redevelopment 
project in progress at Jardine, 
vandalism has been minimum 
because most valuable items 
are locked up or put behind 
fences. Van Steenis said 

Skyler Harper, assistant 
director of Housing and Din- 
ing Services, said the biggest 
problem is people who knock 
fences over in an attempt to 
get to the portable bathrooms 

The project manager, Greg 
Stueve from McPherson Con- 
tractors Inc., said none of his 
tools or equipment have been 
stolen from the site since the 
beginning of the project 

"We keep a pretty good tool 
inventory." Stueve said "Hav- 
ing the police department next 
door sure doesn't huri things 
either. We also have about 200 
workers out here and if you 
aren't supposed to be here, you 
stick out." 

Many residents said they 
keep belongings locked up 
|eff T)aylor, junior in wildlife 
biology, said he will not keep 
anything of any value on the 
front porch of his apartment, 
for fear of it being stolen 

"We don't really have any- 
thing that could go on the 
porch," he said. "But if we did 
we would do all that we could 
to keep it inside."

Professor calls for cultural names for minorities, 
encourages cross-group communication 



Editor, 

Logan Adams makes many 
valid points in his editorial 
about the importance and the 
nature of diversity in media 
coverage. 1 wish to expand on 
one of his ideas. At the Thurs- 
day fonmn organized by Kim 
Baltrip, we discussed different 
terms that are appropriate to 
use with persons from differ- 
ent racial/ethnic groups, in an 
effort to reduce the negative 
effects in which such terms 
are sometimes couched. Ra- 
cial (and therefore potentially 
racist) terms like white, black, 
and Caucasian are based on 



physical appearance alone 
and tell us nothing about the 
individual person. They can 
be terms of pride uithin a 
group, but confuse the issues 
outside the group. 

Ethnic terms tike African 
American, Latino /Hispanic, 
Asian American and Na- 
tive American refer to one's 
culture, to all of our many 
ways of thinldng and doing 
things. It is the latter - that is, 
learning how to view things 
from a number of cultural 
perspectives - that is so useful 
and powerful in the world of 
work, journalism and other- 
wise. As Adams states in his 



closing remarks, "journalism 
itself can teach us diversity."

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Trent Green 
can blame 
Dick Vermeil 



Kansas City Chiefs quarterback 
IVcnt Green might be the unlucki- 
est player in professional football. 
His former 
coach, Dick Ver- 
meil, can take the 
blame for it. 

When Green 
played for Vermeil 
in 1999 with the 
St. Louis Rams, 
he was injured 
in a preseason 
game. He missed 
the season and 
watched as an unknown backup, 
Kurt Wa^er, led the team to a 13-3 
record and a Super Bowl title 

Two years later. Green followed 
Vermeil to Kansas City, and once 
again became his starting quarter- 
back. Green developed into one of 
the league's best at the position and 
flourished in Vermeil's high-pow- 
ered, timing -based offense. 

Though Vermeil retired last 
season, his offensive system has 
remained in Kansas City under new 
coach Herat Edwards. In the first 
game of the season. Green suffered 
a concussion and has been out ever 
since. 

In his absence, Damon Huard 

- a career backup who almost was 
cut from the team in the preseason 

- has filled in admirably Huard has 
led the Chiefs to a 5-3 record and is 
putting up incredible numbers: 11 
touchdowns, just one interception 
and a QB rating of 105. 

So why is this Vermeil's fauU? 

Green is in jeopardy of losing his 
job for the second time in his ca- 
reer to a player that's found success 
in his place. The reason has noth- 
ing to do with the skill levels of 
Warner and Huard and has every- 
thing to do with Vermeil's offensive 
system. 

Warner and Huard are not great 
quarterbacks; rather, they are the 
product of a system that has made 
them look much better than they 
actually are. Look at Huard before 
he entered Vermeil's offense, and 
check out Warner after he left it 
Anybody can play great in Vermeil's 
offense - heck, you probably can 
too. 

If Green needs some sympathy, 
he should seek out Warner for 
some support. Just three years after 
Stealing Green's job in St. Louis, 
Warner lost his to current Rams 
starter Marc Bulger 

Like Green, Warner missed time 
with an injury and watched help- 
lessly as Bulger stole his job That 
season, Bulger made the Pro Bowl 
and put up terrific numbers. Rams 
fans instantly forgot about all the 
success Warner had brought to 
the franchise, and many of them 
jumped on the Bulger bandwagon. 

The same thing is happening in 
Kansas City, as many Chiefs fans 
want Huard to become the full-time 
starter, even when Green returns to 
full health 

Vermeil has made his name by 
making players appear better than 
they really are. and it's helped him 
get to two Super Bowls. 

Can you blame him for that?

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Simulations provide example of 
law enforcement requirements

About 20 people attended 
the Citizen's Police Academy 
Thunday evening. 

"The purpose of the Citi- 
zens Police Academy i» to 
help citizens understand law 
enforcement. Il also helps us 
gain community baclcing," 
Brian Landon, Community 
Relations Officer, said. 

The Academy is a series 
of classroom presentations 
as well as participation ac 
tivitie*. This week's topic was 
use of force policy, which is 
the highest liability for police 
officers. 

"During this session, we 
have a lecture and then show 
the Range 3000 Training 
Simulator," Landon said 

The Range 3000 Simulator 
consists of a computer LCD 
projector, multiple cameras, 
speakers and a floor-to-ceil- 
ing drop screen The simula- 



tor portrays real -life scenari- 
os that involve all regulation 
weapons and equipment, 
but instead of real ammuni- 
tion, all equipment uses laser 
lights, which are necessary to 
interact with the simulator 
screen. 

Officers can run through 
nearly any scenario they 
could encounter, with offi- 
cers' reactions triggering re- 
sponses from the simulator, 

In one simulation, a sus- 
pect charged with aggravated 
assault is walking away from 
the officer. 

The simulation has two 
different outcomes, and only 
the officer running the com- 
puter can control the out- 
come. 

The officer being tested 
has to respond to either situ- 
ation. 

In one situation, the of- 
ficer is fired upon by the 
suspect. In the second, the 
suspect puts his hands up 



and is arrested. 
"The problem with this type 
of simulation is that you are 
still lust shooting at a screen," 
said Lt. Tim Hegarty of the 
Riley County Police Depart- 
ment. "This IS ihe reason for 
the new. real life simulation" 

For the real -life simula- 
tion, officers dress up in 
full -protective gear and are 
equipped with all the equip- 
ment necessary in a real-life 
scenario, including a hand 
gun (with a modification kit 
that fires detergent filled bul- 
lets), pepper spray, flashlights 
and a baton. 

This simulation began 
last luly, Hegarty said. The 
scenario Involves one police 
officer and actors portraying 
suspects. If necessary, an of- 
ficer may fire upon an actor 
the with detergent -filled bul- 
lets 

However, officers try to re- 
frain from firing their weap- 
ons, h« said. 



"Most officers don't shoot 
people very often, which can 
be a negative thing in situ- 
ations when faced with an 
armed suspect," Hegarty said, 
"This is why the real- life sim- 
ulations are so important." 

Students in the program 
expressed positive feedback 
about the presentation. 

"This program is excel- 
lent," said Steve Greinke, 
Ogden, Kan., City Council 
member. "I was skeptical of 
the program at first but now 
1 am very impressed. Most 
people don't know what goes 
on in law enforcement" 

Kathy Anderson, who 
works at the Riley County 
Courthouse, said she works 
closely with law enforcement 
and feh the training session 
was a good opportunity to 
see what goes on. 

"We also wanted to know 
what we need to do in dif- 
ferent scenarios," Anderson 
said

Journalism and Mass Com- 
munications, said Miller has 
played a key role in reporting 
about the wars in Iraq, She 
said Miller has had a. lot of 
good associations with high 
officials in the government, 
and has used that to her ad- 
vantage, Hawever, some crit- 
ics have said she used the 
information she received to 
promote the war, 

"It will be interesting to 
see how she counters all of 



the criticism she's received in 
recent years," Powers said

versial but influential figure 
in the news," IH)wers said,

RUMSFELD | Uses historical Cold War 
example to help Americans identify with Iraq war

muit wofk together. 

"There's some similarities between the 
Cold War and the struggle we face today, 
but this long war represents and presents 
unprecedented challengi^ for us, wholly 
unlike any the United States have ever 
faced," he said. 

Charies Reagan, chairman uf the Land- 
on Lecture Series, said there were between 
4,500 and 5.000 people in attendance. 

"For an U o'clock lecture, I was very 
pleased with the turnout," Reagan said "It 
could not have gone more perfect, from my 
point-of-view" 

Reagan said while in Kansas, Rums- 
feld alao visited the Eisenhower Center in 
Abilene, and troops at Fort Riley 

During the 25-minule question-and- 
answer period, Rumsfeld was asked what 
challenges the new defense secretary might 
face. Despite advancements made in Iraq 
like ratablishing a stock market and free 
ptess and Iraqis voting in elections, Rums- 
feld said there is work to be done. 

"It is very clear that the major combat 
operations were an enormous success. It is 
clear that in phase two of this, it has not 
been going well enough or fast enough,' he 
said. 

In his lifetime, Rumsfeld said he has 
seen the United States triumph over dic- 
tators and lyraimies and is convinced the 
country's leaders will make the correct 
choices. 

"As we look back on th(MC crucial years 
during the Cold War, so too our grandchil- 
dren will one day look back on this Ume 



as a defining moment in American history," 
Rumsfeld said "History will judge whether 
this generation did all we could to defeat a 
vicious, extremist enemy that threatens our 
security, our freedom and our very way of 
life- 
Ben Davis, presid«it of College Repub- 
licans, said he thought Rumsfeld's lecture 
uras intelligent and articulate. 

"I think he did an excellent job of ar- 
ticulating where our country stands in the 
global War on Ttrror," said Davis, junior in 
political science and pre-law. "He brought 
up a lot of history, which is good, and 
knowing where we came from can help 
solve potential problems in the future." 

Aaron Apel, president of Young Demo- 
crats, said while he enjoyed Rumsfeld's ref 
erences to the Cold War during the lecture. 
he also wondered why Rumsfeld didn't use 
history to develop an in-depth plan for re- 
construction in Iraq. 

"At the same time, it seems like he's just 
kind of sticking by what he's always said 
and isn't offering any new solutions or lines 
of what should be done," Apel, senior in 
philosophy and political science, said. "1 
don't think he really wants to speak his 
mind on issues, but 1 think it's better that 
he doesn't. They should let the new Sec- 
retary of Defense develop that new line of 
thought." 

McKenzie Grace, freshman in pre-nurs- 
ing, also said she was impn^sed overall 
with Rumsfeld's lecture. 

"1 came because it's important to see 
someone who is making decisions for our 
country," Grace said. "It's awesome that K- 
State has these opportunities for students''

Rumsfeld, along with Myers, a former 
Chairman of the |oint Chiefs of Staff, 
Kansas Rep. |erry Moran, RKan., and a 
host of other dignitaries all were on hand 
for the renaming of the Military Science 
Building in honor of Myers, a 1965 K- 
State graduate in mechanical engineering 
and K-State's Air Force ROTC program. 

"General Myers, I've seen you in ac- 
tion many times, but your introduction 
to the Secretary was so personal and so 
touching and so relevant, it was beauti- 
ful," K-State [Resident Wefald said. 

The ceremony was a patriotic fanfare 
for a man who devoted his hfe to the mili- 
tary. Those in uniform snapped salutes as 
the Big Red One band struck up the "Star 
Spangled Banner," punctuated by the oc- 
casional quiet singer, and Walter Ehlers, 
who earned the Congressional Medal of 
Honor during World War II, received his 
second standing ovation of the day. 

"This is certainly a thrill for me," We 
fald said. 

"I think this is definitely a high hon- 
or for Kansas State University, that we 
are able to dedicate this military science 
building in your honor" 

Wefald's speech focused on the circular 
path of Myer's professional life, beginning 
as a K-State student and ROTC cadet and 
returning as a Foundation Professor of 
Military History But Myers is more than 
a feather in the university's cap.

Rumsfeld re- 
called (he poignant "Faces of the Fallen" 
ceremony held at Arlington National 
Cemetery in Arlington, Va 

"Long after remarks were over and a 
lot of people had left. General Myers was 
still there, talking to family members who 
wanted to have a word with him." he said. 
"There was nothing more important in his 
life than standing there visiting with each 
family member who wanted to talk." 



Myers said after his first difficuU se- 
mester as a student, no one - not even his 
parents or himself - could have predicted 
his astounding achievements. 

"I had no idea that the circle of my last 
phase of life would be complete by nam- 
ing a building after mc - 1 thought you 
had to be dead," he said 

Myers said despite the challenges of his 
career he has kept in touch with former 
classmates and fraternity brothers, and 
occasionally would even receive notes 
from former K-State football head coach 
Bill Snyder and his wife Sharon. 

But Myers' largest praise was reserved 
for the assembled ROTC cadets 

"Of all the people I'm honored to be 
with most today, it's the young men and 



women who are circling around here 
wearing the Army and tht- Air Force (uni- 
form)," he said. 

For the cadets, seeing one of their own 
who rose to the top was an exhilarating 
experience. 

"It gives you an idea as to what it takes 
to makf it in the world," said Air Force 
Cadet Durraii McEuen, senior in electri- 
cal engineering "If you're one of those 
cadets that aspire to be a life lung military 
member you've got inspiration" 

Inspiration, and the ability to rib the 
Army cadets that the building is named 
for a die-hard Air Force officer.

A small group of protesters lined the 
sidewalk outside of Bramlage Coliseum 
Thursday as people streamed into the 
building to listen to the Landon Lecture 
presented by Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld.

Both women are members of Manhattan 
Alliance of Peace and Justice 

During the protest, Doll said she did not 
want people walking into the lecture see 
her and think she was not supporting the 
troops when she was upset about the war. 

"We are in suppori of the troops, and 
people get the perception that we're not 
because we're against the war," Doll said. 
"So, that would be a message 1 would want 



to get out loud and strong is that 1 have 
nothing against the troops" 

With three sons of a simitar age to many 
soldiers who are fighting abroad, Doll said 
her heart goes out to the soldiers' families. 

"That's what breaks my heart about this 
whole thing is other mothers losing their 
sons." she said. 

With Rumsfeld's resignation, Doll said 
the protest at the site of his first appearance 
after the resignation was different than she 
thought it would be 

"I thought about not coming today be- 
cause I don't know what message I have 
right now because, obviously, 1 wanted 
Rumsfeld out, and he is," Doll said. 

White Katie Gattin, junior in public rela- 
tions, stood outside of Bramlage to protest 
with K-State's A Campus Taking Initiative 
on Nonviolence (ACTION), she said she 
got a ticket to go inside and listen to Rums 
feld 

"1 want to hear what he has to say." she 
said.

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Group provides 
for injured vets

A soldier wounded in duty 
will be present for the coin 
toss of nearly every college 
football game for Veteran's 
day Saturday. 

Lonnie Moore, a 2000 K- 
Statc graduate who lost his 
leg while serving in Iraq, was 
chosen for the coin toss in K- 
StBte's game against Texas 

Moore also is the president 
of the board of directors for 
the Wounded Warriors Proj- 
ect, an organization that helps 
troops injured in duty transi- 
tion back to civilian life. 

The Wounded Warriors 
Project organized the pres- 
ence of injured soldiers at the 
football games in collabora- 
tion with the National Ath- 
letic Coordinators and Direc- 
tors Association. 

"We want to have a soldier 
at as many games as possible 
to spread the message of the 
Wounded Warriors Project 
- to get out there and get rec- 
ognized." Moore said "Being 
at K-State, my alma mater, is 
a very humbling experience, 
and I am honored to do it." 

Moore participated in 
ROTC while at K-State, and 
was assigned to Port Riley as 
a commissioned officer after 
graduation. 

After serving in Iraq for 
eight months, he lost his leg 
when his vehicle was hit with 
a grenade. 

He returned home in April 
2004 to medical retirement 
and a long recovery, he said. 

One of Moore's instructors 
at K-State, Arthur DeGroat, 
director of K-State's military 
affairs, said Moore has a lot 
of military knowledge and ex- 
perience. 

"He's just a good Kansas 
guy and a good K-Stater try- 
ing to make a difference in the 
world," DeGroat said. "It's 
pretty powerful testimony to 
the graduates of K-State." 

After his rehabilitation, 
Moore worked as a spokes- 



person for the Wounded War- 
riors Project 

The organization provides 
backpacks to hospitalized 
soldiers that contain cloth- 
ing, toiletries and other ne- 
cessities. 

It also offers counseling, 
as well as adaptive sports and 
recreation programs. 

An important part of its 
work, Moore said, is the uni- 
fied legislative voice it pro- 
vides to injured soldiers 

In a recent lobby to Con- 
gress, he said, it won an addi- 
tion to the current life insur- 
ance plan for soldiers. 

This plan will provide 
soldiers returning from war 
with serious injuries between 
$25,000 and $100,000 to 
smooth their transition to ci- 
vilian life. 

Moore said he was chosen 
to be president of the orga- 
nization by a group that in- 
cluded a press adviser, a for- 
mer secretary for the United 
States Department of Vet- 
erans Affairs and other vet- 
erans because he represents 
this generation of wounded 
soldiers. 

"It's an honor to serve 
your country, especially for 
those who enter the service 
after the war," Moore said. 
'That really shows a love of 
country and of family and of 
Cod For those that were in 
before the war, we really ap- 
preciate the sacrifices that 
they've given and that they 
continue to give in service " 

Will LaChance, senior 
in secondary education and 
member of K-State's ROTC 
program, said he is glad 
K-State will recognize the 
Wounded Warriors Project 
on Saturday. 

"When we think of war, 
we have a tendency to think 
only about the operations 
and such,' LaChance said. 
"We don't necessarily focus 
on the aftermath. For this to 
make people who have made 
sacrifices in the forefront, 
then that is a great thing."

the transition Williams un- 
dertook to play his roles. 
Though black, Williams still 
donned blackface makeup 
and lipstick to become the 
caricature he is remembered 
for 

This makeup covers 
more than just the face, it's a 
mask." 

But, Williams is only one 
of a litany of acts which in- 
cludes slavery, slam poetry 
and tVuth's famous mono- 
logue. 

"I think it's a little differ- 
ent," Serge Tubene, senior in 
geography, said "Through 
the act I can see the the 
pain. I can see the hatred, 
the struggle." 

The second act was a me- 
nagerie of scenes, dealing 
with issues like AIDS, vio- 
lence, stereotypes and war. 

But there is no one moral 
to the story, only an exhibi- 
tion of the various types and 
difficulties in black theater. 
Additionally, Peldman is 
attempting (o bring to the 
spotlight a difficult time in 
Ebony Theatre's history. 



"The reason why I make 
it a pretty strong statement, 
that black theater is alive, 
it is vital, it is important, it 
is just not funded," she said. 
"Ebony is going through a 
transition phase where the 
future of Ebony is still very 
much up in the air, we don't 
really know what's going to 
happen." 

Problems stem from sev- 
eral sources - money, time 
and resources - but Feld- 
man said the largest obsta- 
cle is the lack of attention, 
and even more challenging, 
a lack of black artists at K- 
State. 

•It's black people. If you 
look around, K-State isn't 
the best at having retention 
rates." she said. "You only 
get a certain amount of mi- 
norities, and even fewer who 
are interested in theater." 

Additionally, Peldman 
said a lack of coverage for 
an award-winning program 
creates disillusionment and 
a feeling that the university's 
priorities are off-killer 

"Ebony Theatre was at the 
Kennedy Center in April," 
she said. "This is the biggest 



thing that's ever happened to 
this department, but because 
it's not Big 12 (Conference) 
sports it doesn't get cover- 
age." 

Even addressing the issuei 
presents a logistical chal- 
lenge. Peldman said drawing 
people's attention to issues • 
affecting a theater group fo- 
cused on racial works with- 
out presenting the dilemma 
simply as a race issue it a 
complex challenge. 

"The reason why I care 
about Ebony so much is be- 
cause Ebony's mission is to 
put controversial issues on 
stage." she said. "Because 
sometimes that's the easiest 
way to deal with things" 

But through her efforte 
Peldman dislikes the use of 
the word education, prefer- 
ring instead to provoke her 
audience into examining is- 
sues critically. 

"I'm just trying to put 
it out there 1 want people 
to think," she said. "I don't 
know if they'll team any- 
thing, but as long as they're 
thinking about it, they'll 
come to their own conclu- 
sions."

At beat, Will Ferrell 's career 
could b« described as hit-and-miss 

After some great cameos and 
minor rotes in films like "Aus- 
tin Powers," "jay and Silent Bob 
Strike Back" and "Zoolander," 
he finally struck box office gold 
as a middle-aged frat boy in "Old 
School " It was his shinin([ mo- 
ment, and he's never topped it. 

Sure, arguments could be made 
that "Anchorman: The Legend of 
Ron Burgundy" is Ferrell at his 
best. 

It's definitely funny, but it's too 
random and insincere to shake off 
the impression that everyone was 
trying just a little too hay) 

It was mostly downhill from 
there. "Kicking and Screaming," 
"Elf," "Bewitched," and a cameo 
in the vastly overrated "Wedding 
Crashers" had me worried that 
maybe Ferrell wasn't overused 

He wa* just over 

Luckily, I was wrong. 

In "Stranger Than Fiction," 
Ferrell proves he has more up his 
sleeve than gimmicky characters 
who rely on their over-the-top 
personalities to entertain. 

In fact, his character. Harold 
Crick, hardly has a personality at 
all. 

Crick is an I RS agent who lives 
a dull existence. 

He carries out an excruciatingly

It's sad but interesting to see 
Ferrell play a shy, subdued charac- 
ter. 

Harold Crick doesn't drink, he 
can't talk to women, and he defi- 
nitely won't be streaking across 
the quad anytime soon. 

It's all highlighted by graphs 
and charts that pop up to explain 
his routine. 

It's an interesting artistic de- 
vice that could easily have been 
overused Luckily the filmmakers 
showed some restraint. 

Fortunately for the viewer, his 
dull life only lasts a few minutes 
into the film. 

One morning he starts his usual 
routine with a small twist He 
has a narrator - a narrator who 
speaks accurately and with a bet- 
ter vocabulary 

The narrator isn't a paranoid 
creation spawned from years of 
boredom She's author Karen 
Eiffel (Emma Thompson). She's 
writing a book, and Crick is the 
main character. 

At first it's awkward, but her 
narration doesn't provide anything 
more than a distraction to Crick's 
uneventful life Then she reveals

From this point on, the film 
moves in multiple directions, but 
director Marc Forster ("Finding 
Neverland," "Monster's Ball") 
carefully avoids this dangerous op- 
portunity to confuse and alienate 
the audience. 

Crick begins meeting with a 
literature professor (Dustin Hoff- 
man) in an attempt to find the

His awkward social demeanor 
and impending confrontation with 
mortality make him more lovable 
and relatable than any character 
he's previously played. 

Some people might sec "Strang- 
er Than Fiction" as a clever com- 
mentary on free will or destiny 

Dustin Hoffman even seems to 
play the same character he played 
in "I (heart) Huckabees," another 
existential comedy. 

While these connections are 
understandable, it would be better 
to take this movie at face value. 

It's not a masterpiece, but it is 
successful for a comedy with aspi- 
rations of emotional relevance. 

It's smart, funny, and even the 
most jaded moviegoers should 
leave with a smile on their face,

It was one of the most 
memorable perform a nc- 
ei in recent college 
football history. Vince 
Young - the quarterback for 
the I^XBS Longhoms last sea- 
son - almost single-handedly 
led his team to a 41-38 vic- 
tory over Southern California 
in the national champion- 
ship, passing for 267 yard) 
and rushing for 200 yards and 
three touchdowns. 

Young was an instant col- 
lege football icon. The image 
of him crossing the goal line 
-for the winning touchdown 
with 19 seconds lemaining 
has been played on countless 
highlight reels since that Jan. 
4 game. 

It was widely believed 
that Young - then a junior 
- would stick around for his 
senior year. However, after 
receiving instant star status 
as a result of his Rose Bowl 
performance, he opted to take 
the money and bolt for the 
NFL. 

"(l^xas coach) Mack 
Brown will tell you that 
even after the Rose Bowl, he 
thought Vince was coming 
back," said Joseph Duarte, 
a I^xas beat writer for the 
Houston Chronicle "He had 
no idea. They had to make a 
lot of adjustments on the fly 
when Vince left. He kind of 
left them in a bad situation." 

Enter Colt McCoy, a small- 
town kid from west Texas 
who redshirted last year and 
learned from Young. 

McCoy arrived at Texas 
in 2005 after an outstanding 
high school career in Tuscola, 



Texas - a town of about 700 
people. Coached by his father. 
Brad McCoy, at Class 2A Jim 
Ned High School, McCoy had 
a 34-2 record as a quarter- 
back. 

He compiled 9,344 yards 
and 116 touchdowns in his 
career and ranks as the all- 
time leading passer in Texas 
2A history. Perhaps all of his 
accomplishments were over- 
shadowed by what he did off 
the field. McCoy had a 98.2 
GPA on a 100- point scale and 
- among other things - spent 
three days a week for two 
years tutoring underprivileged 
children. 

Whatever McCoy accom- 
plished in high school, there 
were still a lot of doubts that 
his small-town success would 
transfer over to big-time col- 
lege football. 

"We knew Colt had a lot 
of ability, we knew he would 
be a good player, but we just 
didn't know when," Brown 
said. "He's handled all the at- 
tention so well - and usually 
freshman quarterbacks have a 
setback somewhere - but he's 
keeping his head in the game 
and deflecting a lot of the at- 
tention to his teammates." 

Vince Young left a hole to 
fill, but whoever took over for 
him was set up for success 
with so many returning start- 
ers from the national champi 
onship squad. McCoy entered 
the season in a tight race with 
another Texas high school 
stud - true freshman Jevan 
Sncad. 

McCoy earned the starting 
job and has never looked back. 
He's led his team to a 9-1 re- 
cord - the only loss being to 
No. 1 Ohio State ~ throwing 



for 27 touchdowns and only 
four interceptions. It's almost 
inevitable that he'll break the 
record for touchdown passes 
by a freshman - Nevada's Da- 
vid Neill set the record with 
29 in 1998. 

K-State coach Ron Prince 
has seen his share of good 
quarterbacks, and he com- 
pared McCoy to one of to- 
day's best - three-time Super 
Bowl champion Tbm Brady. 

"I try not to make outland- 
ish statements, but 1 see a 
lot of the same things in Mc- 
Coy that t see in Tbm Brady," 
Prince said "He is very 
poised, very calm. Everybody 
else seems to be comfortable 
in this spread offense, and he 
has shown to be nothing less 
than spectacular." 

Probably the greatest sign 
of McCoy's poise and matu- 
rity took place in the Long- 
homs' game at Texas Tech on 
Oct. 28 Texas trailed the Red 
Raiders 21-0 after the first 
quarter, but the team didn't 
panic McCoy calmly led 
Texas back to a 35-31 victory, 
throwing for 256 yards and 
four touchdowns. 

"We decided and told him 
we were going to trust him 
and turn him loose," Brown 
said. "Now we re throwing the 
ball nearly 30 times a game, 
so we're giving him more op- 
portunities." 

McCoy's production so far 
this season has been so good 
he's now being mentioned

1 think this kid 
at the very least deserves a 
trip to New York among the 
finalists What a great story 
that would be - there'd prob- 
ably be more people on his 
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hotel floor than there were in 
his hometown." 

McCoy's tactics are a little 
out of the ordinary. He be- 
gins every game by asking 
everyone in the huddle who 
stole his Snickers, just to get 
a laugh out of his teammates 
His runs, however awkward 
they might look, almost al- 
ways get enough yardage for 
the first down. 

McCoy is no Vince Young. 



Word around l^xas is there 
will never be another Vince 
Young. But McCoy is doing 
as good a job as anyone could 
in Young's footsteps, and he's 
won over his teammates in 
the proc«s. 

"They like him, they be- 
lieve in him, and they fol- 
low him," Duarte said. "They 
would take a bullet for Vince 
Young, and now they'll take a 
bullet for him" 
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Texas obsession 

Everything is, 'bigger in Texas,' but nothing is bigger in the state than high school football 
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On Friday nighti in 
the fall in Texai, 
there'! only one 
thing to do. 

It doein't matter where 
you are. Whether It'l a imall 
town in weit T^xe* of about 
500 or H booming metropo- 
lli with 4,9 million people, 
high school football is on the 
mind of many Tcxani on Fri- 
day nighti, 

According to T^xasHS- 
PootbaU.com, it many as 
one in 1 5 Texas reiidents are 
attending, playing, coaching 
or taking part in actlvitlei at 
a high ichool football game. 
In rural areas, this number is 
much greater. 

Every year the Univer- 
sity of Texas recruits almost 
all of Its players from within 
the state - a statement that 
the quality of football there 
is top-notch. In fact, 107 of 
the 118 players on the Long- 
horns' roster are from Texas, 
leading some to believe Tex- 
as coach Mack Brown has 
somewhat of an advantage. 

Remember former Long- 
horn quarterback/current 
NFL star Vince Young? He 
was a Houston native Once 
he was gone. Brown replaced 
him with another Texas high 
school stud - Colt McCoy 
from tiny Tuscola, Texas. 

"Mack Brown was called 
'Coach February' before the 
Longhoms won the national 
championship (last season)," 
said }ohn McClain, a sports 
columnist for the Houston 
Chronicle "In other words, 
he was an outstanding re- 
cruiter who couldn't win the 
big game. Then he did. We've 
said for years that if players 
from Texas stayed in Texas, 
our top college programs 
would all be ranked in the 
top 10 One reason Bill Sny- 
der was able to turn around 
the K-Statc program was his 
ability to recruit in Texas."

When Mack Brown took 
the coaching job at Texas in 
1998, he knew all about the 
lofty expec- 
tations, high 
standards 
and unreal- 
istic goals 
he would 
have to at- 
tain. 

After 
seven years 

on the job, 

Brown had ted the Long- 
horns to an overall record of 
70-19. That was good enough 
for seven straight bowl games 
(including four wins), two 
appearances in the Big 12 
Conference Championship 
game (1999 and 2001) and a 
trip to the hot seat 

Despite turning in three 
11 -win seasons from 2001 
to 2004, the Texas faithful 
wanted Brown fired. He was 
attacked from all angles. 

But Brown understood the 
criticisms and knew he would 
continue to feel pressure until 
he came through, because to 
coach at Texas you must meet 
three criteria: 

1. B«al Oklahoma 

2. Win a National Cham- 
pionship 

3. Do It ail over again 
From 2000 to 2004, 

Brown's Longhoms couldn't 
get past step one Not only 
did they lose five straight 
games to rival Oklahoma. 



but many of the games 
weren't even close. Two of 
their losses were by 49 points 
and 52 points. The Long- 
homs failed to score more 
than 14 poinU four times, and 
twice gave up more than 60 
points. Their average margin 
of defeat: 27 points 

The problem wasn't the 
players Brown had some of 
the best recruiting classes 
in the nation, pulling gifted 
athletes out of the talent-rich 
state of Texas and stockpiling 
depth at all the skill posi- 
tions No, the problem was 
Brown. 

Tbxas beat inferior learns 
and unrankcd non -confer- 
ence opponents They beat 
a majority of the teams in 
the Big 12, When it came to 
playing a Tbp-10 team how- 
ever, the Longhoms took a 
Texas-sized tumble, and were 
a lousy 3-10 in those games 

That was until Vince 
Young came along and saved 
Brown's career He helped 
Brown change a coaching 
philosophy that simply did 
not work. Brown's old- 
school, business-like ap- 
proach was falling flat with 
his players In the weeks 
leading up to big games (like 
Oklahoma), Brown pres- 
sured his players to perform 
and overworked them - both 
physically and mentally. 
Then, come game day, he 
would tell them tu relax and 



play with poise. 

It didn't make sense. 

Young reminded Brown 
he had to loosen up a little; 
he had to have more fun. He 
made Brown understand it's 
OK to be crazy at limes, and 
the game is more enjoyable 
when you can appreciate the 
positives rather than dwell on 
the negatives 

Brown listened to his star 
quarterback and began to 
take an interest in his players' 
lifestyles. He learned what 
an iPod was, listened to rap 
music, and was even caught 
dancing a few times The 
pressure was lifted, and soon 
enough the results would fol- 
low. 

The Longhoms beat Okla- 
homa in 2003 and finished 
with an unbeaten record and 
a national championship. 
Heading into their game 
against K- Stale on Saturday, 
the Longhoms are 9- 1 this 
season and have an outside 
shot at advancing to the BCS 
Championship Game. 

With a fan base that's 
finally behind him and a 
lengthy long-term contract. 
Brown is reaching his poten- 
tial. 

Needless to say, he is en- 
joying the ride.

Texas roster full of playmakers 
on both sides of the football

It's almost impossible, as 
the No 4- ranked team in the 
coimtry is simply loaded with 
playmakers. 

Texas comes to Snyder 
Family Stadium with one of 
the most balanced attacks in 
the country, and it will be on 
display Saturday night when 
the Wildcats play host to the 
Longhoms at 7 p.m. The of- 
fense puts up 39.2 points per 
game, which is filth in the na- 
tion, and it is third in the con- 
ference with 409.7 yards per 
game. 

Ttexas' defense also is ex- 
tremely talented. The Long- 
homs have the second best 
rush defense in the country, 
allowing only 45.1 yards rush- 
ing per game. The defense has 
also only allowed three rush 
ing touchdowns all season 

The defense isn't completely 
flawless, and it suffers in pass 



defense. During Big 12 Confer- 
ence play, the Longhoms are 
last in the conference in pass 
defense, allowing 295.8 yards 
per game. 

LONGHORN OFFENSE 

Freshman quarterback Colt 
McCoy has taken over as the 
leader of the team after Vince 
Young went to the NFL last 
year. He has thrown for 2,05 1 
yards this year and has 27 
touchdowns. He also is second 
in the country in pass efficien- 
cy, 

K-State football coach Ron 
Prince said McCoy is one 
of the best quarterbacks the 
Wildcats will face this season, 
but one reason for his success 
is because of the numerous 
threats he has around him. 

"He has a really fine option 
in No. 4 {wide receiver Limas 
Swecd)," Prince said "I don't 
know if we faced someone 
quite like this wide receiver. It 
puts you in a dilemma. If you 
try to do too many things to 
double-cover him, their run- 
ning game is significant enough 



to really hurt you. Between the 
quarterback being very ac- 
curate and poised, having an 
option that most people can't 
defend one on -one, and a run- 
ning game that can hurt you if 
you don't have eight people in 
the box, that explains why this 
team is where they are statisti- 
cally." 

Sweed averages 7 1 yards re- 
ceiving per game during con- 
ference play, and has 10 touch- 
downs through 10 games. The 
running hack tandem of Jamaal 
Charles and Selvin Young av- 
erage a combined 1173 yards 
per game Together, Ihey have 
punched the ball into the end 
zone nine times Charles alone 
is third in the conference with 
his 75.3 yards on the ground 
per game. 

"Texas' offense is really 
good," defensive tackle Quin- 
tin Echols said. "After watch- 
ing them on film, they deserve 
all the props and pubs that 
they're getting. It's just up to 
us as a defense to work hard 
in practice all week and put 
a game plan together to stop 
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them I don't think anybody 
on our team is intimidated by 
them. We are a big-time team, 
and it's time for us to show 
that." 

LONGHORN DEFENSE 

The defense is anchored by 
defensive end Tim Crowder, 
who is second in sacks with 
5.5 during conference play He 
is third in the Big 12 with 12 
tackles (or loss and he also has 
added 15 quarterback pres- 
sures 

'They have a defensive end. 
No. 80 (Crowder), who is in an 
elite nature," Prince said. "By 
himself, he could wreck the 
game. They've got a number of 



players like this on the roster. 
This team is very impressive on 
tape, very well coached. With 
that said, 1 like our chances. 
We like playing here We ex- 
pect to play well. If we can 
play well, I think we'll win the 
game. We're not coaching dif- 
ferent - it's just that the chal- 
lenges are different ." 

Most of the other game- 
changers are in the secondary. 

Comerback Aaron Ross 
leads this experienced bunch, 
and is tied for first during con- 
ference play with his four in- 
terceptions. The two safeties 
are twin brothers - Michael 
and Marcus Griffin. Michael 
is the better player statisti- 



cally, right behind Ross with 
his three interceptions during 
Big 12 play He also averages 
7.2 tackles per game, which is 
the sbcth best in the conference 
among defensive backs 

"After watching them on 
tape, I definitely think they 
are some of the biggest and 
strongest guys we've faced all 
year," offensive lineman Logan 
Robinson said. "We've played 
teams that have really good 
defensive ends or a really good 
linebacker, but this is a good 
team all around. They've got 
good players at every position 
and it's just something that we 
have to concentrate on for our 
practices and for the game."

Balanced defense, good start, key to 
stopping Longhorns on Saturday

Coach Ron Prince won 
the games he wat supposed 
to win and guided the Wild- 
cats to bowl eligibility in his 
first season. Now, Prince has 
a chance for a signature win 
against the No 4 Texas Long- 
horns. Here's what the Wild- 
cats must do to pull off the 
upset. 

1. GOOD AVERAGE 
START 

OK, here's a math lesson 
involving the average-start 
statistic, one of Prince's fa 
vorites. Against Colorado, 
K-State*s average starting 
position was its own 37 yard- 
line (37.167, to be exact). 
Colorado's average start was 
its own 24, a difference of 13 
yards. Extrapolate that over 
the course of a game ( 1 1 pus 
sessions, let's say), and Colo- 
rado needed to outgain the 
Wildcats by almost 150 yards 
to score the same number of 
points. K-State will need that 
kind of average-start differ- 
ential against Texas' high- 
powered offense.

K-State will need to slow 
down the speedy sophomore, 
who also is an All American 
sprinter for the Texas track 
and field squad 
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3. PLAY BALANCED 
DEFENSE 

That said, K-State can't 
sell out against the run, be- 
cause Texas quarterback Colt 
McCoy is more than capable 
of winning a game through 
the air. 'i don't think we can 
go into the game and take 
one aspect of their offense 
away, because the other one 
can beat you," Prince said. 
"I think we need to be very 
balanced from a defensive 
standpoint, so they have to 
execute whatever play they 
have called and diagnose it 
on the snap." 

4. LOST IN THE CROWD 

For the second week in a 
row, K-State faces a domi- 
nant defensive end. Texas' 



Tim Crowder ranks fifth in

Former reporter says balancing civil liberties, security difficult

Journalists and US citizens face 
tension in limes of war between pro- 
tecting national security and defend 
tng civil liberties, a 
former investigative 
reporter for The New 
York Times said Fri- 
day. 

"I believe now 
more than ever that 
such demands for 
journalists' sources 
must be resisted if 
the free ajid inde 
pendent press is to continue to exist in 
America," (uditfi Miller, a best selling 
author and IHilitzer I^ze winner, said 
during her lecture in Forum Hall. 




Miller 
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Miller was the keynote speaker of 
"Community Readiness Communi- 
cations: Accurate Messages in Times 
of Crisis." 

The three-day workshop, spon- 
sored by the A Q, Miller School of 
lournalism and Mass Communica- 
tions and the Huck Boyd National 
Center for Community Media, was 
funded by the McCormick Tiribune 
Foundation 

Miller spent 85 days in jail in 
2005 after refusing to reveal a source 
in the Valerie Plame case - twice as 
long as any other American reporter 
has ever spent for the same reason 
She left The New York Times in No- 
vember 2005, shortly after her re- 
lease from jail. 

The US Congress should quickly 
pass a federal shield law that pro- 



tects journalists from revealing their 
confidential sources, Miller said. 

"While this is an issue that we 
journalists are forced to obsess 
about, by and large, the public does 
not yet understand that its access to 
information and their freedom may 
be jeopardized by the onslaught 
against the press," she said, "We in 
the press, once again, need to do a 
better job at making citizens under- 
stand what's going on and why they 
should care about it" 

Miller said while the Bush admin- 
istration took necessary steps after 
the Sept. U, 2001, terrorist attacks 
to enhance the nation's seeurity, 
some key press freedoms still are in 
danger of violation. 

The US government spent $7.2 
billion in 2004 on stamping 156 



million documents as top secret, se- 
cret or confidential, she said. 

"Civil liberties, and in particular, 
some essential press freedoms, are 
in danger now of being sacrificed at 
the altar of national security without 
visibly strengthening our collective 
safety and our security," she said 
"The pendulum, the balance be- 
tween national security and civil lib 
erties, I think, may be swinging too 
far towards security and away from 
our precious freedoms " 

In addition to addressing press 
freedoms, Miller also said Internet 
blogging has blurred the lines of pro- 
fessional journalism. 

"We are glad to welcome them 
into our community as long as they 
agree to abide by certain hard- fast 
rules of journalism," she said. 



Angela Powers, director of the 
journalism school, said Fred Brock, 
assistant professor of journalism and 
mass communications, suggested 
Miller as a speaker for the workshop 
because she co authored "Gemu: 
Biological Weapons and America's 
Secret War " The book, discusses 
Sept. 11, 2001, and anthrax-letter 
attacks. 

Miller's lecture also correlated 
directly to the workshop in its ad- 
dress of coverage of sensitive issues, 
Powers said. 

"The fact that she talked about 
journalists being able to quote in- 
formation and withhold source* 
when needed was important," Pow- 
ers said. "Our students need to know 
they need to fight for the need for 
confidential sources "

Despite poor shooting from field, Wildcats capture 
narrow season-opening victory over William & Mary

Mayfoe Bill Walker will help 
the K-State men's basket- 
ball team more than every- 
one thought. 

After K- State's season-opening 70- 
60 victory over William & Mary to tip 
off the Bob Huggins era. Walker - the 
highly- rated recruit who will join 
the team in December - came onto 
the court at BramJage Coliseum and 
did something every current Wildcat 
struggled to do during the game 

Walker calmly drained jump shot 
after jump shot, a welcome sight for 
those who hung around after the 
Wildcats' 24-of-80 field-goal shooting 
performance. 

The 80 field -goal attempts were one 
short of the Bramlage record of 81 set 
in 1990. Only one KState player shot 
50 percent - fi-eshman forward Luis 
Colon's was I-of-2. 

Huggins said the problem wasn't 
his team taking bad shots. The ball 
just wouldn't go in the basket 

"They weren't even guarding us," 
he said 'They were packing it down 
low, so we couldn't drive it at them I 
thought we had tons of good shots. ' 

Senior guard Lance Harris paced 
the Wildcats with 22 points, but even 
he shot a mediocre 8-of-19 from the 
field 

All the missed shots allowed the 
Wildcats to grab 32 oKensive rebounds 
and score 28 second-chance points. 
K-State out-rebounded the TYibe 59 
37 for the game. 

"It's better than what it was. but it's 
not good enough," Huggins said. "We 
didn't go rebound every ball. Our ef- 
fort is too inconsistent" 

)unior guard David Hoskins, who 
led K-State with 29 points in the ex- 
hibition win over Washburn, finished 
the game with 15 points on 4-of-15 
shooting. 

"I can't remember the last time 
I missed that many lay-ups in one

Ron Prince stood al (he podium, a 
Itxas-sized grin plastered across his face. 

The question was 
something to the effect 
of, "Do you realize 
you're the first coach 
in the history of the 
universe to run a wide 
receiver pass and a 
halfback pass on con- 
secutive plays?" 

Prince scanned the 
room full of reporters 
and gave his answer. 

"I'm not going to say 'bold and daring.' 
because you all will laugh," he said. 

Sec, Prince has used that phrase about 
12,000 times in the last three months 
(nut that anyone's counting). He prob- 
ably has coffee cups and bath towels that 
say "bold and daring." It's just who he is. 

Prince's bold and daring philoso- 
phy has been discussed, dissected and 
maligned since K-State's first play of the 
season, a deep pass that was intercepted. 

Now, after an improbable 45-42 upset 
of No. 4 Tfexas, the last laugh is Prince's 

Hrst, let's make it clear that thb was a 
truly remarkable football game. 

Sometimes, in the rosy afterglow of 
postgamc celebrations, games grow like 
tall talcs. Exciting games become epics by 
the time last call rolls around at Rusty's. 

But this game was the real thing. Each 
team won and lost about five times. 

■ Texas converted a fourth down, 
scored a touchdown and lost its starting 
quarterback - all on the same play. 

■ The Wildcats, who said all week 
they needed a perfect game to beat Texas, 
gave up M points on two disastrous spe- 
cial teams plays 

■ Four Wildcats attempted pa^es, 
and it would have been five if punter Tim 
Reycr hadn't t>een sacked on a fake punt. 

■ l^xas gained more yards, picked up 
more first downs, ran 21 more plays than 
K-State - and still lost. 

In this topsy-turvy game, the only 
coiistant was ftince. He never let up 
and never went conservative, even when 
Ifexas mounted the inevitable fourth- 
quarter charge 

"We knew they were going to go on 
a run. That's just how it is," Prince said. 
"They iiave too many good players, ter- 
rific coaches. 

"We were going to respond. We were 
going to stay aggressive and pass the ball 
if wc needed to" 

The proof came with 55 seconds re- 
iTuiining and K- State facing lhird-and-6. 
Another coach would have run the ball, 
milked the clock, put his defense back on 
the field. But that's not Prince 

It alt goes back to a lesson he learned 
from Al Groh, his old boss at Virginia, 

"He told me something I'll never 
forget He said. Think players first, then 
plays,'" Prince recalled. 

"Those were my words before we 
went out there I told Josh {Freeman), 
'Eton't throw to anybody but (ordy Nel- 
son. He's our best player' " 

Sure enough. Freeman avoided a sack, 
dumped the ball to Nelson, and K-Stste 
fans began their assault on the Snyder 
Family Stadium goal posts. 

A few weeks ago, K-State was mired 
in a losing streak, and former coach Bill 
Snyder begged fans to support Ftincc 

Now Prince has put his stamp on the 
program by pulling ofi one of the biggest 
upsets in K-State history. He might even 
be Coach of the Year in the Big 12 Con- 
ference It's a bold prediction, but that'i 
w^iat Pniice is all about

Coach Ron Prince has 
sounded like a broken re- 
cord throughout the sea- 
son, always talking about how he 
wants to be "bold and daring" in 
his game strategy.

She gave birth 
to a son by an liiulterous affair, and now 
Nikolas is a single ilad after the baby's 
mother died of a vinjs. Her other son, 
Lucky, Is addicted to painkillers. Her daugh- 
ter. Lulu, recently aborted a child after 
being impregnated by a stepbrother. 

Oti, and Spencer spent the last fouf 
years in a catatonic state — waking up just 
In time to marry Luke again thisOtursday 
on 'General Hospital,' 25 years to the day 
after their first wedding. 

This Is a soap opera, after all. Nothing is 
easy, Including ABCs attempt to relive the 
show's glory days, which has i bittersweet 
feel because of the actors' conflicted feel 
ings and the slow decline of daytime drama 
as an institution. 

There had never been a more influential 
soap opera moment than Luke and Laura's 
wedding. And there never will be again. 

"You could walk down the hallway 
and talk to anyone on out daytime staff 
and they could tell you where they were 
when Luke and Laura got married,' said 
Brian Frons, president of daytime TV for the 
Disney-AfiC Television Group. 

Carolyn Hinsey was among the crowd 
around the television set at her Indiana 
University sorority house. Spencer — like 
the actress portraying her. Genie Francis 
— ms only 19 at the time and leading a 
much more glamorous life than the girls In 
Indiana could imagme, said Hinsey, now 
editor of Soap Opeta Weekly. 

The relationship had creepy overtones, 
since Luke had raped Laura two years 
earlier, yet d captured the imagination, 
f rands and her TV husband, Anthony 
Geary, landed on the cover of Newsweek. 
Elizabeth Taylor appeared on their show. 
Another fairy-tale bride of the time, Prin- 
cess Diana, reportedly sent champagne. 

'I didn't really understand how big it 
was.'Francis said. 'I really enjoyed all my 
time at work. The hard time was when I 
was not working. Fortunately, there were 
Mtinany of those hours.' 

She was still a teenager. Idolized by her 
peers. Vet, she was lonely. 

Geary had an even tougher time. 

"It just wasn't anything that I was 
prepared to deal with as an actor, because I 
was in daytime,' he said. 'We were interna- 
tional celebrities but still considered small 
screen.

'General Hospital' averaged 3.4 million 
viewers last season, less than a third of the 
11.8 million who typically tuned In during 
the year of the wedding, according to 
Nielsen Media Research. The most popular 
soap, "The Young and the Restless," has 
seen its audience drop from 10.3 million 
during the 1991-92 season to S,3 million 
last year, while 'All My Children' tumbled 
From 8.2 million to 3.1 mdlion during the 
same period, Nielsen said.

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Gov. Sebelius' success comes from ability to pull votes from both sides

If a politician was given a box 
of crayons and a map of the United 
States, it would come as no surprise 
if only two colors were used: blue 
and red. 

When that politician colors Kan- 
sas, chances are red would adorn 
the Sunflower State. The Republican 
par^ has an overwhelming advan- 
tage in Kansas, as 47 percent of the 
population is registered as Republi- 
can, in comparison to the 20 percent 
registered as Democrat. 

However, Kansas re-elected a 



governor last Tuesday who hails 
from the Democratic party. 

Gov. Kathleen Sebelius won the 
election by a considerable margin, 
garnering 58 percent of votes, while 
her Republican opponent, Jim Bar- 
nett, managed 41 percent. 

"The economy was doing well, 
and the state was headed in the right 
direction," said )oe Aistmp, head of 
the Department of Political Science. 
"Usually under those circumstances, 
an incumbent tends to have a lot of 
good fortune." 

Sebelius is considered by many 
political analysts to be one of the ris- 
ing names in U.S. politics. In her first 



term as governor, Time magazine 
honored her as one of the nation's 
top five governors. 

"In terms of Kansas politics, she's 
been a very shrewd governor, and 
she's done a lot of things that are 
smart politically," Aistrup said 

The first daughter of a governor 
to later earn the same job, Sebe- 
lius came to Kansas via Ohio. Her 
father, )ohn ). Gilligan, was elected 
as Ohio's governor in 1970, but lost 
a close re-election race in 1974. Al- 
though Sebelius said she considered 
her father her childhood hero, their 
roles have switched. 

"I'm enormously proud of her," 



Gilligan said in an interview with 
The Topeka Capital-Joumal. "I've 
been around politics for the better 
part of 50 years, and I've seen candi- 
dates of all shapes and sizes win and 
lose, and she is a star." 

Sebelius began her political ca- 
reer in 1986 in the Kansas House of 
Representatives. After serving four 
terms, she served two terms as insur- 
ance commissioner before seeking 
the governor's office Now a second- 
term incumbent, she plans to con- 
tinue her key mission of education. 

"We've got a lot of work to do,"

No verdict issued in 1st Amendment case

In an appellate court case Monday, 
fudges made no decision regarding a 
First Amendment lawsuit filed by for 
mer Collegian editors 

The case was heard in the U.S. 
Court of Appeals for the 10th Circuit 
in Denver. Each side was given 15 
minutes to present its position. 

'Hie court made no ruling but 
will issue a written opinion, said Pat 
Doran, the plain tills' attorney. 

Doran said he does not know what 
the opinion will say or when it will be 
issued 

"My guess is that we'll dehnitely be 



looking at something in 2007, based 
upon the usual time it takes to issue a 
written opinion," he said. 

llie case, Lane v Simon, began in 
June 2004 when Katie Lane, former 
Collegian editor in chief, and Run 
(ohnson, former Collegian adviser, 
filed a lawsuit against Todd Simon, 
former director of the A.Q Miller 
School of Journalism and Mass Com- 
munications, and Stephen White, 
dean of the College of Arts and Sci- 
ences, following Johnson's reassign- 
ment. Sarah Rice, former Collegian 
managing editor, joined the case in 
Iuly20O4. 

Simon said the reassignment was 
because of an overall decline in the 



quality of the Collegian. Lane and 
Rice, however, maintain the dismissal 
was due to questions about the news- 
paper's diversity coverage. 

In June 2005, US District Court 
fudge Julie Robinson said Simon and 
White did not violate Johnson's and 
student editors' tSrst Amendment 
rights. Rice and Lane filed an appeal, 
but Johnson removed himself from 
the case. Simon and White later filed 
a cross appeal in July 2005. 

Lane and Rice have received 
awards because of the lawsuit for their 
support of collegiate press fi^edom 

Depending on the appellate court 
ruling, the court could afiirm or re- 
verse the previous ruling. There also 



is a possibili^ of further proceeding in 
the lower court, Doran said, 

Doran said a brief was filed on be- 
half of friends of the court, someone 
who wasnt a party to the proceeding, 
but supported Rice's and Lane's posi- 
tion The friends of the court included 
College Media Advisen.

Local daycare for dogs gives pets play, learning time

Kelly Neel's daycare is un- 
like most in Manhattan. 

Her day consists of play- 
ing ball and feeding Ker cli- 
ents, who have names like 
Slider, Queenie and Buddy. 
Her four-legged friends are of 
all sizes and breeds and are 
members of her daycare for 
dogs. 

Neel, owner of HowLa- 
Dayz tnn and Daycare said 
the business, which opened 
Sept, 7, stems from her love 
of dogs and the enjoyment 
she gets from playing with 
them and giving them belly 
rubs. 

Neel said she takes care of 
five to 1 5 dogs a day and does 
not accept pit bulls due to in- 
surance issues. 

"The facility we have can 
handle up to 35," she said 
"It's going really well consid- 
ering we're just getting start- 
ed." 

The cement-floored room 
that serves as the dogs' play 
area has basketballs and ten- 
nis balls and plastic play- 
ground equipment. The dogs 
play and lounge together on 



a couch that sits in the comer 
of the room. 

Neel said the dogs some- 
times have "disagreements," 
but there haven't been any 
big fights. 

She attributes this to the 
evaluation dogs have to pass 
before they can attend the 
daycare. 

"All dogs have to pass 
a temperament evaluation 
where they spend a couple of 
hours introducing themselves 
to the group," she said. "It's 
making sure they don t have 
any aggression issues uid 
that they're nice dogs and 
that they listen to me - and 
also to make sure they enjoy 
it." 

Neel said only a few dogs 
haven't passed the evalua- 
tion. 

When the dogs need dis- 
cipline, Neel said she repri- 
mands them with words and 
a squirt water bottle, which 
has worked well so far. 

Kathleen Blair, senior 
in elementary education, 
brought her dog Loki to the 
daycare after she saw a flyer 
about the business in a pet 
store. 

"I'm student teaching, and 



our dog is really energetic. 
He doesn't do very good by 
himself," she said 

Loki went to a different 
daycare before, but Blair said 
she wasn't happy with the 
care he received 

Now Loki goes to Howl- 
a-Dayz two or three times a 
week. 

Neel said she has about 35 
dogs enrolled in her daycare, 
and people bring in their pets 
as they need to While some 
dogs come |ust for the day, 
others stay for boarding in 
the kennels if their owners 
are out of town 

"It just depends on the 
dog for the maximum stay of 
time," she said 

Queenie, a long-haired 
German Shepherd, rested on 
the couch while waiting for 
her owner, Jeanne Yang, to 
pick her up 

Yang, Manhattan resident, 
said the daycare has helped 
Queenie settle down. She 
said Queenie used to try to 
run after other dogs at City 
Park, but now she is more 
calm because she is around 
other dogs all day at the day- 
care, 

"She loves this. The social- 



ization is wonderful," Yang 
said. "I've never seen a place 
where they have that much 
playtime" 

Neel said she works with 
the dogs on her own and 
constantly monitors them. 

She said her husband 
helps her with different jobs 
so she has time to spend with 
her kids 

However, once daily at 
tendance averages about 15 
dogs, Neel said she will hire 
someone to help her. 

Evening obedience classes 
are offered at an extra cost 
Dogs work with a certified 
trainer during these classes 
For the dogs that just attend 
the daycare, Neel tries to re 
inforce what they learn ai 
home, she said. 

Before she started the 
daycare in Manhattan, Neel 
worked at a dog daycare in 
Colorado Springs, Colo. She 
said there are a lot of day 
cares for dogs there At the 
business she worked with, 
there were about 45 dogs 
each day. 

"It definitely is popular, 
and I think it will be the same 
here as soon as it catches on," 
she said.

Marler is a partner with the 



law firm Marler Clark, where he 
is known as the nation's leading 
foodbomc illness attorney, said 
Douglas Powell, associate pro- 
fessor of diagnostic medicine 
pathobiology, 

"He's coming because Kan- 
sas State has a unique emphasis 
on food safety and security, and 
the threat of litigation by Marler 
is one of several factors improv- 
ing the safety of food and those 
who serve food," Powell said.

"Marler is a great influence 
because he knows his law, and 
he knows how to get the best 



science," Powell said "Il^eth- 
er, that is a powerful force for 
change." 

Powell said Marler also rep- 
resents about half, if not more, 
of the victims from the Seplan- 
ber E. coli outbreak. 

"He actually filed a lawsuit 
before the US Drug Adminis- 
tration issued a drug advisory," 
Rjwell said. 

Although he recently has 
dealt with many E. coli cases, 
Marler also deals with Sal mo - 
neUa, Shigella, hepatitis A and 



other foodbome pathogens. 

Marler and Powell are in 
the same field of study, but they 
approach food poi5onuig diffa- 
ently. 

"Bill and I have known each 
other for years because we are 
interested in the same thing 
- how to reduce the impact of 
foodbome illn^s, which sick- 
ens 76 million end kills 5,000 
each year in the U.S.," Powell 
said. "Bill does it through law. 
I do it through human behavior 
research and advocacy."

Hatred and prejudice exltt and are 
not confined to one social class or 
location. My friend and I were trick- 
or-treating In an upper-middle class 
neighborhood In Denver. 

Tb counterpoint, we must ask 
oundvea how much we want ra£e to 
matter. We are told, repeated^, that w« 
are all the same - akin color is, after 
all, simply pigment. If r«ce doa not 
matter, surely It it time to remove it ai 
a consideration from official applica- 
tions. 

Where is the firtt, cautious step we 
must take to say race it irrelevant? If 
not now, when? 

Though racism exists and always 
will, it is not the social pandemic it 
formerly was. No one tinily can believe 
that if affirmative action were over- 
turned, K-State would abandon its 
nearly century-long commitment to 
incluaion. 

We also must recognize preference 
toward one group over another, no 
matter how well-intentioned, is unfair.

The K-Stat« Save Dar- 
fur Itam, ■ collaboritlon of 
K'Stste students, gathered 
Monday to collect goods and 
spread awareness of the crisis 
In Ute Dorfur region of Su- 
dan. 

"We have two goala to- 
day," said Kevin Champion, 
senior In American language 
and culture. "One, to spread 
awareness, and two, to collect 
goods." 

The team set up a table 



for people to uk questions, 
receive information and drop 
off donations. The group also 
had scheduled a panel diKUS- 
sion that was supposed to In- 
volve Sudanese and Kenyan 
citizens. The discussion didn't 
take place, but the donation 
box will be located outside of 
the Office of Student Activi- 
ties and Services Office in the 
KState Student Union for the 
remainder of the month. 

"lu unfortunate that we 
couldn't have our panel to- 
day, these things happen 
sometimes," said Sarah Mitts, 



senior in management and 
KState Save Darfur Ibam 
founder. "We are planning on 
rescheduling It for another 
date, though." 

The organization was start- 
ed ai a way to promote aware- 
ness of global Iwuei, and devel- 
oped Into an active donation 
program K- St ate students are 
working with an organization 
called international Relief and 
Development, which delivers 
the goods to the refugees 

"We just wanted to find 
out'lf It was possible to trans- 
port some of the excess things 



that we have laying around to 
people that need them," Mitts 
said. "Then we found the IRD, 
started an organization and 
even received some assistance 
from the SGA." 

DanvBS Mabcya, graduate 
student In sociology, said the 
primary conflict in Dnrfur is 
about land. Mabeya Is n citizen 
of Kenya, and has spent time 
doing research in the Dadatb 
refugee camp in northeastern 
Kenya, which is home to more 
than 200,000 refugees from 
Sudan, Ethiopia and Somalia. 

"The conflict is all about 



the land and its resources," 
Mabeya said. "Even the word 
Darfur meaiu 'lands of the 
chiefs,'" 

Denvas said this conflict 
has been escalating since the 
1920s. 

"In the 1920s, there was an 
act passed that allowed tribal 
chiefs to possess land, and all 
unclaimed land then became 
property of the government," 
Mabeya said. "In tiie 1970s, 
this act was revoked. 7b solve 
the Darfur problem, we must 
start with the land problem. If 
we don't, the problem will not 



be solved in the near future" 

The team organized a goods 
drive involving the efforts of 
more than 20 churches and 
several student organizationt. 
It will collect items including 
clothing, hygiene products 
and school supplies. 

"This Is our kick-off cam 
paign, and we have already 
received several donations," 
MitU said. "(On) Dec. 3, we 
will be mobilizing the church 
drives, and Varncys will be 
having a Darfur day where 
they will be offering discounts 
to donators '

Children and senior citizens 
who attend separately can be 
matched up for the story read- 
ing.

sociation will give away copies 
of the book, and children will 
be able to decorate a cookie 
after the reading 

Children's Book Week first 
started in 1919. according to 
the Children's Book Council 
Web site. Educators, librar- 
ians, booksellers and families 
have celebrated the week be- 
fore Thanksgiving with parties,

local pharmacies might be 
in danger of losing business. 
Some said they are nut wor- 
ried, though 

"I think it's a marketing 
technique to get people in the 
store." pharmacist Tim Par- 
sons said. "It is very limited 
compared to the other generic 
drug choices." 



Parsons, who works at 
Barry's Drug Center, said he 
does not think there will be 
big changes because of the 
drug plan He is worried about 
the possibility of prescription 
mix ups, though. Parsons said 
if people get all of their pre- 
scriptions at a certain pharma- 
cy and decide to get one drug 
from Wal-Mart, the stores will 
have no way of knowing if the 



drugs interact harmfully. 

"A lot of people don't know 
the medications they are on," 
Parsons said. 

Wal-Mart Stores Inc. media 
relations said this will not be 
problem, as all customeirs are 
required to have a prescription 
from a licensed pharmacist 

"This is just Wal-Mart do- 
ing what we do best. Our focus 
is mainly to provide cheaper 



drugs to the public,' a media- 
relations spokesperson said. 

Paul Hayen, owner of the 
Medicine Shoppe Pharmacy, 
said his pharmacy already of- 
fere a cheaper price plan than 
Wal-Mart. He said he charges 
$10 for three-month prescrip- 
tions, while Wal-Mart will 
charge $4 for a one-month 
prescription. 

"I've explained to most of 



my customers that they are 
already getting a better deal 
here," Hayen said. 

Hayen said the list of 312 
generic prescription drugs 
available through the pro- 
gram includes several different 
strengths of the same drugs, 
making the list seem more ex- 
tensive than it actually is. 

Wal-Mart executives said 
they encourage all customers 



to confer with their doctors 
before they join the $4 generic 
prescription program 

"We are listening to our 
pharmacists and looking at 
our supply chain management 
nianagemcnt and in store op 
erations so that we can figure 
out how we can continue to 
make this program available 
to as many people as possible." 
Simon said

K State shot better than 57 percent 
from the field, with five players scoring 
m double figures in its 94-79 win over 
Crctghton Monday night at Bramlage 
Coliseum. 

Sophomore forward Marlies Gipson 
led the Wildcats (2-0) in scoring with 
17 points on 8-of-l I shooting from the 
Rcld. 

All nine players coach Deb Patter 
son played scored at least seven points, 
L'xcept senior Naytanda Smith, who 
Ttnished without a basket 

"I was pleased at the fact that we 
were able lo utilize everyone again 
Umight, and it gave opportunities for 
players to get tjuali^ minutes in the 
framework of our system," Patterson 
said 

Freshman Ashley Sweat and ju 
nior Shana Wheeler combined for 21 
points. 

Sweat finished with a career high 12 
points in her second game at K-Statc. 



Junior Kimberly Dielz and senior 
Claire Coggins each finished with 
15 points, while sophomore Shalee 
Lehning had 1 1 

K-State started the second half 
sloppy, committing three turnovers 
in the first two minutes of the second 
half 

Creighton (0-2) took advantage, 
going on a 5-0 run to cut the lead to 
single digits for the first time since K- 
State led 24-15 with 11:55 remaining 
in the first half. 

"We just didn't have the aMertive- 
ness and the aggressiveness on the of- 
fensive end that we need to have at the 
start of the second half, and teams are 
going to exploit that," Patterson said. 

Creighton eventually pulled to with- 
in six points, but the Wildcats went on 
a 6-0 nm to increase their lead back to 
double digits with less than 15 minutes 
remaining in the game 

Ally Thrall led Creighton with a ca- 
reer-high 22 points and extended her 
streak to 32'Straight games in which 
she has made a threepoint basket.

This year a 
lot of attention has been given 
to Ohio State's freshman center 
Greg Oden. The new NBA rule, 
which prohibits 18-ycar-olds 
from entering the draft, is the 
only thing that kept the 7-foot 
Oden from likely being the No, 
1 pick in the 2006 NBA draft. 
Oden is injured now and should 
be out until December, but when 
he comes back, he surely will be 
a force. 

Oden is an exception. 

KState's Jason Bennett is not. 

Bennett will take time to de- 
velop, and fans need to be patient 
with him during the process 

It's time to get over the belief 
Bennett will be the savior of the 
Wildcat basketball team this 
season Just because he is 7-foot- 
3 does not mean he can grab 
every rebound and block all of 
the opponents' shots, like a tot of 
people expect 

Bennett entered the season as 
K-Slate's most highly regarded 
recruit in recent memory, He 
was a five-star recruit, according 
to Rwats.com Apparently that 
meant he was supposed to domi- 
nate from day one. 

He did not play in K-State's 
exhibition against Washburn 
- much to the dismay of many 
who came to the game - but he 



did make his first appearance as 
a Wildcat in K-States season- 
opening victory over William & 
Mary. 

Bennett was not overly im- 
pressive, but he did block four 
shots and grab three rebounds 
in 20 minutes of action Bennett 
also provided some comic relief 
when you watched him guard 
players who are so much shorter 
than he is. William & Mary 
didn't exactly have any Shaquille 
O'Neals down low, so all Bennett 
had to do was stick his hands 
straight in the air and wait for 
the player to shoot right into his 
arms 

But that wasn't enough. A lot 
of people seemed to want more 
Maybe Bennett was supposed 
to have Hakeem Olajuwon-like 
moves in the post I'd like to see 
how coordinated you or I would 
look inside a 7-foot-3, 265 -pound 
body. 

It's not realistic to expect Ben- 
nett to provide a lot on offense 
this early in his career He is not 
capable of getting 15 rebounds 
per game. But one thing is sure 
- he needs some time 

Most 7-footers take time to 
mature, and I'm confident in 
coach Bob Huggins' ability to de- 
velop talented players, especially 
big men. A lot of times fans grow 
too impatient with 7-footers and 
drive them off or shatter their

"Education 
will continue to be a cen- 
terpiece. It's got to be. It's 
the most important work we 
do" 

Sebelius said she wants 
to continue an expansion of 
early childhood education 
opportunities while mak- 
ing it easier for Kansans to 
afford a college education. 
The 2006 Kansas Legislature 
passed a three-year, $541 
million funding increase to 
elevate spending on kinder 
garten through 12th grade 
throughout the slate 

Political experts have dif- 
ferent ideas as to why Sebe- 
lius continues to thrive in 



the Kansas political arena. 
In response to her recent 
re-election, Aistrup blamed 
the Republican loss to the 
split between conservatives 
and moderates in the same 
party. 

■'She fits into the pattern 
of politics where when the 
Republicans are split, the 
Democrat tends to creep in," 
Aistrup said. 

Others believe Sebelius' 
ability to pull rank-and-file 
Republican votes across 
party lines was her key to 
victory.

Band uses confrontational music styling to shake listeners from complacency

Pew bands are as esoteric as Xiu 
Xiu. h U simply not a band that al- 
lows for complacent listening Leader 
Jamie Stewart and his cohorts aim to 
shake the paradigm of what consti- 
tutes music. 

To see what I mean, look no fur- 
ther than the cover of Xiu Xiu's latest 
album. "The Air Force" It contains an 
atypical picture of Christ. This is the 
Christ of Mark's Gospel: the Christ 
whose final words were "Eloi, Bloi, 
lema sabachthani." ("My Cod, My 
God, why have you forsaken me?") 
Yet even at Christ's darkest hour, 
there was still hope - the promise of 
eternal redemption from his sacrifice. 

Hie image is appropriate for this 
album by Xiu Xiu (pronounced "shoo- 
shoo"). Almost all of the characters 
Stewart paints with his perverse po- 
etry are in the same condition as the 
Christ on the album sleeve: angst -rid- 
den, dispirited and isolated. Stewart's 
songs show us extreme oppositcs in 
life - love and hale, beauty and u^i- 
ness, random noise and music - aren't 
always mutually exclusive. 

Xiu Xiu's music is best described 
as lullabies to your nightmares It is 
discordant and challenging, and the 
most pop-like moments are sabotaged 
by a cacophony of jarring sounds. 

A perfect example is album open 
er, "Buzz Saw," which draws listen- 
ers in with an alluring, yet ominous, 
piano melody before Stewart's barely 
whispered vocals enter But soon we 
are jerked alert by heavy snare drum 
hits and ponderous synthesizer buzz- 
ing. Halfway through the song, we 
are treated with clanging percussion, 



an inharmonious choir of voices and 
a piano that hasn't been tuned in 
years The song ends with haunting 
wind chimes and Stewart whispering 
to his friend/lover that he is nothing 
tike people think/expect him to be. 
The narrator's own self-hatted pushes 
away those who want to love him. 

Xiu Xiu continues its contradic- 
tory style on "Hello from Bau Gaire." 
Caralee McElroy. a long-time Xiu Xiu 
collaborator, periumis the vocals, and 
the results are one of the sweetest 
son^ in the band's catalogue 

However, the song's pop struc- 
ture is undermined by the ambiguous 
vocals and the song's bridge, which 
lakes an innocent hook and sends 
it through a meal grinder with other 
instruments and random bits of noise 
for maximum dissonance. 

The vocals perfectly fit the album's 
style of contradiction. McElroy sings 
of dreams of becoming a man, yet her 
declarations of "manliness" are not all 
that manly. Women do tasks listed in 
the song like buying cigarettes, pluck- 
mg body hair, paying bills and even 
wearing ties. So is the song about ac- 
tually being a man or is it some sort of 
twisted feminist empowerment? 

Xiu Xiu never tells, as McElroy 
matter-offactly ends the song with 
the couplet, "I can humiliate myself 
to your face/I can weep through my 
own midnights " Extremely obtuse yet 
sorrowfully heartrending - this is Xiu 
Xiu's music. 

Album highlight. 'Vulture Piano," 
runs along on a quasi jungle/drum n' 
bass beat with occasional clattering 
percussive outbursts that sound like 
hoards of children throwing temper- 
tantrums and banging sticks on any 
household item they can find. Stew- 
art releases aU the forward momen- 
tum created by the song in one long

whooping outburst before a hailstorm 
of clattering pereussjon closes the 
song. 

"The Air Force" displays Xiu Xiu's 
more morose moments, too. "Bishop, 
CA," rides along on an increasingly 
menacing bed of synths, harmonitmi 
and a subtle touch of banjo; it tells 
of a young man who hears of his 
brother's death in a mining accident, 
and the grief ordy brin^ back child- 
hood memories of his father raping 
him. Stewart leaves the character with 
his head against the refrigerator hat- 
ing the world TTien, out of left field, 
Stcwairt enters with a pop-like refrain 
of "Walla walla walla hey," ending the 
song on a discomforting high-note. 

Even more powerful is Stewart's 
beautiful reflection of the suicide of 
his father in "The Pineapple vs. The 
Watermelon." It contains only Stew- 
art's fabulous guitar work held aloft 
by a bed of stately percussion and 
humming bass In a state of desperate 
sadness undercut by a spiteful rage, 
Stewart sings, "It's obscene why you 



missed what (we) saw in you... can 1 
pray for your return?" 

"The Air Ptorce" ends with Xiu 
Xiu's most cryptic song: "The Wig 
Maater." Over Stewart's fractured po- 
etry, a double bass and string samples 
are the only things to support the 
deranged observations It sounds 
like a string quartet tediously playing 
free jazz Howeswr, one of the most 
profound statements on the album 
emerges from the mire: "Loneliness 
isnt being alone It's when someone 
loves you. and you don't have it in 
your heart to love them back." 

Even at his most enigmatic, Stew- 
art forces a response from his audi- 
ence. He makes music about life, and 
he refuses to gloss over any ugliness in 
his pursuit of beau^. 

This is imperfect music for an im- 
perfect life For many, it can be a dif- 
ficult listen. With "Iljc Air Force," Xiu 
Xiu lets the listener know, just like 
Christ on the album's cover reminds 
us, salvation sometimes comes during 
life's darkest hours.

Students 

to study the 

Galapagos

K-State students will make a trip 
to the Galapagos Islands at the end of 
the spring semester as part of a two- 
credit -hour class. 

Twelve to 15 students can attend 
the trip. The class will cost about 
$3,200 and will last 12 days. Students 
will spend eight days and seven nights 
traveling to eight ol the more than 20 
islands that make up the Galapagos. 

"During the daytime we will be 
hiking, snorkeling and exploring," 
said Srini Kambhampati. prof^sor 
of insect genetics and evolution. "At 
night we will be traveling between the 
islands by boat." 

Each day will consist of observ 
ing aspects of the Galapagos-natural 
history and threats to the islands' 
evolutionary treasures, according to 
the couree dracription. There will be 
lectures some evenings on topics in 
conservation and evolutionary biol- 
ogy relevant to the day's activities. 

"The Galapagos are famous for 
their wildlife," Kambhampati said. 
"Charles Darwin found his inspira- 
tion to develop his ideas on the origin 
of species and the theory of natural 
selection" 

Kambhampati and Jack Cully, as- 
sociate professor of biology, will teach 
the class together They also teach 
a graduate level course in evolution 
and have done extensive work as field 
biologists.

Few people show the same 
level of devotion toward one 
subject like Kiffnie Holt, and 
they certainly do not usually show 
it the same way 

Holt, a December 
graduate of the mas- 
ter's program 
at K-State, is 
the director 
of the K-State 
Insect Zoo. The 
zoo, located just 
north of the campus 
greenhouses, features 
several exhibits of live 
insects including bees, 
tarantulas, cockroaches 
and other insects in their natural 
environments. Holt said the zoo 
attracts more than 10,000 custom- 
ers a year. At least half of them are 
tour groups from as far away as 100 
miles. 




She is the only full-time em- 
ployee at the zoo, so she said it is 
not easy to maintain the insects 
and facilities. Fortunately, several 
students and professors volunteer 
to clean exhibits and lead tour 
groups. One of those volunteers is 
David Margolies, professor in ento- 
mology. 

Margolies was the co-adviser for 

Hoh during her time in graduate 

school. Holt came back to 

earn a master's degree after 

working in a lab following 

her 2001 graduation from 

K-State 

"Sometimes it 

was difficult," 

Margolies said. 

Sometimes she was a 

little rough on her re 

search, but she knew 

what she wanted to do and made 

it through." 

While she was in the graduate 
program, the director job at the In- 
sect Zoo opened Margolies said it 




was a perfect fit. 

"It was very nice how she got in- 
volved," Margolies said "1 think we 
were just really lucky to get her at 
the insect zoo." 

ANYTHING BUT USUAL 

Holt has had an interest in in- 
sects since her childhood. When 
she was 8 years old. Holt was as- 
signed a project to collect, examine 
and classify various insects. 

"In collecting them and Iden- 
tifying them, you just learn how 



amazing they are," Holt said. That 
is when it all got started." 

Between the time she graduated 
from K-State and entered the grad- 
uate school, she looked for ways to 
show her love for all insects. That 
is when she thought of getting tat- 
toos. Several people show their 
interests and love through tattoos, 
but not many people sport tattoos 
of a small insect habitat. She has 
10 tattoos that run together on her

Lily, a six -year-old Manhattan 
resident, is one of many young stu- 
dents whose school bus could be 
making a different stop next year. 
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Bluemont Elementary School, which 
closed five years ago due to declin- 
ing enrollment, will reopen its doors 
next year to students 

"The student population wu 
growing, and classrooms were over- 
crowding." said Dave Colbum, Lily's 
father and school board member. 
"They actually had passed a biU to 
build a new school, but as soon as 
that happened, the Big Red One 
military unit moved to Germany, 
and the student population dropped 
greatly, causing them to close the 
school." 

Despite the decision to reopen, 
the school board has yet to decide 
new district boundaries to dictate 
which students will attend Blue- 
mont.

Local Store offers 
more than costumes

tn just three short years 
and three separate locations, 
Kockstar and Rogers Cloth- 
ing & Costume has evolved 
from a small store selling used 
clothing to what the owners 
now describe as atypical and 
alternative 

The store was originally 
located in a small building on 
Fifth Street and exclusively 
used clothing was sold, said 
Rebecca Christensen, co- 
owner of the store with her 
sister Sarah. 

Rebecca said the name 
Rockstar and Rogers was her 
sister's idea. She said the duo 
was looking for a play on the 
idea of yin and yang. 

"The 'Rogers' refers to 
characters like Buck Rog- 
ers or Mr Rogers, and their 
wholesome images are con- 
trasted with the rock star 
lifestyle," Rebecca said. "We 
wanted to create a store 
where someone like a rock 
star could And something 
and someone like Mr. Rogers 
could find something" 

When Sarah and Rebecca 
began the business, Rebecca 
said she worked the third 
shift at a factory so she could 
support the business without 
taking out a loan. 

"I recommend this busi- 
ness lactic to those who wish 
to start their own business so 
•hey don't have to begin the 
business in debt." Rebecca 
said. 

After a few months, the 
store moved around the cor- 
ner to Poynti Avenue 

Sarah decided to leave the 
business, and Becca Craig, 
part-time student in business 
management, bought out her 



half of the store, Rebecca 
said. 

The store then expanded 
to selling costumes and cos- 
tume accessories in addition 
to used clothing. 

Rebecca said this was due 
to Craig's interest in costum- 
ing The store remained on 
Poyntz for about a year, she 
said. 

Rockstar and Rogers 
moved to its third and cur- 
rent location in Aggie vi lie in 
the building previously oc- 
cupied by ] & Is Gifts and 
Ceramics, Rebecca said. The 
business has been located in 
Aggieville for one year and 
four months, she said 

'When the building be- 
came available, (Craig and 
1) thought it had a lot of 
character, so we decided to 
move in," Rebecca said. "The 
larger store has allowed us 
to expand our inventory and 
divide the store into several 
sections." 

The store's largest cus- 
tomer base is college women 
who are often in search of 
costumes for date parties, Re- 
becca said. 

"But the largest buyers of 
accessories are guys, because 
they tend to make their own 
costumes," she said. 

In addition to selling cos- 
tumes and costume acces- 
sories year-round, the store 
also sells things like jewelry, 
incense, T-shirts, funky purs- 
es and many products that 
support fair trade organiza- 
tions, Rebecca said. 

The store has more than 
100 different styles of posters 
and art prints, she said 

Craig said she doesn't 
want the store to fit into any 
specific genre. 

"We're really a store that is

a jack of all trades," she said. 

Craig and Rebecca said 
they constantly are trying to 
expand the store by offering 
items they think will fit their 
customers' needs. 

"If it seems coot, we'll 
order it and see how it goes 
over," Craig said. 'That is the 
advantage of having a local 
store compared to big corpo- 
rations. 

"We are able to listen to 
the customers, so we know 
the people who we are selling 
to, and if people embrace the 
new products, and they con- 
tinue to sell, we'll expand the 
section." 

In January, the store added 
a section for tobacco acces- 
sories that has been a success 
with customers, Rebecca 
said. 



TTie store becomes in- 
volved with local university 
and community activities 
when possible, Rebecca said. 

On campus, Rockstar and 
Rogers has been involved 
with Students for Environ- 
mental Action, and the store 
donated items to sell during 
the Fair-Trade Fair in the K- 
State Student Union, Rebec 
ca said. 

"We try to support the 
university and worthwhile 
philanthropy causes around 
town," she said, "When we 
have the means, we give back 
what we can." 

Rockstar and Rogers also 
has helped outfit costumes 
for plays at Manhattan High 
School. 

"During the summer pro- 
duction of "Oklahoma!," we 



outfitted the school with 
about half the costumes,'" 
Craig said. 

As far as the store's future 
is concerned, both Rebecca 
and Craig said they would 
like to see the store expand 
when they have the means 

""I would like to eventu- 
ally open a couple more loca- 
tions and manage the stores 
from home." Rebecca said. "1 
would like to make it a liv- 
ing" 

Craig said she would like 
to gradually increase clien- 
tele and ieam more about the 
market in Manhattan. 

She also said she would 
like to get to the point where 
the owners dont have to 
worry about paying bills, and 
to eventually have more than 
enough money to make more 



orders and take more risks 
with ordering. 

"it's been a hard three 
years, but it has been worth 
the fight," Craig said. "We are 
slowly going where we want 
to go." 

Rebecca also remained 
optimistic about the future 
of the store and offered some 
advice to Manhattan resi- 
dents about shopping locally 

"It is important to shop 
locally and keep the money 
in the community," Reb«€ca 
said. "People must remem- 
ber that there ere plenty of 
local businesses in the 'Ville 
that won't last if people take 
their business to the big box 
stores. 

"Plus you can often find 
things locally that you won't 
be able to find elsewhere,"

Best 
of all, instead of leading large protests 
condemning us Yankees, Raul has 
^one so far as to signal he is willing to 
work with the United States.

Worst -case scenario, 
RadI simply is preaching 
fluff until he establishes the 
power his older brother 
was able to attain. But 
even wth this outcome, 
the United Stales must Q 

stay out of the process. I'm q 
not suggesting this outcome 
wouldn't be a travesty Everyone 
has the right to be free, and the 
oppression Cubans receive is unac- 
ceptable However, Fidel's impend- 
ing death will give them a chance to 
practice the right of self-determina- 
tion. 

If their government continues 
to refuse them their rights and they 
remain submissive, then tacitly they 
have consented to the keeping of a 
dictatorship It sure as hell isn't what 
we would choose, but this is why we 
stood up and had our own revolu- 
tion. 

I realize, for some, allowing crimes 
like this to continue is a heartless 
thing to suggest. But in the end, even 
our best intentions to help Cuba seri- 
ously could backfire Iraq has shown 
UE how difficult it is to install a new 
government. 

Our belief that everyone would 
accept freedom as passionately as 
we do was proven wrong If a similar 
situation were to occur in Cuba, we 




would find ourselves in serious 
trouble. Sure, the U.N report 
might suggest they don't support 
Fidel, but such intelligence has been 
wrong before. 

It's going to be easy lo overre- 
act when nearly half a century of 
cruelty ends. But, believe me, our best 
response will be lo slep back and let 
Cubans decide what is best for Cuba. 
If we're lucky, they will begin to take

Or dogs, in this case. A 
problem with dog attacks 
has led the city commission 
to look into banning the 
owning of certain types of 
dogs. However, it is usually 
the owner, not the dog, who 
causes the problem. 

According to a statement 
by the American Veterinary 
Medical Association, a dog's 
tendency to bite depends on 
six factors: heredity, early 
experience, socialization 
and training, physical and 
behavioral health, victim 



behavior and environment. 

Banning certain breeds 
addresses only one of those 
factors. 

While many people think 
of pit bulls as threatening, 
the American Temperament 
Test Society quotes 83 3 
percent of pit bulls passed 
the temperament test, which 
was more than the 81.2 per- 
cent of all dogs that passed. 

Many breeds usually 
considered family-friendly, 
like the Jack Russell Ter- 
rier, Cocker Spaniel and the 
Border Collie, also posted 



lower scores. 

Owners often get dogs as 
puppies but lack thf time, 
knowledge or ability to train 
and confine their dogs cor- 
rectly 

Therefore, the institution 
of dog bite prevention train- 
ing and additional penalties 
for chronically irresponsible 
owners might be a more 
effective strategy for dog 
control. 

We recommend a policy 
be instituted requiring such 
owners to simply post a 
sign: Beware of dog owner.

Columnist should acquire more knowledge, 
approach topic of abortion with more logic 



Editor, 

Kody Cooper's article on 
Nov. 8. "Sarcasm Exposes 
Gruesome ReaUty'of Par- 
tial-Birth Abortions" at- 
fended me - not because of 
the gruesome nature of ihe 
procedures described, but 
because of Kody's apparent 
total lack of knowledge of 
the issue at hand. 

The first thing that cau^t 
my eye was that the ftrsl pro- 
cedure that Kody described 
is not even the procedure 
that the Supreme Court is 
debating. 

The first procedure it 
completely legal under all 
legislation and not under 
scrutiny by the Court. The 
second procedure is the one 
under question. 

While this second proce- 
dure is indeed gruesome, out- 
lawing it with poor language 
(such as the Nebraska law 



under question in Stenberg 
V. Carhart did) would outlaw 
nearly aU abortion after the 
first trimester In 2000, this 
procedure was not declared 
constitutional by the court 
either. 

The entire Nebraska law 
was declared unconstitu- 
tional because of its poor 
language effectively outlaw- 
ing all abortions after the 
first trimester, and its lack 
of an exception to protect 
the mother's health and life. 
Partial- birth abortions were 
not declared a constitutional 
right; the Nebraska law was 
declared unconstitutional. 

Another thing I noticed 
was when Kody "rhetorical- 
ly" asked the Supreme Court, 
"What signify 40 million lives 
lost in a decade or two?" A 
sentence that is barely intel- 
ligible for one, it gniesomely 
misrepresents partial -birth 
abortions. 



Partial -birth abortions 
account for a few thousand 
of the approximately 1.65 
million abortions performed 
aimually in the United 
States. If Kody wants to 
argue against partial -birth 
abortions, he should do it. 
If he wants to argue agaiiist 
abortion (which would make 
much more sense), he should 
doit. 

What he has presented 
here is neither. 1 would 
appreciate an article about 
abortion that was rationally 
and logically written with 
correct facts. Whether you 
disagree with abortion is 
irrelevant. No one benefits 
&om reading false state 
ments and articles that are so 
poorly written.

Heeut disease li not something you 
(:atch because you forgot to wash your 
hands or because you shared a beverage 
with a thirsty friend. 

Heart disease, instead, is brought on 
by se^^ral health conditions that relate 
to the heart and blood vessels, onset by 
daily events. 

Although you might feel immune to 
this condition and its devastating effects 
for the moment, it's likely you're already 
at risk for a heart attack or stroke in 
the future. The good news is modifiable 
risk factors outnumber those you can't 
change. 

Prevention starts with your decisions 
today. 

As the leading cause of death in 
America, heart disease is no laughing 
matter According to the Centers tor Dis- 
ease Control, deaths from heart disease 
in 2004 outianked the second-leading 
cause of death, cancer, by a whopping 
103,822 deaths. 

With so many annual deaths from this 
disease, why do we continue to turn the 
j other cheek? 

How do we not take it upon ourselves 
to protect our health for now and the fu- 
ture? 

Keep in mind high-risk factors do not 
guarantee you a heart attack or stroke, 
but the more risk factors you choose not 
to control, the greater your statistical 
chances for heart disease and hardships 
later in life. 



UNCONTROLLABLE HIGH-RISK 
FACTORS 

According to the American Heart As- 
sociation, if your father or brother expe- 
rienced heart disease before age 55. or if 
your mother or sister experienced heart 
disease before age 65, you are at a high- 
er risk to contract the disease. Accord- 



ing to American Dietetics Association, 
blacks with high blood pressure, Mexi- 
can Americans. Native Americans, Na- 
tive Hawaiians, and some Asian Ameri- 
cans have shown greater prevalence for 
heart disease. 

CONTROLLABLE RISK FACTORS 

Smoking cigarettes, cigars and pipes 
and secondhand smoke causes high 
blood pressure or hypertension, accord- 
ing to the American Heart Association. 
This forces the heart to work harder, 
causing enlargement of the heart mus- 
cle, which eventually weakens it. 

Lack of exercise proves to be a pre- 
cursor for several risk factors. Not tak- 
ing part in the regular recommended 
physical activity - 30 to 60 minutes a 
day on most days of the week - might 
lead to weight gain and possibly obesity. 

Being overweight or obese, especially 
with excess abdominal fat, puts addition- 
al strain on the heart, raises blood pres- 
sure, raises blood cholesterol and lowers 
HDL cholesterol levels (the "good" cho- 
lesterol), all of which are risk factors for 
heart disease. j 

Diabetes, even in situations when it 
is under control, can increase the risk of 
dying from a heart attack. 

Excess alcohol intake can also lead to 
increased blood pressure, which might 
cause an irregular heartbeat, heart fail- 
ure or stroke. 

To manage and decrease your risk fac- 
tors, practice healthier lifestyle habits: 
exercise regularly, consume more natu- 
ral nutrient-rich foods (fruits, vegetables 
and whole grains) and get regular heart 
screenings

gist I want to work on peoples' hearts, and, 
thanks to a majority of Americans today, I 
am going to make a lot of 
moitey doing it. 

Yes, I'm going to be a 
very rich man, and it won't 
be because you have some 
rare heart condition, but 
because you made the con- 
scious decision to not eat 
healthy and be physically 
active. You wiU instead 
choose to develop cardio- 
vascular disease. 

Cardiovascular disease is a broad term 
that encompasses many diseases that affect 
the heart, lungs, arteries and veins, and 
mcludes heart disease. 

According to the American Heart Asso- 
ciation, about 910,000 Americans died bom 
cardiovascular disease last year, making it 
the No. 1 killer of people in this nation. It 
accounted for more than 40 percent of the 
deatl)s in the United States 

Q( the 910,000 Americans who died from 
cardiovascular disease, one-third of them did 
t)ecause of a poor diet and lack of physical 
activity. 

According to the American Heart Asso- 
ciation, 24 percent of US adults age 18 and 
older are not physically active at all. 

For something a little closer to home, the 
300,000 Americans who died last year from 
the disease due to poor dieting and a seden- 
tary lifestyle is greater than the populations 
of the Kansas cities of Ibpeka, Manhattan, 
Salina and Hutchinson combined. 

That means more people die each year 
from bad life choices than the number of 
Kansans who live in four of the ten most 
populated cities of the Sunflower State. 

Put down your extra large value meal and 
think about this for a second 

It's called quality of life, and unless you 
want your grandchildren to remember 
grandpa as that fat guy who sat in his chair 
all day and died early, you need to get out 
and start making healthy life choices. 

Tlie good news is, according to the 
American Heart Association, even low to 
moderate activities tike walking, climbing 
stairs and dancing can have a positive effect 
on your cardiovascular health More vigor- 
ous aerobic activities are even better. 

So 1 am begging you to please tiiink 
about the choices you make when it comes 
to your health.

Students provide outlet for soldiers 
to practice answering questions

FORT RILEY. Kan -A pla- 
toon of soldiers lay hidden on 
the edge of a clearing waiting 
for their commander to give 
them the order tti begin their 
mission. Their goal; a heavily 
foriified trench. At the sound 
of artillery shells blasting, the 
platoon leader gave the order 
to attack. The men, moving 
with quick precision, cleared 
the trench with minimal casu- 
alties. 

One obstacle they didn't 
expect, however, was a group 
of K-Stalc studenls armed 
with cameras and tape record- 
ers watching every move they 
made. 

In early September, four K- 
State journalism studenls took 
part in a training exercise with 
the First Battalion, 2«th In- 
fantry Regiment, also known 
as the Black Lions. It was the 
students' job to confront a pla- 
toon of soldiers who had just 
completed a trench -clearing 
exercise and ask them a se- 
ries of questions ranging from 
procedure to politics. The pla- 
toon, mostly made up of pri- 
vates, was expected to answer 
questions truthfully and within 
their own range of experience 

Maj. Kirk Luedekc. a Public 



Affairs officer with the Fourth 
Infantry Brigade Combat 
Team, discussed how a soldier 
should respond to questions 
from the media. 

"lunior soldiers should not 
know bigger picture ideas," 
Luedeke said. "They should 
stay in their lanes." 

Luedeke said a machine 
gunner should be able to tell 
a reporter about the weapon 
he uses and his role in the unit 
but should not give his opin- 
ions on procedure and strate- 
gy. Privates and generals alike 
are expected to stick to what 
they know and go no further 

April Biackmon. a commu- 
nity relations officer on Fori 
Riley, organized the Septem- 
ber exercise and is working to 
include more students in fu- 
ture exercises. 

"I think it's a great learn- 
ing experience for both stu- 
dents and military personnel," 
Biackmon said. "Soldiers need 
more exposure to media before 
they deploy, and students need 
more hands-on experience in 
reporting" 

Luedeke said he wants this 
training to give soldiers the 
confidence to speak to media 
without fear of consequence 
from their commanding offi- 
cers, and he wants to continue 
to use students for these exer- 



cises to give them that com- 
fort. 

'As we progress as a unit, 
we want to do more inten 
sive and complicated training 
events," Luedeke said, "and we 
want to implement media into 
these events." 

He said he anticipates us- 
ing students for exercises on 
a bigger scale and for longer 
periods of lime He also said 
he hopes to actually embed a 
reporter with a platoon and 
have them follow soldiers into 
a combat exercise, all while 
firing questions at them to test 
their answers under stress. 

Military and media rela 
tions have been jump-started 
ever since the beginning of the 
war in Iraq Luedeke, as well 
as other public affairs offisers, 
sees this as a step in the righi 
direction, in terms of getting 
the story out lo the American 
people 

"We owe it to the American 
public to tell the story," Luede 
ke said "We are overcoming a 
culture of distrust through the 
media, and we overcome that 
through training."

Kansas recently has re- 
ceived a $378,000 grant to 
help guard against terrorist 
attacks. 

The money was given by 
the Homeland Security Buf- 
fer Zone Protection Program 
in July 2006 through the In- 
frastructure Protection Pro- 
gram, which is part of the 
Department of Homeland 
Security 

According to the DBS 
Web site, the goal of the IPP 
is to strengthen the nation's 
ability to prevent, protect 
against, respond to and re- 
cover from terrorist attacks, 
major disasters and other 
emergencies. 

The Buffer Zone Protec- 
tion Program is one of four 
programs inside the IPP that 
funds are allocated to. 

"The Buffer Zone Protec- 
tion Program provides grant 
funding to build security and 
risk-management capabilities 
at the state and local level 
to secure critical infrastruc 
ture," according to the DHS 
Web site. "This includes 
chemical facilities, nuclear 
and electric power plants, 
dams, stadiums, arenas and 
other high-risk areas " 

The BZPFs goal is to 
help by providing funds to 
support planning and equip- 
ment acquisition. 

In fiscal year 2006, this 



program awarded approxi- 
mately $48 million in grant 
funds to state and local au- 
thorities, according to the 
Web site. 

"Kansas can do a lot 
with this money," said Molly 
Mueller, press secretary for 
Sen Pat Roberts, BKan "It 
will help them to be much 
better protected." 

The BZPP provides funds 
to support the implementa- 
tion of buffer lone plans out 
side the perimeter of identi- 
fied critical infrastructure or 
key resource sites, Mueller 
said. 

"These plans arc in- 
tended to develop effective 
preventative and protective 
measures that make it more 
difficult for terrorists to con- 
duet surveillance or launch 
attacks within the immediate 
vicinity of high priority criti- 
cal infrastructure targets," 
she said. 

To effectively carry out 
all existing programs, buffer 
zone plans should accom- 
plish many steps. 

These steps include devel 
oping an appropriate buffer 
zone that extends outward 
from the facility in which 
protective measure can be 
employed to make it more 
difficult for terrorists to 
conduct site surveillance or 
launch attacks. 

Other steps involve deval- 
uing a target by making it less 
attractive or loo costly to at- 
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tack, and deterring an event 
from happening through 
warning signs and physical 
barriers 

The grant is in addition 
to the 2005 allocation of SI 
million for equipment that 
will extend the zone protec- 
tion beyond the gates of crit 
ical facilities, Mueller said 

Many local areas have the 
possibility to be affected by 
this grant, one of which is 
the Tuttle Creek Dam 

Brian McNulty, opera- 
tions manager, said while 
he has not heard of this pro- 
gram, it does not mean that 
the dam will not be affected 

"If it is a grant, it would 
probably go through the 
state government, and our 
team would not be involved 
in it" McNulty said. 

While he could nol dis- 
cuss the security measures 
enforced at the dam. he said 
that many are in place be- 
cause dams are high-risk ar- 
eas 

"Some are used for wa- 
ter supply, and terrorists 
could look to contannnate 
them, but that isn't the case 
at ours," he said. '"There are 
several small locally owned 
lakes that are used for this, 
and these possibly could be 
affected by this program" 

McNulty said that a major 
risk at a dam like Tuttle Creek 
is that it involves stored wa- 
ter, which could po.-isibly be 
used lo create floods 
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Kansas police departments 
to receive bulletproof vests

Kansas police depBrtmente 
will receive $238,000 in grants 
to purchase bulletproof vesta. 

The funding is from the U.S. 
Department of justice's Office 
of Justice Programs. 

According to the U.S. De- 
partment of Justice Office of 
Justice Programs Web site, the 
Bulletprouf Vest Partnership 
(BVP), created by the Bullet- 
proof Vest Partnership Grant 
Act of 1998. allows state and 
local law enforcement to re- 
ceive protective vests. 

The Riley County Police 
Department received $6,855, 
which will help to buy 55 
vests. 

Molly Mueller, Sen. Rob- 
erts' press secretary, said for 
communities with a popula- 



tion of 100,000 or fewer, 50 
percent of the vests are paid 
for. Conun unities with more 
than 100,000 people have U 
percent of the vests covered 

Mueller said it's based on 
population. 

"The smaller districts get 
more money," she said. "They 
give preference to the smaller 
communities. That's just bow 
the pro-am is set up." 

The program is important 
for Kansas because of the 
communities who can't afford 
the vests on their own, Mueller 
said. 

"I've only heard pretty 
much good things," she said 

Mike Watson, director of 
the Riley Police Department, 
said the department has been 
participating in the program 
since 1999. 

Because the government 



pays lor 50 percent of the cost 
of the vests, Watson said the 
department appreciates the 
help 

"Obviously, it's been help- 
ful anytime we can get finan- 
cial assistance," he said. 

Watson said the grants buy 
regular vests and specialty 
vests for SWAT teams. 

The v^ts are guaranteed 
for about four to five years 
depending on the wear on 
the vests, and Watson said the 
vests are purchased on a time 
schedule to replace vests. 

The vests cost hundreds of 
dollars, Watson said, which is 
why the department is happy 
for the help 

"It's getting more difficult 
to take care of all the needs of 
a police department," he said. 
"It helps us help the officers 
and bring them back safely."

"A lot of people assume that 
since I advocated against the 
closing, when it reopens, I will 
be thrilled for my Idds to go 
back," he said "But what I ad- 
vocated for onginaily isn't there 
anymore." 

Many parents are concerned 
with how modem the building's 
technology will be, but Dave 
said he and his family are not. 

"The buildbg went through 
a renovation shortly before it 
closed," he said "The district 
is currently working on put- 
ting wireless in all the school 
buildings, and I would assume 
Bluemont would be included in 
that" 

Dave said there has been 
discussion on makit^ Bluemont 
the most wired building in the 
district, and in fact was the most 



up-to-date before it closed, and 
that honor now belong to Og- 
den. 

There is talk about mak- 
ing it a technology showpiece," 
he said, "It could be a possible 
hook to draw families back" 

There is no specific plan yet, 
as the board is worried about 
the cost of such updates, Dave 
said. He said grant money and 
other funds would help, but as 
of yet, the board has not allocat- 
ed funds to make it any different 
than other schools. 

Dave and his wife. Sandy 
Nelson, are parents of two other 
children; Allison, 15, and Kath- 
erine, 11. Katherine previously 
attended Bluemont before it 
closed. 

Sandy said the possibility of 
switching schools doesn't both- 
er her Lily Vfiii be OK.

back and shoulders and 
plans to add more to the art- 
work. 

"I did it just so people 
would understand how ex- 
cited I am about entomol- 
ogy," Holt said "That is my 
advertisement of how much 
I love what I do" 

People have noticed the 
advertisement. 

"I think what attracted 
my attention to her was the 
tattoos," Robert Clark, as- 
sociate professor of French, 
said "They are very unusual 
and very welt done." 

Clark said he did not un- 
derstand the tattoos initial- 
ly, but he was drawn by the 
elaborate design of the ink 
work. 

"1 just had never gotten to 
know people that expressed 
it her way." Clark said. 

LOOKING TO THE 
FUTURE 

Hoh is working on sev- 
eral new exhibits at the In- 
sect Zoo. It will not be easy 



to do alone, but that will not 
stop her from spreading the 
knowledge of insects 

"It's challenging," Holt 
said, "but it keeps you on 
your toes " 

The zoo receives funds 
from several campus orga- 
nizations and surrounding 
businesses and also receives 
profit from admittance fees 
established earlier this year 
Holt hopes to receive funds 
by next year and add on to 
the zoo. Her main goals are 
to build a learning center 
and a butterfly exhibit on the 
second floor of the building, 
but those are still only ambi- 
tions. 

"We arc still trying to see 
our funding increase so we 
can get more help," Holt 
said. "Next year we need to 
come up with ways to he- 
come more selfsufficicnt " 

The zoo, which is open 
year-round, has a variety 
of insects and arthropods, 
including a large lank of 
walking sticks, honeybees 
working tirelessly on their 
honeycombs, and even an 



interactive display of lifeless 
insects Customers can even 
buy tubes of different fla- 
vored honey made directly 
at the zoo 

Holt said although she 
has two student assistants, 
she is always looking for 
more help from students and 
faculty 

Assistants do not just 
have to be from the ento- 
mology department Holt 
said, in the last yi:ar. she has 
had a student from architec- 
ture and a student from park 
management and conserva- 
tion help take care of the 
tarantula exhibit. She also 
said students with a back- 
ground in biology can easily 
be trained to guide tours of 
the insect zoo 

Insects arc not always 
looked at with respect, but 
Holt - tattoos and all - 
hopes to change that 

"My goal is to shape how 
children view the world of 
insects," Holt said "1 want 
them to understand that 
they should be respected but 
not feared,"

Although she said her 
dogs are nice, Smith said 
they would be protective of 
her and her family in certain 
situations, 

Lynn Schumacher, Man- 
hattan animal shelter super- 
visor, said people have been 
misled with animal control's 
decisions. 

"A lot of them watch these 
police dog shows where they 
lust go in and take the dogs,' 
Schumacher said, "What they 
don't see is all the ground 
work they do prior Those 
people have to do all the 
ground work that we do too. 
That is necessary to keep the 
public safe. So the image we 



have is that we simply don't 
care " 

Kevin Dorritie, one of two 
animal control officers in 
Manhattan, said he patrols 
different parts of Manhattan 
during the day 

"My experience has been 
irresponsible ownership, and 
(controlling animals is) not 
an easy job to do, especially 
when you only have a couple 
of people," Dorritie said 

He said he is in favor of 
whatever decision the city 
makes. 

Though she has been at- 
tacked on the job, Chelsea 
Allen, a veterinary techni- 
cian at the Veterinary Medi- 
cal Teaching Hospital, agreed 
with Smith that most pit bulls 



are gentle, caring dogs. 

"TTiey're usually more of 
the friendlier dogs," Allen 
said, "They are usually very 
happy to have someone to 
pay attention to them" 

Allen said the dog that at- 
tacked her was trained to do 
so, and she believes most at- 
tacks are the result of poor 
ownership, 

Schumacher said she 
thinks it is good for the com- 
mission and the public to de- 
bate this issue. 

"Well, you can tell that 
there is an irresponsible own- 
er when there is poor fencing 
and they let their dog stand 
at large, making it so that you 
can't even go out in your own 
backyard and use it," Schum-

K-State rates low on availability of condoms, testing

K-State is on academic proba 
tion when it comes to sexual health 
awareness on campus, according 
to the Trojan Sexual Health Report 
Cord. 

The report card comes from a sur- 
vey of 100 universities that examined 
the level of student access to sexual 
resources. The survey was conducted 
by the makers of lYojan condoms 
and Bert Sperling, president of re- 
search for Sperling's Best Places, an 
Internet publication, that specializes 
in comparing and ranking various 
places and institutions. 

K-State ranks 60th out of 100 uni- 
versities surveyed in a sexual Health 
Awareness Report Card This leaves 
K-State with a 19 grade point av 
erage, which is below K-State's 2 
academic probation for a cumulative 
GPA. 

The report card has sparked con- 
troversy at several universities across 
the nation. Some universities' offi- 



cials said they were happy with their 
scores, while officials from other 
schools like K- State and the Univer- 
sity of Kansas thought the grading 
was unfair. 

Bill Smith, public health educator 
student services at the Watkins Me- 
morial Health Center at KU, said the 
grading criteria is ridiculous 

Michael Bruno, a Trojan repre- 
sentative, said the researchers found 
it frustrating they could nut contact 
university officials for survey ques- 
tions, so he decided to use the inter- 
net, because that is where most stu- 
dents look for information. 

Smith said the problem with the 
report is that it fails to take a student's 
view. Instead, the results are from an 
outsider's view with the Internet as a 
main source. 

Lindsey Hicks, president of K- 
State's Sexual Health Awareness 
Peer Educators, said the report card 
does not accurately represent the 
work being done to make K-State a 
sexually healthier campus. 

"This report card is a misrepresen- 



tation of the campus. Lots of people 
have heard about SHAPE. What is 
on the Web site is not as important as 
what we do on campus," Hicks said. 

GRADING PROCESS 

Bruno said the idea was to gauge 
the level of information available to 
students just as students would be 
graded with letter grades. 

This was the first year for the re- 
port card. 

"In 2005, TVojan participated in 
many college media round-table ses- 
sions to talk about sexual health on 
campuses across the U.S.," Bnuio 
said. 

He said students were frustrated 
on the varying amounts of informa- 
tion available on campus. Hiit frus- 
tration helped to generate the idea of 
the sexual health report card. 

Sperling initially tried contacting 
about 25 colleges on the survey but 
found the process frustrating, Bruno 
said.

"It is a collaboration of fac- 
ulty, guest artists and a couple 
of student pieces," Monette 
McKeeman, fifth-year student 
in kinesiology, said 'There are 
solos, duets and group work. 
There's even a dance that in- 
volves speaking parts" 

The students performing will 
dance tap, ballet, jazi and mod- 
em, as well as do belly dancing 
and tumbling The audience 
should expect to see pieces un- 
lilce those Erom WinterDance 
2005. 

"I tike to try different things," 
said Julie Lin Pentz, instruaor 
in speech communication, the- 
,aler and dance. 

Pentz, who is the choreog- 
rapher of three pieces in Win- 
terDance, said she steered away 
from dark dances like those 
that appeared in last year's per- 
formance, This year she tried to 
choreograph lighter and more 
fun dances. 

The students performing are 
dance majors, minors or not in 
the dance program at all, Pentz 
said. Auditions for WinterDance 
were open to all students 

One piece choreographed 
and written by David Olling- 
ton, instructor in speech com- 
munication, theater and dance, 
combines dance with dialogue. 
The piece, 'Student Rite,' has 
performers making their own 
music on instruments like a gui- 
tar and drum, while telling "the 
story of cousin Karen " 

There also wiU be a piece 
choreographed by special guest 
artist Laura Donnelly, who 
was the first K- State graduate 



in dance. Donnelly spent two 
weeks at K- State this semester 
teaching classes and bringing 
ideas to the dance program. 

"She's been in different 
dance companies and has really 
presented different techniques.' 
McKeeman said "She brought 
in new concepts and fresh 
ideas." 

Pentz said bringing in gu^ 
artists is something the Depart- 
ment of Speech Communica- 
tion, Theatre and Dance tries to 
do each semester. 

WinterDance also features 
two pieces choreographed by 
K- State students and chosen 
by the dance faculty for the 
performance. McKeeman. co- 
choreographed one of these 
pieces with Vicky Heruiing, 
fifth -year student in elemen 
tary education The duo began 
in the dance program at the 
same time and became friends 
through dance classes. 

"This is both of our first ex- 
periences choreographing for 
K-State," McKeeman said. "In 
the past 1 have been a dance 
coach, so I've choreographed 
dance team -type pieces Ijefore, 
but that dance style is totally 
different than what you'd ex 
pect out of a production " 

Dance styles weren't the only 
differences the pair had to work 
through while choreographing. 
Nichols Theatre's circular stage 
posed a challenge, because

Why do people recycle?

IwOlpirove 
recycling (in most 
cases) does not save 
any money and it does not protect the 
environment. 

In 1989, fay Winston Porter, then 
assistant administrator of the Envi- 
ronmenta] f*rotection Agency, wrote 
and mass-distributed "An Agenda for 
Action" phamphlet, saying "recycling 
is absolutely vital" Vital for whom? 

Daniel Benjamin, professor al 
Clnnson University and political 
economist, said the government uses 
studies - read: tax dollars - to fund 
recycling programs. 

How much exactly are taxpayer? 
paying to recycle? According to Sean 
Hannity's Web site, it's about $8 bil- 
lion a year. 

Porter said it costs your local 
municipality $150 per ton to pick up 
recyc tables, whereas it only costs $50 
per ton to pick up your normal trash. 

The American Metal Market publi- 
cation states Imco Recycling Incorpo- 
rated, a Texas-based company, posted 
a net loss of more than $58 million 
hotn its recycling program in the first 
quarter u( 2002. 

1 guess recycling is vital for some 
- the government 

Don't fret, thou^. Tlierc is one 



thing you can recycle Recycling alu- 
minum doa save money It costs l^s 
to make a new aluminum can &om an 
old one than it does to produce it from 
raw materials. That is why people rifle 
through your trash for your aluminum 
cans, not plastic or paper. 

But aluminum is only one aspect 
of recycling Psper, cardboard and 
plastic all cost more to recycle than to 
produce brand new Raw materials are 
cheaper ~ it is that simple. 

That in itself might not be enough 
to conviiKe you, because recycling still 
saves the environmenl, right? And we 
have trees to worry about 

Here is a little known fact: There 
are tree farms where trees are specifi- 
cally grown to be cut down for paper 
The trees our evil capitalist govern- 
ment so maliciously destroys to pro- 
duce more and more paper are on this 
planet for one reason and one reason 
only: to be turned into paper.

biology and a doctorate 
in physiology, L,andfilb ^*0 
abo have to be isolated

Additionally, landfills 
harvest the methane gas 
they produce, keeping 
the landfill from uxplod 
ing and emitting deadly 
gas. Actually, a landfill in 
Whittier. Calif . even uses 
the methane gas it produces to 
create eltxtricily, powering 
nearby homes. 

After a landfill's garbage 
is covered, plants are plant- 
ed on top, and usually 
the landfill is turned into 
a park or a golf course.

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Professor's bilingual play 
aims to break barriers

Spanish professor Alber- 
to Domingo Gonz&tez Val- 
d€s wrote a bilingual play, 
"Breaking Color Boundar- 
ies - rompiendo Umites en 
coloret." 

Much of the play is in 
English, but sometimes the 
translation from Spaniih to 
English changes the mean- 
ing, so Vald^s decided to 
keep some lines in Spanish 

"Sometimes it's better to 
say it in the original lan- 
guage," Vald^s said. 

Vald^s wrote the play in 
Spanish, and it was trans- 
lated by a group of students 
and faculty. 

The play was inspired by 
a process coming from my 
everyday teaching, because 
I used my role-playing as a 
method of teaching, and by 
using physical representa- 
tion, students learned bet- 
ter," he said. "I was surprised 
in one of my classes when 
they started to perform." 

Vald^s said he was sur- 
prised to see how well his 
students could act. and four 
students from his classes, 
Spanish Composition and 
Grammar, Structure of the 
Spanish Language and His- 
panic Readings, volunteered 
to be in the play. Also in the 
play are five Spanish instruc- 
tors 

"We are from differ- 



ent countries, working as a 
team, breaking boundaries," 
he said. "We are showing we 
can be human beings work- 
ing together." 

The play is set in Cuba 
in the Tropicana with caba- 
ret dancers. The cast goes 
through the traditional Cuba 
and shows the reality of the 
problems tiiere today. 

"This play shows the ac- 
tual Cuba - people trying to 
leave the country, tourists 
and things like that," Vald^s 
said "It's a tragedy and a 
comedy." 

According to the pro- 
gram, "... very complicated 
personal situations are rep- 
resented through different 
characters living in a social 
environment that is still to 
day both real and mystical" 

The play centers on Billi- 
llo, who "pines hopeless for 
the vain and beautiful May- 
eya ' 

Members of the audience 
are given programs with 
translations of the script in 
both English and Spanish. 

Vald^s said he hopes to 
accomplish several goals by 
producing and directing this 
play. 

"One is to help students 
understand language and the 
culture, and another thing 
is to share my experience 
as a teacher and a Cuban," 
he said "It's a very particu- 
lar case of study, and I just 
wanted to give my point of 
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view artistically," 

Vald^s said he hopes to 
break culture barriers and 
the boundaries that exist 
between people of different 
ethnicities. He wants to en- 
courage "the magical appre- 
ciation of the world" 

"The last goal is seeing 
the importance of the popu- 
lation in the U.S.. particular- 
ly in this area, to understand 
the Spanish culture and lan- 
guage," he said. 

"Language is a commu- 
nication tool You get tradi- 
tion, culture and the way of 
life It's a useful tool to be 
successful in society" 

The play will be per- 
formed at 8 tonight in the K- 
State Little Theater. It is free 
and open to everyone 

"Cubans, we do things for 
love," Vald^s said. 'Thanks 
to my destiny for being here 
in this department, and they 
encourage me in this idea" 



USDA grant funds K-State study 
of water conservation practices

K-State recently received 
one of five United States 
Department of Agriculture 
grants for $650,000 to study 
the implementation of con- 
servation practices at the 
Cheney Reservoir. 

■The reservoir is located 
west of Wichita and south of 
Hutchinson, Kan., Nathan 
Nelson, assistant professor of 
agronomy, said. All of the wa- 
ter in this area drains to the 
Cheney Reservoir, and this 
watershed provides Wichita 
with 70 percent of its drink- 
ing water. 

The study of the 633.000- 
acre watershed received 
funding for three years, which 
should be enough time to com- 
plete the project, said How- 
ard Miller, public relations 
coordinator for the Cheney 
Lake Watershed. The project, 
which is part of a nationwide 



series of 33 waterahed stud- 
ies, aims to determine if wa- 
ter quality has improved and 
if there arc ways to improve 
it. 

Cheney's large water- 
shed offers opportunities tor 
a large number of potential 
conservation practices, Lisa 
French, project coordinator, 
said. 

"The Conservation Effects 
Assessment Project grant 
awarded to KSU this fall will 
be used to help us gain a better 
understanding of the effects 
of past conservation work in 
our watershed and across the 
nation," French said "Spe- 
cifically KSU will be studying 
the water quality trends since 
the beginning of our project 
in the early 1990s." 

Conservation practices are 
used by farmers to protect 
water quality, Nelson said, 
including specific measures, 
management and ways they 
reduce nutrient, sediment. 



pesticide and any other loss 
to the water. 

This study will provide the 
best place f,or conservation 
practices to be implemented 
to have the greatest effect on 
water quality, Nelson said 

Researchers will use a tool 
to strategically target loca- 
tions in the watershed rather 
than attempt to install conser- 
vation practices elsewhere. 

The grant also will help 
the USDA and the watershed 
board increase the efficiency 
of future work, French said. 

K-State researchers will 
use computer modeling to 
help determine the most ef- 
fective placement for conser- 
vation practices in order to 
protect water quality, French 
said. 

There are seven K State 
faculty, three non-K-State 
collaborators - one from the 
US Geological Survey - and 
five graduate students work- 
ing on the grant. Nelson said.

Here is a list and brief de- 
scriptions of teams from both 
sides of the spectrum 

We'll start with the 90 India- 
napolis Colts. They are the first 
team in NFL history to be unde- 
feated this late in the season two 
years in a row. 

They haven't been winning 
by much (see the 17- 16 victory 
over the Buffalo Bills last week), 
but they continue to find ways to 
win, which is all that matters in 
this league. 

The Colts were the No. 1 seed 
in the playoffs last season, but 
they lost in their lint game to 
the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

This year, they will again have 
home-field advantage through- 
out the American Football Con- 
ference playoffs, and quarter- 
baclc Peyton Manning will have 
yet another chance to get to the 
Super Bowl and quiet the critics 
who say he can't win the big 
game. 

The Cincinnati Bengals are 
strug^ing mightily this season. 

Last year, quarterback Carson 
Palmer led his team to an AFC 
North title and a playoff berth, 
but now the team sits at 4-5 and 
will need to get lucky in the sec- 
ond half in order to either catch 
the division-leading Baltimore 
Ravens (7-2) or get in position 
for a wildcard berth into the 
playofls 

Also in the AFC North is the 
defending Super Bowl cham- 
pion, the Pittsburgh Steelers. 

This team accomplished so 
much last year, but it is quite 
possibly the most underachiev- 
ing team this season. 

At 3-6, the Steelers sit in a tie 
for last place in their division 
and will need to go at least 6- 1 
in the final two months of the 
season if they want to have any 
chance of making a return trip 
to the postseason. 

The Arizona Cardinals are 
definitely not who most people 
thought they would be 

Many believed this team 
would contend for a playoff spot 
this season, but they are only 1-8 
and are riding an eight-game los- 
ing streak 

This tesini has arguably the 
best tandem of wide receivers 
in the game today with Larry 
Pitzurald and Anquan Boldin. 

It also has a talented young 
defense and rookie quarterback 
in Matt Leinart who has shown 
iMbes of brilliance in only a few 
weeks in the league. 

The running game has been 
the bif^est problem this season, 
as running back Edgerrin {ames 
is averaging a career -low 64.9 
yards per game. 

The problems in the running 
game fall squarely on the offen- 
sive line. 

It has been terrible in block- 
ing all season, and the Cardinals 
are going to continue to lose 
games if this problem isn't cor- 
rected soon 

Surprises are always a part of 
the NFL, and 1 can't wait to see 
what happens in the second half 
of the season.

K-State takes 1 before falling to No. 8-ranked Texas

Just four days after the K-State football team pulled 
off an upset against No. 4 Texas, the K-State women's 
volleyball team tried to tap into some of the magic in 
hopes of beating another ranked Texas team. 

"Our assistant coach made a small video and put 
some highlights of us hitting, and he also put when the 
football team won against Texas ... it got us fired up," 
junior Angle Lastra said. 

It didn't, however, get the Wildcats a winning re 
suit. 

No 8 Texas (20-5, 153 Big 12) defeated the Wild- 
cats 3-1 (30-26, 30-22, 23-30, 30-26) Wednesday night 
at Ahearn Field House, extending its winning streak 
to eight matches and giving the Longhoms the season 
sweep against K-State (10-18, 2-16 Big 12). 

It was the I7th loss in 19 matches for the Wildcats, 
who are in last place in the Big 12 Conference with two 
matches remaining. Still, coach Suzie Fritz was upbeat 
after the game and said she saw plenty of positives from 
her team 

"I thought the effort level, the intensity level was 
good," Fritz said. "That's the accepted level of intensity 
and enthusiasm and energy we have to play with all the 
time." 

K-State sophomore middle blocker Megan Parr re 
corded a career- high 18 kills on a 417 hitting percent- 
age in defeat. She has surpassed double-digit kills in six 
of K-State's last 10 matches and has become one of the 
team's most consistent players at the net, Fritz said. 

"She's just this little itty bitty thing in there, and she 
is just very fast and up early and getting on the ball,* 
Fritz said. "1 was excited for Megan She had a terrific 
night." 

In the opening game. K-State stayed close with the 
Longhoms and never trailed by more than four points 
Farr led K-State with seven kills on a .700 hitting per- 
centage to help keep the Wildcats within striking dis- 
tance at 27-26 But the Wildcats gave up three straight 
points to lose 30-26 

Fritz said her team didn't come out with the proper

mindset early on. 

"1 was a little disappointed thai we weren't a little bit 
more aggressive earlier in the match," she said. 

Texas and K-State split the next two games, with 
seven-point and eight -point results, respectively. 

In the fourth game, K-State trailed by as many as 
five at 24-19 and was unable to get much closer. The 
Longhoms had seven more kills, out-hit the Wildcats 
.286 to 265, and won 30-26 to take the match. 

Sophomore Megan Kroeker finished with 15 kills 
and senior Sandy Werner chipped in with 14 kills. Ju- 
nior Stacey Spiegelberg had a team-high 54 assists for 
the Wildcats 



K-State shoots poorly from field, 
still tops Rutgers in 1st road test

PISCATAWAY, N J - At one point 
during the second half of K-State s wm 
over Rutgers Wednesday night, the 
pt^lic -address announcer began to sig- 
nal a timeout with the wonls. "Cincin 
nati calls time," before catching himself 
arnl correcting it to "K-State " 

It might take awhile to get used to 
Bob Muggins coaching the Wildcats af- 
ter 16 seasons at Cincinnati It won't 
take nearly as long to recognize his 
trademaric high -pressure defense. 

David Hoskins scored 14 points 
to help K State defeat Rutgers 55-41 
Wednesday night and spoil the debut 
of Scarlet Knights coach Fred Hill. The 
Wildcats shot 32 percent from the field 
but were able to win easily because 
they held Rutgers to 19-percent shoot- 
ing (9-for47). 

"Hliat was a score from before the 
shot clock." Huggins cracked after his 



team improved to 2-0 "I try to tell 
them they're going to have dajre when 
they dont shoot well, but they can still 
win, and you do that by guarding and 
by rebounding the ball" 

JR. Inman led Rutgers with 17 
poinu The game was Rutgers' season 
opener, but it evened Hill's career re- 
cord at 1-1 Last season, the longtime 
assistant coached the Scarlet Knights 
to a victory over Marquette when head 
coach Gary Waters was unable to re- 
turn from Ohio due to a snowstorm. 

Without shooting guard Quincy 
Douby, who left a year early for the 
NBA, Rutgers lack of an outside game 
was glaring. Outside of Inman, the 
Scarlet Kni^ts shot 4-for-39, includ 
ing 1 -for- 10 by returning leadbg scorer 
Marquis Webb 

'Last year Quincy wta double- 
teamed, and that i^jened up kxiks 
for other guys," Hill said "They're not 
going to get thote looks any more 
They're going to have to find ways to 



score in the offense" 

Whether due to K-State's defenshre 
pressure or their own ineptitude, Rut- 
gers' players never seemed to get into 
the flow of the game 

"I think we got them moving a little 
faster than they wanted to move and 
made them make decisions they didn't 
want to make." Hoskins said. "The ball 
either goes in or it doesn't, but you can 
always play defense and rebound " 

Rutgers overcame a brutal first 20 
minutes in which it shot 4-for-24 to 
trail by nine on Inman 's 3- point play 
eiuly in the second half. But Lance 
Harris scored eight of his 11 points on 
two 3-pointera and a baseline jumper 
to spark a 12-6 run that opened a 40-

There were seven categories 
used to rate universities. 

The categories arc Web site 
navigation, condom availibil- 
ity, contraception options, 
HIV and Sexually Tt^nsmitted 
Infection testing, sexual as- 
sault services, advice column, 
Q&As in the student newspa- 
per, and lecture and outreach 
programs. 

HOW K-STATE SCORED 

In the first category of cam- 
pus health center Web sites 
and how easily they can be 
navigated, K- State scored a B. 

"Our Web site is really 
comprehensive, because you 
can search for various topics, 
and it will pop right up," Hicks 
said. 

She said although K-Stat« 
has a good Web site, it is being 
improved. 

On the level of condom 
availability, K- State scored an 
F Schools received an A for 
free and easily available con 
doms, a C for condoms with 
a price, and an F for no avail- 
ablity. 

"SHAPE hands out free 
condoms at every presenta- 
tion they give around campus. 
Also, they are in the (K-State 
Student) Union every week 
handing out free condoms," 
Hicks said. 

K- St ate scored an A on 
contraception availability 
other than condoms, like birth 
control and the morning-after 
pill. 

Hicks said contraception, 
including the morning-after 
pill, can be easily obtained 
through Lafene Health Cen- 
ter. 

"All students have to do is 
call and make an appointment 
with a nurse. The nurse will 
tell you all about your options 
to see what will work best for 
you." she said. 

In the category of HIV and 
Sn testing, K-State earned a 
C. 

K-State could have scored 
better if testing information 
was made more clear on the 



Web site, Bruno said 

Hicks said Lafene offers all 
STD and HIV testing, and stu- 
dents can get appointments for 
testing in fewer than two days. 
K-State received an A on 
sexual assault counseling and 
availability. 

Between University Coun- 
seling Services and the Wom- 
en's Center, K-State has pro- 
grams to assist students in 
need and increase awareness 
of sexual issues, Mary Tbdd, 
director of Women's Center 
said. 

K-State received an F for 
sex advice in the student news- 
paper 

Collegian editor In chief 
Emily Lawrence said it is hard 
to find legitimate sex advice 
columnists. 

"We've had sex and rela- 
tionship columnists, but being 
on a conservative campus, it's 
hard to find people who are 
open about sexual experienc- 
es," Lawrence said. 

K-State received a D in lec- 
ture and outreach programs. 

Hicks said SHAPE conducts 
presentations on sexual health 
across campus and brings na- 
tionally known speakers to 
students every year 

"At least half of the student 
population has heard a presen- 
tation or know someone who 
has. We reach over 2,000 stu- 
dents a year, which are mostly 
freshmen," Hicks said. 

K-STATE VS. KU 

While K-Slate ranked low 
on sexual health awareness, 
KU finished lower, at No 79 of 
100. with a 1.1 GPA, accord- 
ing to the study. 

Smith said KU's more lib 
eral atmosphere affects the 
amount of hinding they re- 
ceive. 

"We are very fortunate to 
be providing student health 
services in conjunction with 
national health programs such 
as the Clean -N -Safe campaign 
for awareness and testing for 
Chlamydia and Gonorrhea," 
Smith said. 

Hicks said even though K- 
State is considered a conserva- 



thw campus, she thinks it does 
not aSect the hinding SHAPE 
receives for campus presenta- 
tions. 

KU also has a comparable 
sexual peer educator program 
called Peer Health Educators. 
Smith said 

KU was a testing site for the 
new HPV vaccine, Gardasil, 
and was one of the first univer 
sities to receive the vaccine. 

Lafene also has the HPV 
vaccine available to students. 
Hicks said 

Hicks said SHAPE stresses 
students' need to determine if 
their health insurance covers 
this vaccine. 

In the category of condom 
availability, K State and KU 
are both failing 

Smith and Hicks said con- 
doms are fairly easy for stu 
dents to get on KU's campus 

KU's health clinic has a 
punch card program that al- 
lows students living in resi- 
dence halls, fraternity and so 
rority houses and scholarships 
houses to get free condoms for 
their entire living communi 
ties. 

"'Students get a free con 
dom favor bag, which includes 
30 condoms, 10 packs of lu- 
brication and literature about 
safe sex,' Smith said. 

The first bag is free, then the 
second, third and fourth bags 
come with the price of giving 
a presentation about safe sex 
to their living communities. 
Smith said. 

Smith said KU's health 
clinic also offers condoms at a 
price of three for $0.50 

"Lafene has condoms that 
are affordable for students and 
cheaper than going to Wal 
Mart," Hicks said 

Hicks said SHAPE is work- 
ing hard tu educate students 
on the risks of sexual behav- 
ior and how to protect them- 
selves. 

When it comes to sexual re- 
sources on campus. Smith said 
the information is out there for 
students 

"Ultimately, it is the stu- 
dents' responsibility to take 
advantage," Smith said.

"1 wanted to challenge my- 
self," Mitts said as she discussed 
the reasons behind picking an 
unconventional destination for 
studying abroad. 

As a volunteer with Cross 
Cultural Solutions, Mitts stayed 
for several months, traveling 
through the Himalayas and 
working at a summer camp 
teaching English and math 

Mitts described India as 
a land of contradictions, ad- 



dressing the juxtaposition of 
the corrupt government and 
the deeply religious people. 

In India, Mitts stayed at 
a 24-hour temple and inter- 
acted with Tibetan refugees in 
mountain villages. Mitts also 
worked with Mobile Crutches, 
a group that provides daycare 
for people in poverty-stricken 
areas. She taught children ba- 
sic hy^ene and social skills. 

"1 learned I didn't have to 
have all the extra stuff in life," 
she said. 



Both women said they rec- 
ommend a service-orientated 
study abroad program, because 
it fosters experiential learning 
and real interaction with peo- 
ple in the culture, not just the 
elite. 

Yuko Funkunaga, sopho- 
more in Spanish, attended the 
event to learn about different 
study abroad opportunities. 

"I read about it in the Col- 
legian and am going to Mexico 
next semester, and 1 want to do 
something like this." she said

encourage smokers who choose 
to quit. Some restaurants, in- 
cluding El Cazador Authentic 
Mexican Food & Cantina, will 
be honored for choosing to be 
smoke-free regardless of the 
city's smoking policy, 

"The smoking ordinance 
never happened, but some res- 
taurants decided on their own 
to go smoke free," Locke said. 
"Its nice to have those places in 
the community" 

College is an ideal time to 
quit smoking, according to the 
ACS. A study at the Univer- 
sity of Rhode Island found 28.5 



percent of college students are 
smokers The same study also 
found that nearly half of col- 
lege-age smokers have tried to 
quit at least once 

"'Quitting is hard, emotion- 
ally and physically," Kyle la- 
cobs, sophomore in industrial 
engineering, said. "I don't re- 
ally know anyone that has quit. 
cold turkey, on their first try ' 

Having a plan and sticking 
to that plan is helpful to quit- 
ting. Students are encouraged 
to contact a physician or talk 
to a psychiatrist tu help their 
effort. 

"Helping students to devel- 
op realistic expectations about 



smoking and to find other ways 
to cope with negative feelings 
may be helpful in reducing de 
pendence upon smoking," said 
Michael Fiore. director of the 
University of Wisconsin Center 
for Tbbacco Research and In- 
tervention 

"This is critical, since we 
know that half of those who 
become daily lifetime smokers 
will be killed prematurely by a 
disease directly caused by their 
smoking."

] Gamers ready to buy PlayStations for enhanced graphics

It's almost here. Gamers across 
the United Slates will wail in lines (or 
hours or even days, some predict, to 
get their new Sony PlayStation} sys- 
tems on Friday 

John Callay, pneral manager of 
Best Buy, said he doesn't know how 
many PlayStations the store will have 
available for sale Friday. 

"We don't know how many we're 
getting," Callay said "AU we do know 
is it will be a fairly low quantity I 
wouldn't be surprised if we sold out 
within the first 10 minutes," 

Ross Duffey, who works in loss 
prevention at Best Buy, said before 
the store opens, the staff will pass out 
vouchers to people in line 

"We'll start with the first person in 
line and go until we run." DuRey said. 
"I expect we will have a lot of people 
inline." 

Erica Cain, senior in microbiology, 
said she doesn't plan on getting the 
new PS3 anytime soon because of the 
system's high cc^ 

"It makes me want to cry a little 
bit," Cain said with a lau^. "I want 
one really bad." 

Cain said she likes ElayStation the 
best of all gaming systems, because she 
mostly plays role-playing games. 

"I like the whole Final Fantasy se- 
ries," she said. 'Final Fantasy VII on 
original PlayStation is probab^ my fa- 
vorite, though,'" 

Cain said she plays for an aver- 
age of 10 hours per week during the 
school year. 

'It's like my reward for getting all 
of my homework and stuff done," she 
said. "1 usually play at night before 1 go 
to bed for an hour or so It helps me 
relax and forget about school stuff and 
work stuff" 

Cain said she has played video 



games since she was 7 or 8 years 
old, and she owns at least 20 games, 
a Sony I^ByStation2, XBox and Nin- 
tendo GameCube. 

Although she said buying a PS3 
doesn"t fit into her budget, she said 
she understands why the game system 
costs what it does, 

"I can see why it's so expensive," 
she said "Hie technology and graph- 
ics have 0cpanded so much" 

Cain said she is more likely (o pur- 
chase a Nintendo Wii if she buys a new 
gaming system this year. She said she 
would like to receive the new PlaySla 
tion as a graduation gift from family or 
friends in the spring. 

"It just makes me sad, because I 



used to be one of the those people 
who always had the next new gam 
ing system, but now I won't," she 
said. 

Kevin Pereira, host of G4 TVs 
"Attack of the Show," said even 
though PlayStations has advanced 
technology, it is still a bK expensive. 

"There's so much hype." he said. 
'And to be honest, it's unwarranted 
hype. If you don't own an HDTV, 
there's very little reason to own a PS3. 
It's just basically piggy-backing off the 
PlayStation2," Pereira said. "Anything 
that is branded PlayStation or Sony 
will sell, even if it's a $600 console." 

(Vrcira said Sony claimed it would 
send out many more sjstems than it 






actually will. Be- 
cause of hardware 
problems and defects, 
Sony will release only 
a fraction of what was 
planned. 

"They were telling people they 
would have upwards of a million sys- 
tems released," he said "They'll be re- 
leasing 120,000, maybe 200,000 units 
at the most, which means your local 
stores will have sw to 12 systems. A lot 
of people will be looking to eBay." 

Although Pereira said the system is 
over-priced, he said the graphics, tech- 
nology and hardware will be the most 
powerful in its generation. 

Unlike students like Cain who say 
they probably will not get a new I^ay- 
Station soon, Conner Smith, senior 
in architectural engineering, said he 
plans to get two 

"I think you can only buy one," he 
said, "So my mom b going to get one 
for me, and I'm trying to get my broth- 
er to get one, too" 

Smith said he and his brother plan 
to sell the extra gaming system online. 

"We're going to sell it on eBay," 
Smith said. "There's going to be some 
parent out there whose ki(b only 
wants a PlayStation for Christmas." 

With the help of gift cards. Smith 
said purchasing his PS3 will be fairly 
inexpensive. 

"My brother and I had saved up a 
bunch of Best Buy gift cards," he said. 
"We almost have all of the money to 
get one with gift cards." 

Smith said a lot of his biends also 
plan to buy the new system. 

"1 feel bad for those who auen't get- 
ting one," he said.
